.Signifying  the  desire  of  the  corporate  authorities  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to   increase  the  indehtedness   of 
the  said  City  in  the  snni  of  twelve  million  nine  hundred 
thousand  (12,900,000)   dollars,  toward  the  erection  of 
an  Art  Museum,  the  acquisition  of  property  and  im- 
provement of  the  Parkway,  construction  of  new^  build- 
ings  and  improvement  of   the   Philadelphia   Hospital, 
improvement  of  country  roads,  repaving  and  resurfac- 
ing paved  streets,  continuing  the  improvement  of  League 
Island  Park,   grading  streets,   construction   of^  bridges 
and  main  and  "branch  sewers,  continuing  the  improve- 
ment of  the  Boulevard  and  branches  from  Broad  street 
northeastward,     paving   intersections   and    in   front   of 
unassessable  property,  acquiring  property  and  improve- 
ment of  recreation  centers,  purchase  of  property,  erec- 
tion of  buildings  and  improvement  of  existing  police  and 
iire  stations  and  purchase  of  fire  apparatus,  purchase 
of  water  pipe,  harbor  improvements,  toward  a  soldiers' 
and  sailors'  memorial,  extension  and  improvement   of 
the  West  Philadelphia  water  supply,   a  sedimentation 
basin  at  Torresdale,  toward  the  improvement  of  Cobbs 
Cl-eek  Park,  toward  the  erection  of  a  library  building, 
restoration  of  old  City  Hall  and  Independence  Hall, 
improvement  of  the  County  Prisons,  to  pay  for  ground 
taken   for  Fairmount   Park   and   for   improvement   of 
Fairmount   Park;    and   to   authorize    and   provide   for 
submitting  to  the  vote  of  the  electors  the  question  of 
increasing  the   said   indebtedness   in  the   said   sum  of 
twelve   million   nine    hundred   thousand    (12,900,000)

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  PMladelpliia  do  ordain.

of  new  buildings  and  improvements  of  the  Philadelphia 
Hospital,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  improvement 
of  country  roads,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dollars;  repav- 
ing  and  resurfacing  of  paved  streets,  one  million  (1,000,- 
000)  dollars;  continuing  the  improvement  of  League  Is- 
land Park,  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  grad- 
ing streets,  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  con- 
struction of  bridges,  six  hundred  and  ninety  thousand 
(690,000)  dollars;  construction  of  main  sewers,  six  hun- 
dred thousand  (600,000)  dollars;  construction  of  branch 
sewers,  six  hundred  thousand  (600,000)  dollars;  continu- 
ing the  improvement  of  the  Boulevard  and  branches  from 
Broad  street  northeastward,  including  the  necessary  re- 
surfacing, eight  hundred  thousand  (800,0^0)  dollars; 
paving  intersections  and  in  front  of  unassessable  prop- 
erty, one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  acquiring 
property  and  improvement  of  recreation  centers,  three 
hundred  thousand  (300,000)  dollars;  purchase  of  prop- 
erty, erection  of  buildings  and  improvement  of  existing 
police  and  fire  stations  and  purchase  of  fire  apparatus, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars;  pur- 
chase of  water  pipe,  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dol- 
lars;  harbor  im2>rovements,  one  million  (1,000,000)  dol- 
lars; toward  a  soldiers'  and  sailors'  memorial,  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  thousand  (160,000)  dollars;  extension  and 
improvement  of  the  West  Philadelphia  water  supply,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars;  sedimenta- 
tion basin  at  Torresdale,  five  hundred  thousand  (500.000) 
dollars ;  toward  the  improvement  of  Cobbs  Creek  Park,  one 
hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars;  toward  the  erection 
of  a  library  building  on  site  acquired  with  money  borrowed 
pursuant  to  ordinance  approved  June  17,  1898,  two  hun- 
dred thousand  (200,000)  dollars;  restoration  of  old  City 
Hall   and  Independence  Hall   and   improvements   to   In- 


-dependence  Square,  one  hundred  and  t^^enty-five  thou- 
sand (125,000)  dollars;  improvement  of  the  County  Pris- 
ons, one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars; 
to  pay  mandamuses  for  ground  taken  for  Fairmount  Park, 
five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars;  improvement  of 
Fairmount  Park,  seventy-five  thousand   (75,000)    dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  assent 
of  the  electors  to  the  said  increase  of  indebtedness  in  the 
sum  of  twelve  million  nine  hundred  thousand  (12,900,- 
000)  dollars,  as  designated  in  Section  1,  an  election  shall 
be  held  at  the  usual  places  for  holding  elections  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March,  1914,  between  the  hours  of 
2  P.  M.  and  7  P.  M. ;  that  notice  of  said  election  shall 
be  given  by  the  Mayor  of  the  municipality  by  weekly 
advertisements  in  not  exceeding  three  newspapers  of  the 
said  City  during  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  said 
election,'  which  notice  shall  contain  ^a  statement  of  the 
amount  of  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty of  said  City,  the  amount  of  the  existing  debt,  the 
amount  and  percentage  of  the  proposed  increase,  and  the 
purposes  for  which  the  indebtedness  is  to  be  increased; 
and  the  City  Commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  prepare  and  distribute  the  necessary  ballots, 
ballot  boxes  and  other  articles,  and  to  take  such  other 
action  as  mav  be  required  for  the  holding  of  such  election, 
as  provided  "for  in  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
governing  the  increase  of  indebtedness  of  municipalities 
and  the  holding  of  elections  therefor. 

Sect.  3,  That  the  sum  of  seventy-five  thousand  (75,- 
000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated^  to 
the  Citv  Commissioners  for  the  expenses  of  the  election 
provided  for  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Authorizing  the  exe'Cution  of  a  contract  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washing- 
ton Railroad  Company,  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  provid- 
ing for  the  abolition  of  railroad  grade  crossings  in  that 
portion  of  the  City  lying  south  of  Christian  street,  and 
between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  so  as  to 
enable  the  City  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets, 
and  carry  out  its  plan  for  the  improvement  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  City,  including  the  construction,  extension 
and  improvement  of  its  docks,  wharves,  etc.,  and  for 
that  purpose  providing  that  said  railroad  companies  may 
change,  relocate  or  elevate  certain  portions  of  the  lines 
of  railroad  o'^^med,  leased  or  controlled  and  operated  by 
them,  and  establish  new  lines,  terminals  and  yards  with 
the  necessary  connections  therewith  within  said  portion 
of  tho  City ;  providing  for  the  placing  upon  the  City 
plan,  the  striking  from  the  City  plan,  and  the  vacation, 
widening  and  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets 
and  for  the  opening  and  physical  changes  of  streets ;  for 
the  alteration,  construction  and  reconstruction  of  build- 
ings, bridges  and  yards,  tracks,  terminals  and  operating 
appliances  of  the  said  railroads ;  for  the  acquisition  of 
property  for  railroad  and  highway  purposes  and  for 
piers  and  other  river  front  improvements  and  for  the 
apportionment  between  the  City  and  the  railroad  com- 
panies of  the  expense  of  acquiring  the  property  for  open- 
ing, widening  and  revising  streets,  of  constructing  and 
reconstructing  street  fixtures  and  of  changing,  relocat- 
ing, constructing  and  reconstructing  or  elevating  rail- 
road tracks,  tei^minals,  yards  and  connections,  and  all 
other  expense  contingent  to  the  work  herein  provided 
for,  and  defining  the  methods  of  making  payment  of  the 
respective  portions  of  such  expense ;  providing  for  the 
carrying  out  and  completion  of  all  the  aforesaid  work 
and  all  work  of  every  character  necessary  for  and  inci- 
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dental  to  the  abolishment  of  certain  existing  grade  cross- 
ings, and  the  effectual  establishment  of  the  plan  whereby 
the  readjustment  of  railroad  lines  with  reference  to 
street  crossings  within  the  territoi-y  affected  may  be  pro- 
vided for;  also  authorizing  a  general  revision  of  the 
lines  and  grades  of  streets;  the  amendment  of  the  ordi- 
nance approved  December  26,  1890,  authorizing  the 
construction  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad; 
and  making  an  appropriation  for  a  part  of  the  City's 
proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  work  provided  for  in  said 
contract. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  do  ordain,  That,  pursuant  to  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize 
the  counties,  cities,  towns  and  townships  of  this  State, 
respectively,  to  enter  into  contracts  with  railroad  com- 
panies whose  roads  enter  into  their  limits,  whereby  said 
companies  may  relocate,  change  or  elevate  their  railroads,'^ 
approved  the  9th  day  of  June,  1874;  of  the  rights  and 
powers  of  the  railroad  companies,  and  of  all  other  power 
enabling  the  parties  to  act  in  the  premises,  the  said  City 
of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington 
Railroad  Company,  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company,  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  and  the  Phila- 
delphia Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  which  shall  be  in 
the  form  following  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing  the 
objects  set  out  in  the  recitals  and  covenants  therein  con- 
tained : 

THIS  AGREEMENT,  made  this  day 

of  1914,  by  and  between  the  City  of  Phila- 

delphia, hereinafter  called  the  "City,"  party  of  the  first 
part;  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington 
Railroad  Company  and  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  hereinafter  called  for  convenience  the  "Pennsyl- 
vania Companies,"   parties  of  the  second  part,   and  the 
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Schuylkill  Eiver  East  Side  Railroad  Compati^y  and 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  herein- 
after called  for  convenience  the  "Baltimore  Companies," 
parties  of  the  third  part  (said  "Pennsylvania  Companies" 
and  "Baltimore  Companie'S,"  when  referred  to  jointly,  be- 
ing also  hereinafter  sometimes  called  the  "Railroad  Com- 
panies"), and  The  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad 
Company,  hereinafter  called  for  convenience  "Belt  Line 
Company,"  party  of  the  fourth  part. 

Whereas^  The  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Companies,  the  Baltimore  Companies  and  the  Belt 
Line  Company  desire  to  enter  into  an  agreement  whereby 
the  said  Pennsylvania  and  Baltimore  Companies  may  re- 
spectively change,  widen,  straighten,  or  otherwise  improve, 
relocate,  extend,  comstmct,  reconstruct  and  elevate  certain 
portions  of  the  lines  of  railroad  owned,  leased,  controlled, 
or  operated  by  them,  and  establish  new  lines,  terminals  and 
yards  with  the  necessary  connections  therewith,  within  that 
portion  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  lying  south  of  Chris- 
tian street  and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers, 
so  as  to  abolish  numerous  grade  crossings  and  enable  the 
City  to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets,  carry  out  its 
plans  for  the  improvement  of  that  section  of  the  City,  and 
make  suitable  provision  for  the  location  and  subsequent 
construction,  extension  and  improvement  of  its  docks, 
wharves,  etc.,  and  whereby  the  Belt  Line  Company  may  be 
granted  certain  rights  and  privileges  and  relinquish  and 
surrender  certain  rights  and  privileges. 

And  Whereas,  The  said  City  and  said  Pennsylvania 
Companies,  the  Baltimore  Companies  and  the  Belt  Line 
Company  have  duly  negotiated  concerning,  and  definitely 
agreed  upon,  the  terais  and  conditions  for  said  contract 
and  are  now  about  to  execute  the  same  accordingly. 

Now,  Therefore,  this  Agreement  WUnesseth  that,  for 
and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  privileges  and 
advantages  to  each  of  them  thereunto  moving  and  the  mu- 
tual covenants  hereinafter  contained  and  set  forth,  the  said 
parties  hereto  have  mutually  covenanted  and  agreed,  and 
by  these  presents  do  hereby  severally  covenant  and  agree, 
to  and  with  each  other,  as  follows : 
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First. — The  City  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  that  the 
•said  Pennsylvania  Companies,  the  Baltimore  Companies 
:and  the  Belt  Line  Company  may  change,  widen,  straighten, 
or  otherwise  improve  and  relocate,  extend,  construct,  re- 
construct and  elevate  the  certain  portions  of  the  lines  of 
railroad  owned,  held,  or  controlled  and  operated  by  them, 
hereinafter  specifically  mentioned  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided; may  provide  for  railroad  yards  and  terminals; 
may  provide  for  the  alteration  and  construction  or  recon- 
struction of  buildings,  bridges,  tracks  and  operating  ap- 
pliances on  the  said  lines  of  railroad ;  and  may  carry  out 
.and  complete  the  work  of  every  character  necessary  and 
incidental  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  purposes  stated  in  the 
recital  hereinbefore  contained,  and  the  City  hereby  further 
agrees  to  take  all  action  that  is  or  may  be  necessary  upon 
its  part  to  enable  the  said  Companies  to  carry  into  effect 
the  work  covered  by  this  agreement.  The  following  are 
the  lines  of  railroad  affected  by  this  agreement : 

(1)  The  Washington  Avenue  Branch  of  the  Philadel- 
phia, Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad  from  Thirtieth 
street  and  Gray's  Ferry  avenue  to  the  Delaware  river; 
(2)  the  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
from  the  Arsenal  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  river  to  Dela- 
■ware  avenue  and.  Queen  street;  (3)  the  Girard  Point 
Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  Hamburg 
Junction  to  Girard  Point;  (4)  the  Schuylkill  River 
Branch  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  it3 
connection  with  the  Girard  Point  Branch  to  its  terminus 
■east  of  Broad  street;  (5)  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side 
Railroad  from  near  Vare  avenue,  in  its  East  Side  Yard 
along  the  Schuylkill  river  to  Shunk  and  Vandalia  streets ; 
and  (6)  The  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  from  Queen 
street  to  Point  Breeze. 

Second. — The  said  City  covenants,  promises  and  agrees 
to  make  such  general  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of 
streets  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  City  plan  and 
provide  for  the  improvements  within  the  territory  south 
of  Christian  street  and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuyl- 
kill rivers,   and,  in  connection  therewith,  to  vacate  such 
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streets ;  to  place  such  streets  on  the  City  plan  and  to  make 
such  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  crossing 
and  adjacent  to  the  lines  of  railroad  herein  specifically 
mentioned,  and  the  yards,  facilities  and  appurtenances 
thereon  and  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  pro- 
vide for  the  execution  of  the  work  tp  be  co-operatively 
undertaken  and  completed  by  the  City  and  the  respective 
Railroad  Companies  in  accordance  with  this  agreement. 

Third. — The  City  covenants,  promises  and  agrees  to 
issue  the  usual  notices  to  all  owners  whose  property  may  be 
affected  by  the  work  to  be  done  under  this  agreement  and 
to  notify  the  owners  of  property  over  and  through  which 
the  following  streets,  as  laid  out  and  revised  under  author- 
ity of  the  ordinance  authorizing  this  agreement,  will  pass, 
that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  &aid 
notices  said  streets  will  be  required  for  public  use :  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  from  Washington  avenue  to  Point  Breeze  ave- 
nue ;  Point  Breeze  avenue,  from  Twenty-fifth  street  to 
Wolf  street ;  Twenty-ninth  street,  from  Passyunk  avenue  to 
Magazine  lane ;  and  Delaware  avenue  from  the  north  side 
of  Bigler  street  to  the  north  property  line  of  the  proposed 
terminal  yards  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies.  Upon  the 
execution  of  this  agreement  and  the  confirmation  of  any 
or  all  of  the  revisions  of  the  City  plan  provided  for  in 
Article  Second  hereof,  the  Mayor  shall  enter  security,  on 
behalf  of  the  City,  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  damages 
which  may  be  caused  in  carrying  into  effect  any  and  all  of 
the  work  herein  authorized.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  said 
security  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  limit  of  the 
notice  provided  for  in  this  Article,  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  (hereinafter  for 
convenience  called  "Director")  shall  enter  upon  and  take 
for  public  use  such  properties  as  may  be  required  to  enable 
said  ordinance  and  this  agreement  to  be  carried  into  full 
and  complete  effect,  and  the  work  of  construction  shall  be 
commenced  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible  and  at  as  many 
points  as  practicable  upon  ^-ach  line  of  railroad  and  upon 
the  streets  in  so  far  as  they  shall  or  may  be  affected  by  the 
same,  and  shall  be  carried  to  completion  by  the  City  and 
the  Railroad  Companies,  respectively,  with  the  least  possi- 
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ble  delay  or  interruption,  which  date  shall  not  be  later  than 
five  years  from  the  date  of  this  agreement.  In  the  event 
of  delay  due  to  failure  to  obtain  right-of-way  for  rail- 
roads required  or  to  be  constructed,  or  to  strikes,  in- 
junctions or  other  causes  beyond  the  control  of  the  Rail- 
road Companies  or  the  City,  or  to  the  delay  of  the  City 
in  making  sufficient  appropriations,  suitable  extension  be- 
yond five  years  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  City  and  the 
Railroad  Companies. 

Fourth. — The  City  covenants,  promises  and  agrees  to 
prepare  plans  and  specifications  for  and  to  carry  out,  so  far 
as  they  may  be  affected  or  are  made  necessary  by  the  work 
provided  for  in  this  agreement,  the  grading,  paving  or  re- 
paving,  and  setting  or  resetting  of  curbs  to  the  lines  and 
grades  established  under  authority  of  said  ordinance  upon 
all  streets  legally  or  physically  opened  prior  to  the  approval 
of  said  ordinance ;  the  grading  and  drainage  of  the  streets 
provided  to  be  opened  by  Article  Third  hereof;  the  con- 
struction, reconstruction  and  alteration  or  removal  of  all 
sewers,  water  and  gas  mains,  electrical  conduits  and  mu- 
nicipal structures  and  street  improvements  and  their  ap- 
purtenances and  the  underpinning  or  removal  of  buildings 
adjacent  to  the  work.  Provided,  hoiuever,  That  the  curb- 
ing and  paving  of  Delaware  avenue  shall  apply  only  to  that 
portion  of  said  avenue  between  Queen  street  and  Reed 
street  and  the  paving  of  intersections  of  all  legally  and 
physically  opened  streets  crossing  said  Delaware  avenue 
between  Reed  and  Bigler  streets,  inclusive. 

Upon  the  approval  of  the  said  plans  and  specifications 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  or  Chief  Engineers  (hereinafter  for 
convenience  called  ^'Engineer"  or  ''Engineers")  of  the 
Railroad  Companies  interested  in  and  affected  by  the  same, 
the  said  Director  shall  advertise  for  proposals  and  enter 
into  contracts,  to  be  approved  by  the  Engineer,  or  En- 
gineers, of  the  said  Railroad  Companies  affected,  for  the 
work  covered  by  the  said  plans  and  specifications,  and  said 
work  shall  be  carried  out  by  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  City.  The  said  plans,  specifications  and  contracts  shall 
be  identified  by  the  signatures  of  the  said  Director,  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  of  the  City  and 
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the  Engineer,  or  Engineers,  of  the  said  Railroad  Com- 
panies, and  shall  be  filed  and  preserved  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and  copies  shall  be  furnished  to  the  said 
Railroad  Companies. 

Fifth. — The  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Balti- 
more Co'mpanies  covenant,  pro'mise  and  agree  to  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  and  take  the  necessary  corporate 
action  for  the  work  of  changing,  widening,  straightening^ 
improving,  relocating,  extending,  constructing  or  recon- 
structing and  elevating  their  respective  railroads,  tracks, 
yards,  terminals  and  work  a.ppurtenant  thereto,  and  to  en- 
ter into  the  necessary  contracts  for  and  to  carry  out  all  of 
said  work. 

The  said  plans  and  specifications  shall  be  separated  and 
divided  into  such  parts  or  sections  as  shall,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Engineer,  or  Engineers,  of  the  Railroad  Companies 
afi"ected  and  the  Director,  tend  to  facilitate  and  promote 
the  most  speedy  and  economical  execution  of  the  work. 
The  following  general  provisions  shall  govern  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  plans  and  specifications  and  the  conduct  of 
the  work: 

The  tracks  and  yards  of  the  Washington  Avenue  Branch 
of  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad 
along  Gray's  Ferry  avenue  from  Thirty-first  street  to 
Twenty-fifth  street  shall  continue  to  occupy  their  present 
location,  or  such  new  location  as  shall  be  shown  upon  the 
plans  and  approved  as  herein  provided  for,  and  such  brancii 
shall  be  reconstructed  as  a  two-track  elevated  railroad  upon 
an  earthen  embankment  and  a  metal,  or  metal  and  concrete, 
or  masonry  structure  on  a  new  grade  beginning  near 
Thirtieth  street  and  Gray's  Ferry  avenue,  and  extending 
thence  to  a  connection  with,  or  crossing  at  grade  of,  the 
Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  or 
near  Twenty-fifth  street  and  Washington  avenue,  at  such 
an  elevation  as  will  carry  said  line  adjacent  to  Gray's 
Ferry  avenue  over  all  intersecting  streets  now  legally 
opened  with  a  clear  head-room  of  at  least  fourteen  feet. 
From  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Sixth  street  the  said  Wash- 
ington Avenue  Branch  shall  be  reconstructed  as  an  ele- 
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vated  railroad,  -with  three  tracks  to  Seventeentli  street  and 
two  tracks  to  Sixth  street,  upon  a  metal,  or  metal  and  con- 
crete, or  masonry. structure  on  a  new  grade  beginning  at 
a  point  of  connection  with  the  hereinafter  described  ele- 
vated line  of  the  said  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  near  Gray's  Ferry  avenue  and  passing 
along  and  above  Washington  avenue,  and  over  all  inter- 
secting streets  now  legally  or  physically  opened,  with  a 
clear  head-room  of  at  least  fourteen  feet  above  the  surface 
of  same  to  the  east  building  line  of  Sixth  street,  and  thence 
as  a  two-track  railroad  on  a  descending  grade  between  con- 
crete or  masonry  retaining  walls  to  the  west  building  line  of 
Fifth  street,  at  or  near  which  point  said  tracks  shall  con- 
nect at  grade  with  the  present  or  revised  tracks  of  the 
said  Washington  Avenue  Branch  on  Washington  avenue. 
To  replace  the  present  tracks  on  Washington  avenue  be- 
tween Twenty-fifth  street  and  Broad  street,  which  are  used 
for  storage  purposes,  a  storage  yard  shall  be  provided  on 
property  to  be  acquired  between  Washington  avenue  and 
Ellsworth  street  and  between  Eighteenth  street  and  Nine- 
teenth street.  The  present  storage  and  delivery  tracks  and 
freight  stations  located  between  Washington  avenue  and 
Carpenter  street  and  between  Seventeenth  street  and  Broad 
street  shall  be  reconstructed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  provide, 
upon  the  same  grade  as  the  new  elevated  structure  on 
Washington  avenue,  facilities  equal  in  capacity  to  those 
now  existing,  with  provision  for  an  inclined  driveway,  on 
property  to  be  acquired  for  that  purpose,  from  the  street 
level  to  the  reconstructed  carload  delivery  yard.  Likewise 
storage  and  delivery  yards  and  facilities  shall  be  provided 
in  place  of  those  to  be  abandoned  between  Broad  street 
and  Fifth  street. 

The  tracks  of  the  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad  shall  continue  to  occupy  approximately 
their  present  location  from  the  Arsenal  Bridge  over  the 
Schuylkill  river  to  near  Twenty-fifth  and  McKean  streets, 
from  which  point  they  shall  curve  to  the  westward  and 
occupy  Point  Breeze  avenue,  as  revised  and  widened,  to 
near  Twenty-ninth  and  Wolf  streets,  where  they  shall 
curve  to  the  southward  to  a  right  of  way  west  of  the  west 
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bnilding  line  of  Twenty-ninth  street,  continuing  on  said 
right  of  way  to  Passyunk  aveni^e,  where  said  tracks  shall 
curve  to  the  eastward  into  Twenty-ninth  street  and  occupy 
a  portion  thereof  to  Magazine  lane,  at  which  point  they 
shall  curve  slightly  to  the  westward  on  right  of  way  west 
of  the  west  building  line  of  Twenty-ninth  street  to  Pen- 
rose avenue,  thence  curving  to  the  eastward  on  property 
of  the  Girard  Point  Storage  Company  and  on  a  right  of 
way  north  of  Government  avenue  and  through  League 
Island  Park,  and  under  Broad  street  at  a  point  not  less 
than  six  hundred  feet  north  of  the  property  line  of  the 
Philadelphia  ISTavy  Yard,  thence  to  a  connection  east  of 
Broad  street  with  the  proposed  terminal  yard  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies,  provided  for  in  Article  Tenth  hereof. 
From  said  connection  east  of  Broad  street  the  said  Dela- 
ware Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  shall  con- 
tinue in  a  diagonal  line  directly  north  of  the  said  proposed 
terminal  yards  to  Delaware  avenue  and  Hoyt  street,  thence 
northwardly  along  Delaware  avenue  to  Bigler  street,  at 
which  point  they  shall  connect  with  the  present  tracks  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Companies  as  relocated  to  Queen  street. 
A  single  track  switching  line  may  be  constructed  at  grade 
by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  at  their  expense,  along 
Vandalia  street  from  the  above  described  relocated  line 
of  the  Delaware  Extension  to  Packer  street  and  thence 
diagonally  to  a  connection  at  Pollock  street  with  the  pres- 
ent tracks  of  the  Swanson  Street  Branch  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies. 

The  said  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road shall  be  reconstructed  as  a  two-track  elevated  rail- 
road (Math  no  opposing  grade  exceeding  0.3  per  cent,  south 
or  east  bound  and  0.6  per  cent,  north  or  west  bound,  with 
proper  compensation  for  curvature),  on  an  earthen  em- 
bankment between  retaining  walls  from  the  Arsenal  Bridge 
over  the  Schuylkill  river  to  the  north  side  of  Washington  • 
avenue,  with  a  metal,  or  metal  and  concrete,  or  masonry 
bridge  over  Gray's  Ferry  avenue  having  a  clearance  of 
not  less  than  fourteen  feet  above  the  revised  grade  thereof, 
and  upon  a  metal,  or  metal  and  concrete,  or  masonry 
viaduct  from  the  north  side  of  Washington  avenue  to  the 
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south  side  of  Wolf  street,  west  of  Twenty-ninth  street, 
thence  on  an  earthen  embankment  to  the  north  side  of 
Passyunk  avenue,  alongside  of  a  similar  two-track  struc- 
ture (hereinafter  described)  to  be  built  by  the  Baltimore 
Companies  as  a  portion  of  the  relocated  Schuylkill  River 
East  Side  Railro^ad,  thence  as  a  two-track  metal,  or  metal 
and  concrete,  or  masonry  viaduct  within  the  building 
lines  of  Twenty-ninth  street  to  the  south  side  of  Magazine 
lane,  at  such  an  elevation  throughout  as  to  give  not  less 
than  fourteen  feet  clearance  above  the  grades  of  all  inter- 
secting or  longitudinal  streets  now  opened  or  agreed  to 
be  opened ;  thence  curving  on  right  of  way  west  of  the 
west  building  line  of  Twenty-ninth  street  on  an  earthen 
embankment  and  with  metal,  or  metal  and  concrete,  or 
masonry  bridges,  over  the  intersecting  streets  hereinafter 
enumerated,  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than  fourteen 
feet  above  the  grades  thereof,  to  the  south  side  of  Penrose 
avenue ;  thence  on  a  descending  grade  to  and  under  Broad 
street  at  the  point  hereinbefore  described ;  thence  as  a 
two-track  railroad  east  of  Broad  street  and  north  of  the 
said  proposed  terminal  yards  of  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies, substantially  on  the  same  grade  as  the  streets  to 
be  opened  directly  north  of  said  yards  (but  which  streets 
between  Broad  street  and  Delaware  avenue  sball  not  now 
or  hereafter  be  extended  to  cross  said  tracks  at  grade)  to 
the  connection  with  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies on  Delaware  avenue  near  Bigler  street,  and  thence 
along  Delaware  avenue  as  a  two-track  railroad  to  Vandalia 
street  and  as  a  three-track  railroad  from  the  last  mentioned 
point  to  Queen  street. 

The  tracks  of  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
shall  continue  approximately  on  their  present  route  to 
near  Thirtieth  and  Wolf  streets,  from  which  point  they 
shall  curve  to  the  southward  into  a  right  of  way  west  of 
and  adjoining  the  relocated  tracks  of  the  Delaware  Ex- 
tension of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad;  thence  continuing 
parallel  with  and  directly  alongside  of  the  said  tracks  of 
the  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  to 
a  connection  with  terminal  yards  to  be  constructed  by  the 
Baltimore  Companies  between  Broad  street  and  the  Dela- 
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ware  river  and  south  of  the  terminal  yards  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies.  From  said  point  of  connection  east 
of  Broad  street  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
shall  continue  also  parallel  and  adjacent  to  the  tracks  of 
the  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ea'ilroad 
north  of  the  hereinhefore  mentioned  terminal  yards  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  to  Delaware  avenue,  thence  along 
the  latter  avenue  to  Vandalia  street,  there  connecting  with 
the  tracks  of  the  Baltimore  Companies,  The  track  of  the 
Baltimore  Companies  in  the  bed  of  Vandalia  street  may, 
at  the  expense  of  the  Baltimore  Companies,  be  extended 
as  a  single  track  switching  line  southwardly  in  the  bed 
of  said  street  from  Oregon  avenue  to  a  connection  with 
the  relocated  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad. 

The  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  shall  be  con- 
structed as  a  two-track  elevated  railroad  (with  no  oppos- 
ing grade  exceeding  0.6  per  cent,  in  either  direction,  with 
proper  compensation  for  curvature)  on  an  earthen  em- 
bankment from  a  point  near  Vare  avenue,  in  its  East 
Side  Yard  along  the  Schuylkill  river,  to  a  point  near 
Twenty-ninth  and  Ritner  streets,  where  same  shall  ad- 
join the  tracks  of  the  relocated  Delaware  Extension  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  with  metal,  or  metal  and 
concrete,  or  masonry  bridges  over  the  streets  now  opened 
or  agreed  to  be  opened,  having  a  clearance  of  not  less 
than  fourteen  feet  above  the  grades  thereof;  thence  on 
an  earthen  embankment  to  the  north  side  of  Passyunk 
avenue,  and  thence  following  the  line  and  grade  and  same 
construction  of  said  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  (hereinbefore  described)  to  and  under 
Broad  street  to  the  proposed  terminal  yards  of  the  Balti- 
more Companies  and  a  connection  with  the  tracks  of  the 
latter  Companies  at  Delaware  avenue  and  Vandalia  street. 

To  replace  the  existing  connections  and  sidings  of  the 
respective  Companies  with  or  into  the  various  industries 
north  of  Jackson  street  which  they  now  serve,  proper  and 
satisfactory  connections  shall  be- made  from  the  relocated, 
reconstructed  and  elevated  lines  of  railroad  in  cases  where 
satisfactory  plans  can  be  worked  out,  the  cost  of  elevating 
that  portion  of  such  existing  connections  and  sidings  ex- 
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tending  to  the  line  of  private  property  to  be  included  as 
part  of  the  work  the  cost  of  which,  under  this  agreement, 
is  to  he  shared  jointly  by  the  Eailroad  Companies  and 
the  City,  and  the  cost  of  the  elevation  of  such  connec- 
tions and  sidings  beyond  said  line  to  be  borne  wholly 
by  the  owners  thereof.  Proper  and  satisfactory  connec- 
tions for  joint  use  shall  also  be  made  from  the  relocated, 
reconstructed  and  elevated  lines  of  railroads  of  the  re- 
spective Companies  to  the  existing  or  readjusted  tracks 
in  the  works  of  the  Atlantic  Refining  Company,  the  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company,  the  Philadelphia  ISTavy  Yard, 
and,  for  the  use  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  to  those 
of  the  Girard  Point  Storage  Company,  which  readjust- 
ment of  tracks  shall  also  be  carried  out  as  a  part  of  the 
work  covered  by  this  agreement. 

Connections  and  sidings  into  present  and  future  in- 
dustries, business  establishments,  warehouses  and  piers 
may  be  made  from  the  relocated,  reconstrucied  and  ele- 
vated lines  of  railroads  herein  provided  for  when  the  same 
are  requested  by  the  owners  of  said  industries,  business 
establishments,  warehouses  and  piers  located  along  the 
line  of  said  railroads,  but  no  part  of  such  expense  thereof 
shall  be  borne  by  the  City. 

The  route  of  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  shall 
extend  along  the  right  of  way  provided  in  Article  Sixteenth 
hereof  to  be  reserved  for  that  Company  parallel  to  and 
adjoining  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  and  Baltimore 
Companies  from  Twenty-ninth  street  and  Magazine  lane 
to  Delaware  a-^'enue  and  Hoyt  street,  thence  northward 
along  Delaware  avenue  to  Queen  street. 

All  tracks,  yards  and  rights  of  way,  and  all  existing 
rail  connections  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for  or  a 
necessary  part  of  the  work  herein  authorized,  along  the 
following  lines  shall  be  abandoned  for  railroad  purposes, 
viz.,  the  present  line  of  the  Delaware  Extension  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Eailroad  from  Twenty-fifth  street,  near  Mc- 
Kean  street,  to  Delaware  avenue  and  Bigler  street;  the 
Girard  Point  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Eailroad  from 
Hamburg  eTunction,  near  Twenty-fifth  and  Bigler  streets, 
to  the  south  side  of  Penrose  avenue ;  the  Schuylkill  Eiver 
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Branch  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  Its 
connection  with  the  Girard  Point  Branch  to  its  terminus 
east  of  Broad  street,  and  the  present  line  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  East  Side  Railroad  from  near  Thirtieth  and 
Wolf  streets  to  the  intersection  of  Shunk  and  Vandalia 
streets. 

Unless  otherwise  provided  for  herein  each  of  these  lines 
shall  be  abandoned  and  the  tracks  and  operating  ap- 
purtenances and  appliances  removed  immediately  upon 
the  completion  and  operation  of  any  new  line  of  railroad 
herein  provided  for  which  it  is  intended  shall  be  used  as 
a  substitute. 

The  construction  work  shall  include  the  following 
items: — The  necessary  alteration,  construction  and  recon- 
struction of  railraad  yards,  yard  tracks  and  yard  build- 
ings, freight  stations,  signal  towers,  coaling  stations,  and 
other  railroad  structures  and  their  appurtenaLces,  and  all 
necessary  tracks  and  operating  appliances  of  said  railroads, 
including  telegraph,  telephone  and  electric  light  lines, 
block  signals,  signal  bridges  and  interlocking  plants  be- 
tween the  terminal  points  named  in  this  Article,  with  as 
good  accommodations  as  now  exist  and  with  complete  and 
convenient  facilities  newly  constructed,  for  conducting 
business  and  operating  the  said  railroads,  and  with  provi- 
sions for  the  continuance  of  track  connections,  wherever 
feasible,  with  commercial  and  industrial  establishments 
now  having  such  connections  along  all  lines  authorized 
to  be  reconstructed ;  the  construction  of  the  necessary 
elevated  structures,  bridges,  embankments,  abutments,  and 
retaining  and  other  masonry  walls ;  the  construction,  re- 
construction and  removal  of  temporary  railroad  tracks 
and  the  maintenance  of  railroad  and  highway  travel  dur- 
ing construction. 

All  of  the  plans,  specifications  and  contracts  provided 
for  in  this  section  shall  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
the  said  Director  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  and  shall  be  identified  by  the  signatures  of 
the  said  Director  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  and  the  Engineer  or  Engineers  of  the  Rail- 
road Companies  affected,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  filed 
and  preserved  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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Sixth. — It  is  imderstood  and  agreed  between  the  City 
and  the  Railroad  Companies  that  in  the  relocation,  con- 
struction, reconstrnction  and  elevation  of  the  lines  of 
railroad  referred  to  in  Article  Fifth  hereof,  the  follow- 
ing streets  shall  be  opened  and  graded  to  their  full  width 
as  now  upon  the  City  plan,  or  as  placed  upon  the  City 
plan,  or  as  revised  under  authority  of  the  ordinance  auth- 
orizing this  work,  and  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  included 
in  the  cost  of  the  work : — Twenty-fifth  street,  from  Wash- 
ington avenue  to  Point  Breeze  avenue ;  Point  Breeze  ave- 
nue, from  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Wolf  street;  Twenty- 
ninth  street,  from  Passyunk  avenue  to  Magazine  lane ; 
and  Delaware  avenue,  from  the  north  side  of  Biglcr  street 
to  the  north  property  line  of  the  proposed  terminal  yards 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  at  Hoyt  street.  And  it 
is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  provision  shall  be 
made  to  permit  of  the  physical  opening  of  so  much  of  the 
follo^^ang  streets  as  are  now  upon  the  City  plan,  or  as 
revised  and  placed  thereon  under  authority  of  said  ordi- 
nance, as  lie  upon  or  across  the  rights  of  way  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies,  the  Baltimore  Companies  and  the 
Belt  Line  Company  respectively : 

Washington   Avenue   Branch   of   the  Philadelphia, 
Baltimore  and  Washington  Railroad: 

Twenty-eighth  street ;  Federal  street  east  of  Twenty- 
eighth  street;  Annin  street;  Ellsworth  street;  Twenty- 
seventh  street ;  Washington  avenue  longitudinally,  and 
all  intersecting  streets,  between  Grays  Ferry  avenue  and 
Fifth  street,  except  the  central  portion  of  Washington 
avenue  between  the  east  building  line  of  Sixth  street  and 
the  west  building  line  of  Fifth  street,  which  will  be  oc- 
cupied by  the  two-track  railroad  to  be  constructed  between 
retaining  walls, 

Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad: 

Grays  Ferry  avenue ;  Washington  avenue ;  Twenty- 
fifth  street,  longitudinally,  and  all  intersecting  streets, 
from  Washington  avenue  to  Point  Breeze  avenue ;  Point 
Breeze  avenue  and  all  intersecting  streets  between  Twenty- 
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fifth  and  Twenty-ninth  streets;  Twentj-ninth  street;  Vare 
avenue ;  Passyunk  avenue ;  Twenty-ninth  street  longi- 
tudinally, and  all  intersecting  streets,  from  Passyunk  ave- 
nue to,  and  including,  Magazine  lane;  Sixty-third  street 
as  extended  from  west  of  the  Schuylkill  river ;  Pattison 
avenue ;  Penrose  avenue ;  Pennypacker  avenue,  and  one 
street  to  be  opened  on  the  line  of  Twenty-sixth  street,  or 
between  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty-sixth  streets. 

Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad: 

Schuylkill  avenue;  Passyunk  avenue;  Twenty-ninth 
s-treet  longitudinally,  and  all  intersecting  streets,  from 
Passyunk  avenue  to,  and  including.  Magazine  lane ;  Sixty- 
third  street  as  extended  from  west  of  Schuylkill  river; 
Pattison  avenue;  Penrose  avenue;  Pennypacker  avenue, 
and  one  street  to  be  opened  on  the  line  of  Twenty-sixth 
street,  or  between  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty-sixth  streets. 

Broad  street  shall  be  carried  over  the  tracks  of  the  Dela- 
ware Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  and  over  the  right 
of  way  of  the  Belt  Line  Company  at  the  point  hereinbe- 
fore designated,  and  with  a  clearance  of  not  less  than 
nineteen  feet  above  the  tops  of  the  rails  of  the  said  tracks 
to  the  underside  of  the  proposed  bridge  carrying  Broad 
street.  The  elevation  of  tops  of  rails  of  said  tracks  need 
not  be  lower  than  -|-  1.0  City  datum. 

The  viaducts  and  bridges  to  carry  the  said  railroads 
shall  be  constructed  so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of  not  less 
than  fourteen  feet  above  the  grades  of  all  avenues  and 
streets  passing  underneath  the  same,  with  the  right,  in 
special  cases  to  be  approved  by  the  Director,  to  place  steel 
columns  within  the  curb  lines  of  streets,  and  in  the  case 
of  avenues  one  hundred  feet  or  over  in  width,  additional 
columns  may  be  placed  along  the  center  lines  thereof.  In 
cases  where  streets  or  avenues  are  occupied  longitudinally 
by  elevated  structures,  columns  may  be  placed  in  the 
driveways  and  within  the  curb  lines  of  said  streets  or 
avenues. 

In  case  the  City  desires  in  the  future  to  open  streets 
or  avenues  now  on  the  City  plan,  or  as  revised  under  the 
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authority  of  the  said  ordinance,  over  or  under  the  elevated 
and  reconstructed  railroads  referred  to,  in  addition  to 
those  hereinbefore  enumerated,  they  shall  be  so  opened 
as  not  to  require  any  change  in  the  grades  of  the  said 
railroads,  and  such  openings,  including  bridge  construc- 
tion, within  the  right  of  way  lines  of  the  Kailroad  Com- 
panies, shall  be  at  the  equal  expense  of  the  City  and  the 
said  Kailroad  Company  or  Companies  respectively  af- 
fected. The  City  agrees  to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and 
vacate  any  and  all  streets  and  avenues  that  may  now  pass 
through  the  property  which  will,  as  herein  provided,  com- 
prise the  new  terminal  yards  of  the  Railroad  Companies 
situate  between  Broad  street  and  the  Delaware  river  and 
south  of  the  relocated  lines  of  the  said  Companies. 

No  streets  or  avenues  shall  hereafter  be  laid  out  to 
cross  at  grade  the  portions  of  railroads  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Baltimore  Companies  and  the  Belt  Line  Com- 
pany herein  provided  to  be  elevated,  or  to  cross  at  grade 
that  part  of  the  Delaware  Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  and  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad 
and  the  Belt  Line  Railroad  which  is  partly  elevated  and 
partly  on  the  surface  from  Penrose  avenue  to  and  under 
Broad  street,  or  the  extension  of  the  running  tracks  of 
the  said  Companies  to  Delaware  avenue,  or  the  new  ter- 
minal yards  of  the  Railroad  Companies  lying  between 
Broad  street  and  the  Delaware  river,  except  that  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sentence  stiall  not  apply  to  the  extension 
of  the  Swanson  Street  Branch  southwardly  to^  a  connec- 
tion with  the  relocated  main  running  tracks  of  the  Dela- 
ware Extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  the  exten- 
sion of  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  on  Van- 
dalia  street  southwardly  to  a  junction  with  the  relocated 
main  running  tracks  of  the  Baltimore  Companies,  nor 
to  the  surface  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue.  New  connec- 
tions between  main  running  tracks  and  existing  tracks  and 
sidings  now  reached  by  the  respective  Railroad  Companies 
to  serve  existing  industries  and  branches  may  be  con- 
structed across  streets  at  grade,  but  no  connections  to 
serve  new  industries  shall  be  constructed  across  the  full 
width  of  any  street  at  grade  without  the  approval  of  the 
City. 
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Seventh. — It  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the 
City  and  the  Railroad  Companies  that  the  general  super- 
vision of  the  work  provided  for  in  Article  Fourth  hereof 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  said  Director,  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  or  such  engineer  as  the  said 
Director  shall  designate  for  that  duty,  and  that  the  general 
supervision  of  the  work  provided  for  in  Article  Fifth 
shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Engineer  or  Engineers  of  the 
Railroad  Companies  affected  or  such  engineer  or  engineers 
as  they  shall  designate  for  that  duty.  They  shall  confer 
with  each  other  in  respect  to  the  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  various  parts  or  portions  of  the  work,  and  in 
respect  to  the  performance  of  the  work,  at  all  times  dur- 
ing the  preparation  and  progress  of  the  same,  and  each 
shall,  upon  notice  from  the  other,  or  upon,  any  fault  or 
failure  of  any  party,  firm  or  corporation  holding  con- 
tracts for  any  part  of  said  work,  promptly  proceed  to 
secure  full  compliance  with  the  plans  and  specifications 
pertaining  thereto,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  contract. 

The  Engineers  of  the  Railroad  Companies  are  author- 
ized to  employ  such  engineers,  assistants,  draughtsmen, 
engineer  corps,  and  inspectors  as  may  be  necessary  to 
prepare  or  examine  plans  and  specifications  and  to  insure 
the  prompt  and  efficient  execution  of  the  work,  and  shall 
prepare  the  necessary  certificates  and  other  documentary 
records  and  accounts  of  the  work  under  their  supervision, 
which  records  and  accounts  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to 
inspection  by  the  authorized  representatives  of  the  City. 
All  expenses  for  salaries,  transportation,  ofiice  and  inci- 
dental expense  of  said  engineering  force,  and  the  costs 
of  inspection  and  tests  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall 
be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  en- 
gineers, assistants,  draughtsmen,  engineering  corps  and 
inspectors  as  may  be  required  to  enable  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  to  prepare  or  examine  plans  and  specifi- 
cations, to  properly  inspect  the  work  during  progress  of 
construction  and  to  prepare  the  necessary  certificates  and 
other  documentary  records  and  accounts  of  the  work  un- 
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der  its  supervision,  which  records  and  accounts  shall  at 
all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  authorized  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Railroad  Companies.  All  expenses  for 
salaries,  transportation,  office  and  incidental  expenses  of 
said  engineering  force,  and  the  expenses  of  inspection  and 
tests  not  otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  included  in  the 
cost  of  the  work. 

In  case  of  emergency  work  in  maintaining  railroad  or 
highway  travel,  and  in  other  cases  where  necessary,  not 
covered  by  contract,  the  Engineer  or  Engineers  of  the 
Railroad  Companies  shall  have  authority  to  employ  labor- 
ers and  mechanics,  hire  machinery  and  purchase  tools  and 
materials  to  perform  such  work ;  and  a  labor  force  account 
and  an  account  of  the  machinery,  tools  and  materials  so 
used,  including  freight  charges  thereon  at  published  rates, 
shall  be  kept  and,  after  approval  by  the  Engineer  or  En- 
gineers of  the  Railroad  Companies  affected  and  the  Di- 
rector, shall  be  paid  by  the  said  Railroad  Companies  and 
included  in  the   cost  of  the  work. 

In  cases  of  emergency  work  in  protecting  and  main- 
taining municipal  structures,  in  other  cases  where  neces- 
sary, and  in  such  classes  of  work  upon  the  highways  as 
may  not  be  covered  by  contract,  the  said  Director  is  au- 
thorized to  employ  laborers  and  mechanics,  hire  machinery 
and  purchase  tools  and  materials  to  perform  such  work, 
and  a  labor  force  account  and  an  account  of  the  machin- 
ery, tools  and  materials  so  used,  including  freight  charges 
thereon  at  published  rates,  shall  be  kept,  and,  after  ap- 
proval by  the  Director  and  by  the  Engineer  or  Engineers 
of  the  Railroad  Companies  affected,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  and  included  in  the  cost  of  the  work.  After  the 
completion  of  the  work  the  repairs,  maintenance  and  re- 
newals of  the  driveways  of  streets  and  to  sewers,  gas  and 
water  pipes,  conduits  and  municipal  structures  provided 
for  or  affected  by  this  agreement,  for  which  the  Railroad 
Companies  are  to  pay  a  share  of  the  original  cost,  shall 
be  made  by,  and  at  the  sole  expense  of,  the  City. 

In  recording  the  cost  of  the  work,  the  Railroad  Com- 
panies shall  (and  the  City  may  if  it  so  desires),  for  their 
own  records,  include  interest  during  construction. 
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Eighth. — The  said  City  hereby  further  agrees  that  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies,  the  Baltimore  Companies  and 
the  Belt  Line  Company  shall,  after  the  completion  of  the 
work  required  hereunder,  be  at  liberty,  from  time  to  time, 
and  at  all  times,  to  enter  upon  all  streets,  lanes  or  alleys, 
whereon  the  supports  of  the  said  several  elevated  structures 
shall  rest,  including  bridge  abutments,  piers  and  all  col- 
umns and  other  supports  of  the  elevated  structures  of  all 
kind  provided  for  herein,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting, 
maintaining,  renewing  or  repairing  the  same,  and  each 
of  them.  Such  work  shall  be  done  by  and  at  the  sole 
expense  of  the  companies  affected  and  for  this  purpose 
the  City  shall  issue  such  permits  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  required  by  the  said  companies. 

Ninth, — It  is  further  agreed  that  whenever  and  wher- 
ever, in  the  opinion  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies, 
the  acquisition  of  property  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  agreement  such  property  may  be  acquired 
by  purchase  or  gift,  the  City  and  the  Railroad  Companies 
co-operating  with  each  other  in  such  acquisition,  or  the 
said  Railroad  Companies  shall  exercise  their  respective 
rights  to  appropriate  property  for  railroad  purposes,  and 
the  City  shall  exercise  its  right  to  appropriate  proiperty 
for  public  use,  in  any  case  where,  under  their  powers,  or 
the  powers  of  either  of  them,  such  property  may  be  law- 
fully appropriated. 

Tenth. — With  the  exception  of  the  yard  tracks  of  the 
Girard  Point  Branch  north  of  Penrose  avenue  which  are 
to  be  relocated  alongside  of,  and  substantially  on  the 
same  elevation  as,  the  new  four-track  running  line  west 
of  Twenty-ninth  street  and  which  now  serve  the  yards 
and  facilities  of  the  Girard  Point  Storage  Company 
south  of  that  avenue  and  the  works  of  the  Atlantic  Re- 
fining Company  and  other  industries  north  thereof,  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  hereby  agree  to  abandon  the  use 
for  railroad  purposes  of  all  existing  yards  along  the  run- 
ning tracks  and  branches  of  the  Delaware  Extension  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  from  a   point  south  of  Twenty- 
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fifth  and  McKean  streets  to  Delaware  avenue  and  Bigler 
street,  together  with  the  piers  and  terminal  equipment 
at  Greenwich  Point,  and  to  use,  in  lieu  thereof,  and  in 
substitution  therefor,  yards,  piers  and  terminal  facilities 
to  be  constructed  south  of  the  south  building  line  of  Iloyt 
street  and  between  Broad  street  and  the  Delaware  river. 
The  property  so  to  be  abandoned  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Companies  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  agreement,  be 
divided  into  two  sections.  Section  One  shall  include  the 
real  estate,  piers  and  terminal  facilities  and  appurten- 
ances (whether  o^vned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies 
or  others),  located  between  the  east  line  of  Delaware 
avenue  aud  the  pierhead  line  and  between  the  north  prop- 
erty line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  south  of  Bigler 
street  and  the  south  building  line  of  Hoyt  street,  and 
Section  Two  shall  include  the  remainder  of  the  real  estate 
and  railroad  facilities  other  than  that  used  for  the  two 
running  tracks  so  to  be  abandoned  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Companies,  namely,  that  situate  between  Twenty-fifth  and 
McKean  streets  and  Delaware  avenue  and  Bigler  street. 

The  City  hereby  agrees  to  purchase,  and  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies  agree  to  sell,  for  municipal  development 
of  the  waterfront  or  for  other  municipal  purposes,  but 
not  for  sale  or  lease  to  any  other  railroad  company  now, 
or  hereafter,  incorporated,  unless  such  railroad  company 
be  exclusively  owned  by  the  City,  the  real  estate,  piers, 
terminal  facilities  and  appurtenances  included  in  said 
Section  One,  and  the  City  agrees  to  pay  therefor  to  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  the  appraised  value  of  the  said 
real  estate  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which  the  same 
is  now  used,  and  an  additional  sum  equivalent  to  the 
estimated  cost  of  replacing  in  kind  the  piers,  terminal 
facilities  and  appurtenances,  including  the  cost  of  dredging 
between  the  pierhead  line  and  the  bulkhead  line.  The 
said  appraised  value  of  the  real  estate  shall  be  determined 
by  a  board  of  three  appraisers,  one  to  be  selected  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  and  one  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies, 
the  two  appraisers  so  chosen  to  select  a  third  appraiser, 
and  the  decision  of  the  said  three  appraisers,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Pennsylvania   Com- 
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panies  and  the  City.  In  case  either  of  the  said  parties 
fail  to  select  an  appraiser  as  aforesaid  for  'the  period  of 
twenty  days  after  the  written  notice  given  by  the  other 
party  to  make  such  selection,  then,  in  that'  event,  the  ap- 
praiser selected  by  the  party  not  in  default  shall  select 
an  experienced  appraiser  for  the  defaultino;  party  and  the 
two  so  cho'Sen  shall  select  a  third  and  the  said  three 
parties,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  determine  said  value. 
The  expenses  of  said  appraisal  shall  be  borne  equally  by 
the  City  and  the  Pennsylvania  Companies, 

The  cost  of  the  real  estate  to  provide  the  said  new  area 
equal  to  the  area  abandoned  in  Section  Two  and  the  cost 
of  the  new  terminal  yard  and  its  facilities  south  of  the 
south  ]:uilding  line  of  Hoyt  street  equal  to  those  now  used 
and  enjoyed  and  which  will  be  abandoned  for  railroad 
purposes  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  in  said  Section 
Two,  shall  be  included  in  the  general  cost  of  the  work 
herein  provided  to  be  borne  equally  by  the  City  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies,  but  an  appraisal  shall  be  made, 
in  the  manner  provided  in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  of 
the  value  of  real  estate  owned  and  of  the  market  value 
of  the  materials  comprising  the  railroad  tracks  and  facili- 
ties so  to  be  abandoned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies 
in  said  Section  Two  and  in  the  two  running  tracks  from 
Twenty-fifth  and  McKean  streets  to  Delaware  avenue  and 
Bigler  street,  and  in  the  Girard  Point  Branch  and  in  the 
Schuylkill  River  Branch  Extension,  and  one-half-  of  said 
appraised  value  shall  be  credited  to  the  City's  proportion 
of  said  cost,  but  in  no  event  shall  the  amount  so  credited 
for  real  estate  in  Section  Two  exceed  the  City's  propor- 
tion of  the  said  cost  of  the  real  estate  obtained  for  the 
said  new  area  and  terminal  facilities. 

The  Baltimore  Companies  hereby  agree  to  abandon  the 
use  for  railroad  purposes  of  all  existing  yards  and  real 
estate  which  they  may  have  along  the  running  tracks  and 
branches  of  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  be- 
tween a  point  in  Wolf  street,  near  Thirtieth  street,  and 
Shunk  and  Vandalia  streets,  together  with  the  piers  and 
terminal  facilities  situated  between  McKean  and  Jackson 
streets  and  between  Delaware   avenue   and  the   pierhead 
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line,  and  to  nse,  in  lieu  thereof,  real  estate,  yards,  piers 
and  terminal  facilities  to  be  acquired  or  constructed  by 
the  Baltimore  Companies  between  Broad  street  and  the 
Delaware  river  and  directly  south  of  the  new  terminal 
yard  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned. 

The  City  hereby  agrees  to  purchase,  and  the  Baltimore 
Companies,  for  themselves  and  for  any  subsidiary  com- 
pany holding  under  or  for  them,  agTee  to  sell,  for  muni- 
cipal development  of  the  waterfront,  or  for  other  muni- 
cipal purposes,  but  not  for  sale  or  lease  to  any  other 
railroad  company  now,  or  hereafter,  incorporated,  unless 
such  railroad  company  be  exclusively  owned  by  the  City, 
the  real  estate,  piers,  terminal  facilities  and  appurtenances 
of  the  said  Baltimore  Companies  situate  between  McKean 
street  and  Jackson  street  and  between  the  east  line  of 
Delaware  avenue  and  the  pierhead  line,  and  to  pay  there- 
for to  the  Baltimore  Companies  the  appraised  value  of 
the  said  real  estate,  based  upon  the  purposes  for  which 
the  same  is  now  used,  and  an  additional  sum  equivalent 
to  the  estimated  cost  of  replacing  in  kind  the  piers,  ter- 
minal facilities  and  appurtenances,  including  the  cost  of 
dredging  between  the  pierhead  line  and  the  bulkhead  line. 
The  said  appraised  value  of  the  real  estate  shall  be  de- 
termined by  a  board  of  three  appraisers,  one  to  be  selected 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  one  by  the  Baltimore  Com- 
panies, the  two  appraisers  so  chosen  to  select  a  third  ap- 
praiser, and  the  decision  of  the  said  three  appraisers,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  shall  be  binding  upon  the  Baltimore 
Companies  and  the  City.  In  case  either  of  the  said  par- 
ties fail  to  select  an  appraiser  as  aforesaid  for  the  period 
of  twenty  days  after  written  notice  given  by  the  other 
party  to  make  such  selection,  then,  in  that  event,  the  ap- 
praiser selected  by  the  party  not  in  default  shall  select 
an  experienced  appraiser  for  the  defaulting  party,  and  the 
two  so  chosen  shall  select  a  third,  and  the  said  three  parties, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  determine  said  value.  The 
expenses  of  said  appraisal  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the 
City  and  the  Baltimore  Companies. 

Real  estate  and  yard  facilities  in  the  new  area  south 
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of  the  said  proposed  yard  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies 
equal  to  that  abandoned  by  the  Baltimore  Companies — 
excepting  real  estate  and  yard  facilities  included  in  the 
area  between  McKean  street  and  Jackson  street  and  be- 
tween the  east  line  of  Delaware  avenue  and  the  pierhead 
line  to  be  sold  to  the  City — shall  be  provided  in  the  man- 
ner hereinbefore  set  forth  for  the  replacement  of  real  estate 
and  yard  facilities  abandoned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies in  Section  Two.  If  additional  real  estate  is  de- 
sired by  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Balti- 
more Companies  in  their  respective  new  areas,  the  cost 
thereof  shall  be  wholly  paid  for  by  the  said  Companies, 
as  shall  also  the  cost  of  all  facilities  for  enlarging  and 
extending  the  yard  facilities  so  furnished  in  lieu  of  those 
abandoned. 

The  dredging  of  the  Delaware  river  from  the  channel 
to  the  pierhead  line  of  the  terminal  yards  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies  south 
of  the  south  building  line  of  Tloyt  street,  and  the  deposit- 
ing of  the  dredged  material  within  the  limits  of  the  said 
yards,  must  be  completed  before  the  abandonment  by  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  of  the  said  Greenwich  Point 
terminals  between  Bigler  street  and  the  said  south  building 
line  of  Hoyt  street,  and  the  abandonment  by  the  Baltimore 
Companies  of  their  terminals  between  McKean  and  Jack- 
son streets  and  between  Delaware  avenue  and  the  pier- 
head line,  and  sufficient  time  must  be  allowed  said  Com- 
panies to  construct  on  the  material  deposited  the  new 
terminal  facilities  and  appurtenances.  Provision  shall  be 
made  for  the  said  dredging  and  depositing  of  the  material 
within  the  limits  of  the  new  yards  and  the  cost  thereof 
shall  be  borne  jointly  by  the  City  and  the  Railroad  Com- 
panies. 

The  Railroad  Companies  shall  dedicate  to  the  City  so 
much  of  the  property  owned  or  controlled  by  them  within 
the  territory  covered  by  this  agreement  as  lies  within  the 
lines  of  any  street  now  upon  the  City  plan  or  placed  thereon 
under  authority  of  said  ordinance,  except  such  portions 
of  streets  as  shall  be  actually  occupied  by  solid  elevated 
railroad  structures,  and  the  City  shall  provide  a  right  of 
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way  for  the  Railroad  Companies  over  and  througli  prop- 
erty owned  or  controlled  by  it  required  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  agreement,  including  the  necessary  right 
of  way  through  League  Island  Park.  In  accordance  there- 
with, the  Pennsylvania  Companies  agree  to  dedicate  to 
the  City  all  property  owned  by  them  and  to  change  and 
remove  such  buildings  thereon  and  therefrom  and  re- 
adjust all  tracks  and  facilities  required  for  the  opening 
of  Delaware  avenue  between  Queen  street  and  Bigler 
street,  and  the  City  agrees  to  strike  from  the  City  plan 
and  vacate  Washington  avenue  from  Delaware  avenue  to 
the  pierhead  line  of  the  Delaware  river,  Ellsworth  street 
from  Front  street  eastward  as  far  as  the  same  is  now 
legally  open,  Federal  and  Wharton  streets  from  Front 
street  eastward  as  far  as  the  same  are  now  upon  the  City 
plan,  Water  street  from  Reed  street  to  Washington  avenue 
and  Lee  street  from  Reed  street  northward  as  far  as  the 
same  is  now  open;  and  to  widen  Washington  avenue 
twenty  feet  on  the  south  side  from  Front  street  to  Dela- 
ware avenue,  Reed  street  thirty  feet  on  the  north  side 
from  Front  street  to  Delaware  avenue  and  Front  street 
twenty  feet  on  the  east  side  from  Reed  street  to  Washing- 
ton avenue,  to  permit  of  the  construction  and  reconstruc- 
tion by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  between  Reed  street 
and  Queen  street  of  yards  and  yard  facilities.  The  cost 
of  that  portion  replacing  tracks  for  storage  and  yard  facili- 
ties given  up  by  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies  in  the 
adjustment  necessitated  by  such  opening  of  Delaware  ave- 
nue between  Queen  street  and  Bigler  street — including 
the  purchase  of  the  property  therefor  between  Reed  street 
and  Washington  avenue;  and  Front  street  and  Delaware 
avenue — shall  be  shared  equally  by  the  City  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies.  The  Baltimore  Companies  agree  to 
dedicate  to  the  City  all  property  owned  by  them  between 
Jackson  street  an"d  Vandalia  street  required  for  the  opening 
of  Delaware  avenue,  and  the  City  agrees  to  strike  from 
the  City  plan  and  vacate  Dilworth  and  Severn  streets  be- 
tween Jackson  street  and  Snyder  avenue,  and  while  Jack- 
son street,  between  Thirty-sixth  street  and  the  Schuylkill 
river,  is  to  remain  as  at  present  on  the  City  plan,  the 
same  shall  be  used  bv  the  City  onlv  for  sewer  and  drainage 
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purposes  and  shall  not  hereafter  be  opened  for  highway 
purposes. 

Eleventh. — It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that, 
except  where  it  is  herein  otherwise  expressly  provided, 
the  City  shall  pay  one-half  and  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies and  the  Baltimore  Companies  shall  each  respect- 
ively pay  the  remaining  one-half  of  the  cost  of  all  work 
on  the  said  Companies'  respective  railroads  in  cases  where 
the  jDortions  of  relocated  or  improved  lines  of  railroad  will 
be  used  exclusively  by  either  the  Pennsylvania  Companies 
or  the  Baltimore  Companies,  as  well  as  that  portion  of  the 
joint  four-track  railroad  on  Delaware  avenue  from  Bigler 
street  to  Vandalia  street  and  the  three-track  railroad  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Companies  from  Vandalia  street  to 
Queen  street  and  that  in  the  case  of  that  portion  of  the 
respective  two-track  railroads  of  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies and  the  Baltimore  Companies  (to  be  used  as  a  part 
of  the  hereinafter  mentioned  joint  four-track  line)  from  a 
point  near  Twenty-ninth  street  and  Passyunk  avenue  to 
Delaware  avenue  and  Bigler  street,  the  City  shall  pay  two- 
fifths  and  the  Railroad  Companies,  in  equal  proportions, 
three-fifths  of  all  costs  connected  with  the  substitution  of 
said  four-track  railroad  for  the  existing  running  lines  of 
the  respective  Companies,  except  that  the  cost  of  the  right 
of  way  required,  as  hereinafter  in  Article  Sixteenth  pro- 
vided, for  a  six-track  line  from  Twenty-ninth  street  and 
Magazine  lane  to  Delaware  avenue  and  Hoyt  street  shall 
be  borne  in  the  proportions  of  three-fifths  by  the  City 
and  two-fifths,  in  equal  proportions,  by  the  said  Railroad 
Companies.  Each  of  the  said  Companies  and  said  City 
shall  and  will  make  prompt  payment  of  their  respective 
proportions  of  said  costs  at  the  times  and  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  set  forth. 

Twelfth. — It  is  agreed  by  and  between  the  parties  hereto 
that  the  Director  shall  arrange  with  the  proper  officials  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Compan- 
ies for  the  keeping  by  the  City  and  by  the  Railroad  Com- 
panies of  true  and  itemized  accounts  concerning  the  various 
payments   and   disbursements  made,   or   to  be  made,   by 
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eact  upon  all  obligations  whether  assumed  by  contract 
or  in  any  manner  herein  authorized.  Settlements  between 
the  City  and  the  said  Companies — based  upon  said  item- 
ized accounts,  duly  certified — shall  be  made  monthly  aa 
the  work  herein  provided  for  shall  progress  and  the  said 
Director  shall  draw  a  warrant  or  warrants  for  any  bal- 
ance that  may  be  payable  to  either  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies or  the  Baltimore  Companies ;  in  like  manner  the 
said  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Com- 
panies shall  promptly  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  all  such 
sums  as  may  be  found  to  be  due  and  payable  to  the  City, 
and  all  such  sums  shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation 
by  the  City  and  become  immediately  available  for  the 
work  provided  for  herein. 

Thirteenth. — It  is  hereby  further  mutually  covenanted 
and  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto  that  the  City  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies 
shall,  in  like  proportion  to  the  cost  of  the  construction 
work  on  the  various  sections  of  the  respective  railroads 
of  said  Companies  borne  by  the  said  parties,  be  liable  for 
and  will  pay  (a)  all  claims  for  damages,  or  judgments 
for  the  recovery  thereof,  including  interest  and  costs, 
arising  from  accidents  due  to,  or  arising  from  or  inci- 
dent to  the  execution  of  the  work  for  which  either  party 
may  be  held  to  be  responsible,  excepting  such  accidents 
as  may  be  due  solely  to  negligence  or  carelessness  in  rail- 
road operation,  (&)  (excepting  where  otherwise  herein 
provided)  all  damages  arising  from  the  opening,  widening, 
vacation  or  physical  changes  in  the  lines  or  grades  of 
streets,  lanes  or  alleys  at  the  points  whereat  and  to  the 
extent  the  same  are  made  necessary  by  the  work  herein 
provided  for,  and  (c)  (excepting  where  otherwise  herein 
provided)  all  claims  and  judgments,  including  interest 
and  costs,  for  consequential  injury  to  persons,  property  or 
estates,  arising  from  or  growing  out  of  the  changes  in  loca- 
tion or  elevation  of  the  railroads  of  the  Pennsylvania  Com- 
panies and  the  Baltimore  Companies ;  and  for  the  more 
speedy  and  economical  adjustment  of' claims  arising  or  to 
arise  hereunder,  the  City  Solicitor,  with  the  advice  and 
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consent  of  the  Mayor,  and  tlie  approval  of  the  said  Rail- 
road Corapanies,  shall  compromise,  settle  and  adjust  any 
and  all  of  such  claims,  and  the  Director  shall  draw  war- 
rants upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sums  as  shall  be 
required  from  time  to  time  for  the  settlement  and  payment 
of  such  claims,  the  amounts  thereof  to  be  taken  from  tlie 
appropriations  made  and  to  be  made  by  the  City  to  carry 
out  the  work  herein  provided  for:  Provided,  That  whien 
any  claims  shall  be  presented  to  or  any  suit  on  ac- 
count thereof  shall  be  brought  against  any  of  the  said 
parties,  the  others  stall  be  promptly  notified  thereof  and 
shall  have  the  right  to  appear  and  defend,  on  their  own  be- 
half, or  otherwise  they  shall  not  be  bound  by  any  judgment 
or  decree  in  the  premises.  The  City  Solicitor  shall  ar- 
range with  the  said  Railroad  Companies  and  their  attor- 
neys for  a  division  of  the  work  of  preparing  cases  for 
trial,  the  preparation  and  production  of  testimony,  and  the 
conduct  of  hearings  or  trials,  and  all  expenses  connected 
with  the  defence  of  such  claims  or  suits,  save  the  service 
of  the  City  Solicitor,  or  his  associates,  or  of  special  counsel 
to  be  employed  on  behalf  of  the  City,  and  the  services  of 
the  attorneys  or  counsel  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies 
and  the  Baltimore  Companies,  shall  be  included  in  and 
settled  and  paid  for,  as  part  of  the  expense  of  the  work 
provided  for  herein. 

Fourteenth. — It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that 
the  work  contemplated  and  to  be  done  under  this  agreement 
for  which  the  cost  is  to  be  apportioned  between  the  City 
and  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Com- 
panies, other  than  that  herein  Sipecifically  provided  for, 
shall  consist  only  of  that  which  may  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide the  various  railroad  lines  affected  with  real  estate 
equal  in  area,  and  tracks  and  facilities  for  the  handling 
of  railroad  traffic  equal  to  those  now  used  and  enjoyed  by 
them  and  only  such  changes  of  physically  and  legally  open 
streets  and  municipal  structures  as  may  be  necessitated  by 
the  changing,  construction,  reconstruction  or  elevation  of 
the  railroad  lines  under,  over  and  adjoining  such  streets. 
Except  as  herein  othei'wise  specifically  provided  for,  all 
real  estate  for  yards,  rights  of  way  or  other  railroad  pur- 
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poses  and  all  construction  work,  including  all  labor,  struc- 
tural work,  and  material  required  for  the  same,  intended 
to  increase  the  traffic  facilities  of  the  said  Railroad  Com- 
panies, all  new  freight  depots,  signal  towers,  signals,  tele- 
graph or  telephone  stations  or  other  appurtenances  or  im- 
provements intended  to  increase  traffic  facilities  and  all 
changes  or  improvements  to  existing  stations  and  appur- 
tenances other  than  those  required  to  adapt  the  present 
traffic  facilities  and  appurtenances  to  the  new  conditions 
shall  be  wholly  paid  for  by  the  said  Companies  respectively. 

Fifteenth. — It  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  that 
upon  the  completion  of  the  work  herein  provided  for,  all 
real  estate  purchased  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  and 
the  Baltimore  Companies,  after  the  date  of  this  agreement^ 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  work,  but  not  actually 
used  for  the  joint  interest,  and  all  old  rails  and  other  ma- 
terials now  in  use  by  the  said  Pennsylvania  Companies 
and  Baltimore  Companies,  which  may  not  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  tlie  new  work,  shall  be  disposed  of  at  pub- 
lic sale  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited  to  the 
joint  appropriation.  It  is  also  further  understood  and 
agreed  that  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  herein  pro- 
vided for,  all  old  paving  materials  and  street  improvements 
removed  from  the  work,  but  not  actually  used  for  the  joint 
interest,  shall  be  disposed  of  at  public  sale  and  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  shall  be  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation. 
Provided,  that  should  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  or  the 
Baltimore  Companies  desire  to  hold  any  of  the  said  real 
estate,  old  rails  or  other  materials  so  to  be  disposed  of^ 
an  appraisement  of  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  made 
and  such  appraised  value  credited  to  the  joint  appropria- 
tion. Provided,  further.  That  should  the  City  desire  to 
hold  any  paving  r^aterials  or  street  improvements  re- 
moved from  the  work  and  so  to  be  disposed  of,  an  ap- 
praisement of  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  made  and 
such  appraised  value  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation. 

Sixteenth. — The  City  deems  it  necessary  tliat  all  rail- 
road companies  now  or  hereafter  entering  the  City  should 
have  free  access  on  equal  terms  to  all  public  and  private 
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wharves  on  the  Delaware  river  and  desirable  that  what 
is  popularly  known  as  the  "Belt  Line"  principle  should 
be  of  the  most  general  public  application,  and  recognizes 
that  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company,  al- 
though legally  a  "corporation  for  profit,"  is  in  fact  a  cor- 
poration created  and  existing  in  the  public  interest.  The 
Railroad  Companies  desire  to  co-operate  in  this  policy  so 
far  as  they  may  in  complying  with  the  terms  of  this  agree- 
ment, having  due  regard  to  the  existing  investments  of 
the  moneys  of  their  stock  and  bondholders  and  the  addi- 
tional investments  to  which  they  are  obligated  under  this 
agreement.  To  carry  out  this  common  intent  it  is  cove- 
nanted and  agreed  as  follows,  the  words  and  phrases  used 
in  this  Article  being  intended  to  be  taken  in  their  popular 
and  usual  acceptation  and  not  in  any  technical  sense,  and 
the  grant  of  a  right  being  intended  to  include,  without 
express  definition,  everything  necessary  for  the  exercise 
of  such  right. 

1.  N'othing  in  this  agreement  shall  be  construed  as  limit- 
ing or  abrogating  any  agreement  between  the  Belt  Line 
Company,  and  other  companies,  or  any  rights  or  fran- 
.chises  of  the  Belt  Line  Company,  north  of  Queen  street. 

2.  The  City  hereby  grants  to  the  Belt  Line  Company 
the  right  to  lay  two  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue  from 
Queen  street  to  Hoyt  street,  in  consideration  for  which 
grant  the  Belt  Line  Company  hereby  relinquishes  and 
surrenders  all  rights  and  privileges  heretofore  gTanted  be- 
tween said  points  for  which  the  rights  hereby  gi*anted  are 
a  substitute. 

3.  The  right  of  way  for  that  portion  of  the  joint  rail- 
road from  Twenty-ninth  street  and  Magazine  lane  to  Dela- 
ware avenue  and  Hoyt  street  shall  be  of  sufficient  width 
to  fully  provide  for  six  running  or  main  tracks. 

4.  Two  of  which  tracks  with  the  necessary  right  of  way 
shall  be  owned  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  two  by 
the  Baltimore  Companies  and  two  by  the  Belt  Lin©  Com- 
pany. 

5.  The  cost  of  acquiring  said  right  of  way  shall  be  ap- 
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portioned  and  borne  as  follows : — 60  per  cent,  by  the  City, 
20  per  cent,  by  the  Pennsylvania  Companies,  20  per  cent. 
by  the  Baltimore  Companies.  Between  Magazine  lane 
and  Passynnk  avenue  the  cost  shall  be  borne  two-fifths  by 
the  City  and  three-fifths  by  the  two  railroad  companies. 

6.  In  the  interest  of  economy  of  expenditure,  and  to 
leave  free  for  vehicular  traffic  the  largest  possible  space 
on  Delaware  avenue,  it  is  not  required  that  tracks  shall 
at  once  be  laid  by  the  Belt  Line  Company  either  on  Dela- 
ware avenue  or  on  its  right  of  way  west  thereof  to  Maga- 
zine lane,  but  such  failure  to  lay  tracks  shall  not  consti- 
tute any  default  on  the  part  of  the  said  Belt  Line  Com- 
pany, or  be  construed  as  prejudicing  its  rights  under  this 
agreement,  until  an  additional  track  or  tracks  are  needed 
to  accommodate  the  business  of  any  other  user,  in  which 
case  such  track  or  tracks  shall  be  laid  by  the  Belt  Line 
Company,  the  City,  or  by  any  other  user  designated  by 
the  City. 

7.  The  construction  of  the  relocated  tracks  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies  from 
Twenty-ninth  street  and  Passyunk  avenue  to  Delaware 
avenue  and  Vandalia  street  shall  proceed  jointly,  the  said 
Pennsylvania  Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies, 
however,  to  reserve  the  ownership  in  their  respective  dou- 
ble-track railroads,  and  each  to  bear  its  proportion  of 
the  cost  thereof  provided  by  this  agreement,  and  after 
construction  to  each  pay  ail  interest  and  other  obliga- 
tions thereof.  Pending  the  construction  by  the  Belt  Line 
Company  of  tracks  on  Delaware  avenue  between  Van- 
dalia and  Queen  streets,  the  Baltimore  Companies  may 
construct  one  or  both  of  said  tracks,  and  the  Belt  Lino 
Company  may  use  the  same  on  terms  to  be  agreed  upon, 
or  may  take  over  the  ownership  thereof  upon  reimburs- 
ing the  Baltimore  Companies  for  the  actual  cost  of  said 
tracks,  and  pending  such  construction,  the  tracks  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Companies  on  Delaware  avenue  between 
Vandalia  and  Queen  streets  shall  be  operated  as  a  con- 
tinuation or  extension  of  the  joint  railroad  unless  some 
other  arrangement  shall  be  made  between  said  Companies. 
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Upon  completion,  said  joint  railroad,  including  its  main, 
passing  and  industrial  tracks  and  facilities,  shall  be  oper- 
ated and  maintained  by  tbe  Pennsylvania  Companies  and 
the  Baltimore  Companies,  as  may  be  mutually  agreed 
upon,  as  a  joint  railroad  for  the  movement  of  trains,  im- 
partially and  satisfactorily  for  the  present  ovs^ners  and 
future  users  hereinafter  referred  to. 

There  shall  be  constructed  at  grade,  and  operated  as 
part  of  said  railroad,  such  connections  and  crossings  as 
may  be  necessary  to  adequately  serve  all  owners  and  users. 
O'perating,  maintenance  and  renewal  expenses  including 
taxes  and  insurance  shall  be  borne  in  accordance  with 
the  number  of  engines  and  loaded  and  empty  cars  moving 
or  moved  over  the  line.  Prior  to  and  until  the  entrance 
thereon  of  another  company,  the  Pennsylvania  Companies 
and  the  Baltimore  Companies  shall  each  bear  one-half  of 
the  cost  of  all  future  sidings,  additions  and  betterments 
made  for  joint  use.  'No  charge  shall  be  made  for  the  oc- 
cupancy or  use  for  such  purposes  of  the  Belt  Line's  right 
of  way,  but  whenever  the  two  additional  tracks  (or  one 
of  them)  are  to  be  laid,  then  all  sidings,  switches,  addi- 
tions and  every  track  laid  thereon  shall  be  moved  and  re- 
located at  the  equal  expense  of  all  Companies  then  using 
said  joint  railroiad,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  permit  of  the 
laying  and  operation  of  said  one  or  two  additional  tracks. 

8.  It  is  agreed  that  the  joint  railroad  between  Passyunk 
avenue  and  Queen  street  shall  constitute  an  open  gate- 
way for  the  traffic  of  all  railroads  to  the  proposed  new 
municipal  docks,  and  the  present  and  future  commercial 
and  industrial  developments  in  the  said  southern  portion 
of  the  City.  To  make  this  effective,  the  Pennsylvania 
Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies  agree  that  if, 
after  the  construction  and  commencement  of  operation 
of  said  joint  railroad,  any  standard  gauge  steam  railroad 
company,  whether  operated  by  steam  or  other  motive 
power,  and  hereinafter  designated  for  convenience  as 
''using  Company"  or  "users,"  shall  desire  to  use  the  same 
between  said  points  for  the  movement  of  traffic,  it  shall 
have  the  right  to  do  so,  upon  the  terms  and  subject  to  the 
limitations  following,  to  wit: 
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(a.)  It  must  have  the  requisite  State  and  Municipal 
authority  to  construct  and  operate  a  line  of  railroad  to  a 
connection  therewith,  or  to  a  connection  with  the  Belt 
Line "; 

(&.)  It  must  'file  with  the  City  open  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  Mayor  of  its  financial  ability  to  meet  all 
necessary  obligations,  as  a  guarantee  of  which  it  shall  de- 
posit with  a  bank  or  trust  company,  satisfactory  to  the 
Mayor,  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  (50,000)  dollars,  to  be 
returned  to  it  upon  the  written  order  of  the  Mayor  when 
its  road  has  been  constructed  and  it  has  used  the  joint  rail- 
road for  a  period  of  six  months ; 

(c.)  It  must  pay  as  rental  a  proportionate  share  (1) 
(computed  on  the  car  and  engine  basis  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided) of  the  total  operating,  maintenance  and  renewal 
expenses,  including  taxes,  insurance  and  such  other  items 
as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  prescribed  in  the  expense 
classification  promulgated  by  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Commission;  and  (2)  one-third  of  the  interest  at  six 
(6)  per  cent,  per  annum  upon  the  total  actual  cost  to  said 
owning  companies,  respectively,  of  said  joint  railroad, 
including  all  additions,  improvements  and  facilities  form- 
ing a  part  thereof,  and  including  also  the  value  of  the 
present  lines  of  railroad  of  each  of  said  Pennsylvania 
Companies  and  Baltimore  Companies  for  which  the  joint 
railroad  is  a  substitute,  and  such  value  shall  be  detei-mmed 
by  appraisal  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  Tenth. 
If  there  be  two  such  other  users,  the  rental  to  each  shall 
I)e  one-fourth  of  said  cost,  and  in  like  proportion  for  each 
user,  whenever  the  users  and  owners  shall  exceed  four  in 
number.  If,  however,  an  additional  user  shall,  at  its  own 
cost  construct  an  additional  track  or  tracks  on  the  right 
of  way  of  the  Belt  Line  Company,  it  shall  be  credited 
with  interest  on  such  cost,  and  it  sliall  be  entitled  to  con- 
tribution in  like  manner  from  any  subsequent  user.  In 
no  event,  however,  shall  any  additional  user  be  entitled 
to  demand  rental  from  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  or 
Baltimore  Companies,  even  if  its  outlay  should  exceed 
that  of  either  of  these  Companies; 

(d.)   The  cost  of  the  said  joint  railroad  shall  be  divided 
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into  two  sections,  one  section  including  the  portion  on 
Delaware  avenue  between  Hojt  street  and  Queen  street^ 
and  the  other  including  the  portion  between  Delaware 
avenue  and  Hoyt  street,  and  Twenty-ninth  street  and 
Passjunk  avenue,  and  any  other  company  shall  have  the 
right  to  use  either  or  both  of  said  sections,  and  in  the 
event  of  its  using  only  one  section,  its  rental  as  herein- 
before defined  shall  include  interest  only  on  the  cost  of 
that  section  plus  half  the  value  of  the  present  lines  aban- 
doned by  the  Pennsylvania  and  Baltimore  Companies. 
Should  it  subsequently  use  the  other  section,  there  shall 
be  added  to  the  rental  interest  on  the  remaining  half  of 
the  value  of  the  abandoned  lines.  In  the  calculation  of 
rental  the  total  actual  cost  to  the  owning  companies  shall 
include  interest  only  for  and  during  the  period  of  construc- 
tion, but  not  thereafter. 

The  bills  for  the  rental  prescribed  herein  shall  be  ren- 
dered and  paid  in  accordance  with  recognized  railroad 
practice.  No  dispute  or  question  shall  delay  the  payment 
of  bills  as  rendered,  but  any  adjustment  necessary  shall 
be  made  in  the  accounts  of  subsequent  months. 

9.  Upon  the  construction  of  tracks  additional  to  the 
four  tracks  to  be  forthwith  constructed  between  Twenty- 
ninth  street  and  Magazine  lane  and  Delaware  avenue  and 
Vandalia  street,  and  to  the  three  tracks  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Companies  between  Vandalia  and  Queen  streets 
the  same  shall  thereupon  become  part  of  the  joint  railroad, 
so  far  as  operation  is  concerned,  so  that  there  may  be 
unanimity  of  operation  of  the  joint  railroad  as  a  five  or 
six-track  line,  including  mutual  cross-over  privileges,  so 
as  to  furnish  facilities  to  all  users  to  reach  both  industrial 
establishments  and  wharves  and  docks  now  or  hereafter 
existing. 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  Belt  Line  Company  or  the 
Baltimore  Companies  or  the  Pennsylvania  Companies  are 
hereby  empowered  to  make  a  contract  'with,  and  confer 
upon,  any  standard  gauge  steam  railroad  company  the 
right  to  the  use  of  the  joint  railroad  upon  complying  with 
the  terms  and  conditions  hereinbefore  expressed  and  pay- 
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ing  the  rental  hereinbefore  stipulated,  and  subject  to  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  agreement. 

10.  This  agreement  is  intended  to  secure  the  right  of 
equal  usage  of  said  joint  railroad  with  the  Pennsylvania 
Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies  to  all  other  com- 
panies, so  that  it  shall  in  effect  constitute  an  open  gateway, 
but  it  is  equally  intended  to  prohibit  and  deny  to  any  com- 
pany access  into  or  the  use  of  the  terminal  yards,  piers  and 
other  terminal  facilities  of  any  other  company,  except  with 
their  consent  and  approval,  and  on  such  terms  as  may  be 
mutually  agreed  upon,  and  the  property,  tracks  and  facili- 
ties of  the  Girard  Point  Storage  Company  are  included  in 
the  terminals  of  the  Pennsylvania  Companies. 

11.  The  Pennsylvania  Companies  and  Baltimore  Com- 
panies agree  that  the  joint  railroad  including  main,  pass- 
ing and  industrial  tracks  and  other  facilities  connected 
with  and  forming  a  part  thereof  shall  at  all  times  be  im- 
partially operated,  so  that  all  users  shall  be  accorded  equal 
facilities  and  service. 

12.  It  is  further  expressly  understood  that  whenever  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  by  ordinance  consent  to  the 
use  of  such  joint  railroad  within  the  limits  and  upon  the 
terms  and  conditions  hereinbefore  stated  by  any  other  such 
railroad  company  or  companies,  then  this  agreement  in  so 
far  as  it  relates  to  the  said  joint  railroad,  shall  be  taken 
and  construed  to  be  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  such 
railroad  company  or  companies  desiring  to  use  the  said 
joint  railroad  and  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  having  consented  thereto  as  afore- 
said, as  well  as  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Companies  and  the  Baltimore  Companies,  and 
either  the  said  City  or  the  said  railroad  company  or  com- 
panies, or  both,  desiring  to  use  the  said  joint  railroad  shall 
have  the  full  and  unrestricted  right  and  capacity  to  en- 
force this  provision  of  the  agreement  by  legal  or  eqiiitable 
process,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever,  to  the  same 
intent  and  with  like  force  and  effect  as  if  such  railroad 
company  or  companies  had  been  specifically  named  and 
mentioned  herein.    It  is  the  intention  of  the  parties  hereto 
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tkat  this  clause  shall  be  of  the  essence  of  this  contract  be- 
tween them,  and  shall  operate  as  a  condition  upon  which 
this  contract  takes  effect. 

13.  In  case  of  disagreement  between  any  of  the  parties 
hereto  as  to  the  meaning  or  construction  of  this  Article, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  as  to  the  respective  rights  and  obli- 
gations of  the  parties  thereunder,  such  points  of  contention 
or  matter  as  to  which  there  may  be  failure  to  agree  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  (or 
such  of  their  number  as  that  body  may  designate)  for  de- 
cision and  determination,  and  such  decision  shall  be  final, 
conclusive,  and  binding,  and  no  appeals  shall  be  taken 
therefrom,  nor  shall  the  same  be  questioned  in  any  forum 
or  proceeding,  except  in  a  proper  court  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  enforcing  the  decision  so  made.  If  the  Commission  de- 
clines or  fails  to  act,  within  sixty  (60)  days  after  written 
request  is  made,  then  the  questions  at  issue  shall  be  decided 
by  arbitration  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  Eight- 
eenth of  this  agreement.  The  expense  of  such  proceed- 
ings shall  be  borne  equally  by  all  parties  concerned  in  the 
contention. 

14.  The  trains,  engines  and  employees  of  the  Companies 
owning  or  using  the  joint  railroad,  while  upon  the  said 
railroad,  shall  be  subject  to  the  regulations  and  orders  of 
the  Superintendent  or  other  officers  of  the  ^Company  op- 
erating the  same,  and  to  secure  uniformity  in  time,  rules 
and  signals,  the  said  Companies  agree  to  conduct  their  use 
of  said  joint  railroad  in  conformity  with  the  standard 
time,  rules  and  signals  adopted  from  time  to  time  by  said 
Company  operating  the  line.  Said  operating  Company 
shall  provide  for  the  running  over  said  joint  railroad  of 
such  trains  or  engines  as  the  owning  and  using  Companies 
may  desire  to  run  under  this  agreement  and  as  nearly  in 
accordance  with  their  wishes  as  may  be  practicable,  and 
said  operating  Company  shall  give  equal  rights  to  all  trains 
of  the  same  class.  Any  employee  of  the  said  owning  or  us- 
ing Companies  below  the  rank  of  Train  Master  shall,  at 
any  time,  be  removed  from  service  on,  or  in  connection 
with,  the  said  joint  railroad,  upon  complaint  in  writing 
showing  sufficient  cause  therefor  addressed  to  the  General 
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Manager  of  the  Company  employing  tlie  individual  com- 
plained of  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  Company 
making  such  complaint ;  but  such  removal  shall  not  prevent 
the  employment  elsewhere  of  the  individual  so  removed. 
It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  in  said  use  of  said  joint 
railroad  each  ov^^ning  and  using  Company  shall  assume 
all  liability  for  damage  to  its  own  trains,  engines,  cars, 
and  property  in  its  charge,  employees,  or  other  persons  and 
property  injured  or  damaged  by  its  trains,  engines,  or  cars 
and  shall  protect,  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  other 
Companies  against  any  claims  or  demands  in  consequence 
of,  or  growing  out  of,  such  injury  or  damage.  In  case 
of  injury  or  damage  caused  by  the  trains,  engines,  or 
cars  of  two  or  more  of  such  owning  or  using  Companies, 
each  of  such  Companies  affected  shall  assume  all  liability 
for  damage  to  its  own  property,  or  property  in  its  charge, 
and  to  its  employees,  but  liability  for  damage  to  other  per- 
sons and  property  shall  be  jointly  assumed  by  the  Com- 
panies affected  in  equal  proportion.  Any  loss  or  damage 
not  above  described  shall  be  included  in  the  cost  of  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  said  joint  railroad.  Su- 
perintendents, managers,  agents,  telegraph  operators,  train 
despatchers,  section  foremen  or  laborers,  watchmen,  switch- 
men or  any  other  person  or  persons  subordinate  to  the 
General  Manager  employed  in,  or  charged  with,  the  main- 
tenance or  care  of  or  operation  of  the  said  joint  railroad 
shall  in  respect  to  the  liability  of  any  Company  using  the 
said  rail-road,  to  each  other  or  to  third  persons,  growing 
out  of  the  fault  or  neglect  of  such  officers,  agents  or  em- 
ployees, be  deemed  and  held  to  be  the  sole  servants  of  that 
Company  to,  or  upon,  or  in  connection  with,  whose  trains, 
business,  traffic,  or  property  any  loss  or  damage  may  have 
occurred. 

Seventeenth. — This  agreement  provides  for  a  complete 
plan  of  track  relocation,  change  and  elevation,  and  muni- 
cipal improvements,  to  the  completion  of  which,  in  all 
its  parts,  the  parties  hereto  are  committed  as  hereinbefore 
provided.  It  is  agreed,  however,  that  the  work  to  be 
done  hereunder  shall  be  divided  into  sections  of  such 
grades  and  curvature  as  will  permit  of  the  use  thereof  by 
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tihe  railroads  without  imposing  -unreasonable  or  impractical 
operating  conditions,  and  that  one  or  more  sections  shall 
be  executed  at  a  time,  as  and  Avhen  appropriations  there- 
for shall  be  made  by  the  City.  Unless  otherwise  agreed 
in  writing,  by  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts, 
they  shall  not  be  required  to  undertake  and  contribute 
to  the  cost  of  any  section  of  the  work  unless  the  City 
shall  have  first  appropriated  a  sum  sufficient  to  meet  its 
share  of  the  estimated  cost  of  such  section. 

Eighteenth. — In  case  of  any  difference  or  dispute  aris- 
ing under  this  agreement,  the  parties  hereto  agree  to  sub- 
mit the  same,  except  wherein  otherwise  specifically  pro- 
vided, to  two  competent  arbitrators,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  party  or  parties  hereto  holding  to  the  one 
contention,  and  the  other  by  the  party  or  parties  hereto 
holding  to  the  contrary  contention  involved  in  such  differ- 
ence or  dispute,  and  if  these  arbitrators  cannot  agree  they 
shall  select  a  third  disinterested  and  competent  party,  and 
the  three  arbitrators,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  decide 
with  all  reasonable  despatch  the  issues  before  them,  and 
such  decision  shall  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the  enforce- 
ment of  any  right  of  action  under  this  agreement.  ^  In  case 
either  of  the  said  parties  shall  fail  to  appoint  an  arbitrator, 
as  aforesaid,  for  the  period  of  twenty  days  after  written 
notice  given  by  the  other  party,  or  parties,  to  make  such 
appointment,  then,  in  that  event,  the  arbitrator  appointed 
by  the  party,  or  parties,  not  in  default  shall  appoint  an 
arbitrator  of  like  experience  and  skill  for  the  defaulting 
party,  and  the  said  two  arbitrators  so  appointed  shall  select 
a  third  arbitrator,  and  the  tliree  so  chosen,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  decide  such  issues.  The  expenses  of  such 
arbitration  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  parties  involved 
in  such  difference  or  dispute. 

Nineteenth. — All  the  covenants  in  this  agreement  con- 
tained shall  extend  to  and  bind  the  respective  successors 
and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto  with  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  the  words  "successors  and  assigns"  had  in  each 
case  been  particularly  mentioned. 

Twentieth. — It  is  hereby  understood  and  agreed  that 
neither  the  purpose  nor  intent,  nor  the  obligation  of  this 
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contract,  if  and  when  approved  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  is 
such  as  to  impair  or  in  any  wise  affect  the  exercise  by 
said  Commission  of  any  of  the  powers  vested  in  it  by 
the  Public  Service  Company  Law,  approved  July  26,  1913.

Sect.  2.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  said  contract  on 
behalf  of  the  City  (which  contract  shall  be  recorded)  and 
to  fill  in  the  blanks  left  for  the  date  in  the  above  agree- 
ment; and  he  is  further  authorized  to  do  and  perform, 
or  to  cause  to  be  done  and  performed,  each  and  every 
thing  contained  in  tlie  said  contract  on  the  part  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  to  be  done  and  performed. 

Sect.  3.  In  addition  to  the  revisions  of  the  lines  and 
grades  of  streets  specifically  provided  for  in  and  necessary 
for  the  carrying  out  of  the  work  covered  by  said  contract, 
which  revision  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Board 
of  Surveyors,  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make, 
the  said  Department  of  Public  Works,  Board  of  Survey- 
ors, is  authorized  and  directed  to  make  such  general  re- 
vision of  the  lines  and  grades  of  streets  as  may  be  necessary 
to  provide  for  the  better  service  and  development  of  the 
water  fronts  and  more  direct  and  convenient  approaches 
thereto,  to  provide  for  proper  and  adequate  facilities  for 
circulation  and  transportation,  for  commercial,  industrial 
and  residential  development,  and  to  complete  the  City  plan, 
within  the  territory  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at 
Christian  street  and  the  Delaware  river,  thence  southward

along  the  Delaware  river  to  the  boundary  line  of  property 
of  the  United  States  Government,  thence  westward  along 
the  same  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  thence  northward  along 
the  various  courses  of  the  same  to  Reed  street,  thence  fol- 
lowing the  southern  boundary  of  the  completely  built  up 
area  of  the  City  to  Front  street,  thence  northwardly  along 
the  same  to  Christian  street,  and  thence  eastwardly  to 
the  Delaware  river  and  place  of  beginning. 

iSect,  4.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  usual 
notice  to  all  owners  whose  properties  may  be  affected  by 
the  opening  of  the  streets  or  by  any  of  the  work  provided 
for  in  said  contract  and  shall  enter  upon  and  take  said 
streets  for  public  use  at  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  said  notice. 

The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter 
sCiCurity,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the 
payment  of  any  damages,  for  which  the  said  City  may  be 
held  liable,  which  may  be  caused  in  carrying  into  effect 
any  or  all  of  the  work  provided  for  in  said  contract.  Upon 
the  filing  of  said  security  and  upon  the  expiration  of  the 
time  limit  of  the  notices  provided  for  in  this  section  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  enter 
upon  and  take  for  public  use  such  properties  as  may  be 
required  to  enable  the  work  provided  for  in  said  contract  to 
be  carried  into  full  and  complete  effect. 

Provided,  That  before  any  action  shall  be  taken,  under 
this  ordinance,  affecting  the  plot  of  ground  bounded  by 
Front  street,  Washington  avenue,  Water  street  and  Reed 
street,  the  licenses  at  the  northeast  corner  of  Front  and 
Reed  streets  and  northwest  corner  of  Water  and  Reed 
streets  shall  all  first  be  transferred  by  the  License  Court 
of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  to  other  locations. 

Sect.  5.  The  ordinance  ap>proved  the  twenty-sixth  day 
of  December,  1890,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize 
the  Philadelpliia  Belt  Line  Railroad  Company  to  con- 
struct its  railroads  and  branches  upon  and  across  streets, 
to  authorize  changes  and  revisions  in  the  lines  and  grades 
of  certain  streets,  the  location  of  a  new  street,  the  widen- 
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ing  of  certain  streets  and  ttie  shifting  of  the  tracks  occu- 
pied jointly  by  the  River  Front  and  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railroad  Companies,  and  the  entering  of  secur- 
ity," is  hereby  amended  by  striking  from  Section  1  there- 
of the  letters  G,  I,  H  and  K  where  they  are  recited  as 
points  on  a  map  indicating  branch  lines  of  the  said  rail- 
road ;  also  by  striking  from  Section  1  thereof  the  following 
portion  of  a  paragraph,  "Commencing  with  a  double  track 
on  Schuylkill  avenue,  at  Curtin  street,  in  the  Twenty-sixth 
Ward ;  thence  southwardly  in  Schuylkill  avenue  to  a  point 
at  or  near  Hoyt  street ;  thence  curving  southeastwardly 
to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Avenue  Thirty- 
seven  south  and  Thirty-second  street;  thence  southeast- 
wardly, crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Girard  Point  Extension 
Railroad,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Avenue 
Forty-two  south  and  Twenty-seventh  street;  thence  curv- 
ing southwardly  to  a  point  in  Twenty-sixth  street  near 
Avenue  Forty-three  south ;  thence  southwardly  in  Twenty- 
sixth  street  to  a  point  north  of  Avenue  Forty-five  south; 
thence  curving  eastwardly  to  a  point  in  Avenue  Forty-five 
south,  east  of  Twenty-sixth  street;  thence  eastwardly  in 
Avenue  Forty-five  south  to  Government  avenue  near 
Twenty-second  street;  thence  northeastwardly  in  Govern- 
ment avenue  to  a  point  where  the  said  avenue  is  inter- 
cepted by  Sixteenth  street  extended ;  thence  eastwardly  in 
Government  avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  Fifth  street; 
thence  northwardly  on  Fifth  street  to  a  point  at  or  near 
Johnson  street;  thence  curving  eastwardly  on  Johnson 
street,  crossing  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company,  to  a  point  on  Delaware  avenue ;  thence  north- 
wardly on  Delaware  avenue  and  east  of  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  to  a  point  at  or 
near  the  intersection  of  Delaware  avenue,  Porter  street 
and  Commercial  avenue ;  thence  northwestwardly  along 
Commercial  avenue  paralled  with  and  east  of  the  right-of- 
way  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  and  the 
Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company  to  a  point 
at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Commercial  avenue,  Moore 
street  and  Meadow  street;  thence  northwardly  in  and 
along  Meadow  street  east  of  and  parallel  with  the  right  of 
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way  of  the  Scluiylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  Company 
to  a  point  at  or  near  the  intersection  of  Meadow  street  and 
Tasker  street ;  thence  curving  westwardly  and  northwardly 
to  a  point  in  Front  street,  north  of  Tasker  street,  crossing 
the  tracks  of  the  Schuylkill  River  East  Side  Railroad  in 
Meadow  street,  and  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road in  Swanson  street;  thence  northwardly  along  Front 
street  to  a  point  at  or  near  Queen  street;  thence  curving 
eastwardly  into  and  along  Queen  street  to  a  point  in  Dela- 
ware avenue  north  of  Queen  street,  crossing  the  Swanson 
Street  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  and  Balti- 
more Railroad  and  the  tracks  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road," and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following:  "Com- 
mencing with  a  double  track  on  Schuylkill  avenue,  as  re- 
vised, at  or  near  Twenty-ninth  street  (from  which  point 
it  may  connect  with  the  tracks  through  the  property  of  the 
Girard  Point  Storage  Company)  and  thence  extending 
westwardly  and  northwardly  along  Schuylkill  avenue,  as 
revised,  to  a  point  north  of  Magazine  lane,  thence  curving 
to  the  east^vard  and  southward  connecting  with  and  cross- 
ing the  joint  four-track  railroad  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company  and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany at  or  near  Magazine  lane,  thence  continuing  south- 
ward and  eastward  parallel  with  and  immediately  adjacent 
to  the  said  joint  four-track  railroad  to  Hoyt  street  and 
Delaware  avenue,  thence  connecting  with  and  crossing  the 
said  joint  four-track  railroad  and  continuing  northward 
parallel  with,  upon  the  east  side  of,  and  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  same  in  the  bed  of  Delaware  avenue,  to 
a  point  north  of  Queen  street,"  also  by  striking  from 
Section  1  thereof  the  following  paragraphs : 

"The  route  of  the  branch  from  point  marked  G  on  the 
main  line  to  point  marked  H  shall  be  as  follows: 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  main  line  of  road  on 
Government  avenue  near  and  west  of  Fifth  street ;  thence 
extending  eastwardly  along  Goverament  avenue  and  Ave- 
nue Forty-three  south  to  the  river  bank  at  or  near  Third 
street;  thence  along  the  river  bank  to  a  point  at  or  near 
Spangler  street. 
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The  route  of  tlie  brancli  from  point  marked  I  on  the 
main  line  to  point  marked  K  shall  be  as  follows : 

Commencing  at  a  point  in  Schuylkill  avenue  at  or  near 
Hoyt  street;  thence  southwardly  in  Schuylkill  avenue  to 
or  near  Avenue  Thirty-six  south;  thence  curving  west- 
ward to  the  river  hank;  thence  following  the  general  line 
of  the  river  hank  along  the  Schuylkill  river  to  a  point  near 
the  prolongation  southward  of  Thirtieth  street ;  thence 
curving  northward  to  a  connection  with  the  tracks  of  the 
Girard  Point  Extension  Railroad  at  or  near  Avenue  Forty- 
five  south." 

Sect.  6.  The  acquisition  of  property  and  the  work  of 
construction  involved  in  the  abolishment  of  grade  crossings 
and  the  change,  relocation  and  elevation  of  the  railroads, 
and  the  municipal  improvements  authorized  in  this  ordi- 
nance shall  be  carried  on  from  time  to  time  as  Councils 
shall  provide  the  necessary  funds,  and  the  Railroad  Com- 
panies shall  provide  their  proportion  of  the  cost  whenever 
they  shall  be  notified  to  do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils: 
Provided,  That  the  work  so  ordered  to  be  done  shall  be 
in  such  locations  and  in  such  sections  as  will  permit  of 
the  continuous  operation  of  the  railroad  or  railroads  af- 
fected, and  further  Provided,  That  every  contract  for 
public  improvements  authorized  by  this  ordinance  shall 
contain  a  clause  that  it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  P.  L.  37,  and  the  liability 
of  the  City  thereunder  shall  be  limited  by  the  amounts 
which  shall  have  been  or  may  be  from  time  to  time  ap- 
propriated for  the  same. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  sum  of  one  million  (1,000,000)  dol- 
lars provided  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings  in  the 
southern  section  of  the  City  by  ordinance  approved  the 
ninth  day  of  February,  1907,  be  and  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  following  work :

protection.  The  capacity  of  said  tank  to  be  five  hundred 
and  fifty  gallons,  length  eleven  feet,  diameter  three  feet, 
to  be  located  in  Ionic  street,  at  a  point  about  one  hundred 
and  tu^enty  feet  west  of  Twenty-third  street.  The  said 
tank  to  rest  on  a  foundation  of  stone  concrete  six  inches 
thick  and  seven  feet  below  the  present  street  level,  exactly 
ten  feet  six  inches  from  the  building  line,  and  laid  parallel 
with  the  building  line:  Provided,  That  before  exercising 
any  privilege  under  this  ordinance,  the  said  Kahn  &  Green- 
burg shall  entei  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to  the  City

To  amend  ordinance  approved  July  27,  1901,  regulating 
the  schedule  and  meter  charges  for  water,  and  estab- 
lishing a  minimum  rate  proportionate  to  the  size  of 
the  connection  to  the  main. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  5  of  the  or- 
dinance approved  July  27,  1901,  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
regulating  the  schedule  and  meter  charges  for  water,  and 
establishing  a  minimum  rate  proportionate  to  the  size  of 
the  connection  to  the  main,"  which  reads  as  follows : 
^'Section  5.  All  meter  rates  shall  be  payable  quarterly  to 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  at  his  office.  If  any  such  rents  shall 
remain  unpaid  ten  (10)  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  quar- 
terly bill,  the  Bureau  of  Water  shall  serve  a  notice  upon 
the  delinquent  consumer,  and  at  the  expiration  of  five  (5) 
days  after  the  serving  of  the  notice,  if  the  rent  be  not  paid, 
the  premises  shall  be  deprived  of  water  until  all  arrearages 
are  paid.  If,  in  disregard  of  this  provision,  the  water  is 
turned  on  again  before  the  payment  of  all  arrearages,  the 
ferrule,  or  ferrules,  shall  be  detached  from  the  water  main, 
and  the  meter  or  meters  removed  from  the  premises.  The 
ferrule  or  ferrules  shall  not  be  reconnected,  nor  the  meter 
or  meters  replaced  until  all  back  water  rents  are  paid  and 
the  necessary  permit  taken  out  for  the  replacing  of  the 
ferrule,  which  shall  include  the  cost  of  removing  and  re- 
placing the  meter  or  meters,"  be  altered  and  amended  by 
reading  as  follows : 
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Section  5.  All  meter  accounts  shall  be  payable  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  during  the  months  of  April,  July,  Octo- 
lier  and  January.  The  accounts  shall  be  made  up  from 
meter  statements  taken  quarterly  by  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
^nd  shall  be  rendered  under  the  following  conditions : 

The  April  l)ill  in  any  year  shall  be  the  first  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  shall  not  be  less  in  amount  than  the  min- 
imum meter  rate  for  the  entire  year.  No  additional  meter 
bills  shall  be  rendered  for  water  used  during  such  year 
until  the  charge  for  the  entire  amount  of  water  used  is  in 
excess  of  the  yearly  minimum  meter  rate.  Such  additional 
bills  shall  be  for  such  excess  only  and  shall  be  served  upon 
the  premises  by  the  Bureau  of  Water.  If  any  meter 
water  bill  remain  unpaid  after  the  last  day  of  the  month 
in  which  the  same  is  due,  there  shall  be  charged  as  a  pen- 
alty for  such  non-payment  an  additional  sum  or  sums  as 
follows : 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  after  the  last  day  of  said  month. 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  additional  after  thirty  (30)  days 
:after  the  last  day  of  said  month. 

Five  (5)  per  cent,  additional  after  ninety  (90)  days 
-after  the  last  day  of  said  month. 

If  any  meter  water  bill  remain  unpaid  ninety  days  after 
the  last  day  of  the  month  in  which  the  same  is  due,  the 
Water  Bureau  shall  serve  a  notice  upon  the  delinquent  con- 
sumer, and  if  said  bill  remain  unpaid  for  ten  (10)  days 
thereafter,  the  premises  shall  be  deprived  of  water  until 
all  arrearages  are  paid. 

If,  in  disregard  of  this  provision,  the  water  is  turned  on 
before  the  payment  of  all  arrearages,  the  ferrule  may  be 
detached  from  the  water  main.  In  such  case  the  ferrule 
shall  not  be  reconnected  until  all  back  water  rents  and  pen- 
alties are  paid  and  the  necessary  permit  taken  out  for  the 
replacing  of  the  ferrule,  which  permit  shall  include  the 
<'ost  of  withdrawing  and  replacing  the  ferrule.

Directing  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  require 
owners  of  property  abutting  on  both  sides  of  Fifty-third 
street,  north  of  Wynnefield  avenue  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  station ;  on  both  sides  of  Olney  avenue,  from 
York  road  to  the  North  Penn  Railroad ;  on  both  sides 
of  Third  street,  from  Fishers  avenue  to  Duncannon  ave- 
nue ;  and  on  both  sides  of  Scotts  lane,  from  Ridge  ave- 
nue to  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway,  to  set  curbs  and  lay  footway  pave- 
ments. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Cominon  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  directed  to  require  owners  of  property 
abutting  on  both  sides  of  Fifty-third  street,  north  of  Wyn- 
nefield avenue  to  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  station;  on 
both  sides  of  Olney  avenue,  from  York  road  to  the  North 
Penn   Railroad;    on   both    sides    of    Third    street,    from 
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Fishers  avenue  to  Duncannon  avenue;  and  on  both  sides 
of  Scotts  lane,  from  Ridge  avenue  to  the  Richmond  Branch 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  to  set  curbs  and 
lay  footway  pavements ;  and  if  the  said  owners  of  prop- 
erty shall  fail  to  lay  such  footways  and  set  curbs,  as  re- 
quired, after  twenty  days'  previous  notice  in  writing  from 
the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  said  Department  is 
hereby  directed  to  cause  said  work  to  be  done,  the  cost 
thereof  to  be  assessed  upon  the  property  of  such  owner 
eo  in  default.

'To  authorize  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  Oak- 
ley street,  from  Longshore  to  Cottman  street,  and  to 
place  on  the  City  plan  Friendship  and  Princeton  streets, 
from  Rising  Sun  avenue  to  Shelbourne  street;  Shel- 
bourne  street,  from  Princeton  to  St.  Vincent  street ;  and 
St.  Vincent  street,  from  Oakley  to  Shelbourne  street. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  and  di- 
rected to  revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Oakley  street,  from 
Longshore  to  Cottman  street,  and  to  place  on  the  City 
plan  Friendship  and  Princeton  streets,  each  of  the  width  of 
fifty  feet,  from  Rising  Sun  avenue  to  Shelbourne  street; 
Shelbourne  street,  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  from  Prince- 
ton to  St.  Vincent  street ;  and  St.  Vincent  street,  of  the 
width  of  sixty  feet,  from  Oakley  to  Shelbourne  street: 
Provided,  That  the  owners  of  property  affected  bv  the 
revision  of  the  lines  and  grades  of  said  Oakley  street,  be- 
tween property  line  about  sixty-four  feet  northeast  of  Ty- 
son  street,    and   property   line   about   one  hundred   and 
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twenty-four  feet  southwest  of  St.  Vincent  street,  shall 
dedicate  the  bed  of  the  same  to  the  City,  and  before  said 
Friendship,  Princeton,  Shelbourne  and  St.  Vincent  streets 
shall  be  placed  on  the  plan  the  owners  of  property  within 
the  lines  thereof,  and  within  the  lines  of  St.  Vincent 
street,  between  property  line,  about  sixty-three  feet  six 
inches  northwest  of  proposed  Oakley  street  and  Shelbourne 
street,  shall,  within  one  year  from  the  approval  of  this 
ordinance,  dedicate  the  beds  of  the  same  to  the  City  on 
the  lines  and  grades  as  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors, or  shall  indemnify  the  City  against  all  damages 
or  claims  for  damages  which  may  arise  from  placing  said 
streets  on  the  plan,  and  their  subsequent  opening  to  the 
confirmed  lines  and  grades.

inches  to  the  right-of-way  of  said  railway ;  thence  south- 
eastwardly  along  the  right-of-way  of  said  railway  ninety- 
one  (91)  feet  eight  and  one-quarter  (8;^)  inches;  thence 
westwardly  along  the  property  of  said  railway  company 
four  (4)  feet  ten  and  one-quarter  (10:^)  inches  to  a  point;

For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of 
three  (3)  cents. 
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For  heal  til,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  six  (6)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of  ten  (10) 
cents. 

For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the  sum  of 
two  (2)  cents. 

For  the  police,  the  sum  of  fourteen  (14)  cents. 

For  fire,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

For  prisons,  the  sum  of  one  ( 1 )  cent. 

For  the  expenses  of  the  City  Commissioners,  the  sum  of 
five  (5)  cents. 

For  supplies,  the  sum  of  ten  (10)  cents. 

For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality,  the  sum 
of  fourteen  (14)  cents. 

Said  amounts  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for 
said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  ob- 
jects hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property 
marked  "agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the 
highest  rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  portions 
marked  "rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  set  apart  for  the 
relief  and  emploj^ment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the 
assessed  property  situate  in  wards  where  houses  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by 
the  Eighteenth  Section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  during  January,

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shall  be  imposed.  If  paid  after  the  31st  day  of  August 
and.  on  or  before  the  30th  day  of  September  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  one  (1)  per  cent,  shall  be  imposed ;  if  paid  on 
or  before  the  31st  day  of  October  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  two  (2)  per  cent,  imposed ;  if  paid  on  or 
before  the  30th  day  of  ISTovember  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  three  (3)  per  cent,  imposed;  if  paid  on 
or  before  the  31st  day  of  December  there  shall  be  an  addi- 
tion or  penalty  of  four  (4)  per  cent,  imposed,  and  upon  all 
taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  five  (5)  per 
cent,  and  the  cost  of  advertising  added  to  and  made  pay- 
able on  the  same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  to  display,  from  day  to  day,  in  large  figures,  and 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Tax  Office  the  amount  of  dis- 
count or  penalty  fixed  hj  ordinance.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  be  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  the 
owners  of  property  over  and  through  which  Venango 
street,  to  its  full  width,  from  Kensington  avenue  to  K 
street,  will  pass,  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months 
from  the  date  of  said  notice  said  street  will  be  required 
for  public  use. 

Sect.  2.  The  ]\rayor  of  the  City  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  enter  security,  on  behalf  of  the  City  of

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  (Board  of  Surveyors)  be  authorized  to  place 
on  the  City  plan  Annsbury  street,  of  the  width  of  forty 
feet,  from  Sixth  to  Seventh  street ;  Armory  street,  of  the 
width  of  twenty-five  feet,  from  Twenty-third  to  Twenty- 
fourth  street;  Blakemore  and  Matthews  streets,  each  of 
the  width  of  forty  feet,  from  Stenton  avenue  to  Wood- 
lawn  street ;  Albanus,  Rubicam,  Sheldon  and  Sulis  streets, 
each  of  the  width  of  forty  feet,  from  Second  to  Third 
street;'  Conlyn  street,  of  the  width  of  fifty  feet,  from 
Twentieth  to  Twenty-first  street;  Conklin  street,  of  the 
width  of  forty  feet,  from  Griscom  to  Penn  street ;  Lake- 
wood  street,  of  the  width  of  forty  feet,  from  Frankford 
avenue  to  Penn  street;  Hemberger  street,  of  the  width  of 
forty  feet,  from  Lippincott  to  Clearfield  street;  Lambert 
and  Woodstock  streets,  each  of  the  width  of  forty-five  feet, 
from  Chew  to  ISTedro  street ;  Marvine  and  Warnock  streets,

To  authorize  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
del])hia  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railway  Company,  whereby  the  Railway 
Company  may  change  and  elevate  certain  of  its  tracks 
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to  permit  the  opening  of  Tulip  and  Emerald  streets 
under  its  tracks,  between  Lehigh  avenue  and  Somerset 
street;  to  authorize  the  revision  of  the  lines  and  grades 
of  Emerald  street,  Tulip  street,  Lehigh  avenue  and 
.  Aramingo  avenue  and  other  streets  affected  thereby ; 
to  strike  from  the  Citv  plan  and  vacate  certain  streets, 
including  Pike  street,  from  Third  street  to  Lawrence 
street;  to  authorize  the  oj)ening  of  Tulip  and  Emerald 
streets,  between  Lehigh  avenue  and  Somerset  street;  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  additional  tracks ;  to 
apportion  the  expense  of  all  the  work ;  to  provide  for 
carrying  out  and  completing  the  work  of  every  char- 
acter, necessary  and  incidental  to  the  proper  opening 
of  Emerald  and  Tulip  streets ;  to  authorize  the  Mayor 
and  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
in  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  enter  into  such 
contracts  and  agreements  as  may  be  deemed  requisite 
and  necessary  to  execute  the  work  herein  provided  for, 
promptly  and  efficiently;  to  define  the  methods  of 
making  payments  of  proportions  of  the  expenses  of  all 
the  work  apportioned  to  the  City  and  the  Railway  Com- 
pany respectively,  as  herein  provided,  and  making  an 
api^ropriation  for  the  amounts  apportioned  to  the  City 
hereunder,  and  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  enter  security 
for  damages  to  private  property. 

Section"  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  pursuant  to  the 
power  and  authority  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  General  Assembly, 
entitled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  counties,  cities,  towns 
and  townships,  in  this  State  respectively,  to  enter  into 
contracts  with  railroad  companies  whose  roads  enter  into 
their  limits,  whereby  said  companies  may  relocate,  change 
or  elevate  their  railroads,"  passed  and  approved  the  ninth 
day  of  June,  1874;  of  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  Rail- 
road Company  and  of  all  other  power  enabling  tlie 
parties  to  act  in  the  premises,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  to  enable 
the  Railway  Company  to  change  and  elevate  certain  of 
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its  tracks  that  are  on  its  Richmond  Branch  between  Ara- 
mingo  avenue  and  Kensington  avenue;  to  revise  the 
lines. and  grades  of  Emerald  street,  Tulip  street,  Lehigh 
avenue,  Aramingo  a'N'enue  and  all  streets  affected  by  such 
revision ;  to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  certain 
streets ;  to  construct  additional  tracks ;  to  provide  for  the 
carrying  out  and  completion  of  all  work  of  every  char- 
acter necessary  for  the  proper  opening  of  Tulip  and 
Emerald  streets  under  the  tracks  of  the  Richmond  Branch 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway,  between  Le- 
high avenue  and  Somerset  street ;  to  provide  for  making 
payments  of  the  expenses  of  all  the  said  work  and  for  the 
apportioning  of  the  said  expenses  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway 
Company. 

The  said  contract  shall  embody  all  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  and  shall  contain  adequate  cove- 
nants, in  form  and  substance  to  be  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  binding  and  obliging  each  of  the  parties  to  the 
contract  to  do  and  perform  each  and  every  of  the  things 
by  them  to  be  done  and  performed  respectively,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  to  make  the  payments 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  work  in  the  proportions  herein 
provided  for. 

Sect,  2.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  (Board 
of  Surveyors)  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  revise 
the  lines  and  grades  of  the  following  streets:  Emerald 
street,  between  Somerset  street  and  a  point  about  30 
feet  south  of  Oakdale  street ;  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Jas- 
per street  to  Frankford  avenue;  Tulip  street,  from 
Somerset  street  to  Oakdale  street;  Lehigh  avenue,  be- 
tween Sepviva  street  and  Memphis  street ;  Aramingo 
avenue,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Somerset  street;  to  widen 
Tnlip  street  to  60  feet  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Somerset 
street;  and  also  to  make  such  revision  of  the  lines  and 
grades  of  all-  other  streets  affected  by  the  revisions  alcove 
mentioned  as  may  be  necessary  to  properly  provide  for  the 
execution  of  the  work  anthori/ed  by  this  ordinance.  Also, 
to  strike  from  the  City  plan  and  vacate  the  following 
streets :    Memphis  street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Somerset 
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street;  Pike  street,  from  Third  street  to  Lawrence  street; 
Helen  street,  from  a  point  about  40  feet  southwest  of 
Sterner  street  to  a  point  about  196  feet  southwest  of 
Sterner  street ;  and  Ruth  street,  from  a  point  about  43  feet 
southwest  of  Tu senium  street  to  a  point  about  109  feet 
southwest  of  Tusculum  street. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  confirmation  by  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors of  the  changes  in  the  City  plan,  provided  for  in 
Section  2,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  issue  the  usual 
notice  to  all  owners  whose  properties  may  be  affected  by 
any  of  the  work  herein  authorized  and  to  notify  the  owners 
of  property  over  and  through  which  Tulip  street,  as  wid- 
ened under  authority  of  this  ordinance,  and  Emerald 
street,  from  Lehigh  avenue  to  Somerset  street,  v/ill  pass, 
that  at  the  expiration  of  three  (3)  months  from  date  of 
said  notice,  the  said  streets  will  be  required  for  public  use. 

On  filing  of  the  contract  provided  for  in  Section  1, 
the  Mayor  is  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  security, 
on  behalf  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  payment  of 
any  damages  which  may  be  caused  in  carrying  into  effect 
any  and  all  of  the  work  herein  authorized. 

'Sect.  4.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  is  authorized  and  directed  to  prepare  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  changes  of  grade  of  the  streets 
affected  hereby,  for  the  opening  of  streets  to  be  opened 
pursuant  hereto,  for  the  grading  (except  the  core  grading 
of  Tulip  and  Emerald  streets  on  the  property  of  the  Rail- 
way Company),  paving  and  repaving,  setting  or  resetting 
of  curbs  to  the  lines  and  grades  to  be  established  under 
the  authority  of  this  ordinance,  upon  Emerald  and  Tulip 
streets,  Lehigli  avenue,  Aramingo  avenue,  and  upon  all 
other  intersecting  streets,  as  far  as  they  may  be  affected 
by  the  work  herein  provided  for,  and  for  the  construction, 
reconstruction  and  alteration  or  removal  of  all  sewers, 
water  mains,  electrical  conduits  and  other  municipal  un- 
derground structures  and  street  improvements  and  their  ap- 
purtenances incident  to  the  aforesaid  work  and  necessary 
for  its  proper  completion,  including  the  underpinning  of 
buildings  adjacent  to  the  work,  where  necessary. 
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The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  aforesaid  work 
shall  be  identified  by  the  signatures  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company.  One 
copy  of  each  of  the  said  plans  and  specifications  shall, 
upon  approval,  be  filed  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys),  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Upon  the  approval  of  said  plans  and  specifications,  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  author- 
ized and  directed  to  advertise  for  proposals  and  enter  into 
contracts,  to  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company,  for  the  work 
covered  by  the  plans  and  specifications  provided  for  in  this 
section. 

Sect.  5.  The  Railway  Company  shall  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  execution  of  the  work  of  sup- 
porting and  caring  for  its  tracks  and  accessories,  for  the 
construction  and  erection  of  bridges  and  their  supports, 
the  removal  of  the  core  grading  of  Tulip  and  Emerald 
streets,  on  the  property  of  the  Railway  Company,  the 
necessary  alteration,  construction  and  reconstruction  of 
railroad  yards,  coal  yards,  yard  tracks,  yard  buildings, 
roundhouse  and  other  railroad  structures  and  their  appur- 
tenances, and  all  necessary  tracks  and  operating  appli- 
ances of  said  railroad  as  will  be  necessary  for  the  proper 
opening  of  Emerald  and  Tulip  streets,  and  the  Rail- 
way Company  shall  enter  into  the  necessary  contracts  for, 
and  to  carry  out,  all  of  said  work  between  Lehigh  avenue 
and  Somerset  street :  Provided,  That  the  bridges  carrying 
the  tracks  over  Tulip  and  Emerald  streets  shall  be  of 
similar  construction  to  the  existing  bridges  over  Belgrade 
and  Thompson  streets,  between  Lehigh  avenue  and  Somer- 
set street,  except  that  at  Tulip  street  the  columns  shall 
be  in  the  center  of  the  street  only. 

All  the  work  of  construction,  both  temporary  and  per- 
manent, shall  be  done  substantially  in  accordance  with 
such  plans  and  specifications  as  shall  be  identified  by  the 
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signatures  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway  Company.  One  copy  of  each  of  the 
said  plans  and  specifications  shall,  upon  approval,  be  filed 
in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys) 
and  one  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  6.  The  various  portions  of  the  work  authorized 
and  provided  for  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  done  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  or  such  engineer  as  shall  be  designated  by 
him  for  that  duty,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway  Company. 

The  general  supervision  of  the  work  provided  for  in 
Section  4  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  of  the  City  .of  Philadelphia, 
or  such  engineer  as  he  may  designate  for  that  duty.  The 
general  supervision  of  the  work  provided  for  in  Section 
5  shall  be  in  charge  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Phila- 
delphia and  Reading  Railway  Company.  They  shall  con- 
fer with  each  other  in  respect  to  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  various  parts  or  portions  of  the  work,  and  in 
respect  to  the  performance  of  the  work,  at  all  times  dur- 
ing the  preparation  and  progress  of  the  same ;  and  each 
shall,  upon  notice  from  the  other,  of  any  fault  or  failure 
of  any  party,  firm  or  corporation  holding  contracts  for  any 
part  of  said  work,  promptly  proceed  to  secure  full  com- 
pliance with  the  plans  and  specifications  pertaining  thereto, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  contract. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  .Company  is  authorized  to  employ  such  engineers, 
assistants,  draughtsmen,  engineer  corps  and  inspectors  as 
may  be  necessary  to  prepare  or  examine  plans  and.  speci- 
fications and  to  insure  the  prompt  and  efiicient  execution 
of  the  work,  and  to  include  all  expenses  for  salaries,  trans- 
portation, office  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  engineer- 
ing iorce,  and  the  costs  of  tests  and  inspection  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
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hereby  authorized  to  appoint  such  engineers,  assistants, 
draughtsmen,  engineer  corps  and  inspectors  as  may  be 
required  to  enable  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to 
prepare  or  examine  plans  and  specifications,  to  properly 
inspect  the  work  during  progress  of  construction  and  to 
prepare  the  necessary  certificates  and  other  documentary 
records  of  the  work.  All  expenses  for  salaries,  transpor- 
tation, office  and  incidental  expenses  of  said  engineering 
force,  and  the  expenses  of  inspection  and  tests  made  by 
the  same  and  not  otherwise  provided  for,  shall  be  included 
in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

In  case  of  emergency  work  in  maintaining  railroad  or 
highway  travel,  and  in  other  cases  where  necessary,  not 
covered  by  contract,  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Ivailway  Company  shall  have  authority 
to  employ  laborers,  hire  machinery  and  purchase  mate- 
rials to  perform  such  work ;  a  labor  force  account  and 
an  account  of  the  materials  so  used  shall  be  kept  and, 
after  approval  by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of  the  City,  shall 
be  paid  by  the  Railway  Company  and  included  in  the  cost 
of  the  work. 

In  cases  of  emergency  work  in  protecting  and  main- 
taining municipal  structures,  in  other  cases  where  neces- 
sary, and  in  such  classes  of  work  upon  the  highways  as 
may  not  be  covered  by  contract,  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  employ 
laborers,  hire  machinery  and  purchase  materials  to  per- 
form such  work,  and  a  labor  force  account  and  an  account 
of  the  materials  so  used  shall  be  kept  and,  after  approval 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company,  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  and  included 
in  the  cost  of  the  work. 

Sect.  7.  When  and  as  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railway  Company  shall  determine,  from  time  to  time, 
to  enlarge  its  tracks  and  yard  facilities  on  its  said  Rich- 
mond Branch,  between  Somerset  street  and  Richmond 
street,  on  lands  owned  by  it.  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
hereby  consents  to  the  widening  and  enlargement  of  the 
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said  railroad,  aiid  to  the  widening  and  enlargement  of 
the  bridge  structures  and  their  supports  carrying  the  said 
railroad  over  the  several  streets  now  opened,  or  to  be 
hereafter  oj)ened  under  authority  of  ordinance  of  Councils. 

iSuch  widening  and  enlargement  of  the  said  bridge 
structures  and  their  supports  shall  conform  to  the  general 
plan  of  the  structures '  provided  to  be  erected  hereunder. 
The  entire  cost  and  expense  of  such  widening  and  en- 
largement of  the  said  railroad  and  of  the  said  bridge 
structures  and  their  supports  shall  be  wholly  borne  and 
paid  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company. 

In  each  and  every  case  where  the  Railway  Company 
shall  desire  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  construction  in 
any  manner  in  this  Section  provided  for,  it  shall  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  such  work  and  submit  the 
same  for  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and,  upon  the  approval  thereof,  it  may 
proceed  with  the  work  under  such  supervision  as  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  re- 
quire: Provided,  That  if  in  any  case  provided  in  this 
Section  the  Mayor  shall  determine  that,  for  the  due  pro- 
tection of  the  City,  the  special  covenant  of  the  Railway 
Company  for  the  indemnity  of  the  City  is  necessary  or 
desirable,  he  shall  require  the  Railway  Company  to  enter 
into  due  covenants  and  agreements  with  the  City,  in  form 
and  substance  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  to 
save,  indemnify  and  keep  harmless  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia on  account  of  the  work  so  proposed  to  be  done  by 
the  Railway  Company. 

Sect.  8.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  hereby  consents 
that  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company 
and  its  successors  shall,  after  the  completion  of  the  work, 
required  hereunder,  be  at  liberty,  from  time  to  time,  and 
at  all  times,  to  enter  upon  all  streets,  whereon  the  sup- 
ports of  the  said  structures  shall  rest,  including  bridge 
abutments,  piers  and  all  columns  and  other  supports,  for 
the  maintenance,  renewal  or  repairs  of  the  same  and  each 
of  them.  Such  work  shall  be  done  at  the  sole  expense  of 
the  Railway  Company  and  its  successors  and  under  the 
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direction  and  supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  9.  The  Citv  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Tveading  Pail  way  'Company  shall  each  pay  one- 
half  of  all  costs  and  expenses  for  the  proper  opening, 
grading,  paving  and  draining  of  Tulip  street  and  Emer- 
ald street,  and  for  similar  work  necessary  on  Lehigh  ave- 
nue and  all  other  intersecting  streets,  the  grades  of  which 
are  alfected  by  reason  of  the  opening  and  change  of  grade 
of  Tulip  street  and  Emerald  street,  including  all  dam- 
ages to  property  by  reason  of  the  change  of  grade  made 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  work,  but  not  including  any 
such  costs  and  expense,  or  any  such  damages  to  property, 
by  reason  of  the  widening  of  any  street,  all  which  cost 
and  expense  of  widening  and  all  which  damages  to  prop- 
erty by  I'eason  of  any  such  widening  shall  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  PhiladeliDhia  and 
Reading  Raihvay  Company  shall  each  bear  one-half  of 
the  cost  and  expense  of  the  adjustment  of  the  railroad 
yards,  with  necessary  retaining  walls,  the  coal  yards  and 
buildings  on  Emerald  and  Tulip  streets,  at  Lehigh  ave- 
nue, and  also  one-half  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  con- 
structing bridges  and  their  supports  to  carry  21  railroad 
tracks  over  and  above  Tulip  street  (50  feet  wide)  and 
the  9  railroad  tracks  over  and  above  Emerald  street 
(these  being  the  number  of  tracks  which  existed  prior 
to  the  commencement  of  the  work  on  the  Richmond 
Branch  in  March,  1907)  ;  and  the  City  shall  bear  the 
entire  increased  cost  of  the  superstructure  and  its  sup- 
ports to  carry  twenty-seven  (27)  existing  railroad  tracks 
over  and  above  the  widened  portions  of  Tulip  street. 

In  the  reconstruction  of  the  machine  shop,  locomotive 
roundhouse,  ashes  pit,  water  supply,  coaling  station  and 
other  structures  now  standing  on  the  cast  and  west  sides 
of  Tulip  street  at  Lehigh  avenue,  in  their  present  loca- 
tions or  in  other  locations  upon  property  of  the  Xorth 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  now  occupied  under 
lease  by  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  at 


34S 

Erie  Avenue  Station,  the  City  of  Pliiladelpliia  shall  and 
will  pay  one-half  the  cost  for  providing  an  eqnal  number 
of  cubic  feet  of  space  in  the  new  machine  shop,  round- 
house and  other  buildings,  and  one-half  the  cost  of  pro- 
viding equivalent  accommodations  and  capacity  in  the 
ashes  pit,  water  supply,  coaling  station  and  other  struc- 
tures. 

The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company  shall 
bear  the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  constructing  the 
bridges  and  their  supports  to  carry  the  6  additional  rail- 
road tracks  over  and  above  the  original  50  foot  width  of 
Tulip  street  and  the  7  additional  tracks  over  and  above 
Emerald  street  (authorized  by  Section  8,  ordinance  of 
Councils  approved  October  13,  1906),  and  also  for  any 
other  railroad  tracks  in  addition  to  those  which  may  be 
built. 

Sect.  10.  Except  wherein  it  is  herein  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided,  the  Cit}^  and  the  Railway  'Company 
shall  each  pay  one-half  of  all  expenses  of,  or  connected 
with,  the  execution  and  completion  of  all  the  work  herein 
provided  for,  and  the  said  contract  to  be  made  and  en- 
tered into  between  the  City  and  the  Railway  Company, 
as  provided  in  Section  1  hereof,  shall  bind  and  oblige  each 
of  the  parties  to  make  prompt  payment  of  their  several 
proportions  of  such  expenses  at  the  times,  and  in  the  man- 
ner hereinafter  set  forth. 

In  respect  of  such  expenses  as  shall  be  provided  to  be 
paid  under  contracts  to  be  entered  into  by  the  City  and 
the  Railway  Company,  respectively,  the  provisions  of  such 
contracts  and  the  amounts  agreed  to  be  paid  from  time 
to  time  thereunder,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  as  be- 
tween the  Railway  Company  and  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia ;  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  the  drawing  of  warrants 
for  his  approval  for  the  payment  of  all  such  sums  as 
shall  accrue  from  time  to  time  under  contracts  entered 
into  by  him,  and  to  direct  the  drawing  of  warrants  for 
his  approval  for  the  payment  of  one-half  of  all  such  sums 
as  shall  accrue  from  time  to  time  under  contracts  to  be 
entered  into  by  the  Railway  Company  for  the  execution 
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of  the  work  herein  provided  for,  or  any  part  of  the  same: 
Provided,  however,  That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  arranj^e 
with  the  proper  officials  of  the  Railway  Company  to  keep 
just  and  true  accounts  concerning  the  various  payments 
and  disbursements  made  or  to  be  made,  by  each,  in  re- 
spect to  such  contracts,  for  and  during  each  month  where- 
in such  work  shall  be  in  progress,  and  that  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  direct  the  draw- 
ing of  warrants  for  his  approval  for  any  balances  that 
may  be  payable  to  the  Railway  Company,  and  which  may 
be  found  to  be  payable  by  the  City  in  the  premises:  And 
provided.  That  it  shall  also  be  competent  for  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  arrange  with 
the  proper  officials  of  the  Railway  Company  to  keep  just 
and  true  accounts  of  and  concerning  the  various  payments 
and  disbursements  made,  or  to  be  made,  by  each  or  either, 
in  respect  of  expenses  authorized  or  to  be  incurred  here- 
under, but  not  included  in  the  said  contracts,  and  that 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall 
direct  the  drawing  of  warrants  for  his  approval  payable 
to  the  Railway  Company  for  any  balances  that  may  be 
found  to  be  payable  by  the  City  in  the  premises.  The  said 
settlements  shall  be  made  from  month  to  month  as  tlie  work 
herein  provided  for  shall  progress. 

The  Railway  Company  shall,  from  time  to  time  and 
at  all  times,  promptly  pay  into  the  City  Treasury,  on  the 
ascertainment  of  the  amount  thereof  in  any  accounting 
to  be  made  hereunder,  all  such  sums  as  shall  be  found  to 
be  due  and  payable  to  the  City  by  it,  and  all  such  sums 
shall  be  credited  to  the  appropriation  by  the  City,  and 
become  immediately  available  for  the  work  provided  for 
herein. 

The  costs,  expenses  and  damages,  incurred  by  reason 
of  the  opening,  vacating,  or  change  of  grade  of  any  street 
as  herein  authorized  or  by  reason  of  the  execution  of  any 
of  the  work  herein  provided  for — except  the  costs,  ex- 
penses and  damages  by  reason  of  the  widening  of  Tulip 
street,  referred  to  in  Section  9  hereof — shall  be  included 
in  the  monthly  settlements,  so  that  the  Railway  Company 
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shall  pay  its  share  of  such  costs,  expenses  and  damages 
as  soon  as  the  same  has  been  finally  determined. 

Sect.  11.  The  Railway  Comjjany  shall  release  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  from  any  and  all  claims  for  damages  it, 
or  any  corporation,  person  or  persons  holding  property  in 
its  behalf,  may  have  by  reason  of  the  opening,  widening, 
vacating  or  changing  of  grades  of  an}'  streets  as  authorized 
by  this  ordinance,  or  by  reason  of  the  execution  of  any  of 
the  work  provided  herein. 

Sect.  12.  The  covenants  to  be  contained  in  the  con- 
tract to  be  entered  into  between  the  Railway  Company 
and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  pursuant  to  Section  1 
hereof,  shall  bind  and  oblige  each  of  the  parties  to  pay 
one-half  of  all  claims  for  damages,  or  judgments  for  the 
recovery  thereof,  including  interest  and  costs,  arising 
from  accidents  due  to  the  execution  of  the  work  for  which 
either  party  may  be  held  responsible,  excepting  such  acci- 
dents as  may  be  due  to  negligence  or  carelessness  in  rail- 
road operation,  also,  excepting  where  otherwise  herein 
provided,  the  one-half  of  all  damages  arising  or  to  arise 
from  the  o]3ening  and  vacation  or  physical  changes  in  the 
lines  or  grades  of  streets,  lanes  or  alleys,  herein  provided 
for,  and  also,  excepting  where  otherwise  herein  provided, 
to  pay  one-half  of  all  claims  or  judgments  for  the  re- 
covery thereof,  including  interest  and  costs,  which  may 
arise  from  the  consequential  injury  to  persons,  property 
or  estates,  arising  from  or  growing  out  of  the  changes 
or  elevation  of  the  tracks  of  the  Railway  Company,  as 
herein  authorized;  and  for  the  more  speedy  and  econom- 
ical adjustment  of  claims  arising  or  to  arise  hereunder, 
the  City  Solicitor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Mayor,  and  the  approval  of  the  Railway  Company,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  compromise,  settle  and  adjust  any 
or  all  s\ich  claims,  and  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
direct  the  drawing  of  warrants  for  his  approval  upon 
the  City  Treasurer,  for  such  sums  as  shall  be  required 
from  time  to  time  for  the  settlement  and  payment  of  such 
claims,  the  amounts  thereof  to  be  taken  from  the  appro- 
priations herein  provided  for :    Provided,  That  when  any 
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claim  shall  be  presented  to  or  any  suit  on  account  thereof 
shall  be  brought  against  either  of  the  said  parties,  the 
other  shall  have  the  right,  on  due  notice,  to  appear  and 
defend,  on  its  own  behalf,  or  otherwise  it  shall  not  be 
bound  by  any  judgment  or  decree  in  the  premises:  Pro- 
vided, That  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  City  Solicitor 
to  arrange  with  the  Railway  Company  and  its  attorneys 
for  division  of  the  work  of  preparing  cases  for  trial,  the 
preparation  and  production  of  testimony,  and  the  con- 
duct of  hearings  or  trials ;  and  all  expenses  connected 
with  the  defence  of  such  claims  or  suits,  except  the  service 
of  the  City  Solicitor,  or  his  associates,  or  of  special  coun- 
sel to  be  employed  on  behalf  of  the  City,  or  the  services 
of  the  attorneys  or  counsel  of  the  Railway  Company,  shall 
be  included  in  and  settled  and  paid  for  as  part  of  the 
expense  of  the  work  in  this  ordinance  provided  for,  out 
of  the  appropriations  to  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  13.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  work  provided 
for,  all  old  rails  and  other  materials  now  in  use  by  the 
said  Railway  Company  which  may  not  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  new  work,  shall  be  disposed  of  at  public 
sale,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited  to  the  joint 
appropriation.  It  is  also  provided  that  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  work  provided  for,  all  old  paving  materials 
and  street  improvements  removed  from  the  work,  but  not 
actually  used  for  the  joint  interest,  shall  be  disposed  of 
at  public  sale,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be  credited 
to  the  joint  appropriation:  Provided,  That  should  the 
Railway  Company  desire  to  hold  any  of  the  said  old  rails 
or  other  materials  so  to  be  disposed  of,  an  appraisement 
of  the  value  of  the  same  shall  be  made,  and  such  appraised 
values  credited  to  the  joint  appropriation:  Provided  fur- 
ther, That  should  the  City  desire  to  hold  any  paving  mate- 
rials or  street  improvements  removed  from  the  work  and 
so  to  be  disposed  of,  an  appraisement  of  the  value  of  the 
same  shall  be  made,  and  such  appraised  values  credited  to 
the  joint  appropriation. 

Sect.  14.  That  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand 
(500,000)  dollars,  the  amount  appropriated  by  ordinance 


approved  Julv  21,  1911,  from  tlie  loan  of  nine  million 
seven  himdred  and  fifty  thousand  (9,750,000)  dollars,  au- 
thorized by  ordinance  approved  June  19,  1911,  for  open- 
ing streets  under  the  Richmond  Branch  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Company  between  Richmond  street  and 
Kensington  avenue,  be  and  is  hereby  set  aside  and  appro- 
priated to  Item  114,  Loan,  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  for  the  City's  share  of  the 
work  herein  authorized. 

Sect,  15,     All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Museum,  acquisition  of  property  and  improvement  of 
the  Parkway,  toward  the  erection  of  a  Library  build- 
ing, toward  a  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Memorial,  acquir- 
ing property  and  improvement  of  small  parks  and 
recreation  centers,  purchase  of  property,  erection  of

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company,  as  successor  to  the  River  Front  Rail- 
road Company,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  relocate 
and  reconstruct  certain  of  its  tracks  as  follows:      Com- 
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mencing  in  tlie  present  elevated  tracks  in  Trenton  avenue, 
northeast  of  Lehigh  avenue;  thence  curving  southward 
and  eastward  with  a  single  elevated  track  to  and  along 
the  northeast  sidewalk  of  Lehigh  avenue  to  a  point  near 
Aramingo  avenue;  thence  curving  into  railroad  property 
and  continuing  on  the  same  with  a  single  or  double  track 
to  a  point  east  of  Richmond  street,  and  thence  descending 
by  a  single  track  along  the  easternmost  10  feet  of  Rich- 
mond street,  as  now  physically  opened  70  feet  wide,  to 
grade  at  Cumberland  street,  with  the  right  to  make  neces- 
sary connections  by  a  single  track  with  tracks  now  laid, 
or  to  be  laid.  upOn  railroad  property  southwest  of  York 
street.  The  said  track  or  tracks  shall  cross  Aramingo

Reading  Railway  Company,  and  is  also  authorized  to 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  Richmond  street  between 
Somerset  street  and  Cumberland  street,  and  to  revise  the 
lines  and  grades  of  Aramingo  avenue  from  Lehigh  avenue 
to  an  angle  in  said  avenue  at  about  180  feet  northeast 
thereof. 

Sect.  3.  The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  as  suc- 
cessor to  the  River  Front  Railroad  Company,  is  anthorized 
to  temporarily  close  such  portions  of  Almond,  Edgemont 
and  Salmon  streets  as  lie  between  the  southerly  line  of 
property  acquired,  or  to  be  acquired,  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  and  the  southerly  line  of  the  property 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway  Company. 
Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  the  reconstruction 
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of  the  tracks  herein  authorized,  the  said  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  'Company  shall  remove  its  present  surface  tracks 
from  Lehigh  avenue  between  a  point  west  of  Aramingo 
avenue  and  Richmond  street;  from  Richmond  street  be- 
tween Lehigh  avenue  and  'Cumberland  street,  and  from 
Moyer  street  from  the  south  house  line  of  Ritter  street 
to  and  across  Lehigh  avenue,  and  shall  pave  or  repave 
the  portions  of  the  streets  disturbed  by  such  removal  of 
tracks  in  accordance  with  the  standard  specifications  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  the  Director  of  the  said  Department.

"to  enter  into  a  contract  for  the  construction  of  a  Conven-

■of  the  work,  the  basis  of  settlement  is  to  be,  for  preliminary 
•studies,  specifications  and  general  working  drawings  (ex- 
clusive of  details),  three-fifths  of  the  fee  for  complete  ser- 
vices;" 

And  Wiieeeas,  The  said  John  T.  Windrim  did  prepare 
the  preliminary  studies,  specifications  and  general  work- 
ine;  drawings,  and  bids  for  the  work  were  duly  advertised 
for  and  received,  and  a  contract  therefor  entered  into  by 
the  City  with  the  Charles  McCaul  Company,  they  being 
the  lowest  and  best  bidders,  for  the  price  or  sum  of  four 
million  four  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  (4,430,000) 
■dollars ; 

And  Whereas,  The  erection  of  said  building  was  en- 
joined by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  ISTo.  5,  of  this 
county,  as  of  September  Term,  1911,  No.  3377,  at  the  suit 
of  certain  taxpayers,  after  said  John  T.  Windrim  had 
fully  completed  the  preliminary  studies,  specifications  and 
general  working  drawings,  thereby  compelling  the  aban- 
donruent  of  the  work  of  construction,  and  whereby  had  the 
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contract  been  made  with  private  parties,  there  would  have 
been  collectible  bv  said  John  T.  Wind'rim  three-fifths  of 
six  per  centum  of  said  sum  of  four  million  four  hundred

any  wai-rants  for  such  materials  or  supplies. 

And  the  City  Controller  shall  countersign  no  warrants 
against  any  item  in  this  ordinance  unless  all  conditions 
imposed  are  complied  with. 

Warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Supplies  in  conformity  with  existing  ordi- 
nances. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  here- 
with be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

the  Fifth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  containing  in 
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front  or  breadth  on  Dela^^■a^e  avenme  sixty-two  feet,  and

breadth  on  Delaware  avenue  sixty-two  feet  and  extending 
eastwardly  along  the  south  line  of  Pine  street  into  the 
River  Delaware  to  the  pierhead  line;  to  have  an  official 
survey  made  thereof,  and  if  he  shall  approve  the  title  to 
the  same,  then  to  cause  a  conveyance  thereof  to  be  made  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  fee  simple. 

Sect,  2.  The  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Fer-

That  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved the  5th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1914,  entitled  "An  Or- 
dinance to  condemn  for  a  public  park  a  plot  or  piece  of 
ground,  with  the  improvements  thereon,  bounded  by  On- 
tario street,  Twentieth  street  and  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railway,  as  an  open  public  place  for  the  health 
and  enjoyment  of  the  people,"  be  amended  by  adding  the 
following : 

Sect.  2.  The  tract  of  ground  herein  described  is  hereby

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  stating  that 
Councils  have  appropriated  the  sum  of  $593,024  for  the 
expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Lighting  for  the  current  year, 
of  which  sum,  under  the  heading  '"Services  other  than  per- 
sonal," there  is  appropriated  $550,000  for  '"'incandescent 
lig;hting." 

You  ask  whether  you  have  power,  in  your  discretion, 
to  incur  expenses  for  incandescent  lighting  from  said  ap- 
propriation under  various  heads,  as,  for  instance: 

"(a)   One  contract  for  gasoline, 

"(b)   One  contract  for  mantles, 

"(c)   One  contract  for  filling  and  lighting." 

The  contract  for  filling  and  lighting  would  d(jubtless 
properly  come  under  the  head  of  "Services  other  than 
personal." 


As  to  tlie  purchase  of  gasoline  and  mantles,  this  could 
scarcely  be  so  described.  It  is  evident  from  the  language 
of  the  appropriation  that  Councils  intended  the  funds  ta 
be  used  as  the  basis  of  a  contract  or  contracts  for  furnish- 
ing the  lamps,  lighting,  etc.,  by  others  than  the  City  itself, 
and  if  it  be  deemed  better  for  the  City  to  buy  these  arti- 
cles and  do  the  lighting,  I  think  the  matter  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  Councils,  so  that  the  appropria- 
tion may  be  modified  accordingly.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  December  31st,  refer- 
ring to  the  opinions  of  this  Department  that  the  necessary 
work  at  the  American  Product  Company's  garbage  plant 
in  the  disposal  of  the  garbage  on  hand  after  October  1, 
1913,  should  be  done  by  the  City,  and  that  it  would  he 
proper  to  use  for  that  purpose  any  moneys  due  that  com- 
pany from  the  payment  of  September  work,  or  other 
funds  to  which  that  company  might  have  a  claim.  You 
state  that  as  incidental  to  the  disposal  of  this  garbage 
it  was  necessary  to  secure  coal  and  other  supplies  to  carry 
on  the  work,  and  that  you  think  it  proper  for  such  sup- 
plies to  be  paid  for  from  the  funds  above  referred  to. 
You  ask  this  Department  to  approve  of  the  Controller 
countersigning  warrants  for  coal  and  freight  on  same  and 
other  supplies  and  similar  incidental  expenses  incurred 


in  the  operation  of  the  plant  during  the  time  of  the  City's 
occupation  of  the  same. 

I  think  you  are  correct  in  assuming  that  these  supplies 
and  incidental  expenses  may  be  paid  for  out  of  funds 
owing  to  the  American  Product  Company  on  their  con- 
tract with  the  City  for  the  year  1913,  and  I  will  send  to 
the  City  Controller  a  copy  of  your  letter  and  this  one  indi- 
cating my  approval  of  the  Course  suggested.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  2d 
inst.,  stating  that  it  occasionally  occurs  that  an  employee 
dies  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  covered  by  a  war- 
rant already  drawn;  that  you  find  a  precedent  in  such 
cases  for  the  payment  of  the  warrant  in  full  to  the  end  of 
the  current  month,  but  feel  that  it  is  preferable  to  have 
the  warrant  cashed  and  forward  the  executors  of  the  em- 
ployee that  portion  of  the  warrant  covered  by  the  actual 
number  of  days  during  his  life,  returning  the  balance  to 
the  City  Treasurer.  You  inquire  whether  your  position 
in  this  matter  is  correct. 

I  think  the  representatives  of  the  employee  are  only 
entitled  to  payment  for  the  time  up  to  his  death.  The 
method  of  adjusting  the  division  of  the  amount  of  the 
warrant  between  the  City  and  such  representatives  is  a 


detail  wliicli  may  very  well  be  treated  in  the  maimer  sug- 
gested by  you,  as  to  which  I  see  no  objection.

Civil  Service  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — Replying  to  your  letter  of  January  2, 
1914,  asking  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of  certain  pro- 
visos contained  in  the  ordinance  approved  December  23, 
1913,  making  an  appropriation  for  the  year  1911  to  the 
Civil  Service  Commission,  j)ermit  me  to  say  that  I  am  of 
the  following  opinion: 

The  provisos  or  restrictions  in  the  said  ordinance  are 
three  in  number: 

1.  That  all  employees  of  the  Commission  shall  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  and  hoyia  fide  residents  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  at  least  one  year  prior  to  their  em- 
ployment ; 

2.  That  they  shall  remain  hona  fide  residents  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  during  such  emj^loyment ;  and 

3.  That  no  person  shall  be  employed  by  the  Commission 
while  holding  any  other  office  of  profit  under  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania or  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

1.  The  first  restriction  above  referred  to  is  in  my  opin- 
ion an  interference  with  the  administrative  powers  and 
duties  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  conferred  on  that 
body  by  Section  3  of  the  Civil  Service  Law  (Act  of  As- 
semldy  of  March  5,  1906,  P.  L.  83),  and  is  void.  The 
section  referred  to  is  as  follows: 

"Section  3.   The  Civil  Service  Commission  in  each 
city  shall  employ  a  chief  examiner  and  such  other 


clerks,  examiners,  and  employees  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this 
Act.  The  clerks,  examiners  and  employees  shall  re- 
ceive salaries  to  be  fixed  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  Councils  shall 
annually  approjiriate  the  sums  necessary  for  the  work 
of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  not  ex- 
pend or  authorize  the  expenditure  of  moneys  for  any 
purpose  in  excess  of  the  sums  appropriated  therefor 
by  law." 

I  have  heretofore  expressed  my  opinion  that  a  similar 
restriction  in  an  ordinance  appropriating  money  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  was  void  as  being  an  inter- 
ference by  the  legislative  department  of  the  City  govern- 
ment with  one  of  its  executive  departments,  and  there- 
fore prohibited  by  Article  IG  of  the  Act  of  1885,  com- 
monly known  as  the  Bullitt  Bill. 

There  is  no  suggestion  in  the  Civil  Service  law  that 
the  persons  employed  by  the  Commission  shall  have  other 
qualifications  than  those  the  Commission  itself  may  im- 
pose. The  language  of  Article  16  of  the  Bullitt  Bill, 
though  contained  in  an  Act  passed  in  1885,  prohibits 
Councils  from  passing  any  ordinance  directing  or  inter- 
fering with  the  exercise  of  the  executive  functions  of  the 
Mayor,  Departments,  Boards  or  heads,  or  officers  thereof. 
This  language,  in  my  opinion,  applies  to  Departments 
subsequently  created  and  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

2.  The  second  restriction,  viz.,  that  the  employees  of 
the  Commission  shall  remain  bona  fide  residents  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  during  such  employment  is,  in  my 
opinion,  likewise  void  for  the  reasons  above  given. 

3.  The  third  restriction  above  mentioned  is,  in  my  judg- 
ment, valid  in  so  far  as  it  imposes  the  restrictions  con- 
tained in  Article  15  of  the  Bullitt  Bill,  Imt  void  in  so 
far  as  it  imposes  any  additional  or  further  restrictions. 
This  article  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  provides  as  follows : 

"No  person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  of  profit 
in  any  City  Department,  and  no  person  shall  hold 
any  office  of  profit  under  the  City  or  any  Department 
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thereof  while  holding  any  other  official  or  representa- 
tive position  of  profit  in  or  under  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of  such 
City,  except  in  the  militia  service  of  this  Common- 
wealth." 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  ordinance  attempts  to  extend 
the  restriction  to  the  ''employees"  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission;  but  the  Bullitt  Bill  imposes  the  restriction 
that  no  person  shall  hold  any  office  while  holding  certain 
other  offices.  The  Bullitt  Bill  does  not  apply,  in  my  opin- 
ion, to  a  person  who  may  be  temporarily  or  casually  em- 
ployed as  an  expert  examiner  by  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission. Under  the  ordinance  of  December  23,  1913, 
Councils  have  appropriated  salaries  to  certain  office  holders, 
including  a  Chief  Examiner  and  a  number  of  Assistant 
Examiners.  As  to  these  salaried  officers  the  restriction  in 
question  applies.  I  note  that  there  is  also  $750  appro- 
priated for  extra  examiners,  $225  for  special  examiners 
and  $75  for  expert  services.  In  so  far  as  the  ordinance 
applies,  or  attempts  to  apply,  to  persons  from  time  to 
time  employed  by  the  Commission  for  the  purpose  of  giv- 
ing examinations  or  preparing  examination  questions,  but 
who  hold  no  office  or  salaried  position,  the  ordinance,  in 
my  opinion,  is  illegal  and  void. 

I  may  properly  add  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  void  re- 
strictions above  mentioned  have  no  effect  whatever  upon 
the  ordinance  as  a  whole,  but  the  ordinance  constitutes  a 
valid  appropriation  of  the  amount  therein  contained.  The 
valid  part  of  this  ordinance  is  clearly  separable  from  the 
invalid  provisos,  and  the  valid  part  should  have  its  appro- 
priate effect  as  though  no  illegal  provisos  were  present.

In  re  Status  of  Assistant  Directors  of  Departments. 
John  M.  Waltox,  Esq., 

City  Controller, 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  jour  inquiry  of  this 
date,  whether,  in  view  of  the  recent  legislation  of  Com.r 
cils  in  reference  to  some  of  the  Assistant  Directors  of 
Departments,  their  appointment  does  not  under  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Court  in  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Hass- 
karl,  21  D.  R.  119,  relegate  such  appointments  back  and 
bring  them  within  the  provisions  of  Article  XII,  Section 
2,  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1855  (Bullitt  Bill).  You  state 
that  this  request  is  made  more  particularly  in  the  case 
of  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  who  has  been  for  some  time  acting 
as  the  Director  of  that  DejDartment,  apj^roving  vouchers, 
signing  warrants  and  performing  other  duties  which  re- 
quire the  approval  and  countersignature  of  the  head  of  the 
Department. 

The  position  of  Assistant  Director  of  the  Department 
■of  Public  Health  and  Charities  is  specifically  provided  for 
by  the  Act  of  April  8,  1903  (P.  L.  15 5), "which  directs 
that  "the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
shall  be  in  the  charge  of  a  Director  and  an  Assistant 
Director  whom  he  shall  appoint."  This  vests  the  unre- 
stricted power  of  the  appointment  of  the  Assistant  Di- 
rector in  the  head  of  the  Department.  Councils,  therefore, 
cannot  add  qualifications  which  would  in  effect  limit  such 
power.  The  recent  appropriation  to  that  Department  for 
the  .year  1914  contained  an  item  to  pay  the  salary  of  the 
Assistant  Director  in  the  following  language:  "Assistant 
Director  and  Superintendent  of  Byberry  Farms  (who  shall 
be  a  graduate  in  medicine),  four  thousand  (1,000)  dol- 
lars." 

The  approj^riation  to  this  item,  in  my  opinion,  stands 


as  a  valid   act  unaffected  by   the  attempted  restrictions 
thus  incorporated  with  it. 

The  Assistant  Directors  of  other  Departments,  for  whom 
no  appropriation  was  made,  are  upon  a  different  footing. 
There  is  no  statutory  requirement  for  such  officials,  and 
their  appointment  is  only  provided  for  in  the  general 
enactment  of  law  that  ''The  Directors  or  Chief  Officers  of 
Departments  shall  appoint  all  subordinate  officers,  clerks 
and  employees." 

In  so  far  as  Councils  have  not  appropriated  funds  for 
the  salaries  of  any  Assistant  Directors,  their  offices  are 
thereby  vacated ;  or,  at  least,  since  no  money  is  available  to 
pay  them,  any  services  which  they  may  render  must  be 
purely  voluntary,  and  they  can  claim  no  compensation 
therefor. 

The  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Hasskarl  has  no  bearing 
upon  this  situation.  It  simply  relates  to  the  methods  to 
be  pursued  in  the  appointment,  suspension  or  removal 
of  officers,  clerks  and  employees  of  the  City  by  the  action 
of  their  official  superiors.  It  does  not  refer  to  a  vacation 
of  the  office  by  the  failure  of  Councils  to  make  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  for  the  salary  of  the  incumbent. 

As  to  the  action  of  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  in  signing  warrants, 
vouchers,  etc.,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  recent 
Act  of  July  25,  1913  (P.  L.  1048),  which  amends  the 
Bullitt  Bill  by  providing : 

"That  the  heads  of  the  respective  Departments  shall 
each  have  power  to  appoint  one  deputy,  who  shall 
have  authority  to  sign  warrants  drawn  in  accordance 
with  pay-rolls  and  salary  lists  previously  personally 
approved  l)y  the  Department  head  who  has  appointed 
such  deputy.  Such  deputy  shall  be  appointed  by 
writing  executed  in  duplicate  by  the  Department  head 
making  the  appointment,  one  copy  to  be  filed  in  that 
Department  and  the  other  in  the  office  of  the  Con- 
troller. Pay-rolls  and  salary  lists  personally  approved 
by  the  head  of  any  Department,  on  which  warrants 
are  signed  by  a  deputy  appointed  in  accordance  here- 


with,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Controller  before  he  shall 
countersign  any  warrants  so  signed  by  a  deputy."

In  re   Immoral   Tendencies   of  Moving  Picture   Estab- 
lishments.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  letter  from  the  Super- 
intendent of  Police,  dated  December  31,  1913,  approved 
by  you,  in  which  he  quotes  the  16th  Section  of  the  Act 
of  May  20,  1913  (P.  L.  234),  in  reference  to  the  right 
to  inquire  into  immoral  or  other  unlawful  or  hurtful 
tendencies  of  moving  picture  establishments  and  other 
places  of  entertainment  and  of  forbidding  the  exhibition 
thereof  and,  if  necessary,  closing  the  houses  where  such 
entertainments  are  given. 

He  inquires  whether  under  this  section  the  Bureau  of 
Police  has  authority  to  prohibit  the  exhibition  of  moving 
pictures  which  may  be  immoral  or  hurtful  to  the  public 
at  large  and  close  the  buildings  in  which  said  pictures 
are  intended  to  be  exhibited,  preventing  the  entrance  of 
persons  therein.  If  so,  whether  a  charge  in  writing  must 
be  made  as  to  the  immoral  or  hurtful  tendency  of  the 
exhibition,  and  whether  such  charge  may  be  made  by  a 
police  otiicer ;  also,  what  is  meant  by  the  expression, 
"proper  municipal  officers,"  as  used  in  that  section  of 
the  Act. 

This  statute  is  most  obscurely  and  imperfectly  drawn 
and  some  of  its  provisions  are  clearly  unconstitutional. 
Assuming,  however,  that  the  constitutionality  of  Section 
16  may  be  maintained,  I  am  of  opinion  that  that  section 
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is  to  he  construed  in  connection  with  tlie  Act  of  May  22, 
1879  (P.  L.  73),  and  other  earlier  legislation  pertaining 
to  theatres,  which  is  reviewed  by  Judge  Sulzberger,  of 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  I^o.  2,  in  Theatre  Co.  vs.  Weaver, 
15  Dist.  Reps.  794.  By  the  Act  of  1879  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Mayor,  before  issuing  a  license  for  any  the- 
atre, to  satisfy  himself  that  the  exhibition,  performance, 
or  entertainment  ''shall  not  be  immoral  in  its  nature  or 
tendencies,  or  otherwise  unlawful  or  hurtful  to  the  com- 
munity," and  he  is  authorized  to  vacate  or  annul  the  license 
if  he  be  satisfied  that  any  of  the  performances  have  been 
immoral  or  unlawful.  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  expres- 
sion, "proper  municipal  authorities,"  in  this  City  refers 
to  the  Mayor,  who  may  doubtless  act  in  such  matters  in 
conjunction  with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  Accordingly,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  does  not 
pertain  to  the  "Bureau  of  Police"  to  pass  on  these  mat- 
ters— especially  so  as  by  Section  17  of  the  Act  an  appeal 
is  provided  for  directly  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas. 

A  charge  in  writing  must  be  made  before  action  shall 
be  taken,  as  this  is  specifically  required  l)y  the  terms 
of  the  Act.  I  see  nothing  to  prevent  a  policeman  making 
such  written  charge,  as  the  language  used  wpon  this  sub- 
ject merely  provides  for  a  charge  "in  writing." 

ISTotice  is  required  to  be  given  to  all  the  parties  in 
interest,  which  I  think  means  a  notice  of  a  hearing  to 
be  had  at  which  said  charges  may  be  "proven  to  be  true." 

In  short,  the  procedure  provided  for  by  this  section  of 
the  Act  seems  to  be  that  a  written  charge  or  charges  shall 
first  be  made  to  the  proper  municipal  officers,  that  is  to 
say,  the  Mayor.  Thereupon,  notice  to  the  parties  in  inter- 
est shall  be  given  of  a  hearing,  and  if  the  charges  shall 
then  be  found  to  be  true,  the  exhibition,  performance,  or 
entertainment  may  be  forbidden,  and  for  that  purpose 
power  is  given  to  direct  the  proper  officers  to  close  the 
building  or  enclosure  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  any 
person  thereto  except  the  owner  or  owners,  or  lessee  or 
lessees.

Dear  Sir  : — The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  has 
sent  me  a  letter,  duly  aproved  by  you,  asking  whether 
Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  September  IT,  1888,  page 
288,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  construction 
of  vaults  under  the  streets,"  applies  in  a  case  in  which  a 
buildino;  is  being  erected  and  it  is  desired  to  construct 
beneath  the  footway  an  areaway  in  connection  therewith 
to  the  curb  line  of  a  narrow  street,  or  should  Section  48 
of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  5,  1899  (P.  L.  217),  be 
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tiie  proper  law  to  follow  in  sncli  matters.  He  further 
asks  that  this  Department  define  the  distance  to  be  allowed 
from  the  building  line  toward  the  curb  when  the  sidewalk 
is  onlj  three  feet  wide  (or  less  than  twelve  feet).  Also, 
what  is  meant  by  "where  areas  are  constructed  on  narrow 
streets  the  Inspector  is  to  designate  the  distance  from  the 
building  line/'  as  provided  in  said  Act? 

In  answer  to  the  second  and  third  queries  I  enclose 
a  copy  of  an  opinion  this  day  rendered  to  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  which  covers  the 
subjects  to  which  those  inquiries  relate. 

In  reply  to  the  first  question,  if  the  structure  contem- 
plated is  an  areaway — that  is  to  say,  an  open  space  in  the 
sidewalk  covered  only  by  the  grating  provided  for  by  the 
Act,  then  it  is  to  be  regulated  by  Section  48  of  the  Act 
of  1899 ;  but  if  it  is  a  vault  built  under  the  sidewalk  with 
no  opening  through  the  pavement,  it  would  in  that  case 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  Septem- 
ber 17,  1888,  relating  to  vaults.

Dear  Sib: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  5th 
inst.,  asking  whether  it  is  within  the  province  of  the 
Board  of  Inspectors  of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prison 
to  exact  of  the  officers  employed  in  and  about  the  prison 
an   oath   binding   them   to   the   faithful   performance   of 
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their  duties,  and  if  so  to  prescribe  the  form  of  oath ;  and 
also  asking  by  whom  and  the  manner  in  which  it  should 
be  administered. 

I  do  not  find  anv  constitutional  or  statutory  provision 
for  the  exaction  of  such  an  oath,  and  believe  that  it  would 
be  without  official  importance  if  administered. 

You  further  ask  whether  the  Inspectors  have  authority 
to  direct  certain  officers  to  carry  small  side  arms,  and  if 
not,  how  they  may  be  legally  authorized  to  do  so.  You  cite 
an  instance  from  which  the  necessity  of  carrying  arms  is 
easily  recognized. 

Under  the  Constitution  of  this  State  the  right  to  bear 
arms  is  universal.  By  Act  of  March  IS,  1875,  Section 
1  (P.  L.  33),  however,  it  is  made  a  criminal  offence  for 
any  person  to  carry  deadly  weapons  concealed  upon  his 
person  "with  the  intent  therewith  to  unlawfully  and 
maliciously  do  injury  to  any  other  person  *  "  and  the 
jury  hearing  the  case  may  infer  such  intent  as  aforesaid 
from  the  fact  of  said  defendant  carrying  such  Aveapons 
in  the  manner  as  aforesaid." 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  ^McXulty,  8  Phila- 
delphia, 610,  it  was  decided  by  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  of  this  County  that  a  policeman  may  be  convicted 
under  this  Act  of  carrying  a  concealed  weapon  as  any 
other  person  might  be  so  convicted,  the  presumption,  how- 
ever, under  the  statute  being  that  a  private  person  carry- 
ing a  concealed  weapon  is  doing  so  for  an  unlawful  pur- 
pose, while  an  officer  is  presumed  to  have  it  for  a  law- 
ful purpose,  either  presumption  being  liable  to  be  rebutted 
by  proof." 

By  Act  of  April  14,  1835  (P.  L.  232),  providing  for 
the  management  of  the  Philadelphia  County  Prisons  by 
a  Board  of  Directors,  that  Board  in  Section  2  is  given 
authority  to  "make  such  rules  for  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  the  prisons  as  may  not  be  inconsistent  with  the 
principles  of  separate  or  solitary  confinement,"  etc. 

Summarizing  the  above,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  law 
that — 

1.  Any  person  may  openly  carry  a  deadly  weapon. 
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2.  It  is  an  offence  punishable  by  law  to  carry  concealed 
weapons  of  this  character  with  the  intent  therewith  to 
unlawfully  and  maliciously  do  injury  to  any  other  per- 
son, which  intent  may  be  inferred  from  the  carrying  of  the 
concealed  weapon. 

3.  A  policeman,  or  the  like  public  officer,  may  be  guilty 
under  this  Act,  but  the  presumption  of  lawfulness  is  in 
his  favor. 

I  think  that  under  the  power  to  prescribe  rules  and 
regiilations  for  the  government  of  the  prisons  the  Board 
of  Directors  would  have  authority  to  designate  such  of 
the  employees  as  may  carry  small  side  arms,  e.  g.,  pistols, 
even  though  concealed,  and  that  the  existence  of  such  a 
regulation  would  rebut  any  presumption  which  might 
otherwise  arise  from  the  carrying  of  the  weapon  that  it 
was  done  with  an  unlawful  and  malicious  intent  to  do 
injury. 

As  this  subject  concerns  the  administration  of  the 
criminal  law,  I  would  further  suggest  that  you  consult 
the  District  Attorney  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Building  Inspection,  approved  by  you,  requesting 
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an  opinion  as  to  the  construction  of  Section  4S  of  the 
Act  of  May  5,  1S99  (P.  L.  217).  That  section  provides 
as  follows: 

"No  area  shall  extend  more  than  one-fourth  of  the 
vridth  of  the  pavement  nor  in  any  case  more  than 
three  feet,  measuring  from  the  inside  face  of  the  area 
wall  to  the  building  line,  and  when  areas  are  con- 
structed on  narrow  streets  the  Inspector  is  to  desig- 
nate the  distance  from  the  building  line,  and  every 
area  shall  be  covered  with  a  safe  and  substantial 
cover,  the  said  cover  in  no  case  to  extend  above  the 
grade  of  the  sidewalk.  All  area  and  vault  walls  shall 
,be  constructed  of  brick  or  stone,  and  laid  in  cement 
mortar ;  the  said  walls  shall  be  of  sufficient  thickness 
to  resist  internal  pressure.'' 

It  is  stated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  that  the  practice 
has  been  for  the  Inspector  to  exercise  his  discretion  in 
designating  a  reasonable  distance  more  than  one-fourth  of 
the  width  of  the  pavement  to  which  areaways  may  project 
in  narrow  streets.  The  inquiries  are,  whether  this  con- 
struction is  correct,  and  w^hether  the  Act  gives  the  Inspector 
the  right  to  designate  the  width  of  an  areaway  at  less  than 
one-fourth  of  the  width  of  the  paA^ement,  or  in  his  discre- 
tion order  that  such  areaways  may  not  be  constructed  on 
narrow  streets  at  all. 

I  think  that  the  authority  which  the  Act  gives  to  the 
Inspector  to  designate  the  distance  from  the  building  line 
that  an  areaway  may  extend  on  narrow  streets — that  is, 
streets  of  less  than  the  customary  width  of  fifty  feet  and 
with  sidewalks  narrower  than  the  usual  Avidth  of  twelve 
feet — vests  a  certain  measure  of  discretion  in  the  Inspec- 
tor with  respect  to  areaways  in  such  narrow  streets,  and 
that  therefore  the  construction  which  has  been  given  to  the 
Act  under  which  the  Inspector  may  designate  a  reasonable 
width  of  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  width  of  the  pave- 
ment is  a  correct  one.  I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  where 
the  circumstances  would  justify  his  so  doing  the  Inspector 
may,  in  streets  of  this  character,  designate  a  width  for 
areaways  of  less  than  one-fourth  the  width  of  the  pave- 
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meiit.  I  do  not  believe,  however,  that  his  discretion  woul^ 
extend  so  far  as  to  order  that  such  areaways  may  not  be 
constructed  on  narrov^^  streets  at  all.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  3d 
inst.,  stating  that  early  in  the  present  administration  your 
Department  purchased  a  lot  for  the  erection  of  a  Police 
and  Fire  Station,  but  owing  to  the  congested  condition 
of  the  City  Architect's  office  the  plans  have  never  been 
finally  consummated  and  nothing  has  been  done  toward 
actual  construction ;  and  that  similar  considerations  apply 
to  alterations  you  have  endeavored  to  have  made  to  a  build- 
ing owned  by  the  City  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward  which  it 
is  desired  to  convert  into  a  Fire  House. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Councils  have  failed  to  make 
an  appropriation  for  a  City  Architect,  you  ask  whether 
you  can  employ  an  architect  out  of  the  loan  funds  at 
your  disposal  for  the  construction  of  the  Police  and  Fire 
Station  in  order  that  the  work  may  be  begun  at  once. 

In  my  opinion  the  attention  of  Councils  should  be  in- 
vited to  these  matters  and  the  necessity  for  the  services  of 
an  architect  to  complete  the  work  pointed  out,  with  a  re- 
quest for  such  action  as  may  be  deemed 'advisable,  in  order 
that  the  construction  and  alteration  of  the  respective 
Police  and  Fire  Stations  may  proceed.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
January  5,  1914,  containing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Eoy 
Smith  Wallace,  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society  to  Protect 
Children  from  Cruelty,  upon  the  question  of  the  right  of 
your  Department  to  return  children  committed  to  it  by 
order  of  Court  to  their  parents. 

My  opinion  in  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  24th  of  Decem- 
ber, of  course,  is  not  changed  by  the  facts  added  in  the 
letter  to  you  from  Mr.  Wallace.  Your  Department  is  the 
legal  guardian  of  the  children,  and  as  such  may  place  them 
wherever  it  deems  best,  and  if  you  believe  it  is  advisable 
to  return  them  to  the  custody  of  their  parents,  you  have 
a  right  to  do  so.  However,  as  they  are  removed  from  the 
custody  of  the  parents  on  the  ground  that  the  latter  are 
unfit  to  care  for  their  children,  the  guardian  who  returns 
them  to  the  custody  of  persons  thus  found  to  be  unfit  to 
care  for  them  would  be  responsible  for  the  consequences 
of  such  action.  However,  it  may  in  some  cases  be  well 
to  return  the  children  to  their  parents  and  you  can  do  so, 
being  responsible  for  their  proper  care.  Of  course,  you 
have  the  right  as  guardian  to  take  possession  of  a  child 
at  any  time  and  remove  it  from  the  person  in  whose  cus- 
tody you  have  placed  it.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  even  date^ 
enclosing  a  letter  from  the  Provident  Loan  and  Finance 
Company  to  you  under  date  of  January  6th,  asking  per- 
mission as  pawnbrokers  to  carry  insurance  against  fire 
on  articles  in  its  safes  only.  You  ask  whether  you  are 
justified  in  approving  such  limited  fire  insurance  policies. 

Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  January  19,  1856,  pro- 
vides, m/er  alia: 

"That  every  pawnbroker  applying  for  a  license 
shall  first  effect  insurance  against  fire  for  five  thou- 
sand (5,000)  dollars  on  goods  pawned,  the  policy 
for  which  shall  be  deposited  with  his  bond  before  said 
license  is  given  to  him." 

It  is  your  duty  as  ]\rayor  to  protect  depositors  with 
pawnbrokers,  and  that  duty  you  would  not  be  fulfilling  if 
you  permitted  any  pawnbroker  to  take  out  limited  fire  in- 
surance as  suggested. 
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You  mention  several  instances  in  which  controversies 
might  arise  as  to  the  security  of  these  policies  to  the  pos- 
Bible  detriment  of  the  depositors, 

I  am  of  opinion  that  you  should  not  approve  fire  poli- 
cies covering  goods  in  pawnbrokers'  safes  only.

Claim  by  City  Against  P.  R.  T.  for  Wages  Due  Silas 
Shields,  Laborer  in  Highway  Bureau.

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst,, 
relative  to  the  case  of  Silas  Shields,  a  laborer  in  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways,  who  was  injured  by  a  car  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  owing  to  the  fault  of  the 
employees  of  that  company,  as  appears  from  a  report  of 
the  accident,  I  would  say  that  in  a  letter  to  you  of  this 
date  with  respect  to  the  accident  to  Mr.  Dolan,  similarly 
incurred,  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
had  no  right  of  action  against  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company.  The  like  considerations  would  apply 
in  the  case  of  Mr.  Shields.  Under  the  resolution  of 
Councils  of  July  15,  1913,  of  which  you  speak,  Mr. 
Shields,  having  been  injured  while  in  the  service  of  the 
City,  would  be  entitled  to  his  regular  per  diem  pay  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  though  incapacitated 
for  duty  during  that  period.  This  resolution  would  of 
■course  not  authorize  payment  to  Mr.    Shields  after  the 
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expiration  of  the  period  of  thirty  days.  Any  further  loss 
of  time  by  him  would  constitute  a  factor  in  his  claim 
against  the  Transit  Company,  should  he  make  any  such 
claim.  Beyond  paying  him  for  the  thirty  day  period  for 
which  the  resolution  of  Councils  provides,  the  City  has 
nothing  further  to  do  with  the  matter.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  dated  December  30,  1913, 
approved  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  Department, 
in  reference  to  the  supposed  claim  of  the  City  against  the 
Philadelphia  Bapid  Transit  Company  arising  out  of  the 
accident  to  John  Dolan,  who  was  injured  on  JSTovember 
10th  by  a  street  car  operated  by  that  company,  which,  it 
is  stated  in  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways, should  "be  held  liable  for  the  money  advanced  by 
the  City  as  salary  covering  the  period  in  which  ]\Ir.  Dolan 
was  unable  to  work."  This  Department  is  therefore  re- 
quested to  begin  such  legal  proceedings  against  the  Rapid 
Transit  Company  as  may  be  necessary  to  recover  the  sum 
paid  ]\rr.  Dolan  during  his  absence  from  service,  which 
amounts  to  thirty-two  (32)  dollars. 

The  City  has  no  right  of  recovery  against  the  Philadel- 
phia Rapid  Transit  Company  in  connection  with  this  mat- 
ter.    Anv  ric^ht  of  recoverv  which  might  exist  would  be  in 
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Mr,  Dolan  himself.  The  fact  that  the  City  vokintarilj 
paid  him  his  wages  while  absent  from  duty  would  not  give 
any  right  of  action  to  it.

Dear,  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  in  relation  to 
an  accident  to  Thomas  Lister,  a  cleaner  in  the  Bureau  of 
City  Property,  has  been  duly  received.  In  connection 
with  his  case  you  cite  the  resolution  of  Councils  of  July 
15,  1913,  authorizing  payment  of  per  diem  employees 
injured  while  in  the  employ  of  the  City  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  thirty  days.  You  also  cite  the  proviso  to  the 
appropriation  to  the  Department  of  Public  'AYorks  requir- 
ing the  City  Controller,  before  countersigning  any  war- 
rant for  the  payment  of  the  wages  or  salaries  of  em- 
ployees in  the  Department,  to  require  an  affidavit  from 
the  Chiefs  of  the  Bureaus  that  such  employees  w^ere 
actually  performing  the  work  for  which  they  were  ap- 
pointed and  were  taken  from  the  eligible  lists  certified 
by  the  Civil  Service  'Commission  for  such  character  of 
work.  You  state  that  because  of  this  proviso  Mr.  Lister 
was  notified  that  he  had  been  suspended,  but  that  it  would 
seem  equitable  that  he  should  receive  remuneration  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  acci- 
dent. You  ask  whether  there  is  any  way  in  which  this  can 
be  done,  "or  will  his  suspension  without  pay  have  to  be 
effective  from  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  his  status  on 
January  5,   1914."

I  do  not  tliiiik  the  proviso  to  the  appropriations  of 
1914  was  intended  to  be  or  is  in  conflict  with  the  resolu- 
tion of  July  15,  1913.  The  phrase  "that  said  employees 
actually  were  performing  the  work  for  which  they  were 
appointed  and  were  taken  from  the  eligible  lists  certified 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  for  such  character  of 
w^ork"  does  not,  in  my  judgTuent,  imply  that  the  affidavit 
may  not  be  taken  with  respect  to  an  employee  who,  while 
performing  the  work  for  which  he  was  appointed  under 
the  proper  eligible  list  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission, 
was  injured  and  thereby  became  entitled  to  the  per  diem 
pay  while  absent  from  duty  for  a  period  of  thirty  days. 
If  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  hesitates  to  make  the  required 
affidavit  in  these  circumstances  without  qualification,  he 
should  a])pend  a  note  to  the  name  of  the  laborer  in  ques- 
tion explaining  the  sense  in  which  the  affidavit  was  made 
as  to  him.  For  this  reason,  I  do  not  think  that  ]\Ir.  Lister 
should  have  been  suspended  in  this  instance — at  least 
during  the  thirty  day  period — and  that  the  best  method  of 
treating  the  matter  would  be  to  revoke  the  suspension  and 
certify  to  his  employment  in  the  regular  manner,  or,  if 
desired,  with  the  above  explanatory  note.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
13th  inst.,  asking  that  a  contract  be  prepared  between  the 
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City  and  Messrs.  Ballinger  &  Perrott,  Architects,  for 
the  preparation  of  plans  and  supervision  of  construction 
of  an  addition  to  the  ]S[urses'  Home  at  the  Philadelphia 
General  Hospital. 

The  subject  of  architectural  services  at  the  Philadelphia 
General  Hospital  (for  surgical  and  other  cases)  was  in- 
cluded in  the  contract  between  Philip  H.  Johnson  and 
the  City,  dated  March  31,  1903,  which  has  been  discussed 
in  previous  correspondence  between  this  Department  and 
your  own  and  other  Departments  of  the  City  govern- 
ment, and  which  was  involved  in  the  recent  litigation 
concerning  the  matter  of  the  employment  of  architects  for 
some  of  the  buildings  to  which  that  contract  relates. 

As  already  stated  in  various  communications  from  this 
office,  it  would  be  imprudent,  if  not  illegal,  to  enter  into 
further  contracts  with  other  architects  with  reference  to 
the  structures  embraced  in  Mr.  Johnson's  contract  with 
the  City  while  the  latter  is  outstanding  and  until  some 
definite  adjustment  of  the  matter  can  be  reached.  If 
such  a  contract  were  executed  at  the  present  time,  ques- 
tions both  of  law  and  of  fact  concerning  the  rights  of  the 
respective  architects  would  doubtless  arise,  exposing  the 
City  to  double  charges  for  the  same  services,  and  until 
the  respective  rights  of  the  City  and  of  Mr.  Johnson  un- 
der the  present  contract  are  settled,  either  amicably  or  as 
a  result  of  litigation  for  that  purpose,  I  cannot  see  my 
way  clear  to  draw  or  append  my  approval  to  a  contract 
of  the  character  requested  by  you.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst., 
concerning  a  proposed  ordinance  authorizing  the  employ- 
ment of  an  architect  to  draw  plans  and  supervise  the  con- 
struction of  the  power  plant,  etc.,  at  the  Home  for  the  In- 
digent, at  Ilolmesburg,  in  which  you  quote  from  a  former 
opinion  of  this  Department  upon  the  legality  of  an  out- 
standing contract  between  Philip  H.  Johnson  and  the  City, 
I  would  refer  to  my  letter  to  you  of  this  date  in  reply  to 
your  request  to  draw  a  contract  for  architectural  services 
in  relation  to  a  proposed  addition  to  the  ISTurses'  Home  at 
the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital.  In  your  communi- 
cation in  regard  to  the  ordinance  submitted,  in  citing  the 
opinion  rendered  by  me  you  state  that  you  have  governed 
yourselves  in  accordance  therewith,  "employing  Architect 
Philip  H.  Johnson  only  on  work  undertaken  by  him  be- 
fore the  date  of  your  opinion." 

You  further  state  that  you  are  uncertain  whether  or  not 
you  have  authority  to  employ  an  architect  for  this  piece 
of  work  without  authorization  by  Councils,  and  you  ask 
whether  the  draft  of  ordinance  submitted  with  your  let- 
ter is  proper  in  form  and  accomplishes  the  ends  sought. 

AVhether  the  work  to  which  the  suggested  ordinance 
relates  is  new  or  old  work  is  a  matter  of  fact  as  to  which 
there  is  room  for  conflicting  claims.  The  contract  with 
Mr.  Johnson  of  March  31,  1903,  covers,  among  other 
things,  the  "Hospital  for  the  Indigent,"  and  I  under- 
stand that  Mr.  Johnson  asserts  that  he  has  already  per- 
formed services  in  drawing  plans,  etc.,  for  the  power 
plant  in  question. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  of  the  confusion  which  at- 
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tends  the  entire  subject,  I  do  not  think  it  the  duty  of  this 
Department  to  certify  as  to  a  proposed  ordinance  of  this 
character  and  in  advance  of  its  introduction  in  Councils, 
that  it  ''is  proper  in  form  and  accomplishes  the  ends 
sought."

Dear  Sir  : — As  it  will  fall  to  the  lot  of  the  Law  Depart- 
ment to  defend  an}^  action  that  may  he  taken  in  relation 
to  the  attempted  increase  of  the  City  debt,  I  feel  it  my 
duty  to  call  to  your  attention,  and  through  you  to  that  of 
your  fellow  members,  certain  facts  which  should  be  borne 
in  mind  in  the  framing  of  ordinances  for  that  purpose 
during  the  present  year. 

While  this  direct  mode  of  addressing  you  is  unusual, 
yet,  nevertheless,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  as  the 
counsel  not  only  for  the  Mayor,  the  heads  of  Depart- 
ments, and  various  Bureaus,  but  as  representing  also  Select 
and  Common  Councils  and  the  City  in  its  corporate  char- 
acter, whatever  information  I  may  have  ought  to  be  put 
at  the  disposal  of  all  of  those  officials  freely  and  in  ad- 
vance for  their  possible  guidance  in  any  action  they  may 
contemplate. 

The  gross  funded  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at 
the  beginning  of  this  year  was  $110,080,250,  and  in  addi- 
tion the  floating  debt  of  the  City  (mainly  for  the  Foer- 
derer  lot)  amounted  to  $822,486.  This  makes  a  total 
gross  debt  of  $116,902,736. 

From  this  sum  should  be  deducted:  (1)  The  securi- 
ties  in   the   Sinking  Fund,    amounting   to   $17,960,700; 
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(2)  the  Scliool  Debt,  orioinally  nearly  $7,000,000,  but 
which  has  been  diminished  to  $6,150,000;  (3)  cash  in 
the  Sinking-  Fund,  amounting:  to  $826,445 ;  and  (4) 
Councils  appropriated  to  the  Sinking  Fund  on  account  of 
principal,  and  to  the  City  Treasurer  to  pay  the  serial 
loans  maturing  during  the  year  1914,  $4,036,000. 

Adding  all  these  four  items  together  and  then  deduct- 
ing the  amount,  there  remains  the  total  net  actual  debt 
of^$87,029,^)91. 

In  addition,  however,  it  must  l)e  borne  in  mind  that 
Councils,  by  ordinance,  with  the  approval  of  the  jNfayor, 
have  authorized  certain  loans  not  as  yet  issued,  viz. : 

.  (a)   Loan    of    Oct.    1,    1906,    for    Grade 

Crossings    $72:.,000 

(b)  Loan    of    Feb.    9,    1907,    for    Grade 
Crossings  in  southern  section  of  the 

City    .  r 1,000,000 

(c)  Loan  of  Feb.  25,  1913   (Balance  of 
$7,000,000)    2,825,000 

These  three  together  make  up  the  sum  of  $4,550,000 
and  in  further  addition  there  was  authorized  at  the  gen- 
eral election  of  November,  1913,  the  latest  loan  of 
$8,600,000.  If  these  loans,  approved  by  the  people  and 
all  but  the  last  authorized  by  Councils,  are  to  be  issued, 
the  total  actual  net  debt  willbe  $101,079,591. 

The  valuation  of  the  taxable  real  estate  in  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  for  the  year  1914  will  amount,  it  is 
believed  (the  actual  figures  being  returned  finally  on  Jan- 
nary  25th),  to  $1,607,916,775. 

Under  the  Constitution,  limiting  the  possible  debt  to 
seven  per  cent,  of  this  valuation,  the  utmost  that  may  be 
borrowed  is,  therefore,  $112,  554,174.  L'nless  you  deter- 
mine in  your  wisdom  to  refuse  to  complete  the  recent 
loans,  the  limit  of  the  borrowing  power  is  therefore  less 
than  $11,500,000,  and  this,  of  course,  deducts  the  School 
Debt,  which,  if  not  deducted  would  leave  only  something 
more  than  $5,000,000  to  borrow. 

Of  course,  if  Councils  so  desire,  they  need  not  borrow 
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or  appropriate  any  part  of  the  $8,600,000  loan  authorized 
to  be  created  by  the  November,  1913,  election.  If  Coun- 
cils so  desire,  they  may  withdraw  so  much  of  the  authority 
not  as  yet  exercised  which  empowers  the  issue  of  the  three 
items  of  loans  making  up  the  $4,550,000  hereinbefore  set 
forth.  Whether  or  not  such  action  should  be  taken  is^ 
however,  a  matter  purely  of  public  policy  and  good  faith 
to  the  voters,  and  is  for  Councils  and  the  Mayor  to  deter- 
mine. 

In  addition  to  these  figures,  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  call 
to  your  attention  the'fact  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  has 
borrowed  and  has  actually  in  the  City  Treasury  as  the  pro- 
ceeds of  loans  more  than  $7,000,000,  no  part  of  which 
is  under  contract.  Some  of  this  money  was  borrowed  as 
long  as  fifteen  years  ago  and  has  never  been  used,  and 
all  of  it  has  been  lying  idle  several  years.  There  are  two 
particular  items  helping  to  make  up  this  gross  sum  to 
which  I  specially  call  your  attention.  One  is  that  for 
"Library  site  and  building,"  authorized  June  17,  1898, 
and  amounting  to  $785,414.25  ;  and  under  date  of  June 
19,  1911,  '^Convention  Hall,"  $1,5D0,000.  These  two 
sums  amount  to  nearly  $2,300,000,  and  added  together 
we  could  build  with  them  either  a  Library  or  a  Convention 
Hall,  but  the  funds  as  now  divided  are  useless.  On  nearly 
one  million  dollars  of  this  sum  we  have  been  paying  for 
fifteen  years  Q^  per  cent,  interest  and  Sinking  Fund 
charges,  and  receiving  only  2  per  cent,  in  return.  No 
business  house  could  stand  any  such  drain,  and  its  waste- 
ful continuance  should  be  stopped  by  the  Municipality. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  all  the  items  making  up  the 
more  than  $7,000,000  should  be  carefully  gone  over  by 
the  Finance  Committee  of  your  Honorable  Body,  or  by 
a  special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  and  charged 
to  investigate  and  to  make  report  as  to  which  of  the  proj- 
ects contemplated  in  the  items  making  up  the  aggregate 
of  $7,000,000  are  dead,  unable  to  be  carried  out,  or  not 
now  desired  to  be  carried  out,  and  that  by  proper  ordi- 
nance all  of  these  sums  or  such  part  of  them  as  may  be 
determined  upon  in  your  wisdom  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Sinking  Fund ;  the  net  debt  correspondingly  lessened,  and 
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the  aggregate  borrowing  power  of  the  City  correspondingly 
increased.  With  the  precise  facts  before  your  Honorable 
Body  as  to  the  exact  amount  of  money  that  you  may  have, 
something  practical  can  be  accomplished,  but  I  respectfully 
submit  to  your  good  judgment  at  this  initial  meeting  that  it 
is  idle  to  attempt  to  do  a  multitude  of  things  when  the  City 
has  the  money  to  do  only  a  few.  The  Constitutional  lim- 
itation of  7  per  cent,  will  be  the  law  until  at  least  after 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  and  until  after  the 
election  of  November,  1915,  which  practically  means  that 
there  can  be  no  change  enhancing  the  power  to  borrow  dur- 
ing the  present  Administration,  and  then  can  be  increased 
only   for   certain   specified   purposes. 

The  new^spapers  abound  with  interviews  and  declara- 
tions from  more  or  less  responsible  authorities  urging 
many  improvements — the  completion  of  the  Parkway ;  the 
erection  of  an  Art  Gallery ;  the  paving  of  the  streets  in  the 
center  of  the  City  with  wooden  blocks ;  the  abolition  of 
grade  crossings  in  south  Philadelphia;  the  building  of 
the  Subway ;  the  completion  of  the  various  boulevards ; 
the  installing  of  public  bath  houses ;  the  purchase  of  new 
recreation  grounds ;  the  erection  of  a  Temple  of  Justice, 
etc. — and  we  have  interviews,  and  pictures,  and  plans, 
and  programs,  and  phrases,  and  promises. 

"Prophesy  not  unto  us  right  things;  speak  unto  us 
smooth  things,  prophecy  deceits." 

All  of  the  projects  that  are  mentioned  may  be  laudable, 
but  there  is  in  them  degrees  of  merit  and  degrees  of  neces- 
sity, and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  adoption  of 
some  of  the  larger  and  greater  plans,  such  as  the  south 
Philadelphia  improvement,  ^vill  render  practically  im- 
possible the  carrying  out  of  all  the  rest.  The  proposed 
contract  tentatively  agreed  upon  by  part  of  the  City  au- 
thorities and  the  railroads  will  involve  the  City  in  the 
expenditure  of  at  least  $12,000,000,  and  while,  under  the 
recent  legislation,  the  money  therefor  need  not  now  be 
actually  in  the  Treasury  to  warrant  the  making  of  a  con- 
tract, yet  the  existence  of  a  contract  agreeing  to  pay  the 
money  constitutes  a  debt  and  must  be  considered  in  all 
calf'ulations  as  to  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the  Munici- 
pality. 
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The  recent  legislation  making  personal  property  tax- 
able for  City  and  County  purposes  may  have  to  run  the 
gamut  of  the  Courts,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  letter 
to  you,  I  dismiss  it  from  all  calculation. 

The  people  of  Philadelphia  need  many  great  pub- 
lic improvements.  It  is  indefensible  to  keep  nearly 
$7,000,000  of  money  tied  up  and  not  a  dollar  of  it  under 
contract  or  being  used.  It  should  either  be  spent  for  the 
purposes  intended  or  diverted  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  so  that 
it  could  l;e  utilized  ii  other  channels.  Without  it  being 
diverted  and  carrying  out  the  loans  ordered,  Philadelphia 
has  $11,500,000  as  the  ultimate  sum  it  can  borrow  v^^ith 
safety,  and  every  dictate  of  wisdom  demands  that  there 
should  be  some  attempt  on  the  part  of  all  charged  with 
responsibility  to  get  together  and  endeavor  to  utilize  the 
money  at  hand  in  the  best  possible  way,  and  to  effect  an 
agreement  upon  an  expenditure  in  some  one  or  two  or 
three  ways,  and  not  to  be  wasting  time  and  money  in 
talking  of  spending  it  upon  a  dozen  different  projects, 
meanwhile  accomplishing  nothing.  Some  of  the  projects 
to-day  vehemently  urged  to  completion  were  only  yesterday 
doomed  to  defeat,  and  to-morrow  some  new  change  of  heart 
or  mind  may  come.  Philadelphia's  interests  ought  not  to 
be  made  a  battledore  and  shuttlecock,  and  therefore  I 
respectfully  advise:  (1)  Thorough  investigation  and  as- 
certainment of  our  exact  condition;  (2)  the  remission 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  of  every  dollar  of  loan  money  not 
used  and  not  intended  to  be  soon  used;  (3)  concert  of 
action  upon  the  public  improvements  most  needed,  and 
then  promjit  completion.

Dear  3ir* — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  this  date,  in 
reference  to  a  mandamus  for  $500  which  was  presented 
for  payment  on  January  13th  and  so  marked,  and  which 
has  now  reached  the  hands  of  the  Sheriff  and  again  been 
presented  for  payment.  You  ask  whether  your  Depart- 
ment is  required  to  hold  up  payment  of  mandamuses  pend- 
ing the  opening  of  the  City  books  by  the  City  Controller, 
and  referring  to  the  opinion  of  this  Department  of  April 
15,  1912,  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  mandamuses 
by  warrant  under  the  appropriation  of  loan  funds,  you 
inquire  whether  the  ruling  that  warrants  need   not  be 
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issued  in  such  cases  applies  to  an  appropriation  out  of 
current  receipts  as  well  as  loan  money. 

The  opinion  of  April  15,  1912,  was  general  in  its  char- 
acter and  refers  to  all  money  in  the  Treasury  which  is 
unappropriated  and  out  of  which  the  order  of  the  Court, 
called  a  mandamus,  directs  that  the  claim  shall  be  paid, 
and  it  applies  equally  to  the  case  of  money  appropriated 
for  the  payment  of  mandamuses.  I  do  not  think  it  neces- 
sary that  a  warrant  be  issued  either  as  to  borrowed  money 
or  current  funds  appropriated  to  meet  mandamus  pay- 
ments— and  whether  such  money  was  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  or  is  left  unappropriated  in  the  Treasury,  I  know 
of  no  requirement  to  hold  up  the  payment  of  mandamuses 
pending  the  opening  of  the  Ciry  books  by  the  City  Con- 
troller.

.  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  S-tth 
inst.,  transmitting  copies  of  correspondence  between  your 
office  and  counsel  representing  the  Title  Guaranty  and 
Surety  Company,  security  for  the  American  Product 
Company,  on  contract  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of 
garbage  for  the  year  1913.  You  ask  whether  you  would 
be  justified  in  turning  over  a  warrant  for  $10,114.27  to 
Mr.  Shattuck,  the  receiver  of  the  company,  after  any 
restrictions  due  to  the  taxpayers'  suit  have  been  removed. 
LTpon  receipt  of  your  statement  showing  the  balance 
due  in  this  matter  I  communicated  the  figures  to  the  at- 
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toriiey  for  the  receiver  of  the  company,  who  called  at  this 
Department  a  day  or  so  ago  and  stated  that  inasmuch  as 
the  receiver  was  acting  in  a  fiduciary  character  he  could 
not  consent  to  receive  the  amount  stated  in  full  settlement, 
and  that  he  intended  to  bring  suit  against  the  'City  in  order 
that  the  amount  of  its  liability  might  be  judicially  deter- 
mined. It  further  appears  that  the  question  whom  the 
money  should  be  paid  to  is  complicated  by  a  pending  ap- 
plication in  bankruptcy,  as  well  as  by  the  notice  sent  by 
counsel  for  the  Title  Guaranty  and  Surety  Oompany,  and 
by  an  assignment  in  whole  or  part  of  the  claim  which  Mr. 
Reeder,  the.  Assistant  Director  of  your  Department,  men- 
tioned when  recently  at  this  office.  Suit  will  therefore 
probably  be  brought  by  the  receiver  of  the  American  Prod- 
uct Company  against  the  City,  which  will  admit  having 
in  its  hands  the  balance  due  imder  your  computation, 
which  balance  it  will  ask  leave  to  pay  into  Court  in  order 
to  relieve  itself  from  the  responsibility  of  making  pay- 
ment thereof  to  any  of  the  various  claimants.  This  will 
doubtless  be  granted,  and  if  the  receiver  so  chooses  he  may 
then  go  on  with  his  suit  against  the  City  for  any  other 
sum  which  he  m.a.j  claim.

Disposition  of  the  Unclaiined  Effects  of  Deceased-  Persons 
By  the  Coroner. 

Mk.  Willtat^e  E.  Knight,  Je._, 
Coroner. 

My  Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  January  24th, 
asking  if  it  would  be  proper  for  you  to  sell  and  dispose

at  puLlic  sale  of  unclaimed  effects  of  deceased  persons 
that  have  come  into  your  possession  and  remain  unclaimed. 
You  say  that  these  effects  have  in  some  instances  remained 
unclaimed  for  over  twenty-five  years,  and  that  you  have  no 
place  in  which  to  care  for  them  properly. 

By  the  ordinance  of  December  3,  1870,  rules  and  regu- 
lations were  made  for  the  government  of  the  Morgue ;  by 
the  ordinance  of  March  22,  1888,  the  Bureau  of  City 
Property  was  given  charge  of  the  Morgue,  and  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  April  13,  1912,  "the  control  and  custody  of  the 
property  known  as  the  'City  Morgue'  "  was  transferred  to 
the  Coroner. 

-The  Act  of  April  16,  1907,  P.  L.  92,  gives  the  Coroner 
custody  and  control  of  effects  found  upon  bodies  of  non- 
residents who  have  died  suddenly. 

.Section  16  of  the  rules  adopted  for  the  government  of 
the  Morgue  provides  for  the  public  sale  of  effects  found 
upon  unidentified  bodies  after  one  year's  time  from  the 
date  of  the  reception  thereof.  You  now  have  the  custody 
and  control  of  the  Morgue  and  may  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  3'ou  deem  proper  for  its  government. 

I  would  suggest  that  you  keep  a  list  of  all  articles  that 
may  come  into  your  custody,  numbered  to  correspond  with 
that  of  the  body,  and  under  Section  16  of  the  rules  you 
may  sell  at  public  sale,  at  convenient  periods  not  less  than 
one  year  after  the  date  of  the  receipt  thereof,  such  un- 
claimed effects  of  decedents  as  may  seem  proper.  You 
should  hand  the  proceeds  over  to  the  City  Treasurer,  tak- 
ing his  receipt  for  the  same,  the  credit  to  be  made  to  you 
stating  them  to  be  realized  from  the  sale  of  the  effects  of 
A,  B  or  C,  deceased.

D^AR  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  tlie  As- 
sistant Director  of  your  Department,  stating  that  Charles 
A.  Lumley,  a  laborer  employed  under  State  appropriation, 
and  to  whom  there  was  due  about  $100,  died,  leaving  a 
widow  and  two  adult  children  by  a  first  wife.  You  ask 
to  whom  this  money  shall  be  paid  in  order  that  the  City's 
interests  may  be  protected,  stating  that  it  is  badly  needed 
and  "from  our  understanding  there  is  not  much  of  an 
estate." 

I  assume  that  no  letters  testamentary  or  of  adminis- 
tration have  been  taken  out.  In  that  case  you  would  do 
well,  if  possible,  to  have  the  widow  produce  authority  from 
the  children  before  paying  her  the  mone}^,  or  obtain  their 
joint  signature  to  a  receipt  therefor.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  the  31st  ult.,  asking 
whether  you  would  be  justified  in  sigTiing  a  warrant  for 
the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Director  of  Supplies  in  ad- 
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vance  of  his  surety  bond  being  approved  by  Councils  or 
of  the  eontirniation  of  his  appointment  if  deemed  neces- 
sary. 

'With  respect  to  the  necessity  for  confirmation  of  his 
appointment,  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  Bill),  Art. 
13,  provided  that  the  Mayor  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Select  Council,  appoint 
the  heads  of  the  executive  Departments,  and  that  the  Di- 
rectors or  chief  officers  of  Departments  shall  appoint  all' 
subordinate  officers,  clerks  and  employees.  In  regard  to 
the  latter,  if  they  are  what  may  be  termed  original  ap- 
pointments there  is  in  that  Act  no  requirement  that  such 
appointments  shall  be  with  the  advice  and  consent,  or  in 
other  words,  shall  be  confirmed  by,  the  Select  Council, 
Following  the  removal  or  suspension  of  subordinates,  how- 
ever, the  provisions  of  that  Act  were  as  follows : 

"The  Directors  or  chief  officers  of  Departments 
may,  by  written  order,  giving  their  reasons  there- 
for, remove  or  suspend  subordinate  officers  and  clerks, 
provided  the  same  is  not  done  for  political  reasons. 

In  case  of  such  removal  the  Director  shall  appoint 
a  successor  who  shall  hold  office  subject  to  confirma- 
tion within  ten  days  after  such  appointment  by  the 
Select  Council,  if  then  in  session,  or  within  ten  days 
after  the  beginning  of  the  next  succeeding  session,  if 
such  appointment  l)e  made  during  a  recess." 

This  clause  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  was  amended  by  Sec- 
tion 1  of  the  Act  of  February  15,  190G  (P.  L.  19.),  com- 
monly known  as  the  Shern  Act,,  omitting  the  requirement 
that  the  successors  of  removed  or  suspended  officers  should 
be  confirmed  by  Select  Council,  and  providing  that  a  clerk 
or  officer  could  be  removed  only  upon  notice  and  reasons 
for  such  removal,  to  be  followed  by  a  court  of  trial  or  in- 
quiry if  such  were  demanded. 

The  Civil  Service  Act  of  ^March  5,  1906,  in  turn  pro- 
vided a  different  system  of  removal  whereby  the  giving 
of  notice  and  reasons  for  the  intended  dismissal  or  sus- 
pension were  still  required,  but  the  right  to  a  court  of  trial 
or  inquiry  on  the  part  of  the  clerk  or  officer  was  dispensed 
with. 
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In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  ex  rel.  Rotan  vs.  Hasskarl, 
21  D.  R.  119,  it  was  decided  that  in  so  far  as  the  Shern 
Act  and  the  Civil  Service  Act  were  in  this  respect  incon- 
sistent, the  former  was  superseded.  The  Civil  Service 
Act  does  not  contain  any  provision  with  regard  to  the 
confirmation  of  appointments  after  removal  or  dismissal 
of  the  preceding  incumbent.  Indeed,  that  Act  is  directed 
toward  another  phase  of  the  subject,  to  wit,  the  furnish- 
ing of  a  system  of  examinations  for  appointees  to  office, 
whether  original  or  as  successors  to  others  who  have  been 
removed,  together  with  certain  provisions  to  prevent  the 
removal  of  officials  without  due  cause. 

If  the  Assistant  Director  of  Supplies,  whose  warrant 
is  now  in  question,  had  been  appointed  after  the  removal 
of  his  predecessor,  it  would  be  necessary  in  answer  to  your 
question  to  determine  whether  the  provision  fro-m  the 
Bullitt  Bill  above  quoted  remains  in  effect  as  a  result  of 
the  enactments  contained  in  the  said  statutes ;  but  I  un- 
derstand that  such  removal  did  not  take  place,  but  that 
the  vacancy  in  the  office  was  created  as  a  result  of  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  McLaughlin,  who  formerlv  filled  it. 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  appointment  of  the  pre- 
sent Assistant  should  properly  be  regarded  as  an  original 
one  and  not  as  one  following  a  suspension  or  removal, 
and  therefore,  whether  and  to  v/hat  extent  the  provisions 
of  the  Bullitt  Bill  upon  this  subject  may  be  regarded  as 
left  intact  by  subsequent  legislation,  there  would  seem  to 
be  no  requirement  of  law  for  the  confirmation  by  the 
Select  Council  of  this  appointment. 

Concerning  the  approval  of  the  surety  bond  by  Coun- 
cils, the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  49  (P.'L.  45), 
provides  for  the  giving  of  a  bond  only  in  the  case  of  an 
"officer  or  agent  receiving  money  for  the  City  and  payable 
to  the  City  Treasurer."  The  Civil  Service  Act  in  Sec- 
tion 10,  provides  that  "when  any  position  to  be  filled  in- 
volves fiduciary  responsibility  the  appointing  officer  may 
require  the  appointee  to  furnish  a  bond  or  other  security, 
and  shall  notify  the  Commission  of  the  amount  and  other 
details  thereof;  provided,  however,  that  any  Surety  Com- 
pany, the  bonds  of  which  are  acceptable  by  a  Judge  of 
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auy  Court  of  Record  of  the  county  wherein  the  city  is 
located,  shall  be  sufficient  security  on  any  such  bond." 
This  would  seem  to  leave  the  question  whether  a  bond  is 
to  be  required  largely  to  the  discretion  of  the  appointing 
officer,  and  the  approval  of  such  bond  in  any  event,  or  by 
whomsoever  to  be  given,  is  purely  aniuisterial  if  a  Surety 
Company  the  bonds  of  which  are  accepted  by  a  Judge  of 
the  C^ounty  are  offered.  It  was  decided  In  re  Tencr,  15 
Philada.  230  (of  course,  irrespective  of  the  provisions  of 
the  long  subsequent  Civil  Service  Act) .  that  the  approval  of 
a  suitable  and  responsible  Surety  'Company  could  be  com- 
23elled  by  mandamus. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  you 
would  be  justified  in  countersigning  the  warrants  concern- 
ing which  you  make  inquiry.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
February  2d,  informing  me  that  President  Judge  Brown, 
of  the  Municipal  Court,  desires  that  the  employees  of  your 
Department  having  charge  of  the  receiving  and  disbursing 
of  moneys  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  Desertion  Court  be 
transferred  to  the  salary  roll  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and 
that  in  the  future  the  Municipal  Court  desires  to  super- 
vise and  manage  this  business.  You  ask  whether  you  can 
legally  be  relieved  of  the  responsibility  for  Court  orders, 
and  whether  it  is  possible  to  comply  in  full  with  Judge 
Brown's  request,  saying  that  you  have  no  objection  to  the 
transfer  of  this  work  if  it  can  be  accomplished  legally. 
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I  may  observe,  in  tlie  first  place,  that  there  can  be  no 
transfer  of  these  positions  without  the  authority  of  Coun- 
cils. The  positions  are  created  by  ordinance  and  the  sala- 
ries are  appropriated  in  the  same  manner  to  your  De- 
partment. The  authority  to  make  such  a  transfer  lies 
with  those  bodies,  and  neither  the  Municipal  Court  nor 
the  Department  is  empowered  to  shift  and  alter  the  appro- 
priations a!nd  positions  of  mimicipal  employees.  If  these 
clerks  give  practically  their  full  time,  as  you  say,  to  the 
collection  and  distribution  of  moneys  paid  under  Court 
orders,  an  assumption  of  this  function  by  the  Municipal 
Court  would'  render  their  positions  unnecessary  and  would 
justify  the  severance  of  their  connection  with  the  munici- 
pality. In  such  an  event  the  Municipal  Court  might  pos- 
sibly have  authority  to  appoint  them  to  new  positions  in  it. 

So  far  as  the  obligation  of  your  Department  to  make  the 
collections  of  Court  orders  and  distribute  the  money  so 
collected  to  the  persons  in  whose  favor  the  orders  are  made, 
is  concerned,  I  do  not  believe  that  any  such  duty  exists. 
The  orders  a^^e  made  upon  husbands  in  favor  of  their 
wives  and  the  money  is  directed  by  the  order  to  be  paid 
to  the  wife.  It  is  true  that  in  past  years,  for  the  purpose 
of  keeping  efficient  checks  upon  the  payments  made  by 
husbands,  the  practice  of  requiring  the  payments  to  be 
made  through  your  Department  has  arisen.  The  law, 
however,  has  given  you  no  right  to  demand  that  payments 
be  made  in  this  manner,  and  the  compliance  of  husbands 
with  this  method  of  paj'ment  has  been  purely  voluntary. 

Your  Department  is  not,  therefore,  under  any  obliga- 
tion to  see  to  the  payment  of  Court  orders  by  deserting 
husbands.  Of  course,  when  moneys  are  paid  to  your  De- 
partment on  account  of  such  orders,  you  are  charged  with 
the  obligation  to  account  for  them  to  the  proper  beneficiary 
under  the  order,  and  it  is  only  to  this  extent  that  your 
legal  duties  exist. 

If  the  Municipal  Court  desires  to  inaugurate  under  its 
rules  a  system  whereby  moneys  shall  be  paid  to  the  Court 
by  husbands  for  the  support  of  their  wives,  it  may  have 
the  right  to  do  so ;  but  whether  it  has  or  not — and  upon 
this  point  I  do  not  express  any  opinion — it  can  require-

that  your  Department  refrain  from  interfering  witli  the 
direct  payment  of  its  orders  in  favor  of  wives.  I  see  no 
objection,  therefore,  to  your  Department  complying  in 
the  future  with  the  request  of  Judge  Brown  that  you  cease 
receiving  and  paying  out  desertion  money. 

As  to  past  orders,  I  believe  the  Court  has  authority  to 
make  a  similar  regulation.  As  to  moneys  already  in  your 
hands,  it  would  be  well  to  distribute  them  in  acordance 
with  the  orders  before  any  transfer  of  clerks  or  records 
is  made.  This  would  be  merely  a  precautionary  measure 
to  insure  protection  to  the  Department  in  the  discharge  of 
its  duties.  So  far  as  the  books  and  records  now  in  exist- 
ence are  concerned,  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  would  be 
safe  if  lodged  in  the  custody  of  the  Court,  and  if  you 
60  desire  I  see  no  objection  to  your  doing  so. 

Of  course,  the  transfer  of  the  clerks  and  appropriations, 
as  I  have  already  said,  must  be  made  by  ordinance  of 
Councils;  and  if  the  other  business  of  your  office  is  such 
that  you  can  dispense  with  the  services  of  these  clerks 
when  relieved  of  the  business  of  receiving  and  paying  out 
desertion  money,  you  have  the  right  to  co-operate  with 
the  Municipal  Court  in  securing  the  proper  authorization 
of  Councils  to  such  a  transfer.

Aholition  of  Grade  Crossings  in  Southern  Section  of  the 

City.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  January 
30th,  stating  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Committee  on 
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Steam  Railroads,  Finance,  and  'Commerce  and  ]^avigation 
of  City  Councils,  it  was  resolved  to  submit  for  the  con- 
sideration and  opinion  of  this  Department,  as  to  the  legal 
points  involved,  a  proposed  bill  authorizing  the  execution 
of  a  contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  cer- 
tain named  railroad  companies,  providing  for  the  abolition 
of  grade  crossings  in  that  portion  of  the  City  lying  south 
of  Christian  street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
rivers,  a  copy  of  which  proposed  ordinance  you  enclose- 
In  your  letter  it  is  stated: 

'"One  or  two  points  raised  in  the  Committee  were 
(it  having  been  stated  that  the  ultimate  cost  of  the 
improvements  contemplated  would  be  about  nine  mil- 
lion (9,000,000)  dollars,  and  the  amount  available 
at  present,  two  million  eight  hundred  thousand 
(2,800,000)  dollars) :  would  the  City  be  affected  in 
any  way  in  its  future  borrowing  capacity  by  the 
signing  of  this  agreement;  and  does  the  'City  legally 
obligate  itself  under  this  contract  for  future  appro- 
priations for  the  continuance  of  the  work?" 

The  opinion  of  this  Department  is  fiirther  asked  ^'not 
only  on  these  two  points,  but  on  any  other  point  involved 
in  this  contract,  and  an  early  reply  is  requested  because 
of  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  report  the  bill  to 
Councils  at  the  next  meeting,  on  Februarv  5th." 

The  ordinance  which  is  the  subject  of  this  inquiry 
covers  42  pages  of  printed  matter.  AVithout  now  attempt- 
ing an  analysis  thereof,  its  general  nature  is  sufficiently 
indicated  by  the  title,  which  is  itself  of  great  length. 

For  the  numerous  improvements  to  which  the  ordinance 
and  included  contract  relate,  payment  is  to  be  made  by 
the  City  and  the  railroad  companies  in  certain  propor- 
tions fixed  by  the  agreement,  the  City's  liability  being 
one-half  of  the  necessary  expense  as  to  certain  portions 
of  the  intended  improvements,  three-fifths  as  to  other 
portions  thereof,  and  the  City  is  to  be  at  the  sole  expense 
of  purchasing  extended  water  frontage  from  the  other 
parties  to  the  agreement,  or  some  of  them.  The  con- 
demnation by  the  City  of  property  of  considerable  value 
will  also  be  required. 
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Section  G  of  the  ordinance  enacts  ''tliat  the  sum  of 
$1,000,000  provided  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings 
in  the  southern  section  of  the  City  by  ordinance  approved 
the  ninth  day  of  February,  1907,  be  expended  for  carry- 
ing on  the  work  herein  provided  for."  No  other  provi- 
sion for  the  required  expenditure  is  made  hj  the  ordi- 
nance, but  the  City's  liability  for  its  designated  share  of 
the  cost  is  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  made  positively 
and  vi'ithout  condition. 

Article  XIV  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  Act), 
provides  in  part  that  every  contract  for  a  public  improve- 
ment shall  be  based  on  an  estimate  of  the  whole  cost, 
furnished  by  the  proper  officer  through  the  Department 
having  charge  of  the  improvement,  and  I  may  therefore 
assume  that  the  calculated  cost  of  $9,000,000  to  which 
you  refer  is  the  result  of  the  estimate  thus  required  to  be 
made.  This  sum,  it  may  further  be  assumed,  includes  the 
City's  share  of  the  estimated  expenditure  only,  'and  not 
the  entire  estimated  cost  of  the  improvement  to  all  the 
parties  to  the  agreement. 

The  case  of  Keller  vs.  Scranton,  200  Pa.  130,  decided 
by  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  1.901,  involved  the 
validity  of  an  ordinance  of  that  city  making  a  contract 
which  provided  for  the  construction  by  the  city  of  a  via- 
duct to  avoid  a  grade  crossing  at  the  cost  of  the  Scran- 
ton Railway  Company  and  the  Delaware,  Lackawanna 
and  Western  Railroad  Company,  and  required  the  city 
to  pay  damages  to  the  owners  of  the  al)utting  properties 
affected.  The  city's  debt  was  already  beyond  two  per 
cent,  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  its  taxable  property. 
The  Supreme  Court  held  that  the  ordinance  would  create 
a  new  del)t  within  the  constitutional  and  statutory  mean- 
ing of  that  word,  Mr.  Justice  ]\Iitchell,  who  wrote  the 
opinion  of  the  Court,  saying : 

''The  Constitution  is  to  be  understood,  prhna  facie 
at  least,  as  using  words  in  their  general  and  popu- 
lar sense,  unless  they  are  clearly  technical  in  their 
nature.  While  the  word  'debt'  has  a  technical  use 
of  somewhat  more  limited  siii'ni finance  than  its  com- 
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moil  meaning,  jet  it  is  not  naturally  or  usually  a 
technical  word.  And  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Con- 
stitution uses  in  immediate  and  synonymous  connec- 
tion the  word  'indebtedness',  which  is  of  wider  and 
even  less  technical  significance.  On  this  point  the 
purpose  and  intent  of  the  constitutional  provisions 
are  conclusive.     *     *     -^ 

"The  constitutional  provision  is  intended  as  a  re- 
straint on  this  spendthrift  tendency,  to  curb  the  ex- 
travagance of  municipal  expenditure  on  credit,  to  pre- 
vent municipalities  from  loading  the  future  with  ob- 
ligations to  pay  for  things  the  present  desires  but  can- 
not justly  afford,  and,  in  short,  to  establish  the  prin- 
ciple that  beyond  the  defined  limits  they  must  pay  as 
they  go.  jSTo  limit  is  fixed  to  expenditure  for  which 
present  means  of  payment  are  provided  (Erie's  Ap- 
peal, 91  Pa.  398),  but  a  peremptory  prohibition  is 
put  on  expenditure  on  credit  beyond  the  prescribed 
bounds.  Debt  and  indebtedness  in  the  section  in 
question  are  not  used  in  any  technical  way,  but  in 
their  broad  general  meaning  of  all  contractual  obli- 
gation to  pay  in  the  future  for  considerations  received 
in  the  present." 

In  addition  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and 
the  statute  hereinbefore  referred  to,  the  Act  of  June  11, 
1879,  in  Section  3  (P.  L.  130),  is  to  the  effect  that  ''no 
city  of  the  first  class  *  *  *  shall  hereafter  make 
any  contract  without  a  previous  appropriation  has  first 
been  made  by  the  City  Councils,"  and  it  is  further  pro- 
vided by  the  Act  that'  any  contract  made  in  violation  of 
the  requirements  thereof  shall  be  absolutely  void  as  against 
said  cities.  Article  XIV  of  the  Bullitt  Act  declares  that 
every  contract  for  pul)lic  improvements  ''shall  contain  a 
clause  that  it  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and 
the  liability  of  the  city  thereon  shall  be  limited  by  the 
amounts  which  shall  have  been  or  may  be,  from  time  to 
time,  apj)ropriated  for  the  same." 

In  the  recent  case  of  Bullitt  vs.  Philadelphia,  20  D.  R. 
10'91,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1879  were  held  to  be 
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mandatory  in  requiring  that  before  a  contract  is  made 
there  shall  be  an  appropriation  of  money  sufficient  to 
cover  the  cost  of  the  work  contracted  for,  and  that  other- 
wise the  contract  will  be  without  binding  eifect  on  the 
City.  Other  decisions  of  the  Courts  are  equally  explicit 
on  this  point.  The  Act  of  1879  has  been  to  some  extent 
modified  by  a  statute  passed  on  July  24:th  of  last  year 
(P.  L.  1913,  976),  under  which  the  City  is  empowered 
to  enter  into  contracts  and  to  obtain  work  and  material  to 
be  paid  for  from  loans,without  awaiting  the  actual  negotia- 
tion of  the  loans,  provided  that  the  loans  shall  have  been 
duly  authorized.  This  modification,  however,  does  not 
dispense  with  the  necessity  for  a  previous  appropriation. 
It  is  applicable  only  when  Councils  have  duly  authorized 
the  borrowing  of  money  (either  in  accordance  with  a  vote 
of  the  electors  or  withotit  such  vote  by  Councilmanic  action, 
as  circttm stances  may  require),  and  the  ftmds  so  provided 
for  have  been  appropriated  in  anticipation  of  their  receipt. 
Without  such  appropriation  a  valid  contract,  binding 
upon  the  City,  cannot  be  made. 

Answering  your  inquiry  whether  "the  City  would  be 
affected  by  this  contract  in  its  future  borrowing  capacity," 
I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  so  afl^ected  and  would 
be  to  the  amount  of  the  estimate  at  least  diminished,  un- 
less the  contract  were  made  to  conform  to  what  in  reality 
would  be  its  legal  effect,  to  wit,  that  under  it  the  City 
should  not  make  itself  liable  for  its  share  of  the  cost  in 
excess  of  the  amount  then  appropriated,  or  such  further 
amounts  as  Councils  might  appropriate  from  time  to  time. 
This  would,  of  course,  alter  the  scope  of  the  intended 
agreement  from  an  unconditional  obligation  on  the  part 
of  the  City  to  one  under  which  no  direct  and  binding  obli- 
gation would  be  assumed  by  it,  in  addition  to  the  sum  dis- 
tinctly set  apart  toward  the  City's  proportion  of  the  ex- 
penditure, and  such  as  it  might  afterwards  decide  to 
furnish. 

In  other  words,  the  contract  as  now  frauied  carries  with 
it  a  liability  for  money  not  at  present  appropriated  or 
available,  and  is  to  that  extent,  therefore,  ineffective. 

By  the  recent  Act  of  Jime  17,  1913  (P.  L.  507),  it  is 
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planned  tliat  personal  property  owned  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  cannot  only  be  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
City  but  nsed  as  the  basis  of  borrowing.  Originally  it 
was  designed  that  the  money  so  borrowed  should  be  used 
for  increased  transit  facilities,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  City  Transit  there  has  been 
prepared  an  ordinance  which  I  am  informed  he  proposes 
to  have  introduced  into  Councils,  asking  for  the  submis- 
sion to  the  people  of  a  proposed  loan  of  $35,000,000  ta 
be  used  for  that  purpose. 

The  Act  of  July  21,  1913  ,(P.  L.  868),  however,  in 
prescribing  the  use  which  may  be  made  of  money  borrowed 
upon  the  basis  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  personal  prop- 
erty not  only  provides  for  the  expenditure  of  money  so 
borrowed  for  the  acquisition  of  transit  facilities,  etc.,  but 
permits  its  use  "for  other  permanent  improvements"  as 
well.  The  phrase  ''other  permanent  improvements" 
doubtless  includes  improvements  of  the  character  here 
contemplated,  but  any  indebtedness  incurred  on  this  basis 
would  necessarily  be  deducted  from  that  available  for 
transit  facilities.  Whether  the  entire  amount  which  can 
be  borrowed  on  the  basis  of  the  valuation  of  taxable  per- 
sonal property  shall  be  devoted  to  that  use,  or  whether  a 
part  thereof  shall  be  employed  for  the  abolition  of  grade 
crossings  in  the  southern  section  of  the  City,  or  other  like 
purpose,  is  for  Councils  to  determine,  and  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  these  Acts  may  have  to  run  the  gauntlet  of 
litigation  and  their  practical  use  perhaps  postponed. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  that 
the  total  return  of  personal  property  for  the  year  1914, 
including  horses,  is  $571,539,535.75,  and  seven  per  cent, 
thereof  will  amount  to  $40,007,767. 

I  also  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  under  the  Act  of 
July  26,  1913,  Article  III,  Section  11  (P.  L.  1374),  it  is 
now  required  that  before  such  a  contract  as  the  one  now 
before  your  Committee  for  consideration  can  take  effect 
it  must  be  submitted  to  and  be  approved  by  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  established  by  that  Act.  A  rule  of 
that  Commission  provides  that  every  such  contract  shall 
contain  a  clause  to  the  effect  that  "it  is  herebv  understood 
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and  agreed  that  neither  tlio  pnrpose  nor  intent,  nor  the 
obligation  of  this  contract,  if,  and  when,  approved  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania  is  such  as  to  impair  or  in  anywise  affect 
the  exercise  by  said  Commission  of  any  of  the  powers 
vested  in  it  by  the  Public  Service  Company  lav/,  approved 
July  26,  1913."  Of  course,  this  provision  should  be  in- 
corporated in  any  contract  that  may  be  made.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
3d  inst.,  in  which  yon  ask  me  to  advise  j'ou  if,  after  a 
warrant  had  left  the  office  of  the  City  Controller  ap- 
proved by  him,  and  the  amount  was  raised,  could  any  indi- 
vidual be  held  liable  for  the  additional  amount  called  for 
over  the  original  figure,  and  whether  it  would  be  neces- 
sary or  advisable  from  a  legal  standpoint  to  invest  in  such 
a  device  as  the  Protectograph  in  addition  to  the  perforation 
of  circles  on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  warrant,  as  is  now 
the  procedure. 

In  reply  thereon  permit  me  to  say :  firstly,  that  any 
one  who  changes  a  warrant  after  it  has  been  counter- 
signed by  the  City  Controller  commits  a  crime;  and  to 
your  second  inquiry  as  to  whether  you  should  buy  a  Pro- 
tectograph, that  is  a  mere  matter  of  office  detail  as  to 
which  it  might  be  well  for  you,  if  you  care  to  pursue  the 
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subject  further,  to  consult  with  the  City  iController,  as  he 
may  think  the  present  system  of  perforations  ample  pro- 
tection.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  enclos- 
ing statement  in  your  own  language  of  the  proposition  of 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  in  the  matter  of 
connecting  the  gasoline  lamps  with  the  gas  distributing 
system,  together  with  draft  of  an  ordinance  to  carry  out 
the  terms  of  the  agreement,  as  to  which  yon  inquire 
whether  it  is  in  good  legal  form  to  accomplish  this  result. 

I  would  suggest  the  following  changes  in  the  proposed 
ordinance : 

In  the  title,  second  line,  substitute  "contracts"  for 
"a  contract;"  sixth  line,  strike  out  "which  may"  and  in- 
sert "to"  after  the  word  "hereafter;"  ninth  line,  insert 
"without  charge"  after  "lighting." 

In  Section  1,  line  four,  after  the  words  "annual  con- 
tracts" insert  "when  and  as  appropriations  therefor  shall 
be  made  and  become  available;"  line  seven,  after  "all  gas 
consumed"  insert  "as  may  be  fixed,  as  provided  in  said 
lease  or  agreement  of  November  12,  18l97  ;"  line  nine, 
substitute  "to"  for  "which  may;"  line  18,  after  "for  the 
purpose  of"  insert  "fixing  the  price  to  be  paid  for  such 
gas,  and  of;"  line  23,  strike  out  "not  more  than." 
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In  Section  2,  lines  two  and  three,  make  "a  contract" 
read  "contracts ;"  line  three,  after  "from  year  to  year''  in- 
sert "when  and  as  appropriations  therefor  shall  be  made 
and  become  available;"  lines  four  and  five,  strike  out  "or 
any  other  qualified  and  competent  firm  or  corporation ;" 
line  six,  insert  after  "can  be  furnished"  "not  exceeding 
$12  per  lamp  per  annum." 

In  Section  3,  at  end  of  section,  add  "the  City  Controller 
is  hereby  authorized  to  charge  said  contract  or  contracts 
against  said  appropriation,  and  the  said  Director  is  au- 
thorized to  draw,  the  City  Controller  to  countersign  and 
the  City  Treasurer  to  pay,  warrants  drawn  against  the 
same  under  such  contract  or  contracts." 

At  the  beginning  of  Section  4  insert  "said  contract 
or  contracts  shall  further  provide  that."

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  sixth  of  February,  requesting  my  opinion  whether  the 
newly  appointed  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Vital  Statis- 
tics becomes  the  local  Registrar  for  the  State  Health  De- 
partment imder  the  appointment,  and  if  not,  what  will 
be  the  fee  of  a  person  who  is  not  connected  with  the  City 
government  and  who  is  appointed  to  the  position  of  local 
Registrar. 
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The  Act  of  May  1,  lOOf)  (P.  L.  330),  which  establishes 
the  Central  Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics,  and  prescribes  the 
system  for  the  conduct  of  the  l)usiness  of  such  a  Bureaus- 
divides  the  State  into  primary  registration  districts,  and 
provides  for  the  appointment  by  the  State  Board  of  Health 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  a  local  registrar  for  each  district. 
Section  4  of  that  Act  provides,  inter  alia^  that; 

''In  cities  or  boroughs  where  health  officers,  or 
secretaries  of  local  boards  of  health,  or  other  officials, 
at  the  date  of  this  Act,  are  officiating  as  registrars 
of  births  and  deaths  under  local  ordinances,  such 
officers  shall  be  continued  as  registrars  in  and  for 
such  cities  or  boroughs,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the- 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  State  Registrar,  and  to 
all  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

This  provision  has  the  effect  of  distinguishing  between 
the  manner  of  selection  of  local  registrars  in  cities  and 
boroughs  and  other  registration  districts,  and  while  the 
State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  is  authorized 
to  make  appointments  in  other  districts,  in  cities  and 
boroughs,  the  local  official  who  acts  as  registrar  of  births 
and  deaths  becomes  the  local  registrar  for  the  'Central 
Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  by  virtue  of  his  office, 

I  am  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  newly  appointed 
Chief  of  he  Division  becomes  the  local  registrar  for  the 
State  Department  automatically  by  operation  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly. 

•Section  20  of  the  Act  of  1905  prescribes  the  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  to  local  registrars.  In  it,  each  registrar- 
is  entitled  to  twenty-five  cents  for  "each  birth  and  death 
certificate  properly  and  completely  made  out  and  regis- 
tered with  him,  and  correctly  copied  and  duly  returned 
by  him  to  the  State  Registrar."  This  fee,  however,  is 
limited  to  local  registrars  in  primary  registration  districts 
other  than  cities.  In  cities,  where  a  local  official  acts  as- 
registrar  and  receive  a  fixed  salary,  the  Act  provides  that 
no  further  compensation  shall  be  paid  him  for  the  re- 
turn which  he  must  make  under  it  to  the  State  Registrar. 
This  provision  with  respect  to  local  registrars  in  cities,. 
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was  amended  by  the  Act  of  June  G,  1907,  P.  L.  4:22,  by 
the  provision  that  local  registrars  in  cities  of  the  first  and 
second  class  who  receive  a  fixed  salary-  shall  also  he  entitled 
to  five  cents  for  each  return  made  to  the  State  liegistrar ; 
and,  by  the  Act  of  June  13,  1911,  this  additional  com- 
pensation w^as  increased  to  fifteen  cents  for  each  return. 
This  additional  compensation  is  paid  to  the  local  registrar 
by  the  State  for  services  rendered  by  him  in  making  the 
returns  required'  by  the  Act  to  the  State  Department,  and 
is  in  the  nature  of  additional  compensation  for  additional 
services  rendered,  not  to  the  local  government  but  to  the 
■State.  In  this,  the  fee  is  a  personal  perquisite  to  the  local 
official  and  must  be  paid  to  him  directly.  AVhile  it  is  true 
that  the  local  registrars 'in  cities  of  the  first  class  receive 
a  salary  for  services  rendered  to  the  city,  the  municipality 
has  no  interest  in  the  fees  which  he  receives  from  the  State. 
I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  person  not  connected  with  the 
city  government  could  not  be  appointed  local  registrar 
in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class.  The  power  of  ap- 
pointment of  local  registrars,  conferred  by  the  Act  of  1915 
upon  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  Vital  Statistics,  ex- 
cepts the  right  to  appoint  to  "such  boroughs  and  cities  as 
are  otherwise  provided"  with  local  boards  of  health  and 
systems  of  registration  of  births  and  deaths.

Approj'riation  for  Indigent  ]Yidows  and  Abandoned 
Mothers  for  the  Support  of  Their  'Children.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yester- 
day, stating  that  a  requisition  has  been  filed  with  the  City

Treasurei'  by  the  Trustees  appointed  l)v  the  Governor  of 
this  Connnonwealth  for  the  snni  of  $1,000  on  account  of 
the  appropriation  providing  for  indigent  widows  and  aban- 
doned mothers  for  the  support  of  their  children  in  their 
own  homes,  under  Act  of  of  April  29,  1913  (P.  L.  118). 
The  ordinance  in  question,  approved  June  18,  1913, 
appropriates  $20,500  to  you  *'to  provide  monthly  pay- 
ments as  provided  for  by  Act  of  Assembly,  approved 
April  29,  1'913,  to  indigent  widows  and  abandoned  mothers 
for  the  partial  support  of  their  children,  being  one-half 
of  the  apportionment  to  the  County  of  Philadelphia  from 
the  State  appropriation  for  said  purpose."  You  request 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  as  follows : 

'^'First,  can  this  requisition  for  one  thousand 
(1,000)  dollars,  which  is  intended  to  be  used  by  the 
Trustees  for  expenses,  be  paid  out  of  the  appropria- 
tion above  referred  to  ? 

''Second,  can  this  Department  make  such  payments 
as  may  be  certified  to  by  the  Trustees  as  correct  and 
entitled  to  aid,  to  the  Trustees  and  then  let  them 
make  distribution  to  the  proper  parties,  or  must  each 
individual  appear  here  in  person  and  sign  the  war- 
rant books  and  vouchers  ?  I  ask  this  because  I  feel 
in  some  cases  it  will  be  impossible  for  the  bene- 
ficiaries, owing  to  physical  disability  or  other  causes, 
to  appear  in  person. 

"Third,  are  the  Trustees  required  to  certify  each 
and  every  month  the  names  of  the  beneficiaries  and 
the  amounts  due  each,  or  does  the  first  certification 
continue  until  this  Department  is  notified  to  discon- 
tinue ? 

"I  might  add  that  the  State  has  made  its  payment 
of  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  and  has  also  paid 
one  Bridget  MoKenna  the  sum  of  thirteen  (13)  dol- 
lars a  like  sum  is  now  due  ]\[rs.  McKenna  from  the 
City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  first  section  of  the  Act  in  question  provides  in  part 
that  the  payjnents  shall  '"be  made  direct  to  the  recipient 
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by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the 
Auditor  General,  and  direct  to  the  receipient  by  the  County 
Treasurer,  such  payments  to  continue  at  the  will  of  the 
Trustees,  but  not  beyond  the  time  that  the  law  will  permit 
the  child  to  secure  employment.'' 

The  second  section  of  the  Act  is  as  follows : 

"Sect.  2.  The  administration  of  this  Act  shall 
lie  solely  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  appointed 
annually  by  the  Governor.  They  shall  serve  with- 
out pay ;  but  shall  be  permitted  to  charge  for  travel- 
ling expenses  in  making  investigations  of  cases  be- 
fore final  recommendation  is  made  to  the  Auditor 
-  General  and  County  Treasurer.  The  Trustees  shall 
provide  a  headquarters  and  appoint  an  investigator, 
and  a  stenographer  (if  necessary),  also  suitable  fur- 
nishings, stationery^  and  postage;  but  at  no  time  shall 
the  yearly  expense  be  more  than  three  thousand  dol- 
lars for  counties  with  cities  of  the  first  class,  twenty- 
four  hundred  dollars  for  counties  with  cities  of  the 
second  class,  eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  counties 
with  cities  of  the  third  class,  and  twelve  hundred  dol- 
lars for  counties  other  than  the  aforesaid  classes,  with 
the  exception  of  the  first  year,  when  the  Trustees 
shall  be  permitted  to  expend  an  additional  sum  of 
not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  if  necessary,  for 
furnishings.  In  order  to  carry  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  into  effect  an  appropriation  of  two  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  from  moneys  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
is  hereby  made,  proportioned  to  the  counties  of  the 
Commonwealth,  according  to  their  respective  popu- 
lation in  the  census  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
ten,  by  the  Auditor  General  and  State  Treasurer; 
upon  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  bill,  the  State 
Treasurer  shall  place  the  proportionate  amount  of  the 
entire  appropriation  to  the  various  counties  upon 
the  books  of  the  State  Treasury,  to  the  credit  of  the 
Trustees,  one-half  of  which  amount  shall  be  avail- 
able the  first  year  after  ap})roval,  and  the  remainder 
the  second  year,  or  until  another  appropriation  may 
become    available:       Provided,    however,     That    no 
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county,  through  their  Trustees  or  otherwise,  shall  re- 
ceive their  allotment  of  the  State's  appropriation 
unless  an  equal  amount  has  been  provided  by  the 
government  of  such  county  desiring  the  benefits  under 
this  Act." 

I  think  that  the  intent  of  this  Act  is  that  the  State 
and  County  should  contribute  equal  amounts  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  indigent  widows  and  mothers  as  therein  pro- 
vided, and  that  the  expenses  for  administration  provided 
for  by  Section  2  should  for  that  reason  be  equally  de- 
frayed by  the  State  and  County,  thus  leaving  an  equal 
net  amount  available  for  distribution  in  accordance  with 
the  statute. 

The  language  of  the  ordinance  is  not  explicit  on  this 
point,  Init  I  think  it  is  sufficiently  broad  to  cover  the  pay- 
ment of  the  requisition  for  $1,000  concerning  which  you 
inquire,  and  I  would  therefore  ansv^^er  your  first  question 
accordingly. 

In  reply  to  your  second  question,  the  Act,  as  already 
seen,  provides  for  the  direct  payment  to  the  recipient  by 
the  County  Treasurer.  This  would  seem  to  preclude 
payment  to  the  Trustees,  leaving  them  make  the  distribu- 
tion to  the  proper  parties.  However  convenient  this 
practice  may  be,  it  is  in  contravention  of  the  direct  terms 
of  the  Act,  and  therefore  is  forbidden. 

Third,  as  to  whether  the  Trustees  should  be  required 
to  certify  each  month  the  names  of  the  beneficiaries  and 
the  amounts  due  each  or  the  first  certification  shall  con- 
tinue until  you  are  advised — the  Act  is  silent  upon  this 
point,  and  the  matter  is  one  of  administrative  detail  which 
should  be  adjusted  between  yourself  and  the  Trustees  so 
that  there  can  be  no  possible  misunderstanding  on  this 
point.  The  better  practice  would  be  that  a  certification  by 
the  Trustees  should  be  made  every  month  of  the  names  of 
the  beneficiaries  and  the  amounts  due  each,  as  this  con- 
duces to  the  elimination  of  errors  and  mistakes.

12th,  asking  to  be  advised  of  the  existence  of  any  City 
ordinances  now  in  effect  bearing  or  possibly  conflicting 
with  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  of  July  24,  1913  (P.  L. 
960),  providing  for  the  appointment  of  Inspectors  of 
Weights  and  Measures  and  prescribing  their  rights,  duties, 
etc. 

In  1912,  in  an  opinion  to  Morris  L.  Cooke,  Esq.,  Di- 
rector of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (City  Solici- 
tor's Opinions,  1912,  page  453),  I  cited  a  number  of 
■ordinances — which  will  be  found  in  extenso  in  Brightly's 
City  Digest,  pages  319  to  343 — relative  to  City  markets 
and  the  inspection  of  weights  and  measures  used  therein. 

Tlie  ordinances  of  IsTovember  17,  1857  (par.  1,  page 
364)  ;  of  October  1,  1858  (pars.  1  and  2,  page  359),  and 
ISTovember  7,  1857  (page  364),  refer  particularly  to  the 
weights  and  measures  by  which  vegetal^les,  fruit  and  pro- 
duce may  be  sold  within  the  City  and  the  markets  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
February  13th,  containing  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  Samuel 
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G.  Dixon  to  you,  in  which  he  requests  that  you  deliver  cer- 
tain records  of  the  Department  to  George  W.  Atherholt 
upon  demand.  You  ask  me  to  advise  you  "how  to  safe- 
guard tho  original  returns  from  physicians  of  deaths  and 
births,  which  are  the  property  of  the  City,  and  how  to  treat 
the  order  of  the  State  Health  Oommission." 

The  questions  which  you  ask  are  practical  in  character 
rather  than  legal.  The  way  to  safeguard  property  of  the 
City  is  to  retain  it  in  your  possession,  and  you  must  devise 
the  means  you  should  adopt  to  accomplish  this  purpose. 
So  far  as  "the  order"  of  the  State  Health  Commissioner  is 
ooncemed,  I  advise  you  that  you  need  not  obey  it.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  14th  inst.,  referring  to 
the  advertisement  of  the  names  of  former  owners  as  de- 
linqent  for  taxes  after  they  had  transferred  the  property 
to  others,  has  been  duly  received. 

There  are  two  methods  for  the  collection  of  taxes  on  real 
estate  in  this  City:  First  is  the  personal  liability  of  the 
owner  of  the  property  for  the  taxes  assessed  thereon ;  and 
second  is  the  in  rem  proceedings  against  the  land  itself 
by  way  of  lien. 

Taxes  in  Philadelphia  are  assessed  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  January  of  the  tax  year,  and  they  fall  due  on  that  day 
for  the  M-hole  year.  They  are  not  ap]3ortioned  ainong  the 
different  owners  during  the  year.  The  owner  on  January 
first  of  the  tax  year  is  personally  liable  for  the  whole  of 
the  taxes,  and  he  alone  remains  personally  liable,  although 
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he  conveys  the  luiiJ  during  the  year  for  wliieh  the  taxes 
were  assessed.

Thus  Tilghnian,  C.  J.,  says  in  Shaw  vs.  Quinn,  12  S.  »& 
R.  299:       ' 

"When  the  person  who,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
'  year,  is  charged  with  the  taxes,  aliens  during  the  year, 
it  is  his  business  to  make  his  bargain  with  the  alienee 
respecting  the  taxes.  This  is  generally  understood 
and  provided  for  by  the  parties,  so  that  there  is  no 
inconvenience  in  holding  the  alienor  liable  to  the  col- 
lection for  the  whole  year's  ta^ses." 

It  seems  to  be  clear  that  it  is  this  personal  liability  and 
ownership  which  is  referrend  to  by  the  Acts  relating  to  ad- 
vertising delinquents.  Thus,  the  Act  of  May  13,  1856, 
Sec.  S,  P.  L.  569,  provides  that: 

"If  not  paid  before  the  first  day  of  the  following 
January  ....  the  names  "of  all  delinquent  taxpay- 
ers will  then  be  published  according  to  law,  an'dl  the 
names  of  delinquent  taxpayers,  when  published,  shall 
be  alphabetically  arranged  for  the  several  wards." 

And  the  Act  of  March  21,  1862,  Sec.  1,  P.  L.  182,  and 
May  1,  1901,  Sec.  1,  P.  L.  189,  provide  that  "the  charge 
for  advertising  delinquent  taxpayers  ....  shall  be  paid 
by  the  person  liable  for  the  tax." 

The  Assessors  of  the  City  in  making  up  their  assess- 
ments by  August  15th,  prior  to  the  tax  year,  include  the 
naimes  of  the  then  owners.  The  Board  of  Revision  receives 
daily  reports  fr(>m  the  Registry  Bureau  of  all  new  owners, 
and  it  is  their  duty  to  see  that  the  assessodi  names  are  cor- 
rected to  correspond  witli  the  ownership  as  registered  up 
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to  January  first  of  the  tax  year,  when  they  hand  the  tax 
duplicate  to  your  Department.  The  name  of  the  owner  on 
that  day  is  the  one  that  should  he  advertised  as  delinquent 
if  the  taxes  are  not  paid  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

If  the  Board  of  Revision  have  made  an  error  in  the 
name  of  the  registered  owner  at  the  opening  of  the  year, 
they  should  give  your  Department  their  certificate  of 
the  name  of  the  correct  owner. 

An  owner  who  sells  after  January  first,  before  he  has 
paid  the  year's  taxes,  should  protect  himself  from  any  fail- 
ure of  his  vendee  to  pay  the  taxes  by  seeing  that  they  are 
duly  apportioned  and  paid  in  settlement.

Requirements  of  Advertisement  for  Election  on  Increase 

of  Deht. 

Hox.  Rudolph  Blaxkenburo,

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  yo'ur  letter  of  tlio  19th 
instant,  enclosing  draft  of  proposed  adivertisement  of  elec- 
tion on  March  31,  1914,  to  obtain  the  assent  of  the  electors 
to  a  proposed  increase  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  City,  to- 
gether with  a  copy  of  the  information  furnished  you  by  the 
City  Controller  for  that  purpose. 

In  accordance  with  your  request,  I  return  the  draft  with 
such  changes  as  seem  to  me  advisable. 

I  note  that  you  include  the  assesised  valuation  both  of 
the  real  and  personal  property  and  the  percentage  of  the 
debt  to  the  aggTegate  of  real  and  personal  valuation,  and 
to  that  of  the  real  estate  alone.     As  you  are  aware,  the  Act 
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of  Jinic  17,  1913,  makes  money  at  interest,  etc.,  heretofore 
taxable  for  State  purposes,  available  for  taxation  for  City 
amdl  county  purposes  in  this  City,  and  by  the  Act  of  July 
SI,  1913,  the  personal  j^roporty  assessable  for  taxation,  it 
is  provided,  shall  only  be  made  the  basis  of  taxation  for  the 
acquisition  of  transit  facilities,  etc.,  ^'or  for  other  perma- 
nent improvements." 

In  view  of  these  Acts,  I  think  it  advisable  to  give  both 
the  real  estate  and  the  personal  property  valuations,  as  it 
has  been  decided  in  the  case  of  Bullitt  vs.  Phila.,  19  D.  R. 
1083,  that  any  serious  misstatement  in  an  advertisement 
of  this  character  is  fatal  to  the  validity  of  the  loan,  whether 
it  be  an  understatement  or  overstatement.  On  the  other 
hand,  however,  should  the  Acts  of  1913,  or  either  of  them, 
be  held  ineffective,  it  would,  perhaps,  follow  that  an  adver- 
tisement in  the  present  form  would  be  foun'di  objectionable. 

On  the  wdiole,  as  already  stated,  it  is  better  to  give  the 
valuation  of  both  classes  of  property,  and  for  the  same 
reason  I  think  it  advisable  to  state  the  percentage 'of  in- 
debtedness to  the  aggregate  of  real  and  personal,  as  well 
as  to  the  real  estate  alone,  as  you  have  done, 

I  have  not  verified  this  calculation  or  the  recital  of  the 
purposes  for  which  the  indebtedness  is  to  be  increased,  as- 
suming both  to  be  correct,  as  they  appear. 

The  Act  governing  the  subject  provides  that  notice  of 
the  election  shall  be  given  "during  at  least  thirty  days  by 
weekly  advertisements  in  the  newspapers,  not  exceeding 
three  in  said  District."  I  thinlv  this  would  be  sufficiently 
complied  with  by  weekly  advertisements  in  two  Englisih 
and  one  Gennan  paper.  (Harrisburg  vs.  Dauphin  Deposit 
Bank,  12  D.  E.  207.) 

:  I  would  suggest  as  proper  dates  for  these  advertisements: 
Pebnrary  28th,  and  :^ra.rch  2d,  9th,  lOth,  23d  and  30th.

Dear  Siit: — I  am  iu  receipt  of  your  letter  of  Kith  inst., 
with  correspondence  in  relation  to  charges  by  the  Com- 
mittee of  Seventy  against  John  A.  Cuff,  of  political  ac- 
tivity and  of  aiding  and  abetting  the  false  registration 
of  two  persons  not  qualified  to  be  registered. 

It  appears  that  the  person  charged  was  indicted  by  the 
Grand  Jury  on  January  15,  1914,  and  that  in  reply  to 
notification  from  your  Board  of  these  charges,  he  denies 
the  charges  and  asks  that  the  decision  of  the  Courts  be 
awaited,  as  he  is  positive  that  he  cannot  be  convicted  and 
is  not-  guilty  thereof,  offering  to  prove  the  facts  at  the 
proper  time.  ISTo  evidence  of  the  charges  has  been  fur- 
nished 3'ou  other  than  the  statement  of  the  Committee  of 
Seventy  in  the  most  general  terms. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Cuff  has  been  indicted  on 
the  same  charges,  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  before 
taking  action  to  await  the  disposition  of  the  case  in  the 
Criminal  Court.

]\[y  Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
1^7 th  inst.,  asking  the  opinion  of  this  Department  in  con- 
nection with  a  claim  of  the  American  Paving  &  Construc- 
tion Company  for  extra  work  under  contract  Xo.  70,  for 
$36,593.25. 

It  is  stated  in  a'  letter  to  you  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water  that  the  Bureau  of  Filtration  approved 
certain  of  these  items,  and  under  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, the  sum  of  $13,201.32  was  paid,  leaving  an  unpaid 
balance  of  the  original  claim  amounting  to  $23,391.24. 

The  company  claims  that  the  decision  in  favor  of  Cun- 
ningham &  Murray  for  alleged  similar  claims,  under  a 
parallel  contract  rules  this  one,  and,  therefore,  they  allege 
that  the  claim  has  been  substantially  decided  in  their  favor. 
In  the  claim  of  Cunningham  cV:  ^Murray's  case,  there  was  an 
ordinance  appropriating  the  amount  which  was   in   dis-

pute,  and  paj^ment  was  resisted  by  the  City  on  the  ground 
that  in  spite  of  such  ordinance,  the  work  claimed  for  was 
not  extra  work,  but  had  been  included  in  the  price  which 
the  claimants  had  received  under  their  contract.  The 
question  litigated  was,  whether  the  claim  was  for  extra 
work  or  for  work  already  paid  for  in  the  contract  price,  .in 
the  latter  event  it  being  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  that 
Councils  had  not  the  right  to  direct  a  second  payment.  In 
these  circumstances  and  upon  the  evidence  heard  in  Court, 
the  jury  decided  that  the  work  was  actually  extra  work 
and  had  not  been  paid  for  as  included  in  the  contract  price. 
In  the  present  instance  there  appears  to  have  been  no 
ordinance  except  that  of  March  29,  1909,  page  43,  which 
provides  for  payment  to  the  Paving  Comj^any  of  the  sum 
of  $13,201.32,  which  has  accordingly  been  paid  to  it.  The 
circumstances,  therefore,  are  widely  different  from  those 
involved  in  the  Cunningham  &  Murray  case,  since  in  that 
case  the  ordinance  directed  payment  to  be  made,  and  in 
the  present  one  no  such  payment  has  been  directed  by  ordi- 
nance except  for  the  amount  last  designated,  which  has 
been  paid  to  the  contractor  in  accordance  with  the  ordi- 
nance. Of  course,  this  Department  knows  nothing  of  the 
merits  of  the  claim,  and  if  it  is  deemed  proper  by  jour 
Department  to  accept  the  verdict  in  the  Cunningham  & 
Murray  case  as  inferentially  establishing  the  fact  that 
the  $23,391.24  now  claimed  was  for  extra  work  actually 
done,  this  might  be  proper,  but  it  is  quite  clear  that  in  the 
absence  of  a  further  ordinance,  the  American  Paving  & 
Construction  Company  would  be  unable  to  make  good  its 
claim  as  the  result  of  litigation  against  the  City.

Employment  of  Anestheiics  at  Philadelphia  Ilospital.

Dear  Doctor: — I  have  before  me  your  communica- 
tion stating  that  you  have  been  requested  by  the  Medical 
Board  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  to  consult  me  as  to  the 
legality  of  employing  vi^'omen  who  are  not  graduates  in 
medicine  for  the  purpose  of  administering  anesthetics  at 
that  hospital.  You  further  say  that  ''this  has  become 
quite  the  custom  in  many  States,  inasmuch  as  better  service 
can  be  accomplished  by  employing  them  than  by  having 
graduates  in  medicine,"  and  desire  to  know  whether  such 
action  in  this  State  would  be  within  the  law. 

I  find  no  law  or  statute  in  this  State  covering  the  sub- 
ject of  your  inquiry,  witli  the  exception  of  the  various 
Acts  of  Assembly  regulating  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  and  providing  for  the  licensing  of  physicians  and 
surgeons  after  examination  by  the  Bureau  of  Medical 
Education  and  Licensure. 

It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  determine  whether  these 
non-graduate  anesthetists  are  "practicing  medicine  or  sur- 
gery or  any  of  its  branches"  within  the  meaning  of  said 
Acts  of  Asse»mbly.  If  they  are  so  practicing,  it  is,  of 
course,  necessary  for  them  first  to  obtain  a  license  from  the 
Bureau  of  Medical  Education  and  Licensure.  If  they  are 
not  so  practicing,  they  may  be  legally  employed. 

The  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  now  regulated 
b}'^  the  Act  of  June  3,  1911,  P.  L.  639,  as  amended  by  the 
Act  of  July  25,  1913,  P.  L.  1220,  the  amended  title  to 
which  gives  notice  that  it  is 

"An  Act  relating  to  the  right  to  practice  medicine 
and  surgery  in  the  iCommonwealth  of  Pennsylvania ; 
and  providing  a  Bureau  of  Medical  Education  and

Licensure  as  ti  Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction,  and  means  and  methods  whereby  the 
right  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  and  any  of  its 
branches  may  be  obtained,  and  exemptions  therefrom." 

And  the  conclusion  of  which  sets  forth, 

"It  being  intended  that  this  Act  shall  furnish  a  com- 
plete and  exclusive  system  in  itself  so  far  as  relates 
to  the  right  to  practice  medicine  and  surgery  in  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania." 

The  preamble  states : 

"Whereas,  the  safety  of  the  citizens  of  this  Com- 
monwealth is  endangered  by  incompetent  physicians 
and  surgeons,  and  a  due  regard  for  public  health  and 
the  preservation  of  human  life  demands  that  none 
but  competent  and  properly  qualified  physicians  and 
surgeons  shall  be  permitted  to  practice  their  pro- 
fession." 

It  is,  therefore,  enacted  by  Section  1  of  this  Act: 

"That  on  and  after  January  1,  1912,  it  shall  not 
be  lawful  for  any  person  in  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania to  engage  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery, or  to  hold  himself  or  herself  forth  as  a  practi- 
tioner in  medicine  and  surgery,  or  to  assume  the  title 
of  doctor  of  medicine  and  surgery,  or  doctor  of  any 
specific  disease,  or  to  diagnose  diseases,  or  to  treat 
diseases  by  the  use  of  medicines  and  surgery,  or  to 
sign  any  death  certificate,  or  hold  himself  or  herself 
forth  as  able  to  do  so,  excepting  those  hereinafter 
exempted,  unless  he  or  she  has  first  fulfilled  the  re- 
quirements of  this  Act  and  has  received  a  certificate 
of  licensure  from  the  Bureau  of  Medical  Education 
and  Licensure  created  by  this  Act,  which  license 
shall  be  properly  recorded  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction  at  Harrisburg." 

Dentists,  osteopathists  and  pharmacists,  and  U.  S.  Army, 
ISTavy  and  Marine  Hospital  service  ofilcors,  are  expressly 
exempted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  as  is  also  "any 
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one  while  actually  serving  as  a  nieniLer  of  the  resident 
medical  or  surgical  staff  of  any  legally  incorporated  or 
State  Hospital,  but  there  are  no  other  express  exemp- 
tions." 

By  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  1911,  as  amended  by  the 
Act  of  1913,  it  is  provided: 

''And,  further,  it  shall  be  the  dutj'  of  said  Bureau 
of  Medical  Education  and  Licensure,  at  its  discretion, 
to  examine  any  person  pretending  to  a  knowledge  of 
any  branch  or  branches  of  medicine'  or  surgery,  for 
the  purpose  of  establishing  regulation  and  State 
licensure.  For  this  purpose  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  Bureau  to  establish  such  oversight  of  the  in- 
struction and  teaching  of  the  schools  or  colleges  or 
individuals  so  pretending,  if  any  such  obtained,  as  is 
provided  for  in  this  Act  in  the  case  of  medical 
schools  and  colleges ;  and,  further,  they  shall  conduct 
.  such  limited  examinations  as  are  in  their  judgment 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  deteiinining  whether 
or  not  the  applicant  has  a  proper  degree  and  knowl- 
edge of  his  or  her  subject,  and  of  determining 
whether,  in  other  respects,  as  provided  for  in  this 
Act,  they  are  worthy  of  registration  and  State  licen- 
sure. For  the  purpose  of  conducting  such  examina- 
tions, the  Bureau  shall  have  the  privilege  of  calling 
to  its  aid  men  or  women  of  established  reputation  and 
known  ability  in  the  particular  pursuit  under  consid- 
eration, and  who  shall  be  compensated  for  their  ser- 
vices at  the  rate  of  not  more  than  ten  dollars  per 
day,  in  addition  to  all  incurred  expenses.  Reci- 
procity and  other  provisions,  as  provided  for  in  this 
Act  in  the  case,  of  doctors  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
may  be  established,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bureau, 
for  these  limited  practitioners." 

"Upon  the  requisite  degree  of  knowledge  and  the 
moral  character  of  the  applicant  being  established, 
as  above  provided  for,  and  on  the  payment  of  a  fee 
of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25),  the  Bureau  of  Medical 
Education  and  Licensure  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction  shall  forthwith  issue  a  State  certificate 
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to  the  applicant,  limited  to  the  practice  of  his  or  her 
pursuit  in  this  State,  this  fact  being  plainly  stated 
across  the  face  of  the  certificate.  Such  a  svstem  of 
special  licensure  being  once  established,  it  shall  there- 
after be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  prac- 
tice said  system  in  this  State  without  the  said  State 
certificate,  which  certificate  shall  be  revocable  by  the 
Bureau  of  Medical  Education  and  Licensure,  on  proof 
of  violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said 
Bureau;  and  on  proof  of  violation  of  this  provision 
of  this  Act,  the  holder  of  said  certificate  shall  be  liable 
to  all  the  penalties  provided  for  in  Section  1  of  this 
'Act  in  case  of  doctors  of  medicine  and  surgery.  A 
record  of  all  persons  so  licensed  shall  be  kept  in  the 
archives  of  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  shall  have  the  standing,  before  the  law,  of  any 
other  license  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Medical  Edu- 
cation and  Licensure." 

The  only  mention  in  these  Acts  of  anesthetists  is  in  Sec- 
tion 4  of  the  Act  of  1913  (P.  L.  1223),  where  it  is  pro- 
vided that  applicants  for  licensure  shall  furnish  to  the 
Bureau  proof  that  he  or  she  shall  have  completed  a  pre- 
scribed term  as  interne  in  a  hospital  which,  among  other 
requirements, 

"shall  maintain  a  department  of  anesthesia,  consist- 
ing of  one  or  more  anesthetists,  who  shall  have  super- 
vision over  all  the  anesthesia  given  in  the  institution, 
and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  instruct  all  interns  in 
the  administration  of  anesthetics.  IN'othing  in  this 
Act,  however,  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  hos- 
pitals employing,  on  salary,  graduate  internes  whose 
service  is  confined  exclusively  to  the  said  institution." 

It  is  true  that  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  June  14,  1911 
(P.  L.  931),  makes  it  unlawful 

"for  any  midwife,  nurse,  or  person,  other  than  a 
legally  qualified  physician,  to  attempt  to  administer 
an  anesthetic," 

and  to  do  certain  other  things  there  specified,  but  as  this 
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Act  is  merely  one  to  regulate  the  practice  of  midwifery 
in  Pennsylvania  and  to  prevent  nnqnalified  persons  from 
performing-  certain  ac^ts  in  relation  to  obstetrical  cases 
without  notifying  a  physician. 

The  statutes  above  referred  to  do  not  attempt  to  define 
or  explain  the  meaning  of  the  words  ''practicing  medicine 
and  surgery  in  any  of  its  branches,"  and  the  Pennsylvania 
cases  throw  little  light  upon  the  subject,  as  the  question 
you  ask  does  not  seem  to  have  ever  been  raised  or  passed 
upon  the  courts. 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Thompson,  10  Dis- 
trict Reports,  p.  634,  decided  in  1900,  Judge  Criswell,  in 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Venango  County,  in  de- 
ciding that  an  osteopathic  physician  did  not  come  within 
the  provisions  of  the  former  Act  "to  Eegulate  the  Practice 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery,"  held  that: 

'The  Act  of  May  IS,  1893,  Section  14,  P.  L.  94, 
is  a  penal  statute,  and  should  be  construed  to  prohibit 
any  one  who  has  not  complied  with  its  provisions 
from  entering  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  by  the 
use  of  drugs  or  medicines,  as  commonly  understood, 
or  from  entering  upon  the  practice  of  surgery  as  that 
word  is  commonly  used,  l^othing  further  was  con- 
templated by  the  Legislature." 

There  are  many  definitions  of  the  w^ords  "practicing 
medicine,"  or  "practicing  surgery,"  in  the  decisions  in 
other  States  arising  under  the  various  statutes  in  such 
States,  and  the  reasoning  of  the  Courts  in  these  decisions 
have  a  persuasive  force  w^hen  applied  in  construing  our 
own  laws,  but  these  decisions,  of  course,  are  not  necessarily 
binding  upon  the  Courts  of  this  State  should  the  question 
come  before  them  for  a  decision,  and  are  used  only  for  the 
purpose  of  analogy. 

Thus,  in  Underwood  vs.  Scott,  43  Kanasas  Reports,  p. 
Y14,  it  was  said  that : 

"The  practice  of  medicine  may  be  said  to  consist  in 
three  things:  First,  in  judging  the  nature,  character 
and  symptoms  of  the  disease;  second,  in  determining 
the  proper  remedy  for  the  disease ;  and,  third,  in  giv-

ing  or  prescribing  the  application  of  the  remedy  in 
the   disease." 

And  in  People  vs.  Blue  Mountain  Joe,  129  111.  370,  it 
was  held : 

"The  practice  of  medicine  includes  the  application 
of  the  knowledge  of  medicine,  of  disease,  and  of  the 
loss  of  health.  Thus  the  Act  entitled  'To  regulate  the 
practice  of  medicine'  is  sufficiently  broad  and  compre- 
hensive to  include  within  its  scope  the  entire  range 
of  practice  of  the  medical  profession." 

And  the  Courts  of  Rhode  Island  have  decided  that : 

"The  'practice  of  medicine/  as  ordinarily  or  popu- 
larly understood,  has  relation  to  the  art  of  preventing, 
curing,  or  alleviating  disease  or  pain.  It  rests  largely 
in  the  sciences  of  anatomy,  physiology,  and  hygiene. 
It  requires  a  knowledge  of  disease,  its  origin,  its  an- 
atomical and  physiological  features,  and  its  causative 
relations;  and,  further,  it  requires  a  knowledge  of 
drugs,  their  preparation  and  action.  Popularly,  it 
consists  in  the  discovery  of  the  cause  and  nature  of 
disease,  and  the  administration  of  remedies  or  the 
prescribing  of  treatment  therefor.  Prayer  for  those 
suffering  from  disease,  or  words  of  encouragement, 
"^or  the  teaching  that  disease  will  disappear  and  physi- 
cal perfection  be  attained  as  a  result  of  prayer,  or  that 
humanity  will  be  brought  into  harmony  with  God  by 
right  thinking  and  the  fixed  determination  to  look 
on  the  bright  side  of  life,  does  not  constitute  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  in  the  popular  sense.  The  term  'prac- 
tice of  medicine,'  as  used  in  Gen.  Laws,  c.  165,  Sec- 
tion 2,  making  it  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage 
in  the  practice  of  medicine  without  registering  his 
authority,  should  be  construed  in  its  popular  sense. 
State  vs.  Mylod,  40  AtL  753,  755,  20  R.  I.  G32,  41 
L.  R.  A.  428." 

In  Stewart  vs.  Rab,  55  Minn.  20,  it  was  held  that: 

"The  words  'practice  of  medicine,'  as  used  in  Gen. 
Laws,  1883,  c.  125,  enacted  to  regulate  the  practice 
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of  medicine,  etc.,  are  used  in  the  broad  and  popular 
sense  in  which  thev  are  generally  nnderstood  and  ap- 
plied, and  mean  the  practice  of  the  profession  in  all 
of  its  branches." 

And  in  ]\ratthew  vs.  Woolev,  GOO  111.  App.  054,  the  term 
"practice  of  medicine,"  within  the  meanins;  of  the  Illinois 
Law  entitled  "31edicine  and  Surgery,"  applies  to  any  per- 
son wlio  treats,  operates  on  or  prescribes  for  any  ph}-sical 
ailment. 

By  the  definition  in  Bouvier's  Law  Dictionary, 

"the  practice  of  medicine  includes  the  application 
and  use  of  medicines  and  drugs  for  the  purpose  of 
curing,  mitigating  or  alleviating  bodily  diseases," 

and  the 

"practice  of  surgery  is  limited  to  manual  operations 
usually  performed  by  surgical  instruments  or  appli- 
ances." 

In  Territory  vs.  Xewman,  a  Xew  Mexico  case,  in  1905 
(79  Pacific  Reporter,  706),  it  states: 

"  The  practice  of  medicine'  *  '^  *  means  (1) 
to  open  an  office  for  the  practice  of  medicine;  or  (2) 
to  announce  to  the  public  or  to  any  individual  in  any 
way  a  desire  or  willingness  or  readiness  to  treat  the 
sick  or  afHicted,  or  investigate  or  diagnose,  or  offer 
to  investigate  or  diagnose,  any  physical  or  medical 
ailment  or  disease  of  any  person;  or  (3)  to  suggest, 
recommend,  prescribe,  or  direct  for  the  use  of  any 
person  any  drugs,  medicine,  appliance,  or  other 
agency,  whether  material  or  not,  for  the  use,  relief, 
or  palliation  of  any  ailment  or  disease  of  the  mind 
or  body,  or  the  cure  or  relief  of  any  wound,  fracture 
or  bodily  injury  or  deformity,  after  having  received 
or  with  the  intent  to  receive  therefor,  either  directly 
or  indirectly,  any  bonus,  gift,  or  compensation." 

In  State  Electro-^Iedical  Inst.  vs.  State,  74  Xebr.  Bep. 
40,  it  is  said  that: 

"the  intent  of  a  statute  in  compelling  a  license  to 
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practice  medicine  is  that  one  who  undertakes  to  judge 
the  nature  of  disease  and  the  determination  of  the 
remedy  therefor  must  have  the  personal  qualifications 
prescribed  by  statute." 

The  law  on  the  subject,  as  gathered  from  the  decisions 
in  the  several  States,  is  summarized  in  Vol.  30,  Cycl.  of 
Laws  and  Procedure,  at  page  1561: 

"In  the  absence  of  a  statutory  definition  of  what 
acts  shall  constitute  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  the  words  'medicine  and  surgery'  and  'prac- 
tice of  medicine  and  surgery'  are  usually  taken  to 
have  a  meaning  in  their  ordinary  sense.  Medicine, 
in  the  popular  sense,  is  a  remedial  substance;  some- 
thing which  is  administered,  either  internally  or  ex- 
ternally, in  the  treatment  of  disease  or  the  relief  of 
sickness.  The  practice  of  medicine,  as  ordinarily 
or  popularly  understood,  has  relation  to  the  art  of 
preventing,  curing,  or  alleviating  disease  or  pain.  Nor 
is  it  necessary  for  one  to  profess  to  practice  generally 
either  as  a  physician  or  surgeon  to  bring  him  within 
the  operation  of  the  statute,  but  it  extends  to  any  one 
engaging  in  practice  in  a  distinct  department  of  either 
profession." 

And  the  general  principle  of  construction  applied  to 
such  statutes  is  stated  by  Judge  Endlich,  in  his  work  on 
Interpretation  of  Statutes,  page  454  (quoted  by  the  Court 
in  Commonwealth  vs.  Gibson,  7  Penna.  Dist  Reports, 
SS6),  to  be: 

"The  meaning  of  the  rule  is,  that  Acts  of  this  kind 
are  not  to  be  regarded  as  including  anything  which 
is  not  within  their  letter  as  well  as  their  spirit,  which 
is  not  clearly  and  intelligently  described  in  the  very 
words  of  the  statute,  as  well  as  manifestly  intended 
by  the  Legislature.  That  is,  the  rule  of  strict  con- 
struction requires  that  the  language  shall  be  so  con- 
strued that  no  cases  shall  be  held  to  fall  within  it 
which  do  not  fall  both  within  the  reasonable  meaning 
of  its  terms  and  within  the  spirit  and  scope  of  the 
'  enactment." 
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The  question  is  by  no  means  free  from  doubt,  but,  in 
the  absence  of  any  decision  of  our  courts  to  the  contrary, 
and  in  view  of  the  decision  cited  above,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  single  act  of  administering  the  anesthetic 
under  the  charge  and  direction  of  the  regularly  licensed 
physicians  of  your  Hosf)ital  is  not  engaging  in  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  or  surgery  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statutes. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  Section  6  of 
the  Act  of  June  3,  1911  (as  amended  by  Section  5  of  the 
Act  of  July  25,  1913),  gives  the  Bureau  of  Medical  Edu- 
cation and  Licensure  the  power,  at  its  discretion,  to  ex- 
amine and  grant  certificates  to 

"any  person  pretending  to  a  knowledge  of  any  branch 
or  branches  of  anedicine  or  surgery," 

and  provides  (as  hereinbefore  set  forth  at  length),  that 

"such  a  system  of  special  licensure  being  once  es- 
tablished, it  shall  thereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  per- 
son or  persons  to  practice  said  system  in  this  State 
without  the  said  State  certificate." 

I  would  suggest  that  you  ascertain  from  the  Bureau  of 
Medical  Education  and  Licensure  whether  they  have  ever 
established  a  system  of  special  licensure  for  persons  such 
as  you  refer  to  in  your  letter.  If  they  have  done  so,  and 
provided  for  the  special  licensing  of  anesthetists,  I  would 
advise  that  only  those  bearing  such  special  license  be  em- 
ployed. In  the  absence  of  such  action  by  the  Bureau,  the 
employment  of  the  persons  referred  to  would,  in  my 
opinion,  be  within  the  law.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  recent  letters,  in  wliicb 
yon  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  the  rights  of  the  Bureau 
of  Highwaj^s  relative  to  the  removal  of  an  obstruction 
placed  in  the  bed  of  old  JMcCallum  street,  I  advise: 

It  appears  from  reports  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of '  Surveys  and  the  District  Surveyor,  submitted  to  me 
through  your  Department,  that  old  McCallum  street  has 
been  continuously  used  as  a  public  highway  since  1890, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  that  year ,  a  new  street 
known  as  McCallum  street  was  plotted  within  different 
lines  from  the  old  highway,  and  notwithstanding  the 
further  fact  that  in  1'901.  when  a  revision  of  the  lines  and 
grades  of  highways  in  this  section  of  Germantown  was 
made,  old  McCallum  street  was  stricken  from  the  'City 
plan. 

Because  of  the  information  furnished  me  through  the 
Survey  Bureau  as  to  the  continuous  user  of  the  bed  of 
old  McCallum  street  by  the  general  public  and  by  the 
municipalit}",  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  highway  known 
as  old  McCallum  street  is  charged  with  an  easement  for 
highway  purposes,  and  that  aljutting  owners  have  no  right 
to  close  the  street  or  to  place  obstructions  within  the  bed 
thereof. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  would  therefore 
be  acting  within  his  lawful  authority  in  directing  the  re- 
moval of  the  obstruction  by  the  abutting  property  owners ; 
and,  in  the  event  that  the  obstruction  be  not  removed  by 
the  property  owners,  in  causing  the  same  to  be  done  by 
agents  of  the  City,

Dear  Sir  :- — I  have  your  letter  of  tlie  24tli  iiist.,  stating 
that  proposals  have  been  received  by  you  for  furnishing 
electric  dock  hoists  under  alternative  specifications,  the 
lowest  bidder  being  the  American  Engineering  Company 
at  $1,390,  and  two  others  bidding  respectively  $1,412  and 
$1,420.  You  further  state  that  the  use  of  these  hoists  is 
experimental,  and  that  in  the  future  the  'City  will  prob- 
ably be  called  uj^on  to  buy  them  in  larger  quantities ;  that 
therefore  you  think  it  wise  to  take  two  hoists  from  the  low 
bidder  and  one  each  from  the  other  two  bidders,  so  as  to 
have  an  opportunity  of  trying  out  the  three  makes  in  actual 
practice  before  buying  on  a  larger  scale.  You  ask  whether 
there  is  any  legal  objection  to  your  awarding  the  contracts 
in  that  way. 

I  think  the  matter  rests  very  largely  in  your  discretion. 
If  deemed  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  to  award  the 
contracts  in  the  manner  proposed,  I  believe  this  may  be 
done.  Should  your  action  in  the  matter  be  questioned, 
however,  the  burden  would  doubtless  rest  upon  3^ou  to  show 
a  proper  and  legitimate  reason  for  not  buying  from  the 
lowest  bidder.

Paving  of  Streets  Occupied  by  'Car  Trades. 
Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  and  Street  Cleaning,  approved  by 
you,  referring  to  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  this  State  to  the  effect  that  owners  of  property  could 
not  be  assessed  for  original  pavement  on  streets  occupied 
by  certain  street  car  tracks,  and  inquiring  whether  this 
decision  applies  to  all  the  streets  occupied  by  the  tracks 
of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  what 
procedure  must  be  followed  in  having  such  streets  paved. 

The  decision  referred  to  is  doubtless  that  in  the  cases 
of  City  of  Philadelphia  to  Use  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia, 
Trustee,  in  which  the  decision  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
]Sro.  4  was  affirmed.  This  decision  does  not  apply  to  all 
the  streets  occupied  by  the  tracks  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  but  only  to  those  occupied  by  the  tracks 
of  the  old  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company,  one  of  the 
underlying  companies  which  is  now  operated  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company.  The  Union  Passenger 
Railway  Company  differs  from  the  other  companies  now 
forming  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  sys- 
tem in  that  by  its  charter,  conferred  by  Act  of  Assembly 
of  April  8,  1864:  (P.  L.  297),  it  was  ^required  to  be  "at 
the  entire  cost  and  expense  of  paving,  repairing  and  re- 
paving  that  may  be  necessary  upon  any  street  where  the 
track  of  said  company  may  be  laid."  This  charter  obli- 
gation compelled  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  original  paving  in  the  streets  upon 
which  it  operated,  and  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  was  in  substance  that  the  'City  of  Philadelphia,  un- 
der the  agreement  of  July  1,  1907,  had  succeeded  to  this 
liability  because  of  the  stipulation  in'  that  contract  that 
certain  annual  payments  should  be  made  to  the  City  by 
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the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  in  commuta- 
tion of  all  requirements  upon  it  or  its  underlying  com- 
panies, among  other  things,  to  pave  the  streets.  There- 
fore the  o\vner  of  abutting  property  cannot  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  cost  of  such  paving. 

It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  decision  only  affects  those 
streets  on  which  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company 
was  authorized  to  operate  its  line  of  cars.

Placing  Feehle-Minded  Children  in  Institntion  out  of 

State.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  yonr  letter  of  Feoriiarv 
27tli  in  reference  to  appropriation  for  the  support  of 
feeble-minded  children  at  the  Pennsylvania  Training 
School  for  Feeble  Minded  at  Elwpi,  or  elsewhere,  amount- 
ing to  $30,000. 

You  state  that  it  has  been  the  custom  of  your  Depart- 
ment to  board  children  within  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
paying  for  them  out  of  this  item ;  that  at  present  the  insti- 
tution at  Elwyn  can  accept  no  more  girls  and  you  find 
it  practically  impossible  to  find  places  outside  the  Alms- 
house for  many  that  are  proper  charges  on  you.  You 
ask  whether  it  is  practicable  and  proper  to  board  some  of 
these  children  in  a  neighboring  State,  as  the  Training 
School  for  Feeble  Minded  at  Vineland,  IST.  J.,  might  be 
willing  to  take  a  few  if  you  were  authorized  to  "commit" 
them. 

The  appropriation  being  iov  the  support  of  feeble- 
minded children  at  Elwyn  Training  School  ''or  elsewhere." 
it  is  sufficiently  broad  to  authorize  the  boarding  of  children 
at  the  Training  School  for  Feeble  Minded  at  Vineland, 
]Sr.  J.,  and  I  think  there  is  no  valid  objection  to  this  course. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  you  should  be  specifically  author- 
ized to  commit  these  children  to  that  institution,  since  they 
have  already  been  committed  to  the  care  of  your  Depart- 
ment, leaving  it  open  to  you  to  place  them  at  your  discre- 
tion.

Segregation  of   Unattended  Females  at  Slaving  Picture 

Slioirs.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  February 
27tli,  enclosing  a  clipping  from  a  newspaper,  with  respect 
to  the  separation  of  the  sexes  in  moAung  picture  parlors, 
and  stating  that  many  complaints  have  been  received  of 
insults  offered  young  women  while  the  room  is  darkened, 
and  inquiring  whether  it  would  be  permissible  to  require 
the  ''segregation  of  unattended  females"  in  order  to  avoid 
the  opportunities  for  subjecting  them  to  such  insults. 

The  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  theatres,  theatrical 
performances,  moving  pictures,  and  the  like  public  amuse- 
ments does  not  seem  to  have  recognized  the  specific  kind 
of  breaches  of  morality  to  which  you  refer.  In  the  main 
that  legislation  has  been  either  of  a  character  to  assure 
the  physical  safety  of  those  attending  such  amusements, 
as,  for  instance,  the  Building  Laws  of  Mav  5,  1899  (P. 
L.  217);  June  5.  1901  (P.^L.  469),  and' June  9,  1911 
(P.  L.  71()),  as  well  as  the  ordinance  of  February  28, 
1908,  p.  2(j,  regulating  moving  picture  establishments;  or 
if  the  questions  of  morality  and  decency  are  touched  upon 
at  all,  the  statutes  have  sought  to  prevent  the  breach 
thereof  through  the  impropriety  of  the  performance  rather 
than  by  regulating  the  conduct  of  the  audience.  Thus  the 
Act  of  April  13,  1911  (P.  L.  04),  makes  it  a  criminal  of- 
fence to  present  sacrilegious,  immoral,  or  indecent  plays 
or  performances,  and  the  recent  Act  of  jMay  20,  1918 
(P.  L.  234),  Section  16,  provides  that: 

"The  proper  municipal  officejrs  shall  have  full 
power  to  inquire  into  any  immoral  tendencies,  or 
any  other  matters  or  things  unlawful  or  hurtful  to 
the  public  at  large,  that  may  be  charged,  in  writing, 
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as  being  the  purpose  of  such  exhibition,  performance 
or  entertainment;  and  shall  further,  if  said  charges 
are  proven  to  be  true  (after  notice  to  all  the  parties 
in  interest),  forbid  such  exhibitions,  performances 
or  entertainments;  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have 
full  power  to  direct  the  proper  officers  to  close  the 
said  places  of  amusement,  building  or  buildings,  tents 
or  enclosures,  in  which  said  exhibitions,  performances 
or  entertainments  are  intended  to  be  held,  and  pre- 
vent the  entrance  of  any  person  or  persons  except 
the  owner  or  owners,  or  lessee  or.  lessees,  of  said  place 
of  amusement,  building  or  buildings,  tents  or  en- 
closures." 

It  will  be  observed  that  it  is  the  "immoral  tendencies 
or  other  matters  unlawful  or  hurtful  to  the  public  at 
large,"  as  being  the  purpose  of  the  exhibition,  perform- 
ance, or  entertainment,  that  is  made  subject  to  censorship,, 
and  rejection  by  this  section  of  the  statute.  This  lan- 
guage would  n©t  be  broad  enough  of  itself  to  authorize  the 
regulation  of  the  auditorium  so  as  to  provide  for  the 
separation  into  sections  for  men  and  women. 

The  Act  of  May  22,  1879  (P.  L.  73),  proceeded  upon 
similar  lines.  The  power  given  by  that  Act  to  the  Mayor 
to  inquire  into  the  morality  and  propriety  of  entertain- 
ments offered  to  the  public  would  not,  if  it  alone  were 
looked  to,  extend  so  far  as  to  authorize  such  a  regulation 
as  you  li^ve  in  view,  although  in  Stedman's  Appeal,  14 
Philada.  376,  the  Act  of  1879  was  interpreted  as  vesting 
in  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  City  very  wide  dis- 
cretionary power. 

In  the  case  of  Theatre  Co.  vs.  Weaver,  15  Dist.  Txep. 
794,  the  entire  subject  covering  the  regulation  of  theatrical 
and  other  like  performances  was  discussed  by  Judge  Sulz- 
berger of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  'No.  2,  of  this  City, 
who  treated  the  question  there  raised  broadly  and  with 
much  force.  That  Judge  held  that  above  and  apart  from 
statutory  powers  in  the  matter,  the  Mayor,  from  the  very 
nature  of  his  office,  was  vested  with  all  the  power  to  con- 
serve the  safety,  well-being,  and  morality  of  the  public, 
aaid  for  that  end  to  exercise  supervisory  control  over 
places  of  public  amusement. 
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The  evil  of  which  you  speak  is  sufficiently  obvious  and 
far-reaching  to  demand  remedial  measures  for  its  pre- 
vention. I  do  not  doubt  that  the  City  Government  as  a 
whole  is  vested  with  authority  to  provide  the  necessary 
regulations  for  its  abatement.  "While  under  the  doctrine 
enunciated  by  Judge  Sulzberger  in  the  case  noted  these 
measures  might  be  taken  by  executive  action  alone,  I 
would  recommend  that  in  order  to  avoid  any  question  as 
to  the  authority  of  your  Department  or  of  the  Mayor  in 
the  matter,  that  the  subject  should  be  presented  to  Coun- 
cils and  an  ordinance  adopted  providing  such  rules  and 
regulations  so  that  the  desired  result  may  be  attained.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water,  approved  by  you,  stating  that  in  the 
offices  of  that  Bureau  a  large  amount  of  material  bearing 
on  matters  of  only  routine  importance  has  collected  in  the 
course  of  years,  its  bulk  reaching  such  proportion  that  it 
would  be  desirable,  in  order  to  economize  space,  to  dis- 
pose of  so  much  of  it  as  is  no  longer  of  possible  value. 
Inquiry  is  made  whether  "such  matters  become  outlawed 
after  a  certain  time,  and  if  so  what  the  outlaw  period  may 
be."  Also  whether  "we  would  be  justified  in  destroying 
such  records,  provided  they  arc  not  needed  for  Water 
Bureau  records  as  such." 

There  is  no  particular  period  when  papers  of  this  char- 
acter can  be  said  to  be  "outlawed."     Whether  they  should 
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be  preserved  depends  very  greatly  upon  the  discretion  of 
the  head  of  the  Department.  Of  course*  many  papers  of 
aljsohitely  no  value  will  accumulate  in  the  lapse  of  time 
so  as  to  be  a  serious  detriment  to  the  business  of  the  De- 
partment or  Bureau,  and  these  might  be  from  time  to 
time'  destroyed  or  disposed  of  if  not  needed  and  of  no  pos- 
sible use.  In  the  circumstances  stated,  I  think  it  would 
be  a  wise  course  to  have  an  ordinance  or  resolution  passed 
authorizing  this  method  to  be  followed.

In  re  Contract  for  Construction  of  Tug  Boat. 

Geoege  W.  N^oeeis,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries. 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  3d  inst., 
in  respect  to  contract  for  construction  of  a  tug  boat,  in 
which  it  is  j^rovided  that  the  vessel  should  be  completed 
on  or  before  the  expiration  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150) 
days  from  date  of  notice  to  commence  the  work,  and  that 
if  the  said  work  be  not  completed  within  the  time  specified, 
it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  ($25)  per  day  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
due  the  contractor  for  each  and  every  day  the  said  work 
shall  remain  incomplete  or  unfinished  after  the  said  time, 
not  as  a  penalty,  but  as  ascertained  and  liquidated  dam- 
ages, which  sum  so  deducted  shall  remain  the  property 
of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part.  Similar  provision  is 
repeated  in  the  specifications,  with  the  exception  that  Sun- 
days and  legal  holidays  are  to  be  deducted  from  the  time 
stipulated  for  completion,  and  with  other  verbal,  but  not 
important,  differences.     You  state  that  notice  was  sent  to 
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tlie  contractor  under  date  of  April  1."),  101:1,  "which  would 
make  the  specified  time  of  completion  Septemher  12,  1913." 

This  calculation  does  not  appear  to  allow  for  Sundays 
and  State  holidays,  which  are  sj)ecitieally  provided  to  be 
excluded  under  the  terms  of  the  specifications.  You  state 
that  work  upon  the  vessel  was  greatly  delayed  during  last 
season,  notwithstanding  many  protests,  and  that  the  con- 
ttractors  advised  you  under  date  of  March  2d  that  during 
the  storm  of  the  1st  the  boat  sunk  alongside  of  their  wharf 
in  Jersey  City;  that  this  will  entail  a  delay  of  many 
weeks,  and  will  practically  necessitate  the  hire  of  a  tug 
by  the  Department  in  order  to  take  the  place  of  the  tug 
contracted  for,  and  permit  the  work  on  the  dredging  plant 
to  proceed. 

You  inquire  whether  the  above  recited  provision  is  a 
legally  binding  one,  and  whether  under  it  you  can  retain 
from  such  payments  as  may  be  due  the  contractor  a  suffici- 
ent sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  the  sum  total  of  the  for- 
feiture now  due  under  the  contract  to  pay  for  the  ser- 
vices of  a  hired  tug  boat  until  the  tug  is  delivered  to  you. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  the  provision  of  the  contract  is  a 
legally  binding  one.  Unless  the  City  is  itself  in  some  fault 
in  preventing  the  completion  and  delivery  of  the  boat,  the 
sum  provided  for  in  the  contract  may  justly  be  deducted 
from  the  contractors  in  accordance  with  the  terms  stipu- 
lated, and  being  so  deducted  the  contractors  would  have 
no  right  to  question  the  use  of  the  money  in  hiring  another 
tug  boat,  or  in  such  manner  as  the  City  may  choose.

iGentle^ien  : — As  a  consequence  of  the  suit  now  pend- 
ing in  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2,  in  which  you  are  de- 
fendants, and  the  numerous  other  suits  which  have  grown 
out  of  the  situation  created  by  certain  parts  of  the  annual 
appropriation  ordinance  tO'  the  Depaijtment  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities  and  the  omission  of  your  Honor- 
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able  Bodies  to  organize  and  make  provision  for  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  the  Division  of  Housing  and  vSanitation^ 
which  is  provided  for  cities  of  the  first  class  by  the  Act 
of  July  22,  1913,  a  condition  has  arisen  which  I  believe 
justifies  and  requires  nie,  as  Law  Ofhcer  of  the  City,  to 
address  your  Honorable  Bodies  upon  what  I  conceive  to 
be  of  the  nature  of  that  Act  and  the  character  of  your 
duties  under  it. 

The  Act  of  1913  provides 

'that  there  shall  be  in  cities  of  the  first  class  a  Divis- 
ion of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  attached  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  and  Charities," 

and  confides  to  the  Division 

"jurisdiction  over  all  matters  coming  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act  and  all  laws,  ordinances  and  the 
regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  any  way  affect- 
ing or  regulating  the  housing,  occupancy,  sanitation 
or  maintenance  of  all  buildings  and  grounds  surround- 
ing the  same  and  all  vacant  lands  mentioned  in  this 
Act." 

The  second  section  roughly  outlines  the  organization 
of  the  Division  and  provides  for  certain  positions  in  it. 

These  provisions  are  mandatory,  not  only  by  reason  of 
their  inherent  character  and  the  right  of  the  Legislature 
to  create  administrative  divisions  in  municipalities  and 
to  change  those  already  in  existence,  but  also  because  in 
the  fourth  section  it  is  provided  that 

"whenever  in  this  Act  the  word  'shall'  is  used,  it 
shall  be  taken  to  be  mandatory  and  not  directory." 

The  last  sentence  of  the  second  section,  therefore,  which 
reads : 

'the  City  Councils,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor 
shall  fix  their  respective  salaries," 

together  with  the  general  obligation  of  the  municipal  leg- 
islature to  carry  out  and  put  into  operation  Acts  of  As- 
sembly relating  to  the  City,  makes  it  clearly  your  duty 
to  organize  the  new  Division. 
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While  no  provision  is  made  in  the  Act  respecting  the 
time  within  which  you  must  organize  the  Division,  the 
usual  interpretation  of  statutes  which  are  mandatory  in 
character,  without  defining  the  time  in  which  the  things 
commanded  are  to  be  performed,  is  that  they  must  be  done 
within  a  reasonable  time,  and  this  would  require  your 
Honorable  Bodies  to  enact  the  necessary  legislation  to 
organize  and  put  into  operation  the  Division  of  Housing 
and  Sanitation.  You  could  not  be  expected  to  do  this  be- 
tween the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  and  the  end  of 
the  year  I'D  13,  but,  as  before  the  expiration  of  that  year, 
you  faced  the  problem  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  the 
City  for  the  coming  year,  I  believe  that  you  were  then 
legally  bound  to  provide  for  the  conduct  of  the  'City's 
business  in  respect  to  the  matters  confided  to  the  juris- 
diction of  the  new  Division  by  making  appropriations  to 
it  rather  than  in  accordance  with  the  system  formely  in 
operation. 

It  is  true  that  the  Legislature  has  vested  in  your  Hon- 
orable Bodies  a  wide  discreation  in  organizing  the  Division 
and  fixing  the  salaries  of  all  but  one  of  the  positions  in  it, 
but  this  discretion  does  not  justify  a  refusal  to  recognize 
the  legislative  command ;  nor  would  it  authorize  you  to 
fix  the  salaries  at  so  unreasonably  low  a  figure  as  to  show 
an  abuse  of  your  discretion,  rather  than  a  bona  fide  ex- 
ercise of  it. 

As  a  result  of  your  omission  to  organize  the  Division, 
and  of  the  passage  by  your  Honoral^le  Bodies  of  the  an- 
nual appropriation  ordinance  in  the  old  form,  the  pay  of 
all  the  employees  of  the  City  connected  with  sanitary  in- 
spection has  been  held  up  by  a  decision  of  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  ^^To.  5 ;  and,  though  the  City  is  receiving  the 
services  of  these  employees,  they  are  working  upon  the 
credit  of  the  City  and  rendering  services  for  which  they 
cannot  legally  recover  just  compensation  if  the  decision 
of  this  Court  is  sustained  and  the  City  does  not  recognize, 
by  ordinance,  the  moral  obligation  to  pay  them. 

At  all  events,  persons  who  are  dependent  upon  regular 
and  prompt  compensation  for  their  labor  are  not  being 
paid  promptly  and  regularly. 
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The  riiilit  of  a  taxpayer  to  interfere  with  the  payment 
of  these  employees  by  the  City  out  of  the  items  in  the 
annual  appropriation  ordinance  is  now  before  the  Su- 
preme Court  on  appeal  from  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
Xo.  5.  The  decision  of  this  question,  however,  will  prob- 
ably not  tinallv  settle  vour  obligations  under  the  Act  of 
1913. 

AYith  respect  to  the  mandamus  suit  brought  by  Mr. 
Molitor,  who  was  appointed  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Hous- 
ing and  Sanitation,  against  your  Honorable  Bodies,  in 
*  Court  of  Common  Pleas  l^o.  2,  while  there  may  be  ground 
to  defend  this  action  upon  the  technicality  that  Mr.  Molitor 
has  not  sufficient  legal  interest  to  maintain  it,  yet  should 
a  new  suit  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
on  the  relation  of  the  Attorney  General  or  of  the  District 
Attorney,  I  believe  there  would  be  no  defence  to  the  action 
and  that  your  Honorable  Bodies  would  l)e  compelled  to 
organize  the  Division,  fix  the  salaries  of  the  employees  in 
it  and  make  the  necessary  apj)ropriations — and  it  is  by 
no  means  certain  that  such  may  not  be  the  result  of  the 
present   suit. 

As  this  is  the  view  which  I  take  of  the  law  relating  to 
this  subject,  I  believe  it  is  my  duty  to  communicate  it  to 
you,  in  order  that  you  may  be  cognizant  of  your  duties 
in  the  premises,  and  may  avoid,  if  your  Honorable  Bodies 
see  fit,  the  application  of  judicial  process  to  direct  your 
ofiicial  action.  While  minds  may  differ  upon  the  neces- 
sity for  a  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  with  its 
accompanying  increase  in  municipal  expenditure,  it  is  not 
the  function  of  the  municipality  or  any  of  its  officers  to 
question  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature.  Tf  it  is  an  unde- 
sirable statute,  the  remedy  is  by  making  application  for  its 
repeal  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature,  but  as  long  as 
it  remains  upon  the  statute  books,  it  is  the  law  of  the  land 

and  must  l)e  obeved.

Deae,  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
March  4tli,  requesting  my  opinion  upon  the  proposed  trans- 
fer to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  of 
the  moneys  appropriated  to  the  City  'Commissioners  for 
the  support  of  insane  patients  in  City  hospitals.  The  pa- 
tients committed  to  State  hospitals  may  be  roughly  divided 
into  two  classes^ — those  committed  by  order  of  Court  and 
those  committed  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities  without  order  of  Court.  In  the  case  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Hospital  at  l^orristown  against  the 
County  Commissioners  to  compel  the  defendants  to  pay 
the  hospital  for  the  maintenance  of  persons  committed  by 
order  of  the  Director  out  of  the  appropriation  to  them, 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  jSTo.  1  decided  that  the  'City  Com- 
missioners were  not  chargeable  with  the  duty  of  auditing 
and  paying  the  moneys  in  discharging  municipal  obliga- 
tions, because  they  were  county  officers  and  could  not  be 
compelled  to  perform  strictly  municipal  functions.  In 
conclusion  the  Court  said : 

"As  the  result  we  have  reached  will  require  an  ap- 
propriation to  be  made  to  the  proper  Department  of 
the  City  Government  to  pay  the  bill  in  question,  it 
may  not  be  out  of  place  to  suggest  that  there  ap- 
pears to  us  to  be  no  need  of  having  the  bills  paid  by 
the  City  Commissioners  for  those  persons  committed 
by  the  'Court,  and  another  Department  pay  for  those 
transferred  by  the  Director  of  Health  and  Charities, 
as  it  is  no  more  the  duty  of  the  defendants  to  pay 
the  one  than  the  other." 

This  is  a  suggestion  that  proper  provision  be  made  for  the 
payment  of  all  the  obligations  of  the  City  to  State  hos- 
pitals by  one  Department  of  the  municipality  rather  than 
by  the  City  Commissioners.     Since  the  rendition  of  this 
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opinion  I  have  received  a  connnunieation  from  Messrs. 
Simpson,  Brown  &  Williams,  the  counsel  for  the  City 
Commissioners,  in  which  they  say: 

"We  trust  that  the  Law  Department  of  the  City 
will  acquiesce  in  this  suggestion,  and  that  thereafter 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  may 
attend  to  the  payment  of  all  these  bills." 

To  pay  one  class  of  bills  through  one  Department  and 
another  through  a  second  might  result  in  considerable  con- 
fusion and  delay  in  the  discharge  of  the  City's  obliga- 
tions, and  I  see  no  objection  to  the  ordinance  in  question, 
as  it  simplifies,  particularly  as  the  iCity  Commissioners 
are  apparently  in  accord  with  the  view  expressed  by  their 
•counsel  and  by  the  Court.

Excess   in   Appropriations   for   Principal    on   Sinking 
Fund  Loans. 

JoHx  M.  WALTO]sr_,  Esq.. 

City  Controller. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  ^Mareh  2d,  transmit- 
ting at  the  request  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners 
a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Commissioners,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  this  Department  of  its  legality,  which  recites 
by  way  of  preamble  that  there  is  an  excess  of  $407,140.63 
in  the  appropriation  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  for  principal  on  Sinking  Fund  loans  in  1914  over 
the  amount  required  as  determined  by  detailed  calculations 
oi  the  City  Controller,  based  on  three  and  one-half  per 
■cent,  earnings,  whereas  the  actual  earnings  are  three  and 
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seventv-eiglit  one  liundredtlis  per  cent,  per  annum,  which 
percentage  is  increasing,  and  that  there  is  a  surphis  in 
the  Sinking  Fund  of  $1,251,854.70  as  of  December  31^ 
1913,  and  that  further  detailed  calculations  of  the  City 
Controller  discloses  "that  the  present  reserve  required  for 
meeting  funded  debt  at  maturity,  based  upon  Sinking  Fund 
investments  earning  three  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  an- 
num, is  over  $1,250,000  more  than  the  amount  required." 
For  these  reasons  it  was  resolved  that  the  City  Controller 
be  authorized  to  certify  to  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
City  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  draw  quarterly  warrants 
for  pajTiients  to  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
on  account  of  principal  of  existing  loans  for  1914  that  will 
amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $2,663,296,62  instead  of  $3,- 
070,437.25,  which  will  leave  an  excess  of  $407,140.63 
availal)]e  for  transfer  by  City  Councils  for  other  purposes. 

In  the  present  financial  condition  of  the  City,  with  the 
many  and  increasing  drains  upon  the  municipal  income, 
it  is  highly  desirable  that  every  source  of  available  revenue 
sliould  ])e  utilized  for  meeting  the  demands  upon  its  funds 
which  the  City  is  compelled  to  discharge,  and  I  approach 
the  consideration  of  this  matter  with  every  disposition  to 
concur  in  the  suggestion  which  the  resolution  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commissioners  embodies. 

The  legal  aspect  of  the  matter  is  as  follows :  The  City 
in  incurring  indebtedness  is  required  to  establish  a  Sink- 
ing Fund  for  its  discharge  and  to  levy  a  tax  commencing 
the  first  year  after  the  incurring  or  increase  of  its  debt,  so 
that  the  Sinking  Fund  requirements  may  be  met  and  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  debt  paid  in  thirty  years.  As 
originally  provided  by  the  Acts  of  April  20,  1874  (P.  L. 
65),  and  June  9,  1891  (P.  L.  252),  the  annual  tax  for 
this  purpose  was  fixed  at  an  amount  "equal  to  at  least 
eight  per  centum"  of  the  indebtedness,  and  in  the  case  of 
Bruce  vs.  Pittsburgh,  165  Pa.  152,  it  was  decided  that  an 
ordinance  which  provided  for  an  increase  of  debt  and 
which  did  not  levy  a  tax  equal  to  eight  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  thereof  for  Sinking  Fund  uses  was  invalid  and 
void.  Subsequently  by  Act'of  May  11,  1897  (P.  L.  53), 
this  legal  requirement  was  so  altered  that  a  city  or  other 
municipal  corporation  was  empowered  to  borrow  money 
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if  it  eontemporaiieoiislj  ''levy  an  annual  tax,  the  collection 
whereof  shall  commence  the  first  year  after  the  said 
increase,  which  tax  shall  he  equal  to  and  sufficient  for  and 
applied  exchisively  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  such  deht  within  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  years  from  the  date  of  such  increase."  This  Act 
Avas  construed  in  the  case  of  Biarr  vs.  Philadelphia,  191 
Pa.  438,  in  such  wise  that  the  word  ''equal"  used  in  the 
statute  did  not  import  a  mathematical  equality,  and  that 
if  the  corporate  authorities,  having  hefore  them  the 
assessed  value  of  property  within  the  municipality  and 
with  a  knowledge  of  what  sum  would  be  needed  within 
thirty  years  to  meet  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  pro- 
posed increase  of  debt,  reasonably,  fairly  and  in  good  faith 
determine  what  tax  shall  be  adequate  for  this  purpose,  the 
rate  so  fixed  upon,  if  reasonal)ly  calculated  to  produce 
sufficient  funds,  will  not  be  set  aside  by  the  Courts. 

Upon  like  reasoning,  it  would  seem  that  if  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  sinking  of  the  City's  loans  within 
the  constitutional  period  is  found  to  be  materially  in 
excess  of  the  sum  required  for  the  adequate  fulfilment  of 
that  obligation,  it  would  be  within  the  right  of  the  City 
to  decrease  the  sum  annually  furnished  to  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners  for  the  discharge  of  the  loans.  At 
least  this  would  be  so  in  the  absence  of  objection  on  the 
part  of  any  holder  of  the  City's  securities  deeming  himself 
aggrieved  by  such  a  course. 

I  would  call  your  attention,  however,  to  the  fact  that 
an  election  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  City's  debt 
is  pending  and  that  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  law  notice  is  being  given  to  the  electors  through  the 
newspapers  of  the  City's  financial  condition,  in  which  it 
is  stated,  among  other  factors  in  the  estimate,  that  there 
is  to  be  deducted  from  the  gross  debt  "appropriations  to 
Sinking  Fund,  lOU,  $3,070,000."  If  at  the  present  time 
the  resolution  of  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  were 
carried  out  and  a  reduction  of  something  over  $400,000 
were  made  in  the  sum  devoted  to  the  discharge  of  the 
City's  debt,  the  said  $400,000  being  transferred  by  City 
Councils  for  other  uses,  it  might  be  urged  with  consid- 
erable  force   that   the   published    notice   was   misleading 
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and  the  voters  deprived  of  the  eorrect  information  to 
which  thej  are  entitled,  and  the  validity  of  the  proposed 
loan  might  be  pnt  in  jeopardy  thereby.  For  this  reason 
it  may  be  open  to  serious  question  whether  this  is  an 
appropriate  time  for  the  resolution  to  be  put  into  eifect, 
and  I  respectfully  advise  that  for  the  present  action  should 
be  deferred.

the  institution,  and  to  resort  to  force  for  that  purpose  if 
necessary.

Dear  Sir  :— I  have  your  letter  inquiring  as  to  the  valid- 
ity and  efficacy  of  an  ordinance  certified  to  you  to  have

"been  passed  over  tlie  veto  of  the  ]\rayor  and  entitled  "An 
Ordinance  to  make  additional  ajjpropriations  to  the 
Departments  of  City  Commissioners,  Clerk  of  the  Quarter 
Sessions,  Prothonotary  and  Sheriff  for  the  year  1U14." 

The  ordinance  in  question  provides  that  the  sum  of 
$281,590  be  appropriated  to  the  Departments  above  named 
and  proceeds  with  considerable  detail  with  respect  to  the 
apportionment  of  the  stated  sum  among  those  Depart- 
ments. The  title  is  in  the  general  terms  above  stated  and 
<'onveys  no  intimation  of  the  purposes  for  which  the  money 
so  appropriated  is  to  be  used.  In  making  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  said  sum,  while  the  figures  mentioned  as 
being  the  total  amounts  appropriated  to  the  several 
Departments  when  added  together  are  the  same  as  that 
indicated  in  the  general  appropriating  clause  at  the 
beginning  of  the  ordinance,  jet  the  individual  sums  as 
specified  throughout  the  various  items  to  the  several 
Departments  fail  to  agree  with  that  set  forth  as  being- 
appropriated  in  all  to  each  Department,  in  some  instances 
the  addition  of  the  parts  being  more  than  the  whole,  and 
in  one  instance  less.  The  substance  of  the  ordinance  is  as 
vagu^  and  uncertain  in  setting  out  precisely  the  objects 
intended  to  be  covered  by  it  as  it  is  faulty  in  its  arith- 
metic. Thus,  imder  the  head  of  City  Commissioners,  an 
appropriation  of  $150,950  is  made  to  "Item  5  (a)  so  as 
to  provide  for  the  following  places  at  the  rates  per  annum 
mentioned:  Clerk  to  President  Judge,  two  thousand  five 
hundred  (2,500)  dollars;  Assistant  Clerk  to  President 
Judge,  two  thousand  (2,000)  dollars;  Stenographer  to 
Clerk  of  Civil  Court,  one  thousand  five  hundred  (1500) 
dollars,"  and  so  throughout,  where  clerks,  messengers, 
stenographers,  confidential  clerks,  etc.,  are  named  as  the 
ofticials  for  whose  benefit  the  appropriations  were  made, 
but  nowhere  is  it  made  apparent  what  President  Judge  or 
what  Court  Councils  had  in  view.  There  are  in  Philadel- 
phia five  President  Judges  of  the  respective  Courts  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  there  is  also  a  President  Judge  of  the 
Orphans'  Court.  The  Act  of  July  12,  1913  (P.  L.  711), 
establishes  a  Court  for  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  to  be 
known  as  the  Municipal  Court  of  Philadelphia,  which 
Court,  it  is  provided,  shall  have  a  President  Judge.     It 
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may  be  thought  from  the  hitter  provision  of  law,  as  well 
as  from  the  fact  that  the  clerks,  stenographers  and  the  like 
ill  the  other  Courts  of  this  Coniitv  have  already  been 
provided  by  appropriation,  and  that  the  ''additional  appro- 
priations'' to  which  the  ordinance  in  question  relates  are 
made  to  items  already  numerically  identified  in  such  pre- 
vious appropriations,  as,  for  instance,  to  Item  5,  personal 
services,  State  and  County  Courts,  (a)  salaries  in  the 
annual  appropriation  to  the  City  'Commissioners,  that  it 
may  be  inferred  with  sufficient  precision  that  the  appro- 
priations in  the  ordinance  under  consideration  are  neces- 
sarily for  the  attaches  of  the  ]\Iunicipal  Conrt;  but  the 
words  "Municipal  Court,"  or  any  other  words  signifying 
that  C^ourt,  do  not  appear  in  the  ordinance,  save  once  or 
twice  in  subordinate  connections,  and  not  in  such  manner 
as  to  individuate  and  identify  the  appropriations,  or  at 
least  the  greater  part  thereof,  as  pertaining  to  that  Court. 

I  do  not  think  an  ordinance  is  legal  which  compels  a 
resort  to  extrinsic  and  collateral  facts  in  order  that  the 
purpose  of  the  appropriation  and  the  destined  use  of  the 
money  appropriated  may  be .  ascertained.  On  the  con- 
trary, such  laxity  in  the  disposition  of  the  City's  money 
would  seem  to  be  distinctly  forbidden  by  law.  Thus  the 
Act  of  April  25,  1855,  Section  21  (P.  L.  209),  provides 
that  "no  appropriations  shall  be  made  of  the  moneys  of 
the  City  (Philadelphia)  without  and  ordinance  therefor 
expressing  the  objects  thereof  and  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  each  object."  The  Act  of  May  12,  1856,  Sec- 
tion 3  (P.  L.  5C8),  makes  it  ""the  duty  of  City  Councils 
in  all  cases  when  making  appropriations  to  state  the  items 
of  expenditure  under  separate  and  distinct  heads  for 
which  such  appropriations  are  intended."  Again,  the  Act 
of  May  23,  1874,  Section  3  (P.  L.  231),  prescribes  in 
part  that  "no  bill  shall  be  passed  containing  more  than 
one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title." 
The  last  mentioned  Act,  which  governs  the  subject  of 
municipal  ordinances,  is  in  the  same  terms  that  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  State  (Article  III,  Section  3)  uses  in 
regard  to  Acts  of  the  Legislature,  wuth  the  significant 
exception  in  the  constitutional  provision  of  "general 
appropriation    bills,"    which    exception    is    omitted    with 
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reference  to  ordinances  in  the  Act  of  18T-1-.  This  pro- 
vision of  the  Constitntion  and  of  the  Act  of  IST-i  have  in 
nnnierons  instances  been  constrned  hy  the  Conrts,  and  as 
&  resnlt  thereof  it  is  firmly  estahlished  in  the  law  that  the 
subject  of  the  statute  or  ordinance  must  be  indicated  in 
the  title  with  such  a  degree  of  precision  and  clarity  as  to 
make  the  object  of  the  legislation  apparent  from  an 
examination  of  the  title  alone. 

The  Acts  of  1855  and  185G  above  referred  to  were 
interpreted  in  the  case  of  Sank  (vw.  Philadelphia  (8  Phila- 
delphia, 118)  as  requiring  an  ordinance  of  the  City  to 
be  clear  and  explicit  in  a  degire  far  beyond  that  of  the 
present  ordinance.  The  Court  in  passing  upon  the  ques- 
tion of  the  validity  of  an  ordinance  appropriating  "for  the 
construction  of  a  large  storage  reservoir,  East  Fairmount 
Park,  one  million  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand (1,325.000)  dollars,"  said: 

''If  the  direction  of  the  statute  (Act  of  ^[ay  12, 
1856)  is  to  be  observed  at  all,  and  if  its  object,  and 
that  of  the  Act  of  1855,  be  to  give  information  to  the 
public  of  the  extent  of  the  liability  it  is  about  to 
incur,  this  item  is  illusory  and  might  be  a  snare. 
-  ■»  *  From  the  item  itself  nobody  can  derive 
any  more  information  than  if  it  had  been  stated  to 
be  $1,325,000  for  water.  I  fully  admit  the  prima 
facie  conclusiveness  of  Councils  in  framing  their 
ordinances  and  designating  the  items.  But  some 
authority  must  exist  to  determine  whether  a  proper 
discretion  has  been  exercised  by  them  in  that  respect 
as  well  as  in  all  cases  where  there  is  a  discretion  to  be 
exercised.  It  is  only  when  it  is  unlawfully  and 
improperly  exercised  that  Courts  will  interfere.  The 
Councils  are  not  sovereign  in  any  sense;  they  cannot 
alter  a  letter  of  the  law  creating  or  governing  them, 
and  Courts  must  of  necessity  judge  whether  they  keep 
within  the  law,  ^nd  interfere  when  they  are  outside 
of  it.  They  are  but  officers  and  agents  of  the  cor- 
poration, and  are  amenable  to  control  if  they  dis- 
regard the  law's  limitations.  I  regard,  therefore. 
Item  7  as  in  no  respect  what  it  should  have  been  in 
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order     to     comply     with     the     Acts     of     AssemWr 
referred  to." 

In  the  case  of  Tatham  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia  (2  W. 
N.  C.  564)  it  was  decided  by  the  late  Judge  Hare,  of 
Court  of  Common  Please  'No.  2,  that  the  object  of  these 
Acts  of  Assembly  was  to  require  a  great  degree  of  pre- 
cision in  appropriation  ordinances  in  this  City,  and  that 
while  from  the  nature  of  the  case  it  was  necessary  to- 
appropriate  in  general  terms  for  contingent  expenses,  yet 
such  money  so  appropriated  could  not  be  used  for  any  pur- 
pose which  might  have  been  reasonably  foreseen  when  the- 
ordinance  was  enacted.  That  learned  Judge  said,  in  decid- 
ing the  case: 

''The  Acts  of  Assembly  of  April  21,  1855,  and 
May  13,  1856,  express  a  clear  intention  that  no  appro- 
priation shall  be  made  from  the  City  Treasury  which, 
does  not  explicitly  define  the  objects  for  which  the 
money  is  to  be  expended ;  and  they  also  require 
Councils,  in  making  appropriations,  to  state  the 
items  of  expenditure  under  separate  and  distinct 
heads.  The  end  sought  to  be  obtained  by  this  legis- 
lation is  a  highly  beneficial  one,  and  the  Courts 
should  be  slow  to  sanction  any  course  by  which  it 
might  be  frustrated.  The  only  indication  afforded 
by  the  ordinance  of  the  way  in  which  this  money  is. 
to  be  expended  is  that  it  shall  be  for  some  purpose 
which  is  incidental  to  the  Centennial  Exposition  and 
falling  within  the  scope  of  the  official  duties  of  the 
Mayor.  The  argument  against  the  validity  of  such 
an  appropriation  is  therefore  strong,  and  would  be 
conclusive  but  for  one  consideration.  Experience  has 
shown  that  it  is  impossible  for  human  foresight  to 
anticipate  all  the  contingencies  that  may  arise  during 
any  year,  and  especially  a  year  of  such  unprecedented 
activity  in  this  City  as  the  present.  There  may  be, 
and  not  infrequently  are,  unforeseen  emergencies 
that  require  an  outlay  that  has  not  been  directly 
authorized.  *  *  *  J'or  such  unforeseen  events 
and  others  of  a  like  character  a  contingent  appro- 
priation may  properly  be  made  and  used;  but  here 
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the  poAver  stops,  or  cannot  he  carried  further  con- 
sistently with  the  restrictions  which  the  Legislature 
has  imposed  on  .Councils." 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  these  various  Acts 
of  Assembly,  as  thus  interpreted,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
the  ordinance  concerning  which  you  inquire  is  wholly 
wanting  in  that  degree  of  precision  and  definiteness  which 
is  necessary  in  order  that  it  may  comply  with  the  law,  and 
that  it  is  therefore  invalid  and  ineffective.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  13th  inst., 
inquiring  for  advice  as  to  whether  the  bond  of  the  City 
has  been  filed,  or  if  there  is  any  reason  why  the  Bureau 
of  Highways  should  not  remove  the  old  buildings  within 
the  line  of  Boone  street,  between  Mechanic  and  Grape 
streets,  I  have  the  following  information: 

So  far  as  I  can  ascertain  no  ordinance  has  ever  been 
introduced  for  the  opening  of  Boone  street  between  the 
points  named,  and  consequently  no  bond  of  the  City  has 
been  filed.  It  seems  that  the  street  was  attempted  to  be 
opened  by  affidavit,  but  as  buildings  almtting  into  the  line 
of  the  street,  and  which  still  exist;  were  there  at  the  time 
of  the  affidavit,  the  street  could  not  have  been  properly 
opened  under  affidavit  to  the  width  of  the  street  as  laid 
down  on  the  City  plan.  There  was  an  ordinance  to  grade 
Boone  street  between  the  points  named,  approved  April  4, 
1894,  and  under  this  proceeding  certain  parties  along  the 
line  of  the  street  were  awarded  damages,  which  were  sub- 
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sequently  paid,  I  can  find  no  reference  in  any  of  the  tes- 
itimonv  to  claims  for  damages  for  the  removal  of  the 
buildings. 

I  am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  Boone  street^  from 
Mechanic  to  Grape  street,  is  not  legally  open,  and  there- 
fore tha^t  the  City  would  have  no  right  to  tear  down  any  of 
the  buildings  within  the  lines  of  the  street.

Dear  Sir: — Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  communication  of  March  IGth,  conveying  to  me  the 
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request  of  the  Sub-Committee  on  Appropriations  for  an 
opinion  respet^ting  the  legality  of  Common  Council  bill, 
Appendix  Xo.  80,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  create  a  Di- 
vision of  Housing  and  Sanitation,"  etc. 

I  see  no  legal  objection  to  the  consolidation  of  the  three 
divisions  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  into  the  Division  of 
Housing  and  Sanitation,  as  provided  for  by  the  Act  of 
1913,  and  so  far  as  the  ordinance  purports  to  accomplish 
that  purpose,  I  believe  it  is  legal.  It  may  be  well  to  ob- 
serve, however,  that  in  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  of  1'913  it  is  the  duty  of  Councils  to  provide  all 
the  positions  which  are  called  for  in  that  Act,  in  so  far  as 
they  are  specific  and  definite.  The  positions  of  Chief  of 
the  Division,  Statistician,  etc.,  must  be  created,  and  there 
must  be  one  hundred  other  inspectors.  Until  Councils 
provide  for  these  positions,  they  have  not  fully  and  prop- 
erly complied  with  the  Act  of  Assembly. 

I  addressed  a  communication  to  Councils  on  the  fourth 
day  of  ]\Iarcli,  in  which  I  advised  them  that  they  were 
legally  bound  to  organize  the  Division  of  Housing  and 
Sanitation  and  provide  for  the  positions  prescribed  by  the 
Act.  The  Act  will  not  be  complied  with  until  all  of  the 
positions  called  for  by  it  are  provided. 

I  might  observe  that  the  first  preamble  of  the  ordinance 
states  that  there  is  now  pending  in  the  Common  Pleas 
and  Supreme  Courts  litigation  involving  the  constitution- 
ality of  that  Act.  So  far  as  the  Supreme  Court  is  con- 
cerned, the  question  has  not  been  raised  there. 

In  attempting  to  comply  with  Acts  of  Assembly,  it  is 
the  duty  of  Councils  to  fully  follow  their  directions  with- 
out reservation  or  evasion,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the 
ordinance  in  question  does  so.  So  far  as  it  goes,  it  is 
sufficient  to  accomplish  the  purpose,  but  it  does  not  do  all 
that  the  Act  commands,  and  is  in  this  respect  defective.

Regulations  for  thf   Protection  of  Food  Products  from)>- 
'Contamin  ation.

Deak  Sik  :— Your  inquiries  of  the  IStli  inst.,  in  relation 
to  rules  for  the  protection  of  food  articles  from  contamina- 
tion by  flies,  etc.,  has  come  duly  to  hand. 

You  ask  to  be  advised  whether  an  ordinance  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  foodstuffs  from 
dust,  dirt  and  flies,  or  whether  sufficient  power  is  con- 
ferred by  the  present  Act  and  rules  of  the  State  Dairy  and 
Food  Bureau ;  also,  whether  an  ordinance  of  Councils 
is  necessary  to  require  that  bread  must  be  wrapped  in  clean 
paper  or  otherwise  protected  from  dust  and  dirt  before 
it  is  removed  from  the  bakery.  In  connection  with  these 
inquiries  you  refer  to  the  Act  of  May  13,  1909,  and  Rule 
8  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Pennsylvania  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  (Dairy  and  Food  Bureau)  upon 
this  subject. 

In  the  6th  paragraph  of  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  1909  it 
is  provided  that  if  food  consists  of  "  an  animal  or  vegetable 
substance  produced,  stored,  transported,  or  kept  in  a  way 
or  manner  that  would  render  the  article  diseased,  con- 
taminated or  unwholesome"  it  shall  be,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  Act,  considered  adulterated ;  and  Section  5  provides 
for  the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  Paragraph  6,  (Section  3,  by  having  stored 
or  transported  or  kept  the  articles  in  said  paragraph  men- 
tioned in  a  way  or  manner  to  render  them  diseased,  con- 
taminated or  unwholesome. 

The  8th  section  charges  the  Dairy  and  Food  Commis- 
sioner of  the  State  with  the  enforcement  of  its  provisions- 
and  with  the  duty  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  that 
purpose. 
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Turning  to  the  Sth  rule  of  the  Dairy  and  Food  Bureau, 
to  which  you  refer,  I  find  that  this  rule,  after  reciting  the 
provisions  of  the  6th  clause  of  Section  3  of  the  Act,  pro- 
vides that  '^under  this  clause  of  the  Act,  meats,  preserves 
and  similar  food  substances  that  are  likely  to  be  con- 
taminated by  exposure  to  flies  and  other  insects,  or  ex- 
posed to  the  dust  of  the  street  or  the  store,  will  be  required 
to  be  kept  screened  so  as  to  prevent  all  contamination." 

I  do  not  think  that  this  rule  answers  the  purpose  which 
you  seem  to  have  in  view  either  as  to  bread  or  other 
articles  of  food  generally,  since  it  extends  only  to  meats, 
preserves  and  similar  food  substances,  thus  not  being  ap- 
plicable to  other  articles  of  food ;  and  further,  because  the 
only  mandatory  provision  in  that  section  is  that  food  of 
the  character  stated  "will  be  required  to  be  kept  screened 
so  as  to  prevent  all  contamination." 

Under  the  Act  of  1909  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  State 
Dairy  and  Food  Commissioner  would  have  power  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  kind  suggested  in  your  letter 
if  the  same  be  of  reasonable  scope  and  purport,  and  that 
no  ordinance  of  Councils  would  be  requirred  to  supple- 
ment or  carry  such  rules  into  effect;  nevertheless,  Rule  8 
falls  short  of  the  objects  proposed  for  the  reasons  that  I 
have  stated.

Acceptance  of  Building  Before  Completion  of  Contract —

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  inquiry  of  the  18th 
inst.,  stating  that  the  Maryland  Casualty  Company,  com- 
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pleting  the  contract  of  the  Wayne  Contracting  Company 
on  the  Home  for  the  Indigent,  report  that  they  have  com- 
pleted the  work  except  for  certain  corrections  of  the  elec- 
trical installation,  and  that  this  work  must  be  completed 
before  the  Electrical  Bnreau  will  give  a  certificate  of  final 
inspection.  You  ask  whether  it  will  be  proper  to  accept 
the  buildings  as  if  the  contract  were  completed,  making 
final  payment  but  withholding  an  agreed  upon  amount 
that  would,  in  your  judgment,  cover  the  whole  cost  of  the 
electrical  equipment;  it  being  claimed  that  the  sub-con- 
tractors are  suffering  great  inconvenience  in  the  long  de- 
layed final  acceptance  of  the  buildings. 

In  a  matter  of  this  kind  considerable  discretionary 
power  is  vested  in  your  Department.  If  the  final  pay- 
ment is  made  before  the  work  is  actually  completed,  you 
must  assume  the  responsibility  attaching  to  such  an  in- 
formal payment  that  the  City  suffers  no  injury  therefrom, 
and  that  a  sufficient  amount  is  withheld  to  thoroughly 
safeguard  its  interests  and  rights  in  every  respect.  If 
your  Department  is  willing  to  accept  such  responsibility, 
I  think,  in  the  circumstances  here  involved,  it  would  not 
be  improper  to  make  the  desired  payment.  In  such  an 
instance  it  would  usually  be  necessary  to  secure  the  written 
consent  of  the  surety  for  the  contractor,  but  as  in  this  case 
it  is  the  Surety  Company  itself  which  is  doing  the  work, 
that  step  will  not  be  required  to  be  taken.

Failure  to  Keep  Electric  Signs  Lighted. 

Geokqe  D.  Pokter^  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Dear  Sir: — A  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  approved  by  you,  has  been  received  inquiring  as 
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to  the  procedure  to  require  those  holding  permits  for  elec- 
tric signs  to  keep  them  lighted  in  accordance  with  the 
agreement  so  to  do,  made  by  them  when  they  applied  for 
permits  for  such  sigTis.  It  is  stated  that  the  only  excuse 
for  granting  permits  for  such  sigTis  is  the  addition  that 
they  contribute  to  the  brilliancy  of  the  streets,  and  in- 
quiry is  made  whether  the  Electrical  Bureau  or  the  Bureau 
of  Police  has  a  right  to  take  down  such  signs,  or  what 
course  of  procedure  should  be  taken. 

It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  the  interest  of  the  City 
in  such  a  matter  is  very  great,  and  I  hesitate  to  advise 
summary  action  by  either  of  the  indicated  Bureaus  of 
your  Department  for  the  removal  of  the  signs ;  nor  would 
the  circumstances  seem  of  sufficient  importance  to  justify 
the  filing  of  a  Bill  in  Equity  against  those  who  are  thus 
derelict.  Unfortunately,  the  license  does  not  appear  to 
require  periodic  renewal ;  if  it  did,  the  difficulty  could  be 
readily  solved. 

As  to  future  applicants,  it  would  be  well  to  change 
the  form  of  application  so  that  they  will  not  only  agree  to 
keep  the  sign  lighted  between  the  hours  fixed,  but  also  that 
"in  the  event  of  failure  to  comply  with  any  part  of  the 
foregoing  agreement  the  City  is  hereby  authorized,  with- 
out notice  and  without  further  process  or  procedure,  to 
remove  the  said  sign  whenever  such  default  shall  occur," 
this  to  follow  the  words,  ''  and  to  comply  with  all  present 
and  future  sign  regulations  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety/' 

In  the  meantime,  as  to  those  now  holding  permits,  I 
think  you  would  be  going  as  far  as  the  circumstances 
would  justify  by  notifying  them  that  if  the  signs  are 
not  kept  lighted  between  the  hours  of  seven  and  eleven 
P.  !M.,  in  accordance  with  their  agreement,  the  permit  for 
the  maintenance  thereof  will  be  revoked.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  tlie  Ctiief  of  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau,  bearing  your  approval,  with  reference  to 
bills  for  license  charges  for  poles,  overhead  wires,  rental 
of  City  ducts,  wires  and  attachments  to  poles  and  the 
like,  as  well  as  bills  for  replacing  or  repairing  City  prop- 
erty damaged  by  teams,  etc. 

The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  states  that  it  is  the  custom. 
to  send  duplicate  of  the  bill  to  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and 
a  register  of  bills  rendered  to  the  City  Controller  monthly, 
Inquiry  is  made  whether  this  completes  the  duty  of  the 
Bureau,  and  if  not,  what  further  procedure  should  be 
taken  in  connection  with  these  bills.

Exhaustion  of  Mandamus  Fund;  Pay^nent  of  Writs, 
William  McCoach,  Esq., 

City  Treasurer. 

Dear  Sir: — ^I  have  your  letter  of  the  17th  inst.,  stating 
that  the  mandamus  fund  is  near  exhaustion  and  asking 
whether  you  can  continue  to  pay  writs  of  mandamus  out 
of  the  funds  in  hand  "even  if  there  be  a  technical  appro- 
priation of  said  funds."  You  further  state  that  you  under- 
stood from  a  recent  conversation  with  one  of  the  Assistants 
of  this  Department  that  you  could  and  should  pay  man- 
damuses when  presented,  irrespective  of  an  appropriation 
for  that  purpose,  and  that  this  same  course  should  be 
pursued  even  if  Councils  had  appropriated  the  entire 
estimated  receipts  for  the  year,  provided  you  had  idle 
money  on  hand  and  its  expenditure  would  not  cripple  the 
City  so  far  as  its  operating  expenses  are  concerned;  also, 
that  if  you  do  not  have  funds  at  the  time  of  presentation, 
you  must  pay  the  writs  out  of  the  first  money  coming  into 
the  Treasury,   notwithstanding  a  seeming  appropriation 
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of  the  same.    In  this  jon  in  part  misapprehend  the  thought 
intended  to  be  conveyed. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  April 
15,  1834  (P.  L.  538),  1  Stewart's  Purdon's  Digest,  835, 
Section  22,  which  provides  as  follows: 

'"If  the  judgment  shall  be  obtained  against  a 
county  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  the  party  entitled 
to  the  benefit  of  such  judgment  may  have  execution 
thereof  as  follows,  and  not  otherwise  viz, :  It  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Court  in  which  such  judgment  shall 
be  obtained,  or  to  which  such  judgment  may  be  re- 
moved by  transcript  from  a  justice  of  the  peace  or 
alderman,  to  issue  thereon  a  writ  commanding  the 
Commissioners  of  the  county  to  cause  the  amount 
thereof,  with  the  interest  and  costs,  to  be  paid  to  the 
party  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  such  judgment  out 
of  any  moneys  unappropriated  of  such  county,  or  if 
there  be  no  such  imoneys,  out  of  the  first  moneys  that 
shall  be  received  for  the  use  of  such  county,  and  to 
enforce  obedience  to  such  writ  by  attachment." 

You  will  note  that  by  this  Act  the  writs  are  to  be  paid 
''out  of  any  moneys  unappropriated  of  such  county  (or 
city),  or  if  there  be  no  such  moneys,  out  of  the  first  moneys, 
that  shall  be  received  for  the  use  of  such  county"  (or  city). 
From  this  it  is  evident  that  the  fund  to  be  used  is  unap- 
propriated money  in  the  Treasury— that  is  to  say,  money 
not  appropriated  for  other  uses,  and  what  was  told  you 
was  merely  that  by  making  an  appropriation  "for  the 
pajonent  of  mandamuses,"  or  in  similar  language,  Coun- 
cils had  not  withdrawn  the  fund  so  appropriated  from 
use  for  the  payment  of  mandamuses.  It  was  not  the  in- 
tention to  advise  you  that  these  should  be  paid  if  Councils 
had  appropriated  the  entire  estimated  receipts  for  the 
year  for  other  uses,  at  least  not  until  additional  funds 
should  be  available  for  the  purpose,  or  the  actual  revenue 
should  be  found  to  be  in  excess  of  that  estimated,  and 
then  only  to  the  extent  of  such  excess.  If  money  is  ap- 
propriated for  any  purpose  than  paying  mandamuses,  it 
is  not  "moneys  unappropriated"  within  the  meaning  of 
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the  statute;  nor  would  loan  moneys  borrowed  for  a  speci- 
fied purpose  be  applicable  for  the  payment  of  mandamuses 
arising  out  of  any  matter  except  that  expressed  in  the  loan 
ordinance. 

It  is  true,  that  should  you  not  have  funds  at  the  time 
of  presentation,  you  are  to  pay  the  writs  out  of  the  first 
money  coming  into  the  Treasury,  "notwithstanding  a  seem- 
ing appropriation  of  same,"  if  by  this  you  mean  an  ap- 
propriation subsequent  to  the  presentation  of  the  man- 
damus. The  words  of  the  Act  are  that  these  writs  shall 
be  payable,  "if  there  be  no  such  moneys,  out  of  the  first 
moneys  that  shall  be  received  for  the  use  of  such  county." 
This  language  does  not  refer  to  unappropriated  money 
only,  but  to  any  money,  and  Councils  could  not,  in  my 
opinion,  when  writs  of  mandamus  execution  have  already 
♦  been  presented  for  payment  to  the  City  Treasurer,  by  ap- 
propriation subsequent  thereto,  prevent  the  application 
of  the  money  so  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  such 
writs.  . 

Trusting  that  this  will  make  the  matter  sufficiently  clear 
to  you,  I  am.

Gentlemen  : — ^Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
Act  of  the  Assembly  approved  April  14,  1903  (P.  L.  187), 
which  reads  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  County  Commissioners  of  any  county 
in  this  Commonwealth,  at  any  time  at  least  three 
weeks  prior  to  any  general,  municipal,  township  or 
special  election,  for  any  reason  that  may  seem  proper 
to  the  County  Commissioners,  upon  a  petition  of  at 
least  ten  qualified  electors  of  any  township  election 
division,  to  change  the  polling  place  of  said  township 
or  election  division:  Provided,  however.  That  the 
said  County  Commissioners  'may,  in  their  discretion, 
direct  that  an  election  be  held  to  settle  the  question 
as  to  where  the  said  polling  place  shall  be  located. 

"Section  2.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts,  general, 
special  or  local,  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby 
repealed." 

This  Act  has  been  passed  upon  by  the  courts  in  the  case 
of  Change  of  Polling  Place  in  Oxford,  19  D.  K.  782. 
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I  desire  to  advise  you  that  no  change  should  be  made 
by  you  in  the  location  of  any  polling  place  in  any  election 
division  within  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  less 
than  three  weeks  prior  to  the  special  municipal  election, 
which  is  set  for  March  31st  next.  This  election  concerns 
an  increase  of  the  City's  indebtedness,  and  no  questions 
should  be  permitted  to  arise  by  reason  of  the  action  of 
any  executive  department  of  the  City  or  County  which 
might  create  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  there 
had  been  a  full  and  free  expression  of  the  will  of  the 
people  on  this  important  subject.

Annulment  of  Contract  for  Painting  and  Gilding  'City 
Hall  Tower.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  yours  of  the  23(i  inst.,  relative  to 
contract  for  painting  and  gilding  the  metal  work  on  the 
tower  of  City  Hall  for  the  "sum  of  $22,000.  This  matter 
has  repeatedly  been  the  subject  of  correspondence  between 
your  Department  and  this  one,  and  I  enclose  copies  of 
opinions  already  given  you  thereon.  Neither  the  fact 
that  Wiggins  &  Co.,  the  contractors,  were  not  the  lowest 
bidders,  nor  that  the  City  had  no  fimds  appropriated  to 
pay  for  scaffolding  which  it  undertook  to  furnish,  would 
justify  it  in  abrogating  or  breaking  the  contract,  and  I 
see  no  reason  to  alter  the  advice  given  you  on  January  8^ 
1912,  which  appears  in  one  of  the  enclosures. 

There  are  two  courses  open  to  you  in  this  matter.  One 
is  to  take  no  action  concerning  the  contract,  and  the  other 
would  be  to  annul  it  because  the  City  does  not  desire  to 
have  the  work  done.  In  the  latter  case  a  liability  for 
breach  of  contract  would  in  all  probability  follow,  in  which 
the  contractors  would  have  a  legal  right  to  recover  from 
the  City  such  damages  as  they  might  be  able  to  show  that 
they  had  suffered  as  a  result  of  the  City's  action  in  the 
premises.

Erection  of  Soldiers'  arid.  Sailors'  Monument. 

Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  inquiry  with  respect 
to  the  right  to  combine  the  $100,000  borrowed  under 
ordinance  of  April  4,  1911,  after  a  vote  of  the  electors,  for 
^'the  erection  of  a  soldiers'  and  sailors'  monument,"  or 
what  remains  thereof,  with  the  sum  of  $160,000  proposed 
to  be  borrowed  by  a  loan  which  is  about  to  be  voted  "toward 
a  soldiers'  and  sailors'  memorial."  You  ask,  "is  there  any 
doubt  as  to  whether  such  a  memorial  building  can  be  con- 
sidered a  monument,  and,  therefore,  whether  there  is  any 
doubt  that  the  two  amounts  can  be  jointly  used  for  the 
execution  of  this  purpose?" — that  is,  the  erection  of  a 
memorial  building. 

I  cannot  advise  you  that  the  question  is  altogether  free 
from  doubt.  In  Society  of  the  Cincinnati's  x\ppeal,  154 
Pa.  621,  the  Supreme  Court,  speaking  through  Mr.  Justice 
Mitchell,  said,  in  answer  to  the  contention  that  a  sculptured 
monument  was  a  building  within  the  meaning  of  legisla- 
tion forbidding  the  erection  of  a  building  in  Independence 
Square  in  this  'City,  ''the  proposed  monument  is  not  a 
building  within  the  prohibited  condition.  A  monument 
may  take  the  shape  of  a  memorial  hall  or  other  building, 
but  this  is  not  the  general  use  of  the  word  and  will  not  be 
presumed.  A  statue  on  a  pedestal,  even  though  the  latter 
be  large,  is  not  a  building  in  the  proper  meaning  of  the 
term." 

This  proposition  was  adhered  to  in  the  later  case  of 
Spangler  vs.  Gallagher,  182  Pa.  277.  You  will  note  that 
it  is  stated  that  in  ordinary  usage  a  monument  consisting 
of  a  statue  and  pedestal  is  not  a  building,  and  the  question 
which  now  arises  is  the  converse  of  that,  to  wit — whether 
a  building  may  be  a  monument. 
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As  appears  from  tlie  above  quotation,  it  was  said  by 
Judge  Mitchell  that  a  monument  may  take  the  shape  of  a 
memorial  hall  or  the  like,  but  that  such  is  not  the  general 
use  of  the  word  and  would  not  be  presumed.  When  a  loan 
proposition  is  submitted  to  the  electors  words  are  to  be 
understood  in  their  usual  signification. 

I  therefore  think  that  the  proposed  use  of  the  combined 
funds  would  not  be  entirely  free  from  question,  neverthe- 
less, my  judgment  woiild  be  that  it  would  not  be  forbidden.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  17th  inst., 
inquiring  whether  the  owner  of  property  has  the  right  to 
lease  to  another  the  privilege  of  occupying  space  in  front 
of  such  property  not  exceeding  four  feet  three  inches  in 
width,  for  the  display  of  goods,  permit  me  to  rrfer  you  to 
my  opinion  to  you  under  date  of  December  20,  1912 
(Ordinance  of  Councils,  1912 — ^^City  Solicitor's  Opinions, 
p.  538),  "in  re  right  of  tenants  of  stores,  etc.,  to  rent  part 
of  sidewalk." 

At  that  time  I  advised  you  "that  the  tenants  or  owners 
or  stores  and  other  properties  may  use,  or  rent,  or  permit 
the  use,  free  of  charge,  of  that  portion  of  the  highway  im- 
mediately in  front  of  their  property  and  not  exceeding 
more  than  four  feet  three  inches,  for  the  purpose  of  ex- 
posing goods  for  either  exhibit  or  sale."

Dear  Sir: — Tlic  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  approved  by  you,  relative  to  schedules  of  assess- 
ments against  property  owners  for  municipal  improve- 
ments, has  been  duly  received. 

In  reply  to  the  first  question  of  the  Chief  of  the  Survey 
Bureau,  in  my  opinion  there  is  no  legal  obstacle  to  combin- 
ing in  one  the  three  papers,  to  wit,  the  assessment  bill,  and 
the  certificates  of  assessment  and  completion,  as  suggested 
by  him. 

This  concerns  a  matter  of  internal  administration  in 
your  Department,  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any  ordinance 
or  regulation  that  compels  adherence  to  the  present 
method ;  therefore,  unless  the  three  papers  now  used,  or 
any  of  them,  are  filed  with  different  Departments,  con- 
stituting a  part  of  their  records,  the  combination  of  these 
in  one  paper  would  not  be  objectionable. 

In  reply  to  the  inquiry  whether  the  assessment  bills 
must  be  signed  by  the  Surveyors  in  the  usual  manner,  or 
whether  their  signatures  may  be  imprinted  with  a  rubber 
stamp,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  use  of  a  rubber  stamp 
would  not  be  illegal  if  it  is  affixed  by  the  Surveyors  per- 
sonally. The  assessment  bills,  duplicates  of  which  are 
served  upon  the  property  owners,  do  not  constitute  a  part 
of  the  record  of  the  liens,  and  I  think  there  is  no  objection 
to  using  a  rubber  stamp  for  this  purpose.

B.,  No.  523,  page  178,  etc. 

It  is  stated  by  the  Chief  of  that  Bureau  in  a  communi- 
cation approved  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  Depart- 
ment, that  heretofore  warrants  have  been  drawn  to  pay 
the  interest  and  instalments  of  principal  in  favor  of  the 
Commonwealth  Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  and 
asking  whether  the  request  of  that  company  can  be  com- 
plied with. 

The  Commonwealth  Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Com- 
pany being,  as  I  assume,  the  assignee  of  record  of  this 
mortgage,  there  is  no  reason  why  its  written  request  to  pay 
the  accruing  interest  and  principal  to  the  mortgagees 
should  not  be  complied  with.  It  is  usual  where  a  part  of 
the  principal  of  a  bond  secured  by  mortgage  is  paid  to 
have  a  receipt  therefor  endorsed  upon  the  bond.

-Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  March  30th,  relative 
to  bill  for  $13.21  for  gasoline  lamps  relocated  during  the 
month  of  February,  1914,  which  the  Controller  has  refused 
to  pay  on  the  ground  that  there  is  a  rider  to  the  appropria- 
tion ordinance  requiring  that  no  naphtha  lamps  shall  be 
located  or  relocated  without  authority  of  Councils.  Feel- 
ing that  this  is  an  attempt  to  unduly  restrict  the  adminis- 
trative rights  of  your  Department  to  relocate  lamps,  you 
state  it  to  be  your  duty  to  use  every  means  in  your  power 
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to  have  the  Controller  pay  this  warrant  as  drawn,  and 
suggest  that  mandamns  proceedings  be  taken  against  him 
for  that  purpose. 

This  is  a  matter  which  concerns  the  Welsbach  Street 
Lighting  Company  and  not  any  of  the  City  Departments. 
If  proceedings  against  the  City  or  the  City  Controller  are 
to  be  instituted,  this  should  be  done  by  that  company,  and 
neither  the  City  nor  any  department  thereof  would  have 
standing  to  pursue  litigation  of  the  character  suggested.

Dear  Sir  : — Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  even  date  transmitting  a  proposed  ordinance 
to  make  additional  appropriations  to  the  Departments  of 
City  Commissioners,  Clerk  of  the  Quarter  Sessions, 
Prothonotary,  and  Sheriff  for  the  year  1914,  for  addi- 
tional expenses  entailed  by  the  Municipal  Court  Act  -of 
July  12,  1913,  concerning  which  your  Committee  asks 
that  it  be  furnished  with  an  opinion  as  to  the  legality  of 
form  and  language  of  said  ordinance.

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With  respect  to  malving  the  appropriations  to  the 
four  Departments  in  one  ordinance,  L  think  the  subject, 
being  for  the  additional  expenses  entailed  by  the  Municipal 
Court  Act,  is  suliiciently  a  unit  to  answer  the  statutory  re- 
quirement in  regard  thereto.

Dear  Sir  :— I  am  in  receipt  of  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  from  which  it 
appears  that  under  the  ordinance  of  June  26,  1912, 
authorizing  the  Board  of  Surveyors  to  strike  from  the  City 
plan  an  eighteen  feet  wide  strip  along  the  cast  side  of 
Dyott  street,  between  Richmond  and  ISTorris  streets,  a 
meeting  of  said  Board  was  held,  but  no  action  toward  the 
vacation  of  the  strip  was  taken  because  the  William  Cramp 
&  Sons  Ship  and  Engine  Building  Company,  which  was 
required  to  file  a  bond  indemnifying  the  City  against  dam- 
ages by  reason  of  the  said  vacation,  had,  without  awaiting 
the  action  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors,  extended  its  buildings 
upon  the  strip  and  set  the  curb  at  the  western  boundary 
thereof.  This  was  done  without  obtaining  the  surveys  re- 
quired by  law  for  the  purpose,  and  the  matter  is  referred 
to  this  Department  for  the  taking  of  such  steps  as  may  be 
deemed  proper. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Cramp  Company  thus  acted  "prior 
to  this  hearing  and  prior  to  the  filing  of  the  bond;"  and 
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that  that  company  '^'executed  the  required  bond  nnder 
date  of  January  4,  1913." 

From  these  statements  it  appears  that  the  extension  of 
the  buildings  upon  the  strip  and  the  setting-  of  tlie  curb 
had  occurred  more  than  one  year  ago,  whereas  Section  12 
of  the  ordinance  of  June  20,  1863,  providing  a  penalty 
of  $50'  for  the  erection  of  any  building  adjoining  to  or  ex- 
tending beyond  the  street  lines,  is  limited  so  that  such 
penalty  shall  not  be  recoverable  unless  prosecuted  within 
one  year  after  the  commission  of  the  offence. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  it  is  too  late  for  the  City 
to  proceed  under  this  ordinance,  and  its  only  resort  would 
be  to  file  a  Bill  in  Equity  to  compel  the  removal  of  the 
purpresture  upon  the  highway.  If  this  action  is  desired, 
kindly  instruct  me  to  that  effect. 

I  may  call  your  attention  in  this  connection  to  a  letter 
from  this  Department  to  the  Mayor,  dated  ]^ovember  14, 
1912,  and  appearing  in  the  City  Solicitor's  Opinions  for 
that  year  on  page  484.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  28th  of 
^larch,  in  which  you  state  ^'The  terms  of  the  contract  seem 
to  protect  the  City  amply  by  the  retention  of  live  per  cent, 
of  the  contract  price,  with  which  we  could  make  any  cor- 
rections found  necessary.  What  I  desire  to  know  is 
wdiether  the  City  loses  any  portion  of  its  protection  by  ac- 
cepting a  bond." 

I  desire  to  say  that  the  ordinance  of  Councils,  approved 
the  2Tth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1901,  provides: 

"That  in  all  cases  where  security  is  or  has  been 
required  or  retained  as  a  guarantee  for  keeping  work 
in  good  condition  and  repair  for  a  period  of  time 
after  completion  of  the  contract,  the  various  Depart- 
ments and  Burt^aus  for  which  said  work  may  be  or 
has  been  done  are  authorized  and  directed  to  accept 
corporate  security  of  a  like  amount,  to  be  approved 
;  by  the  City  Solicitor,  in  place  and  stead  of  the  se- 
curity now  required  or  heretofore  furnished  or  re- 
tained. And  wherever  security  has  been  heretofore 
furnished  or  retained  to  keep  work   in   repair,   the 
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said  Departments  and  Bnreaus  shall  release  such  se- 
curity upon  the  certificate  of  the  'City  Solicitor  that 
corporate  security  in  like  amount,  approved  by  him, 
has  been  duly  entered  to  keep  said  work  in  repair  for 
the  balance  of  the  period  for  which  the  security  was 
originally  entered  or  retained." 

The  ordinance,  therefore,  seems    to  be  mandatory,  and 
it  is  your  duty  to  act  in  accordance  therewith.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  return  Common  Council  Ap- 
pendix 'No.  1€'2 — "iVn  Ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor  to 
extinguish  a  certain  irredeemable  ground  rent  issuing  out 
of  premises  known  as  ISTo.  502  South  Tenth  street,"  in- 
troduced January  15,  1914,  which  you  ask  me.  to  examine 
and  advise  the  Mayor  with  reference  thereto. 

The  ordinance  provides  for  the  extinguishment  of  the 
ground  rent  upon  payment  of  a  principal  sum  to  the  City 
on  a  four  per  cent,  basis.  I  understand  that  its  purpose 
is  to  facilitate  the  conveyance  of  the  property  by  the  owner. 

There  is  no  objection  to  the  ordinance  that  I  am  aware 
of,  it  being  a  matter  solely  in  the  discretion  of  the  legisla- 
tive branch  of  the  government  whether  it  is  desirable  to 
accept  the  sum  named  in  satisfaction  of  the  ground  rent.

Dear  Sir:— I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  in  which 
you  state  that  you  intend  to  pay  to  the  employees  in  the  ' 
Division  of  Tenement  House  Inspection  and  the  Division 
of  Sanitary  Inspection  certain  amounts  of  money  for  the 
months  of  January,  February  and  March,  1911.  You 
further  state  that  Councils  have  been  asked  to  transfer 
the  appropriations  from  the  Division  of  Tenement  House 
Inspection  and  Division  of  Sanitary  Inspection  to  a  Di- 
vision of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  and  you  desire  to  know 
whether  a  pay-roll  signed  by  the  employees  and  containing 
the  usual  power  of  attorney  authorizing  you  to  collect 
from  the  City  Controller,  in  one  warrant,  the  salaries  due 
the  aforesaid  employees,  would  be  sufficient  security  for 
the  payment  by  the  Controller  to  you. 

I  would  suggest  that,  in  addition  to  the  power  of  at- 
torney attached  to  the  pay-roll,  you  have  the  employees 
sign  a  receipt  for  the  amounts  received  by  them,  which 
could  be  in  the  following  form: 

"We,  the  undersigned  employees  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Health  and.iCharities,  do  hereby  acknowl- 
edge to  have  received  this  8th  day  of  April,  1911, 
from  Dr.  Joseph  -S.  JSTeff,  Director  of  said  Depart- 
ment, the  amounts  set  opposite  our  respective  names, 
for  our  salaries  and  wages  from  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia for  the  months  of  January,  February  and 
March,  1914,  we  having  this  day  given  to  said  Dr. 
Joseph  S.  Xeif  our  power  of  attorney  to  collect  said 
amounts  from  the  City  Controller." 

This  power  of  attorney  and  receipt  would,  I  believe, 
be  sufficient  to  enable  you  to  collect  the  salaries  from  the 
Citv   Controller  and   to   reimburse   vourself  thereout  for 
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moneys  advanced,  provided,  of  course,  that  Councils  make 
the  necessary  transfer  of  the  appropriation  so  that  the 
Controller  could  legally  pay  the  money.  Of  course,  you 
understand  (as  I  see  from  your  letter),  that  the  Controller 
is  at  present  enjoined  by  the  Court  from  paying  these  sums 
out  of  the  present  appropriations,  and  that  the  money  can- 
not be  paid  by  the  Controller  until  a  proper  appropriation 
or  transfer  has  been  made.

In  re  Proper  Line  for  Building  on  GiUingham  Street,

Dear  Sib: — In  reply  to  letter  of  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  Webster,  dated  April  3,  1914,  approved  by  you, 
relative  to  the  erection  of  a  building  upon  the  lot  at  the 
west  corner  of  Penn  street  and  Gillingham  street,  I  advise 
you  as  follows: 

It  appears  that  Gillingham  street,  between  Penn  and 
Leiper  streets,  is  fourteen  (14)  feet  wide  at  the  Penn 
street  end  and  thirteen  (13)  feet  wide  at  the  Leiper  street 
end  by  reason  of  an  off-set  in  the  same  at  the  distance  of 
75  feet  southeast  of  Leiper  street ;  that  this  street  was. 
laid  out  on  a  plan  of  lots  in  the  year  1841 ;  that  in  the  year 
1852  a  stone  dwelling  house  was  erected  on  the  southeast 
side  of  Leiper  street  close  to  the  northeast  side  of  Gilling- 
ham street.  The  plan  accompanying  the  communication 
shows  that  there  is  a  narrow  strip  of  ground  between 
Gillingham  street  and  this  Iniilding  which  is  not  the  prop- 
erty of  the  owner  of  the  building  and  appears  on  the  plan 
as  "ISTot  Registered." 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  latter  part  of  Section  6  of 
the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  P.  L.  264,  applies  in  this  case. 
It  reads  as  follows : 

"l^o  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
erected  on  any  street,  court  or  alley  hereafter  to  bq 
laid  out,  or  if  laid  out  and  wholly  unimproved  by 
brick  or  stone  dwellings  before  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  of  a  less  width  than  25  feet." 

I  do  not  consider  that  the  building  erected  on  Leiper 
street  and  not  flanking  Gillingham  street  constitutes  an 
improvement  on  Gillingham  street,  and  am  therefore  of 
the  opinion  that  if  the  statements  and  plans  of  the  Dis- 
trict Surveyor  are  verified  by  the  facts,  Mr.  Boysen  should 
be  required  to  recede  five  feet  six  inches  from  the  fourteen 
foot  line  of  Gillingham  street  in  order  to  make  an  equal 
widening  on  both  sides  to  25  feet.  I  refer  you  to  my 
opinions  of  March  11,  1913,  and  April  18,  1913. 

I  notice  from  the  plan  that  in  1886  and  1893,  when  the 
two  brick  buildings  in  the  middle  of  the  block  on  the 
southwest  side  of  the  street  were  erected,  they  receded  five 
feet  six  inches  ;  and  to  permit  the  corner  property  to  be  now 
built  to  the  old  line  would  seem  to  work  an  injustice  to 
the  owners  of  these  premises.

In   re   Commitment   of  Persons   Suffering  from   Mental 

Disorders.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  re- 
questing my  opinion  whether  persons  committed  to  the 
psychopathic  wards  of  the  Philadelphia  General  Hospital 
under  Section  2  of  the  Act  of  June  9,  19.11,  P.  L.  855,  can 
be  retained  in  said  wards  by  force  against  their  will,  and 
further,  whether  the  State  is  liable  for  the  cost  of  main- 
tenance in  said  wards  of  indigent  persons  committed  un- 
der Section  2  of  the  Act. 

With  respect  to  the  first  question,  I  have  no  doubt  that 
persons  may  be  detained  by  force  in  the  psychopathic 
wards,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  commitment. 
Section  2  provides  that — 

"Persons  suffering  with  mental  disorders  may  be 
committed  temporarily,  or  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
thirty  days,  to  such  wards,  for  observation,  diagnosis 
and  treatment,  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law 
for  the  commitment  of  insane  persons  to  hospitals  for 
the  insane,"  etc. 
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If  the  commitment  is  for  a  period  of  tliirty  days,  tlie 
hospital  authorities  would  have  the  right  to  detain  the 
patient  for  that  time.  The  extent  of  their  authority  is  to 
be  measured  ])y  the  provisions  of  the  order  of  commit- 
ment, and  such  patient  can  be  detained  during  the  entire 
time  of  their  commitment  unless  previously  discharged 
by  the  authority  committing  them. 

With  respect  to  your  second  question,  it  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  Act  of  May  1,  1913,  P.  L.  1480,  is  an 
amendment  of  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  June  9,  1911.  This 
section  read  before  amendment: 

"Each  hospital  maintaining  a  psycUopathic  ward 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Commonwealth 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  per  diem  for  each  day  during 
whicti  (each  indigent  person),  committed  to  or  re- 
ceived in  such  ward  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  cared  for  and  treated  therein  (which  amount 
shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  for  the  payment 
of  the  expenses  of  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  in- 
digent insane,  in  the  same  form  and  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  for  the  presentation,  approval,  and 
payment  of  bills  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  in- 
digent insane  persons  committed  to  State  hospitals 
for  the  insane).  The  expense  of  caring  for  and 
treating  non-indigent  persons,  or  those  not  committed 
by  a  court,  received  in  or  committed  to  such  wards, 
shall  be  paid  or  provided  for  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  hospital  authorities  before  admission." 

The  words  which  I  have  put  in  parenthesis  were  elimi- 
nated from  this  section  by  the  amendment  of  1913,  and  in 
places  of  the  words  "each  indigent  person"  were  substituted 
the  words  "such  person  under  observation,  diagnosis  and 
treatment."  The  second  parenthesis  is  entirely  eliminated 
from  the  Act ;  the  section  in  all  other  respects  remains  the 
same.  It  is  difficult  to  determine  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  in  thus  amending  the  Act  of  1911.  It  would 
seem  from  the  deliberate  removal  from  the  Act  of  the 
words  "each  indigent  person"  that  it  was  the  intention  of 
the  Legislature  to  relieve  the  State  from  liability  to  pay 
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for  the  care  and  treatment  of  indigent  insane  in  psycho- 
pathic wards.  The  language  snl)stitnted  for  these  words, 
however,  is  more  comprehensive  than  that  formerly  in  the- 
Act.  It  is  sufficiently  broad  to  include  indigent  persons, 
and  the  retention  of  the  special  provision  respecting  the 
care  and  treatment  of  non-indigent  persons  strongly  in- 
dicates the  intent  of  the  Legislature  to  extend  the  scope 
of  the  first  part  of  the  section  to  include  other  than  in- 
digents, rather  than  to  eliminate  the  liability  of  the  Com- 
monwealth for  the  care  of  the  latter.  In  addition,  the 
elimination  of  the  provision  restricting  the  appropriation 
out  of  which  the  payment  shall  be  made  would  seem  to 
confirm  the  view  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Legis- 
lature to  relieve" the  Commonwealth  from  the  duty  of  con- 
tributing to  the  expense  of  the  maintenance  of,  indigent 
insane. 

From  a  reading  of  the  entire  section  as  amended,  I  be- 
lieve the  better  opinion  would  coincide  with  this  view,  and 
therefor  advise  you  that  the  State  is  liable  for  the  cost  of 
maintenance  of  indigent  insane  in  the  psychopathic  wards 
of  hospitals.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Assistant  Director  Wilson  requesting  my  opinion  respect- 
ing certain  proposed  rules  and  regulations  for  the  sanitary 
keeping  of  all  stables  and  other  places  where  certain  ani- 
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mals  are  ke})t.  The  rules  are  to  be  adopted  in  pursuance 
of  the  Act  of  July  25,  1913.  The  first  section  of  that  Act 
provides — • 

"That  the  Board  of  Health,  in  cities  of  the  first  class, 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  all 
reasonable  rules  and  reg'ulations  for  the  sanitary  keep- 
ing of  all  stables  and  other  places  where  horses,  mules, 
cows,  sheep,  goats  or  swine,  or  any  of  them,  are  kept 
within  such  cities,  and  for  the  collecting,  storing,  and 
transporting  of  manure  from  such  animals." 

The  regulations  in  question  appear  in  general  to  be 
reasonable  and  within  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Board 
of  Health  by  the  Act.  Keasonableness  is  a  question  of 
fact,  and  I  have  neither  the  information  nor  the  power  to 
decide  such  question.  The  rules,  however,  are  within  the 
scope  of  the  authority  conferred  by  the  Act  of  Assembly, 
and  1  presume  that  the  information  possessed  by  the 
Board  of  Health  warrants  their  provisions.  It  may  be 
observed,  however,  that  Section  11  and  12  establish  as  a 
criterion  for  the  application  of  their  provisions  the  char- 
acter of  assessment  for  City  taxes.  1  doubt  whether  this 
woud  be  held  by  the  Courts  to  be  a  reasonable  basis  of 
classification,  and  I  wo\ild  suggest  that  a  more  accurate 
and  conclusive  standard  be  adopted. 

Section  6  is  a  little  ambiguous,  and  appears  to  confer 
upon  the  Board  of  Health,  in  its  discreation,  the  power  to 
refuse  absolutely  to  grant  permits.  The  Act  of  Assembly, 
on  the  other  hand,  authorizes  the  regulation  of  such  places, 
and  does  not  confer  upoji  the  Board  the  right  to  prohibit. 
I  suggest,  therefore,  that  this  section  be  redrafted  in  order 
to  make  its  object  more  clear  and  its  provisions  mor^ 
definite.  In  other  respects  the  rules  appear  to  me  to  be 
in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

Permit  to  Baise  Bridge  Across  Naudain  Street. 

George  S.  Webster,  Esq., 

President  pro  tern.,  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  tliis  morning-  in  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  9 til  inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  the  Eoosevelt 
Worsted  Mills  Company  has  requested  the  Board  of  High- 
way Supervisors  to  grant  a  permit  to  raise  the  existing 
overhead  bridge  which  spans  jSTaudain  street  and  connects 
the  second  floors  of  the  company's  buildings  on  the  north 
and  south  sides  of  that  street.  You  state  that  ISTaudain 
street  is  upon  the  records  as  a  legally  opened  street,  but 
that  you  are  unable  to  find  any  record  of  the  permit  or 
ordinance  which  authorized  the  construction  of  the  original 
bridge  across  N^audain  street,  and  that  those  in  interest 
state  that  the  bridge  was  constructed  before  l^audain 
street  was  declared  a  public  highway.  Before  granting  to 
the  Roosevelt  Worsted  Mills  Company  the  privilege  to 
raise  this  bridge  twelve  feet,  you  desire  my  opinion  as  to 
whether  or  not  an  ordinance  of  Councils  is  necessary  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  to  grant  this 
permission. 

In  reply,  permit  me  to  say  that  such  permit  should  be 
authorized  by  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  particularly  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  you  find  no  record  of  any  municipal 
authorization  for  the  original  structure,  and  such  ordi- 
nance should  contain  the  provisions  usually  contained  in 
ordinances  granting  permission  for  the  construction  of 
similar  bridges,  of  which  there  are  numerous  instances  to 
be  found  in  the  published  ordinances  of  Councils.  Such 
ordinances  usually  provide  for  the  size  and  kind  of  struc- 
ture permitted ;  the  amount  of  clearance  above  the  high- 
way; the  condition  that  the  bridge  shall  be  constructed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  to  be  approved  by  such 
Department,   and   that   ' 'before   exercising   any   privilege 
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•iindor  this  ordinance  the  said  (Roosevelt  Worsted  Mills 
Company)  shall  enter  into  an  agreement,  satisfactory  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  protecting  the  City  from  all  damages 
by  reason  of  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
bridge  and  to  remove  the  same  at  any  time  upon  the  pas- 
sage of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect." 

Such  an  ordinance  protects  the  City,,  while  giving  the 
necessary  privilege  to  the  applicant,  and  I  would  advise 
that  no  permit  be  granted  without  such  authority  from 
Councils.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the

issued  by  your  Department  provides  that  the  freight 
elevator  shall  be  used  in  the  future  as  a  passenger  elevator, 
or  if  it  is  intended  actually  so  to  use  it,  air  cushions  should 
be  required.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  before  me  your  communication  o£ 
March  11th  and  April  2,  1914,  requesting  my  opinion  on 
various  questions  in  relation  to  the  powers  of  the  Public 
Service  Commission  of  Pennsylvania  in  regulating-  the 
service  and  charges  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit 
Company,  and  in  reply  permit  me  to  say: 

1.  Your  first  question  is  whether  the  Public  Service 
Commission  is 

"empowered  by  law  to  ascertain  and  determine 
whether  the  charge  of  three  cents  made  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  for  exchange  tickets 
at  various  points  in  Philadelphia  is  unjust,  unreason- 
able and  grossly  discriminatory  against  any  persons 
or  localities ;  and  if  the  finding  be  affirmative,  has 
the  Commission  the  power  to  require  a  reduction  in 
the  charge  or  to  require  the  issujmce  of  free  transfers 
instead  of  exchange  tickets  as  may  be  found  to  be 
just  and  reasonable,  regardless  of  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  the  1907  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  without 
imposing  any  liability  upon  the  City  by  so  doing  ?" 

In  answering  this  question  it  is  necessary  first  to  deter- 
mine the  general  powers  of  the  Commission,  and  second, 
are  these  general  powers  limited  or  affected  by  the  con- 
tract of  1907,  and  those  propositions  will  be  taken  up  in 
their  order. 

By  Act  of  Assembly  approved  July  26,  1913  (P.  L. 
1374),  known  as  "the  Public  Service  Company  Law,"  a 
"Public  Service  Commission"  is  created  with  broad  and 
sweeping  powers  to  inquire  into  and  regulate  the  service, 
rates,  fares,  tolls  or  charges  of  all  public  service  com- 
panies, and  those  powers  would  necessarily  include  the 
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detenuination  of  whether  three  cents  for  exchang'e  tickets 
at  various  points  is  unjust  and  unreasonable. 

By  Section  1  of  Article  II  of  this  Act  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  every  public  service  company 

''to  furnish  and  maintain  such  service,  including 
facilities,  as  shall  in  all  respects  be  just,  reasonably 
adequate  and  practically  sufficient  for  the  accommo- 
dation and  safety  of  its  patrons,  employees  and  the 
public,  and  in  conformity  with  such  reasonable  regu- 
lations or  orders  as  may  be  made  by  the  Commis- 
sion," and  *  *  *  ''to  render  and  furnish  all  such 
service  at  prices,  charges,  rates,  tolls,  fares  or  com- 
pensation that  shall  be  just  and  reasonable  and  in 
conformity  with  such  reasonable  regulations  or  orders 
as  may  be  made  by  the  Commission." 

And  by  Section  1  of  Article  III  such  public  service  com- 
panies have  the  right 

"to  demand,  collect  and  receive  fair,  just  and 
reasonable  prices,  rates,  fares,  tolls,  charges  or  other 
compensation  for  each  and  every  service  rendered  or 
to  be  rehdered  by  it  to  any  person  or  corporation,  or 
to  any  otlier  public  service  company  with  whom  it 
interchanges  facilities  and  services." 

And  by  Section  8  of  the  same  article  it  is  made  unlawful 
for  such  corporations 

"to  make  or  give  any  undue  or  unreasonable  pref- 
erence or  advantage  in  favor  of  or  to  any  person  or 
corporation  or  any  locality,  or  any  particular  kind  or 
description  of  traffic  or  service,  in  any  respect  what- 
soever; or  to  subject  any  particular  person  or  cor- 
poration or  locality,  or  any  particular  kind  or  descrip- 
tion of  traffic  or  service,  to  any  undue  or  unreasonable 
prejudice  or  disadvantage  in  any  respect  whatsoever." 

Article  V  provides  for  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Com- 
mission, and  by  Section  1  of  that  article 

"The  Commission  shall  have  general  administra- 
tive power  and  authority,  as  provided  in  this  Act,  to 
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supervise  and  regulate  all  public  service  companies 
doing  business  within  tins  Commonwealth.  (Said 
power  and  authority  shall  include  the  power  to 
inquire  into  and  regulate  the  service,  rates,  fares, 
tolls  or  charges  of  any  and  all  public  service  com- 
panies, including  individual  and  joint  rates" 
*  *  *  and  "the  granting  of  transfers  to  or  from 
,  one  part  of  the  system  of  the  same  common  carrier 

to  another  part." 

By  Section  6  of  the  same  article  the  Commission  is- 
empov/ered  to  require  street  railway  corporations  to  trans- 
fer passengers  to  or  from  one  part  of  the  system  of  a  com- 
pany to  another.  By  various  other  sections  of  the  Act  the 
Commission  is  given  full  power  and  authority  to  enforce 
its  orders  and  regulations  relating  to  the  duties  and  limita- 
tions of  public  service  companies,  and  such  companies 
must  "observe  and  obey  all  and  singular  the  lawful  orders 
and  regulations  which  may  be  issued  or  made  by  the  Com- 
mission in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  upon  it 
by  this  Act."  • 

These  provisions,  therefore,  give  to  the  Public  Service 
Commission  full  and  complete  power  and  Authority  ta 
regulate  the  charges  and  rates  of  street  railway  companies, 
including  transfers  from  one  portion  to  another  of  their 
systems,  and  to  prevent  discrimination  against  any  local- 
ity, and  it  would  follow  that  the  Commission  necessarily 
has  the  i)ower  to  ascertain  and  determine  whether  the 
charge  of  three  cents  for  exchange  tickets  is  unjust, 
unreasonable  and"  discriminatory,  and  if  so  determined,  to 
require  the  abolition  of  those  tickets  unless  the  Commis- 
sion is  prevented  from  taking  such  action  because  of  the 
provision  in  the  contract  between  the  City  and  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  "that  the  present  rates  of 
fare  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time,  but  only  with  the 
consent  of  both  parties"  thereto. 

For  the  reasons  hereinafter  given,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  contract  of  1907  will  not  prevent  the  Commission 
from  regulating  the  matter  of  fares,  transfers  and 
exchange  tickets  above  referred  to.  That  contract  is  an 
agreement  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  on  the  one 
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hand  and  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company  on 
the  other  hand,  and  does  not  purport  in  any  way  to  bind 
the  Commonwealth  or  to  impair  its  sovereign  right  of  rate 
regulation,  and  any  attempt  to  do  so  would  be  beyond  the 
power  of  the  City  unless  the  Legislature  had  clearly  and 
expressly  delegated  to  the  City  the  power  to  act  as  the 
agent  of  the  State  and  to  bind  the  latter  by  contract.  ISTo 
such  authority  is  given  by  the  Act  of  April  15,  1007 
(P.  L.  80),  under  tlie  authority  of  which  the  contract  was 
executed.  The  title  to  that  Act  authorizes  ''contracts 
'  between  cities,  boroughs  or  toMaiships  of  the  one  part  and 
street  passenger  railway  companies,  etc.,  of  the  other 
part,"  and  it  authorizes  such  cities  and  railway  companies 
"to  enter  into  contracts  with  each  other  affecting,  fixing 
and  regulating  the  franchises,  powers,  duties  and  liabilities 
of  such  companies  and  the  regulations  and  respective 
rights  of  the  contracting  parties"  ISTowhere  is  the  City 
given  any  right,  either  expressly  or  by  implication,  to  in 
any  way  bind  the  Commonwealth  or  to  impair  in  any  way 
her  sovereign  right  of  rate  regTilation,  or  her  police  power 
to  prevent  injustice  or  discrimination  by  the  companies. 

In  Home  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  vs.  City 
of  Los  Angeles,  211  U.  S.  265  (1908),  it  was  decided  that 

''only  the  Legislature  of  a  State,  or  a  municipality 
specifically  authorized  thereto  by  the  Legislature, 
can  surrender  by  contract  the  governmental  j)Owers 
such  as  fixing  rates." 

In  that  case  Mr.  Justice  Moody  says,  at  page  273: 

"The  surrender,  by  contract,  of  a  power  of  gov- 
ernment, though  in  certain  well-defined  cases  it  may 
be  made  by  legislative  authority,  is  a  very  grave 
act,  and  the  surrender  itself,  as  well  as  the  authority 
to  make  it,  must  be  closely  scrutinized.  Xo  other 
body  than  the  supreme  legislature  (in  this  case,  the 
Legislature  of  the  State)  has  the  authority  to  make 
such  a  surrender,  unless  the  authority  is  clearly  dele- 
gated to  it  by  the  supreme  legislature.  The  general 
powers  of  a  municipality,  or  of  any  other  political 
subdivision  of  the  State,  are  not  sufficient.  Specific- 
authority  for  that  purpose  is  required." 
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And  again,  at  page  277,  after  a  review  of  the  author- 
ities : 

"All  these  cases  agree  that  the  legislative  authority 
of  the  municipality  to  make  a  contract  must  clearly 
and  unmistakably  appear.  It  does  not  so  appear  by 
the  case  at  bar.  The  appellant  has  failed  to  show  that 
the  City  had  legislative  authority  to  make  any  con- 
tract of  exemption  from  the  exercise  of  the  power  of 
regulation  conferred  in  the  charter." 

The  Public  Service  Company  law  has  a  scope  and  pur- 
pose so  broad  that  its  powers  would  not  be  limited  by  the 
terms  of  a  contract  between  such  a  company  and  the 
municipality  in  which  it  operates,  and,  as  shown  above, 
the  State  has  in  no  wise  delegated  to  the  City  the  power  to 
impair  the  Commonwealth's  sovereign  right  of  rate  regu- 
lation, and  could  not,  if  it  would,  barter  away  its  police 
power  of  protecting  the  welfare  of  its  citizens  by  prevent- 
ing unjust  discrimination.  The  Act  of  1907  gives  no 
such  authority,  and  the  bargain  between  the  City  and  the 
company  was  entered  into  by  the  former  in  its  corporate 
or  municipal  character,  and  the  mutual  considerations  on 
which  the  contract  was  founded  moved  between  the  two 
parties  to  it  as  corporate  bodies.  The  rights  of  the  citizens 
and  of  the  public  at  large  were  in  no  wise  concluded  by 
anything  which  that  contract  contains,  and  the  Public 
Service  Commission,  representing  the  power  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, may  and  should  make  such  regulations  and 
arrangements  on  the  various  subjects  confided  to  its  dis- 
cretion as  that  Commission  may  deem  just,  equitable, 
necessary  and  proper,  having  in  mind  the  interests  of  the 
public  as  well  as  the  just  rights  of  the  corporation  affected. 
The  authority  and  power  so  vested  in  the  Commission  for 
the  public  needs  and  to  conserve  the  welfare  and  con- 
venience of  the  entire  community  rises  above  any  contract 
which  might  have  been  entered  into  between  the  City  and 
the  Transit  Company,  and  while  the  municipality  and  the 
corporation  are  bound  by  the  contract,  the  Common- 
wealth's right  of  rate  regulation,  through  its  Public 
Service  Commission,  has  not  been  impaired,  and  that 
Commission   may  hear   and   decide   the   matter   notwith- 
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standing  the  contract,  subject  always  to  tlie  right  of  either 
party  to  appeal  to  the  Courts,  as  provided  by  the  Public 
Service  Company  law.  An  examination  of  that  law  will 
show  that  almost  every  phase  of  the  relief  which  it  is 
empowered  to  give  may  be  administered  of  its  own  motion 
as  well  as  upon  formal  complaint,  and  these  provisions  of 
the  xVct  are  most  significant  as  indicating  the  non-tech- 
nical character  not  only  of  its  procedure,  but  of  the  subject 
matters  as  to  which  it  may  afford  relief  from  unjust  and 
onerous  conditions. 

2.  The  answ^er  to  your  second  question  is  found  in  the 
power  given  to  the  Commission  by  Section  1  of  the  Act 
to  supervise  and  regulate 

"the  routing  of  the  lines  of  street  railways,  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled  'An  Act  authorizing 
traction  and  motor  power  companies  and  street 
passenger  railway  companies  owning,  leasing,  con- 
trolling or  operating  different  lines  of  street  railways, 
to  operate  all  of  said  lines  as  a  general  system,  and 
to  lay  out  such  new  routes  or  circuits  over  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  any  street  or  streets  occupied  by  such 
different  companies,  and  to  run  cars  thereon  for  such 
distances  and  in  such  directions  as  will,  in  the  opinion 
of.  the  operating  company,  best  accommodate  public 
travel,'  approved  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  Anno 
Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-five 
(Pamphlet  Laws  65),  or  otherwise.  *     *     *     " 

In_  this  connection  permit  me  to  direct  your  renewed 
attention  to  the  opinion  given  by  me  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of 
Common  Council  on  October  7,  1913,  which  has  been  in 
your  possession  for  a  long  time  and  which  will  be  found 
on  page  415  of  the  Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  1913. 
In  that  opinion,  as  you  may  note,  I  advised  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  C'ommon  Council  that  under  Section  9  of  Arti- 
cle XVII  of  the  Constitution  of  Pennsylvania,  which  pro- 
vides that  "no  passenger  railway  shall  be  constructed 
within  the  limits  of  any  city,  borough  or  township  with- 
out the  consent  of  its  local  authorities,"  no  Act  of  Assem- 
bly can  authorize  the  Transit  Company  to  run  its  cars 
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along  other  streets  or  roads  than  those  for  which  permis- 
sion had  been  given  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  and  this 
provision  would  therefore  prohibit  the  rerouting  of  the 
line  by  order  of  the  Commission  unless  the  consent  of 
Councils  had  been  first  obtained  thereto. 

3.  You  ask :  "Is  the  aforesaid  Commission  empowered 
by  law  to  require  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Com- 
pany to  make  such  extensions  to  its  present  lines  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  City  grows  and  extends,  as  may  be 
found  by  the  Commission  to  be  necessary  to  properly  serve 
the  City  and  the  public?" 

The  only  provision  in  the  Public  Service  Act  relating 
to  the  power  of  the  Commission  to  require  public  service 
companies  to  make  extensions  is  in  Article  V,  Section  13, 
which  provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  Commission  shall  also  have  power,  after 
hearing  had  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon  complaint, 
to  require  public  service  companies  to  make  such 
repairs,  changes,  alterations,  additions,  extensions 
and  improvements  in  and  about  their  facilities  and 
service  as  shall  be  reasonably  necessary  and  proper 
for  the  safety,  accommodation,  convenience  and 
service  of  their  patrons,  employees  and  the  public." 

It  is  very  doubtful  whether  the  word  "extension"  as 
here  used  would  apply  to  the  extension  of  the  tracks  of  a 
street  passenger  railway,  particularly  if  such  extension 
was  for  a  long  distance. 

The  third  article  of  the  contract  between  the  Citv  and 
the  Transit  Company  to  which  you  refer  in  your  letter  of 
March  11th  gives  that  company  the  first  right  to  con- 
struct new  lines  which  may  be  deemed  desirable  by  the 
City,  but  there  is  nothing  in  that  section  of  the  contract 
compelling  the  company  to  construct  such  new  lines  if  it 
does  not  desire  so  to  do.  The  contract,  therefore,  does 
not  govern  the  question,  and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  terms 
of  the  Act  of  1913  above  quoted  will  give  the  Commission 
power  to  order  extensions. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  again  to  call  your  attention 
to  m}^  opinion  of  October  7,  1913,  above  referred  to,  in 
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■vvliioh  I  advised  that  uuder  the  Constitution  of  Pennsyl- 
vania prohibiting  the  construction  of  passenger  railways 
■without  the  consent  of  the  local  authorities  of  the  City,  no 
extensions  or  alterations  can  be  made  to  the  lines  of  the 
Pliiladelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company  without  express 
authority  from  City  Councils  and,  in  my  opinion,  no  such 
authority  should  be  given  in  any  case  except  upon  the 
express  condition  that  the  company  establish  such  system 
of  fares  and  charges  or  transfers  as  may  be  fair  and  just 
to  all  the  people  of  the  City. 

4.  You  further  inquire  whether  the  Commission  is 
empowered  to  require  the  establishment  of  joint  rates  for 
passengers  transferring  between  the  lines  of  the  company 
and  the  lines  of  any  independent  system  hereafter  built, 
and  whether  the  Commission  may  determine  the  amount 
of  the  fares  to  be  paid  by  passengers  thus  transferred  on 
joint  rate  tickets  and  as  to  the  division  of  such  fares 
l)etween  such  companies. 

The  Commission  is  empowered  by  Article  V,  Section  3, 
of  the  Public  Service  Company  law  "to  fix  joint  rates  or 
charges  where  joint  service  is  rendered  by  two  or  more 
public  service  companies,  or  where  other  public  service 
companies  may  be  interested  in  the  rate  or  charge/'  and 
if  this  section  stood  alone,  it  would  give  the  Commission 
the  necessary  power  to  regulate  the  rates  between  pas- 
sengers transferring  from  the  lines  of  one  company  to 
those  of  another. 

Tliis  section,  however,  must  be  read  in  connection  with 
Section  1  of  Article  II,  which  defines  the  duties  of  public 
service  companies,  and  that  section,  after  enacting  that 
joint  rates  must  be  just  and  reasonable,  provides  that  the 
section  shall  not  apply  "to  a  street  railway  corporation 
engaged  in  the  business  of  carrying  passengers,  but  not 
engaged  ii^  the  general  business  of  transporting  freight, 
and  which  does  not  generally  solicit  the  transportation  of 
freight  as  a  main  branch  of  its  business."  This  provision 
apparently  takes  from  the  Commission  the  power  to  com- 
pel the  establishment  of  joint  rates  between  passenger 
xailway  companies. 

5.   In   reply  to   your    fifth   question:    "Have   the   City 
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Councils  power  to  require  any  of  tlie  above-mentioned  act» 
to  be  performed  by  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Com- 
pany under  the  conditions  stated  ?"  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  contract  of  1907  would  preclude  Councils  from 
requiring  the  performance  of  any  of  the  acts  mentioned 
by  you  except  possibly  such  as  relate  to  the  police  power. 

6.  In  reply  to  your  inquiry  whether  the  contract  of 
1907  between  the  City  and  the  Transit  Company  is  valid, 
or  whether  its  terms  conflict  with  the  Constitution  and 
lav\'s  of  Pennsylvania,  I  am  compelled  to  advise  you  that 
the  contract  of  1907  and  the  ordinance  under  which  the- 
contract  is  empowered,  and  the  statute  of  April  15,  1907, 
were  all  sustained  as  constitutional  and  valid  in  the  case 
of  Erode  vs.  Philadelphia  (230  Pa.  434),  and  inferen- 
tially  so  in  the  two  earlier  cases  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  (224  Pa.  552  and  22S 
Pa.  325). 

To  summarize  the  foregoing  answers  to  your  inquiries,. 
I  would  advise  you : 

I.  That  the  Public  Service  Commission  is  empowered 
to  determine  whether  the  charge  of  three  cents  for 
exchange  tickets  is  unjust,  unreasonable  and  discrimina- 
tory, and  if  so,  to  make  such  order  as  may  be  proper  and 
reasonable  after  such  finding. 

IT,  That  the  contract  of  1907  between  the  City  and  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  does  not  preclude- 
the  Public  Service  Commission  from  making  such  order. 

III.  That  the  Commission  has  power  over  the  routing 
of  the  Rapid  Transit  Company's  cars  and  lines,  subject 
always  to  the  consent  of  Councils  under  the  constitutional 
provision. 

IV.  That  the  Commission  probably  has  not"*  the  power 
to  compel  extensions  by  ordering  new  lines. 

V.  That  the  Commission  has  not  the  power  to  require 
the  establishment  of  joint  rates  between  independent  com- 
panies. 

VI.  That  the  contract  of  1907  has  been  held  by  the 
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Courts  to  be  valicT,   and  unless  that  decision  sliould  be 
changed  the  City  itself  is  bound  thereby. 

VIT.  That  while  the  City  itself  may  be  bound  in  its 
corporate  capacity,  the  State  has  not  surrendered  its  right 
of  regulation,  and  that  therefore  the  Commission  has 
power  to  act  under  the  Public  Service  Company  law.

Placing  of  a  Patrolman  and  a  Hoseman  in  Buildings 
During  Theatrical  Performances.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  draft  of  an  ordinance 
"to  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  detail 
to  each  playhouse  or  building  in  which  a  theatrical  per- 
formance is  given  one  patrolman  in  the  employ  of  the 
City  and  one  horseman  in  the  employ  of  the  City."  con- 
cerning which  you  ask  for  an  opinion  on  behalf  of  the 
Committee  on  Municipal  Government. 

I  see  no  objection  to  the  legality  of  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance, though  the  final  clause  that  the  hoseman  may  order 
any  performance  stopped  seems  to  place  a  broad  author- 
ity in  the  hands  of  an  employee  of  the  City  of  this  char- 
acter. ]\Iight  it  not  be  better  to  have  the  hoseman  advise 
headquarters  (by  telephone,  if  necessary)  of  the  facts  and 
receive  his  instructions  from  that  point. 

1  also  note  that  there  is  no  reforonce  to  this  provision  of 
the  ordinance  in  the  title.  It  should,  I  think,  be  included. 
I  assume  that  it  is  not  intended  to  charge  the  expense 
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involved  against  the  proprietor  of  the  theatre;  if  so,  that 
fact  should  be  made  plain.

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  bills  of  M.  J.  Heavey 
for  $25.75  and  $2,00'9.50  respectively,  for  carpets,  etc., 
supplied  to  the  Municipal  Court,  which  have  been  sent  me 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property  in  a  letter 
approved  by  you,  in  which  he  asks  to  be  advised  whether 
payment  of  said  bills  can  be  made.  It  is  stated  that  the 
hills  were  checked  as  to  quantity  of  material  and  were 
found  correct,  some  of  the  items  being  found  upon 
Schedule  K  for  1914,  on  which,  however,  other  of  the 
items  do  not  appear,  and  that  no  bids  were  submitted. 

The  Act  of  1874,  providing  for  the  purchase  of 
materials,  etc.,  under  contracts  to  be  let  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  applies  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  its  various 
Departments,  but  not  to  supplies  required  for  the  State 
€r  County  Government  as  distinguished  from  that  of  the 
City.  Accordingly  it  was  held  by  the  late  Judge  Thayer, 
an  eminent  authority,  in  the  case  of  Wright  vs.  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  8  W.  1S[.  C.  141,  that  supplies  purchased 
by  the  Sheriff,  a  County  officer,  and  necessary  for  the  con- 
duct of  his  office,  were  not  required  to  be  the  subject  of  a 
written  contract  or  of  competitive  bidding,  as  the  Act  of 
1874  was  not  applicable  thereto,  and  that  an  ordinance  of 
Councils  requiring  such  bidding  and  entering  into  a  writ- 
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ten  contract,  in  so  far  as  it  concerned  a  County  office,  was 
without  effect. 

I  think  the  present  inquiry  of  the  Cliief  of  the  Eureau 
of  City  Property  is  answered  by  that  ease,  and  if  the  bills 
are  found  to  be  correct,  as  stated,  and  no  other  objection 
to  their  payment  exists,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  they 
should  be  discharged,  and  in  answer  to  the  further  ques-. 
tion  whether  this  should  be  done  at  once,  I  believe  it 
should.

Proposed  Ordinance  to  Regulate  Tlieatres. 

William  H.  Felton^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  return  herewith  draft  of  an  ordinance 
to  regulate  theatres  and  providing  for  the  employment 
therein  of  certain  men  employees  and  a  penalty  for  breach 
of  the  ordinance,  concerning  which  you  ask  on  behalf  of 
the  Committee  on  Municipal  Government  for  an  opinion 
as  to  the  power  of  Councils  to  pass  such  a  bill. 

The  proposed  ordinance,  among  other  things,  provides 
that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  give  theatrical  performances 
without  stationing  on  the  fly  floor  and  in  other  places  in 
the  theatre  a  designiated  number  of  persons  who  shall  not 
leave  their  positions  or  be  ordered  off  the  stage;  that  it 
shall  be  unlawful  to  give  such  performances  unless  the 
ushers  shall  be  men  at  least  twenty-one  years  of  age;  to 
liave  the  asbestos  curtain  operated  otherwise  than  from  the 
stage  floor;  to  permit  counter-weights,  sand  bags  and  the 
like  to  be  attached,  except  as  provided  in  the  ordinance; 
to  regTilate  the  setting  of  the  scenery;  to  discharge  the 
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men  required  by  the  ordinance  to  be  in  tbe  playhouse  for 
certain  reasons ;  to  permit  smoking  and  the  use  of  tobacco 
in  the  dressing  rooms,  etc.,  etc. 

Many  of  these  subjects  are  covered  by  statute  and  others 
relate  to  matters  concerning  which  Councils  would  be 
without  authority  to  provide  the  regulations  included  in 
the  ordinance,  and  I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  in 
my  qpinioji  Councils  have  no  power  to  pass  such  a  bill  as 
this  is.

Right  to  Award  Contract  to  a  Low  Bidder  Who  Enclosed

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  this  date 
stating  that  the  lowest  bidder  for  a  contract  for  making 
repairs  to  the  iceboat  John  Weaver  enclosed  the  pro- 
posal bond  instead  of  the  certificate  from  this  Department 
that  such  bond  had  been  filed,  and  inquiring  whether  you 
can  lawfully  award  the  contract  to  such  bidder,  or  must  it 
be  awarded  to  the  next  lowest  bidder. 

It  has  been  held  that  irregularities  with  respect  to  the 
proposal  bond  do  not  necessarily  invalidate  the  bid,  and  if 
you  deem  it  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City  to  award  the 
contract  in  this  instance  to  the  low  bidder,  I  think,  in 
accordance  with  such  decision,  you  would  be  authorized 
to  do  so.

Construction  of  Sewer  in  Hunting  Park  Avenue. 

Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir:— The  letter  of  tlie  13tli  inst.  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  in  regard  to  the 
construction  of  a  sewer  in  Hunting  Park  avenue,  from 
Allegheny  avenue  to  Wissahickon  avenue,  is  received. 

In  answer  to  the  question  whether  there  have  been  any 
decisions  which  would  affect  the  opinion  given  by  the  City 
Solicitor  on  October  15,  1901,  "In  re  Municipal  Claims, 
Act  of  June  4,  1901,"  I  presume  you  refer  to  that  portion 
of  the  opinion  which  relates  to  sewer  assessments.  This 
was  founded  on  Section  10,  Act  of  June  4,  1901  (P.  L. 
307),  whidi  provides  that  "municipal  claims  must  be 
filed  ^  "'  *  within  six  months  after  the  completion 
of  the  improvement,  where  the  assessment  is  made  by  the 
municipality  upon  all  the  properties  after  the  completion 
of  the  improvement." 

The  language  of  the  statute  is  explicit  and  I  know  of 
no  decisions  contrary  to  the  terms  of  the  opinion  above 
referred  to.  It  would  lie  advisable  under  the  circum- 
stances set  forth  in  your  letter  to  treat  each  of  the  branch 
sewers  tributary  to  the  main  sewer  as  a  separate  improve- 
ment, and  to  make  the  assessment  and  deliver  the  assess- 
ment bills  immediately  upon  the  completion  of  each 
branch  sewer.  Xo  liens  are  filed  for  the  construction  of 
the  main  sewer,  and  the  law  requiring  the  filing  of  lieos 
within  six  months  after  completion  of  the  improvement 
cannot,  in  my  opinion,  refer  to  the  main  sewer,  for  which 
no  liens  are  filed,  but  does  relate  to  the  completion  of  each 
branch  sewer  tributary  to  the  main  sewer. 

As  to  the  time  for  making  the  assessment  and  the  deliv- 
ery of  the  assessment  bills,  there  is  no  ordinance  or  statute 
laying  down  any  specific  rule  in  regard  to  sewers.  The 
duty  of  the  surveyor  and  regulator  of  the  district,  upon 
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the  completion  of  a  sewer,  is  set  forth  in  Section  2  of  the 
ordinance  of  May  12,  1866,  and  no  time  i&  stated  within 
which  the  assessment  should  be  made  and  the  bills 
delivered. 

In  mj  opinion  it  would  be  advisable  to  make  the  assess- 
ment as  soon  as  possible  after  the  work  is  done  in  front  of 
each  property  or  immediately  after  the  work  in  a  block  is 
completed,  so  as  to  give  the  use-contractor  as  much  time 
as  possible  to  collect  his  bills  from  the  property  owners 
before  the  expiration  of  the  six  months'  period.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  recent 
date  with  respect  to  the  contract  of  October  26,  1909, 
between  the  estate  of  William  G.  Warden  and  the  City,  for 
the  paving  of  Conrad  street,  from  New  Queen  street  to 
Midvale  avenue,  under  ordinance  of  April  12,  1909  (page 
93),  which  authorizes  the  paving  of  streets  at  the  cost  of 
the  abutting  owner.  This  ordinance  provides  for  a  bond 
of  the  owner  agreeing  to  keep  the  street  in  good  order  and 
repair  for  five  years  after  completion.  It  is  further  pro- 
vided that  such  work  shall  be  done  under  specifications 
"which  shall  contain  all  the  usual  requirements  for  like 
contracts  with  the  City."  The  like  contracts  with  the 
City  specified  that  the  contractor  should  maintain  the 
pavement  for  a  period  of  three  years,  and  not  five  years,  as 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  and  in  the  contract  with  the 
property  owner  the  period  of  time  mentioned  in  the  speci- 
fications is  followed,  three  years  being  the  maintenance 
therein  mentioned.  The  bond  accompanying  the  contract 
does  not  recite  any  particular  time,  but  recites  tliat  such 
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pavement  is  to  lie  "in  strict  and  exact  accordance  with 
certain  specifications  attached  thereto  and  made  a  part 
thereof."  The  specifications  thns  referred  to  are  those 
furnished  to  this  I)e])artment  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  with  the  usual  requirements  for  the  repairing  of 
country  roads  which  were  attached  to  contracts  made  with 
the  City,  the  maintenance  period  therein  mentioned  being 
three  years. 

You  ask  whether  the  Warden  estate  can  be  held  to  the 
five  year  guarantee,  as  required  by  the  ordinance,  or 
whether  it  is  relieved  of  liability  after  the  expiration  of 
three  years  from  the  date  of  the  contract. 

In  view  of  the  facts  above  stated,  I  think  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  City  can  insist  upon  the  maintenance  of  the 
street  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the  time  the  contract 
was  entered  into,  nevertheless  I  would  advise  your  Depart- 
ment if  the  repairs  are  needed  to  put  the  street  in  proper 
condition  and  the  City  has  funds  for  the  purpose,  to  notify 
the  Warden  estate  that  unless  the  repairs  are  made  by  it 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  the  City 
will  do  the  work  and  hold  the  Warden  estate  liable  there- 
for. If  this  is  without  effect  and  the  repairs  are  impera- 
tively needed,  they  should  be  made  and  the  bills  sent  to 
the  Warden  estate  and  an  effort  made,  by  legal  process  if 
necessary,  to  hold  that  estate  to  the  liability  which  the 
ordinance  evidently  intended  should  be  imposed  upon  it.

Status  of  Suhurhan  Property  ivith  Reference  to  Paving 
Assessments.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from    Chief 
Connell,    of    the    Highway    Bureau,    approved    by    you, 
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requesting  an  opinion  as  to  the  status  of  suburban  prop- 
erty with  reference  to  paving  assessments.  The  ordinance 
referred  to  in  your  communication  relating;  to  sewer  con- 
struction  would  not,  in  my  opinion,  control  in  the  matter 
of  street  paving. 

Under  the  law  the  question  of  whether  a  given  property 
or  locality  is  city,  suburban  or  rural  is  for  the  jury  to 
determine  under  the  facts  of  each  case.  The  fact  that  the 
Board  of  Revision  has  assessed  the  property  as  city, 
suburban  or  rural  is  not  conclusive  as  to  its  character, 
although  it  is  evidence  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in 
determining  the  question.  Suburban  property  is  on  the 
border  line  between  city  and  rural  property,  and  under  the 
law  it  is  a  question  for  the  jury  to  determine  whether  the 
locality  has  developed  sufficiently  to  justify  the  muni- 
pality  in  putting  down  improvements  and  assessing  the 
cost  against  the  property  owners.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  question  is  not  as  to  the  character  or  condition 
of  a  particular  piece  of  property  or  the  use  to  which  it  is 
put,  but  rather  the  character  of  the  entire  neighborhood, 
the  value  of  the  surrounding  land,  etc. 

To  prevent  a  dispute  over  this  question,  in  close  cases 
as  outlined  in  your  letter  it  might  be  advisable,  as  sug- 
gested in  your  letter,  to  enter  into  agreements  with  the 
abutting  property  owners  to  pay  the  assessment,  waiving 
the  benefit  of  all  questions  of  this  character.  Certainly 
there  is  nothing  illegal  in  this  procedure,  and  in  doubtful 
cases  it  might  save  litigation.

Use  of  Certain  Streets  a^  Stands  for  Wagons  and  Barrows 
for  the  Sale  of  Fanti  Products  Exclusivehj.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  23d 
inst.  relative  to  a  proposed  ordinance  designating  certain 
streets  as  stands  for  wagons  and  barrows  for  the  sale  of 
farm  products  exclusively,  as  to  which  you  state  that  it 
has  been  suggested  that  the  ordinance  may  perhaps  be 
beyond  the  power  of  Councils,  and  inquiring  with  respect 
to  this  suggestion,  and  whether  the  proposed  ordinance  is 
objectionable  on  that  or  other  legal  grounds. 

In  my  judgment  the  ordinance  is  legally  unobjection- 
able. For  a  more  general  discussion  of  the  subject  of  curb 
markets  I  would  refer  you  to  the  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment given  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  on  October  23,  1912,  and  which  will  be  found 
among  the  Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  that  year  on 
page  453.  In  that  opinion,  among  other  things,  the  Act 
of  April  15,  1891  (P.  L.  17),  and  the  ordinance  of  April 
11,  1893  (page  216),  were  cited.  By  the  Act  of  1891  it 
was  made  unlawful  to  hawk,  peddle  or  vend  upon  the  high- 
ways or  pavements  of  a  city  of  the  first  class  fish,  fruit' 
or  vegetables  unless  a  license  should  have  been  previously 
obtained  therefor,  which  licenses  were  to  be  granted  to 
citizens  of  the  United  States  only.  The  Act  further  pro- 
vided that  nothing  contained  therein  should  prevent  any 
citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  from  vending,  hawd^ing  or 
peddling  the  products  of  his  own  farm  or  garden. 

The  ordinance  of  1893,  which  was  passed  to  give  effect 
to  the  Act  of  1891,  providing  for  the  issuing  of  annual 
licenses,  and  fixing  the  fees  therefor. 

I  refer  you  to  the  cpncludiug  paragraph  of  the  opinion 
of  October  23,  1912,  from  which  it  will  appear 
10 
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"That  the  right  to  regulate  the  use  of  the  City's 
streets  for  the  purpose  in  question  is  vested  in  Coun- 
cils, which  shall  have  unrestricted  power  with  respect 
thereto,  except  in  so  far  as  the  Legislature  has  by 
statute  prohibited  the  use  of  particular  streets  for  the 
sale  of  produce." 

The  localities  to  which  the  proposed  ordinance  is  limited 
are  not  included  among  those  the  use  of  which  for  this 
purpose  is  forbidden  by  statute.

Numher  of  Underground  Ducts  to  he  Furnished  hy  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company  for  Use  of  the  City. 

Geoecje  D.  Porter.,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  inquiring  whether 
by  the  joint  effect  of  the  ordinances  of  August  5,  1886 
(page  243),  and  of  December  26,  1902  (page  321),  the 
Philadelphia  Electric  Company  can  be  required  to  furnish 
not  onh'  the  two  ducts  called  for  under  the  latter  ordi- 
nance, but  in  addition  one  duct,  as  mentioned  in  the 
ordinance  of  1886. 

Section  7  of  the  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886,  provides: 

"That  whenever  the  City  may  desire  to  occupy  or 
use  a  tube  or  chamber  in  any  of  the  conduits  or  tubes 
which  have  heretofore  been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid 
by  autliority  of  Councils,  the  company,  corporation, 
firm  or  individual  owning  such  conduits  or  tubes 
shall,  upon  thirty  (30)   days'  notice  from  the  Chief

of  tlie  Electrical  Department,  furnish  said  Depart- 
ment, free  of  cost  or  charge  to  the  City,  at  least  one 
tube  or  chamber  in  such  conduits  or  tubes." 

The  ordinance  of  December  26,  1902,  contains  the  fol- 
lowing provision: 

"The  said  company  shall,  at  its  own  expense  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  when 
and  as  it  shall  construct  its  own  underground  con- 
duits, provide  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
for  police,  fire  alarm  and  telephone  service,  two  con- 
duits similar  to  those  now  in  use  by  the  City,  with  the 
necessary  manholes  for  the  same." 

In  my  judgment  the  later  ordinance  with  respect  to 
the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company  is  not  intended  to 
require  an  additional  contribution  of  tubes  or  conduits  to 
the  City,  but  to  substitute  the  duty  of  providing  two  con- 
duits in  place  of  the  obligation  to  supply  one,  as  provided 
in  the  ordinance  of  1886,  and  therefore  that  the  said  com- 
pany cannot  be  required  to  furnish  three  ducts  or  conduits 
to  the  City,  but  only  two.

Survey  and  erection  of  Bvildings  on  a  Seventeen  Feet

DiE.vK  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  8th  ult.,  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  with 
blueprint    plan    showing    proposed    seventeen    feet    wide 
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driveway  extending  westward  from  Eiglith  street,  in  tlie 
block  of  ground  bounded  by  Eighth,  Ninth  and  Wingo- 
hocking  streets  and  the  Boulevard,  and  asking  whether 
the  District  Surveyor  has  the  legal  right  to  stake  out  the 
driveway  as  shown  on  the  plan;  and  also  whether  the 
owners  of  abutting  lots  have  the  right  to  erect  buildings 
for  use  as  garages  or  other  purposes  upon  the  line  of  this 
driveway. 

This  matter  comes  under  the  latter  part  of  Section  6  of 
the  Act  of  April  21,  1855  (P.  L.  261),  which  provides: 

"'No  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
erected  on  any  street,  court  or  alley,  hereafter  to  be 
laid  out,  or  if  laid  out  and  wholly  unimproved  by 
brick  or  stone  buildings  before  the  passage  of  this 
Act,  of  a  less  width  than  twenty-five  feet." 

The  foregoing,  especially  if  taken  in  connection  with 
the  earlier  provision  of  the  Act  that  even  in  streets  laid 
out  and  improved  at  its  date,  the  erection  of  buildings 
fronting  thereon  was  forbidden  if  the  street  were  of  less 
width  than  twenty  feet,  shows  a  clear  legislative  inten- 
tion not  to  permit  the  construction  of  buildings  upon 
streets  of  the  character  shown  here. 

I  think  there  is  no  objection  to  staking  out  a  driveway 
of  the  proposed  width,  but  buildings  abutting  thereon 
should  be  compelled  to  recede  on  each  side  so  as  to  allow 
a  space  of  twenty-five  feet  between  the  building  lines.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  2'9th  of 
April,  referring  to  that  portion  of  Article  1  of  the  Bullitt 
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Bill  which  authorizes  the  ]\Iayor  to  appoint  three  cora- 
peteut  persons  to  examine,  without  notice,  the  accounts  of 
any  City  Department,  trust,  officer,  employee,  etc.,  and  re- 
port the  result  of  such  investigation.  It  appears  from 
your  letter  that  Councils  have  twice  been  requested  by 
you  to  make  an  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  but  have 
declined  or  omitted  to  do  so.  You  inquire  whether  you 
have  authority,  without  such  appropriation,  to  appoint 
persons  by  virtue  of  the  Act,  and,  if  so,  whether  their 
compensation  might  subsequently  be  collected  by  man- 
damus upon  the  City  Treasurer ;  whether  Councils  are 
under  obligation  to  provide  an  appropriation  for  this  pur- 
pose upon  request  from  you ;  and  could  mandamus  pro- 
ceedings be  successfully  brought  against  them  to  compel 
such  action.  If  the  latter  course  should  be  pursued,  you 
further  ask  whether  the  mandamus  proceedings  ought  to 
be  brought  in  your  name  or  in  the  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth at  the  instance  of  the  x^ttorney  General  or  the  Dis- 
trict Attorney,  or  otherwise. 

I  do  not  think  Councils  could  be  compelled  by  man- 
damus, either  at  your  suit  or  at  the  instance  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  make  an  appropriation  in  advance  for  the 
purpose  in  view ;  whether  they  should  do  so  or  not  is  with- 
in their  discretion. 

The  clause  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  in  question  sufficiently 
authorizes  the  Mayor  to  appoint  competent  persons  to  ex- 
amine the  City  accounts,  but  fails  to  provide  for  the  com- 
pensation of  the  persons  who  may  be  so  appointed.  By  the 
Act  of  June  11,  1879,  and  other  legislation,  no  liability 
of  the  City  can  be  incurred  except  in  pursuance  of  an  ap- 
propriation to  meet  it.  I  think  the  provisions  of  these 
statutes  are  to  be  construed  together  and  that  it  was  not 
intended  by  this  portion  of  the  Bullitt  Act  to  supersede 
the  requirement  of  an  appropriation  of  money  before  a 
valid  lialnlity  of  the  City  can  be  created.  Doubtless,  in 
a  case  of  sudden  emergency,  the  Mayor  would  be  author- 
ized, in  his  discretion,  to  make  these  appointments  with- 
out avraiting  the  action  of  the  Councils,  and  in  such  a 
case  at  least  a  strong  equitalde  claim  on  the  part  of  the 
appointee  would  doubtless  arise.     From  the  correspond- 
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ence  submitted,  however,  the  present  instance  does  not 
seem  to  be  one  in  which  any  emergency  is  involved.  The 
purpose  of  the  present  investigation,  as  stated  in  your 
letters  to  Councils,  is  to  ascertain  conditions  which  have 
long  existed  and  which  may  be  examined  into  at  any  time. 
In  such  a  case,  if  Councils  refuse  to  provide  the  necessary 
funds  in  order  that  the  investigation  may  properly  pro- 
ceed, in  sjDite  of  the  Mayor's  urgent  and  repeated  requests 
so  to  do,  the  responsibility  for  such  failure  must  rest 
upon  those  bodies.  And  in  my  judgment  the  right  to 
recover  against  the  City  upon  claims  for  compensation 
founded  upon  an  appointment  of  this  charaacter,  and  in 
the  absence  of  an  appropriation  to  meet  them,  would  be 
extremely  doubtful.

Dear.  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  6th 
inst.,  stating  that  there  is  considerable  public  interest  in 
the  opening  of  Reed  street,  from  Thirty-iirst  to  Thirty- 
fourth  street,  and  asking  that  a  special  order  may  be  made 
in  reference  to  it  so  that  it  may  receive  the  earliest  pos- 
sible attention. 

Your  previous  letter  of  April  23d,  in  reference  to  this 
matter,  has  already  been  given  consideration  and  several 
interviews  have  been  had  at  this  Department  with  the 
contractor  for  the  paving  and  his  counsel.  The  latter  is 
unwilling  to  permit  his  client  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
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Avith  the  property  owners  on  tlic  basis  of  the  acceptance 
of  assessment  bills,  and  no  satisfactory  plan  has  as  yet 
been  agreed  upon. 

Mr.  Hopple,  the  Assistant  in  this  Department  in  charge 
of  Bonds  and  Contracts,  snggests  the  propriety  of  the  City 
entering  into  an  agreement  with  the  property  ov\mers  to 
do  the  Avork  at  private  cost,  in  accordance,  however,  with 
the  City's  specifications  and  under  its  supervision,  the 
property  owners  to  employ  the  City  contractor  to  do  the 
work  and  to  pay  him  therefor  in  cash.  If  this  meets  with 
your  approval  and  of  that  of  the  property  owners  who  are 
interested,  upon  being  so  advised  and  furnished  with  the 
names  of  the  respective  property  owners,  the  location  and 
frontage  of  their  properties,  together  with  the  specific 
amounts  which  each  will  be  required  to  pay,  I  will  have 
an  agreement  prepared  for  execution.

Ohligation  of  F.  B.  T.  Co.  to  Furnish  Underground  Duct 
for  City  Use.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  letter  of  the  4th  inst., 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you, 
in  reference  to  ordinance  of  August  5,  18S6  (page  24-3), 
which  in  Section  7  gives  the  City  the  use  of  one  duct  of 
companies  having  underground  electrical  conduits.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  inquires  whether  this  would  apply  to 
the   underground   structures   of   the   Philadelphia   Rapid 
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Transit  Company  so  tliat  the  City  miglit  require  the  use  of 
one  dnct  therein. 

In  my  opinion  the  ordinance  of  1886,  notwithstanding 
the  use  of  general  words  therein,  was  not  intended  to 
apply  to  a  company  like  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit 
Company,  but  that  the  words  "every  company,  corpora- 
tion, firm  or  individual  desiring  to  lay  or  construct  a  line 
or  lines  of  telegraph,  telephone,  electric  light  wires,  elec- 
trical conductors,  conduits,  cables  or  pneumatic  tubes  un- 
der any  of  the  streets  or  highvrays  of  the  Oity"  were  not 
intended  to  relate  to  the  transportation  companies  of  the 
City  which  were  afterwards  permitted  by  ordinances 
specifically  stating  the  mutual  obligations  of  such  com- 
panies and  the  City  to  conduct  their  systems  by  the  use  of 
electrical  wires.  Such  companies  are  bound  by  the  terms 
of  the  ordinances  under  "which  this  privilege  was  conferred 
upon  them,  and  as  no'  obligation  is  found  therein  to  give 
to  the  City  the  use  of  a  chamber  or  conduit,  I  do  not  think 
any  such  claim  on  the  part  of  the  City  would  be  tenable. 
This  view  is  strenghtened  by  the  practice  which  has  accom- 
panied and  followed  the  use  of  the  electrical  system  by  the 
Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  and  its  predecessors 
ever  since  the  trolley  system  was  inaugurated  in  the  years 
1893-18,94:. 

Similar  considerations  apply  to  the  earlier  inquiry  of 
the"  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  as  to  the  right  of  the 
City  to  make  a  mileage  charge  against  the  street  passen- 
ger railway  companies  for  the  overhead  trolley  wires  which 
they  maintain.  In  this  connection  he  states  that  he  has 
followed  the  custom  of  previous  administrations,  but  de- 
sires an  opinion  "whether  or  not  these  companies  are  liable 
to  the  same  license  charges  or  fees  for  overhead  wires  and 
poles  in  the  City  streets  as  are  other  public  service  corpora- 
tions." 

The  mileage  charge  for  the  maintenance  of  overhead 
wires  in  the  City  is  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  March  30,  1883  (page  68),  and  its  supplement 
of  July  18,  1885  (page  202).  "l  do  not  think  the  general 
terms  of  those  ordinances  were  intended  to  apply  to  wires 
laid  by  street  railway  companies  under  special  ordinances 
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afterwards  passed  conferring  that  privilege  upon  terms 
definitely  set  forth  in  said  later  ordinances  and  not  em- 
bracing any,  provision  with  reference  to  such  mileage 
charge.

Right  of  Keystone  Teleplione  Coynpany  to  Lease  Wires 
in  its  Ducts.

Dear  Sir: — T  have  an  inquiry  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  as  to  the  right  of 
the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  to  furnish  wires,  or 
the  use  of  wires,  to  the  T electrophone  Company  in  view 
of  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  of  December  26,  1902 
(p.  323),  which  limits  the  right  of  the  Keystone  Tele- 
phone Company  "to  lease  any  portion  or  all  of  its  con- 
ductors, poles  or  wires  not  used  by  it  for  the  transaction 
of  its  business  to  any  other  corporation  having  authority 
to  use  the  same."  In  connection  therewith  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  encloses  a  statement  of  the  facts,  which  he 
states  he  believes  to  be  correct,  and  a  copy  of  the  corre- 
spondence between  the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  and 
its  attorney. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  said  enclosures  and  have 
reached  the  conclusion  that  the  proposed  arrangement  be- 
tween the  Keystone  Telephone  Company  and  the  Telect- 
trophone  Company  is  not  a  leasing  of  the  conductors, 
wires,  etc.,  of  the  former  company  as  limited  by  the  pro- 
vision of  the  ordinance  above  quoted,  but  is  rather  a 
hiring  of  an  exclusive  use  of  a  wire  or  wires,  as  might 
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be  done  in  the  case  of  any  other  person  or  corporation 
desiring  such  exclusive  use.  The  leasing  of  the  com- 
pany's facilities  is  forhidden  except  to  another  corpora- 
tion having  authority  to  use  the  same,  and  in  my  judgment 
this  is  meant  to  cover  the  case  of  an  actual  lease  of  the 
telephone  company's  wires  or  conduits  so  as  to  put  the 
lessee  in  exclusive  possession  thereof  as  an  operating  com- 
pany, but  not  to  apply  to  a  mere  contract  or  hire  of  the 
use  of  a  telephone  wire  or  wires,  as  in  substance  the  trans- 
action in  question  appears  to  be.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.,  in  refer- 
ence to  a  bond  filed  by  a  bidder  on  April  28th  in  connec- 
tion with  its  bid  for  the  erection  of  certain  machinery 
provided  for  under  specifications  of  the  Water  Bureau, 
instead  of  a  certificate  from  the  Department  of  Law  that 
a  bond  had  been  executed  and  delivered  to  that  Depart- 
ment. This  bidder,  it  appears,  sent  a  bond  which  was 
not  prepared  in  the  Department  of  Law  as  a  substitute 
for  such  certificate. 

Umder  the  ordinance  of  May  25,  1S60,  providing  for 
the  filing  of  a  proposal  bond,  taken  in  connection  with  the 
requirement  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  that  all  bonds  and  con- 
tracts relating  to  City  affairs  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Law,  proposal  bonds  should  be  supervised 
and  prepared  by  this  Department,  and  I  think  it  wise  that 
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this  provision  should  he  insisted  upon,   otherwise  there 
can  be  no  proper  supervision  of  the  bonds  furnished. 

While  some  measure  of  discretion  is  left  with  the  heads 
of  Departments  in  this  connection,  unless  very  good  rea- 
son exists  for  disregarding  the  provision  of  the  ordinance 
compliance  therewith  should  be  required,  and  while  I 
cannot  say  that  it  is  absolutely  "obligatory  upon  this 
(your)  Department  to  reject  the  bid,"  I  would  advise  that 
this  be  done  unless  the  City's  interests  will,  in  your  judg- 
ment, seriously  suffer  from  that  course.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
former  Director  ISTeff,  of  your  Department,  enclosing  a 
copy  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health 
governing  the  handling  of  fish,  poultry,  meats,  etc.,  is- 
sued in  accordance  with  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April 
26,  1907,  and  inquiring  whether  the  Board  has  authority 
to  condemn  and  destroy  putrid  eggs  under  that  Act. 

The  Act  in  question  authorizes  the  Board  to  make  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  conditions  under  which 
animals  or  poultry  may  be  sold  or  dressed,  or  meat,  poul- 
try, fish,  game  or  shellfish  may  be  prepared  for  use  as 
food,  or  stored  or  exposed  for  sale.  I  do  not  think  that 
under  this  Act  the  Board  of  Health  has  authority  to  direct 
the  confiscation  or  destruction  of  putrid  eggs. 

On  September  IG,  1912,  T  addressed  an  opinion  to  Di- 
rector Iseff  upon  this  sul)ject,  which  discusses  legislation 
respecting  Acts  to  that  date.      The  only  additional  Act 
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wliicli  I  may  now  call  to  your  attention  is  that  of  the  11th 
of  April,  1913,  P.  L.  58,  which  is  a  supplement  to  the 
Act  of  the  11th  of  March,  1909,  and  provides  for  the 
denaturin^^-  by  kerosene  of  all  eggs  unfit  for  food. 

I  do  not  see  that  the  Board  has  any  authority  to  confis- 
cate putrid  eggs,  but  it  may  institute  criminal  prosecu- 
tions under  the  Acts  cited  in  this  and  my  former  opinion^

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  reciting 
facts  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  obtain  the  consent  of  the 
City  to  an  assignment  by  John  McMenamy  to  the  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  of  a  balance  of  $5,580.08 
due  Mr.  McMenamy  under  a  contract  for  the  building  of 
a  bridge  on  the  line  of  LIunting  Park  avenue  under  the 
Chestnut  Hill  branch  of  the  Connecting  Eailroad,  at  the 
joint  cost  of  that  company  and  the  City. 

In  view  of  the  circumstances  stated,  I  thinlv  the  City 
should  not  interpose  any  objection  to  this  assigTiment,  but 
may  properly  assent  thereto.  The  approval  of  the  con- 
tractor's surety  should,  however,  first  be  obtained ;  and 
with  respect  to  the  form  of  the  assignment,  in  lieu  of  that 
submitted  by  the  attorney  for  the  Railroad  Company,  I 
think  it  preferable  to  use  the  form  which  can  be  obtained 
from  the  City  Controller  and  which  is  usual  in  such  cases. 
The  assignment  and  consent  of  the  surety  should  be  exe- 
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cutcd  in  duplicate  (both  originals),  one  copy  to  be  filed 
with  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
one  with  the  City  Controller.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  before  me  a  communication  from 
George  S.  Webster,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  ap- 
proved by  your  Assistant  Director,  referring  to  the  suit  of 
Philadelphia  to  use  of  Mack  Paving  Company  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, Trustee  of  Girard  Estate,  Owner,  which  case  in- 
volved a  consideration  of  the  provision  in  the  charter  of 
the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company  requiring  that 
company  to  pave  certain  streets,  and  asking  me  to  furnish 
the  Bureau  with  a  list  of  all  passenger  railway  companies 
that  have  the  same  provision  as  the  L^nion  Passenger  Pail- 
way  Company. 

In  reply,  permit  me  to  say  that  I  have  found  but  one 
other  charter  which  contains  a  similar  provision  to  that  in 
the  Act  incorporating  the  LTnion  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany. The  Act  of  April  9,  1858  (P.  L.^237),  incorporat- 
ino;  the  Philadelphia  and  Grays  Ferry  Passenger  Railway 
Company  contains  the  words:  "And  provided,  That  the 
said  company  shall  pave  and  keep  in  good  repair  such 
portions  of  said  streets  as  may  be  occupied  by  said  rail- 
way."

Dear  Sik: — I  have  your  favor  of  the  6th  inst.,  ashing 
for  any  suggestions  which  I  may  have  by  which  the  City 
can  complete  the  improvement  of  Fountain  street,  from 
Sheldon  to  Smick  street. 

It  would  not  be  fair  to  contractors  to  ask  them  to  take 
the  assessment  bills,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  such  a 
large  portion  of  the  frontage  of  the  street  is  of  such  a 
shallow  depth  that  the  street  improvements  woiild  be  more 
than  the  value  of  the  property.  The  City  should  not  be 
placed  in  the  position  of  making  improvements  for  the 
benefit  of  property  o\^Tiers  without  prospective  reim- 
bursement. 

The  only  suggestion  that  I  have  to  offer  is  that  the 
same  procedure  be  followed  in  this  portion  of  the  street 
as  was  followed  in  a  portion  below  Sheldon  street,  viz. : 
that  the  property  owners  in  the  rear  of  these  narrow  strips 
should  acquire  them  by  purchase,  so  as  to  give  them  a 
frontage  upon  the  new  street.  The  contracts  could  then 
be  awarded  to  the  contractor,  with  the  condition  that  the 
bill  should  be  collected  from  the  property  owners,  because 
the  properties  would  then  be  of  such  value  as  to  stand 
the  improvements.

Deposit  of  Cash  in  Place  of  a  Bond  or  Real  Estate  Surety.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  an  inquiry  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  of  the  14th  inst., 
in  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  May  25,  1860,  providing 
for  the  giving  of  what  are  commonly  called  proposal  bonds. 
The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  inquires  whether  contractors  are 
not  entitled  to  put  up  a  negotiable  bond  or  $500  in  cash 
in  place  of  the  surety  bond  or  real  estate  surety. 

The  ordinance  provides  that  bidders  shall  be  required 
'"'to  enter  security  at  the  Law  Department  in  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  (500)  dollars,  conditioned  that  if  his  or  their 
bid  is  the  lowest,  and  he  or  they  shall  decline  to  do  the 
said  work,  or  furnish  said  materials,  that  he  or  they  shall 
j3ay  to  the  City  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  his 
or  their  bid  and  the  bid  of  them  or  him  who  shall  actually 
perform  said  work  or  furnish  said  material,  and  no  bid 
shall  be  considered  unless  there  be  a  certificate  that  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with." 
It  is  thus  seen  that  the  exact  condition  of  the  bond  is  pre- 
scrijied  by  the  ordinance,  which  further  requires  that  the 
security  shall  be  entered  "'at  the  Law  Department."  These 
provisions  are  to  be  regarded  as  mandatory. 

The  practical  difficulties  involved  in  depositing  in  this 
Department  and  caring  for  cash  or  negotiable  bonds  and 
the  resulting  confusion  in  knowing  when  the  money  or 
securities  thus  deposited  should  be  returned  to  the  bidders 
would  be  considerable,,  to  say  nothing  of  the  loose  prac- 
tice which  would  result  from  a  bare  deposit  of  this  char- 
acter without  the  terms  thereof  being  clearly  defined  in 
a  bond  to  be  given,  as  the  ordinance  prescribes.  I  think, 
therefore,  that  the  present  practice  should  be  continued, 
and,  if  there  are  adequate  reasons  to  justify  a  change  there- 
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in,  application  should  be  made  to  Councils  for  an  amend- 
ment or  modification  of  the  ordinance.

Improvement  of  Fountain  Street:  Stains  of  Narrow 
Strips  of  Laiul.

Dear.  Sir: — ^I  have  your  letter  of  the  21st  inst,  in 
further  reference  to  the  improvement  of  Fountain  street, 
from  Sheldon  to  Smick  street. 

I  do  not  think  this  case  is  analogous  to  those  which 
were  in  view  when  the  matter  was  discussed  with  you. 
Those  cases  involved  the  separation  of  properties  abutting 
upon  a  highway  to  be  improved  by  leaving  a  narrow  strip 
along  the  highway  with  the  deliberate  purpose  of  evading 
payment  for  the  improvements,  and  it  was  to  such  in- 
stances that  reference  was  made  both  in  the  discussion  of 
which  you  speak  and  in  the  written  opinions  of  this  De- 
partment. 

The  present  case  is  one  in  which  the  separation  of 
bwnership  did  not  arise  through  any  purpose  or  intention 
to  defeat  the  City's  claim,  Init  by  the  action  of  the  City 
in  jDlacing  Fountain  street  upon  the  City  plan  and  open- 
ing the  same  on  straight  lines  instead  of  the  angular  line 
which  it  formerly  occupied. 

With  reference  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  I  presume  the 
Act  of  May  21,  1913,  is  the  one  you  have  in  mind.  This 
seems  to  be  limited  to  property  "abutting  on  such  im- 
provement," although  it  authorizes  liens  to  be  filed  against 
property  so  abutting  to  the  depth  to  which  the  same  is 
found  to  be  benefited.  I  doubt  whether  this  statute  would 
be  found  applicable  to  the  case  concerning  which  you  in- 
quire.

Transfer  of  Moving  Picture  Licenses.

Deas  Sie  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Fire 
Marshal,  dated  the  21st  inst.,  which  you  have  forwarded 
to  this  Department  and  in  v/hich  inquiry  is  made  whether 
a  moving  picture  license  can  be  transferred  from  one  o^vner 
in  one  place  to  another  owner  in  another  place;  or,  from 
one  owner  in  one  place  to  the  same  owner  in  another 
place.  It  is  stated  that  the  practice  has  existed  to  trans- 
fer a  moving  picture  license  from  one  owner  to  another 
in  the  same  location,  but  as  the  cases  to  which  the  in- 
quiries relate  have  arisen,  an  opinion  is  desired  in  answer 
thereto. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  February 
20,  1908  (page  26),  which  provides  for  the  granting  of  a 
license  to  the  lessee  or  proprietor  of  a  place  in  which  mov- 
ing picture  exhibitions  are  held,  and  also  to  the  operator 
of  the  moving  picture  machines,  who  is  required  to  pass 
an  examination,  etc.  ISTo  reference  is  made  to  the  subject 
of  the  transfer  of  licenses  in  the  said  ordinance.  The 
custom  which  has  grown  up  of  permitting  a  transfer  from 
one  lessee  or  proprietor  to  another  during  the  pendency 
of  the  license  year  has  doubtless  arisen  because  the  license 
to  the  proprietor  or  lessee  is  evidently  not  intended  as  a 
restriction  to  insure  the  safety  of  the  public,  as  is  the 
designation  of  the  place  after  it  has  been  examined  and 
found  fit  for  the  purpose,  and  of  the  operator  after  he  has 
demoustrated  his  qualifications.  Any  person  may  receive 
a  license  as  a  proprietor  or  lessee,  but  such  license  will 
be  granted  only  with  respect  to  a  proper  place  for  such 
exhibitions,  or  to  an  operator  competent  to  use  the  mov- 
ing picture  machinery. 

The  fee  of  $100  per  annum  paid  to  the  City  is  at  least

in  part  to  recompense  it  for  the  service  of  examining  and 
certifying  to  the  litness  of  the  phicc,  which  I  am  told  re- 
quires repeated  visits,  and  it  is  not  to  be  inferred  in  the 
absence  of  a  provision  to  that  effect  that  an  inspection  of 
more  than  one  place  is  to  be  made  under  one  license  and 
on  the  payment  of  one  license  fee.  Therefore,  if  one  vrho 
has  taken  out  a  license  to  cover  a  certain  place  desires  to 
remove  therefrom  during  the  year  for  vsrhich  the  license 
was  granted  and  to  carry  on  a  moving  picture  exhibition 
elsewhere,  he  should  be  required  to  take  out  another  license 
for  the  new  place,  as  to  the  examination  and  certification 
of  which  all  the  directions  of  the  ordinance  should  be 
followed;  and  neither  the  same  nor  a  different  owner 
should  be  entitled  to  a  transfer  of  the  license  to  a  place 
distinct  from  that  for  which  it  was  originally  issued. 

For  these  reasons  both  of  the  inquiries  of  the  Eire 
Marshal  under  the  ordinance  of  1908  call  for  a  negative 
answer.  If  it  is  desired  to  make  provision  for  such  trans- 
fers from  one  place  to  another,  the  attention  of  Councils 
should  be  called  to  the  matter  and  the  ordinance  amended 
or  supplemented.  The  subject  of  the  transfer  of  moving 
picture  licenses  was  treated  in  an  opinion  of  this  Depart- 
ment dated  jSTovember  11,  1913  (Opinions  of  1913,  page 
468),  to  which  I  would  further  refer  you.

League  Island  Parle;  Doing  Work  Prior  to  Execution  of 

Contract.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  25th  inst.,  enclos- 
ing copy  of  a  letter  to  yourself  from  Hon.  E.  H.  Varc, 
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the  contractor  for  the  further  improvement  of  League 
Island  Park. 

The  matter  referred  to  is  the  contract  for  that  improve- 
ment, and  Senator  Vare  in  his  letter  states  that  he  has 
conferred  with  the  City  Controller  and  with  Mr.  Hopple 
of  this  Department,  and  who,  he  states,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  as  the  money  has  already  been  appropriated  the  pre- 
liminary work  could  go  on  at  once,  provided  that  he  re- 
lieve the  City  of  any  risk,  and  the  contract  could  be  drawn 
up  and  signed  after  Councils  have  acted  on  it,  there  be- 
ing no  legal  obstacle  in  the  way  of  this  procedure. 

I  think  the  position  taken  by  Mr.  Vare  is  the  result  of 
a  misapprehension  of  the  advices  received.  It  was  decided 
in  the  case  of  Bullitt  vs.  Philadelj)hia,  19  D.  R.  1091, 
that  the  executive  officers  of  the  City  might  not  draw 
M^arrants  for  work  done  otherwise  than  in  pursuance  of  a 
contract  executed  before  the  doing  of  the  work,  and  the 
officials  then  in  office  were  enjoined  from  drawing  any 
such  warrants  in  the  future. 

lln  the  present  case  I  understand  the  facts  to  be  that 
an  appropriation  for  the  contract  in  question  has  been 
made  to  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  and  that  there  is  now  pending  in  Coun- 
cils an  ordinance  to  transfer  this  appropriation  to  the  same 
Bureau  but  designating  it  as  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Works ;  that  a  contract  for  the  work  has  been  awarded  to 
Mr.  Vare  but  has  not  been  executed  because  of  the  pend- 
ing transfer  of  the  appropriation  and  that  what  was  pro- 
posed to  be  done  was  not  to  proceed  with  the  work  in 
anticipation  of  the  execution  of  the  contract,  but  to  utilize 
certain  material  by  removing  it  to  the  neighborhood  of  the 
projected  improvement  and  placing  it  in  position  so  that 
it  would  be  ready  for  delivery  as  soon  as  the  contract 
should  be  entered  into.  This,  you  will  see,  is  essentially 
different  from  doing  the  work  or  actually  furnishing 
material  before  the  completion  of  the  contract  for  which 
work  or  material  you  as  head  of  the  Department  might 
afterwards  be  called  upon  to  draw  a  warrant,  or  warrants, 
and  the  Citv  Controller  to  countersign  the  same.     Such 
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a  course  would  be  in  conflict  with  the  decision  of  the  Court 
in  the  case  above  cited,  and  this  Department  could  not 
assent  to  its  validity.

Biqlits  of  City  in  Land  Under  ^Yalnut  Street  Bridge. 
MoKRis  L.  Cooke,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir: — A  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways,  approved  by  you,  has  been  received  in  refer- 
ence to  the  use  by  the  City  of  the  ground  under  the  Walnut 
street  bridge  at  Twenty-fourth  street  as  a  storage  yard, 
in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  the  use  of  this  ground  by 
the  property  owner  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Twenty- 
fourth  and  Walnut  streets. 

It  appears  that  the  owner  of  this  property,  w^hich  abuts 
upon  the  south  line  of  Walnut  street,  is  about  erecting  a 
warehouse  or  building  on  her  lot  fronting  upon  the  street 
line  and  extending  to  a  height  above  the  bridge  but  with 
entrance  or  loading  doors  at  the  surface  of  the  ground  on 
the  Walnut  street  side.  The  City  has  fenced  off  a  portion 
of  the  ground  under  thse  bi^idge  from  Twenty-fourth 
street  wcstw^ard  and  is  using  the  surface  of  the  land  di- 
rectly under  the  bridge  as  a  storage  yard,  with  dirt  piled 
to  a  considerable  height  directly  in  front  of  the  south  line 
of  the  bridge,  and  with  sheds  and  other  obstructing  mate- 
rial placed  upon  the  site.  In  order  that  the  owner  of  the 
property  referred  to  may  proceed  with  the  erection  of  the 
building  and  to  use  the  loading  doors  after  its  completion 
it  is  necessary  that  these  obstructions  be  removed,  and 
with  the  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways 
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is  enclosed  a  copy  of  a  letter  to  liim  from  the  attorney  for 
the  property  owner  requesting  that  the  deposits  of  sand 
and  other  material  on  the  lot  be  removed  at  once.  Inquiry 
is  made  whether  the  City  is  required  to  vacate  the  premises 
and  move  its  material  and  equipment  to  another  location. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  request  of  the  property  owner 
is  iustified,  and  that  the  City  should  remove  the  obstruc- 
tions in  so  far  as  they  interfere  with  the  proper  use  of 
the  land  under  the  bridge  by  the  abutting  owners  and 
others  for  the  purpose  of  building,  etc.  This,  of  course, 
does  not  relate  to  any  structures  upon  said  ground  which 
are  necessary  or  approjDriate  for  the  support  of  the  bridge ; 
these  the  City  is  fully  authorized  to  keep  in  place.  The 
grade  of  Walnut  street  at  this  point  was  originally  at  the 
surface  of  the  ground  leading  to  the  Schuylkill  river,  but 
from  Twenty-second  street  westward  was  afterwards  fixed 
by  proper  judicial  procedure  at  the  height  of  the  bridge 
and  at  an  appropriate  grade  for  approaches  thereto.  This 
did  not  so  change  the  conditions  as  to  the  street  under  the 
bridge  as  to  authorize  the  City  to  cut  it  off  from  the  inter- 
secting streets  on  the  surface,  or  to  interfere  with  its  use 
by  abutting  property  owners  and  others,  save  in  so  far  as 
relates  to  the  engineering  structures  placed  upon  the  sur- 
face of  the  ground  for  the  support  of  the  bridge.  Apart 
from  the  maintenance  of  these,  the  City  is  not  authorized 
to  deprive  those  whose  property  lines  border  upon  the 
street,  and  others  of  the  public,  from  the  use  of  this  strip 
for  entrance,  egress  and  similar  purposes. 

I  have  other  inquiries  relating  to  the  use  of  the  land 
under  this  bridge  upon  the  west  side  of  the  river,  between 
Thirtieth  and  Thirty-second  streets,  to  which  I  take  this 
occasion  to  reply,  as  the  considerations  governing  the  sub- 
ject are  substantially  the  same  as  those  mentioned  above. 

The  right  to  lease  the  land  under  the  bridge  between 
Thirtieth  and  Thirty-first  streets  was  the  subject  of  litiga- 
tion in  the  case  of  Cresson  ^'.s.  City,  Court  of  Common 
Pleas,  No.  1,  June  Term,  1907,  ^o.  4205,  in  which  a 
decree  was  entered  restraining  the  City  from  letting  the 
property  in  such  manner  as  to  interfere  with  the  abutting 
owners  after  the  expiration  of  the  lease  then  in  suit.     The 
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decree  in  that  case  was  made  a  matter  of  compromise  be- 
tween the  contestants  by  agreement,  and  for  that  reason  is, 
perhaps,  not  of  controlling  significance  upon  the  abstract 
questions  involved ;  nevertheless,  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Department,  the  raising  of  the  grade  of  Walnut  street  west 
■of  the  river  did  not  vest  in  the  City  an  unrestricted  right 
to  use  or  lease  the  strip  of  land  under  the  bridge  in  such 
manner  and  for  such  purposes  as  would  cut  it  off  and 
prevent  its  use  by  abutting  owners  or  those  traveling 
upon  it.  The  City  has  the  right  here,  as  it  has  east  of  the 
river,  to  use  the  surface  of  the  ground  for  structures 
erected  to  supj)ort  and  maintain  the  bridge,  but  I  do  not 
think  it  is  authorized  either  to  use  or  to  lease  to  others, 
or  permit  others  to  use  this  land  so  as  to  exclude  or  inter- 
fere with  its  use  by  the  property  owners  or  the  public 
for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  passage.  As  was  said  by 
Judge  Finletter,  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  ISTo.  3,  of 
this  County,  in  the  case  of  Struthers  vs.  Bickley,  9  Phila- 
delphia, 539,  which  was  concerned  with  the  lease  of 
"Premises  situate  in  the  Eighth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, known  as  Walnut  street  wharf  and  landing  in  the 
Kiver  Schuylkill,"  "the  corporation  became  thereby  (by 
William  Penn's  charter  of  1701,  etc.)  the  mere  custo- 
dians of  these  portions  of  our  streets  for  the  free  use 
thereof  by  the  public.  It  could  do  nothing  with  them 
which  would  in  any  wise  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the 
public,  and  as  a  necessary  consequence  could  not  confer 
upon  any  one  a  right  to  their  exclusive  use.  If  it  has  the 
authority  to  lease  them  for  any  purpose  which  is  not  ap- 
parent, certainly  it  must  be  exercised  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  free  enjoyment  of  the  public 
rights." 

In  reply,  therefore,  to  the  inquiry  whether  the  City 
would  be  justified  in  offering  for  rent  and  in  entering 
into  a  lease  for  the  ground  under  the  luidge  west  of  the 
river,  either  between  Thirtieth  and  Thirty-first  streets 
or  Thirty-first  and  Thirty-second  streets.  I  would  say  that 
it  is  not  entitled  to  enter  into  any  lease  for  the  use  of  this 
land  in  such  manner  as  to  exclude  the  owners  of  the 
abutting  property  or  the  public  from  entry  thereon,  and 
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that  this  should  be  clearly  understood  with  a  prospective 
tenant,  and  the  mutnal  rights  of  the  parties  as  thus  indi- 
cated should  be  embodied  in  any  such  lease. 

Without  going  further  into  details,  all  of  the  questions 
from  the  Bureau  of  Highways  relating  to  the  rights  of  the 
City  in  the  property  under  this  bridge,  either  east  or  west 
of  the  river,  may  be  resolved  in  the  light  of  the  foregoing 
views.

Enforcement  of  the  Act  of  July  22,  1913,   Creating  a 
Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation. 

R  H.  Harte,  M.  D.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
even  date,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  what  extent  the 
Housing  and  Sanitation  Act,  approved  July  22,  1913, 
is  now  in  force. 

In  the  case  of  John  Tliiel  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  in 
which  the  Supreme  Court  handed  down  an  opinion  on  the 
23d  of  May,  the  Court  said: 

"Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  most  pertinent 
to  inquire.  How  and  when  does  the  Act  of  1913  super- 
sede the  old  law  ?  We  have  already  indicated  that 
the  Act  of  1913  did  not  go  into  operation  automati- 
cally, but  that  it  required  definite  action  upon  the 
part  of  City  Councils  to  make  it  effective.  It  did 
contain  a  repealing  clause,  the  effect  of  which  must 
now  be  considered.  If  it  repealed  all  former  laws 
inconsistent  with  its  provisions  as  of  the  date  of  its 
approval,   and  the  new  law  for  the  reasons  above 
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stated  is  not  in  force,  it  would  necessarily  follow  that 
the  Citv  is  without  any  law  rci^nlating  sanitary  in- 
spection at  the  present  time.  If  such  a  result  neces- 
sarily followed,  it  would  be  most  unfortunate ;  but 
accordino-  to  our  view  of  the  law  it  is  not  necessary 
to  so  hold.  It  is  well  settled  that  where  the  pro- 
visions of  a  revising  statute  are  to  take  effect  at  a 
future  period,  or  upon  the  happening  of  a  certain 
contingency,  or  the  doing  of  certain  acts,  and  the 
statute  contains  a  clause  repealing  former  laws  on 
the  sailie  subject,  the  repealing  clause  does  not  take 
effect  until  the  provisions  of  the  repealing  Act  go 
into  operation.  (Smith  on  Statutory  Con.,  Section 
783;  McArthur  vs.  Franklin,  16  Ohio,  193.)  Many 
other  authorities  might  be  cited  to  the  same  effect. 
This  Court  recognized  the  principle  in  Com  vs.  Hel- 
ler, 219  Pa.  65,  wherein  Chief  Justice  Mitchell  said: 
'The  authority  of  the  Councils  is  ample  at  any  time 
to  establish  a  Water  Department  under  Section  2, 
and  when  they  do  the  Water  Commissioners  under  the 
Act  of  1865  will  be  superseded  and  functus  officio, 
but  until  that  is  done  the  Act  of  1865  is  left  in  oper- 
ation and  the  Commissioners  under  it  retain  their 
authority.'  The  same  may  be  said  of  the  case  at 
bar.  The  old  law  remains  in  force  until  it  is  super- 
seded by  the  organization  of  the  Division  of  Housing 
and  Sanitation  under  the  Act  of  1913,  and  the  repeal- 
ing clause  of  this  Act  does  not  take  effect  until  the 
new  law  goes  into  operation.  This  means  that  the 
old  law  is  still  in  force  and  that  the  ordinance  of 
December  31,  1913,  making  an  appropriation  for 
sanitary  inspection,  may  l)e  utilized  in  paying  the 
salaries  of  employees  who  pcrfonned  such  services  as 
were  required  to  be  performed  under  the  old  law." 

Section  1  of  the  Act  in  question  provides  that: 

''There  shall  be  in  cities  of  the  first  class  a  Division 
of  Housing  and  Sanitation,  attached  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health  and  Charities;  which  Divi- 
sion and  all  its  officers  and  employees  shall  be  under 
the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Director  of  the 
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Department  of  Pul^lic  Health  and  Charities,  and 
shall  under  said  Department  have  jurisdiction  over 
all  matters  coming  within  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
and  all  laws,  ordinances,  etc." 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Thiel  case, 
which  held  that  the  Division  of  Housing  and  Sanitation 
has  no  legal  existence  at  the  present  time  and  will  not 
have  any  legal  existence  until  Councils  organize  it,  read 
in  conjunction  with  that  part  already  quoted,  would  seem 
to  compel  the  conclusion  that  all  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act — those  relating  to  the  substantive  law,  as  well  as  those 
providing  for  the  organization  of  the  Division — do  not 
o'o  into  effect  until  that  body,  to  which  is  confided  juris- 
diction to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  comes  into 
legal  existence. 

In  my  opinion  of  August  11,  1913,  to  which  you  refer 
in  your  letter,  and  in  which  I  say  that  "the  Act  is  now  in 
effect  as  to  all  its  provisions,  except  those  included  in  the 
sections  dealing  with  licenses,  to  wit.  Sections  45  to  53, 
'vs^hich  will  become  effective  on  January  1st  next,"  I  as- 
sumed that  Councils  would  promptly  organize  the  Divi- 
sion, and  that  it  would  be  in  full  operation  by  the  first  of 
January  at  least.  Councils  having  failed  to  do  this,  it 
follows  as  a  necessary  consequence  of  the  opinion  of  the 
Supreme  Court  in  the  Thiel  case  that  none  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  are  as  yet  in  force,  and  that  the  law  as 
it  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1913  is  still 
operative.

Dear  Sir:— I  beg  to  notify  you  that  the  preliminary 
injunction  issued  in  the  case  of  John  Thiel  vs.  City  of 
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Philadelphia  et  ah,  restraining  the  City  from  paying  cer- 
tain employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  out  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  Uecemher  31,  1913,  has  been  dissolved  by  agree- 
ment, and  that  the  case  has  been  settled,  discontinued,  and 
ended.  This  action  was  taken  in  view  of  the  opinion  of 
the  Supreme  Court  handed  down  on  the  23d  of  May.  I 
see  no  objection  to  these  employees  being  now  paid  out  of 
said  ordinance.  I  understand  that  the  services  which  they 
have  rendered  to  the  City  are  the  same  as  those  rendered 
T^rior  to  the  first  of  January  of  this  year,  and  in  my  opin- 
ion the  employees  are  entitled  to  be  paid  out  of  the  appro- 
priation contained  in  that  ordinance. 

With  respect  to  the  reinstated  Chiefs  of  the  three  old 
Divisions  covered  by  that  ordinance,  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that,  since  the  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  the  new  law 
did  not  go  into  effect,  their  positions  remain  under  the  old 
law,  and  that  the  cause  for  which  they  were  dismissed 
on  the  first  of  the  year  was  not  strictly  in  accordance  with 
law,  and  that  they  can  therefore  be  paid  their  back  salaries 
out  of  said  appropriation.

Dear  Sir:^ — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Building  Inspection  requesting  an  opinion  as  to 
the  effect  of  the  Act  of  May  20,  1913  (P.  L.  272),  with 
respect  to  bulk  windows  on  the  first  floor  of  stores,  etc. 

Both  the  body  and  title  of  this  Act  refer  only  to  the 
openings  under  or  over  fire  escapes;  that  is  to  say,  to 
windows  or  doors  which  can  be  opened.     I  do  not  think 
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a  fixed  and  permanent  bulk  window  that  cannot  be  opened 
and  closed  is  to  be  regarded  as  such  an  opening. 

You  would,  therefore,  in  my  opinion,  be  justified  in 
not  requiring  the  use  of  wire  glass  in  windows  of  that 
character.

Ahandonment  of  Railway  Tracks  on  Green  Street, 
W.  J.  MiLEiGAN,  Esq., 

Chief  Clerk,  Select  Council. 

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  liaA'e  before  me  your  communication  en- 
closing Resolution  of  Councils  passed  May  21,  1914,  ask- 
ing my  opinion  as  to  ''whether  the  Philadelphia  Eapid 
Transit  Company  has  a  right  to  maintain  the  tracks  on 
Green  street,  west  of  Percy  street  to  Twenty-fourth  street^ 
without  operating  its  cars  on  said  Green  street,  and  if  the 
Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company,  lessee  of  the  Union 
Traction  Company  and  Union  Traction  Company,  lessee 
of  the  Green  and  Coates  Streets  Railway  Company,  if  the 
charter  of  the  Green  and  Coates  Streets  Railway  Company 
does  not  become  null  and  void,  and  is  forfeited  by  not 
operating  its  cars." 

In  reply  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Green  and  Coates 
Streets  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company  was 
incorporated  by  the  Act  of  April  2,  1858  (P.  L.'447), 
with  power  to  construct  a  passenger  railway  on  certain 
desigTiated  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  among 
these  streets  being  Green  street,  from  Oak  (now  Front) 
street  to  Twenty-second  street. 

By  several  supplemental  Acts  of  Assembly  the  company 
is  authorized  to  extend  its  tracks  on  various  streets,  and 
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jimong-  these  Acts  is  that  of  April  3,  1860  (P.  L.  623), 
which  authorizes  the  company  to  remove  its  tracks  from 
Twenty-second  street  and  to  extend  its  track  along  Green 
street,  from  Twenty-second  street  to  Pennsylvania  avenue, 
and  thence  along  said  avenue  to  C'oates  street  (now  Fair- 
mount  avenue). 

The  Act  of  March  22,  1859  (P.  L.  284),  which  author- 
izes the  Green  and  Coates  Streets  Philadelphia  Passenger 
Eailway  Company  and  another  company  to  lay  tracks  on 
Fourth  and  Eighth  streets,  also  provides  "that  the  said 
Green  and  Coates  Streets  Philadelphia  Passenger  Rail- 
way Company  may  use  their  road  to  Fourth  street,  or  to 
any  point  eastward  thereof,  at  their  discretion;  and  may 
remove  their  tracks  eastwardly  of  said  Fourth  street  with- 
out prejudice  to  their  right  to  relay  the  same  and  to  con- 
tinue the  said  road  according  to  the  route  prescribed  by 
their  charter  at  any  time  hereafter."  It  will  be  observed 
that  this  authority  to  abandon  a  part  of  the  route  apj)lies 
only  to  that  portion  east  of  Fourth  street  and  does  not 
affect  that  lying  west  of  Percy  street,  which  is  the  subject 
of  your  inquiry. 

Its  charter  requires  the  company  to  obtain  the  consent 
of  City  Councils  before  occupying  the  streets  of  the  City, 
and  among  the  numerous  ordinances  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject is  that  of  March  30,  1893  (p.  109),  granting  permis- 
sion to  the  Green  and  Coates  Streets  Philadelphia  Pas- 
senger Eailway  Company  and  its  lessee  to  operate  a  trol- 
ley system  on  the  streets  along  which  the  tracks  of  the 
former  company  are  authorized  to  be  laid,  which  are  set 
forth  in  detail,  and  the  route  there  described  includes 
Green  street,  from  Twenty-second  street  to  Fourth  street, 
and  Green  street,  from  Twenty-fifth  street  to  Twenty- 
second  street. 

By  virtue  of  the  franchises  and  privileges  thus  con- 
ferred upon  it  by  the  State  and  the  City,  the  company 
entered  upon  Green  street  and  the  other  streets  desig-nated, 
and  operated  thereon  a  street  railway  system,  and,  ias 
shown  by  the  authorities  cited  in  my  opinion  of  October 
7,  1913,  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  Common  Council  (Ordi- 
nances and  Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  1913,  pp. 
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416-419),  the  fundamental  principle  upon  wliicli  such 
privilesjes  are  granted  to  the  public  service  corporation 
is  that  such  roads  are  to  be  built  and  operated  for  tlie 
benefit  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  and  I  repeat 
what  I  there  said : 

''It  seems  to  be  indisputable  that  the  roads  must 
be  constructed  and  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public  from  terminus  to  terminus,  and  upon  the 
streets  and  routes  designated  by  the  charters  of  in- 
corporation and  the  ordinances  of  Councils." 

It  is  true  that  the  Act  of  May  15,  1895  (P.  L.  65), 
purports  to  authorize  "any  traction  or  motor-power  com- 
pany, or  street  passenger  railway  company,  owning,  leas- 
inc;,  controlling  or  operating  different  lines  of  street  rail- 
way of  different  companies,  to  operate  as  a  general  sys- 
tem so  much  of  said  dift'erent  lines  as  occupy  streets,  and 
from  time  to  time  to  lay  out  such  new  routes  or  circuits 
over  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  street  or  streets  occu- 
pied by  the  tracks  of  the  different  companies  which  it  thus 
owns,  leases,  controls  or  operates,  and  upon  such  routes 
or  circuits  to  run  cars  for  such  distances  and  in  such 
directions  as  will  in  the  opinion  of  the  operating  company 
best  accommodate  public  travel." 

There  is  nothing,  however,  in  this  Act  authorizing  a 
company  to  abandon  in  whole  or  in  j3art  the  route  for 
which  its  franchises  were  granted,  particularly  when  such 
abandonment  was  without  the  consent  of  the  municipality. 

The  Act  of  March  25,1903  (P.  L.  52),  authorizes  every 
company  incorporated  under  the  Act  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement  (June  7,  1901),  "to  abandon  any  portion  of 
its  road  without  prejudice  to  its  right  to  operate  or  com- 
plete and  operate  the  remaining  portion  of  its  railway,'^ 
but  such  abandonment  can  only  be  made  "with  the  con- 
sent of  the  local  authorities  of  any  city-,  borough,  or  town- 
ship within  which  said  railway  is  located,"  and  the  re- 
moval of  tracks  referred  to  in  the  Act  of  May  3,  1905 
(P.  L.  379),  can  only  be  accomplished  by  virtue  of  a  con- 
tract between  the  company  and  the  City,  which  contract 
is  thereupon  made  part  of  the  charter. 
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It  is  tlierefore  apparent  that  the  companies  named  in 
your  resolution  Lave  no  right  to  abandon  any  portion, 
of  their  route  without  the  consent  of  the  municipal  author- 
ities ;  neither  hare  thev  any  right  to  encuml^er  the  streets 
with  railroad  tracks  which  are  not  used  and  operated  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  public.  The  highways  of  the 
City  are  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  public  at  large, 
and  the  only  consideration  for  permitting  a  street  railway 
compan}"  to  occupy  such  highways  with  its  tracks  is  the 
benefit  and  advantage  which  the  public  derives  through 
the  exercise  by  the  corporation  of  its  franchises  and  powers 
to  operate  its  system  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public. 
When  such  operation  of  its  railway  ceases,  the  considera- 
tion for  the  use  of  the  street  has  failed,  and  the  company 
would  not  have  the  right  to  continue  to  maintain  its  tracks 
after  ceasing  to  oj^erate  its  cars. 

You  further  inquire,  '^If  the  charter  of  the  Green  and 
Coates  Streets  Railway  Company  does  not  become  null 
and  void,  and  is  forfeited  by  not  operating  its  cars." 

The  failure  to  exercise  all  of  the  franchises  granted  to  it 
by  the  State  would  not  of  itself  act  as  a  forfeiture  of  the 
charter  of  a  railway  company,  or  render  the  same  null  and 
void,  but  in  such  case  the  charter  might  become  forfeited 
and  the  corporate  privileges  ended  by  appropriate  legal 
action  at  the  instance  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Thus,  in  Elliott  on  Railroads,  Vol.  1,  Section  49,  it 
is  said: 

"Where  a  railroad  company  takes  up  part  of  its 
track  or  abandons  and  ceases  to  operate  a  part  of  its 
road  *  *  *  it  has  been  held  that  the  State  may 
enforce  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter." 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  the  company  does  not  have 
the  right  to  maintain  the  tracks, in  question  without  oper- 
ating their  cars  thereon ;  that  such  failure  to  operate  the 
cars  does  not,  of  itself,  make  the  charter  of  the  under- 
lying company  null  and  void,  but  that  such  forfeiture 
might  be  enforced  at  the  instance  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Pennsylvania.

Draivinrj  of  Warrants  for  Work  Done  by  Fidelity  and 
Deposit  Company,  Sureties  for  Marl'ee  &  Company.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22d 
inst.  in  reference  to  the  methods  of  drawing  warrants  for 
work  done  by  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Company  of  Mary- 
land, sureties  for  Markee  &  Co.,  and  who  are  completing 
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tlic   work  luidor   a  coiitrtu't  of   that   finu  with   the   City, 
which  lias  hecn  annulled. 

This  matter  has  l)een  l)cf()re  the  Department  several 
times  and  you  cite  from  a  letter  of  December,  1913,  to 
your  predecessor,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  the  Fidelity 
and  Deposit  Company,  having  given  a  hond  of  indenmity 
to  the  City  to  protect  it  and  its  officials  from  loss  or  liahil- 
ity,  there  would  be  no  objection  to  drawing  the  warrant 
then  in  question  payable  to  bearer  and  not  to  the  order 
of  the  contractors. 

xVs  already  stated,  I  understand  the  contract  with  ]\£ar- 
kee  &  Co.  has  been  annulled  owing  to  quarrels  between  the 
partners,  and  the  work  has  been  entirely  taken  over  by 
the  Surety  Company,  which  is  proceeding  under  the  re- 
quirements of  the  contract. 

In  such  cases  the  practice  has  been  to  draw  warrants  in 
favor  of  the  Suret}^  Company  for  work  done  or  materials 
furnished  by  it  in  contradistinction  from  work  and  mate- 
rials done  or  furnished  by  the  contractors  before  their 
default  and  the  substitution  of  the  surety.  If  the  present 
warrant,  and  future  ones  concerning  which  your  inquiry 
is  made,  are  entirely  for  work  or  materials  by  the  Fidelity 
and  Deposit  Company,  and  do  not  include  any  work  or 
materials  done  or  furnished  by  the  original  contractors, 
the  request  of  the  attorney  for  the  Surety  Company  that 
such  warrants  be  drawn  in  its  favor  should  be  complied 
with,  and  I  am  of  opinion  that  warrants  wholly  for  work 
and  materials  of  the  above  description  may  be  so  drawn.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  May  28tb, 
in  reference  to  drawings  which  should  accompany  the 
specifications  for  construction  and  architectural  work.  You 
su.2:.e;est  that  where  such  drawings  are  not  too  bulky  a 
copy  of  them  should  be  filed  in  at  least  one  place  outside 
of  the  Bureau  under  which  the  work  is  being  done,  either 
in  this  Department  or  at  the  Mayor's  office. 

It  has  heretofore  been  the  practice,  when  the  drawings 
are  not  too  numerous  or  bulky,  to  attach  a  copy  to  the 
original  and  to  each  of  the  three  copies  of  the  contract,  and 
where  they  have  been  too  cumbersome  for  that  purpose,  to 
state  in  what  Bureau  they  might  be  examined.  This  is 
perhaps  preferable  to  having  only  one  copy  of  the  drawings 
attached  to  the  original  contract,  and  I  think  it  would  be 
well  to  continue  the  practice  thus  indicated.  If,  therefore, 
you  will  continue  to  have  four  copies  of  the  drawings  for- 
warded to  this  Department  with  the  specifications  and 
request  to  draw  the  contract,  they  will  be  attached  to  the 
copies  of  the  contract  sent  respectively  to  your  office,  to 
the  Mayor's  office,  to  the  City  Controller  and  the  copy 
retained  in  this  Department,  and  if  the  drawings  are  too 
cumbersome  to  be  so  attached,  they  should  be  deposited  in 
the  proper  Bureau  and  referred  to  in  the  contract  as  being 
there  on  file.  * 

The  matter  is  one  largely  of  administrative  detail  and 
this  Department  will  cheerfully  co-operate  with  you  in  any 
method  deemed  most  desirable.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  tlie  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  with  several  enclosures, 
in  reference  to  a  contract  with  David  Peoples  for  the 
construction  of  a  sewer  in  Indiana  street,  from  American 
to  Fifth  street,  in  which  the  contractor  has  refused  to  go 
on  with  the  contract  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  Chief 
of  that  Bureau.  This  has  necessitated  advertising  for  a 
new  contract,  and  it  is  desired  to  free  the  amount  charged 
aa'ainst  the  appropriation  under  the  Peoples  contract  in 
order  that  the  fund  may  be  used  as  the  basis,  or  part  of  the 
basis,  of  such  new  contract.  It  is  stated  that  "The  City 
Controller  declines  to  free  the  funds  unless  the  contract 
is  annulled,"  and  that  it  is  not  desired  to  annul  the  con- 
tract in  order  that  the  contractor  may  be  held  liable  for 
the  diiference  between  his  contract  price  and  the  amount 
the  City  will  be  required  to  expend  under  the  new  con- 
tract. 

This  Department  has  called  the  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  City  Controller,  who  states  that  if  you  will  write 
to  him  stating  the  facts,  requesting  that  he  cancel  his 
certification  on  the  contract  (without  annulling  it),  and 
recredit  the  amount  thereof  to  the  item  of  appropriation, 
he  will  do  so,  and  I  would  suggest  that  this  course  be  fol- 
lowed.

Validity  of  Commitment  of  Mrs.  Fredericlxa  E.  Layer 
to  the  HomeopatJtic  State  Hospital,  Allentown,  Pa.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  correspondence  in  re 
commitment  of  Mrs.  Fredericka  E.  Layer  to  the  Homeo- 
pathic State  Hospital  at  Allentown. 

•Sections  18  and  19  of  the  Act  of  'May  S,  1883,  P.  L. 
21,  provide: 

"Section  18.  Xo  person  shall  be  received  as  a  pa- 
tient for  treatment  or  for  detention  into  any  house 
or  place  where  more  than  one  insane  person  is  de- 
tained, or  into  any  house  or  place  where  one  or  more 
insane  persons  are  detained  for  compensation,  with- 
out a  certificate  signed  by  at  least  two  physicians, 
resident  in  this  Commonwealth,  who  have  been  actu- 
ally in  the  practice  of  medicine  for  at  least  five 
years,  both  of  whom  shall  certify  that  they  have  ex- 
amined separately  the  person  alleged  to  be  insane,  and 
after  such  examination  had  do  verily  l)elieve  that  the 
person  is  insane,  and  that  the  disease  is  of  a  character 
which  in  their  opinion  requires  that  the  person  shall 
be  placed  in  a  hospital  or  other  establishment  where 
the  insane  are  detained  for  care  and  treatment,  and 
that  they  are  not  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to  the 
person  alleged  to  be  insane,  nor  in  any  way  connected 
as  a  medical  attendant,  or  otJierioise,  with  the  hos- 
pital or  other  estahlishynent  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  place  such,  person. 

"Section  If).  The  certificate  ahove  provided  for  shall 
have  been  made  ivithin  one  weel-  of  the  examination 
of  the  patient  and  within  two  lueel's  of  the  time  of 
the  admission  of  the  patient,  and  shall  be  duly  sworn 
or  affirmed  to  before  a  judge  or  magistrate  of  this 
Commonwealth,"  etc.  .^

It  a])pears  that  the  commitment  of  Mrs.  Layer  was 
signed  bv  two  physicians,  one  of  whom,  however,  was 
connected  with  the  institution  to  which  the  patient  was 
committed.  The  commitment,  therefore,  was  irregular, 
and  cannot  he  cured  by  the  substitution  of  an  Allentown 
physician's  certificate.  There  must  be  a  re-examination 
by  two  physicians  and  a  re-commitment. 

Mr.  JNIcGrane,  of  this  Department,  has  l)een  in  com- 
munication with  Joseph  Chapman,  Esq.,  1420  Chestnut 
street,  the  attorney  who  prepared  the  petition  for  the 
commitment  of  Mrs.  Layer,  and  this  Department  is  ad- 
yised  by  ]\Ir.  Chapman  that  an  order  was  made  in  this 
case  and  that  the  petitioner  is  responsible.  I  would  there- 
fore suiigest  that  any  costs  that  may  be  incurred  l)y  a  re- 
examination and  re-commitment  of  the  patient  should  be 
borne  by  the  petitioner,  and  not  by  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia.

Tender  the  decision  of  Hon.  Charles  L.  Brown,  Presi- 
dent Judge  of  the  Municipal  Court,  the  prosecution  of  all 
proceedings  in  desertion  eases  was  transferred  from  this 
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Department  to  the  District  Attorney's  office,  and  the  col- 
lection and  disbursement  of  support  money  from  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health  and  Charities  to  the  Clerk  of 
the  iCourt  of  Quarter  Sessions. 

In  view  of  this  decision,  and  also  of  Section  7  of  the  Act

Dear  Sir: — I  have  an  inquiry  from  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  whether  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  1,  1908  (page  170),  to  extend  the  duty  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  and  requiring, 
among  other  things,  electrical  contracts  in  connection  with 
said  buildings  to  be  sul)mitted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical 
Bureau,  applies  to  the  buildings  of  the  Free  Library. 

The  first  section  of  the  ordinance  provides  that: 

"All  matters  of  an  electrical  nature  or  character, 
whether  for  power,  lighting  or  otherwise,  appurtenant 
to  or  in  any  manner  connected  with  any  building, 
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structure  or  property  belonging  to  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, or  any  branch,  Department  or  Bureau  thereof, 
shall  be  under  the  supervision,  control  and  regulation 
of  the  said  Electrical  Bureau.  ITo  contract  shall  be 
entered  into  in  connection  with  the  electrical  service 
for  any  such  building,  structure  or  property  belong- 
ing to  the  City,  or  any  branch.  Department  or  Bureau 
thereof;  or  for  the  supply  of  electrical  service  there- 
to, or  its  installation  therein,  or  for  the  electrical  con- 
nection of  any  such  building,  structure  or  property, 
unless  plans  and  specifications  thereof  shall  first  be 
submitted  to  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and 
shall  be  approved  by  him.  The  said  Bureau  shall 
have  the  sole  charge  of  the  maintenance,  repair  and 
inspection  of  all  electrical  appliances,  fixtures  or  con- 
nections of  any  kind  or  character  which  may  be  con- 
nected with,  or  in  any  way  appurtenant  to,  said  build- 
ing, structure  or  property  of  the  City,  or  any  branch, 
Department  or  Bureau  thereof." 

The  title  to  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  Free  Library  sites 
and  buildings  is  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
I  think  the  Libraries  may  properly  be  considered  to  be 
covered  by  the  language,  "any  building,  structure  or  prop- 
erty belong  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  any  branch, 
Department  or  Bureau  thereof,"  as  those  words  are  used  in 
the  ordinance.  That  ordinance,  therefore,  in  my  opinion, 
does  extend  to  the  Free  Libraries  concerning  which  the 
question  is  asked.

Deae  Sie  : — Enclosed  herewith  I  send  you  leases  in 
triplicate  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  (Department 
of  AVharves,  Docks  and  Ferries)  and  the  Waste  Product 
Company,  for  the  West  Walnut  street  bulkhead,  Schuyl- 
kill Kiver,  being  the  bed  of  Walnut  street  under  Walnut 
street  bridge. 

I  find  that  this  comes  under  the  same  category  as  the 
question  decided  in  my  opinion  of  May  26,  1914,  to  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  "Eights  of 
City  to  laud  under  Walnut  street  bridge,"  a  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  enclosed.  Referring  to  that  opinion,  you  will 
find  that  any  right  to  lease  land  under  this  bridge  must  be 
exercised  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  the 
enjoyment  of  the  public  rights.  I  have  therefore  inserted 
in  the  above  leases  the  following  clause: 

"VII.  The  lessee  hereb}^  agrees  to  use  the  premises- 
in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  such  rights- 
as  abutting  owners  and  the  public  have  therein,  and 
to  save  and  defend  the  lessor  from  all  actions  and 
damages  from  or  by  reason  of  any  interference  with 
such  rights." 

I  have  therefore  omitted  from  the  lease  the  use  of  the 
premises  as  a  storage  yard  and  made  it  for  a  wharf  or  land- 
ing only,  and  with  respect  to  the  permissible  use  of  such 
premises  by  the  City's  lessee,  I  would  refer  3'ou  to  the 
opinion  of  this  Department  of  1.912  (City  Solicitor's 
Opinions,  page  370),  and  especially  to  the  case  of 
Struthers  vs.  Bickley,  9  Phila.,  page  539,  therin  cited.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  recent 
date  in  regard  to  the  application  of  Mr.  Frank  Manran 
for  permission  to  macadamize  Ardleigh  avenne  from  Ver- 
non road  to  Gorgas  lane  by  private  contract,  withont  ex- 
pense to  the  (^ity,  and  thns  relieve  himself  and  those  to 
whom  he  might  sell  his^  land  from  futnre  assessment  for 
permanent  paving. 

The  ordinance  of  December  4,  1907,  page  377,  referred 
to  in  your  letter,  nnder  which  Mr.  Mauran  claims  this 
privilege,  authorizes,  but  does  not  direct,  the  Director  to 
grant  such  permission.  In  my  opinion,  the  Director  may 
use  his  discreHon  under  this  ordinance,  especially  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  the  paving,  if  done,  must  be  "under  the 
direction,  supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  and  under  sj^ecifications 
furnished  l)y  said  Department." 

In  view  of  the  fact,  as  stated  in  your  letter,  that  it  is 
not  the  present  policy  of  your  Department  to  allow  paving 
of  streets  with  macadam  where  such  paving  would  relieve 
the  property  from  future  assessment,  it  would  seem  in- 
advisable to  grant  the  permission  requested  without  a 
waiver  of  release  from  future  assessments.  Prima  facie, 
macadam  is  not  a  City  pavement  in  Philadelphia;  but 
where  the  City,  in  the  process  of  changing  a  country  road 
into  a  City  street,  recognizes  the  macadam  as  a  City  pav- 
ing, and  in  all  respects  adopts  it  as  a  City  paving,  with 
the  intent  and  purpose  of  recognizing  the  street  as  a  City 
street,  the  Courts  would  consider  it  an  original  pavement 
to  tlie  relief  of  the  property  owners  from  future  assess- 
ment. It  is  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case,  and  no  hard 
or  fast  rule  can  be  laid  down  for  your  guidance.

In  the  present  case,  tlie  ordinance  expressly  provides 
that  all  necessary  sewers,  water  and  gas  pipes  shall  be  laid 
in  the  streets  before  the  macadam  paving  be  authorized — 
in  other  words,  all  these  City  improvements  must  be  laid 
first,  and  then  the  Director  may  grant  permission  for 
macadam  paving.  With  these  City  improvements  in  the 
street,  it  would  be  difficult  indeed  to  sustain  the  proposi- 
tion in  iCourt  that  this  was  a  country  road  where  the  maca- 
dam paving  was  laid.  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  your  De- 
partment could  not  safely  grant  the  permission  requested 
without  first  obtaining  a  waiver  of  release  from  future 
assessment.

Deae  Sie: — 'I  have  a  communication  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  'City  Property,  bearing  your  approval, 
with  reference  to  the  liability  of  farmers  occupying  stalls 
in  the  market  sheds  of  the  City  to  pay  the  mercantile 
license  tax,  seemingly  with  respect  to  sales  of  their  own 
products.  It  is  not  clear  from  the  letter  what  is  the  exact 
scope  of  the  question  upon  which  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment is  desired. 

If  the  inquiry  is  whether  farmers  selling  their  own 
produce  and  not  dealing  in  that  of  others — i.  e.,  buying 
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and  selling  it — are  exanipt  from  the  payment  of  the  mer- 
cantile tax,  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  are  exempt  there- 
from.

Dear  Sir: — The  letter  of  the  Acting  Chief  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways  and  Street  Cleaning,  approved  by  you, 
in  reference  to  the  right  of  your  Department  to  hire  road 
rollers  and  scrapers  without  advertising  for  bids,  has  been 
duly  received.  It  appears  therefrom  that  the  attempt  was 
made,  without  success,  to  secure  bids  by  advertisement  in 
August  last,  and  from  the  other  circumstances  stated  in 
that  letter  it  is  imlikely  that  bids  could  now  be  obtained. 

The  situation  appears  to  be  analogous  to  that  of  the 
hiring  of  dredges,  etc.,  which  was  the  subject  of  an  opinion 
by  this  Department  on  August  7,  1912  (City  Solicitor's 
Opinions,  1912,  page  321),  to  which  I  refer  you. 

If  it  is  impracticable  to  obtain  bids  for  the  hiring  of 
the  rollers  and  scrapers  now  in  question,  it  would  be  proper 
to  proceed  without  seeking  them  by  advertisement,  as  you 
were  advised  in  the  opinion  just  cited  with  respect  to  the 
dredges.  I  would  suggest,  however,  that  the  matter  be 
taken  up  with  the  City  Controller  so  that  any  objection 
which  he  may  have  to  countersigning  the  warrants  may  be 
met  and  removed  in  due  season.

of  space  for  filing  the  plans  in  the  Bond  and  Contract 
Bureau  of  this  Department,  as  well  as  from  the  imprac- 
ticability of  exhibiting  and  explaining  such  plans  to  con- 
tractors and  others  interested,  if  that  function  is  included 
in  your  suggestion.

Dear  Sie:— I  am  in  receipt  of  the  letter  of  yesterdav 
from  your  secretary,  asking  whether  there  is  any  doubt 
iis  to  tlie  legality  of  a  proposed  ordinance  instructing  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safetj'  to  have  all 
awnings,  poles  and  fixtures  on  the  sidewalks  on  South 
street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers,  re- 
moved within  ninety  days  after  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance. 

Ordinarily  the  Councils  of  the  City  would  have  a  right 
to  decide  whether  awnings  should  be  permitted  on  the 
streets  of  the  City  generally,  and,  in  my  judgment,  with 
respect  to  particular  streets.  Various  ordinances  of  this 
character  have  been  passed  from  time  to  time,  and  in  the 
recent  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Bonwit,  Teller  &  Com- 
pany, 50  Superior  Court,  ii60,  the  right  to  discriminate 
with  respect  to  glass  and  metal  awnings,  which  are  for- 
bidden on  the  south  side  of  Chestnut  street,  was  involved. 
That  case  was  decided  in  favor  of  tlie  City,  but  as  the  deci- 
sion was  reached  upon  another  point  the  question  of  the 
right  to  permit  such  awnings  in  other  parts  of  the  City 
while  prohibiting  them  on  one  side  of  a  particular  street 
was  not  definitely  adjudicated. 

In  proper  cases  the  City  would,  1  think,  ha\e  a  right 
to  make  different  reg-ulations  with  respect  to  the  several 
streets,  but  in  all  such  instances  the  discrimination  should 
be  reasonable  and  founded  upon  real  distinctions  of  use, 
location  or  the  like. 

The  ordinance  submitted  is  a  most  summary  one,  com- 
manding the  removal  of  all  awnings,  fixtures,  etc.,  on  a 
particular  street  from   river  to   river,   without,   however, 
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makiiijO'  any  regulation  as  to  tlie  future.  I  believe  there 
may  be  considerable  doubt  whether  such  an  ordinance 
would  be  sustained  as  a  reasonable  exercise  of  the  power 
of  Councils,  and  the  question  of  its  enforcement  would  in 
all  probability  have  to  await  judicial  determination.

Deae  Sie  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  June  10th,  inquiring  w^hether  you  are  warranted  in 
paying  to  Mr.  Winfield  S.  Eeed,  Chief  Inspector  of  House 
Drainage,  that  proportion  of  his  salary  covering  the  period 
from  January  1,  1914,  until  he  was  reinstated,  which 
equals  the  amount  of  nioney  he  received  from  the  City 
as  an  employee  of  the  Coroner's  office. 

The  relation  between  a  municipality  and  its  employees 
is  the  same  as  that  between  any  other  employer  and  his 
employee.  .The  relation  is  based  upon  a  contract  of  em- 
ployment, and  it  is  the  duty  of  an  unlawfully  discharged 
employee  to  secure  work,  if  possible,  in  order  to  diminish 
the  damages  to  which  he  might  be  entitled  in  the  event  of  a 
recovery.  When  an  unlawfully  discharged  employee  of 
the  City  secures  work  during  the  period  of  his  discharge, 
he  is  only  entitled  to  that  part  of  his  back  salary  which 
represents  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  money 
he  earned  during  said  period  and  the  total  amount  of  his 
wages.

Removal   of  Awnings   on  Bace   Street,   hetween  Ninth 
and  Tenth. 

MoKKis  L.  Cooke,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — Answering  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  in  which  he  in- 
quires whether  you  woukl  be  justified  in  removing  certain 
awnings  on  Race  street,  between  J^inth  and  Tenth,  to 
which  objection  is  made  by  property  owners,  the  ordi- 
nance of  December  31,  1855,  Sections  3  and  5,  provides 
that  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  renew  on  any  foot- 
way or  pavement  any  post  other  than  iron  for  the  support 
or  suspension  of  awnings  or  to  attach  any  rails  to  awning 
posts  that  shall  be  less  than  seven  feet  six  inches  clear 
from  the  ]:)avement:  Provided,  That  nothing  therein  con- 
tained shall  be  construed  to  authorize  the  erection  or  main- 
tenance of  any  permanent  sheds  across  the  sidewalk. 

The  ordinances  of  June  15,  1894,  and  March  22,  1900, 
provide  as  follows: 

"It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  erect  and  construct,  or  have  erected  and 
constructed  and  maintained,  iron  awnings  with  metal 
or  glass  roof, .  without  wings,  over  the  sidewalks  of 
their  premises,  the  said  awnings  to  be  not  less  than 
ten  (10)  feet  in  the  clear  head  room;  no  signs  to  be 
displayed  thereon  except  the  names  of  owoiers  or 
tenants  of  the  premises  to  which  said  awning  is  at- 
tached, and  the  nature  of  the  business  conducted 
therein,  and  the  said  awnings  to  be  supported  by 
wrought-iron  stretchers  and  posts:  Provided,  That 
no  such  awnings  shall  be  erected  or  constructed 
without  permit  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Hiffhwavs." 
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It  will  thus  be  seen  that  Couucils  gave  the  right  to 
erect  awnings  that  were  not  permanent  sheds  over  the 
footways  of  the  City,  and  subsequently  permitted  the 
erection  of  awnings  which  were  to  be  used  as  permanent 
sheds,  provided  a  permit  for  the  erection  was  first  procured 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

So  that,  in  the  instance  cited  b}^  you,  namely,  that  ''these 
awnings  are  permanent  structures  and  consist  of  an  iron 
frame  extending  over  the  footway  to  the  curb,"  and, 
further,  that  '*the  records  of  this  Bureau  fail  to  disclose 
a  permit  having  been  issued  for  the  erection  of  these  awn- 
ings," I  would  advise  you  that  they  have  been  erected  and 
maintained  illegally,  and  action  can  be  commenced  by 
you  against  those  responsible  for  the'  erection  or  main- 
tenance. Such  action  is  as  is  set  forth  in  Section  -i  of  the 
Act  of  June  15,  1894,  and  Section  6  of  the  ordinance  of 
March  22,  1900,  which  provide: 

"If  any  owner  of  property  or  tenant,  contractor  or 
manufacturer  shall  authorize,  permit  or  erect  any 
awning  without  first  complying  with  all  the  terms  and 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  relating  to  the  plans, 
specifications  and  permits,  he  or  they  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every 
such  violation ;  these  penalties  to  be  collected  by  the 
usual  processes  before  any  INIagistrate  of  the  City 
upon  complaint  or  information  furnished."

The  Act  of  1885  has  since  been  somewhat 
modified,  but  the  only  change  made  as  to  three-story 
buildings  relates  to  exterior  fire  escapes,  leaving  such 
minor  appliances  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
1885.

Use  of  Inferior  and  Defective  Material  in  Construction 
of  Buildings  for  Feeble  Minded;  Notice  to  Contractor. 

EicHARD  H.  Hakte,  M.  D.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday 
enclosing  copy  of  a  letter  to  yourself  from  Mr.  Philip  H. 
Johnson,  architect  for  the  construction  of  the  Philadel- 
phia Institution  for  the  Feeble  Minded  under  contract 
with  Mr.  :\rark  P.  Wells,  dated  October  15,  1912.  The 
letter  of  the  architect  calls  your  attention  to  various  in- 
stances of  the  placing  of  defective  and  condemned  mate- 
rial in  the  buildings  and  refusal  to  remove  the  same  after 
repeated  notice  so  to  do,  and  states  that — 

"I  have,  at  last,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it 
would  be  l)etter  to  make  this  statement  to  you,  that 
you  may  take  such  action  as  is  required  and  author- 
ized by  the  specifications.  *  *  *  In  my  opinion 
this  contract  is  being  executed  carelessly,  if  not  wil- 
fully violated,  and  I  would  advise  you  to  give  the 
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contractor  the  necessar}-  notice  in  accordance  with 
this  (the  8th)  paragraph  of  the  specifications,  sa 
that  something  may  be  done  to  remedy  the  defective 
workmanship  and  hasten  the  completion  of  this  con- 
tract." 

Yon  inquire  what  may  be  done  by  you  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  body  of  the  contract  provides,  among  other  things : 

"Shall  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  the 
opinion  of  the  said  Director  be  prosecuting  the  said 
work  with  an  insufficient  stock  of  materials  for  the 
prompt  completion  thereof  within  the  specified  time, 
or  be  improperly  performing  the  said  work,  or  shajl 
he  neglect  or  abandon  it  before  completion  or  unrea- 
sonably delay  the  same,  so  that  the  conditions  of  the 
contract  are  being  wilfully  violated  or  executed  care- 
lessl.y,  or  in  bad  faith,  or  shall  he  neglect  or  refuse 
to  renew  or  again  perform  such  work  as  may  be  re- 
jected by  the  said  Director  as  defective  or  unsuitable, 
or  shall  he  in  any  other  manner,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
said  Director,  make  default  in  the  performance  of 
this  contract,  then  and  in  any  such  case  the  said 
Director  shall  promptly  notify  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  in  writing  of  such  neglect  or  default. 
If  such  notification  be  without  effect  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  delivery  thereof,  then  and  in 
that  case  the  said  Director  may  notify  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  to  discontinue  all  work  under  this 
contract ;  and  the  said  Director  shall  have  full  au- 
thority and  power  immediately  to  purchase  such 
materials,  tools  and  machinery,  and  to  employ  such 
workmen  as  in  his  opinion  shall  be  required  for  the 
proper  completion  of  the  said  work  at  the  cost  and 
expense  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  or  his 
surety,  or  both ;  or  the  said  Director  may  without 
notice  declare  this  contract  null  and  void,  and  the 
security  bond  and  the  retained  percentage  and  the 
material  delivered  and  used  in,  on  or  about  the  said 
work  shall  then  become  the  property  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia." 
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A  similar  provision  is  contained  in  paragraph  S  of  tlie 
specifications,  page  4,  which  is  as  follows : 

''If  the  contractor  shonld  abandon  the  w^ork  nnder 
this  agreement,  or  if  at  any  time  the  Director  he 
convinced  that  the  work  is  unreasonably  delayed,  or 
that  the  conditions  of  the  contract  are  being  wilfully 
violated  or  executed  carelessly  or  in  bad  faith,  he 
shall  promptly  notify  the  contractor  in  writing,  and 
if  his  notification  be  without  effect  within  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  delivery  thereof,  then  and  in 
that  case  the  contractor  shall  discontinue  all  work 
nnder  the  contract,  and  the  Director  shall  have  full 
authority  and  power  to  immediately  purchase  and 
hire  materials,  tools,  labor  and  machinery  for  the 
com])letion  of  the  contract  at  the  expense  of  the  con- 
tractor, or  his  sureties,  or  both ;  or  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities  may 
declare  the  contract  null  and  void  and  the  security 
bond  and  retained  percentage  and  the  material  deliv- 
ered and  built  into  the  work  shall  then  become  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  attention  of  the  contractor  should  be  called  to  these 
provisions  of  the  contract  and  specifications  in  a  notice 
stating  particularly  the  matters  in  which  he  is  violating 
the  terms  of  the  contract  and  specifications,  or  defectively 
performing  the  same,  and  directing  him  specifically  what 
he  is  required  by  you  to  do  in  order  to  remedy  such  defi- 
ciencies, etc.,  and  with  further  notice  that  if  he  fails 
therein  within  a  specified  time  the  power  will  be  exer- 
cised which  has  been  thus  reserved  by  the  Director  of  your 
Department  to  immediately  purchase  and  hire  material, 
tools,  labor  and  machinery  for  the  completion  of  the  con- 
tract at  the  expense  of  the  contractor,  or  his  surety,  or 
both  ;  or  to  declare  the  contract  null  and  void,  the  security 
bond  and  retained  percentage  and  material  delivered  and 
built  into  the  work  in  the  latter  case  becoming  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  If  such  notice  be  without 
effect  within  the  stipulated  time,  a  second  notice  should  be 
sent  to  the  contractor  directing  him  to  discontinue  all  work 
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under  the  contract  and  indicating  which  of  the  two  powers 
vested  in  you  by  the  foregoing  terms  of  the  contract  and 
specifications  will  be  exercised  on  behalf  of  the  City.  Cop- 
ies of  both  notices  should  be  sent  to  the  surety.  The  pre- 
cise character  of  the  contractors'  defaults  and  the  things 
required  to  be  done  by  him  should  be  carefully  set  out  in 
such  notices,  after  consultation  with  Mr.  Johnson.

DexUX  Sir  : — In  reply  to  letter  of  G.  S.  Webster,  Chief 
^Engineer  and  Surveyor,  approved  by  you.  dated  May  22, 
il914,  requesting  to  be  advised  as  to  the  effect  of  the  or- 
dinances of  April  8,  1890,  and  April  2,  1906,  upon  the 
right  of  the  District  Surveyor  to  lay  out  on  a  plan  of  lots 
a  certain  seventeen-foot  driveway,  I  advise  you  as  follows : 

The  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890  (page  124),  is  en- 
titled :  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  placing  of  streets 
upon  the  City  plan,  and  the  issuing  of  building  and  other 
permits  by  the  Departments  and  Bureaus  of  the  City."' 
Its  provisions  are  as  follows : 

"Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  no  street  here- 
after to  be  opened  shall  be  accepted  or  placed  upon 
the  plans  of  the  City  that  is  of  a  less  width  than 
thirty  (30)  feet,  and  in  no  case  shall  a  street  be  so 
placed  unless  it  shall  run  from  one  public  street  to 
another,  and  in  a  straight  line.     *  *" 
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It  will  1)0  seen  from  this  section  that  it  applies  to  a 
street  which  is  to  be  accepted  hy  the  City  or  placed  npon 
the  plan  of  the  same,  and  does  not  refer  to  a  street  which 
is  not  so  accepted  or  not  to  be  placed  upon  the  plan. 

The  provision  in  the  only  other  section  of  the  ordinance 
is  as  follows : 

'\Sectiun  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Board  of 
Building-  Inspectors,  Department  of  Pul)lic  Works, 
or  any  Bureau  under  it,  or  any  official  of  the  City, 
either  to  issue,  cause  or  allow  to  be  issued,  any  per- 
mit or  permits  for  the  erection  of  any  building  or 
buildings,  or  for  the  introduction  of  gas,  water, 
sewer  or  drains,  or  to  make  surveys  or  give  lines,  or  in 
any  manner  to  countenance,  authorize  or  permit  the 
erection  of  any  building  or  buildings  fronting  on  any 
street,  unless  said  street  sliall  be  of  not  less  than 
thirty  (30)  feet  in  width,  as  provided  in  Section  1 
of  this  ordinance,  or  on  the  City  plan.  And  all  of 
said  streets  shall  be  continuous  and  run  in  a  straight 
line  from  one  public  street  to  another."' 

This  section  prohibits  the  making  of  surveys  and  giv- 
ing lines  for  the  erection  of  buildings  fronting  on  such 
a  street,  the  permissive  width  being  changed  by  ordi- 
nance of  April  2,  1906,  from  thirty  feet  to  forty  feet. 

^Yhile  this  ordinance  would  not  prevent  the  laying  out 
of  the  property  with  a  seventeen-foot  driveway  as  pro- 
posed, yet  from  the  earlier  communication  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  it  appears  that  it  is  further  in- 
tended to  apply  for  permits  for  the  erection  of  buildings 
fronting  upon  the  driveway.  This,  in  my  opinion,  would 
be  in  contravention  of  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  April 
8,  1890,  and  such  applications  should  not  be  acceded  to 
unless  the  Courts  should  take  a  contraiw  view  of  the  ef- 
fect of  the  ordinances,  and  should  accordingly  direct  the 
necessary  permits  to  issue.

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  16th  inst.  has  been  duly 
received,  calling  attention  to  Item  i-a  in  the  appropria- 
tion to  yoiir  Department  of  $30,000  for  the  support  of 
feeble-minded  children  at  Pennsvlvania  Training  School 
for  Feeble-Minded  at  Elwyn,  or  elsewhere.  You  state 
tlliat  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  State  Institution  for  the 
Feeble-Minded  and  Epileptic  will  receive  several  feeble- 
minded children  now  in  the  Philadelphia  General  Hos- 
pital if  your  Department  will  agree  to  provide  the  cloth- 
ing for  such  children,  and  you  ask  if  the  bills  for  such 
clothing  may  be  paid  from  tha,t  item  of  appropriation. 

I  think  clothing  is  a  necessity  which  is  included  in  the 
more  general  term  "support,"  and  unless  Councils  have, 
made  a  specific  appropriation  for  clothing  the  feeble- 
minded children,  thus  indicating  that  the  item  concern- 
ing which  you  inquire  is  to  be  used  for  other  purposes, 
part  of  the  money  appropriated  for  the  support  of  such 
children  may  properly  be  expended  for  the  clothing  of 
those  patients.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  enclosing 
minutes  of  conference  held  between  the  Mavor,  Controller 
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and  the  City  Solicitor  yesterday  mornino:,  -with  reference 
to  floating  the  $3.1  (50, 000  loan,  with  drafts  of  proposed 
circular,,  su1)scription  blanks  and  newspaper  advertise- 
ment, which  you  have  sent  for  criticism. 

I  think  the  statement,  "the  right  is  reserved  to  reject 
any  or  all  bids,"  may  properly  be  followed  by,  "or  to  award 
any  portion  of  the  loan  for  wliich  bids  shall  be  received 
as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  interests  of  the  Cit}"  of  Phil- 
adelphia," as  it  now  appears.  I  also  think  it  right  to  re- 
tain the  written  statement  that  "no  allowance  will  be  made 
for  interest  on  the  advance  payment  from  the  time  the 
bid  is  submitted  to  the  time  of  settlement." 

In  the  paragraph  providing  that  no  bid  will  be  con- 
sidered nnless  accompanied  by  a  certified  check  or  cer- 
tificate of  deposit,  it  may  be  well  to  insert  the  word 
■"face"  before  "amonnt  of  the  loan  for  which  the  bid  is 
made,"  in  order  to  prevent  any  misunderstanding  on  this 
point.  It  should  appear  somewhere  that  no  bid  at  less 
than  par  will  be  considered.  This  might  be  in  the  para- 
graph before  the  last,  the  latter  sentence  of  which  conld 
be  modified  to  read,  "no  bid  will  be  considered  at  less 
than  par,  nor  will  any  bid  be  considered  except  such  as 
offers  to  take  any  part  of  the  amount  applied  for  and  which 
may  be  awarded  to  the  bidder." 

Perhaps  the  "him"  (them)  at  the  end  of  the  subscrip- 
tion blank  might  be  made  (him,  her,  them),  as  I  believe 
subscriptions  by  women  have  been  frequent  in  the  past.

Dear   Sir: — I   have  received   a  letter  from  the  Fire 
[Marshal,  countersigned  by  you,  with  reference  to  the  ne- 
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cessitv  for  taking  out  a  seeond  license  "when  an  owner 
of  a  nioving'-picture  parlor  endeavors  to  make  liis  patrons 
more  comfortable  during  the  heated  weather  by  trans- 
ferring his  display  of  pictures  to  a  screen  in  an  enclosed 
lot  immediately  adjoining  the  moving-picture  house  for 
which  he  already  has  a  license."  The  Fire  Marshal  states 
that  the  management  use  the  same  ticket  booth  and  pass 
their  patrons  into  the  open  air  exhibition  by  way  of  the 
licensed  parlor ;  that  the  ground  upon  which  the  open- 
air  exhibit  is  held  is  frequently  a  part  of  the  same  lot 
upon  which  the  licesed  house  is  erected,  and  that  the 
management  state  that  under  no  condition  would  they 
have  a  performance  in  the  house  and  in  the  open  air  at 
tjhe  same  time.  It  is  further  stated  that  almost  invariably 
it  is  necessary  to  make  a  second  detailed  inspection  after 
first  passing  upon  the  moving-picture  house,  in  order  ta 
insure  due  consideration  of  the  public  safety  both  in  the 
electrical  rirrangement  and  physical  conditions  of  the 
seats,  aisles  and  exits  in  the  airdome. 

The  ordinance  of  February  25,  1908,  p.  26,  provides  in 
Section  1  that 

"It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  exhibit  in  any  building, 
garden,  grounds,  concert  room,  saloon,  or  other  place 
or  places,  or  in  any  room  or  other  enclosure  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  any  moving-picture  ex- 
hibition until  a  license  for  such  building,  garden,, 
grounds,  concert  room,  saloon,  or  other  place  or  places, 
or  room  or  enclosure,  shall  first  have  been  granted  by 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety  of  said  City  to  the 
lessee  or  proprietor  thereof,  for  which  license  the 
said  lessee  or  proprietor  shall  pay  a  fee  of  $100  per 
annum,  etc." 

The  second  section  of  the  ordinance  provides  that 

"Before  any  license  shall  be  granted  as  provided 
in  Section  1  hereof,  the  Fire  Marshal  shall  certify 
to  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  that  he  has  inspected 
such  places,  rooms  and  enclosures,  and  the  equipment 
thereof,  and  that  he  approves  such  application  for 
license." 
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Tender  this  ordinance,  the  licenses  are  granted  to  an 
individnal  to  conduct  a  moving'-pictnre  exhibition  at  a 
stated  place,  generally  described  bv  street  and  nnniber. 
Such  a  description  of  a  place  would  seem  to  include  the 
yard,  ground,  or  curtilege  appurtenant  to  it,  and  while 
there  may  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  license  for  a 
building  so  designated  would  apply  to  an  exhibition  out- 
side of  the  building  itself,  yet  I  think  that  where  the  giv- 
ing of  the  exhibition  is  not  at  a  separate  location — that  is 
to  say,  apart  from  the  ground  attached  to  the  building — 
but  the  pictures  are  shown  in  booths  upon  such  appurtenant 
ground;  and  if,  further,  the  obligation  which  tlie  ex- 
hibitor assumes  not  to  give  the  moving-picture  entertain- 
ments simultaneously  in  both  places  c^n  be  adequately 
super\ised,  so  that  no  violation  thereof  occurs,  in  such 
cases  you  would  be  justified  in  treating  the  license  for  the 
place  as  covering  alternative  exhibitions  both  indoors  and 
outdoors,  especially  if  it  be  true,  as  I  am  informed  by  a 
attache  of  the  Fire  Marshal's  office,  that  the  additional  in- 
spection which  may  be  required  is  not  considerable. 

Of  course,  the  foregoing  opinion  would  not  apply  where 
tlie  airdome  is  at  another  location  from  the  building  for 
which  the  license  has  been  granted.  In  those  instances 
it  would  be  necessary  to  secure  an  additional  license,  even 
though  the  performance  were  given  at  each  place  at  sep- 
arate seasons  of  the  year,  and  not  at  the  same  time.

Contract  hetween  the  City  and  the  Frank  ford,  Tacony 
and  Hohneshurg  Bailway  Co.  as  to  the  maintenance  of 
certain  streets. 

A.  E.  H.  Morrow,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir:— I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  10th 
inst.,  transmitting  for  an  opinion  as  to  its  legality  a  pro- 
130sed  "Ordinance  authorizing  the  execution  of  a  con- 
tract between  the  (^ity  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Frankford, 
Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Railway  Company  with  respect  to 
the  maintenance  of  certain  streets  traversed  by  the  lines 
of  said  company,  and  making  an  appropriation  to  carry 
out  the  City's  part  of  the  contract,"  and  requesting  an 
answer  before  Thursday  of  this  week,  "inasmuch  as  Coun- 
cils will  adjourn  probably"  on  that  day. 

The  ordinance  in  question,  citing  the  authority  of  the 
Act  of  April  15,  1907,  under  which  municipalities  are 
given  power  to  enter  into  contracts  with  street  -passenger 
railway  companies,  etc.,  for  certain  purposes,  directs  the 
execution  of  an  agreement  between  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia and  the  Franford,  Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Street 
Railway,  the  text  of  which  is  embodied  in  the  ordinance 
The  said  agreement  sets  forth  by  way  of  preamble  that 
by  ordinance)  of  December  23,  1892,  permission  was 
granted  to  the  Holmesburg,  Tacony  and  Frankford  Elec- 
tric Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  and  operate  cars  on 
certain  streets  of  the  City,  provided  that  before  any  permit 
should  be  granted  to  it  it  should  enter  into  an  agreement 
or  contract  providing,  among  other  things,  that  "the  said 
railway  company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in 
good  order  at  all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or 
unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its 
lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system,"  which  agree- 
ment it  had  accordingly  entered  into  under  date  of  June 
1,  1893 ;  that  by  certain  foreclosure  proceedings  the  rights, 
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immunities  and  privileges  of  the  said  company,  subject  to 
all  its  restrictions  and  liabilities,  had  become  vested  in 
the  Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holmesburg  Eailway  Com- 
pany, which  company  is  occnpying  for  the  pnrp;  ses  of 
its  railway  certain  streets  therein  designated,  to  v/it: 
Frankford  avenue,  from  Bridge  street  to  County  Line; 
State  road  (or  Tacony  street),  from  Bridge  street  to 
Bhawn  street;  Bhawn  street,  from  State  road  for  Tacony 
street)  to  Frankford  avenue;  that  the  conditions  and  char- 
acter of  the  traffic  have  so  changed  since  the  date  of  such 
original  franchise  that  the  expense  of  maintenance  is  much 
greater  than  could  have  been  reasonably  anticipated  at 
that  time  on  the  macadam  roads;  and  that  the  present  con- 
dition of  said  streets  and  roads  makes  it  desirable  that  ar- 
rangements should  be  made  requiring  the  direct  pay- 
ment into  the  City  Treasury  of  a  fixed  sum  or  sums  that 
may  be  used  by  the  City  for  the  innnediate  paving,  re- 
paving  and  repairing  of  said  streets,  with  further  pro- 
vision for  the  cost  of  keeping  and  maintaining  them  in 
good  repair,  in  order  to  enable  the  City  to  have  control 
-  over  the  work  of  repair  when  required. 

The  substantive  contract  provides  that  the  company  shall 
pa}^  into  1;Jie  City  Treasury  by  July  1,  1914,  the  sum  of 
|35,0€0,  and  by\Tuly  1,  1915,  a  further  sum  of  $85,000 
in  lieu  and  satisfaction  of  all  obligations  and  liabilities  on 
its  part  arising  from  the  ordinance  of  December  23, 
1892,  and  the  agreement  of  June  21,  1893,  in  so  far  as  the 
same  relate  to  the  company's  obligation  to  keep  in  good 
repair  tho  streets,  avenues  and  roads  until  January  1, 
1925,  until  which  date  the  company  shall  not  be  liable 
to  see  to,  pay  for  or  do  any  work  on  said  streets,  etc.  It 
further  provides  that  the  City  having  appropriated  .f  125,- 
000,  which,  together  with  the  said  sum  of  $70,000,  is  the 
estimated  cost  of  making  repairs  to  the  said  streets, 
etc.,  the  said  $195,000  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
paving,  repaving,  repairing  and  resurfacing  all  of  the 
above-mentioned  streets  and  roads  occupied  by  the  com- 
pany's tracks  in  a  manner  set  forth  by  the  terms  of  the 
contract,  it  being  understood  that  such  work  shall  be  pro- 
ceeded with  by  the  City  immediately  upon  the  first  pay- 
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ment  of  $35,000  and  the  appropriation  of  $125,000  be- 
coming available;  all  of  said  work  to  be  done  under 
the  direction  of  the  Bnrean  of  Highways  and  in  accord- 
ance with  its  standard  speciti cations  for  1914,  Begin- 
ning Jannary  1,  1925,  the  company  shall,  within  thirty 
days  after  the  presentation  of  bills  certified  by  the  Bu- 
reau of  Highways,  pay  to  the  Cit}^  a  share  of  the  expenses 
requisite  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  repair  the  streets, 
avenues  and  roads  traversed  by  it,  which  share  is  to  be 
equal  to  the  cost  of  keeping  in  such  repair  a  strip  equi- 
valent to  the  width  of  the  space  between  the  tracks  and 
two  feet  beyond,  the  price  to  be  charged  not  to  exceed 
the  actual  cost  to  the  City  for  the  work,  and  not  to  be  in. 
excess  of  reasonable  rates  then  current  for  similar  work ; 
and  as  a  further  condition  precedent  to  the  obligations 
assumed  by  the  company  to  pay  a  specified  share  of  the 
cost  of  maintaining  the  streets,  etc.,  after  January  1^ 
1925,  "the  City  shall  keep,  and  maintain  said  paving  in 
good  order  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  for  said  period  of 
ten  years."  The  contract  further  provides  that  nothing 
therein  is  intended  to  relieve  the  company  from  any  obliga- 
tion contained  in  its  agreement  of  June  21,  1893,  ex- 
cepting in  so  far  as  the  same  relates  to  the  obligation  to 
keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  the  aforementioned 
streets,  avenues  and  roads. 

By  the  following  sections  of  the  ordinance  the  ]\[ayor 
is  directed  to  execute,  acknowledge  and  deliver  the  said 
contract,  w^hich  is  to  be  recorded ;  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  is  authorized  to  enter  into  con- 
tracts for  the  paving,  repaving,  resurfacing,  etc.,  as  therein 
provided,  and  the  sum  of  $125,000  is  appropriated  for 
said  purposes. 

The  form  of  the  contract,  as  above  provided  for,  is  want- 
ing in  certain  necessary  particulars.  It  does  not  provide 
tiliat  before  it  can  take  effect  it  must  be  approved  by  the 
Public  Service  Commission  of  the  State,  as  the  rules  of 
that  body  require  in  contracts  between  municipalities  and 
public  service  companies;  it  does  not  extend  the  obliga- 
tions assumed  by  the  company  to  its  successors;  it  does 
not  provide,  as  the  Bullitt  Act  requires,  that  it  is  subject 
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to  the  provisions  of  that  Act,  and  it  is  possible  tliat  a  more 
j^roloiigtMl  opportiinit)'  to  study  tlie  proposed  c-ontract 
would  reveal  other  omissions  or  irregularities  of  this  char- 
acter. These,  however,  are  matters  which  might  he  cor- 
rected by  amendment  pending  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance by  Councils. 

Substantially,  as  already  seen,  the  cfai tract  in  effect 
provides  that  whereas  the  railway  company  is  now  liable, 
as  a  consideration  for  its  right  to  operate  its  railway,  to 
do  all  of  the  work  at  its  own  expense  necessary  to  main- 
tain in  good  order  the  full  width  of  the  streets,  avenues 
and  roads  traversed  by  it;  and  solely  for  the  reason  that 
the  conditiou  and  character  of  traffic  have  so  changed 
tliat  the  expense  of  maintenance  is  ''much  greater  than 
could  have  been  reasonably  anticipated"  on  the  macadam 
roads  at  the  time  when  the  privileges  were  granted  to  it, 
the  City  not  only  contributes  $125,000  of  the  $1!»:>,000 
estimated  to  be  necessary  for  present  repairs,  which  as 
a  practical  matter  may  or  may  not  be  a  proper  thing  to 
do.  but  it  also  releases  the  railway  company  from  all  ob- 
ligations under  its  agreement  for  the  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  the  streets  and  roads  traversed  by  it  for  a 
period  of  over  ten  years,  and,  at  the  end  of  that  period 
substitutes  for  the  obligation  with  respect  to  the  entire 
breadth  of  the  street  one  which  covers  a  space  equivalent 
only  to  the  width  of  its  trackway  and  two  feet  in  addi- 
tion. 

The  present  work  is  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  City  as 
soon  as  the  first  instalment  of  $35,000  shall  be  paid  by 
the  railway  company,  and  no  bond  or  security  of  any  kind 
is  stipulated  for,  either  with  respect  to  the  second  pay- 
ment of  a  like  amount  or  for  the  fulfillment  by  the  com- 
pany of  its  partial  resumption  of  its  contract  obligation 
at  the  end  of  the  ten-year  period.  IMoreover,  as  a  condi- 
tion .precedent  to  such  postponed  obligation  the  (^ity  un- 
dertakes to  keep  and  maintain  the  paving  in  good  order 
at  its  own  cost  and  expense  for  said  period  of  ten  years, 
without  indicating  who  is  to  decide  whether  such  condi- 
tion precedent  has  been  performed,  thus  affording  an  easy 
opportunity  to  the  company  to  dispute,  and,  perhaps,  es- 
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cape,  any  liability  for  the  keeping  of  its  part  of  the  streets 
and  roads  in  repair  when  that  responsibility  again  rests 
upon  it  at  the  time  which  the  contract  fixes.  Any  reader 
of  the  agreement  as  it  appears  in  the  ordinance  would  infer 
from  its  tone  and  the  general  nature  of  its  provisions 
that  the  City  was  receiving  privileges  and  favors  from  the 
railway  company  in  virtue  of  which  the  City  might  prop- 
erly bind  itself  by  rigid  stipulations,  instead  of  its  releas- 
ing that  company  from  contract  obligatioiis  now  in  force, 
and  assumed  by  the  latter  as  a  consideration  for  immunities 
granted  by  the  City. 

The  fact  that  this  proposed  contract  was  prepared  by 
those  representing  interests  other  than  that  of  the  City 
and  not  by  the  Law  Department  of  the  latter,  whose  duty 
under  the  Bullitt  Act  it  is  to  supervise  and  prepare  all 
City  contracts,  is  readily  apparent  from  its  terms. 

The  language  of  the  Act  of  April  15,  1907,  v/liich  is 
cited  in  the  ordinance  as  authority  for  the  agreement, 
confers  broad  and  unrestricted  power  upon  cities,  etc.,  to 
enter  into  contracts  with  railway  companies  with  respect 
to  the  privileges  granted  the  latter,  the  compensation 
therefor,  and  similar  subjects.  The  validity  and  con- 
stitutionality of  that  Act  were  sustained  in  the  case  of 
Erode  vs.  Transit  Co.,  230  Pa.  434,  in  which  the  agree- 
ment l:)etween  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadel- 
phia Rapid  Transit  Company  authorized  by  the  ordinance 
of  July  1,  1907,  was  upheld. 

Upon  the  question  of  the  legality'  of  the  suggested  con- 
tract, therefore,  as  distinct  from  any  consideration  re- 
lating to  the  prodigal  liberality  with  which  the  contrac- 
tual liabilities  and  obligations  of  the  railway  company  are 
released  and  annulled,  I  think  that  if  C'ouncils  see  fit  to- 
direct  the  execution  of  a  contract  of  this  character  it 
could  be  sustained  as  legal,  inasmuch  as  the  ordinance  and 
contract  of  1907  were  sustained  by  the  decision  above 
cited.

Dear  Sir  : — -I  have  your  favor  of  recent  date  enclos- 
ing; Resolution  requesting  the  City  Solicitor  "to  furnish 
Councils  with  information  as  to  their  right  to  condemn,  by 
an  ordinance,  property  formerly  used  as  a  water  basin, 
situated  north  of  Parrish  street,  to  Poplar  street,  west  of 
Corinthian  avenue  to  Twenty-second  street,  for  a  play- 
GTOund  or  park ;  or  if  an  Act  has  to  be  passed  by  the 
House  of  Eeprescntatives  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania." 

In  reply,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  Mayor,  Aldermen 
and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  took  title  to  these  premises 
by  three  certain  deeds  which  are  recorded  in  Deed  Books 
G.  W.  S.,  '^o.  19,  page  454;  'Eo.  28,  page  172,  and  'Eo, 
90,  page  370,  all  of  which  deeds  convey  to  the  Mayor, 
Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Philadelphia  fee  simple  titles 
to  the  tract  of  land  in  question  without  restriction  as  to 
the  use  to  which  the  land  is  to  be  put. 

It  would  therefore  not  require  an  Act  of  Assembly  to 
permit  the  use  of  this  land  as  a  playground  or  park,  and 
an  ordinance  of  Councils  will  l)e  sufficient  for  that  pur- 
pose.

itself  "The  Eed  Oross  Epileptic  Relief  Association," 
which  is  exploiting  a  cure  for  epilepsy  and  soliciting  aid 
to  bnild  an  institution  for  the  cure  and  treatment  of  that 
disease,  as  to  which  the  Society  for  Organizing  Charity 
has  complained.  In  accordance  with  your  request,  I 
return  the  literature  upon  the  subject  which  you  en- 
closed. 

It  would  seem  probable  therefrom  that  the  action  of 
these  people  involves  a  violation  of  the  statutes  forbid- 
ding the  practising  of  medicine  without  a  license,  etc.,  or 
the  obtaining  of  money  by  false  representations  or  other 
fraudulent  devices,  or  both.  In  either  case  such  acts 
would  be  in  violation  of  the  criminal  laws,  and  I  would 
recommend  that  the  facts  be  laid  before  the  District 
Attorney  and  the  subject  taken  up  with  that  official  with 
a  view  to  prosecuting  the  offenders.

Dear  Sir: — ^In  reference  to  the  proposed  ordinance 
submitted  by  you,  regulating  the  explosion  of  fireworks 
and  firearms,  I  see  no  serious  objection  to  the  adoption 
thereof  by  Councils,  with  some  modifications.     Thus,  the

title,  I  tliiuk,  should  more  clearly  express  the  object  of  the 
ordinance.  It  would  also,  perhaps,  be  well  to  omit  the 
provision  making-  it  an  oti'ence  to  have  possession  or  cus- 
tod.y  of  lireworks,  and  to  have  a  tixed  penalty  rather  than 
a  variable  one.  I  enclose  a  form  carrvino-  out  these  sua- 
.2;estions. 

Ever  since  1T21  by  various  statutes  and  ordinances  it 
has  been  made  unlawful  to  set  off  or  explode  lireworks 
of  any  description  in  this  City.  The  Act  of  August  26th 
of  that  year  provided  that  no  person  should  make  or  cause 
to  be  made,  or  sell,  utter  or  offer,  or  expose  to  sale,  any 
squib,  rocket  or  other  fireworks,  or  cast,  throw  or  fire  any 
squibs,  rockets  or  other  fireworks  within  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  without  the  Governor's  special  license.  This 
Act  was  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  still  in  force  in 
1884,  in  the  case  of  Homer  vs.  Commonwealth,  106  Pa. 
221,  and  again  in  1895  in  Heidenwag  vs.  Philadelphia^ 
168  Pa.  72.  The  provisions  of  this  Act  would  of  them- 
selves apply  only  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia as  fixed  at  that  time,  to  wit,  between  South  and 
Vine  streets,  and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
rivers,  but  by  Act  of  February  9,  1751,  the  Act  of  1721 
was  extended  so  as  to  cover  any  part  of  the  then  Province 
of  Pennsylvania. 

By  Act  of  March  23,  1865,  it  vras  made  unlawful  to 
manufacture  any  pyrotechnics  or  fireworks  within  the 
built-up  limits  of  the  City  and  a  penalty  was  provided 
for  so  doing  by  the  Act  of  March  12,  1866."^ 

Again,  the  Act  of  June  10,  1881,  made  the  sale  of 
ffunpowder  and  other  explosives  unlawful  and  the  ordi- 
nance of  June  20,  1881,  forbids  the  selling  or  exposing 
for  sale,  or  the  use  of  any  toy  pistol,  toy  cannon,  devil's 
bomb  or  other  to}'  or  hand  weapons  used  for  firing  salutes 
for  celebrating  purposes  and  employing  gunpowder  or 
other  explosives.  So  it  was  again  provided  by  the  Act 
of  June  11,  1885,  that  it  should  be  a  misdemeanor  pun- 
ishable by  fine  or  imprisonment  to  manufacture  or  sell 
toy  cannon,  toy  pistols,  revolvers,  or  other  such  deadly 
weapons,  not  including  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  legiti- 
mate firearms. 
14 
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By  Act  of  June  10,  IDOl,  the  manufacturiiig'  and  sell- 
ina;  of  fire  crackers  containing  explosives  other  than  ordi- 
nary gunpowder  was  forbidden,  and  by  Act  of  ]\Iarch  24, 
1905 — "to  prohibit  the  sale  or  use  of  certain  fireworks, 
fire  crackers,  pistols,  explosive  canes  and  ammunition" — 
the  sale  or  use  of  these  articles,  if  containing  high  ex- 
plosives, was  again  prohibited. 

These  Acts  were  repeated  by  the  Legislature  sitting  in 
1911,  which  on  June  1st  of  that  year  passed  two  statutes 
upon  the  subject  under  which  the  dimensions  and  compo- 
sition of  fire  crackers  and  fireworks  were  regulated. 

From  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  the  fault  lie& 
in  the  non-enforcement  of  existing  legislation  rather  than 
in  the  want  of  jDrohibiting  statutes  and  ordinances.

Free  Gas  to  Public  Buildings — Northern  Liberties  Gas- 
Company. 

MoETJis  L.  Cooke,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  June  23d, 
inquiring  whether  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company 
is  not  obliged  to  furnish  gas  without  charge  to  the  City  to 
supply  Station  House  ISTo.  21  and  Police  Station  ISTo.  7, 
which  are  on  the  mains  of  the  ISTorthern  Liberties  Gas 
Company  and  are  served  by  it.  You  refer  to  the  facts  that 
Councils  have  appropriated  money  for  the  payment  of 
these  charges ;  that  the  ISTortliern  Liberties  Gas  Company 
is  operated  by  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company, 
and  that  the  latter  under,  the  terms  of  its  lease  with  the 
City  is-  required  to  furnish  gas  gratuitously  to  the  City 
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for  the  illmnination  of  all  puMic  Imildiiigs  along  the  line 
of  the  gas  mains. 

The  agreement  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  United  Gas  Improvement  rompany  anthorized  bv 
ordinance  of  November  12,  1897,  provick^s  "that  to  such 
extent  as  the  Xorthern  Liberties  Gas  Light  Company  is 
now  possessed  of  a  right  to  supply  gas  within  a  portion  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  this  contract  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  intended  to  vest  in  the  lessee  any  right  in  such 
territory,  except  such  rights  as  the  City  has  therein." 

It  is  further  provided  in  that  instrument — Clause  10 — 
''The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  shall  be 
demanded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  supply  to  it  in 
each  year,  without  charge,  delivered  in  its  various  public 
buildings  along  the  line  of  its  mains,  such  amount  of  gas 
as  may  be  required  for  illuminating  purposes  in  said 
public  buildings." 

This  requirement  is  limited  to  public  buildings  along 
the  line  of  the  mains  of  the  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company.  The  territory  supplied  by  the  ISTorthern  Lib- 
erties Company  was,  as  is  seen,  regarded  separately,  and 
no  rights  in  such  territory  were  given  to  the  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company'.  The  latter  company,  therefore, 
was  not,  at  the  inception  of  the  lease,  required  to  furnish 
eas  to  the  Station  Houses  in  question,  because  they  were 
not  on  the  lines  of  its  mains  but  were  on  the  mains  of 
the  Xorthern  Liberties  Company.  The  fact  that  the 
former  has  since  obtained  conti'ol  of  the  Northern  Liber- 
ties Company,  by  lease  or  otherwise,  would  not  alter  its 
obligations  in  the  premises,  and  I  therefore  think  that  the 
City  could  not  establish  a  right  to  free  gas  in  its  public 
buildings  on  the  line  of  the  Xorthern  Liberties  mains, 
and  hence  that  Councils  acted  ad\'isedly  in  making  an 
appropriation  to  pay  for  the  gas  so  consumed.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
1st  inst.,  delivered  in  niv  office  yesterday  afternoon,  and 
enclosino-  a  copy  of  the  Police  Order  prepared  l)y  you  in 
relation  to  the  use  of  fireworks  on  July  4th,  which  order 
you  ask  me  to  examine  and,  if  satisfactory,  to  return  to 
you  so  that  it  may  be  distributed  at  roll  call  and  copies 
served  upon  the  manufacturers  and  dealers. 

The  Police  Order  you  sent  me  for  examination  I  had 
read  hours  before,  as  it  was  published  in  all  of  yesterday 
morning's  newspapers  as  coming  from  you  and  as  your 
official  act.  It  would  seem  needless,  therefore,  for  me 
to  now  pass  upon  it.  I  should  say,  however,  that  the 
opinion  given  by  me  on  May  4th  last  is  sound  law.  There 
is  ample  power  vested  in  you  to  secure  a  noiseless,  safe 
and  sane  celebration  of  the  Fourth  of  July.  All  that  is 
needed  is  to  enforce  existing  statutes  and  ordinances.  If 
any  law  is  obnoxious,  it  should  be  repealed,  but  my  duty 
as  City  Solicitor  is  not  to  make  nor  to  alter  laws,  but  to 
define  what  I  believe  the  law  to  be. 

In  your  second  communication,  delivered  at  about  4.45 
■o'clock  ye^sterday  afternoon,  you  say  that  your  "attention 
has  just  been  called  to  the  Act  of  June  1,  1911,  page  543, 
which  regulates  the  use  of  fire  crackers,  etc.,  as  distin- 
guished from  an  Act  of  the  same  date  published  on  page 
554,  which  restrains  and  regulates  the  sale  and  manufac- 
ture of  certain  fireworks." 

In  the  opinion,  copy  of  which  was  sent  you  at  your  re- 
quest on  June  30th,  distinct  reference  was  made  to  the  two 
Acts  of  June  1,  1911,  as  you  may  see  if  you  will  take  the 
trouble  to  read  the  paragraph  before  the  last  in  that 
opinion.  Upon  the  general  subject,  I  can  only  repeat  what 
was  stated  in  the  final  paragraph  thereof:  '"that  the  fault 
lies  in  the  non-enforcement  of  existing  legislation  rather 
than  in  the  want  of  prohibiting  statutes  and  ordinances. '* 
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With  rgspect  to  celebrations  under  the  auspices  of  the 
City  itself  as  distinguished  from  individuals,  it  was  de- 
cided by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Heidenwag  vs. 
Philadelphia,  1(58  Pa.  72,  that  the  Act  of  1721  has  no 
application  to  such  cases.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  June  30th, 
stating  that  a  notice  from  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Highways)  has  been  sent  to  you  containing  a 
list  of  contracts  to  be  forwarded  to  this  JDepartment  with 
a  request  that  they  be  prepared  for  execution  "for  re- 
surfacing certain  streets  with  vitrified  brick  and  granite 
1  docks,"  to  be  charged  to  Item  14a  of  the  annual  appro- 
priation to  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

That  item  is  as  follows:  "For  resurfacing  and  repair- 
ing paved  streets  bv  contract,  five  hundred  and  thirty 
thousand   ( 530,000) '  dollars." 

You  state  that  in  appropriations  by  Councils  resurfac- 
ing has  always  l)een  held  to  apply  to  asphalt  or  macadam- 
ized streets,  and  that  streets  to  be  repaved  have  been 
authorized  and  character  of  pavement  designated  by  Coun- 
cils. You  refer  to  certain  ordinances  of  1909  as  illus- 
trating this  distinction  and  ask  to  he  advised  as  to  whether 
you  would  be  justified  in  certifying  these  contracts  "that 
provide  for  Avhat  is  practically  repaying  against  an  item 
for  resurfacing,  viz..  Item  14a." 
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Requests  for  the  preparation  of  the  contracts  in  ques- 
tion have  been  sent  to  this  Department,  each  one  bearing 
a  typewritten  slip  that  "wherever  the  word  'repaving'  oc- 
curs the  word  'resurfacing'  shall  be  substituted  therefor," 
and  the  specifications  originally  prepared  show  that  the 
work  has  to  be  done  as  repaving. 

Independently  of  any  construction  by  those  using  the 
term,  "resurfacing"  would  probably  be  broad  enough  to 
cover  the  putting  down  of  a  new  surface  upon  the  base 
of  a  pavement,  whether  the  new  surface  were  of  asphalt, 
macadam,  brick  or  stone  blocks,  the  distinction  between 
repaving  and  resurfacing  in  such  language  implying  that 
in  the  one  case  an  entire  new  pavement  was  to  be  laid, 
and  in  the  other  merely  that  the  top  surface  was  to  be 
renewed.  The  matter,  however,  is  to  be  determined  rather 
bv  the  usage  of  Councils  in  the  employment  of  the  terms 
"repaving"  and  "resurfacing"  respectively,  than  by  the 
meaning  of  those  words  as  found  in  the  dictionary  or  in 
ordinary  parlance.  It  is  to  be  further  borne  in  mind,  in 
interpreting  such  usage,  that  when  a  new  paving  in  whole 
or  in  part  is  directed,  Councils  indicate  the  character  of 
such  paving — whether  brick,  vitrified  brick,  Belgian  block 
or  the  like.  The  sense  in  which  the  terms  have  been  em- 
ployed is  to  be  found,  of  course,  in  the  ordinances.  Those 
which  you  cite,  dating  in  1909,  are  somewhat  remote;  but 
if  the  distinction  has  been  maintained,  appropriations 
being;  made  from  time  to  time  and  up  to  the  present,  for 
resurfacing  in  the  sense  of  placing  a  new  surface  upon 
asphalt,  macadam  or  similar  streets  and  roads,  and  dis- 
tinct appropriations  have  continued  to  be  made  for  repav- 
ing; with  the  direction  to  rejjave  with  brick,  vitrified  brick, 
Belgian  block,  etc.,  or  a  reservation  in  the  ordinance  that 
it  was  to  be  subject  to  further  legislation  by  Councils  as 
to  the  character  of  the  repaving,  then  such  a  continued 
practice  on  the  part  of  Councils  would  sufficiently  war- 
rant you  in  inferring  that  an  appropriation  for  resurfac- 
ing, or  resurfacing  and  repairing,  should  not  be  diverted 
to  work  which  is  provided  for,  or  would  be  provided  for, 
if  any  provision  were  made  at  all,  under  the  terms  "repav- 
ing;" as  that  term  had  come  to  have  an  accepted  significance 
in  Couneilmanic  usage. 
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The  matter  thus  heing-  concerned  M'ith  the  customary 
employment  of  language  by  Councils  is  one  of  fact,  and 
if  your  investigations  convince  you  that  the  distinction 
above  noted  is  intended  to  be  maintained  in  the  present 
instance,  you  would  not  be  justified  in  permitting  con- 
tracts for  what  is  intended  to  be  a  repaving  in  the  sense 
noted  to  l)e  charged  against  the  appropriation  in  Item 
14a  for  resurfacing  and  repairing  paved  streets  by  con- 
tract.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
of  June  27th,  enclosing  copies  of  correspondence  between 
vour  Department  and  the  Departments  of  Public  Works 
and  Safety,  respecting  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  certain 
owners  of  horse  troughs  to  comply  with  the  demands  of 
the  Bureau  of  Water  and  Board  of  Health  that  they  be 
closed  because  of  an  epidemic  of  anthrax.  It  appears  that 
the  Bureau  of  Water  cannot  turn  off  the  water  supply  from 
these  troughs  unless  at  the  same  time  they  turn  off  the 
supply  to  the  house  to  which  the  trough  belongs.  You 
inquire  whether  this  can  be  done  in  the  event  of  the  re- 
fusal of  the  owner  to  close  the  trough. 

I  believe  that  it  can;  but,  in  view  of  the  radical  char- 
atcer  of  such  a  proceeding,  inyolving  the  shutting  off  of 
the  water  supply  for  the  use  of  human  beings  in  a  par- 
ticular house,  I  should  suggest  that  every  other  practical 
means  be  adopted  before  recourse  be  had  to  this  method. 
Cannot  the  Bureau  of  Water  remove  the  spigot  con- 
nected with  the  trough  and  seal  the  pipe  leading  to  it? 
or  would  it  not  be  practicalde  for  the  Board  of  Health  to

condemn  the  trongh  as  a  nuisance  and  remove  it  entirely^ 
charging  the  cost  of  such  removal  by  means  of  a  lien 
against  the  property  ?  I  presume  the  latter  suggestion 
would  be  the  least  desirable,  because  it  may  not  be  the 
desire  of  the  Board  of  Health  to  permanently  close  the 
troughs.  I  believe,  however,  that  the  Board  of  Health 
and  the  Police  Department,  in  the  event  of  an  epidemic, 
may  physically  seal  up  the  troughs  or  take  any  other  meas- 
ures to  physically  abate  a  condition  which  contributes 
to  the  spread  of  disease.

Dear  Sir  : — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  stating  that 
in  grading  Fishers  avenue  east  and  west  of  Second  street, 
the  grading  will  carry  the  surface  of  the  street  so  low  that 
the  cellar  walls  of  abutting  properties,  through  lack  of 
lateral  support,  will  be  apt  to  break  down,  causing  a  col- 
lapse of  the  buildings.  Inquiry  is  made  whether  the  City 
or  the  property  owner  should  do  the  work  necessary  to 
preserve  such  buildings,  and  in  case  the  City  should  do 
the  work,  whether  it  may  properly  be  done  as  extra  work 
under  the  grading  contracts. 

The  'City  should  do  whatever  work  is  necessary  to  pre- 
vent the  collapse  of  the  houses  abutting  upon  the  street. 
The  contract  for  the  grading  provides  in  Section  4  of  the 
specifications  that  the  contractor  shall  do  such  addi- 
tional work  other  than  that  therein  mentioned  as  may 
be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  to  fully  complete  the  improvement,  receiving 
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in  payment  therefor  tlie  same  price  as  if  sncli  work  liad 
been  inelnded  in  the  list  of  estimated  qnantities.  This 
wonld  sufficiently  justify  you  in  ordering  the  contractor 
to  provide  the  necessary  shoring  or  other  work  or  material 
to  protect  the  said  buildings,  assuming,  of  course,  that 
the  limit  of  the  contract  and  the  item  of  appropriation 
against  which  the  contract  is  charged  afEprd  a  sufficient 
balance  to  provide  for  such  extra  work.

Permit  me  to  refer  you  to  the  ordinance  of  December 
26,  1902,  (page  321),  authorizing  the  Philadelphia  Elec- 
tric Company  to  construct  and  maintain  wires  over,  along, 
across,  through  and  Tinder  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the 
City,  etc. 

The  other  information  asked  for  by  you  would  carry 
the  inquiry  into  a  vast  and  indefinite  field.  All  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  City  with  respect  to  electrical  matters  would 
bear  more  or  less  upon  the  subject  as  to  which  you  ask, 
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and  an  attempt  to  digest  or  codify  these  would  doubtless 
be  too  confusing  to  answer  your  purpose. 

If  you  will  now  or  at  any  time  indicate  the  particular 
questions  on  which  you  wish  to  be  enlightened,  and  just 
what  you  wish  to  know  concerning  them,  I  will  always  be 
glad  to  comply  with  your  requests.

'Connection  With  Private  Seiver. 

Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq.,

D!ear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  of  June  30th 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  bearing  your 
approval,  with  reference  to  the  right  of  connection  with  a 
private  sev^^er  built  by  Robert  Erny  on  Limekiln  Turn- 
pike, from  Godfrey  avenue  to  Twentieth  street,  and  on. 
Twentieth  street,  from  Limekiln  Turnpike  to  Cora  street. 
It  is  proposed  by  property  owners  on  Cora  street  east  of 
Twentieth  street,  the  property  of  one  of  whom  also  abuts 
on  Limekiln  Turnpike,  to  build  another  private  sewer  (in 
Cora  street)  and  connect  it  with  the  sewer  built  by  Mr. 
Erny,  which  was  completed  May  2,  1913,  and  built  en- 
tirely at  the  cost  of  the  latter. 

The  questions  asked  are,  whether  under  the  ordinance 
of  April  12,  1909  (page  94),  ]\rr.  Day  and  Mr.  Budd,  the 
proposed  builders  of  the  new  sewer,  can  be  compelled  to 
contribute  to  the  cost  of  the  sewer  built  by  Mr.  Erny,  and 
if  so,  with  respect  to  Mr.  Day,  who  has  no  frontage  on 
Limekiln  Turnpike,  how  the  amount  of  his  obligation  can 
be  determined. 
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Section  2  of  the  ordinance  of  April  12,  1!)00,  provides 
that : 

"UjDon  the  completion  of  a  sower  as  authorized  in 
Section  1,  the  District  Surveyor  shall  prepare  a  plan 
and  file  the  same  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  with  the 
cost  thereof,  and  no  permit  shall  be  granted  for 
a  connection  therewith  to  any  person  imtil  a  receipt 
has  been  produced  showing'  that  such  person,  or  some 
preceding  owner  of  the  property,  desired  to  be  so  con- 
nected and  has  contributed  to  the  expense  of  its  con- 
struction, which  prohibition  shall  be  null  and  void 
after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  from  the  completion  of 
the  sewer,  but  after  the  lapse  of  said  period  any  per- 
son desiring  to  connect  with  such  sewer  shall,  before  a 
permit  be  granted,  pay  into  the  City  Treasury,  in 
addition  to  the  usual  permit  charges,  an  amount  equal 
to  the  assessment  charo-es  for  sewers  constructed  by 
the  City." 

From  the  diagram  submitted  with  the  inquiry  it  appears 
that  the  rear  line  of  Mr.  Day's  property,  the  front  of  w^hich 
is  on  Cora  street,  is  opposite  that  of  ^Ir.  Erny  and  parallel 
to  Limekiln  Turnj^ike,  and  if  he  were  charged  as  if  front- 
ing; on  that  highway,  the  linear  dimensions  for  which  he 
would  be  compelled  to  pay  would  approximate  the  same 
frontage  as  that  of  ]\Ir.  Erny,  and  the  payment  by  ]\Ir.  Day 
would  exonerate  ]\Ir.  Erny  fi-oni  his  share  of  the  cost  of 
the  sew^er  to  that  extent. 

As  to  Mr.  Budd,  whose  property  abuts  both  upon  Cora 
street  and  Limekiln  Turnpike,  if  he  should  be  compelled 
to  pay  a  proportionate  part  of  the  cost  of  the  sewer  of  ^Ir. 
Erny  on  the  Turnpike  without  draining  directly  into  that 
part  of  it  which  is  laid  opposite  his  property  upon  the 
pike,  but,  on  the  contrary,  draining  into  the  proposed  sewer 
on  Cora  street ;  w' itli  respect  to  so  much  of  the  Erny  sewer 
as  lies  between  the  projected  junction  of  the  two  sewers 
and  Godfrey  avenue,  he  (^Ir.  Budd)  would  be  reipiired  to 
pay  twice  for  the  same  accommodation.  In  other  words, 
neither  the  Budd  nor  the  Day  properties  would  seem  to  be 
benefited  by  that  part  of  the  sewer  of  !Mr.  Erny  which  runs 
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soutlieast  from  the  proposed  point  of  connection,  unless 
as  to  the  Budd  property,  that  should  drain  directly  into  it. 

iSo  far  as  concerns  the  portion  of  the  sewer  running  from 
the  connection  at  Cora  street  and  Limekiln  Pike  along  the 
latter  and  along  Twentieth  street  to  the  outlet,  the  situa- 
tion is  different.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  both  pieces 
of  i*eal  estate — that  is  to  say,  the  Erny  property  and  the 
Day  and  Budd  properties  (taking  the  latter  as  one) — would 
make  use  of  and  benefit  by  this  part  of  the  sewer  which 
Mr.  Erny  has  built,  and  upon  equitable  considerations  it 
is  clear  that  they  should  contribute  respectively  to  the  cost 
of  that  portion  of  the  sewer.  The  pro  rata  shares  of  such 
cost  may  be  ascertained  by  a  calculation  of  the  frontage 
of  the  property  of  the  respective  parties,  whether  such 
frontage  be  on  Cora  street  or  on  Limekiln  Turnpike. 

The  foregoing  is  the  view  of  this  Department  as  to  the 
equitable  consideration  which  might  well  govern  this  mat- 
ter. The  question,  however,  is  one  of  interpretation  of  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance  and  is  primarily  a  question  between 
the  parties,  and  one  in  which  the  City  has  no  direct 
interest.  As  already  seen,  the  ordinance  provides  that  ''no 
permit  shall  be  granted  for  a  connection  therewith  to  any 
person  until  a  receipt  has  been  produced  showing  that  such 
person  or  some  preceding  owner  of  the  property  desired 
to  be  so  connected  and  has  contributed  to  the  expense  of  its 
construction."  This  makes  the  duty  of  your  Department 
plain.  It  should  refuse  to  issue  any  permit  until  such 
receipt  be  produced,  or  until  it  shall  be  directed  to  do  so 
by  a  Court  of  competent  jurisdiction  acting  at  the  instance 
of  one  of  the  parties  to  the  dispute.

Daniaycs  for  Delay  and  Incompleteness  of  Tug  '"Passyunk" 
and  Dredge  "Foquessing."

Dear  Sir: — 'I  am  in  receipt  of  vour  letter  of  the  2d 
inst.,  with  copies  of  letters  to  yourself  from  Messrs 
Thomas  Smith  &  Sons  Company  with  reference  to  dis- 
putes which  have  arisen  over  the  non-delivery  of  the  Tng 
"Passyunk"  and  the  dredge  '"Poquessing"  within  the  time 
stipulated  in  the  contract ;  and  further,  with  regard  to  the 
amount  due  the  City  for  expenses  incurred  because  of  such 
delay  and  because  of  the  cost  to  the  City  to  put  the  vessels 
in  the  condition  they  should  have  been  in  when  delivered. 

The  details  involved  are  numerous  and  intricate  and 
are  thoroughly  within  the  knowledge  of  your  Depart- 
ment. I  think,  therefore,  that  the  matter  in  its  present 
stage  may  best  be  regarded  as  a  business  one  which  you 
should  continue  to  handle,  leaving  it  to  this  department 
to  defend  the  City  should  litigation  be  begun  or  threatened, 
or  at  least  until  the  other  party  to  the  dispute  shall  have 
put  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  counsel.  Meanwhile  we 
will  gladly  co-oj^erate  with  you  in  any  way  you  may  deem 
advisable. 

Your  suggestions  that  the  City  should  not  claim  both 
for  the  expense  to  which  it  has  been  put  by  reason  of  delay 
in  the  delivery  of  the  tug  and  dredge  and  also  the  liqui- 
dated damages  agreed  upon  in  the  respective  contracts 
is  correct.  This  would  amount  to  a  duplication  of  the 
same  charges. 

So  far  as  concerns  the  deduction  of  the  damages  liqui- 
dated by  the  contracts,  the  matter  is  largely  within  your  dis- 
cretion, and  you  would  be  justified  in  remitting  so  much 
of  this  item  of  damages  as  the  equities  of  the  case  might 
suggest  to  you  as  just  and  proper.     The  offer  of  settle- 
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ment  seems  to  be  so  far  apart  from  the  amount  wliicli  you 
are  willing  to  concede  that  the  hope  of  an  amicable 
adjustment  appears  remote,  and  it  is  probable  that 
eventually  the  matter  will  come  to  the  Law  Department 
in  the  usual  course. 

You  inquire  ''whether  the  City  would  have  legal  justifi- 
cation for  claiming  any  part  of  the  penalty  for  non- 
delivery within  the  specified  time,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  prelum  for  completion  before  the  specified 
time." 

It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should  be  such  premium 
in  order  that  the  right  to  deduct  the  liquidated  damages 
may  be  enforced.  The  contracts  are  quite  specific  on  this 
subject.  Thus,  in  the  body  of  the  contract  for  the  tug 
there  is  a  distinct  provision  for  the  deduction  of  $25  per 
day  for  each  day  of  non-completion  beyond  150  days 
from  notice  to  commence  the  work ;  and  in  the  specifica- 
tions for  the  contract  for  the  dredge,  $15  per  day  is  fixed 
as  the  amount  of  deduction  if  not  delivered  within  the 
time  specified,  which  in  a  letter  from  the  contractor,  dated 
July  7,  1913,  and  attached  to  the  contract,  is  agreed  to  be 
three  and  one-half  months.  These  stipulations  are  not 
conditional  upon  the  payment  of  any  premium  for  com- 
pletion or  delivery  before  the  dates  stated  and  do  not 
require  such  a  provision  in  the  contract  in  order  to  sup- 
port the  validity  of  the  clauses  fixing  the  damages  for 
delay.

Dear  Sir: — Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  July  Cth,  requesting  instructions  for  the 
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guidance  of  the  Bureau  of  Health  in  the  matter  of  the 
reiiistration  of  vital  statistics,  and  enclosing  for  my  con- 
sideration a  copy  of  a  form  letter  to  be  sent  to  cemeteries 
and  transportation  companies. 

If  it  is  practicable,  I  should  suggest  that  the  present 
systems  be  continued  until  the  final  determination  of  the 
appeal  in  the  Dcardorff  case.  I  presume  the  City  is  now 
keeping  the  original  certificates  and  sending  copies  there- 
of to  Harrisburg.  The  judgment  of  the  Court  below  in 
tlie  Deardorff  case,  if  affirmed,  would  make  ns  responsible 
for  furnishing  copies  of  certificates  to  the  Health  Com- 
missioner at  Harrisburg,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
original  certificates  should  be  kept  in  the  possession  of 
that  party  to  the  present  controversy  which  a  Court  of 
Justice  has  already  declared  to  be  a  lawful  and  responsible 
custodian  of  them.  Whatever  arrangements  we  may  have 
in  other  respects  with  Mr.  Atherholt,  I  see  no  reason  for 
discontinuing  at  present. 

I  see  no  objection  to  the  form  letter  which  you  submit 
to  me,  but  would  suggest  that  the  last  paragraph  be 
omitted.  The  opinion  of  Judge  Kunkel  speaks  for  itself 
and  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the  railroads  and  transporta- 
tion companies  will  follow  it.

Calling  of  a  Special  Meetiiuj  of  Councils  for  the  Passage 
of  a  Loan  Ordinance. 

Hon.  RiDOLPii  BLA>;KEXBrRG. 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  from  Cyrus  D.  Foss,  Jr., 
your  Secretary,  stating  that  at  their  last  meeting  on  June 
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2 5 til  Councils  passed  a  concurrent  resolution  adjourning 
for  the  summer  and  fixing  their  next  meeting  for  October 
1,  1914:.  He  calls  mv  attention  to  a  copy  of  a  letter 
written  by  you  to  the  Presidents  of  Councils  with  respect 
to  the  effect  of  such  adjournment  upon  the  possibility  of 
the  passage  of  a  loan  ordinance  in  time  for  submission  to 
a  popular  vote  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  next  jS^o- 
vember.  I  am  asked  whether  ''under  the  present  circum- 
stances a  special  meeting  of  Select  and  Common  Coun- 
cils can  be  called  by  their  Presidents  in  advance  of  Oc- 
tober 1st,  and  whether  at  that  meeting  arrangements  can 
be  made  for  either  special  or  stated  meetings  in  such  a 
way  as  to  render  possible  the  passage  of  a  loan  ordinance 
or  ordinances  in  time  for  submission  at  the  ]!^oveniber 
election." 

I  would  answer  both  questions  affirmatively.  Such 
meeting  may  be  called  in  season  to  accomplish  the  intended 
purpose.  An  ordinance  directing  the  holding  of  an  elec- 
tion to  pass  upon  a  proposed  loan  is  not  a  loan  ordinance 
within  the  requirement  that  it  must  be  introduced  at  a 
stated  meeting  of  Common  Council  and  the  draft  thereof 
published  for  four  weeks  l^efore  its  final  consideration  and 
passage  by  that  body,  and  thereafter  submitted  to  Select 
Council.  It  may  be  introduced  and  passed  in  the  same 
manner  as  any  other  ordinance,  provided  that  it  be  passed 
and  approved  in  time  to  admit  of  publication  of  notice 
of  the  election  for  thirty  days,  as  provided  for  by  statute.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  7th  inst. 
with  reference  to  the  proposed  removal  of  a  pavilion  from 
Otis  street  wharf.  It  appears  therefrom  that  you  intend 
leasing-  this  wharf  for  a  dump,  and  that  the  pavilion  upon 
it  is  incompatible  with  or  detrimental  to  such  use. 

The  pavilion  was  erected  in  pursuance  of  an  appropria- 
tion ordinance  of  December  31,  1903,  which  appropri- 
ated ''for  repairing  Otis  street  wharf  and  erecting  pa- 
vilion, fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  dollars,"  and  your 
purpose  is  to  remove  the  pavilion  to  the  wharf  at  Palmer 
street,  which  is  better  adapted  as  a  site  for  it.  You  state 
that  this  change,  if  it  is  to  be  made,  should  l)e  proceeded 
with  promptly,  and  that  as  Councils  have  adjourned  for 
three  months  it  would  be  impossible  to  procure  any  action 
by  that  body  before  October  or  i^ovember,  and  yon  inquire 
whether  the  authorization  of  Councils  is  necessary,  or 
whether  your  Department  under  its  general  powers  is 
already  sufficiently  authorized  to  remove  the  pavilion  as 
proposed. 

I  do  not  think  any  of  the  facts  stated  by  you  wo\ild 
justify  your  Department  in  removing  the  pavilion  with- 
out the  assent  of  Councils.  It  was  built  on  Otis  street 
wharf  in  accordance  with  an  appropriation  specifically 
dedicated  to  the  erection  of  a  pavilion  at  that  place,  and, 
while  broad  and  comprehensive  powers  are  given  to  the 
Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  by  the  Act  of 
Juno  8,  1907,  establishing  that  Department,  the  legisla- 
tive control  in  matters  of  this  character  remains  with 
Councils,  and  in  my  opinion,  when  those  bodies  have  ap- 
propriated money  for  a  pavilion  at  one  point  their  au- 
thorization is  required  before  the  location  of  the  pavilion 
15 
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may  be  changed  so  that  it  shall  be  at  a  place  different  from 
that  which  was  in  the  contemplation  of  Councils  when  such 
appropriation  was  made.

Permit  to  Extend  Cemetery.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  Yth  inst.  from  the 
Chief  of.  the  Bureau  of  Health,  approved  by  you,  calling 
attention  to  the  Act  of  April  10,  1S52,  and  the  ordinance 
of  May  25,  1886,  in  reference  to  the  establishment  and 
extension  of  cemeteries,  and  stating  that  "as  a  request 
has  been  made  on  the  Board  of  Health  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1852,  to  extend  an  existing 
o«imetery,  I  would  respectfully  ask  for  instructions  in  the 
matter  of  said  Board  issuing  the  desired  permit." 

I  do  not  think  that  the  statute  and  ordinance  in  ques- 
tion are  in  conflict,  as  they  do  not  have  in  view  the  same 
purpose.  The  Act  of  1852  is  apparently  intended  to  pro- 
vide that  where  a  new  place  of  burial  is  to  be  substituted 
for  an  old  one  Iw  a  church  in  Philadelphia,  the  Board  of 
Health  may  give  one  permit  for  the  removal  of  all  the 
bodies  instead  of  separate  permits  in  each  case. 

It  may  be  remarked  in  connection  with  this  Act  that 
many  later  statutes  have  elaborated  the  subject  of  the  re- 
moval of  bodies  from  disused  or  neglected  cemeteries,  and 
have  substituted  provisions  for  application  to  Court,  pub- 
lication of  notice,  hearings,  etc.,  before  such  removal  may 
be  made  where  the  reason  for  the  removal  is  tlie  disuse 
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of  the  cemetery,  tlie  growtli  of  population  and  other  causes 
set  forth  in  the  Acts.  The  latest  of  these  is  the  Act  of 
June  25,  1013  (P.  L.  551). 

The  ordinance  of  1886  provides  that  it  shall  not  he 
lawful  for  any  corporation,  etc.,  to  keep,  maintain  or  es- 
tablish any  cemetery  or  place  of  burial  other  than  ceme- 
teries or  places  of  burial  already  established  and  in  use 
for  such  purpose,  -without  first  obtaining  the  permission 
of  Councils.  It  is  significant  that  v/hile  the  title  of  this 
ordinance  includes  the  word  "extending''  nothing  appears 
in  the  body  thereof  covering  the  extension  of  a  burial 
ground  already  established,  and  it  appears  to  be  intended 
to  prevent  the  establishment  of  new  cemeteries  or  burial 
grounds  where  none  previously  existed. 

If,  as  I  gather  from  the  papers  submitted  with  your 
inquiry,  the  purpose  in  the  present  instance  is  to  pur- 
chase ground  as  an  addition  to  a  church-yard  or  burial 
ground  now  in  use,  this  would  not  seem  to  be  obnoxious 
to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance,  and  I  think  the  permit 
may  issue.

Additions  and  Changes  in  Nervous  Wards  of  the  Phila- 
delphia General  Plospital.

Dear  Sir:— I  have  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst.  con- 
cerning the  appropriation  in  the  annual  appropriation 
to  your  Department  for  "addition  to  Xurses'  Home,  thirty 
thousand  dollars."  You  ask  whether  you  may  "draw  on 
a  portion  of  this  money  for  making  additions  and  changes 
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in  the  nervous-  wards  adjoining  the  Xnrses'  Home,  so  as 
to  convert  them  into  satisfactory  rooms  for  the  nse  of 
the  nurses,  as  the  present  nurses'  bnilding-  will  not  carry 
the  additional  two  stories  which  it  would  be  necessary 
to  add  in  order  to  furnish  us  with  adequate  rooms."  You 
state  that  the  amount  of  money  required  for  this  purpose 
will  be  very  much  less  than  the  amount  of  said  appropria- 
tion and  that  the  object  is  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the 
l^urses'  Home  by  converting  portions  of  the  adjoining 
building  into  rooms  for  the  nurses. 

I  tliink  the  langiiage  of  the  appropriation  is  broad 
enough  to  include  any  permanent  addition  to  the  ISTurses' 
Home,  whether  it  be  by  adding  other  stories,  enlarging 
the  present  building  or  converting  any  adjoining  build- 
ing into  an  integral  and  permanent  portion  of  the  Nurses' 
Home.  It  is  not  entirely  clear  from  your  letter  whether 
it  is  your  intention  to  do  the  latter.  If  so,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  terms  of  the  appropriation  would  justify 
such  action.

Right  of  Piihlic  Service  Commission  to  Regulate  the  Rates 
of  the  Philadelphia  Electric   Company. 

MoKRis  L.  CooKE^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  Stli  inst.  in  fur- 
ther reference  to  the  rights  of  the  Philadelphia  Electric 
Company  as  to  rates,  charges,  etc.     You  ask: 

1.  "Is  there  any  ordinance  that  can  be  construed 
as  a  contract  in  the  meaning  of  the  Federal  Consti- 
tution, estopping  the  (^ity  or  the  Public  Service  Com- 
mission from  regulating  the  rates  and  charges  of 
this  company?" 

The  City  never  had  the  right  to  fix  the  rates  to  be 
charged  by  that  company,  except  l)y  way  of  condition  to 
its  assent  to  the  occupancy  of  its  streets ;  and  having  once 
assented  thereto  it  cannot  impose  upon  the  company  new 
conditions  as  to  the  privileges  granted,  unless  further 
privileges  should  be  sought  by  it,  (Commonwealth  vs. 
Warwick,  185  Pa.  623.)  ' 

There  is  no  ordinance  that  can  be  construed  as  a  con- 
tract in  the  meaning  of  the  Federal  Constitution  estopping 
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the  Public  Service  Commission  from  regulating  tlie  rates 
and  charges  of  the  company. 

2.  "Are  there  any  ordinances  or  statutes  that 
might  be  construed  to  give  the  Philadelphia  Electric 
Company  the  exclusive  right  to  construct  and  main- 
tain electric  wires  in  Philadelphia  for  the  purpose  of 
distributing  electric  current  to  the  City  or  the  resi- 
dents therein  other  than  the  provisions  of  the  Pub- 
lic Service  Company  law,  requiring  a  new  company 
to  secure  a  Certificate  of  Convenience  and  !N^ecessity 
from  the  Public  Service  Commission  ?" 

I  am  aware  of  no  such  statute  or  ordinance.  On  the 
contrary,  the  Act  of  Assembly  under  which  Electric  Com- 
panies are  incorporated  (Act  of  May  8,  1889,  P.  L.  136) 
omits  any  provision  giving  such  companies  exclusive  priv- 
ileges which  by  other  statutes  are  conferred  in  terms  upon 
certain  companies  exercising  the  right  of  eminent  domain. 

The  subject  of  the  rights  of  electric  light,  heat  and 
power  companies  is  reviewed  in  an  opinion  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth,  reported  in  11  C.  C.  P.,  page 
179,  and  it  is  very  clearly  shown  by  that  official  that  such 
companies  are  not  possessed  of  exclusive  privileges ;  that 
whatever  rights  they  may  have  do  not  prevent  the  con- 
ferring of  similar  powers  upon  other  like  companies  with 
respect  to  the  same  localities. 

3.  "Are  there  any  ordinances  other  than  the  one 
you  cited  which  the  City  or  citizens  must  bear  in 
mind  in  asking  the  Public  Service  Commission  to 
regulate  the  rates,  charges  and  services  of  said  com- 
pany ?" 

There  is  no  ordinance  that  would  affect  the  right  of 
the  Public  Service  Commission  to  regulate  the  rates, 
charges  and  services  of  the  company  in  so  far  as  such 
power  is  conferred  on  that  body  by  the  Act  of  July  26, 
1913  (P.  L.  1374). 

As  you  know,  the  contract  between  the  City  and  com- 
pany for  the  supply  of  electric  light  for  municipal  pur-

poses  for  the  year  191-1  was  approved  by  the  Public  Serv- 
ice Commission,  such  approval  being  a  necessary  prere- 
quisite to  the  validity  of  the  contract  by  virtue  of  that 
statute.  _^

Gas  for  Fuel  in  Various  Squares. 
MoREis  L.  Cooke,  Esq.,

Deae.  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  approved  by 
you,  dated  July  7th,  inquiring  whether  the  United  Gas 
Improvement  Company  or  the  jSTorthern  Liberties  Gas 
Company  can  be  compelled  by  the  City  under  the  terms  of 
their  lease  to  furnish  gas  for  fuel  in  gas  radiators  in  vari- 
ous parks  of  the  City.  I  assume  that  your  question  re- 
lates to  the  gratuitous  supply  of  gas. 

Clause  10  of  the  ordinance  of  Xovember  12,  1897 
(page  241),  provides  that: 

"The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  shall  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
same  shall  be  demanded  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
supply  to  it  in  each  year  without  chai'gc,  delivered 
in  its  various  public  buildings  along  the  line  of  its 
mains,  such  amounts  of  gas  as  may  be  required  for 
illuminating  purposes  in  said  public  buildings;  said 
The  United  Gas  Improvement  (  ompany,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigTis,  shall  also  supply  gas  without  charge 
to  the  City's  street  lamps  and  lamps  in  public  squares 
along  the  line  of  its  mains  up  to  the  number  that 
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are  being  lighted  at  the  beginning  of  this  lease;  and 
shall  also  in  each  succeeding  year  supply  gas  with- 
out charge  to  three  hundred  (300)  street  lamps  or 
lamps  in  public  squares  in  each  year  along  the  line 
of  its  mains  in  addition  to  the  number  supplied  in 
the  preceding  year  when  directed  so  to  do  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  which  shall  also  specify  the  loca- 
tion of  same." 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  provision  of  the  char- 
ter relates  only  to  such  gas  as  may  be  required  for  illu- 
minating purposes,  and  it  could  scarcely  be  contended 
that  by  introducing  gas  machines  for  heating,  cooking, 
etc.,  in  the  various  public  buildings  of  the  City  the  bur- 
den of  supplying  the  necessary  fuel  for  such  machines 
could  be  shifted  from  the  City  to  the  gas  company.  It 
seems  clear  that  the  duty  imposed  upon  the  Company  by 
the  language  of  Clause  10  is  limited  to  supplying  gas  for 
illuminating  purposes. 

With  respect  to  the  Xorthern  Liberties  Gas  Company, 
I  think  my  opinion  of  July  1,  1914,  fully  covers  the  ques- 
tion.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  in  reference 
to  the  ordinance  of  May  28,  1914,  under  which  the 
Bureau  of  Highways  has  served  notice  on  the  owners  of 
property  affected  by  the  opening  of  Eighty-fourth  street, 
from  Chelwynde  avenue  to  Darby  creek,  that  at  the  expira- 
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tion  of  three  montlis  said  street  will  l)e  opened  to  public 
use.  The  lease  of  one  of  these  properties  contains  the 
proviso  that  the  tenant  shall  vacate  the  street  when  it  is 
legally  opened,  and  no  notice  has  as  yet  been  served  upon 
the  tenant.  Apropos  of  this  situation,  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Surveys  asks : 

"(1)  Is  the  street  legally  open  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  three  months'  notice  to  the  owner,  and 
can  the  City  then  take  possession  of  the  street  with- 
out previous  notice  to  the  tenant? 

(2)  In  the  general  case  of  a  street  opening,  and 
with  no  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  Bureau  of 
Highways  as  to  the  existence  or  terms  of  a  lease 
or  leases,  is  it  incumbent  upon  the  Bureau  of  High- 
wavs  to  ascertain,  and  serve  notices  on,  all  tenants 
as  well  as  on  owners,  in  order  that  at  the  expiration  of 
three  months  the  City  may  take  possession  of  the 
street  ?" 

Similar  questions  to  the  foregoing  were  discussed  and 
at  least  inferentially  decided  in  the  case  of  Uhler  vs. 
Cowan,  199  Pa.  310,  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  held 
that  the  right  of  damage  to  the  land  owner  accrued  imme- 
diately upon  receipt  of  notice,  and  that  nothing  could 
arrest  the  progress  of  the  proceedings  except  an  abandon- 
ment by  the  City  of  its  intention  to  consummate  the  im- 
provement ;  and  even  in  that  event,  that  the  City  would 
be  liable  to  the  owner  for  any  damages  he  might  have 
sustained.  It  was  further  decided  in  that  case  that  when 
the  City  notified  the  owner  of  its  intention  to  take  his 
property,  and  the  owner  in  turn  served  the  notice  on  his 
tenant,  the  tenant  was  thereby  justified  in  removing  from 
the  property  and  his  liability  for  rent  would  cease  at  the 
expiration  of  the  three  months  from  date  of  notice. 

Somewhat  similar  principles  were  applied  with  respect 
to  the  taking  of  property  for  park  purposes,  in  which  it 
has  been  held  that  the  taking  relates  back  to  the  date  of  the 
ordinance  authorizing  the  appropriation  of  the  property. 
^'Shields  vs.  Pittslmrgh,  201  Pa.  328;  Poudebush  vs. 
Mcadville,  241  J^a.  2('tl  ;  ami  the  recent  case  of  Sliisler  vs. 
Philadelphia.) 
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I  do  not  find  in  the  statutes  any  requirement  that  the 
tenants  of  premises  should  be  notified  by  the  City  of  the 
purpose  to  take  the  property,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the 
term  "owner,"  as  used  in  the  statutes,  is  to  be  interpreted 
so  as  to  include  a  tenant.  In  answer  to  the  inquiries, 
therefore,  I  would  say,  as  to  the  first,  whether  the  street 
is  leo-ally  open  upon  the  expiration  of  three  months'  notice 
to  the  owner,  and  whether  the  City  can  then  take  pos- 
session without  notice  to  the  tenant,  it  has  the  power  to  do 
so,  and  such  notice  to  the  tenant  is  not  required ;  and  in 
answer  to  the  second  query,  I  am  of  opinion  that  in  the 
circumstances  stated,  it  is  not  incumbent  upon  the  .City 
or  any  of  its  Bureaus  or  Departments  to  ascertain  the 
tenants  and  serve  notice  upon  them,  as  well  as  upon  the 
owner,  in  order  that  at  the  expiration  of  three  months  it 
may  take  possession  of  the  street.  Such  a  requirement 
would  add  greatly  to  the  difficulties  and  delays  involved  in 
these  proceedings,  and  I  do  not  think  that  the  City  is 
under  any  obligation  to  ascertain  who  the  tenants  of  the 
properties  may  be,  or  what  are  the  terms  of  their  respec- 
tive tenancies.

Poling  Off  of  Streets  for  Non-repair — Frarikford,  Tacony 
and  Holmesburg  BaiUvay  Company.

Dear  Sir: — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  two  recent  com- 
munications, asking  for  legal  advice  as  to  the  method  of 
procedure  against  the  Frankford,  Tacony  and  Holmes- 
burg Railway  Company,  which  company,  you  state,  "is 
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decidedly  in  arrears  in  tlie  matter  of  tlie  upkeep  of  certain, 
roads  in  the  northeast  over  which  they  operate  lines." 

In  your  communication  to  me  of  June  19,  1914,  refer- 
ring: to  this  same  matter,  you  enclosed  copy  of  a  resolution 
of  Councils  requesting  you  to  notify  the  company  to  place 
Frankford  avenue  in  a  proper  condition,  and  providing: 

''If  said  company  shall  fail  within  thirty  days 
to  begin  work  in  repairing  said  Frankford  avenue, 
the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
requested  to  pole  off  said  road  to  said  company  until 
such  time  as  the  work  shall  be  commenced." 

In  that  communication  you  also  advised  me  that  you  had 
submitted  to  Councils  an  ordinance  for  a  proposed  settle- 
ment of  the  matters  in  dispute  between  the  corporation 
and  the  Cit}',  and  on  June  23,  1914,  I  advised  you  that 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  matter  is  under  con- 
sideration in  Councils,  I  think,  before  taking  any 
action,  you  should  await  the  final  determination  of 
those  bodies." 

You  now  inform  me  that  Councils  have  adjourned  until 
October  1st  without  taking  any  action  on  the  ordinance, 
and  that  you  wish  to  proceed  meanwhile. 

The  subject  of  your  inquiry  is  covered  by  the  following 
ordinances : 

By  Section  4  of  the  ordinance  of  July  7,  1857  (p.  248), 
entitled  "An  ordinance  to  regulate  passenger  railways," 
it  is  provided 

"That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  company  as 
aforesaid,  when  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways,  to  remove  any  obstruction, 
mend  or  repair  their  road,  pave  or  repave  the  high- 
ways, as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  should  they  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  do  so  for  ten  days  from  the  date  of 
such  notice,  then  and  in  such  case  the  Councils  may 
forbid  the  running  of  any  car  or  cars  upon  the  said 
road  until  the  same  is  fully  complied  with ;  and  the 
City  reserves  the  right  in  all  such  cases  to  repair  or 
repave  such  streets,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  ]>e 
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a  judginent  upon  the  road,  stock  and  effects  of  such 
company,  recoverable  as  judgments  are  now  recover- 
able Ly  the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

By  Section  4  of  the  ordinance  of  April  1,  1850  (p.  138), 
entitled  "An  ordinance  supplementary  to  an  ordinance 
entitled  'An  ordinance  to  regulate  passenger  railways/ 
approved  July  5,  1857,"  it  is  provided 

"That  any  City  passenger  railway  company  now 
incorporated,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  incorporated, 
shall,  after  notice  has  been  given  to  said  company  by 
the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  repave  or  re- 
pair from  curbstone  to  curbstone  any  street  over  and 
along  which  the  tracks  or  rails  of  said  company  may 
pass ;  the  said  paving  and  repairing  shall  be  done 
according  to  the  grade  now  established,  or  that  may 
be  hereafter  established  by  law,  and  shall  replace  the 
grade  of  said  street  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  altered 
by  said  compam^,  and  shall  repave  any  street  used 
by  said  company  as  aforesaid  within  the  time  fixed 
by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  in  said 
notice.  The}^  shall  also  remove  any  gravel,  dirt^ 
materials  or  other  obstructions  placed  by  said  com- 
pany on  any  street  within  forty-eight  hours  after 
notice  shall  have  been  given  to  said  company  by  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  and  if  said  com- 
pany shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  according  to  the  term  of  notice  served  upon 
it,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  pave, 
repave  and  repair  said  streets,  replace  the  grades 
thereof,  and  remove  such  gravel,  dirt,  materials,  or 
other  obstructions,  the  cost  of  which  shall  be  collected 
of  and  from  said  company  by  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia ;" 

and  Section  5  of  the  same  ordinance  provides  (p.  141)  : 

"That  for  each  and  every  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  such  railroad  company  shall 
pay  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars;  and  for  every  con- 
tinued violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  thereof 
after  notice  by  the  Commissioner  of  Highways,  the 
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penalty  shall  be  fi\e  dollars  for  each  and  every 
day  the  violation  continues ;  and  the  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  Highways  shall  have  authority  when 
directed  by  Councils,  to  stop  the  running  of  all  cars 
upon  any  road  whose  company  refuses  to  pay  the 
l^enalties  as  provided  herein." 

And  by  "A  supplement  to  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordi- 
nance to  regulate  passenger  railways,'  approved  the  7th 
day  of  July,  A.  I).  1857/'  it  is  further  provided 

"That  if  any  passenger  railway  company,  required 
by  law  to  maintain  and  keep  in  repair  the  roads, 
streets,  avenues,  or  alleys  occupied  by  them,  shall 
suffer  any  such  road,  street,  avenue,  or  alley,  or  any 
part  thereof,  to  be  and  remain  out  of  repair,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways 
to  give  such  company  a  notice  in  writing  forthwith 
to  put  the  same  in  good  repair ;  and  if  at  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice  the 
said  road,  street,  avenue,  or  alley,  or  part  thereof, 
mentioned  in  such  notice,  shall  not  have  been  re- 
paired by  the  said  company,  such  company  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  twenty-five  dollars  for 
each  and  every  day  such  road,  street,  or  alley,  or 
part  thereof,  shall  be  suffered  thereafter  to  remain 
out  of  repair;  to  be  recovered,  with  costs  of  suit, 
as  debts  of  like  amount  are  by  law  recoverable. 
And  if,  at  the  expiration  of  a  further  period  of  fif- 
teen days  thereafter,  such  street,  road,  avenue,  or 
alley,  or  part  thereof,  shall  still  remain  unrepaired 
by  such  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  forthwith  to  repair  the 
same;  and  thereupon  the  City  Solicitor  shall  bring 
suit  against  such  offending  company,  to  recover  as 
well  the  several  penalties  incurred  for  such  offence, 
as  also  the  amount  expended  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner in  the  repairing  of  such  road,  street,  avenue,  or 
alley." 

Under  the  authority  of  the  above  ordinances,  City  Coun- 
cils have,  on  more  than  one  occasion,  directed  that  notice 
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be  s^iven  to  various  street  railway  companies  to  repair  the 
streets,  and  that  in  default  thereof  the  companies  should 
not  be  permitted  to  run  their  cars.  For  instance,  the 
ordinance  of  May  6,  1876  (p.  98),  directed  the  Chief 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  notify  the  several  passen- 
ger railway  companies  to  repave  and  repair,  and 

''should  the  said  railway  companies  refuse  or  neglect 
to  do  so  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  notice, 
then  the  said  passenger  railway  companies  are  for- 
bidden to  run  any  car  or  cars  over  said  streets  until 
the  same  is  fully  complied  with;  and  the  said  Chief 
Commissioner  is  in  such  case  authorized  and  directed 
to  repave  and  repair  said  streets  at  the  expense  of 
said  passenger  railway  companies ;" 

and  the  City  Solicitor  was  instructed  to  commence  suit 
against  the  defaulting  companies  to  collect  the  cost  of  the 
repaving  and  repairing.  And  again,  on  the  25th  day  of 
September,  A.  1).  1890,  an  ordinance  of  Councils  was  ap- 
proved (p.  301)  authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works 

'"to  stop  the  running  of  any  car  or  cars  upon  the  rail- 
way tracks  now  laid  upon  Broad  street  north  from 
Glenwood  avenue  until  the  said  street  is  repaved  in 
accordance  with  a  notice  to  do  such  work  upon  the 
passenger  railway  company  owning  the  said  tracks 
and  running  cars  over  the  same,  as  required  by  the 
ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  and  the  various  supple- 
ments thereto." 

Under  the  latter  ordinance,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
No.  4,  of  Philadelphia  County,  in  the  case  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  vs.  The  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets 
Passenger  Piailv^^ay  Company  (3  D.  K.  468 — 1894),  de- 
cided that 

"Where,  under  the  Acts  of  Assembly  and  ordi- 
nances of  Councils,  the  duty  of  keeping  in  repair  and 
repaving  a  street  is  imposed  upon  a  street-railway 
occupying  the  same.  Councils  may,  after  notice  to  the 
delinquent  railway  company,  cause  the  street  to  be

poled  off,  the  cars  stopped,  and  the  street  repaved  at 
the  expense  of  the  railway  company.  The  ordinance 
(September  25,  1890,  p.  301)  directing  the  street  to 
be  poled  oft"  pending  the  work  of  repaying  by  the 
City  w^as  a  proper  exercise  of  municipal  authority 
and  discretion  vested  in  Councils,  and  that  body,  as 
the  custodian  of  the  rights  of  the  City,  was  the  proper 
judge  of  the  best  methods  to  be  resorted  to  in  the 
execution  of  the  work.  The  defendants,  being  in 
default  as  to  their  duty  to  the  public,  were  not  in  a 
position  to  claim  a  set-off  as  the  result  of  injury  to 
their  business  caused  by  the  stopping  of  their  cars. 
They  could  have  repaved  the  street  with  due  regard 
to  their  own  convenience  had  they  so  elected." 

In  that  case  Judge  Thayer,  who  delivered  the  opinion, 
said: 

"The  City  Councils,  as  the  custodian  of  the  rights 
of  the  City,  were  proper  judges  of  the  best  methods 
to  be  resorted  to  in  the  execution  of  the  work.  It 
was  their  duty  to  adopt  such  methods  as  in  their 
judgment  would  best  and  most  speedily  accomplish 
the  object  in  view,  and  it  does  not  lie  in  the  mouth  of 
the  defendants  to  criticise  nicely  those  methods,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  work  done  by  the  City  was 
rendered  necessary  by  the  continued  and  persistent 
neglect  of  the  defendants  themselves,  and  that  they 
had  it  in  their  power  for  many  years  to  do  the  work 
in  their  own  way,  and  by  their  own  agents,  and  by 
their  own  methods,  and  neglected  to  do  it  in  dis- 
regard of  their  plain  legal  obligations  to  the  rights 
of  the  public.  Eemembering  all  these  facts,  and 
that  it  was  the  defendants'  deliberate  neglect  of 
their  duty  which  cast  this  burden  upon  the  City, 
it  does  not  appear  to  us  that  the  ordinance  of 
September  25,  1890,  was  either  an  abuse  or  an  ex- 
cessive use  of  the  authority  and  discretion  vested  in 
the  City  Councils  by  the  various  Acts  of  Assembly 
rec:ulating  the  municipal  government  of  Philadel- 
phia." 
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This  case  was  affirmed  by  tlie  Supreme  Court  in  169 
Pa.  269. 

And  an  injunction  was  refused  under  the  above-men- 
tioned ordinance  of  1876  in  the  case  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Grays  Ferrj  P.  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  The  City  of  Philadel- 
phia et  al.  (11  Phila.  358),  in  which  case  "a  passenger 
railway  company  by  its  charter  bound  by  the  City  ordi- 
nances relative  to  keeping-  the  streets  along  its  line  in  good 
repair,  having  neglected  this  duty,  was  duly  notified  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Highways  to  make  repair,  and  neglected 
to  do  so.  The  Commissioner  proceeded  to  make  the  re- 
pair, and  poled  off  the  street,  stopping  the  running  of  the 
cars.  The  railway  company  brought  their  bill  for  an 
injunction.  Held,  That  l)eing  derelict,  they  had  no  right 
to  the  remedy  invoked ;  that  the  Cimmissioner  of  High- 
ways might  stop  the  running  of  the  cars  when  necessary  to 
make  repairs." 

The  ordinance  of  July  1,  1907  (p.  153),  in  the  last 
paragraph  thereof,  purports  to  repeal  the  above  ordinance 
of  July  7,  1857,  in  the  following  language: 

'^The  ordinance  entitled  'An  ordinance  to  regulate 
passenger  railways,'  approved  July  7,  1857,  together 
with  all  supplements  thereto,  and  all  other  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances,  and  all  contracts  inconsistent 
herewith,  are  hereby  repealed,  cancelled,  and  an- 
nulled. This  repeal  to  take  effect  only  upon  due 
execution  and  delivery  by  both  parties  of  the  contract 
provided  for  in  the  first  section  of  this  ordinance." 

The  ordinance  of  1907,  as  shown  by  its  title,  is  one 

"Authorizing  the  execution  of  a  contract  between 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Philadelphia  Rapid 
Transit  Company,  affecting,  fixing  and  regulating 
the  duties,  powers,  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  City 
and  of  the  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company 
and  its  subsidiary  companies,  and  the  relations  and 
respective  interests  of  the  contracting  parties,  pro- 
viding for  the  future  management  and  extension  of 
the  street  railway  system  controlled  by  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company,  and  the  final  acqui-

sition  of  its  leaseholds  and  property  by  the  City,  and 
repealing  so  much  of  former  ordinances  as  is  incon- 
sistent herewith." 

It  is  a  grave  question  whether  this  ordinance  of  1907 
repeals  the  ordinance  of  1857  for  all  purposes,  or  only  in 
so  far  as  relates  to  the  contract  with  the  Philadelphia 
Eapid  Transit  Company  and  its  subsidiary  companies. 
It  will  be  noted  that  the  later  ordinance  is  one  relating 
entirely  to  the  contract  with  one  street  railway  company, 
and  neither  in  its  title  nor  in  the  body  of  the  ordinance 
is  there  any  reference  to  any  company  except  the  Phila- 
delphia Eapid  Transit  Company  and  the  companies  form- 
ing part  of  this  system.  The  fact  that  the  repeal  is  to  take 
effect  only  upon  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  contract 
between  the  City  and  the  company  involved  is  most  per- 
suasive evidence  that  Councils  did  not  have  in  mind  any 
other  company  than  the  one  mentioned,  and  this  is  borne 
out  by  every  provision  in  the  ordinance  and  by  the  facts 
set  forth  in  the  preamble  thereto,  which  recites  that  it  is 
to  the 

"interest  of  the  public,  as  well  as  of  the  parties 
hereto,  to  supersede  the  former  regulations  and  to 
define  and  regulate  the  relations  between  the  parties 
hereto,  so  as  to  make  them  fixed,  fair,  and  uniform." 

Furtherm.ore,  the  title  to  the  ordinance  gives  no  notice 
that  its  provisions  shall  apply  to  any  passenger  railway 
company  except  the  Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Com- 
pany, or  that  it  repeals  any  ordinances  excepting  ''so  much 
of  former  ordinances  as  is  inconsistent  therewith." 

In  the  absence,  however,  of  any  judicial  decision  upon 
this  question,  it  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  foretell  whether 
the  Courts  would  decide  that  tlie  former  ordinances  are 
repealed  by  that  of  1907,  in  so  far  as  relates  to  this  com- 
pany ;  but,  in  my  opinion,  such  is  not  the  case,  and  these 
ordinances  are  still  in  force. 

As  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed,  the  resolution  of 

Councils,  a  copy  of  which  you  sent  me,  designates  the 

method,  and  the  first  step  for  you  to  take  under  direction 

of  the  same  is  to  "notify  the  passenger  railway  company

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occupying-  Fraukford  avenue  from  Bridge  street  to  the 
County  Line  to  place  said  road  in  a  proper  condition." 
Such  a  notice  is  required  before  further  action  can  be 
taken  (Philadelphia  vs.  Hestonville,  etc.  Railroad  Com- 
pany et  cd.,  203  Pa.  38),  and  I  would  advise  you  to  give 
at  least  thirty  days'  notice  to  the  corporation  before  taking 
any  further  action. 

As  to  your  suggestion  that  the  State  be  made  a  party  to 
any  action  taken,  I  cannot  see  that  the  Commonwealth  is 
interested  in  this  question  of  repairing  the  streets.  If  the 
company  is  under  obligations  to  repave  the  streets  or  roads 
upon  which  it  operates  outside  of  this  City,  the  munici- 
palities affected  would  have  to  take  independent  action  to- 
enforce  such  agreeiuents.

Appointment  of  Assistant  Directors  of  Depart^nents  of 
Puhlic  W cries  and  Puhlic  liealtli  and,  Charities  as  Act- 
ing Directors. 

Hon.  Rudolph  Blankenbueg, 

.    Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Cyrus  D.  Loss,  Jr.,  Esq.,  conveying  to  me  your  request 
for  an  opinion  whether  the  Assistant  Directors  of  the  De- 
partments of  Public  Works  and  Public  Health  and  Char- 
ities could  be  appointed,  either  by  you  or  by  the  respective 
Directors,  as  Acting  Directors  during  such  time  as  the  Di- 
rectors may  be  out  of  the  City  on  their  vacations,  and 
whether  such  appointments  would  authorize  the  Acting 
Directors    to    award    contracts,    certify    on   contracts    the 
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amount  of  available  funds,  and  perform  such  supervision 
as  may  be  authorized  in  contracts  relative  to  penalties  for 
nun-fultilhnent  and  similar  matters;  to  sign  pay-rolls, 
warrants,  and  other  necessary  papers;  and  to  appoint, 
suspend  and  dismiss  employees  of  the  Departments,  ac- 
cording to  the  authority  ordinarily  vested  in  their  Direc- 
tors. In  substance,  you  ask  whether  the  powers  of  the 
Directors  can  be  delegated  to  the  Assistant  Directors  dur- 
ing the  absence  of  the  former. 

The  legal  question  involved  is  by  no  means  free  from 
difficulty,  and  so  far  as  the  expressions  of  our  Courts  have 
gone,  it  appears  that  such  a  delegation  of  j)owers  cannot 
be  made.  I  believe,  however,  that  within  certain  limits 
and  subject  to  careful  restrictions  the  Assistant  Directors 
may  be  authorized  to  perform  the  usual  duties  of  the  Di- 
rectors in  their  absence.  The  iirst  fundamental  legal 
proposition  that  arises  to  prevent  a  general  delegation  of 
powers  and  functions  by  the  head  of  a  Department  to  a 
subordinate  is  found  in  the  principle  that  one  to  whom 
powers  of  a  discretionary  or  judicial  nature  are  delegated 
cannot  delegate  them  to  another:  Delegates  )io)i  potest 
delegare.  AYherever,  therefore,  it  is  specifically  made  the 
duty  of  the  Director  to  act  in  a  particular  situation  and 
his  action  involves  the  exercise  of  a  discretion  and  judg- 
ment, I  do  not  think  that  the  Assistant  Director  can  be 
authorized  to  act  for  him.  In  such  a  case  the  extent 
of  the  Assistant's  powers  would  be  to  investigate,  report 
and  even  to  suggest  a  judgment  to  his  superior;  he  could 
not,  however,  act  independently  of  the  Director.  This 
principle  was  exemplified  in  the  case  of  the  powers  of  the 
Directors  to  draw  warrants  and  sign  pay-rolls. 

In  an  opinion  rendered  to  the  Chief  Clerk  of  Select 
Councils  on  ]\[arch  25,  1912,  I  advised  that  officer  that, 
inasnmch  as  Article  G  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  provides  that  no 
money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  City  Treasury  except  by 
due  process  of  law,  or  upon  warrants  on  the  Treasurer, 
signed  by  the  head  of  the  appropriate  Department  and 
countersigned  by  the  Controller,  an  ordinance  of  Councils 
authorizing  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public   Safety   to   sign   and   approve  pay-rolls   would   be 
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invalid.  It  will  be  observed  tbat  the  Act  of  Assembly  in 
this  case  specifically  designates  the  Director  as  the  official 
who  must  sign  warrants,  and  that  the  subject  related  to 
the  paying  of  money  out  of  the  City  Treasury. 

In  order  to  remove  the  great  practical  inconvenience 
due  to  the  inability  of  the  Director  to  designate  and  au- 
thorize his  Assistant  to  sign  pay-rolls  and  warrants  for 
him,  the  Act  of  July  25,  1913,  P;  L.  1048,  was  passed, 
and  I  commented  upon  it  in  a  letter  tO'  the  C'ontroller  on 
January  5th  of  this  year.  So  far  as  the  signing  of  pay- 
rolls and  warrants  is  concerned,  therefore,  the  Act  of  1913 
has  provided  a  means  by  which  the  Directors  may  authorize 
their  Assistants  to  act  for  them  in  their  absence. 

With  respect  to  the  other  functions  of-  the  Directors 
which  your  Secretary  has  enumerated  in  his  letter,  I 
hesitate  to  express  a  positive  opinion.  In  the  case  of 
Owens  ^5.  Porter  et  al.,  22  D.  P.  1913,  the  learned  Presi- 
dent Judge  of  Common  Pleas  Court  J^o.  2,  in  discussing 
the  action  of  the  Assistant  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  in  suspending  the  plaintiff  in  that  case, 
said : 

"When  a  protected  civil  servant  is  to  be  discharged, 
the  law  imposes  duties,  quasi-judicial  in  their  nature, 
upon  the  Director.  These  duties  he  may  not  dele- 
gate to  another.  It  must,  however,  be  considered  that 
the  duties  of  the  Director  are  many  and  onerous  and 
that  he  is  entitled  to  enlist  the  aid  of  subordinates 
or  outsiders  in  gathering  material  for  judginent  in 
any  given  case.  He  may,  perhaps,  ask  a  subordinate 
to  suggest  a  judgment  as  an  aid  to  the  proper  con- 
sideration of  the  subject,  provided  always  he  per- 
form his  own  duty  of  fairly  considering  the  whole 
matter  and  reaching  his  own  conclusion. 

''The  testimony  in  support  of  the  plaintiff's  con- 
tention is  strong.  It  is  undeniable  that  the  Assistant 
Director  did  not  understand  that  his  chief  had  im- 
posed upon  him  the  limitations  which  the  law  ex- 
acts. He  proceeded  exactly  as  if  he  had  himself 
been  the  Director,  and  as  if  there  were  no  Act  of 
190G.     He  had  no  authority  to  demand,  as  he  did, 
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the  plaintiff's  resignation,  nor  had  he  the  right  to 
tell  him  that  if  he  would  not  resign  charges  wonld 
be  found  against  him,  nor  had  he  the  power,  npon 
the  plaintiff's  refnsing  to  resign,  to  snspend  him 
then  and  there.  The  limit  of  the  authority  that  the 
Director  conld  delegate  to  him  was  to  examine  and 
report.  Action  upon  such  report  is  reserved  hy  the 
law  to  the  Director  alone." 

This  language,  if  read  divorced  from  the  facts  as  dis- 
closed by  the  evidence,  is  strong  and  sweeping,  and  goes 
further,  I  believe,  than  the  learned  Judge  who  rendered 
the  opiiiion  intended.  In  that  case  the  action  of  the  As- 
sistant Director,  which  was  criticised  by  the  Court,  was 
taken  at  a  time  when  the  Director  was  in  the  City  and  at- 
tending to  the  duties  of  his  office.  The  Director  himself 
was  probably  in  the  next  room  at  the  time  the  demand 
for  the  resignation  and  the  suspension  was  made,  and 
could  have  himself  passed  upon  the  facts  and  authorized 
the  action  of  his  Assistant.  This  was  not  a  case  where  an 
emergency  was  presented  to  the  Assistant  Director  for 
immediate  action.  The  Director  was  not  sick  or  away 
on  vacation,  and  I  believe  that  the  apparently  broad  lan- 
guage of  this  opinion  may  be  properly  qualified  by  read- 
ing it  in  connection  with  the  facts  of  the  case. 

A  somewhat  similar  opinion  was  expressed  by  Barratt, 
J .,  in  his  charge  to  the  jury  in  the  case  of  Xeff  2*5.  City. 
In  that  case,  however,  the  Director  was  actually  sick,  and 
you  had  authorized  the  Assistant  Director  to  act  for  him 
during  the  period  of  his  illness.  The  opinion,  however, 
was  delivered  in  a  charge  which  instructed  the  jury  to 
assume  that  the  Assistant  Director  had  the  right  to  act, 
and  reserved  the  very  point  in  question  to  the  opinion  of 
the  Court  in  banc.  This  case  is  now  pending  on  a  motion 
for  a  new  trial,  which  has  not  been  argued. 

It  may  be  well  to  point  out  in  this  connection  that  in 
the  case  of  Hornstine  vs.  City,  recently  decided  by  his 
Honor,  Judge  Snkberger,  the  action  of  the  Assistant  Di- 
rector of  Public  Health  and  Charities  in  dismissing  the 
plaintiff  during  the  absence,  because  of  illness,  of  the  Di- 
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rector,  was  sustained.  The  point  now  under  considera- 
tion, however,  was  not  raised  in  this  case,  and  cannot 
properly  be  said  to  have  been  before  the  Court  for  de- 
cision. I  call  attention  to  the  case  merely  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enforcing  my  former  statement  that  the  language 
used  by  the  same  Judge  in  the  Owen  case  should  be  read 
in  connection  with  its  facts. 

Bearing  these  cases  in  mind,  can  any  circumstances  give 
rise  to  such  an  emergency  as  would  warrant  the  authoriza- 
tion of  an  Assistant  Director  to  perform  the  functions  of 
a  Director  ?  In  providing  our  scheme  of  government  by 
the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1885  (the  Bullitt  Bill)  and  other 
legislation  respecting  municipalities,  the  Legislature  has 
.  evidently  overlooked  the  possibility  that,  by  reason  of  the 
illness  of  the  Director,  or  his  absence  on  vacation  or  the 
business  of  the  City,  or  other  similar  emergency,  the  im- 
portant functions  of  that  officer,  Avhich  must  be  contin- 
uously performed,  might  be  suspended.  The  injury  to 
the  City  incident  to  a  complete  suspension  of  the  func- 
tions of  a  Director  is  so  obvious  and  so  great  that  I  be- 
lieve in  such  aVi  emergency  the  Courts  would  sustain  any 
necessary  action  which  might  be  taken  by  the  Assistant 
Director  if  he  were  properly  authorized  to  act.  The  legal 
authority  for  the  action  of  the  Assistant  Director  which 
is  omitted  in  our  charter  may  be  supplied  by  the  neces- 
sity of  the  situation — the  imperative  necessity  that  the 
business  of  the  City's  government  shall  proceed  in  an  or- 
derly and  efficient  manner,  in  spite  of  the  sickness  or  ab- 
sence of  the  Director.  The  power  which  appointed  the 
Director  might,  I  believe,  authorize  the  Assistant  Director 
to  act.  This  authorization,  howdver,  should  be  conferred 
with  the  most  careful  restrictions.  In  the  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  Director  on  vacation,  a  definite  time  within 
which  his  functions  are  to  be  perfonned  by  the  Assistant 
•Director  could  easily  be  specified ;  and  in  the  case  of  the 
sickness  of  the  Director,  an  authorization  for  a  limited 
time,  which,  upon  emergency,  could  be  renewed,  would 
be  almost  as  definite. 

The  only  Director  of  a  municipal  Department  who  can 
undoubtedly  deputize  another  to  perform  his  functions  in 
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Lis  absence  is  the  Director  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Fer- 
ries. The  Act  of  Jnne  8,  1907,  P.  L.  488,  which  created 
that  Department,  specifically  authorized  the  Director  to 
appoint  a  deputy,  who,  in  the  former's  absence  or  inabil- 
ity to  act,  '"shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all 
the  duties  of  the  Director." 

Respecting  the  remaining  Departments  of  the  govern- 
ment, I*ul)lic  Health  and  Charities  is  in  a  slightly  dif- 
ferent position  from  the  others.  The  Act  of  April  8, 
1903,  P.  L.  155,  which  cheated  it,  reads  as  follows: 

''Section  1.  The  Department  of  Pul)lic  Health 
and  Charities  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  Director 
and  an  Assistant  Director,  whom  he  shall  ap^ioint, 
to  which  Department  shall  be  confided  the  care,  man- 
agement, administration  and  supervision  of  the  pub- 
lic health,  charities,  almshouses,  hospitals  and  all 
other  similar  institutions  the  control  or  government 
of  which  is  entrusted  to  the  City." 

Here  an  Assistant  Directorship  is  created  and  recog- 
nized by  law,  and  the  control  and  management  of  that 
Department  is  confided  jointly  to  the  Director  and  the 
Assistant  Director.  It  is  clearer  in  the  case  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  therefore,  that  in  an  emergency  the 
Assistant  Director  might  be  authorized  to  act. 

In  the  other  City  Departments,  the  position  of  Assistant 
Director  is  not  so  clearly  defined  and  recogiiized  by  Act 
of  Assembly.  "Assistant  Directors,"  however,  are  recog- 
nized in  the  Act  of  March  5,  190G  (the  Civil  Service  Act), 
which  provides  that  they  shall  be  in  the  exempt  class. 
These  officers  are  therefore  the  logical  persons  to  perform 
the  functions  of  the  Directors,  not  oidy  by  reason  of  their 
familiarity  with  the  business  of  the  Department  and  of 
the  recognition  of  their  positions  in  various  Acts  of  As- 
sembly, but  also  because  their  titles  suggest  the  perform- 
ance by  them  of  all  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Director 
which  can  be  delegated  to  them  in  any  manner. 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  in  authorizing  the  As- 
sistant Directors  to  act  in  the  absence  of  the  Directors  for 
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illness  or  for  any  otlier  cause,  yon  specify  tlie  emergency 
which  requires  such  extraordinary  action,  and  carefully 
limit  the  time  within  which  the  authorization  is  to  he  ef- 
fective, and  that  such  period  be  made  as  short  as  possible, 
renewing  it,  ■  if  necessary,  rather  than  extending  it  to  a 
time  beyond  which  the  emergency  might  not  exist.  In 
conclusion,  I  may  repeat  that  the  subject  is  by  no  means 
free  from  difficulty  and  doubt,  and  that  it  would  be  well 
to  exercise  this  power  as  sparingly  as  possible,  in  order  to 
prevent  litigation  and  uncertainty  in  the  conduct  of  the 
City's  affairs ;  and  that  even  within  the  period  in  which 
the  Assistant  Director  may  be  authorized  to  act  for  the 
Director,  the  latter's  personal  action  be  secured  wherever 
possible. 

The  only  certain  means  that  I  know  of  providing  for 
such  contingencies  is  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  Legisla- 
ture at  its  next  session  for  appropriate  legislation.  An 
Act  of  Assembly  drawn  in  language  similar  to  the  fourth 
section  of  the  Act  of  June  8,  1907,  creating  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  would  effectually 
supply  this  deficiency  in  our  charter  and  set  at  rest  all 
doubts  respecting  action  on  your  part  which,  at  its  best, 
is  extremely  doubtful.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in    receipt  of  a  communication  from 
W.  II.  Connell,  Esq.,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
approved  by  yourself,  requesting  my  opinion  upon  three 
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matters  now  Lefore  your  Department.  Tii  the  first,  it 
appears  that  after  the  award  and  execution  of  a  contract 
for  the  paving  of  Fifty-eight  street  from  Ashland  avenue 
to  Hoihnan  avenue  with  vitrified  Lloelv,  under  the  ordi- 
nance of  May  16,  1912,  a  second  ordinance  was  passed 
authorizing  tlie  paving  of  the  same  street  with  asphalt  and 
vitrified  block  gutters.  You  ask  me  whether  the  contract 
for  the  paving  of  the  street  with  vitrified  hlock  should 
be  annulled  and  the  work  re-advertised  for  paving  with 
asphalt,  and  whether  you  may  proceed  under  the  contract 
for  paving  with  block. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  say  that  if  the  contractor 
assents,  the  contract  already  executed  may  be  annulled. 
If  he  does  not,  however,  and  it  is  annulled  over  his  protest, 
though  the  .Department  might  have  the  power  to  do  so, 
the  City  w^ould  have  to  respond  in  damages  to  the  con- 
tractor for  breach  of  contract.  Unless,  therefore,  the  pav- 
ing with  asphalt  is  far  superior  to  the  paving  provided  for 
under  the  original  ordinance  and  the  contract,  I  would 
suggest  that  you  proceed  with  the  work  as  originally  con- 
tracted for. 

The  second  matter  involves  a  somewhat  similar  situa- 
tion, the  contract  having  been  executed,  however,  at  a  date 
subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  second  ordinance.  While 
it  would  have  been  better  to  have  recalled  the  original 
award  and  prevented  the  execution  of  the  contract,  I  do 
not  think  that  the  legal  situation  in  this  matter  is  mate- 
rially different  from  the  first.  The  time  for  recalling  the 
award  has  passed,  and  the  City  would  have  to  respond  in 
damages  if  the  contract  already  in  existence  were  an- 
nulled. An  arrangement,  however,  might  be  made  be- 
tween the  contractor  and  the  City  by  which  the  annulment 
of  the  contract  could  be  agreed  upon  between  all  parties. 

It  appears  from  your  third  question  that  a  portion  of 
the  same  street  is  authorized  to  be  paved  with  different 
forms  of  pavement  in  different  parts  of  the  same  ordi- 
nance, and  you  ask  whether  the  Department  has  the  dis- 
cretion to  advertise  for  whichever  pavement  it  deems  suit- 
able for  the  location,  or  whether  it  must  do  nothing  until 
subsequent  legislation  corrects  the  conflicting  provisions 
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of  the  ordinance.  I  would  advise  that  nothing  be  done 
under  this  ordinance  until  the  conflicting  provisions  can 
be  brought  to  the  attention  of  Councils  for  correction.

Dear.  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
July  18th,  inquiring  whether,  in  connection  with  the  con- 
tract for  the  construction  and  completion  of  floor  in  the 
dining  room  for  the  insane  at  34th  and  Pine  streets,  yoU 
have  the  power  to  accept  as  a  sulistitute  for  the  base  pro- 
vided for  in  the  specifications  a  Terrazzo  base,  which  you 
believe  to  be  superior  to  the  one  called  for  in  the  con- 
tract. You  state  that  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  floor 
is  torn  up  for  the  reception  of  the  concrete  base,  the  in- 
mates of  the  institution  have  to  be  fed  under  tents  and  in 
their  wards,  and  that  there  will  be  a  delay  of  at  least  six 
weeks  to  manufacture  the  base  called  for  by  the  specifica- 
tions. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  insane  persons  are  being  fed 
in  tents  and  in  their  wards,  and  that  this  condition  will 
continue  for  a  period  of  six  weeks  or  more  until  the  mate- 
rial provided  for  by  the  contract  is  manufactured,  I  be- 
lieve that,  so  long  as  the  City  does  not  lose  by  the  substi- 
tution of  inferior  material,  such  an  emergency  exists  as 
would  warrant  you  in  accepting  the  superior  substitute  to 
which  you  refer.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  ap- 
proved bv  you,  inquiring  whether  or  not,  in  the  final  pay- 
ment about  to  be  made  under  the  contract  dated  July  23, 
1913,  between  the  City  and  the  Lombardi  Construction 
Company  for  the  construction  of  a  branch  sewer  in  Lans- 
downe  avenue,  from  Gross  to  Sixty-sixth  street,  any  money 
should  be  retained  out  of  the  amount  due  the  contractor  to 
protect  the  City  in  case  a  suit  for  damages  is  brought  by 
the  Trustees  of  the  J.  Addison  Henry  Memorial  Presby- 
terian Church,  Sixty-sixth  and  Lansdowne  avenue,  for 
alleged  injury  to  their  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool 
by  the  improper  dynamite  blasting  of  the  Lombardi  (Con- 
struction Company. 

In  a  similar  situation  I  advised  you  on  the  24th  of 
ISroveni])er,  1913,  that  under  a  clause  of  the  contract  then 
before  me,  which  is  similar  to  one  in  the  contract  with 
the  Lombardi  Construction  Company,  a  sufficient  amount 
should  be  retained  from  the  final  payment  to  the  contractor 
to  cover  the  claim.  I  believe  the  same  course  should  bo 
followed  in  the  present  case.

AuthorUi/  of  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  to  Issue 
Permits  for  the  Installation  of  Gasoline  Tanlcs  Beneath 
the  City  Highways. 

George  S.  Webster,  Esq., 

President  pro  tem.,  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  in- 
Quirinjo'  whether  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  can 
issue  permits  for  the  installation  of  gasoline  tanks  beneath 
the  footways  of  the  highways  of  the  City  without  an 
ordinance  of  Councils.  It  appears  that  for  some  years 
past  it  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Mayor's  office  to  issue 
licenses  for  the  installation  of  such  tanks,  and  that,  in 
one  instance  at  least,  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
refused  to  issue  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  a  highway 
for  the  purpose  of  installing  same,  and  an  ordinance  of 
Councils  was  secured  by  the  licensee  permitting  said  in- 
stallation. 

The  Highwa}^  Supervisors  exist  by  virtue  of  an  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  and  their  powers  must  be  derived  from 
Coimcilmanic  authorization.  The  ordinance  creating  the 
Board  is  the  ordinance  of  March  17,  1884  (p.  35).  Sec- 
tion 3  authorizes  them  to  prescribe  and  enforce  such  regu- 
lations and  rules  as  they  may  adopt  governing  the  time 
and  manner  in  which  all  street  excavations  shall  be  made, 
and  the  time  and  method  of  repairing  over  the  same. 
Section  4  requires  all  Departments  of  the  City  receiving 
applications  to  make  openings  i,n  the  streets  for  any  pur- 
pose to  report  the  same  to  the  Board ;  and  Section  5  au- 
thorizes the  reference  of  all  ordinances  and  resolutions  of 
Councils,  before  final  approval  by  committee,  to  that  body. 

It  would  seem  from  this  ordinance  that  the  permit  re- 
quired to  be  secured  by  a  person  desiring  to  make  excava- 
tions or  openings  in  the  highways  is  designed  primarily 
for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  indiscriminate  opening 
of  the  hio'hwavs  and  the  obstruction  of  their  use  bv  the 
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public.  The  Board's  powers  appear  to  Le  merely  regu- 
lative; and  where  a  right  to  open  a  highway  is  lawfully 
secured,  the  Board  would  not  appear  to  have  the  power  to 
prevent  it.  The  first  section  of  that  ordinance  declares 
it  to  be  enacted  ''for  the  purpose  of  preventing  frequent 
and  unnecessary  openings  in  street  pavements,  and  to  pro- 
mote system  and  economy  in  re2)aving  over  breaks  made 
for  underground  work." 

The  ordinance  of  August  5,  1886  (p.  233),  relating 
to  the  laying  or  constructing  of  line  or  lines  of  telegraph, 
telephone,  electric  light  wires,  etc.,  provides  that,  upon 
the  approval  of  the  route  and  plan  by  the  said  Board  of 
Hiiihway  Supervisors,  they  shall  cause  said  route  and  re- 
quirements to  be  drafted  into  the  form  of  an  ordinance 
to  be  submitted  to  Councils  for  their  approval  or  disap- 
proval. This  ordinance  serves  to  confirm  the  theory  that 
the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respecting  the 
opening  of  highways  is  regulative,  and  that  they  cannot 
al)Solutely  control  the  placing  of  underground  structures 
in  the  highways. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  if  the  Mayor  has  the 
rig;ht  to  license  individuals  to  place  large  tanks  of  gaso- 
line— in  some  instances  containing  500  gallons — beneath 
the  highways  of  the  City,  the  power  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors to  refuse  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  the  street  and 
the  installation  of  the  tanks  is  limited  to  their  right  to 
supervise  and  regiilate  the  time,  manner,  and  location  of 
the  work.  A  careful  reading  of  the  ordinance  of  April 
2,  1901  (p.  118),  wherein  the  right  of  the  Mayor  to  issue 
licenses  for  storing  gasoline  is  conferred,  will  disclose,  I 
believe,  that  the  Mayor  is  not  authorized  by  it  to  issue 
licenses  for  the  installation  of  such  tanks  under  the  high- 
ways of  the  City.  He  possesses  no  general  powers  to  issue 
licenses.  Whatever  power  he  has,  therefore,  must  be  found 
in  this  ordinance. 

The  control  of  the  highways  of  the  City  is  vested  in 
Councils  by  several  Acts  of  Assembly,  including  the  Act 
of  April  15,  1828,  P.  L.  626,  which  empowers  that  body 
to  regulate,  inter  alia,  "other  devices  or  projections  over, 
under,  into,  or  otherwise  occupying  the  sidewalk  or  other 
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portion  of  any  of  tlie  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys''  of  the  City. 
The  ordinance  of  1001,  already  referred  to,  in  Section  1^ 
makes  it  a  nuisance 

"for  any  j)erson  other  than  the  manufacturer  of 
benzine,  naphtha,  gasoline,  benzole  and  other  similar 
lieht  petroleum  or  coal  tar  products  to  have,  use, 
store,  or  keep  at  any  one  time  in  any  building  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  situated  within  certain 
limits,  more  than  one  barrel  in  the  whole  of  benzine, 
naphtha,  gasoline  or  other  similar  light  petroleum 
products." 

Section  2  of  that  ordinance  declares  it  to  be  a  nuisance 

'"to  have,  store  or  keep  at  any  one  time  in  any  build- 
ing within  the  limits  described  in  Section  1  more 
than  five  barrels  in  the  whole  of  any  products,  sub- 
stances, articles  or  commodities  of  which  benzine, 
naphtha,  gasoline,  benzole,  or  other  similar  light 
petroleum  or  coal  tar  products  form  either  singly  or 
in  combination  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
component  parts  thereof,  without  having  first  ob- 
tained a  license  from  the  Mayor." 

Section  3  declares  it  to  be  a  nuisance 

''for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to  maintain  any 
establishment  or  carry  on  any  business  in  which 
benzine,  naphtha,  gasoline,  benzole. or  other  similar 
light  petroleum  or  coal  tar  products  are  used  or  em- 
ployed, whether  for  manufacturing  or  in  the  arts  or 
otherwise,  in  quantities  exceeding  one  gallon  in  any  . 
one  day,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  license  from 
the  ]\Iayor  to  maintain  such  establishment  or  carry  on 
said  business.  Such  license  shall  be  granted  by  the 
Mayor  upon  sworn  application  in  writing,  stating 
the  place  or  building  in  which  the  applicant  desires 
to  maintain  such  establishment,  or  to  carry  on  such 
business,  and  a  full  description  of  such  establishment 
or  such  business :  Provided,  however.  That  no  license 
shall  be  granted  by  the  Mayor  until  the  Fire  Mar- 
shal shall  have  certified  to  him  that  he  has  examined 
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tlie  premises  upon  wliicli  the  applicant  for  a  license 
desires  to  have,  use,  store,  or  keep  benzine,  naphtha, 
gasoline,  benzole,  or  other  similar  light  petroleum 
or  coal  tar  products,  and  that  in  his  opinion  a  license 
may  be  granted  without  endangering  public  safety." 

This  section  then  concludes  by  providing  for  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the  Fire  Marshal. 

It  will  l)e  observed  that  the  first  section  of  this  ordi- 
nance absolutely  prohibits  the  keeping  of  more  than  one 
barrel  of  the  commodities  mentioned  in  any  building 
within  certain  limits  in  the  City.  Section  2  relates  to  the 
keeping  of  conmiodities  of  which  benzine,  naphtha,  gaso- 
line, etc.,  form,  singly  or  in  cond3ination,  more  than 
twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  component  parts  thereof;  and 
Section  3  relates  to  the  maintenance  of  any  establishment 
for  the  carrying  on  of  any  business  in  which  these  explo- 
sive substances  are  used  or  employed  for  manufacturing  or 
in  the  arts,  or  otherwise,  in  any  part  of  the  City,  unless  a 
license  be  secured  from  the  Mayor.  Sections  1  and  2  do 
not  appear  to  be  applicable  to  the  question  before  me ;  and, 
I  believe.  Section  3  is  likewise  inapplicable.  The  license 
referred  to  in  that  section  is  a  license  for  the  maintenance 
of  an  establishment  or  business,  not  for  the  installation 
in  a  particular  place  of  tanks  containing  gasoline.  I  do 
not  think,  therefore,  that  there  has  been  conferred  upon 
the  ]\rayor  in  any  part  of  this  ordinance  power  to  license 
a  person  to  install  a  gasoline  tank,  either  in  any  building 
in  the  City  or  under  the  highway  upon  which  the  building 
abuts.  The  commodity  may  be  kept  in  any  manner  which 
the  Fire  ^Marshal  may  consider  safe ;  but  neither  he  nor 
the  Mayor  can  authorize  the  use  of  the  public  highways 
and  the  ground  under  them  for  the  storage  of  any  com- 
modity by  a  private  individual. 

The  power  to  permit  such  a  use  of  the  highway  rests 
alone  in  Councils,  and  one  seeking  to  store  large  quanti- 
ties of  explosives  under  the  public  highways  should  resort 
to  those  bodies  for  permission  to  do  so.  T  am  of  the  opin- 
ion, therefore,  that  neither  the  ^Mayor  nor  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  can  license  the  placing  of  tanks  of 
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aasoline  beneath    the   public    highways    without    special 
authorization  of  Councils.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
John  H,  Kessler,  approved  by  you,  inquiring  whether  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  when 
appeal  has  been  taken  from  the  granting  of  a  permit  by 
that  Bureau  for  the  erection  of  a  moving  picture  parlor, 
to  compel  the  contractor  to  discontinue  work  on  the  build- 
ing until  the  final  decision  of  the  Board. 

After  inspection  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  which  confers 
the  right  of  appeal,  inter  alia,  upon  any  person  the  value 
of  whose  property  may  be  affected  by  work  done  or  to  be 
done  under  any  permit  granted  by  the  Bureau  of  Build- 
ing Inspection,  I  do  not  find  any  provision  relating  to  the 
preservation  of  the  status  quo  pending  the  decision  of  the 
Board  of  Appeal.  In  such  a  case  as  the  present,  the  per- 
mit has  been  issued  and  is  valid  until  revoked  by  the 
Appeal  Board.  If  the  contractor  desires  to  take  the  risk  of 
continuing  the  work  during  the  pendency  of  the  appeal — • 
a  risk  which  might  result  in  further  loss  to  him  in  the 
event  of  a  revocation  of  the  permit —  I  find  nothing  in  the 
law  to  prevent  him  from  doing  so.  The  Bureau  has 
granted  permission  to  build ;  the  contractor  is  cognizant 
that  the  appeal  has  been  taken;  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  he  should  be  permitted  to  continue  his  operations  at 
his  own  risk.

Dear  Sir: — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  23d  instant,  in  which  you  state  that  on  Thursday, 
May  7,  1914,  at  the  closing  of  business,  your  Department 
transferred  to  the  custody  of  the  Municipal  Court  all  col- 
lections and  disbursements  of  support  moneys  made  receiv- 
able and  payable  by  order  of  Court,  and  you  say : 

"'We  now  have  a  number  of  records  in  our  posses- 
sion extending  back  many  years,  and  I  shall  be 
obliged  if  you  will  be  kind  enough  to  advise  me  if 
these  records  are  the  property  of  the  Municipal  Court 
and  should  be  turned  over  to  them,  or  should  they 
remain  in  our  jDossession  ?" 

In  reply  thereto,  permit  me  to  say  that  on  February  3, 
1914,  in  a  communication  addressed  to  Mr.  Alexander 
M.  Wilson,  Acting  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Charities,  I,  among  other  things,  said: 

"So  far  as  the  books  and  records  now  in  existence 
are  concerned,  I  have  no  doubt  that  they  would  be 
safe  if  lodged  in  the  custody  of  the  Court,  and  if  you 
so  desire,  I  see  no  objection  to  your  doing  so." 

I  repeat  the  statement  that  while  you  have  the  right  to 
retain  them,  yet  if  you  so  desire  and  if  the  Municipal 
Court  \\Tshes  them,  you  would  be  authorized  to  transfer 
them  thereto.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
George  S.  Webster,  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  ap- 
proved b}'  you,  stating  that  an  emergency  exists  in  con- 
nection with  the  reconstruction  of  the  Mantua  Creek 
sewer  partly  through  the  grounds  of  the  Zoological  Gar- 
dens and  under  Thirty-fourth  street,  which  requires  cer- 
tain work  in  connection  with  an  intersecting  sewer,  in 
order  to  prevent  a  possible  destruction  of  the  whole  or  a 
part  of  the  work  which  has  already  been  done  at  a  cost  of 
nearly  $40,000  by  collapse  of  the  timbering  in  case  of 
overflow  during  storms.  You  ask  whether  or  not  in  this 
emergency  the  City  can  employ  the  contractor,  who  has  a 
plant  upon  the  ground,  to  protect  the  work  from  injury, 
and  to  perform  the  emergency  work  required  outside  of 
the  existing  contract. 

On  August  18,  1913,  I  advised  you  in  a  similar  situa- 
tion that,  as  a  matter  of  law,  the  head  of  a  Department  or 
Bureau  cannot  bind  the  City  for  work  done  without  a 
previous  appropriation,  and  concluded  by  stating  that 
"work  so  ordered  cannot  be  paid  for  in  the  usual  way  by 
warrant  upon  the  City  Treasurer,  but  must  await  affirma- 
tive action  by  Councils  in  providing  funds  by  an  ordi- 
nance which  requires  to  be  passed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  body  and  approved  by  the  Mayor.  The  person 
furnishing  the  teams  or  other  articles  would  have  no  legal 
right  in  such  case  to  recover  his  money  from  the  City,  and 
must  depend  wholly  upon  the  voluntary  action  of  Coun- 
cils in  the  matter." 

If,  therefore,  in  the  present  case  you  consider  the 
emergency  so  urgent  that  your  duty  requires  you  to  have 
the  work  done  in  the  absence  of  appropriation  and  the 
contractor  is  willing  to  do  so,   relying  upon  the  future 
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recoiiiiition  of  his  services  by  Count-ils,  I  see  no  legal  ob- 
jection to  such  a  course.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  requesting 
my  advice  as  to  v^liat  reply  to  make  to  the  letter  of  Lewis, 
Adler  &  Laws  to  your  Department,  presenting  a  claim 
for  damages  to  the  lighter  "Leslie,"  alleged  to  have  been 
caused  by  said  vessel  striking  submerged  piling  abreast  of 
old  Pier  41,  in  process  of  demolition  by  the  City  under 
contract. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  contractor,  under  the 
specifications,  was  liable  for  any  accidents  in  connection 
with  the  work,  and  I  would  suggest  that  it  might  be  pos- 
sible to  bring  the  owners  of  the  lighter  and  the  contrac- 
tor together  with  a  view  to  settling  the  dispute.  Of  course, 
the  liability  of  the  City  under  the  circumstances  cannot 
be  admitted.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
the   Chief  of  the  Electrical   Bureau,   duly   approved  by 
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you,  enclosing  copy  of  Permit  ISTo.  4,909  to  the  Philadel- 
phia Electric  Company  to  "Run  3  wires  from  our  1st 
pole  west  of  Broad  street  to  our  pole  in  rear  of  2340  South 
Broad  street,"  in  order  to  furnish  current  at  premises  No. 
2332  South  Broad  street  by  way  of  the  alley  in  the  rear. 

You  also  forward  to  me  copies  of  letters  from  the  owner 
of  premises  No.  2334  South  Broad  street,  in  which  he 
states  that  the  poles  and  wires  in  the  alley  were  put  there 
without  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  and  interfere  with 
the  right  of  way  and  easement  of  the  alley,  and  that  he 
requests  that  your  Department  revoke  the  permit  granted 
to  the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company  and  order  the 
company  to  remove  the  poles  and  wires. 

Your  permit  states  that  "consent  of  owner  of  property 
to  which  it  is  proposed  to  make  attachments  must  first  be 
obtained,"  and  it  appears  from  the  correspondence  that 
the  company  has  obtained  permission  from  the  owners  of 
premises  in  the  rear  of  which  the  poles  and  attachments 
were  erected,  but  that  it  has  not  asked  for  any  authority 
from  your  Department  for  the  erection  of  these  poles, 
"presumably  for  the  reason  that  they  did  not  consider 
this  alley  was  a  public  alley."  It  also  appears  that  the 
wires  are  run  from  the  line  of  the  company  on  the  south 
side  of  Bitner  street. 

Upon  the  above  statement  of  facts  the  Chief  of  the 
Electrical  Bureau  asks  my  advice  as  to  whether  his  Bu- 
reau should  revoke  its  permit  and,  if  so,  whether  there  is 
any  further  step  that  the  Bureau  should  take  in  the  mat- 
ter. 

I  see  no  legal  reason  why  the  Electrical  Bureau  should 
revoke  this  permit.  The  question  of  the  interference  with 
the  right  of  way  and  easement  of  the  alley  by  the  planting 
of  the  poles  is  a  matter  entirely  between  the  Philadelphia 
Electric  Company  and  the  complainant,  as  no  permit  was 
either  asked  for  or  granted  by  the  City  for  the  planting 
of  such  poles.  It  was,  of  course,  necessary  for  the  com- 
pany to  secure  a  permit  for  the  stringing  of  wires  over 
Ritner  street — a  public  highway  of  the  City — and  this 
privilege  is  given  by  your  Permit  No.  4909. 
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I  also  note  that  this  privilege  is  to  run  wires  from 
"1st  pole  west  of  Inroad  street  to  our  pole  in  rear  of  2340 
South  Broad  street,"  and  from  the  correspondence  before 
me  1  assume  that  this  pole  is  in  Kitiier  street,  and  as  the 
complainant's  property  is  north  of  Iso.  2840,  I  cannot 
see  how  the  permission  granted  by  the  City  to  run  wires 
across  Ritner  street  would  interfere  in  any  way  with  com- 
plainant's property. 

It  is  quite  likely  that  an  examination  of  the  title  will 
show  that  the  owners  of  the  properties  abutting  on  this 
alley  have  only  the  usual  easement  of  the  alley  for  a  pass- 
ageway, water  course,  etc.,  and  that  the  stringing  of  wires 
at  such  a  height  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  reasonable 
use  of  the  alley  for  passage  way  would  not  be  an  inter- 
ference with  the  easement.  This,  however,  is  a  matter 
in  which  the  City  is  not  concerned,  but  is  a  dispute  en- 
tirely between  the  complainant  and  the  Electric  Com- 
pany, and,  as  I  have  before  indicated,  the  permit  does  not 
attempt  to  authorize  the  erection  of  any  poles.  The  per- 
mit in  question  gives  the  company  the  right  to  cross  the 
highway  with  its  wires,  and  the  question  of  the  easement 
in  the  alley  appears  to  be  one  of  those  private  disputes 
which  should  be  settled  or  litigated  by  the  parties  in- 
volved, rather  than  by  administrative  action  on  the  part  of 
the  City,  which  would  be  the  necessary  result  of  revoking 
the  permit  regularly  issued,  and  I  would  therefore  advise 
that  nothing  further  need  be  done  at  this  time  by  the  Elec- 
trical Bureau  in  the  matter.

Payment  for  Electric  Current  to  Free  Libraries. 

Geoege  D.  Poster^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you  July  31,  1914, 
statins;  that  for  several  years  past  the  electrical  current 
for  the  various  buildings  belonging  to  the  City,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Free  Libraries,  has  been  furnished  by 
the  Philadelphia  Electric  Company  at  a  price  determined 
by  a  Commission  of  three  members  under  authority  of 
the  ordinance  of  April  1,  1895,  which  provides  that: 

"Section  2.  The  said  Edison  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany shall  sul)mit  to  the  decision  of  a  Commission  of 
three  all  questions  of  price  to  be  charged  for  light 
furnished  to  the  City,  and  shall  be,  by  this  Commis- 
sion, allowed  a  fair  and  reasonable  commercial  profit 
on  current  furnished  to  the  City  for  its  use,  where 
not  required  to  be  furnished  free.  The  said  Arbi- 
tration Commission  shall  be  constituted  as  follows: 
The  Mayor  shall  each  year  appoint  one  member  prac- 
tically familiar  with  the  manufacture  of  electricity  for 
commercial  purposes,  said  company  shall  appoint  a 
like  member,  and  these  two  shall  agree  upon  a  third 
member,  similarly  qualified,  and  the  decision  of  the 
Commission,  or  a  majority  of  this  Commission,  shall 
be  final  for  the  year  of  its  existence." 

The  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  refers  to  my  opin- 
ion to  your  Department,  under  date  of  June  2,  1914,  in 
which  I  said:  "The  title  to  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  Free 
Library  sites  and  buildings  is  vested  in  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, and  I  think  the  Libraries  may  properly  be  con- 
sidered as  covered  by  the  language,  'any  building,  struc- 
ture or  property  belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or 
any   branch,    Department   or   Bureau   thereof,'    as   those 
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Avords  are  used  in  the  ordinance.  Tliat  ordinance,  there- 
fore, in  my  opinion,  does  extend  to  the  Free  Libraries, 
concernino-  which  the  question  is  asked,"  and  he  desires 
to  know  whether  those  Libraries  are  entitled  to  the  same 
prices  for  electrical  current  as  prescribed  by  the  Commis- 
sion. 

In  my  opinion  the  price  fixed  by  the  Commission  "for 
light  furnished  to  the  City"  would  apply  to  the  Free 
Libraries  as  well  as  to  other  buildings  owned  by  the 
municipality. 

With  respect  to  the  overcharges  in  the  past,  the  first 
step  would  be  to  demand  from  the  corporation  a  return 
of  the  amount  overpaid,  and  if  it  fails  to  comply  with  this 
demand  the  ultimate  step  would  be  a  suit  to  recover  the 
amount.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  y9ur  letter  of  the  28th 
inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  contract  between  the  City  and  the 
ISTewton  Paving  Company,  purporting  to  be  for  the  resur- 
facing of  Glenwood  avenue,  from  Eighteenth  to  Nineteenth 
street. 

You  state  that  this  contract  M-as  certified  by  you  under 
the  impression  that  it  was  a  resnrfacin^•  conllract  from 
Item  132  of  the  $7,000,000  loan,  which  is  "for  resurfac- 
ing streets;"  that  upon  examination  of  the  voucher  pre- 
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sented  for  payaiient,  amounting  to  $4,816.76,  you  find 
that  343.27  cubic  yards  of  new  concrete  foundation,  which 
is  sufficient  for  the  total  asphalt  surface  and  granite  block 
yardage  covered  by  the  bill  and  w^hich  should,  therefore, 
be  classified  as  repaying.  In  view  of  these  facts  you  in- 
quire whether  you  would  be  justified  in  countersigning  a 
warrant  in  payment  of  the  same. 

As  requested,  the  copy  of  the  contract  and  the  warrant 
in  question  are  herewith  returned. 

The  facts  stated  by  you  might  very  well  support  the 
inference  that  the  subject  of  the  contract  is  repaying  and 
not  resurfacing,  and  that  therefore  it  should  have  been 
certified  against  the  appropriation  for  the  former  and  not 
the  latter. 

The  general  subject  was  discussed  at  some  length  in  an 
opinion  of  this  Department,  given  you  on  July  2d  last. 
The  matter  then  under  consideration,  however,  was  the 
certification  of  contracts  and  not  the  payment  for  work 
done  under  contracts  which  had  been  certified  in  due  and 
proper  form  and  in  accordance  with  which  the  contractor 
had  performed  his  part  of  the  agreement;  but  in  the 
present  case  the  specifications  attached  to  the  contract  in- 
dicated sufficiently  the  character  of  the  work,  and  I  do  not 
understand  that  there  was  any  deviation  therefrom  in  the 
work  and  material  for  which  the  warrant  was  drawn  and 
which  was  furnished  to  the  City  in  pursuance  of  the  con- 
tract. 

There  is  no  obligation  upon  the  contractor  to  discrimi- 
nate as  to  whether  his  contract  may  ultimately  be  held  to 
concern  a  repaying  instead  of  a  resurfacing,  as  it  pur- 
ports to  do.  The  time  to  raise  a  question  of  this  char- 
acter l)y  your  Department  is  when  the  schedule  of  bids 
is  forwarded  to  your  office  or  when  the  contract  is  pre- 
sented for  certification  against  a  particular  item  of  appro- 
priation. Having  permitted  the  certification  to  be  made 
against  the  item  for  resurfacing,  it  cannot  be  doubted  that 
the  contractor,  having  performed  the  work  and  furnished 
the  material,  would  have  a  valid  cause  of  action  against  the 
City  for  the  price  thereof,  and  in  such  instances  it  would 
appear  to  be  too  late  to  raise  any  question  against  him 
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"whether  the  certificatioii  was  or  was  not  against  the  item 
to  which  the  work  might  be  fonnd  properly  chargeable. 
Especially  is  this  the  case  where  the  circumstances  are  of 
so  untixed  a  character  that  it  is  not  always  easy  to 
determine  in  ad^•ance  whether  the  work  to  be  done  is  of 
the  character  indicated  by  the  appropriation  and  certifi- 
cation thereof  or  whether  it  may  be  found  to  be  of  a 
different  character. 

For  these  reasons  I  am  of  opinion  that  you  would  be 
justified  in  countersigning  the  warrant  in  payment  for  the 
work  done  and  material  furnished  to  the  City  under  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  if  there  is  no  other  objection  there- 
to.

Legality  of  TF.  C.  Feeder  Acting  as  Director  of  Public 
Works  in  the  Absence  of  M.  L.  Cooke.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
August  3d  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  Assistant 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  act  in 
the  place  of  the  Director  of  that  Department.  You  en- 
close a  copy  of  the  appointment  made  by  the  ]\rayor, 
dated  July  ;>1,  1914,  and  covering  a  period  of  one  month 
from  August  1st;  and  you  inquire  ''whether  the  duties 
enumerated  in  the  second  paragraph  of  the  Mayor's  com- 
munication to  ^Ir.  Iieedcr,  and  to  be  performed  by  him, 
especially  those  relating  to  contracts,  imposing  penalties, 
etc.,  would  be  sufhciently  legal  under  existing  Acts  of  As- 
semblv  and  ordinances  for  me  as  Controller  to  accept." 
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On  July  20tli  last  I  gave  an  opinion  to  the  Mayor  upon 
tliis  subject,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  his  action  was  taken 
in  pursuance  of  the  views  therein  expressed.  I  enclose  a 
copy  of  the  opinion  referred  to.  In  addition,  I  would 
say,  that  so  far  as  'ministerial  functions  are  concerned 
the  Assistant  Director  can  perform  them  for  the  Director 
— as  in  the  awarding  of  contracts,  certifying  the  amount 
of  available  funds  and  matters  of  the  like  character.  In 
such  cases  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Assistant  Direc- 
tor may  act  finally  in  the  absence  of  the  Director.  In 
luatters  not  merely  administrative  or  ministerial,  how- 
ever, the  right  of  an  Assistant  Director  to  act  is  pro- 
visional and  is  subject  to  the  final  approval  of  the  head  of 
the  Department.  Thus  the  imposition  of  penalties  is  at 
least  quasi  discretionary,  and  with  respect  to  the  appoint- 
ment, suspension  and  discharge  of  municipal  employees, 
while  an  Assistant  Director  can  in  the  first  instance  take 
such  action  and  in  order  to  do  so  may  determine  all  the 
preliminary  steps  leading  to  the  exercise  of  judgment,  as 
to  the  final  determination  of  any  charges  against  a  sub- 
ordinate his  action  requires  ratification  by  the  Director 
before  the  action  to  be  taken  is  final  and  effective. 

I  presume  that  the  Director  will  not  be  absent  for  more 
than  a  month,  or,  at  least,  not  for  much  longer,  and  for 
this  reason  it  would  be  judicious  to  postpone  final  dis- 
missal of  any  employee  until  the  Director's  return.  In 
fact,  I  would  suggest  that  in  all  discretionary  matters  final 
action  be  suspended  until  the  return  of  the  Director.  In 
case  of  emergency,  where  action  must  be  promptly  taken 
to  protect  the  City's  interests,  I  would  advise  that  the 
responsibility  for  such  action  be  assumed  by  the  Assistant 
Director  subject  to  the  later  ratification  of  his  Chief. 

Upon  the  legal  questions  presented  I  am  of  the  opinion, 
in  brief,  that  all  of  the  functions  of  the  Director  can  be 
performed  by  the  Assistant,  but  in  discretionary  matters 
the  final  ratification  of  the  head  of  the  Department  is 
essential  to  their  ultimate  validity.  Furthermore,  where 
they  are  capable  of  being  postponed  until  the  return  of 
the  Director  they  should  not  be  attempted  to  be  finally 
acted  upon  bv  the  Assistant  Director  until  that  time.

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I  do  not  think  that  as  City  Conrollcr  it  would  Ijc  incum- 
bent upon  }-ou  to  refuse  to  accept  the  results  of  such  ac- 
tion by  the  Assistant  Director,  unless  in  particular  cases 
the  circumstances  should  suggest  to  you  a  substantial  doubt 
of  their  ratification  by  the  Director;  and  as  specific  in- 
stances may  arise,  should  you  desire  to  consult  with  this 
Department,  I  will  be  glad  to  advise  you  upon  them 
severally.

Adjustment  of  Damages  for  Delay  in  Completing  Con- 
tract.

Dear.  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the 
5th  inst.,  in  further  reference  to  the  negotiations  with 
Thomas  Smith  «S:  Sons  Company  relative  to  claim  for 
the  construction  of  a  tug  and  a  dredge  for  the  City. 

The  circumstances  stated  by  you  from  which  you  in- 
fer that  it  would  not  be  equitable  to  claim  penalties  for 
non-delivery  during  the  period  of  delay,  or  part  thereof, 
and  that  such  deductions  could  probably  not  be  maintained 
before  a  jury,  are  duly  noted.  Also,  that  various  items  in 
the  City's  claim  for  allowances  and  deductions  '"are  fairly 
open  to  question."  You  state,  further,  that  you  have  sug- 
gested to  the  contractors  that  if  you  should  waive  the  City's 
claim  for  penalties  in  consideration  of  their  agreeing  to 
all  other  claims  for  deductions  and  allowances,  this  would 
be  an  equitable  adjustment  and  that  they  arc  willing  to 
settle  on  this  basis,  which  would  amount  to  an  allowance 
to  the  'City  of  $904.5i  from  the  contract  price  on  the 
tug,  and  $729.99  from  the  contract  price  on  the  dredge. 
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You  conclude  that  you  will  make  settlement  on  this  basis 
unless  I  disapprove. 

In  the  letter  to  you  upon  the  subject  from  this  Depart- 
ment of  July  G,  1914,  it  was  stated  that  "so  far  as  con- 
cerns the  damages  liquidated  by  the  contracts  the  matter 
is  largely  within  your  discretion,  and  you  would  be  justilied 
in  remitting  so  much  of  this  item  of  damage  as  the 
equities  of  the  case  might  suggest  to  you  as  just  and  pro- 
per." 

This  excerpt  explains  the  view  taken  of  the  matter  by 
the  Department  of  Law ;  and  if  you  feel  that  the  proposed 
terms  of  settlement  are  fair  and  just  to  the  City  in  view  of 
all  the  facts  involved,  I  have  no  disposition  to  interfere 
with  or  disapprove  of  the  suggested  adjustment.

bids  for  a  new  contract  for  the  work  for  the  balance  of  the 
year  should  be  advertised  for. 

Suit  against  the  contractors  and  the  surety  on  the  bond 
— which  is  in  the  sum  of  $5,000 — for  the  arrearages  will 
be  brought  on  behalf  of  the  'City  by  this  Department.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  ^\r.  Con- 
nell,  approved  by  ^Ir.  Reeder,  Acting  Director,  in  regard 
to  the  proposed  paving  of  Fifty-eighth  street,  from  Ash- 
land avenue  to  Hoffman  street,  requesting  my  opinion  as 
to  the  liability  of  the  property  owners  for  the  work  to  bo 
done  under  the  existing  contract  providing  for  vitrified 
brick,  Councils  having,  since  tjie  execution  of  the  con- 
tract, authorized  the  paving  of  the  street  with  asphalt. 
In  my  previous  communication  to  you,  dated  July  21, 
1914,  I  suggested  that  you  proceed  with  the  work  as 
orieinallv  contracted  for  unless  the  contract  can  be  an- 
nulled  by  mutual  consent. 

In  my  opinion,  the  property  owners  cannot,  as  a  matter 
of  defence  to  assessment  bills,  raise  questions  relating  to 
the  formal  details  of  agreements  between  the  Citv  and  its

contractors  or  to  their  execution  and  performance;  especi- 
ally is  this  true  where  the  acts  of  the  municipal  officers 
have  been  ratified  and  the  work  done  by  the  contractors 
has  been  accepted.  It  seems  to  be  an  unsettled  question  in 
the  law  whether  a  municipal  act  or  contract  can  be  adopted 
in  any  less  formal  manner  than  would  have  been  required 
to  authorize  it  in  the  first  place.  The  authorities  are 
unanimous  to  the  effect,  however,  that  a  municipal  cor- 
poration maj  ratify  the  unauthorized  acts  and  contracts 
of  its  agents  or  officers  which  are  within  the  corporate 
power.  (Shiloh  Street,  165  Pa.  386.)  It  would  follow, 
therefore,  that  if  the  City  did  the  work  under  the  present 
contract,  the  property  owners  could  not  evade  their  assess- 
ment bills  if  the  work  is  subsequently  accepted  and  ap- 
proved by  the  proper  City  authorities. 

In  my  opinion,  the  City  has  three  methods  of  procedure 
that  it  mi^ht  adopt  under  the  circumstances :  1.  The  en- 
tire matter  might  be  laid  before  Councils  and  a  proper  ordi- 
nance be  passed  ratifying  the  present  contract  and  specifi- 
cally authorizing  the  Director  of  the  Department  to  do 
the  work  in  accordance  with  its  provisions.  2.  An  ad- 
justment might  be  reached  with  the  contractor  whereby 
the  present  contract  would  be  annulled  on  such  terms  as 
would  be  mutually  agreeable,  and  the  work  re-advertised 
and  the  contract  awarded  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  second  ordinance.  3.  The  City  might  pro- 
ceed with  the  work  as  originally  contracted  for,  and  accept 
and  approve  the  work  after  it  is  done  by  a  ratifying  ordi- 
nance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  commimication  of 
the  10th  inst.,  addressed  to  "City  Solicitor,"  enclosing 
bond  drawn  by  this  Department  between  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  P.  A.  B.  Widener,  together  with  copy 
of  letters  from  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  City 
Transit  to  your  Department,  and  inquiring  whether  or  not 
the  bond  is  sufficient  to  protect  the  City  in  the  four  in- 
stances enumerated  in  your  communication.  In  reply 
thereto :  The  bond  is  ample  to  protect  the  City's  interests, 
and  I  suggest  that  you  approve  the  same. 

Replying  specifically  to  the  four  questions,  I  answer 
"Yes"  to  the  first,  as  the  agreement  will  be  recorded  and 
this  will  have  the  efl^ect  of  binding  all  subsequent  holders 
of  the  title  to  this  property. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question :  The  language  of  the 
bond  speeifically.  states  that  if  P.  A.  B.  Widener  does  not 
remove  the  vault,  upon  request,  "then  the  said  City,  by 
its  agents  or  officers,  may  enter  upon  and  take  possession 
of  and  remove  said  vault  at  the  cost  or  expense  of  the 
said  P.  A.  B.  Widener." 

In  answer  to  your  third  question :  If  the  cost  of  remov- 
ing said  vault  should  be  more  than  $10,000,  the  amoimt 
of  the  bond,  the  City  would  still  be  entitled  to  recover 
from  the  owner  or  owners  of  this  property  any  further 
sum  that  the  City  was  obliged  to  expend  in  removing  the 
vault. 

In  answer  to  your  fourth  question:  The  language  of 
the  bond  is  broad  enough  to  include  any  public  improve- 
ment, and  I  call  your  attention  to  that  part  of  the  condition 
of  the  bond  which  provides,  "and  relinquishes  and  surren- 
ders all  rights,  use  and  occupation  of  said  vault,  or  any 
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part  of  said  vault,  to  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  if  de- 
manded and  required  of  the  said  City  of  Philadelphia  as 
aforesaid  for  public  use." 

In  reply  to  your  statement  that  you  do  not  believe  the 
City  should  relinquish  any  of  its  rights  to  the  bed  of  this 
street  unless  fully  protected,  I  remind  you  that  the  City 
has  not  relinquished  any  of  its  rights  to  the  bed  of  the 
street,  as  only  a  license  is  granted  to  construct  this  vault 
under  the  sidewalk,  and  this  license,  under  the  law,  may 
be  revoked  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  any  time  the 
street  may  be  required  for  any  public  purpose.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  12th  inst.  from  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  approved  by  the 
Assistant  Dii*ector  of  your  Department  and  addressed  to 
"City  Solicitor."  The  letter  in  question  refers  to  a  con- 
tract with  the  Chapman  Decorative  Company  to  restore 
the  original  center-piece  and  to  repaint  the  eagle  in  Con- 
gress Hall  for  the  sum  of  $204.  It  appears  that  all  of 
this  amount  has  been  paid,  but  that  extra  work  found 
necessary  because  of  the  discovery  of  details  of  original 
painting  during  the  progress  of  the  work  has  been  done 
by  the  contractor  under  direction  of  the  American  Insti- 
tute of  Architects,  who  have  charge  of  the  matter,  and  a 
bill   therefor,   amounting  to   $98.07,   has  been  rendered. 
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Such  extra  work  was  not  con  tern  plated  in  the  orii!,inal  con- 
tract. The  inquiry  is  whether  this  a(klitional  amount  can 
be  paid  by  warrant,  or  whether  it  will  be  necessary  that  an 
ordinance  be  passed  authorizin<2;  such  payment. 

It  is  provided  in  the  said  contract  that  the  total  amount 
to  be  expended  for  the  work  to  be  done  thereunder  '"shall 
in  no  event  exceed  the  sum  of  $204,"  which  sum  has  been 
charo'cd  against  the  appropriation.  This  amount  having 
been  paid,  no  further  payment  can  be  made  by  virtue  of 
the  contract,  and  to  authorize  a  further  payment  it  will 
be  necessary  that  an  ordinance  be  passed  for  that  pur- 
pose by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  branch  of  Councils  and 
approved  by  the  ]\rayor.

Dear  Sir: — T  have  your  letter  of  August  13th,  asking 
whether  the  Act  of  June  12,  1913  (P.  Lr494),  amending 
previous  Acts  relating  to  the  Eastern  Pennsylvania  State 
Institution  for  the  Feeble  Minded  and  Epilei)tic  at  Spring 
City,  imposes  on  your  Department  "a  very  definite  method 
of  commitment  of  feeble-minded  persons  to  that  institu- 
tion." Also  whether  your  Department  should  present  all 
cases  in  which  it  is  interested  to  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  for  commitment,  and  whether,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  there  are  several  hundred  feeble-minded  persons 
from  this  County  now  inmates  in  Spring  City,  would  it 
be  advisable  to  have  them  all  committed  formally  by  the 
18 
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Courts,  in  order  to  provide  against  the  possibility  of  their 
discharge  from  the  institution  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Court. 

Section  13  of  the  Act  of  May  15,  1909  (P.  L.  446),  as 
amended  by  the  Act  of  1913,  provides  that  "said  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  receive  as  inmates  of  said  institution  only 
such  idiotic,  feeble-minded  or  epileptic  persons  as  may  be 
committed  thereto  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided  by 
any  of  the  Courts  of  Quarter  Sessions  of  the  following 
named  counties  in  the  Commonwealth,"  including  Phila- 
delphia. This  is  followed  by  provision  for  application  to 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  and  specific  regulation  of 
the  procedure  thereon. 

The  amended  provisions  of  the  Act  thus  impose  a 
definite  method  of  commitment  of  feeble-minded  per- 
sons to  that  institution  and  require  that  all  cases  should 
be  presented  to  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  for  commit- 
ment in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Act. 

Vv'ithout  more  definite  information  I  am  at  some  loss 
in  answering  your  third  inquiry,  whether  it  would  be 
ad^^'isable  to  have  all  of  the  Philadelphia  inmates  com- 
mitted formally  by  the  Courts. 

The  Act  of  1913  relates  only  to  the  future,  and  if  such 
patients  became  inmates  before  its  passage,  it  would  not 
be  necessary  to  have  them  committed  under  the  terms  of 
the  new  Act.  Moreover,  it  is  generally  prudent  not  to 
disturb  conditions  which  are  satisfactory,  and  unless  some 
movement  should  be  made  looking  to  the  removal  of  those 
inmates  who  came  from  Philadelphia  not  under  commit- 
ment by  virtue  of  the  new  Act,  I  would  incline  to  the 
view  that  it  would  not  be  judicious  to  raise  any  question 
as  to  them  unless  some  such  movement  were  threatened. 
I  say  this,  however,  subject  to  any  further  light  which  in- 
formation in  your  possession  may  cast  upon  the  subject.

Dear  Sir:— You  have  forwarded  to  this  office,  stamped 
"Copy  for  City  Solicitor,"  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed 
to  Mr.  P.  A.  B.  Widener  in  relation  to  the  agreement 
entered  into  between  him  and  the  City  under  date  of  Oc- 
toiier  10,  1913,  in  connection  with  the  contsruction  of  a 
sidewalk  vault  at  the  Ritz-Carlton  Hotel,  in  which- you 
ask  him  to  malce  an  early  settlement  of  the  City's  bill 
against  him,  amounting  to  $144.65,  and  you  also  forward 
to  me  a  copy  of  a  communication  to  you  from  Mr.  C.  E. 
Davis,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  upon  the  same  sub- 
ject, in  which  it  is  set  forth  that  "Mr.  Widener  be  requested 
to  pay  this  bill,  and  that  the  City  Solicitor  be  notified  of 
the  transaction."  The  copy  of  the  bill  forwarded  to  me 
shows  an  indebtedness  by  Mr.  Widener  to  the  Bureau 
of  Water  of  $144.65. 

While  you  do  not  ask  for  any  action  upon  my  part, 
permit  me  to  say  that  there  has  been  deposited  with  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  by  Mr.  Widener  a  certi- 
fied check  for  $500  to  cover  just  these  very  items  of  this 
bill.  As  soon  as  the  entire  charges  against  Mr.  Widener 
have  been  determined,  you  should  deposit  the  check,  deduct 
that  which  is  due  to  the  City,  and  you  may  then  hold 
the  balance  should  there  possibly  be  any  further  charges  to 
make  against  the  fund,  or  return  it  to  Mr.  Widener  if  he 
has  carried  out  his  agreement  and  the  City  has  no  further 
claim.  In  other  words,  he  has  given  you  the  money  with 
which  to  pay  this  charge,  and  no  notice  is  required  to  be 
given  to  him  that  you  intend  to  do  that  which  he  has 
agreed  you  should  do,  and,  of  course,  the  Law  Depart- 
ment need  not  be  employed  to  obtain  payment  when  you 
have  the  money  in  your  hands.

Power  of  Attorney  for  Other  than  Contractor  to  Receive 

Money.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  IStli 
inst.,  enclosing  two  powers  of  attorney,  one  signed  Leroy 
B.  Wenner,  appointing  Harry  E.  Clark,  his  attorney,  to 
receive  moneys  due  him  from  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for 
the  construction  of  a  sewer  under  the  Bureau  of  Chari- 
ties; the  other  signed  Mark  P  Wells,  appointing  Harry 
E.  Clark  his  attorney  to  receive  moneys  due  him  from 
the  City  for  the  erection  of  cottages  for  the  Home  for 
Feeble  Minded  under  the  Bureau  of  Charities.  You  ask 
to  be  advised  in  reference  to  said  powers  of  attorney. 

ISTeither  power  of  attorney  appears  to  be  acknowledged. 
This  should  be  insisted  upon.  I  note  also  in  the  first 
power  of  attorney,  that  of  Leroy  B.  Wenner,  that  it  pur- 
ports to  assign  "an  undivided  half  interest  of  said  con- 
tract" to  the  attorney  constituted  thereby.  Such  an  assign- 
ment is  forbidden  by  the  express  terms  of  the  contract, 
which  provides  that  ''the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
hereby  agrees  not  to  assign,  transfer  or  sublet  this  con- 
tract." Such  an  assignment  of  an  interest  in  the  contract 
should  therefore  not  be  recognized  or  assented  to  by  the 
City.  Again,  the  acceptance  of  such  a  letter  of  attorney 
without  the  assent  of  the  surety  might  seriously  prejudice 
the  City's  rights  against  the  latter. 

The  second  assignment,  that  of  Mark  P.  Wells,  is  in 
proper  form,  except  that  it  is  not  acknowledged  and  is 
without  the  consent  of  the  surety,  but  if  earlier  powers 
of  attorney  to  collect  payments  under  the  same  contract 
have  been  executed,  as  I  am  informed  they  have  been, 
care  should  be  taken  that  these  be  concelled  before  the 
present  power  of  attorney  shall  be  accepted.  I  under- 
stand that  with  reference  to  the  second  power  of  attorney. 
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that  is,  tlie  one  of  Mark  P.  Wells,  there  has  already  been 
some  iiciiotiation  with  the  City  Controller,  and  I  suggest 
that  your  Department  act  in  harmony  with  that  official, 
who  has  regular  forms  prepared  in  his  office  for  this  pur- 
pose. It  would  perhaps  be  advisable  to  require  that  such 
forms  be  used  when  contractors  desire  to  appoint  attorneys 
in  fact  to  collect  their  claims. 

I  return  herewith  the  instruments  sent  me  with  your 
communication.

Paving  of  Sixty-third  Street,  Lansdowne  Avenue  to 
Jefferson  Street

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
George  S.  Webster,  approved  by  you,  dated  August  20, 
1914,  with  enclosures,  relating  to  the  proposed  paving 
of  Sixty-third  street,  between  Lansdowne  avenuoj  and 
Jefferson  street,  with  the  request  that  you  be  advised  as  to 
the  liability  of  the  abutting  owners  for  assessment. 

From  the  data  furnished  I  gather  that  there  is  no  ques- 
tion as  to  the  liability  of  the  property  ovniers  for  the  un- 
paved  eight-foot  strip  adjacent  to  the  car  tracks,  the  sole 
question  being  as  to  their  liability  for  paving  the  13.916 
foot  strip  l)etween  the  curb  and  the  eight  foot  strip,  which 
was  paved  and  macadamized  by  the  property  owners  six- 
teen years  ago. 

It  appears  that  the  paving  and  macadamizing  of  this 
etrip  sixteen  years  ago  was  not  done  under  authority  of 
any  ordinance,  but  simply  in  pursuance  of  a  general  under- 
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standing  between  the  City  authorities  and  the  contractors 
who  did  the  work,  that  while  the  City  did  not  object  to 
them  paving  the  gutters  with  brick  and  macadamizing  the 
dirt  portion,  the  property  owners  would  not  be  relieved 
from  assessment  for  improved  pavement.  Unless  the  City 
subsequently  adopted  this  pavement  as  a  City  pavement, 
it  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  first  or  original  pavement  to 
the  relief  of  the  property  owners  for  the  proposed  pave- 
ment. It  has  been  repeatedly  held  by  the  Supreme  Court 
that,  prima  facie,  macadamizing  is  not  a  street  paving  in 
Philadelphia ;  nor  will  the  mere  keeping  the  street  in  re- 
pair constitute  a  municipal  recognition  or  adoption  un- 
less the  purpose  and  intent  be  present  or  may  be  fairly 
inferred.  It  is  a  question  of  fact  in  each  case,  and  the 
governing  consideration  is  the  nature  of  the  municipal 
action  with  regard  to  it.  Philadelphia  vs.  Eddleman, 
169  Pa.  452. 

I  would  therefore  suggest  that  the  Surveyor  and  Regu- 
lator of  the  11th  District  be  instructed  to  assess  the  cost 
of  the  entire  paving  against  the  abutting  property  owners, 
leaving  all  matters  of  controversy  for  the  Courts  to 
determine.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  stating  that 
David  McMahon,  the  contractor  for  the  repaving  of  Armat 
street,  has  requested  that  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Com- 
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panj  of  Baltimore  be  substituted  by  Edward  F.  Bennis  as 
surety  upon  the  contract  for  the  maintenance  of  the  high- 
way. Doubt  is  expressed  whether  such  request  should  be 
granted  because  of  a  possible  complication  as  to  which  of 
the  two  successive  sureties  might  be  held  liable  for  any  de- 
fects in  the  work ;  that  is  to  say,  whether  the  Fidelity  and 
Deposit  Company  might  not  hereafter  defend  against  a 
claim  of  the  Oity  upon  the  ground  that  its  responsibility 
only  dated  from  the  time  at  which  it  signed  the  bond,  and 
that  resort  should  be  had  to  Mr.  Bennis  for  defective  work, 
etc.,  previously  occurring  or  becoming  manifest. 

I  do  not  think  that  this  objection  is  necessarily  fatal  to 
the  application  of  the  contractor  for  a  change  of  surety, 
since  the  new  bond  could  readily  be  so  drawn  as  to  make 
the  responsibility  of  the  substituted  surety  broad  enough  to 
cover  all  defects  or  improper  workmanship,  whether  aris- 
ing or  becoming  apparent  either  before  or  after  the  date  of 
its  bond.  The  present  surety  should,  however,  join  with 
the  contractor  in  making  a  written  request  for  the  change.

Official  Interested  in  Contract.

Dear  Sir:- — I  have  your  letter  of  the  3d  insr.,  relative 
to  a  warrant  in  favor  of  Keller-Pike  Company,  drawn  bj 
the  City  Commissioners,  for  $452  for  electrical  work  fur- 
nished by  that  company  for  premises  Xo.  119  Xorth  Broad 
street  leased  to  the  City  Commissioners  and  occupied  by 
the  Bureau  of  AYeiahts  and  Measures.    In  view  of  the  fact 
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that  Mr.  Pike  is  a  stockholder  and  director  of  the  Keller- 
Pike  Company  and  is  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau 
of  this  City,  you  inquire  whether  you  would  be  justified 
in  auditing  the  said  bill  and  countersigning  the  warrant. 
Accompanying  your  letter  are  various  inclosnres,  includ- 
ing a  communication  to  yourself  from  counsel  for  the  Kel- 
ler-Pike Company,  to  the  effect  that  he  proposes  to  raise 
the  question  of  your  duty  in  the  premises  should  you  de- 
cline to  audit  the  bill  and  countersign  the  warrant. 

Section  51  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854, 
makes  it  unlawful  for  any  official  in  the  City  government 
to  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  sale  to  or  con- 
tract for  supplies  to  be  furnished  to  the  City,  ''or  to  any 
corporation  or  Department  by  this  Act  recognized  or  placed 
imder  the  supervision  of  Councils,  of  which  he  shall  be  a 
member  or  officer,  clerk  or  agent,  or  shall  receive  any 
gratuity,  money  or  property  whatsover  by  reason  of  said 
sale  or  contract." 

The  ordinance  of  28th  February,  1856  (page  25),  re- 
quires that  1)ills  for  services  or  supplies  furnished  to  any 
Department,  Board  or  officer  shall  be  presented  to  the  City 
Controller  for  audit,  who  is  required  to  investigate  such 
claims  and  ascertain  if  any  member  of  Councils,  member 
or  officer  of  such  Board,  or  officer  of  any  Department  or  of 
the  City  corporation  is  interested  in  the  sum  due  there- 
for, or  is  to  receive  or  has  received  any  portion  thereof,  or 
commission,  consideration  or  gratuity  relating  thereto,  and 
if  such  appears  to  be  the  fact,  he  shall  refuse  to  approve  of 
such  bill  and  report  the  same  to  Councils. 

Section  6  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874  (P.  L.  233),  pro- 
vides that  supplies  and  materials  required  by  the  City  and 
work  to  be  done  for  it  shall  be  performed  under  contract  to 
be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and  that  no  mem- 
ber or  officer  of  Councils,  or  any  Department  of  the  City 
government,  shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in  such  contract, 
directly  or  indirectly,  or  furnish  any  material  or  supplies 
or  labor  for  such  contract. 

Section  66  of  the  Crimes  Act  of  March  31,  1860  (P.  L. 
400),  forbids  any  officer  or  member  of  any  corporation  or 
public  institution,  or  any  officer  or  agent  thereof,  to  be  in 
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any  way  interested  in  any  contract  for  the  sale  or  furnish- 
ing of  any  supplies  or  material  to  be  furnished  to  or  for 
the  use  of  any  corporation,  municipality  or  public  institu- 
tion of  which  he  shall  be  a  member  or  officer  or  for  which 
he  shall  be  an  agent,  or  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
therein,  or  receive  any  reward  or  gratuity  from  any  per- 
son interested  in  such  contract  or  sale,  under  penalty  of  for- 
feiture of  his  office  and  conviction  of  a  misdemeanor,  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $500. 

Article  XIV  of  the  Bullitt  Bill  (P.  L.  1885,  p.  52)  pro- 
vides : 

''Xo  contract  for  work  to  be  done  for,  or  property 
or  materials  to  be  sold  or  supplied  to  any  city  of  the 
first  class,  or  any  department  thereof,  shall  be  made 
with  any  Councilman,  officer,  or  employee  of  such 
city,  or  with  any  firm,  copartnership  or  association  of 
which  such  Councilman,  officer  or  employee  is  a  mem- 
ber; and  if  any  Councilman,  officer  or  employee  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected  or 
appointed,  knov/ingly  acquires  an  interest  in  any  such 
contract,  he  shall  forfeit  his  office," 

By  ordinance  of  July  1,  1908  (p.  170),  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau  to  supeiwise  and 
control  the  electrical  appliances  and  equipment  of  every 
kind  conected  with  any  building,  structure  or  property  be- 
longing to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  any  branch,  Depart- 
ment or  Bureau  thereof,  and  no  contract  shall  be  entered  in- 
to in  connection  with  electrical  service  in  any  such  build- 
ing, structure  or  property,  or  for  the  supply  of  electrical 
service  thereto,  or  its  installation  therein  or  for  electrical 
connection  with  any  such  building,  structure  or  property, 
unless  plans  and  specifications  therefor  shall  first  be  sub- 
mitted to  that  official  and  shall  be  approved  by  him. 

By  virtue  of  these  several  statutes  and  ordinances  it  is 
clear  that  any  official  of  the  City  government  is  by  law  dis- 
abled from  entering  into  contractual  relations  for  the  sup- 
ply of  material,  lal)or,  etc.,  to  the  City  or  any  of  its  Depart- 
mental sub-divisions.  The  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau 
is  an  officer  of  the  City,  and  any  person  who  is  a  stock- 
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holder  or  director  of  a  corporation  furnishing  supplies  of 
any  character  to  the  City  under  contract  is  interested  in 
such  contact  within  the  intendment  of  the  law.  Common- 
wealth vs.  DeCamp,  177  Pa.  112.  If,  therefore,  the  elec- 
trical work  in  question  can  properly  be  said  to  have  been 
furnished  to  the  City,  or  to  any  Department  or  sub-divi- 
sion of  its  government,  such  contract  would  be  illegal,  no 
recovery  against  the  City  could  be  had  thereon,  and  it 
would  be  your  duty  as  City  Controller  to  refuse  to  audit 
the  bill  or  countersign  the  warrant  therefor. 

Similarly,  if  the  property  to  which  the  electrical  work 
were  furnished  were  property  belonging  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  or  any  branch.  Department  or  Bureau  there- 
of, every  consideration  of  public  policy  would  forbid  the 
official  whose  approval  is  made  essential  to  the  validity  of 
such  contract,  and  who  is  vested  with  the  supervision  and 
control  thereof,  from  being  a  party  to  the  contract  or  ben- 
eficially interested  therein.  If,  therefore,  the  Bureau  of 
Weights  and  Measures  is  a  subordinate  part  of  the  munici- 
pal government,  or  if  the  premises  to  which  the  work  was 
furnished  could  be  described  as  property  belonging  to  the 
City,  it  would  follow  that  you  should  refuse  to  approve  of 
the  transaction  and  should  accordingly  withhold  your  sig- 
nature to  the  warrant.  The  mere  fact  that  the  premises 
are  leased  and  not  owned  in  fee  would  not  prevent  their 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  or  the  work  being 
furnished  for  its  benefit  if  the  lessee  were  the  City  or  any 
of  its  Departments,  etc.  As  already  seen,  however,  the 
property  in  question  is  rented,  not  by  the  City,  but  by  the 
City  Commissioners,  or  County  Commissioners,  as  they 
are  variously  called.  These  officials  are  by  Act  of  March 
31,  1876,  Section ^7  (P.  L.  13),  made  County  officers, 
and  whatever  their  functions  may  have  been  under  the  Act 
of  1854  and  other  legislation  prior  to  the  establishment  of 
the  Constitution  of  1874,  by  virtue  of  its  provisions  and  of 
the  Act  of  1876  the  character  of  their  office  has  ceased  to 
be  municipal  and  has  become  a  County  office. 

The  Act  of  July  24,  1913  (P.  L.  960),  amending  the 
Act  of  May  11,  1911,  removes  the  Inspectors  of  Weights 
and  Measures  in  cities  of  the  first  class  from  the  category

of  municipal  officers.  It  provides  that  such  Inspectors,  in 
common  with  those  throno-hout  the  State,  excepting  in  cit- 
ies of  the  second  and  third  class,  shall  be  appointed  hj  the 
Boards  of  Connty  Commissioners,  and  throughout  the  Act 
of  1913  the  distinction  between  Inspectors  so  appointed 
and  those  appointed  by  the  Mayors  of  Cities  is  repeated 
and  emphasized,  the  former  class  of  Inspectors  being  men- 
tioned in  that  Act  as  "County  Inspectors"  in  contradistinc- 
tion to  '^'City  Inspectors." 

It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that  the  same  section 
of  the  Act  of  May  23,  18T-1,  which  forbids  City  officials 
from  being  interested  in  municipal  contracts  also  requires 
that  such  contracts  shall  be  made  the  subject  of  competi- 
tive bidding,  etc.  In  the  case  of  Price  vs.  Walton,  20  D. 
R  353,  affirmed  in  49  Superior  Court,  1,  the  last  named 
provision  of  the  Act  was  the  subject  of  discussion.  In  that 
case  supplies  had  been  furnished  to  the  City  Commission- 
ers for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Detention  for  Delinquent 
Children  established  by  Act  of  July  2,  1901  (P.  L.  601). 
It  was  held  after  exhaustive  consideration  that  such  con- 
tracts did  not  require  to  be  advertised  for  bids,  but  could 
be  let  without  such  competition  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Managers  of  the  House  of  Detention,  who  were  held  to  bo 
County  officers,  as  were  the  City  or  County  Commission- 
ers in  this  City.  It  was  further  held  in  that  case  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  Bill), above 
recited,  requiring  all  contracts  relating  to  City  affairs  to 
be  in  writing,  etc.,  did  not  govern,  as  the  contract  there  in 
question  did  not  "relate  to'City  affairs." 

The  purpose  of  the  legislation  summarized  above  is  evi- 
dently to  forbid  the  officers  or  Councilmen  of  the  City 
from  being  interested  in  contracts  for  work,  labor,  mater- 
ial or  supplies  furnished  to  the  City  as  a  municipal  body, 
or  to  its  various  Departments,  Bureaus  and  the  like,  and 
while  it  is  true  that  in  the  case  of  a  City  coterminous  with 
the  County  and  where  there  is  so  great  an  interfusion  of 
governmental  activities  between  the  two,  it  is  not  always 
easy  to  draw  the  line  as  to  which  functions  are  those  of  the 
City  and  which  those  of  the  County,  yet  in  the  present  in- 
stance this  distinction  seems  to  have  been  established  bj 
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statute,  and  to  have  received  the  sanction  of  the  Courts  in 
a  connection  closely  analogous  to  this  one. 

I  think,  therefore,  that  the  bill  and  warrant  concerning 
which  you  inquire  do  not  come  within  the  inhabition  of  any 
of  the  statutes  or  ordinances,  and  that  you  would  not  be 
transgressing  your  authority  in  auditing  and  countersign- 
ing them  respectively.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  City  Property,  approved  by  you,  of  the  10th  inst.,  in 
reference  to  contract  ISTo.  33,588,  between  the  City  and 
John  Degler,  for  the  demolition  of  property  1611-13,  Arch 
street,  dated  December  20,  1912. 

Under  the  said  contract  and  the  specifications  thereto  at- 
tached the  contractor  agreed 

''to  clear  away  all  rubbish  and  building  material ; 
to  pump  out  to  the  bottom  all  privy  wells  and  fill 
them  up  with  clean  earth,  and  to  fill  all  cellars  and 
hollow  places  with  clean  earth,  and  level  the  entire 
ground  to  the  curb  line  so  that  the  same  may  be  read- 
ily adapted  and  used  as  the  Parkway." 

in  accordance  with  its  proposal  and  the  specifications  at- 
tached to  the  contract. 

It  appears  that  a  privy  well  has  been  discovered  upon 
the  premises  which  the  contractor  did  not  pump  out  and 
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fill  lip  as  required  by  liis  contract  to  do.  It  furtlier  ap- 
pears that  he  has  been  notified  to  complete  the  work  in 
this  respect,  and  that  he  has  failed  to  do  it.  You  ask  than 
this  Department  proceed  against  the  surety  for  the  default. 

The  way  in  which  to  proceed  against  the  contractor  and 
the  surety  is  to  sue  them  for  the  cost  of  completing  the 
work,  since  I  do  not  understand  that  there  is  any  cash  de- 
posit in  the  hands  of  the  City  with  reference  to  this  con- 
tract, but  only  the  contract  itself,  with  a  surety  bond  con- 
ditioned for  the  compliance  by  the  contractor  with  the 
terms  of  his  contract.  , 

The  proper  way  in  which  to  proceed  would  be  for  the 
City  to  send  further  notice  to  the  contractor  that  unless 
the  work  is  completed  by  pumping  out  and  filling  up  the 
privy  well  by  a  fixed  time,  the  City  will  do  the  work  at 
his  expense  and  that  of  his  surety.  A  copy  of  such  notice 
should  be  sent  to  the  latter,  and  if  it  be  not  effective,  the 
City  should  do  the  work,  and  thereafter  suit  may  be  brought 
against  Mr.  Degler  and  the  Fidelity  and  Deposit  Com- 
pany of  Maryland,  the  surety  upon  the  contract,  for  the 
amount  thus  expended. 

I  send  you  herewith  a  form  of  notice  which  may  be  used 
for  this  purpose.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  September 
18th,  inquiring  where  your  Department  stands  with  refer-

ence  to  the  case  of  a  certain  Dora  Catherine  Ridgway,  an 
epileptic  imbecile,  who  has  been  in  a  hospital  for  the  in- 
sane in  Canada,  and  whom  the  Canadian  authorities  seek 
to  return  to  this  City.  There  appears  to  be  a  dispute  be- 
tween the  municipal  authorities  here  and  the  municipal 
authorities  at  Danville,  Pa.,  respecting  the  legal  settlement 
of  the  woman,  each  taking  the  position  that  her  settlement 
is  legally  in  the  jurisdiction  of  the  other. 

From  the  correspondence  which  you  forward  with  your 
letter  it  seems  clear  that,  while  it  is  true  that  the  lunatic 
visited  in  this  City  for  a  few  years  immediately  preceding 
her  removal  to  Canada  in  1911,  her  father  and  grandfa- 
ther, one  or  the  other  of  whom  would  be  liable  for  her  sup- 
port, had  never  resided  in  any  other  place  in  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  than  Danville.  The  legal  residence  of  the 
lunatic,  which,  without  doubt,  originally  was  Danville,  Pa., 
could  not  be  changed  by  herself,  and  she  would  continue 
to  have  a  legal  settlement  there  until  her  natural  guar- 
dian, her  father,  changed  his  residence  and  that  of  the 
lunatic.  Whether  the  present  settlement  of  the  lunatic  is 
Danville,  Pa.,  or  the  present  residence  of  her  father, 
which,  as  I  understand,  is  Duluth,  it  seems  clear  her  legal 
settlement  is  not  Philadelphia,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion 
that  she  should  be  returned  by  the  Canadian  authorities  to 
Danville.  Whatever  rights  the  authorities  of  Danville  may 
have  against  either  the  father  or  grandfather  or  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  they  are  fully  able  to  assert  them,  and  I 
see  no  reason  why  they  should  not  receive  her  in  the  first  in- 
stance.

Gentlemen  : — ^I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  24th 
inst.,  stating  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
hold  in  the  several  Sinking  Funds  a  free  surplus  consider- 
ably in  excess  of  the  amounts  required,  a  condition  arising 
from  the  higher  interest  rate  on  investments  that  has  been 
obtained  in  recent  years  over  that  formely  received,  in 
addition  to  which  there  is  an  excess  of  $407,140.63  in  the 
annual  appropriation  of  Councils  to  the  Commissioners  of 
the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  year  1914  over  the  amount  re- 
quired. You  also  state  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sink- 
ing Fund  are  willing,  upon  receipt  of  a  joint  resolution 
of  request  from  Councils,  to  pay  over  to  the  general  fund 
the  amount  of  excess  referred  to,  viz. :  $407,140.63,  pro- 
vided there  is  no  legal  objection  to  such  action.  The  opin- 
ion of  this  Department  thereon  is  requested. 
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This  matter  was  the  subject  of  an  opinion  of  March  5th 
of  this  year  to  the  City  Controller,  in  which  the  considera- 
tions bearing  upon  the  question  were  discussed  at  some 
length.  At  that  time  an  advertisement  was  running  in  the 
newspapers,  in  com23liance  with  law,  stating  the  amount 
appropriated  for  the  current  year  to  the  Sinking  Fund  as 
an  offset  to  the  amount  of  the  iCity's  debt.  It  was  there- 
fore deemed  at  that  time  inadvisable  to  take  any  action 
which  would  diminish  the  sum  so  appropriated  lest  the  ef- 
fect of  such  action  would  be  to  falsify  the  notice  in  pro- 
cess of  publication  and  so  mislead  the  voters.  ISTeverthe- 
less,  it  was  thought  that  upon  the  general  question  involved, 
if  the  amount  appropriated  for  the  sinking  of  the  City's 
loans  within  the  Constitutional  period  was  found  to  be  ma- 
terially in  excess  of  that  required  for  the  purpose,  it  would 
be  within  the  right  of  the  City  to  decrease  the  sum  an- 
nually furnished  to  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  for 
the  discharge  of  the  loans.  At  least  this  would  be  so  in  the 
absence  of  objection  on  the  part  of  any  holder  of  the  City's 
securities  deeming  himself  aggrieved  by  such  a  course. 

The  same  reasoning  would  apply  to  an  over-appropria- 
tion above  the  amount  required — that  is,  it  would  appear 
to  be  permissible  to  turn  back  such  excess  into  the  City 
Treasury  if  it  be  entirely  clear  that  it  is  not  needed  and 
could  not  be  used  to  meet  the  interest  or  principal  of  the 
City's  loans. 

It  is  true  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  requiring  the  levy  of 
a  tax  at  the  time  of  the  incurring  of  debt  provides  that  the 
proceeds  of  such  tax  shall  be  ''applied  exclusively  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  of  such  debt  within 
a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  such 
increase;"  yet  I  do  not  understand  that  the  appropriation 
to  the  Sinking  Fund  corresponds  to  the  gross  amount  of 
taxes  so  levied  for  the  several  loans,  but  rather  is  directed 
to  the  furnishing  of  a  sum  or  sums  which  will  be  sufficient 
for  actual  Sinking  Fund  requirements.  If,  therefore,  later 
in  the  year  it  be  found  that  the  sum  thus  appropriated  is 
certainly  and  substantially  in  excess  of  that  v/hich  is  re- 
quired or  can  be  used  for  the  intended  purpose  of  discharg- 
ing the  various  loans  at  maturity  and  paying  the  interest 
19 
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thereon  in  the  meanwhile,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  excess  in 
calenlation  may  be  adjusted  bv  the  joint  action  of  City 
Councils  and  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  and  that, 
accordingly,  it  would  be  proper  to  turn  back  into  the  gen- 
eral funds  of  the  City  the  amount  of  any  clearly  estab- 
lished over-appropriation  for  that  use.

Traveling  Expenses  CJiargeahle  Against  Appropriation  for 
Transportation,  Hotel  Bills,  Etc.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Acting 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by 
you,  of  the  22d  inst.,  in  reference  to  warrants  for  ex- 
penses in  relation  to  the  preparation  of  ordinances  with 
respect  to  the  low  grade  freight  line  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Eailrod  Company.  It  appears  that  by  ordinance  of  ISTo- 
veniber  23,  1905,  the  construction  of  that  line  was  author- 
ized, the  supervision  of  the  designs  of  all  bridges,  the  re- 
construction of  sewers  and  revision  of  the  City  plan  being 
confided  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys;  that  considerable  re- 
vision work  was  done  under  the  ordinance,  but  no  physical 
change  was  made,  and  an  amendatory  ordinance  is  now  be- 
fore Councils'  Committee  providing  for  the  renactment  of 
the  authority  granted  under  the  original  ordinance  and  ex- 
tending the  same  so  as  to  provide  for  a  freight  yard,  requir- 
ing the  construction  of  bridges,  revision  of  plans  and  re- 
construction of  sewers.  It  further  appears  that  acting  un- 
der the  power  granted  by  the  original  ordinance,  you  and 
the  Mayor,  in  order  to  make  comparisons  between  the  exist- 
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ins:  and  proposed  ordinance  and  to  secure  information 
relative  to  the  probable  electrification  of  the  line,  assigned 
one  of  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  to  visit  va- 
rious cities  where  similar  installations  had  been  placed, 
and  the  question  has  now  been  raised  whether  the  City 
Controller  has  authority  to  approve  the  bill  for  expenses  so 
incurred  under  authority  of  the  ordinance  first  mentioned 
and  charge  the  same  against  appropriations  for  the  cur- 
rent year  to  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  for  transportation,  and 
to  the  Mayor's  office  for  meals  and  hotel  expenses.  The 
amount  of  the  lull  is  less  than  $300,  and  said  items  in  the 
annual  appropriations  are  more  than  ample  to  cover  this 
expenditure. 

The  objection  to  the  approval  of  the  bill  is  based  upon 
the  fact  that  specific  authority  for  the  incurring  of  the 
charges  was  not  conferred  in  the  ordinance  of  1905. 

In  my  judgment  such  specific  authority  is  not  essential. 
The  items  of  the  appropriation  in  question  are  evidently 
intended  to  be  of  a  general  character,  and  to  cover  all 
charges  for  transportation  or  for  meals  and  hotel  expenses 
respectively  which  the  Departments  to  which  the  appropri- 
ations are  made  may  incur  during  the  year  for  which  the 
appropriations  run.  Some  measure  of  discretion  must  nec- 
essarily be  vested  in  the  executive  heads  of  the  City  Gov- 
ernment, so  that  when  such  general  appropriations  are 
made  they  may  decide  as  to  the  particular  use  of  the 
money,  so  long  as  it  may  fairly  be  said  to  have  been  de- 
voted to  public  municipal  purposes,  and  in  the  absence 
of  a  clear  abuse  of  this  power. 

In  answer  to  the  further  request  whether  it  is  proper  to 
diyide  the  bill  in  accordance  with  the  proportion  of  ser- 
vice rendered  to  the  Mayor's  office  and  to  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys,  so  that  a  part  may  be  charged  to  each  of  said  of- 
fices, since  the  expense  seems  to  have  arisen  at  the  instance 
of  both  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  and  of  the  Mayor's  Depart- 
ment, and  the  benefits  derived  therefrom  to  have  aided  each 
of  those  offices  in  the  perfonnance  of  its  official  duties,  I 
think  a  division  of  the  bill  as  against  the  two  items  of  ap- 
propriation in  the  manner  suggested  is  properly  allowable, 
and  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  bill  should  be  au- 
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dited  by  the  City  Controller  and  warrants  against  the  re- 
spective items  of  appropriation  duly  countersigned. 

I  am  sending  to  the  City  Controller  a  copy  of  this  opin- 
ion.

Advertisement  Giving  Notice  of  an  Election  to  he  Held  on 
November  3,  1914. 

Hon.  Rudolph  Blankenburg, 

Mayor  of  Philadelpliia. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Cyrus  D. 
Poss,  Jr.,  Esq.,  your  Secretary,  enclosing  a  draft  of  an 
advertisement  giving  notice  of  an  election  on  November 
3,  1914,  to  obtain  the  assent  of  the  electors  to  a  proposed 
increase  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  City,  which  he  asks 
me  to  examine  and  return  to  you  with  my  approval,  or  with 
such  changes  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Taking  up  the  specitic  subjects  of  his  inquiry,  he  states 
that  in  former  similar  advertisements  the  phrases  "IvTet 
funded  debt"  and  "Total  net  debt"  or  "IS^et  City  debt" 
have  been  used  in  explanation  of  the  proper  totals,  and 
asks  whether  these  or  some  of  these  phrases  should  not  be 
used  in  the  proper  place  in  this  advertisement.  I  think 
the  words  "l^et  funded  debt"  may  properly  appear  oppo- 
site the  item  $104,855,950.00.  "Total  'debt"  may  be 
placed  opposite  $105,857,382.93,  and  "Net  City  debt"  op- 
posite $102,628,192.07.  These  expressions  serve  to  clar- 
ify the  statement,  so  that  its  meaning  will  be  the  more  rea- 
dily apparent  to  those  unused  to  calculations  of  this  char- 
acter.    For  the  same  reason  it  would  perhaps  be  well  to 
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have  a  line  or  double  line  under  the  amount  of  the  "Net 
■City  debt." 

The  next  inquir}-  is  whether  it  is  necessary,  in  the  sec- 
ond, third,  and  fourth  paragraphs,  to  print  the  amounts 
of  property  assessments  in  words  as  well  as  figures,  fig- 
ures alone  having  been  customary  in  previous  advertise- 
ments. I  think  it  is  not  only  unnecessary  to  print  both 
the  words  and  figures,  but,  further,  that  the  statement 
would  be  clearer  if  the  figures  alone  appeared  and  this  mat- 
ter were  put  in  the  form  of  an  addition  or  calculation,  thus : 

The  amount  of  the  last  assessed  valuation  of  tax- 
able property  in  said  City  is  as  follows : 

Keal   estate    $1,641,316,027.00' 

Personal  property 571,539,535.75 


Total  assessed  valuation  of  real 

and  personal  property ...  .$2,212,855,562.75 

With  respect  to  the  insertion  of  the  amounts  devoted  to 
the  various  2:)urposes  of  the  loan  both  in  words  and  figures, 
this,  in  my  judgment,  is  a  mere  matter  of  convenience. 
The  law  requires  a  statement,  among  other  things,  of  ''the 
purposes  for  which  the  indebtedness  is  to  be  increased." 
As  a  part  of  this  information  it  is  perhaps  well  to  itemize 
the  amounts  to  be  borrowed  for  the  various  purposes ;  but 
I  see  no  necessity  for  giving  this  information  both  in  words 
and  figures  if  it  is  deemed  proper  to  condense  the  adver- 
tisement by  omitting  the  repetition  of  amounts  in  both 
forms.  In  general,  the  object  of  amplifying  in  this  way 
is  to  avoid  the  possiblity  of  error ;  and  as  the  amount  which 
would  be  saved  by  omitting  the  words  is  probably  small,  I 
think,  on  the  whole,  it  would  be  well  to  follow  this  course, 
which  is  not  an  unusual  one. 

I  do  not  see  why  the  percentage  of  the  proposed  increase 
to  the  assessment  of  taxable  personal  property  need  be  in- 
serted. As  to  the  real  estate,  this  was  always  the  course  be- 
fore the  Act  of  1913  made  taxal»le  personal  property  also 
computable  in  estimating  the  allowable  indebtedness  of  the 
City,  and  for  that  reason  it  is  proper  to  state  the  percent- 
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age  both  as  to  the  real  estate  and  as  to  the  aggi'egate  of  real 
and  personal  property ;  but  I  do  not  believe  it  essential — 
and  indeed  it  may  be  confusing — to  give  the  percentage  of 
the  indebtedness  to  the  taxable  personal  property  alone. 

The  further  inquiry  is  made  whether  it  will  be  sufficient 
to  insert  this  advertisement  in  two  English  daily  newspa- 
pers and  in  one  Germain  daily  newspaper  on  the  follow- 
ing dates;  October  3d,  5th,  12th,  19th,  26th  and  E'o- 
vember  2d,  1914.  The  dates  stated  are  sufficient  and 
proper  ones.  As  to  the  number  of  newspapers,  the  legal 
requirement  is  to  publish  the  advertisement  '^in  the  news- 
papers, not  exceeding  three,  in  said  district."  I  think  the 
advertisement  in  two  English  and  one  German  daily  news- 
paper would  sufficiently  comply  with  the  statute.  If,  how- 
ever, it  has  been  the  custom  heretofore  to  publish  it  in  three 
English  and  in  one  German  paper,  it  would  be  well  to  con- 
tinue that  practice. 

I  perhaps  need  not  say  that  I  have  made  no  attempt  to 
verify  in  any  way  the  figures  and  calculations  contained  in 
the  draft.

Assessment  of  Property  of  Board  of  Public  Education.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  comnninication  from 
Mr.  Uhler,  Acting  Chief  of  the  Highway  Bureau,  ap- 
proved by  you,  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of 
assessing  the  costs  of  repaving  sidewalks  in  front  of  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  Board  of  Public  Education. 

Under  the  Act  of  May  18,  1911,  P.  L.  309,  sec.  631,  it 
is  provided  that  school  property  shall  be  ''"exempt  from 
every  kind  of  state,  county,  city,  borough,  township,  or 
other  tax,  as  well  as  from  al  costs  or  expense  for  paving, 
curbing,  sidewalks,  sewers  or  other  municipal  improve- 
ments." 

Under  the  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  P.  L.  364,  the  City  is 
authorized  to  file  liens,  inter  alia,  for  "grading,  curbing, 
re-curbing,  paving,  re-paving,  construction  or  repairing 
the  footways  thereof,"  and  this  seems  to  draw  a  distinction 
between  the  original  improvements  and  maintenance  by 
providing  that  liens  may  be  filed  in  each  case. 

As  the  School  Code  aparently  provides  exemptions  only 
for  original  improvements,  I  am  of  opinion  that  liens 
should  be  tiled  for  maintenance,  and  the  matter  can  then 
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be  decided  bj  the  Courts.  Tbe  exemption  from  taxation 
has  been  repeatedly  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Penn- 
sylvania as  not  to  include  exemption  from  assessments  for 
municipal  imj^roA^ements.

Dear  Sir  : — I  return  herewith  powers  of  attorney  from 
Mr.  John  McMenam}^  to  collect  warrants  due  or  to  grow 
due  to  him  under  four  separate  contracts,  which  you  have 
sent  to  this  Department  with  the  inquiry  whether  these 
should  be  accepted,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  as  to 
two  of  them  claims  for  damages  are  pending  against  the 
contractor,  as  to  which  there  may  possibly  arise  some  lia- 
bility of  the  City. 

None  of  these  powers  of  attorney  is  acknowledged. 
This,  I  think,  should  be  insisted  upon.  The  assent  of  the 
sureties  should  also  be  required  before  the  powers  of  attor- 
ney are  recognized.  If  the  contractor  refuses  to  have  the 
sureties  give  their  assent  in  writing,  inquiry  may  be  made 
of  the  respective  sureties  so  as  to  give  them  an  opportunity 
to  assent  to,  or  dissent  from,  the  powers  of  attorney. 

With  respect  to  those  in  which  claims  are  pending  for 
alleged  damages,  while  the  powers  of  attorney  may  be  ac- 
cepted, sufficient  funds  should  be  withheld  to  meet  any 
possible  liability  of  the  City,  as  is  provided  for  by  the 
terms  of  the  contract,  or  a  bond  of  indemnity  with  approved 
surety  may  be  substituted  for  the  retention  of  such  money.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Mr.  Cbnnell,  Chief  of  Bureau,  approved  by  you,  request- 
ing advice  in  regard  to  the  paving  of  Tibben  street,  from 
Fountain  to  Lemont  street. 

I  understand  that  the  Paving  Company,  under  the  ad- 
vice of  its  attorneys,  hesitates  to  go  ahead  with  the  work, 
because  of  the  existance  of  a  small  strip  5  feet  by  about  116 
feet  on  one  side  of  the  street,  which  would  make  it  im- 
possible for  it  to  collect  its  assessment,  notwithstanding 
this  strip  has  been  deeded  to  the  owner  of  the  property  in 
the  rear  of  the  strip  for  the  express  purpose  of  enabling 
the  property  to  be  liened  of  the  proper  depth. 

Under  these  circumstances,  I  would  suggest  that  the  at- 
torney for  the  property  owaier  be  instructed  to  prepare  an 
agreement,  satisfactory  to  the  attorneys  of  the  Paving 
Company,  to  the  effect  that  the  five  foot  strip  and  the  prop- 
erty in  the  rear  of  the  strip  be  considered  as  one  piece  of 
property  for  the  purpose  of  filing  liens  of  the  proper  depth.

Promotion  of  House  or  Patrol  Sergeant  to  Street  Sergeant 

Civil  Service  Commission. 

Gentlemen  : — Permit  me   to   acknowledge   receipt  of 
your  letter  of  the  1st  inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  a  proposed 
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amendment  to  paragraph  D  of  Section  o.  Rule  12,  of  your 
body,  and  inquiring  whether  the  amendment  is  legal,  and 
if  legal,  whether  it  would  be  retroactive, 

I  do  not  find  any  legal  objection  to  this  rule.  It  ap- 
pears to  be  within  the  scope  of  your  authority  under  the 
Civil  Service  Act. 

With  regard  to  the  retroactive  aspect  of  the  amendment, 
I  do  not  see  how  it  arises  in  the  case  which  you  have  sub- 
mitted to  me  in  your  letter.  When  a  rule  is  adopted  by 
your  Commission  the  municipal  employees  are  subject  to 
its  provisions,  and,  assuming  that  the  language  of  the  rule 
fits  the  case  to  which  you  refer,  the  employee  would  come 
within  its  provisions. 

In  reading  Section  3  of  Rule  12  it  occurs  to  me  that  in 
order  to  enable  the  promotion  of  the  Sergeant  referred  to 
there  is  no  necessity  to  have  recourse  to  the  amendment  in 
question.  Paragraph  E  of  that  section  appears  to  be  ap- 
plicable to  the  case  before  you.  That  paragraph  provides 
that — 

"Any  employee  may  be  promoted  without  exam- 
ination upon  the  approval  of  the  Commission  to  a 
vacancy  in  a  higher  position  of  the  same  or  similar 
character,  if  the  proposed  increase  in  salary  conforms 
to  the  following  schedule :  If  the  present  salary  of  the 
applicant  is  not  over  $1,300  per  annum,  the  increase 
shall  not  exceed  $200  per  annum.  If  the  present 
salary  of  the  applicant  is  over  $1,300  per  annum,  the 
increase  shall  not  exceed  15  per  cent,  of  the  present 
salary  of  the  applicant:  Provided,  That  successive 
promotions  shall  not  occur  which  will  advance  the 
salary  of  an  employee  beyond  the  grade  of  the  ex- 
amination as  a  result  of  which  he  was  appointed  by 
an  amount  aggregating  more  than  the  maximum  pro- 
vided for  above." 

The  positions  of  House  Sergeant  and  Street  Sergeant 
are  similar  in  character  and  the  difference  in  pay  is  not 
over  $200.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  paragraph  E 
is  sufficiently  broad  to  warrant  the  promotion  without  ex- 
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amination.     Of  course,  in  all  such  promotions  the  approval 
of  the  Commission  must  be  secured.

Obstruction  of  Sidewalk  by  Freight  Station  of  P.  B.  T.  Co. 

George  D.  Porter,  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Safet\\ 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
James  A.  Robinson,  Superintendent  of  the  Bureau  of 
Police,  duly  approved  by  you,  in  which  he  says  that  com- 
plaint has  been  made  to  his  Bureau  that  the  Philadelphia 
Rapid  Transit  Company  has  erected  a  freight  station  on 
the  north  side  of  Susquehanna  avenue,  between  eleventh 
and  twelfth  streets,  and  that  teams  haul  merchandise  to  the 
platform  of  this  station,  thereby  obstructing  the  sidewalk 
so  that  pedestrains  are  obliged  to  use  the  middle  of  the 
street  or  cross  to  the  other  side.  The  Superintendent 
writes  that  '"The  sidewalk  is  paved  with  red  street  paving 
bricks  end  up.  A  space  of  35  feet  is  used  to  load  and  un- 
load merchandise,  and  the  curb  has  been  removed  and  a 
spur-shaped  inlet  constructed  to  the  building  and  curbed 
on  both  sides.  The  Lieutenant  of  the  Twenty-second 
District  reports  that  teams  haul  merchandise  all  day,  and 
back  up  to  this  platform  and  unload  and  pull  away  just  as 
quickly  as  possible,"  and  I  am  asked  whether  the  Phila- 
delphia Rapid  Transit  Company  has  authority  to  use  the 
sidewalk  for  this  purpose,  and  if  not,  what  action  should 
be  taken  by  the  Bureau  to  prevent  the  street  from  being 
so  used. 

The  Philadelphia  Rapid  Transit  Company  in  maintain- 
ing this  freight  station  is  in  the  same  position  as  the  owner 
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of  any  other  warehouse  or  factory  abutting  upon  a  street 
or  sidewalk,  and  would  have  no  right  to  obstruct  the  free 
use  of  the  pavement  by  pedestrians  to  any  unreasonable 
extent,  which  is  apparently  the  case  from  your  statement 
that  pedestrians  are  obliged  to  use  the  middle  of  the  street 
or  cross  to  the  other  side. 

As  was  said  by  this  Department  in  a  similar  case: 

"In  obstructing  the  free  passage  of  pedestrians  over 
and  across  the  pavement  in  front  of  the  premises  the 
company  commits  a  nuisance  which  can  be  abated. 
While  the  property  owner  or  tenant  has  the  right  to 
a  reasonable  use  of  the  sidewalk  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  goods  to  and  from  a  building,  yet  it  cannot  be 
so  done  as  to  obstruct  the  sidewalk  for  an  unreason- 
able time  nor  in  an  unreasonable  manner." 

I  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  you  notify  the  com- 
pany to  discontinue  its  unreasonable  use  of  the  sidewalk, 
and  if  it  persists  in  the  same  that  you  proceed  to  abate  the 
nuisance.

Paving  of  Streets  Not  Legally  But  Physically  Opened  to 

Travel.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  referring 
to  a  number  of  paved  streets  which  have  never  been  legally 
opened,  "although  practically  all  of  them  have  been 
physically  opened  to  travel  for  a  period  of  more  than 
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twenty-one  (21)  years,"  and  which  streets  require  repairs 
and  repaying  from  time  to  time,  said  streets  not  being  upon 
the  City  phm.  The  inquiry  is  whether  any  legal  reason 
exists  why  the  City  should  not  spend  its  funds  for  main- 
tenance work  on  such  streets. 

If  the  facts  thus  stated  are  definitely  ascertained,  streets 
of  the  character  in  question  have  been  dedicated  to  the  City 
by  implication  and  lapse  of  time  and  accepted  by  con- 
tinued public  user,  and  there  would  be  no  reason  why  the 
City  should  not  maintain  them  at  its  own  expense.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  of  October  6, 
1914,  signed  by  James  Robinson,  Superintendent  of 
Police,  and  approved  by  you,  with  reference  to  the  sale 
from  house  to  house  by  agents  of  the  >Tational  White  Cross 
League  of  toilet  articles,  etc.  Four  questions  are  asked. 
Taking  them  up  in  order,  my  answer  is : 

1.  That  portion  of  the  ordinance  of  April  11,  1893, 
which  extends  the  list  of  articles  beyond  fish,  fruit,  and 
vegetables,  as  stated  in  the  Act  of  1891,  is,  in  my  opinion, 
constitutional  and  enforcible. 

2.  The  fact  that  the  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
"are  peddled  by  agents  of  a  charitable  institution"  does 
not  exempt  such  agents  from  taking  out  a  license  wherever 
a  license  would  otherwise  be  required. 

3.  The  main  provisions  of  the  ordinance  of  April  11, 
1893,  are,  in  my  opinion,  constitutional.  The  case  of 
Commonwealth  vs.  Brinton,  referred  to  in  Question  3,  in 
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so  far  as  it  permits  a  preference  to  residents  or  citizens  of 
this  State  over  non-residents,  may  be  regarded  as  greatly 
modified,  if  not  overruled,  by  the  case  of  Brennan  vs. 
Titusville,  153  IT.  S.  289;  but  in  view  of  the  answer  to 
the  next  following  inqniry,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  necessary 
to  discuss  this  subject  for  the  purposes  of  the  present  mat- 
ter, 

4.  If  a  license  were  required  by  ordinance,  the  police 
authorities  might  arrest  one  violating  the  provisions  of  the 
ordinance  on  view  of  such  breach  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of 
May  3,  1876,  P.  L.  99;  but  since  the  sales  in  the  present 
instance  seem  not  to  be  made  from  a  wagon  or  other  vehicle, 
which  is  the  only  kind  of  peddling  prohibited  by  the 
ordinance  of  1893,  no  breach  or  violation  of  that  ordi- 
nance is  committed  bv  making  such  sales.

Hastening  of  Negotiation  and  Issue  of  Proposed  Loan. 

Hon.  Rudolph  Blanken,burg, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  10th 
inst.,  relative  to  hastening  the  negotiation  and  issue  of  the 
proposed  loan  of  $11,300,000,  which  by  ordinance  of  Sep- 
tember 24,  1914,  is  to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people 
at  the  coming  election  on  Tuesday,  November  3d,  calling 
attention  to  the  fact  that  a  further  ordinance  is  necessary 
to  authorize  the  incurring  of  the  loan  if  the  project  shall 
be  endorsed  by  the  voters,  and  that  still  another  ordinance 
will  be  required  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  thereof  before 
the  making  of  contracts  for  the  expenditure  of  such  pro- 
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ceeds  and  the  constnictive  work  to  be  provided  for  when 
such  contracts  shall  be  executed. 

You  state  that  it  has  been  customary  to  postpone  the 
introduction  of  the  latter  ordinances  until  the  loan  has 
been  authorized  by  the  popular  vote  and  the  result  of  the 
vote  certified  by  the  Judges  acting  as  a  lieturn  Board. 

^  You  further  state  that  industrial  and  commercial  con- 
ditions in  this  country  have  already  been  disturbed  by  the 
pending  war  in  Europe,  and  that  the  situation  may  grow 
worse  as  w^inter  approaches  and  the  number  of  men 
thrown  out  of  emj^loyment  is  thereby  increased.  There- 
fore, if  it  is  possible  to  make  the  proceeds  of  the  pro- 
posed loan  available  in  the  near  future,  you  feel  that  no 
effort  should  be  spared  to  accomplish  this  purpose,  and  you 
ask  advice  whether  it  is  lawful  to  pass  at  an  earlier  date 
than  has  been  customary  the  usual  loan  and  appropriation 
ordinances,  anticipating  favorable  action  by  the  voters  at 
the  Xovember  election.  For  these  reasons,  if  the  course 
you  suggest  shall  appear  to  be  legal,  "you  plan  to  send  a 
message  to  Councils  asking  them  to  introduce  the  loan 
ordinance  at  the  regular  meeting  of  Councils  to  be  held  on 
Thursday,  October  15th;  to  proceed  at  once  with  its  four 
weeks'  advertising  as  required  by  law,  and  to  place  it  upon 
final  passage  when  the  increase  of  indebtedness  has  been 
authorized  by  popular  vote,  and  this  fact  has  been  certified 
by  the  Judges  sitting  as  a  Return  Board."  You  also 
"plan  to  ask  them  to  introduce  at  the  meeting  next  week 
ordinances  appropriating  the  proceeds  of  the  loan  and 
specifying  in  the  usual  way  the  purposes  to  which  it  may 
be  applied  and  to  pass  those  ordinances  without  waiting 
for,  but  subject  to,  the  authorization  of  the  loan  at  the 
ISTovember  election." 

You  state  that  the  early  passage  of  these  appropriation 
ordinances  wi-11  enable  the  administrative  department  to 
know  definitely  what  work  is  to  be  undertaken;  to  pre- 
pare specifications,  advertise  for  bids  and  be  in  a  position 
to  award  contracts  as  soon  as  the  loan  ordinance  already 
referred  to  is  approved.  If  there  should  be  legal  difficulty 
in  carrying  out  the  foregoing  suggestions  in  the  manner 
outlined,  you  ask  this  Department  to  suggest  other  means 
by  which  the  same  general  purpose  can  be  secured. 
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In  answer  thereto  permit  me  to  say: 

The  statutory  provision  by  which  this  subject  is  gov- 
erned— Act  of  May  11,  1897,  P.  L.  53— being  substan- 
tially a  re-enactment  of  the  original  Act  of  April  20,  1874, 
provides,  after  requiring  the  holding  of  an  election  when 
it  is  proposed  to  increase  municipal  indebtedness  beyond 
a  sum  equal  to  two  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of 
taxable  property  in  the  municipality  and  within  the  con- 
stitutional limitation  of  seven  per  cent,  there  of,  that: 

''If  the  return  of  such  election  shall  show  a  major- 
ity voting  'that  the  debt  may  be  increased,'  the  cor- 
porate authorities  of  the  municipality  may  increase 
the  same  to  the  amount  named  and  specitied  in  the 
notice  given  for  the  holding  of  such  election,  not 
exceeding  seven  per  centum  of  the  last  assessed 
valuation  of  such  municipality,  in  the  manner  and 
subject  to  all  the  requirements  provided  by  the  second 
section  of  this  Act  for  increasing  indebtedness  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  two  per  centum  of  the  last 
assessed  valuation."     *     *     * 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  excerpt  from  the 
statute  that  the  "return"  of  the  election  showing  that  a 
majority  have  voted  that  the  debt  may  be  increased  is  a 
condition  precedent  to  municipal  action  looking  to  the 
actual  increase  of  the  debt.  In  other  words,  when  such 
"return"  has  been  made  and  the  election  has  shown  an 
assenting  majority  of  the  voters  upon  the  question  of  the 
loan,  then  and  then  only  may  the  indebtedness  of  the 
municipality  be  increased.  E'o  action  is  provided  for 
until  such  condition  has  been  fulfilled. 

In  the  case  of  Barr  vs.  Philadelphia,  191  Pa.  438,  the 
relation  between  a  permissive  vote  of  the  electors  in  the 
matter  of  increasing  the  debt  and  its  acti\al  increase  was 
discussed  by  Judge  Pennypacker,  then  President  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2  of  this  County,  and 
whose  opinion  w^as  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court. 
According  to'  the  views  there  enunciated,  the  vote  of  the 
electors  does  nqt  oblige  the  incurring  of  the  new  debt;  it 
simply  authorizes  this  to  be  done,  and  after  an  affirmative 
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vote  tlie  right  of  Councils  to  borrow  the  money  in  aeeorJ- 
ance  therewith  is  uncontrolled.  They  may  proceed  to 
authorize  the  loan,  or  may  refrain  from  doing  so,  as  in 
their  judgment  seems  best.  A  favorable  vote  of  the 
electors  authorizes,  but  does  not  compel,  the  issuing  of 
the  loan. 

In  more  recent  cases,  notably  in  the  two  cases  of 
]\lcGuire  vs.  Philadelphia,  245  Pa.  287  and  307,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  this  State  has  insisted  upon  a  literal 
compliance  Vvdth  the  statutory  and  constitutional  require- 
ments in  order  that  proposed  loans  of  this  City,  and  inci- 
dentally of  other  municipalities  in  the  State,  may  be  held 
valid,  and  the  sequence  of  steps  as  prescribed  by  the  law 
m  the  incurring  of  such  loans  has  been  regarded  by  that 
Court  as  a  vital  prerequisite  to  their  legality. 

Thus,  for  example,  it  was  held  that  at  the  time  of  the 
advertisement  of  the  election  every  element  necessary  to 
the  validity  of  the  loan  should  be  present;  that  the  com- 
putation of  the  City's  indebtedness,  though  showing  in  any 
interpretation  of  the  law  a  right  to  Ijorrow  at  the  time  of 
the  incurring  of  the  loan  would  not  justify  it  if  such  right 
in  any  view  would  be  open  to  question  at  the  time  of  pas- 
sage of  the  initial  ordinance  and  of  the  holding  of  the 
election  occurring  many  months  before  the  proposed  issue. 

I  need  hardly  say  that  I  am  in  hearty  sympathy  with 
your  purpose  to  facilitate  the  borrowing  and  employment 
of  these  funds  with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  in  order 
that  existing  conditions  of  depression  and  hardship  may 
be  to  that  extent  relieved.  I  know,  however,  that  it  would 
be  a  mistake  to  proceed  otherwise  than  in  the  regular  and 
orderly  method  provided  for  by  the  statute,  and  that  the 
suggested  short  cut  would  prove  to  be  expensive  in  the 
matter  of  time.  Should  the  loan  ordinance  be  attacked  in 
the  Courts,  as  it  might  readily  be,  there  is  but  too  much 
reason  to  think* that  upon  this  ground  legal  objection  to  its 
validity  would  be  found,  and  that  the  procedure  would 
result  in  an  illustration  of  the  maxim  that  the  more  haste 
often  results  in  the  less  speed. 

My  advice,  therefore,  with  respect  to  this  loan  is  to  pro- 
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eeed  in  tlie  regular  manner  sanctioned  by  the  letter  of  the 
law  and  justified  by  repeated  experiences. 

The  Act  of  July  24,  1913  (P.  L.  976),  authorizing  in 
cities  of  the  first  class  appropriations  to  be  made,  contracts 
entered  into  and  work  and  material  furnished  under  such 
contracts  to  be  charged  against  authorized  but  unissued 
loans,  removes  some  part  of  the  delay  in  the  actual  use  of 
the  money,  but  this  Act  does  not  become  applicable  until 
loans  which  require  an  affirmative  vote  of  the  people  shall 
first  have  been  authorized  by  them  and  then  directed  by 
the  municipal  authorities  to  be  issued.  Nevertheless,  this 
Act  can  be  taken  advantage  of  in  so  far  as  its  terms  permit 
of  the  object  you  have  in  view. 

Referring,  therefore,  to  that  part  of  your  communica- 
tion in  which  you  ask  this  Department  to  ''suggest  other 
means  by  which  the  same  general  purpose  of  promptness 
can  be  secured"  and  to  obtain  the  desired  result  of  giving 
the  unemploj^ed  opportunity  to  work,  my  recommendations 
would  be:  First,  to  take  advantage  of  the  Act  of  1913,  to 
which  reference  has  just  been  made;  second,  that  as  soon 
as  it  is  morally  certain  that  the  loan  can  be  authorized  by 
Councils  and  the  necessary  appropriations  made,  to  wit, 
immediately  after  the  election,  if  the  popular  majority  is 
even  roughly  ascertained  as  being  in  favor  of  the  loan,  the 
specifications  and  other  similar  preparations  may  be  made 
so  that  no  time  shall  be  lost  after  the  action  of  Councils 
and  you,  as  part  of  the  law-making  body,  in  authorizing 
the  loan  and  making  the  necessary  appropriations ;  third, 
and  most  important,  that  the  money  which  is  now  avail- 
able either  as  already  borrowed  and  awaiting  expenditure 
or  as  representing  loans  heretofore  authorized  but  not 
issued,  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  intended. 

A  statement  furnished  by  the  City  Controller  as  of  Sep- 
tember 1,  1911:,  which  he  assures  me  represents  with  suf- 
ficient accuracy  conditions  as  they  now  exist,  shows  that 
loans  or  parts  of  loans  already  authorized  but  not  yet 
issued  reach  a  total  sum  of  $6,210,000.  This  sum  includes 
$725,000  of  the  loan  of  October  1,  1906,  for  the  removal 
of  grade  crossings  on  the  Philadelphia  and  Peading  Pail- 
way;  $1,000,000  of  the  loan  of  February  9,  1907^  being 
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the  aniouiit  set  aside  for  the  removal  of  grade  crossings  in 
the  southern  section  of  the  City ;  $2,825,000  of  the  loan  of 
February  25,  1913,  which  was  authorized  to  be  expended 
for  the  construction  of  main  and  branch  sewers,  erection 
of  bridges,  grading  and  paving  of  streets  and  intersec- 
tions, repairs  to  streets,  improvement  of  the  water  supply, 
acquisition  of  land  for  harbor  improvements,  construction 
of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital  for  Contagious  Diseases  and 
Home  for  the  Indigent  and  other  purposes,  all  of  which 
involve  constructive  processes  and  which  would  gi\'e 
employment  to  many,  and  in  addition  there  is  the  balance 
of  the  unissued  loan  of  June  2,  1914,  amounting  to 
$1,6()0,000.  In  addition  to  this  total  sum  of  $0,210,000  of 
loans  authorized,  but  unissued,  there  appears  to  be  loan 
money  in  the  Treasury  actually  borrowed  and  upon  which 
we  are  paying  interest  and  which  is  lying  idle  and  unused 
amounting  to  $5,238,074.  The  City  has,  therefore,  a  free 
balance  of  actual  cash  and  authorized  loans  amounting  to 
$11,448,074.  Of  this  all  but  a  sum  of  less  than  $10^000 
has  already  been  appropriated  by  Councils  and  is  open  to 
use  by  the  exective  officials  of  the  City.  It  is  not,  there- 
fore, a  lack  of  money  that  i&  needed  to  give  the  unemployed 
work.  Doubtless  as  to  some  part  of  this  large  fund  prac- 
tical considerations  would  prevent  its  immediate  use,  as, 
for  instance,  in  the  case  of  the  $725,000  for  the  removal  of 
grade  crossings  on  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railway. 
Probably  valid  reasons  may  interfere  to  prevent  the  imme- 
diate use  of  some  other  parts  of  the  sum  mentioned; 
nevertheless,  there  are  millions  of  dollars  available  for  use 
now  and,  pending  the  approval  of  the  new  loan  which  is 
now  before  the  people,  which  could  be  and  should  be  ex- 
pended. A  few  of  the  items  of  appropriation  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

For  the  improvement  of  existing  police  and  fire  stations 
there  is  a  balance  of  $155,403.35. 

For  the  construction  of  main  sewers  there  is  a  balance 
of  $300,000. 

For  the  construction  of  branch    sewers  a  balance    of 
$344,350. 
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For  tlio  improvement  of  the  Parkwav  there  is  a  balance 
of  $184,933.01. 

For  repairs  and  repaving  to  streets  not  occupied  by  the 
Philadelphia  Eapid  Transit  Company  there  is  a  balance 
of  $97,962.41. 

For  grading,  paving  intersections,  resurfacing  streets, 
repairs  to  macadamized  country  roads  and  repairing 
streets  there  is  a  balance  of  $413,131.23. 

For  ^''improving  country  roads,  as  designated  by  Coun- 
cils," there  is  a  balance  of  $500,000,  and  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  ''West  Philadelphia  water  supply"  there  is  a 
balance  of  $291,056.58. 

These,  of  course,  are  but  instances  which  I  bring  to 
your  attention,  and  certainly  the  pavers  and  rammers  and 
City  laborers  might  at  once  be  set  to  work  to  repair  the 
streets,  and  I  will  advise  you  that  as  to  $67,663  of  the 
amount  to  repave  streets  not  occupied  by  passenger  rail- 
way tracks  no  action  would  be  necessary  by  Councils. 

I  have  no  doubt  that  by  using  the  great  sums  which  are 
actually  in  hand,  and  those  others  which  may  be  secured 
from  loans  already  authorized^  and  taking  advantage  of 
the  powers  given  to  the  City  by  the  Act  of  July  24,  1913, 
not  only  will  giant  strides  be  taken  toward  the  completion 
of  great  public  enterprises,  but  the  result  which  you 
desire,  and  which  Councils  has  expressed  their  intention 
to  endeavor  to  bring  about — namely,  the  giving  work  to 
the  unemployed — can  be  accomplished.  ISTearly  all  this 
money,  if  put  in  active  use,  whether  under  contract  or 
otherwise,  would  be  spent  within  the  boundaries  of  Phila- 
delphia, with  consequent  good  to  all  sections  of  its  people.

Ordinance  Begiilating  Motor-Driven  Fuhlic  YehicJes. 

William  J.  ]\Iilligan,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication 
enclosing  copy  of  '"public  hack  ordinance  for  motor-driven 
vehicles,"  and  requesting  my  opinion  as  to  the  validity  of 
such  legislation. 

Councils  are  given  the  right  to  provide  for  the  proper 
regulation  of  omnibuses  or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof 
by  Act  of  April  15,  1850,  Section  12,  P.  L.  4G9  (Brown's 
Digest,  page  1347),  which  enacts  that: 

''The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  "  *  *  shall  *  *  *  have  author- 
ity (by  ordinance  or  ordinances)  to  provide  for  the 
proper  regulation  of  omnibuses  or  vehicles  in  the 
nature  thereof,  and  to  this  end  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  said  Councils  and  Commissioners  aforesaid  to 
pass  ordinances,  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  for  the 
issuing  of  licenses  to  such  and  so  many  persons  as 
may  apply  to  keep  and  use  omnibuses  or  vehicles  in 
the  nature  thereof,  and  to  charge  a  reasonable  annual 
or  other  sum  therefor,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish- 
ment of  the  owners  and  drivers  of  the  same,  by  fine, 
for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinances 
to  be  enacted  by  virtue  hereof." 

The  words  "omnibuses  or  vehicles  in  the  nature  thereof" 
as  used  in  this  Act  were  given  a  very  broad  meaning  in 
the  case  of  Frankford,  etc..  Railway  Company  vs.  City  of 
Philadelphia,  58  Pa.  119,  where  it  was  held  that  under 
the  above  Act  Councils  may  provide  for  licensing  street 
passenger  railway  cars,  Judge  Strong  saying: 

"And  we  are  of  opinion  that  it  (the  Act  of  April 
15,  1850)   applies  to  passenger  railway  cars.     They 
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are  omnibuses,  or  if  not,  they  are  veliicles  in  the 
nature  of  omnibuses.  They  are  opened  to  all,  in- 
tended for  all.  The  change  of  form  from  that  of 
anything  known  when  the  Act  of  Assembly  was. 
passed  is  not  a  change  of  the  nature  of  the  vehicle. 
In  one  city  at  least  of  Europe  there  are  vehicles 
intended  for  indiscriminate  public  use,  run  some- 
times upon  a  railway  track  and  at  other  times  upon  a 
common  pavement.  JSTobody  can  doubt  they  are 
omnibuses.  The  form  of  the  wheels,  of  the  character 
of  the  roadway  over  which  the  vehicle  runs,  does  not 
determine  its  nature  so  much  as  does  the  uses  to 
which  it  is  put,  and  the  uses  for  which  it  is  de- 
signed." 

The  power  of  Councils  to  regulate  such  matters  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  questioned,  for  since  July  11,  1876,  an 
ordinance  has  been  on  the  books  '"regulating  and  govern- 
ing the  use  of  hackney  carriages"  in  a  manner  somewhat 
similar  to  the  reg-ulatious  in  the  proposed  ordinance. 

There  are  several  features,  however,  of  this  ordinance 
that  are  clearly  invalid.  For  example.  Section  4  of  Arti- 
cle VII  provides  that  "all  disputes  as  to  the  lawful  rate 
of  fare  shall  be  determined  by  the  police  officer  in  charge 
of  the  police  station  nearest  the  place  where  such  dispute 
is  had ;  failure  to  comply  with  such  determination  shall 
subject  the  offending  party  to  a  charge  of  disorderly  con- 
duct, punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars."  It 
is  clearly  beyond  the  power  of  Councils  to  provide  that  a 
police  officer  shall  exercise  the  functions  of  a  Magistrate 
or  Judge.  This  duty  belongs  to  the  judicial  branch  of  the 
Government,  and  it  is  beyond  the  power  of  the  legislative 
branch  to  delegate  these  functions  to  a  police  officer  or 
other  minor  City  employee. 

Likewise,  Section  8  of  the  same  article  provides  that  any 
person  Aaolating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
may  be  fined  "upon  conviction  of  such  violation  by  a  City 
Magistrate  or  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses,  or  the 
Deputy  Chief,  either  upon  confession  of  the  party  or  by 
competent  testimony."     This  section  is  objectionable  for 
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the  same  reason  as  Section  4.  A  Ma£2;istrate  is  an  officer 
of  the  judicial  branch  of  the  Government,  but  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  and  the  Deputy  Chief  are  not 
such  officers  and  cannot  be  made  so  by  ordinance  of  Coun- 
cils, nor  can  judicial  functions  be  delegated  to  them. 

There  are  other  minor  objections  to  the  ordinance.  For 
example,  paragraph  (f)  of  Section  2  of  Article  IV  com- 
pels an  applicant  to  give  a  statement  stating,  among  other 
things,  'Svhether  he  has  been  summoned  to  Court."  These 
words  obviously  do  not  convey  the  real  intention  of  the 
draftsman  of  the  ordinance,  as  great  numbers  of  our  citi- 
zens ''are  summoned  to  Court"  as  jurors,  witnesses  and 
parties,  and  it  cannot  be  intended  that  such  summoning 
into  Court  shall  have  any  bearing  on  the  status  of  the  appli- 
cant for  a  driver's  license. 

Section  3  of  Article  II  gives  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Licenses  power  to  suspend  of  revoke  any  license. 
Such  provision  would  be  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  unless 
coupled  with  the  qualification  that  the  suspension  or 
revocation  should  be  for  a  violation  of  the  ordinance  or 
other  sufficient  cause. 

Section  4  of  Article  III  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Licenses  to  examine  taximeters.  As  the 
ordinance  provides  in  another  section  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  inspectors,  it  was  probably  intended  that  such 
inspection  might  be  made  by  them,  in  which  case  this 
section  should  be  so  amended. 

Section  7  of  Article  IV  gives  the  Mayor  or  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Licenses  power  to  suspend  or  revoke  drivers' 
licenses  at  any  time.  This  provision  seems  to  me  arbi- 
trary and  unreasonable  unless  coupled  with  the  qualifica- 
tion that  the  revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  for  sufficient 
cause.  "^  It  is  true  that  the  section  provides  later  on  that  a 
statement  of  the  reasons  for  "such  suspension"  shall  be 
noted  on  the  license,  but  there  is  no  provision  that  the  sus- 
pension shall  be  for  sufficient  cause. 

Section  8  of  Article  IV  is  obscurely  worded,  as  will 
appear  from  a  careful  reading  of  that  part  of  the  ordi- 
nance. As  the  section  reads,  the  words  ''drives  for  a  hire 
a  public  hack  upon  the  streets  or  highways  of  the  City  of 
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Philadelphia"  refers  only  to  ''any  person  whose  license 
has  been  suspended"  and  not  to  the  other  persons  men- 
tioned in  the  preceding  words  of  the  sentence,  which  is 
obvious]}"  the  intention  of  the  framer  of  the  ordinance. 
This  should  be  amended. 

After  the  removal  of  these  objections  the  proposed  ordi- 
nance, which  I  return  herewith,  though  informally  and 
inartistically  framed,  will  relate  to  matters  upon  which 
Councils  may  legislate.

Legality  of  Holding  Dual  Offices  by  George  W.  Norris, 
Director,  Department  of  Wharves,  Dochs  and  Ferries. 

Willia:m  H.  Felton,  Esq.,

Deak  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  Resolution  of  Common 
Council,  passed  October  15th  inst.,  in  which,  after  a  re- 
cital, of  preambles,  the  City  Solicitor  is  requested  to  in- 
form that  body  ''as  to  the  legal  right  of  George  W.  ^Norris 
holding  a  salaried  office  of  Director  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  under  the  United  States  Government  and  at  the  same 
time  retaining  his  position  as  Director  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries." 

I  do  not  think  the  office  held  by  Mr.  ISTorris  as  a  Director 
of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  is  necessarily  a  salaried  one. 
The  Act  of  Congress  of  December  23,  1913,  under  which 
the  Reserve  Banking  System  has  been  established,  divides 
the  directorate  of  such  banks,  consisting  of  nine  members, 
into  three  classes,  which  are  designated  as  Classes  A,  B 
and  C,  respectively.  Of  these  the  Class  C  directors  are 
appointed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  the  members  of

whicli  under  the  Act  are  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Senate. 
It  is  provided  in  that  Act  that  one  of  the  Class  C  directors 
shall  be  appointed  by  that  Board  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  and  as  Federal  Re- 
serve Ao'cnt.  As  to  this  official,  it  is  further  provided  that 
"he  shall  receive  an  annual  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board  and  paid  monthly  by  the  Fed- 
eral Reserve  Bank  to  which  he  is  designated."  The  Act 
also  provides  that  "Directors  of  Federal  Reserve  Banks 
shall  receive,  in  addition  to  any  compensation  otherwise 
provided,  a  reasonable  allowance  for  necessar}^  expenses  in 
attending  meetings  of  their  respective  Boards,  which 
amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  respective  Federal  Reserve 
Banks,  Any  compensation  that  may  be  provided  by 
Boards  of  Directors  of  Federal  Reserve  Banks  for  di- 
rectors, officers,  or  employees  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board." 

From  the  foregoing  extracts  from  the  Act  of  Congress 
it  appears  that  of  the  three  Directors  of  Class  C,  only  the 
one  designated  as  Chairman  and  Federal  Reserve  Agent 
is  made  a  salaried  official  by  the  affirmative  terms  of  the 
statute.  As  to  the  other  two  Directors  of  that  Class,  a 
reasonable  allowance  for  necessary  expenses  in  attending 
meetings  is  provided  for.  and  possibly  other  compensation 
which  may  be  fixed  by  the  Boards  of  Directors  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Board. 

I  do  not  understand  that  Mr.  IS^orris  has  been  designated 
as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  therefore  it 
would  follow  that  no  positive  provision  of  the  Act  endows 
him  with  a  salary.  The  facts  appear  to  be  that  he  has  been 
appointed  by  the  Federal  Reserve  Board  one  oi  the  Class 
C  Directors  in  the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  in  this  City ; 
that  he  has  accepted  such  appointment  and  is  now  acting 
as  such  Director. 

The  office  of  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  in  this  City  is,  however,  a  salaried  one, 
and  the  question  arises  whether  that  office  is  incompatible 
with  the  position  of  a  Director  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
Bank  in  Class  C. 
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The  second  section  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitution 
of  Pennsylvania  provides  that : 

'^IsTo  member  of  Congress  from  this  State,  nor  any 
person  holding  or  exercising  any  office  or  appoint- 
ment of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall 
at  the  same  time  hold  or  exercise  any  office  in  this 
State  to  which  a  salary,  fees  or  perquisites  shall  be 
attached.  The  General  Assembly  may  by  law  de- 
clare what  offices  are  incompatible." 

Article  XV  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885  (Bullitt  Bill),  is 
in  part  as  follows : 

"Xo  person  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  of  profit 
in  any  City  Department,  and  no  person  shall  hold  any 
office  of  profit  under  this  City  or  any  Department 
thereof  while  holding  any  other  official  or  representa- 
tive position  of  profit  in  or  under  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  of 
such  City,  except  in  the  militia  service  of  this  Com- 
monwealth." 

■So  far  as  concerns  the  requirements  of  the  Bullitt  Bill 
alone,  the  incompatibility  of  any  office  of  the  City  or  any 
Department  thereof  with  an  office  or  position  under  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  is  thus  limited,  so  that 
the  latter  must  be  a  "position  of  profit;"  and,  therefore, 
one  holding  a  position  under  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  which  is  not  a  position  of  profit,  would  not  violate 
this  Act  by  continuing  to  occupy  an  office  of  profit  under 
the  City  government.  The  provision  of  the  Constitution, 
however,  is  different,  and  it  extends  to  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  the 
holding  and  exercising  of  any  such  office  or  appointment 
being  forbidden  to  anyone  at  the  same  time  holding  or  ex- 
ercising any  office  in  this  State  to  which  a  salary,  fee  or 
perquisites  shall  be  attached.  This  is  followed  by 
the  clause,  ''The  General  Asseml)ly  may  by  law 
declare  what  offices  are  incompatible."  If  the  lat- 
ter provision  were  the  controlling  one,  it  would 
be     clear     that     by     reason     of     the     Bullitt     Bill     an 
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office  or  appointment  under  the  United  States  to  which  no 
salary  or  emohnnent  is  attached,  would  not  be  incompatible 
with  a  salaried  office  under  the  Municipal  government ;  and 
such  was  held  to  be  the  law  in  the  case  of  Hanover  Town- 
ship Treasurer,  5  Kulp  98.  The  Supreme  Court  of  Penn- 
sylvania, however,  in  interpreting  this  section  of  the  Con- 
stitution, adopted  a  different  view  in  the  case  of  DeTurk 
vs.  Commonwealth,  129  Pa.  152,  in  which  it  was  held  that 
notwithstanding  the  last  sentence  of  the  Constitutional 
provision,  certain  Federal  and  State  offices,  though  not 
designated  in  any  of  the  Acts  of  Assembly  declaring  in- 
compatibility of  office,  were  nevertheless  incompatible  by 
virtue  of  the  second  section  of  Article  XII  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, which  was  regarded  by  that  tribunal  as  laying  down 
a  fixed  rule  of  law  independent  of  any  statutory  enactment 
upon  the  subject. 

Xo  Act  of  Assembly  declares  the  office  of  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  incompatible 
with  the  position  of  a  Director  of  a  Federal  Reserve  Bank 
in  'Class  C ;  nevertheless,  if  the  two  come  within  the  mean- 
ing 6i  the  first  sentence  of  this  section  of  the  Constitution, 
they  cannot  be  held  contemporaneously  by  the  same  person. 
That  the  Constitutional  provision  in  question  relates  to 
Municipal  as  well  as  State  offices  follows  from  the  decision 
of  the  Supreme  'Court  of  this  State  in  the  cases  of  House- 
man vs.  Commonwealth,  100  Pa.  222,  and  Richie  vs.  Phila- 
delphia, 225  Pa.  511,  and  various  other  decisions.  The 
office  of  Director  of  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries  is  therefore  "an  office  in  this  State  to  which 
a  salary,  fees  or  perquisites"  are  attached  within  the  Con- 
stitutional meaning;  and,  if  the  position  of  a  Class  C  Di- 
rector of  a  Federal  Reserve  Bank  is  an  office  or  appoint- 
ment of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  within  the 
sense  of  the  Constitution,  the  two  position  are  incompati- 
ble. 

From  an  inspection  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Act,  it  is 
seen  that  the  object  sought  to  be  accomplished  !iv  the  clas- 
sification of  the  Directorships  in  the  Reserve  Banks  is  to 
have  on  the  Governing  Board  of  these  institutions  repre- 
sentatives of  all  interests  wliicli  mav  be  affected  bv  their 
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operations,  and  tlie  nietliod  of  selection  of  the  various 
Classes  insures  this  object.  As  already  seen.  Class  C  Di- 
rectors are  appointed  by  the  Federal  Eeserve  Board,  the 
members  of  which  are  in  turn  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate.  Those  Directors  thus  represent  the  interests  and 
express  the  wishes  of  the  Government  in  connection  with 
the  management  of  the  banks. 

It  is  definitely  settled  that  banking  institutions  and 
banking  systems  of  the  general  character  of  this  one  are 
public  agencies  and  that  their  justification  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  is  that  they  serve  Govern- 
mental needs  and  fulfill  National  purposes.  It  was  early 
so  decided  by  Chief  Justice  Marshall  in  reference  to  the 
Act  of  April  10,  1816,  setting  up  the  old  United  States 
Bank,  in  the  leading  cases  of  McCullough  vs.  Maryland,  4 
Wheaton,  316,  and  Osborn  vs.  Bank  of  U.  S.,  9  Wheaton, 
T38,  and  the  same  doctrine  was  applied  to  the  present  J^a- 
tional  Banking  System  in  the  case,  among  others,  of  Far- 
mers' Bank  vs.  Minnesota,  232  U.  S.  Rep.  516,  decided  in 
1913. 

The  vState  Constitutional  provision  is  broad  enough  to 
cover  not  only  any  ofilce,  but  also  any  appointment,  either 
of  trust  or  profit,  under  the  United  States,  and  that  the  po- 
sition of  a  Director  of  this  Class  is  an  office,  or  at  least  an 
appointment  of  trust,  seems  to  be  a  necessary  conclusion 
from  the  facts  stated.  It  has  been  held  repeatedly  that  Di- 
rectorships in  banks  are  positions  of  trust,  and  that  such 
Directors  bear  the  relation  of  Trustees  to  the  stockholders 
and  depositors  whom  they  represent  on  the  Board.  The 
position  of  a  Class  C  Director  is  therefore  an  office  or  ap- 
pointment of  trust,  and  such  appointment  being  made  by 
the  Federal  Reserve  Board,  a  body  of  I^ational  officers  cre- 
ated by  Act  of  Congress  and  themselves  appointed  by  the 
President,  and  in  a  bank  established  by  the  law  of  the 
United  States  for  the  purpose  of  representing  its  interests 
as  a  Government  and  possibly  a  stockholder,  and  to  ad- 
minister a  system  of  banking  provided  for  by  the  Act,  I 
do  not  see  how  the  inference  can  be  avoided  that  such  a  po- 
sition is  an  office  or  appointment  of  trust  under  the  United 
States. 
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The  office  of  Director  of  tlie  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  and  the  position  of  a  Class  C  Director 
of  a  Federal  Ucserve  Bank  are  therefore,  in  my  opinion, 
incompatible  under  Section  2  of  Article  XII  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Pennsylvania.  What,  then,  is  the  status  of  an  in- 
cumbent of  the  office  of  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  who  has  accepted  and  is  occu- 
pying such  an  appointment  in  a  Federal  Eeserve  Bank  at 
the  hands  of  the  Federal  Pteserve  Board  ?  In  the  case  of 
DeTurk  vs.  Commonwealth,  already  referred  to,  the  pro- 
position is  stated  by  the  Court  that  the  acceptance  of  a  sec- 
ond incompatible  office  constitutes  an  implied  resignation 
of  the  first  office.  In  thkt  case,  which  was  a  proceeding  in 
quo  warranto  to  determine  the  title  of  the  respondent  to 
the  office  of  County  Commissioner,  he  having  held  the 
office  of  Postmaster  at  the  time  of  his  acceptance  of  the 
former  office,  the  Supreme  Court  said: 

"The  judgment  of  ouster  therefore  rests  on  the  al- 
leged forfeiture  resulting  from  a  prior  holding  of  the 
two  offices  at  the  same  time.  But  as  the  acceptance  of 
the  second  office  was  an  implied  resignation  of  the 
first —  an  election  to  hold  the  former  and  to  surrender 
the  latter — it  did  not  forfeit  the  respondent's  title  to 
the  office  which  he  so  elected  to  hold  and  exercise." 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  the  acceptance  of  the 
second  of  two  incomjjatible  offices  amounts  to  a  resignation 
or  abandonm.ent  of  the  first  of  such  offices,  and  that,  while 
the  title  to  the  second  office  is  not  affected  by  the  previous 
occupancy  of  the  first,  the  latter— that  is  to  say,  the  first 
office — is  thereby  vacated.  Being  thus  forbidden  by  the 
Constitution  of  Pennsylvania  to  hold  an  office  in  the  State 
(including  a  Municipal  office  therein)  at  the  same  time  that 
one  holds  a  Federal  office  or  appointment,  either  of  profit 
or  of  trust,  the  acceptance  of  the  latter  by  necessity  works 
a  resig-nation  of  the  former,  and  whether  the  position  of  a 
Class  C  Director  in  a  Federal  Reserve  Bank  is  to  be  re- 
garded as  "an  office"  or  as  "an  appointment"  of  trust 
"under  the  United  States,"  the  result  is  the  same. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion,  first,  that  the  two  offices  or 
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positions  in  question  are  incompatible;  and,  second,  that 
the  acceptance  and  occupancy  by  a  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries  of  the  appointment  or 
office  of  a  Class  C  Director  in  a  Federal  Reserve  Bank  is 
in  contemplation  of  law  an  election  to  surrender  the  Muni- 
cipal office  which  he  occupied  at  the  time  of  such  accept- 
ance and  occupancy  of  the  I^ational  appointment.

Driveway  Across  Sidewalk.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  of  this  date  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  bearing  your  ap- 
proval, with  reference  to  the  ordinance  of  May  15,  1914:, 
prohibiting  the  laying  or  maintenance  of  any  driveway 
across  the  sidewalks  on  certain  j)ortions  of  Market,  Chest- 
nut  and   Walnut   streets. 

It  appears  that  complaint  has  been  made  in  regard  to 
a  private  drivewa}^  across  the  sidewalk  at  No.  1608  Mar- 
ket street  in  front  of  property  owned  or  occupied  by  Mor- 
ris, AVheeler  &  Company,  which  is  in  good  condition  and 
has  been  in  existence  for  at  least  fifty  years.  The  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  inquires  what  procedure  should 
be  followed  in  this  and  similar  cases ;  whether  the  property 
owner  shall  be  ordered  to  take  up  the  driveway  and  re- 
pave  as  a  sidewalk,  or,  if  notice  is  served  and  disregarded, 
what  course  should  be  pursued. 

The  ordinance  provides  that  it  shall  be  declared  a 
nuisance  and  unlawful  to  lay  or  maintain  a  driveway 
across  the  sidewalk  of  any  portion  of  Market,  Chestnut 
and  Walnut  streets,  between  Second  and  Seventeenth 
streets.  Any  violation  of  the  ordinance  shall  subject  the 
offender  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that 
it  is  maintained,  such  fine  to  be  collectible  as  like  penal- 
ties are  now  collected  by  law.  Providing  that  the  ordi- 
nance shall  not  apply  to  driveways  used  by  railroads,  rail- 
way companies,  express  companies,  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment or  the  MunicijDal  Government. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  method  of  procedure  in  this 
matter  is  indicated  by  the  ordinance,  which  fixes  a  pen- 
alty of  five  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  that  such  drive- 
way is  maintained.    In  the  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Lyster, 
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3  Superior  Court,  475,  it  was  decided  tliat  when  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  City  supplies  a  penalty  for  the  commission  of 
a  forbidden  act  the  proper  remedy  is  to  sue  for  the  penalty 
and  not  to  appeal  to  the  Courts  for  an  injunction,  or  pro- 
ceed otherwise  than  is  provided  by  the  ordinance.  Whether 
the  ordinance  in  question  is  a  valid  one  will  possibly  be 
disputed,  and  that  question  can  be  decided  in  a  suit  for 
the  penalty  which  the  ordinance  provides. 

I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to  notify  the  property 
owners  in  such  cases  to  remove  the  driveway  and  repave 
the  sidewalk  within  a  time  to  be  fixed,  say  ten  days,  or 
the  like.  If  such  notice  be  disregarded  suit  may  be  brought 
for  the  penalty  and  the  questions  involved  may  thus  be 
litigated.

Paving  of  Fifty-eiglith  Street,  from  Ashland  Avenue  to 
Hoffman  Street.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  dated  October  I7th,  but  re- 
ceived to-day,  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
approved  by  you,  in  further  reference  to  the  ordinance 
authorizing  the  paving  of  Fifty-eighth  street,  from  Ash- 
land avenue  to  Hoffman  street.  It  appears  therefrom  that 
two  ordinances  were  passed  upon  this  subject,  one  provid- 
ing for  paving  with  vitrified  brick  and  another  direct- 
ing that  the  street  be  paved  with  asphalt ;  that  the  opinions 
of  this  Department  of  luly  21st  and  August  10th  of  this 
year  were  sent  in  response  to  your  requests,  recommending 
that  no  work  be  done  until  the  conflictino;  legislation  be 
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this  purpose  but  has  not  yet  been  passed.  U^pon  these 
facts  the  question  is  asked  whether  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways wouhl  be  juslitied  in  ordering  tlie  contractor  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  contract  for  the  brick  paving,  or  whether  it 
would  be  desirable  to  wait  further  until  the  present  ordi- 
nance, which  I  gather  repeals  the  ordinance  for  the  asphalt 
paving,  is  passed  and  approved. 

In  my  opinion  the  latter  course  is  to  be  preferred.  The 
proposed  ordinance  pending  in  Councils  has  no  eifect  as 
legislation  and  it  would  be  imprudent  to  treat  it  as  an  exist- 
ing ordinance  until  it  is  passed  and  approved,  or  becomes 
effective  without  approval,  or  is  passed  a  second  time  over 
the  executive  veto.

'Contract  with  Walter  Wood  for  Cast  Iron  Pipe;  Payment 
of  Warrant.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  20th 
inst.  with  reference  to  bill  and  warrant  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Supplies  for  $19,003.26  under  contract  with  Wal- 
ter Wood  for  cast  iron  pipe. 

You  state  that  from  the  newspapers  it  appears  that  pro- 
ceedings have  been  instituted  by  the  estate  of  Stuart  Wood, 
deceased,  ag'ainst  Walter  Wood  individually  and  as  sur- 
viving and  liquidating  partner  of  R.  D.  Wood  &  Company, 
and  in  view  of  these  proceedings  you  ask  whether  you 
would  be  justified  in  paying  the  said  warrant,  or  should 
you  hold  it  until  the  decision  of  the  Court  is  rendered. 
21 
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Since  the  date  of  your  letter  the  Court  has  made  a  de- 
cree appointing  M.  Hampton  Todd  and  Walter  Wood, 
receivers  of  the  late  partnership  of  R.  D.  Wood  &  Com- 
pany, enjoining  \Valter  Wood  from  interfering  with  the 
receivers  in  the  taking  possession  of  the  property  of  said 
firm,  etc.  A  certified  copy  of  such  decree  has  been  fur- 
nished me. 

The  contract  in  question  was  made  after  the  death  of 
Stuart  Wood  and  was  with  Walter  Wood  alone,  so  that 
the  decree  made  by  the  'Court  has  no  reference  to  the  sub- 
ject or  proceeds  of  that  contract,  but  is  confined  to  the  late 
firm  of  11.  D.  Wood  &  Company,  a  distinct  and  separate 
concern. 

I  therefore  see  no  reason  why  the  warrant  in  question, 
drawn  in  favor  of  Walter  Wood  under  a  contract  with 
him,  should  not  be  delivered  to  Mr.  Wood  «dn  the  usual 
manner  with  respect  to  such  warrants.

Dkai;  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  enclosing 
copies  of  correspondence  between  yourself  and  the  City 
Controller  relative  to  the  request  of  that  official  that  you 
negotiate  $825,000  of  the  $7,000,000  loan  of  1912,'  of 
which  $4,175,000  was  negotiated  in  the  spring  of  1913. 
You  ask  me  whether,  under  the  Act  of  July  24,  1913,  the 
proceeds  of  various  City  loans  can  be  treated  as  a  single 
fund,  or  whether  it  will  l)e  necessary  for  you  to  float  the 
additional  j^ortion  of  the  loan  of  1912,  as  he  requests. 
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As  appears  from  the  various  opinions  of  this  Depart- 
ment cited  by  the  City  Controller  in  his  letter  to  you  of 
October  21st,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  proceeds  of  various 
loans  cainiot  be  treated  as  a  single  fund,  but  that  each  loan 
nnist  be  set  apart  so  that  the  money  borrowed  thereunder 
shall  be  used  for  the  purposes,  and  only  for  the  purposes, 
for  which  such  loan  was  authorized  by  the  people  or  by 
Councils. 

As  to  the  second  branch  of  your  inquiry,  whether  it  will 
be  necessary  to  float  the  additional  portion  of  the  loan,  as 
requested  by  the  City  Controller,  in  so  far  as  this  question 
may  be  intended  to  relate  to  the  financial  aspect  of  the 
matter,  I  should  assume  from  the  facts  presented  by  the 
City  Controller  that  that  course  would  be  necessary;  and 
in  so  far  as  your  query  is  directed  to  legal  considerations, 
I  am  still  of  the  opinion,  as  already  repeatedly  stated  by 
me,  that  the  Act  of  July  24,  1913,  "does  not  dispense 
with  the  necessity  of  having  loan  money  physically  in 
the  Treasury  before  warrants  are  actually  drawn  under 
contracts  to  provide  for  which  the  funds  are  directed  to  be 
borrowed,  for  if  this  precaution  is  not  observed,  the  whole 
fiscal  system  of  the  'City  would  be  thrown  into  confusion." 
I  cannot  add  to  or  detract  from  the  view  expressed  in  the 
foregoing  excerpt,  which  is  embodied  in  the  C^ty  Control- 
ler's letter  to  you.

Affidavit  by  ^Contractors   that  None  But   Citizens  Have 
Been  Employed.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
enclosing  a  letter  from  Ira  D.  Williams,  attorney  for  the 
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Atlantic  Refining  Company,  with  reference  to  tlie  right 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  exact  of  contractors  the 
affidavit  reqnired  by  the  ordinance  of  December  10,  1901, 
which  forbids  the  employment  of  other  than  ''competent 
and  first  class  workmen  who  are  citizens  of  the  United 
States"  and  defines  competent  workmen  as  those  who  are 
duly  skilled  in  their  respective  branches  of  labor,  and  who 
shall  be  paid  such  rate  of  wages  and  for  such  hours  of 
work  as  shall  be  the  established  and  current  rafe  of  wages 
paid  for  such  hours  by  employers  of  organized  labor  in 
the  doing  of  similar  work. 

The  ordinance  further  provides  that  before  any  war- 
rant shall  be  countersigned  by  the  City  'Controller  for  work 
done  for  the  City  the  contractor  shall  first  file  with  that 
official  an  affidavit  showing  compliance  with  the  terms  of 
the  ordinance,  and  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  is  fixed  for 
each  day  and  for  each  person  employed  by  the  contractor 
who  is  not  a  competent  and  first  class  workman  as  therein 
defined. 

In  his  letter  Mr.  Williams  cites  several  cases,  and  also 
opinions  of  a  former  'City  Solicitor,  to  the  effect  that  this 
ordinance  is  invalid  and  that  it  cannot  be  sustained.  That 
this  Department  under  its  present  incumbency  does  not 
differ  widely  from  these  views  wull  appear  from  the  Opin- 
ions of  the  City  Solicitor  for  1912,  page  400.  The  re- 
quirement that  those  who  are  employel  upon  City  contracts 
must  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  is  undoubtedly  il- 
legal. The  ordinance  of  1901  differs  somewhat  from  those 
construed  in  the  cases  cited,  in  that  the  pa^^ment  of  Union 
wages  for  Taiion  hours  of  work  is  made  a  criterion  or  ele- 
ment of  the  definition  of  competent  and  first-class  work- 
men and  not  an  independent  and  seemingly  purposeless 
requirement,  as  in  the  other  instances,  and  it  is  possible 
that  this  distinction  might  avail  to  sustain  the  validity  of 
the  ordinance.  Moreover,  if  its  provisions  are  to  be  disre- 
garded as  void,  this  would  better  be  done  in  pursuance  of 
a  judicial  finding  rather  than  by  the  independent  action 
of  the  executive  branches  of  the  City  Government  in  seem- 
ing opposition  to  what  has  been  enacted  by  the  legislative 
branch. 
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For  this  reason  I  would  Le  inclined  to  advise  _you  to 
insist  upon  having  the  required  affidavit  made  before  is- 
suing the  vi'arrant,  except  that  bj  Section  2  of  the  ordi- 
nance I  find  that  the  affidavit  is  a  condition  of  the  counter 
signature  of  the  warrant  by  the  City  Controller  and  is  to 
be  filed  with  him,  and  is  not  related  to  the  drawing  and 
signing  of  the  warrants  by  the  respective  heads  of  the 
Departments.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  the  letter  of  the  19th  inst. 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  approved  by  you, 
with  reference  to  certain  matters  in  connection  with  the 
Auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  Company  under  ordinances  of  June 
3,  1904  (p.  125),  and  November  15,  1909  (p.  276).  The 
latter  of  these  ordinances,  which  repeals  the  earlier  one, 
pro\'idcs  in  Section  4  that  the  privileges  granted  "shall 
continue  for  a  period  of  five  years,  and  thereafter  may  at 
any  time  be  revoked  by  ordinance  of  Councils,  and  shall 
at  all  times  be  exercised  and  maintained  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Electrical  Bureau."  From  this  it  is  ap- 
parent that  the  ordinance  will  expire  on  ISTovember  15, 
1914,  at  least  to  the  extent  that  thenceforward  Councils 
may,  by  a  new  ordinance,  impose  such  conditions  upon  the 
Fire  Alarm  Company  as  may  be  deemed  proper.  Assum- 
ing, however,  that  the  ordinance  as  it  now  exists  will  con- 
tinue in  force,  and  taking  up  the  questions  asked  in  their 
order,  I  would  answer  them  as  follows: 

First.     Can  the  Electrical  Bureau  properly  grant 
permits  to  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Alarm   Company,  al- 
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lowing  them  to  install  overhead  wires  in  localities 
where  there  are  no  underground  conduits  existing  ? 

The  Electrical  Bureau  may  grant  permits  allowing  the 
Auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  Company  to  install  overhead  wires 
in  localities  where  there  are  no  underground  conduits,  but 
as  a  matter  of  public  policy  I  respectfully  suggest  that  all 
wires  should  be  buried  as  speedily  as  possible. 

Second.  If  so,  and  later  any  conduits  are  built  in 
this  locality,  can  the  Electrical  Bureau  require  the 
Auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  Company  to  place  the  afore- 
said wires  underground  i 

Third.  If  these  conduits  subsequently  built  belong 
to  the  City,  shall  a  charge  be  made  by  the  Electrical 
Bureau  against  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  Company 
in  accordance  with  ordinance  of  April  10,  1893  ? 

In  answer  to  the  second  and  third  inquiries,  I  would 
say  that  in  granting  the  permits  to  install  overhead  wires, 
conditions  may  readily  be  inserted  in  the  permit  requiring 
the  wires  to  be  placed  underground  whenever  available 
conduits  shall  be  built  in  the  locality ;  and  that  if  such 
conduits  l)elong  to  the  City,  the  wires  so  placed  therein 
underground  shall  be  subject  to  the  charge  provided  by 
the  ordinance  of  1893,  or  such  other  ordinances  as  may 
have  been,  or  from  time  to  time  shall  be,  passed  in  regiila- 
tion  of  the  subject. 

Fourth.  If  these  conduits  belong  to  Public  Ser- 
vice Corporations,  can  the  City  claim  the  use  of  one 
or  more  of  the  conduits,  as  provided  for  in  the  ordi- 
nances of  various  corporations  and  direct  the  Auxil- 
iary Fire  Alarm  Company,  to  put  its  wires  therein, 
and  if  so,  shall  the  Auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  Company 
make  any  payment  to  the  City  for  the  use  of  these 
ducts  ? 

I  am  not  sure  that  I  quite  comprehend  the  purport  of 
this  inquiry.  If  the  suggestion  is  that  imder  the  right  re- 
served to  the  City  to  the  use  of  one  or  more  chaml)ers  in 
the  conduits  of  corporations  to  which  the  privilege  of  build- 
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ing  their  conduits  Tinder  the  street  has  been  extended,  it 
(the  City)  can  reqnire  such  companies  to  permit  the  Aux- 
iliary Fire  Alarm  Company  to  place  its  wires  in  the  cham- 
bers so  reserved,  the  City  collecting  from  the  Fire  Alarm 
Company  payments  for  the  use  of  such  ducts  or  chambers, 
I  do  not  think  that  this  would  be  permissible.  The  right 
reserved  to  the  City  is  limited  in  such  cases  to  the  use  of 
the  ducts  for  its  own  purposes.  This  would  not  extend  so 
far  as  to  permit  it  to  rent  out  the  ducts  and  collect  revenue 
for  their  use.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  this  morning  received  the  letter  of 
the  20th  inst.  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
approved  by  you,  in  reference  to  applications  for  permits 
for  the  erection  of  ornamental  marquises  over  the  sidewalk 
in  accordance  with  the  ordinance  of  Councils  of  March  22, 
1900,  of  which  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  kind  enough  to 
send  me  a  copy. 

The  inquiry  is  whether  the  Bureau  of  Highways  is  justi- 
fied in  approving  permits  in  cases  where  the  marquises 
or  awnings  ( composed  of  metal  and  glass)  do  not  extend 
across  the  full  width  of  the  curb,  and  reasons  are  stated 
why  it  is  desirable  to  have  them  so  extend. 

The  ordinance  of  1900  is  the  only  one  of  which  I  am 
aware  which  relates  to  glass  and  metal  awnings.  It  con- 
tains a  number  of  provisions,  among  them  the  require- 
ment that  the  awniniis  nuist  1)C  not  less  tiian  ten  feet  in 
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the  clear ;  that  no  signs  be  displayed  thereon  except  the 
names  of  the  owners  or  tenants  and  the  nature  of  the 
business  conducted  in  the  premises,  and  that  the  said 
awnings  shall  ^'be  supported  by  wrought  iron  stretchers 
and  posts."  It  is  further  provided  that  no  such  awnings 
shall  be  erected  or  constructed  without  a  permit  from  the 
■Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways. 

This  ordinance  was  the  subject  of  consideration  by  the 
Superior  'Court  in  the  recent  case  of  Philadelphia  vs.  Bon- 
wit,  Teller  fe  Company,  50  Superior  Court,  260.  The  or- 
dinance excepts  out  of  its  permissive  provisions  the  south 
side  of  Chestnut  street,  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuyl- 
kill rivers.  The  marquise  or  awning  in  question  was  lo- 
cated on  the  south  side  of  Chestnut  street  above  Thirteenth 
street,  and  its  legality  was  attempted  to  be  maintained  be- 
cause it  did  not  extend  across  the  sidewalk  and  was  not 
supported  by  wrought  iron  stretchers  and  posts,  the  argu- 
ment being  that  the  ordinance  was  restricted  only  as  to 
awnings  which  had  the  iron  supports  thus  provided  for. 
This  contention  was  not  supported  by  the  Court,  which 
held  that  under  the  Act  of  April  16,  1838,  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  had  the  authority  to  pass  an  ordinance  re- 
quiring all  awnings  extending  over  the  sidewalks  to  be 
supported  in  this  manner,  and  that  such  was  the  effect 
of  the  ordinance  of  1900.  As  the  awning  posts  could  not 
be  placed  elsewhere  than  at  the  outer  extremity  of  the 
sidewalk,  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  by  virtue  of  the 
terms  of  the  ordinance,  the  marquise  being  composed  of 
iron  and  glass,  only  those  should  be  permitted  which  are 
supported  by  wrought  iron  posts,  and  consequently  those 
which  extend  across  the  entire  sidewalk. 

As  to  the  further  suggestion  contained  in  the  letter  that 
power  is  given  to  the  Highway  Bureau  "to  approve  plans 
only  as  to  structural  strength  and  certain  other  matters, 
as  mentioned  in  the  ordinance,  but  does  not  empower  me 
with  the  authority  to  grant  these  permits  when  the  mar- 
quise does  not  extend  to  the  curb,"  I  think  that  that  Bureau 
is  authorized  to  pass  upon  all  matters  in  order  that  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  shall  be  complied  with  when- 
ever permits  may  be  granted. 
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The  foregoing  conclusions  are  supported  by  the  terms 
of  Section  3  of  the  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  which 
declares  it  to  be  a  nuisance  '^to  place,  keep  or  maintain 
any  awning  which  shall  not  extend  to  the  line  of  the 
curbstone."

LegaUty  of  Failings  on  Footway  Beyond  Ilouseline. 
Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  you,  inquiring 
whether  it  is  lawful  to  allow  brass  or  iron  railings  to  be 
erected  on  the  footway  beyond  the  houseline,  applications 
for  permission  to  erect  such  railing  being  constantly  re- 
ceived where  it  is  desired  to  place  a  railing  approximately 
three  feet  from  the  building  line  and  resting  on  the  coping 
stone  of  the  areaway  wall.  The  inquiry  is  directed  to  those 
parts  of  the  City  not  included  within  the  boundaries  to 
which  the  ordinance  of  September  10,  1912,  applies,  the 
latter  ordinance  being  limited  to  the  territory  between  the 
Delaware  and  Schuylkill  rivers  and  between  Vine  and 
Spruce  streets,  inclusive. 

The  ordinance  of  September  23,  1864,  page  357,  as 
amended  by  ordinance  of  March  21,  1891,  page  98,  makes 
it  a  nuisance  to  place  or  maintain  any  cellar-door  or  steps 
which  shall  extend  more  than  four  feet  six  inches  into  any 
footway  of  any  street  of  fift}'  feet  in  width  or  upwards, 
or  a  proportionate  distance  into  any  footway  of  any  street 
of  a  less  width  than  fifty  feet. 
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Section  12  of  that  ordinance  makes  it  a  nnisance  to  set 
np  or  maintain  any  fence  Ijeyond  the  hnilding  line,  or  any 
railing  except  around  excavated  areas  now  existing,  so  as 
to  reduce  the  footways  of  streets  of  one  hundred  feet  and 
over  in  width  to  a  width  of  less  than  sixteen  feet ;  of  eighty 
foot  streets  to  a  width  of  less  than  fourteen  feet ;  of  streets 
sixty  feet  in  width  to  a  width  less  than  twelve  feet ;  of 
streets  fifty  feet  in  width  to  a  width  of  less  than  ten  feet, 
and  of  all  streets  of  a  less  width  than  fifty  feet  to  a  width 
of  less  than  eight  feet. 

Section  13  of  the  ordinance  of  1864  (amended  hy  or- 
dinance of  January  3,  1903,  page  14)  declares  it  to  ho 
a  nuisance  "to  excavate  or  construct  hereafter  any  area 
or  other  encroachment  on  any  footway  of  the  City,  except 
as  herein  allowed." 

In  the  case  of  Webb  vs.  Philadelphia,  231  Pa.  21,  the 
City  was  held  liable  for  injuries  resulting  to  a  person  fall- 
ing into  an  unenclosed  areaway  on  the  north  side  of  Spring 
Garden  street  above  Thirteenth  street.  On  the  other  hand, 
in  Ziegler  r.y.  Philadelphia,  19  Philadelphia,  400,  the  City 
was  required  to  pay  damages  for  an  injury  resulting  from 
a  fall  upon  an  iron  spiked  fence  projecting  three  feet  from 
the  house  line  into  the  sidewalk.  In  the  latter  case,  how- 
ever, as  a  part  of  the  finding  of  the  referee  it  was  said 
that  the  dangerous  fence  or  railing 

"did  not  surround  or  guard  against  any  area  or  min- 
ister to  any  conceivable  need  of  the  property  owner, 
save  a  feeling  of  exclusiveness  and  desire  to  assume 
a  greater  degree  of  privacy  for  private  property  at 
the  expense  of  the  public.  In  the  judgment  of  the 
referee  such  a  fence  is,  therefore,  unless  sanctioned 
by  the  Legislature,  an  unwarranted  and  indefensible 
obstruction  of  the  highway  and  a  nuisance,  which  it  is 
the  particular  duty  of  the  City  to  cause  to  be  removed 
or  abated,  and,  failing  to  do  so,  liability  attaches  for 
damages  accruing  to  any  of  her  citizens  in  the  lawful 
and  prudent  use  of  the  highways." 

I  think  that  where  open  areaways  exist  abutting  upon 
the  sidewalk,  it  is  not  only  proper  to  permit  the  construe- 
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tion  of  railings  or  feuees  so  as  to  protect  the  public  from 
accidentally  stepping  or  falling  into  them,  but  that  the 
construction  thereof  should  be  required  of  the  property 
owner ;  but  unless  the  railing  is  necessary  for  such  a  pur- 
pose it  should  not  be  permitted.  In  all  cases  great  care 
should  be  taken  that  the  railing  is  not  spiked  or  otherwise 
dangerous  to  those  using  the  sidewalk  in  so  far  as  the 
construction  can  be  such  that  danger  of  this  character  may 
be  averted.

Deak  iSir  : — In  reference  to  the  letter  of  ]\Ir  Philip  H. 
Johnson  to  you  which  you  left^with  me  yesterday,  in  re- 
gard to  the  contract  of  the  'City  with  ]\r.  P.  "Wells  for 
building  Cottages  F,  G  and  H,  Institution  for  the  Feel^le 
Minded,  I  find  that  you  were  advised  in  respect  to  this 
matter  under  date  of  June  11,  1914,  and  I  send  you  a 
copy  of  the  opinion  then  given.  I  also  send  forms  of 
notice  to  the  contractor  requiring  him  to  proceed  promptly 
with  the  work,  and  a  second  notice  annulling  the  contract 
if  he  does  not  comply  with  the  first. 

The  letter  of  Mr.  Johnson  relates  entirely  to  the  failure 
of  the  contractor  to  employ  sufficient  men  and  nuiterial 
to  proceed  promptly  with  the  contract,  and  the  notice  is 
predicated  solely  on  that  omission.  If  you  deem  it  advis- 
able to  fortify  this  by  also  citing  the  refusal  to  replace 
defective  work  or  material  this  can  readily  1)e  inserted, 
taking  care,   however,   to   inform   him   specitically   in    the 
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first  notice  exactly  what  lie  is  required  to  do;  I  would 
suggest  that  such  change,  if  anv,  be  made  in  consultation 
with  Mr.  Johnson. 

The  time  given  to  the  contractor  is  left  blank  in  the 
notice.  The  contract  and  Specification  'No.  8  call  for  a 
twenty-four  hour  notice,  whereas  Specification  No.  12 
would  seem  to  require  a  notice  of  five  days.  Unless  there 
is  a  pressing  need  for  haste,  I  would  suggest  that  the 
blank  be  filled  in  accordance  with  the  latter,  thus  escaping 
any  possible  objection  by  the  contractor  on  that  score.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  of  Octolser  STtli 
from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  in 
reference  to  an  application  for  a  permit  for  alterations  to 
the  basement  of  the  building  at  Juniper  and  Market  streets, 
known  as  the  Globe  Theatre,  so  as  to  fit  up  that  part  of 
the  building  as  a  restaurant  of  the  '^Automat''  type.  An 
opinion  of  this  Department  of  June  12,  1913,  is  quoted 
to  the  effect  that  under  the  Act  of  June  5,  1901,  a  theatre 
building  should  not  be  permitted  to  be  used  in  whole  or 
in  part  for  a  liotel,  or  for  the  other  purposes  specifically 
prohibited  by  that  Act,  or  for  others  equally  hazardous, 
whether  such  use  be  enumerated  in  terms  or  not.  It  was 
further  said  in  that  oj)inion  that  I  thought  such  hazardous 
uses  would  include  a  restaurant. 

In  the  present  letter  a  distinction  is  made  between  a 
restaurant  properly  so-called  and  an  ''automat"  restaur- 
ant. It  is  said  therein:  '"We  are  informed  that  there  will 
be  no  cooking  on  the  premises,  and  no  gas  or  other  open 
flame  of  any  kind  will  be  used  in  preparing  the  food.  The 
food  is  merely  heated  by  steam,  which  is  supplied  from  the 
boiler  placed  on  the  exterior  of  the  building,  the  same 
manner  as  steam  boilers  for  heating  purposes  are  now 
placed  for  theatres."  The  word  restaurant  is  not  used  in 
the  statute  among  the  prohibited  businesses  in  buildings 
a  part  of  which  is  used  as  a  theatre,  and  in  employing 
that  term  in  the  opinion  referred  to,  this  Department  had 
in  view  a  restaurant  of  the  usual  character,  where  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  food  is  carried  on  extensively 
and  almost  continuously,  thus  bringing  into  the  theatre 
building  the  constant  danger  of  fire.  In  the  instance  now 
cited,  it  would  seem  that  if  the  character  of  the  intended 
restaurant  is  properly  described  in  the  above  quotation 
from  the  letter  of  the  (Jhief  of  the  Bureau  of  Buikling 
Inspection,  no  extra  or  particular  danger  of  fire  would  re- 
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suit ;  and  if  you  so  believe,  permission  to  alter  the  l)ase- 
ment  of  the  theatre  so  as  to  install  such  a  business  should 
not  be  refused. 

The  matter  is  one  which  should  be  disposed  of  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  having 
in  view  at  all  times  the  supreme  necessity  of  guarding  the 
public  as  far  as  possible  from  danger.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  28t.li  inst.,  with 
reference  to  the  interpretation  of  Section  1,  Clause  10',  of 
the  ordinance  of  ^N'ovember  12,  1897,  authorizing  the  lease 
of  the  Gas  Works  to  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Com- 
pany, which  section  provides  that  the  lamps  shall  be  lighted 
''every  night  and  all  night." 

In  answer  to  your  several  inquiries  I  would  say  that  I 
do  not  think  much  weight  w'ould  be  given  to  the  customs- 
and  practices  of  other  cities  in  construing  a  contract  of 
this  character,  certainly  not  nearly  so  much  as  the  weight 
which  would  attach  to  the  interpretation  of  the  contract 
as  shown  by  the  practice  of  the  two  parties  to  it  for  the 
term  of  nearly  seventeen  years  during  which  the  lease  has 
now  been  in  effect.  The  word  "night"  as  defined  by  the 
legal  and  lay  dictionaries  would  seem  to  include  the  period 
of  time  between  sunset  and  sunrise  unless  this  is  modified 
by  factors  in  particular  cases  wdiich  show  that  some  other 
period  was  in  the  minds  of  those  who  used  the  term.  "All 
night"  would,  of  course,  mean  all  of  the  time  so  indicated.. 
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]t"  1  reiiic'iiihei"  correctly,  the  contracts  of  the  City  with 
those  supplying  naphtha  lighting  fix  certain  hours  for 
every  day  in  the  year  during  which  the  lami)s  are  recjuired 
to  burn.  If  the  long-continued  usage  under  the  Fnited  Gas 
Improvement  lease  be  not  acceptable  as  conclusive,  and  if 
the  interval  from  sunset  to  sunrise  is  an  unsatisfactory 
one,  the  analogy  from  the  times  fixed  in  the  naphtha  light- 
ing contracts  may  furnish  a  solution  of  the  problem  should 
any  problem  exist. 

The  City  would  be  justified  in  insisting,  if  it  so  desire, 
that  all  the  lamps  be  lighted  during  all  the  hours  of  night, 
and  may  refuse  to  assent  to  any  arrangement  of  the  Gas 
Company  by  which  only  an  average  number  of  lamps  are 
kept  burning  during  that  time,  even  though  this  might 
result  in  some  of  the  lamps  burning  more  than  the  night 
hours  by  reason  of  the  impossibility  of  lighting  and  ex- 
tinguishing them  all  at  precisely  the  same  time.

Bight  of  Licensed  Hotel  Keepers  to  Permit  Danchig  in 

Cafe.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  the  letter  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Police  of  October  28th,  approved  by  you,  in 
which  he  refers  to  the  provision  of  the  Act  of  June  9,  1881 
(P.  L.  162),  to  the  effect  that  no  license  for  the  sale  of 
liquor  shall  be  granted  to  the  proprietors,  lessees,  keepers 
or  managers  of  any  theatre,  circus,  museum  or  other  place 
of  amusement,  nor  to  any  place  which  has  a  passage  or 
communication  to  any  such  place,  and  that  any  license 
granted  contrary  to  this  Act  shall  be  null  and  void.  He 
asks  for  an  opinion  whether  it  is  a  violation  of  this  statute 
for  a  licensed  hotel  keeper  to  have  dancing  in  the  cafe 
when  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold. 

In  the  cases  of  Petition  to  Revoke  the  License  of  Hast- 
ings &  Ward,  15  Philadelphia,  420,  and  Commonwealth 
vs.  Mehler,  19  Philadelphia,  529,  decided  respectively  by 
Judges  Thayer  and  Piddle,  this  provision  of  the  Act  of 
1881  was  fully  considered.  It  was  attempted  in  those 
cases  to  invoke  this  statute  against  the  proprietors  of  gar- 
dens who  had  professional  musicians  performing  while 
beer  and  other  liquors  were  sold,  and  it  vras  held  that  the 
language  of  the  Act  did  not  apply  to  such  places  if  the  pa- 
trons were  entertained  by  music  performed  simply  as 
music  ,  but  when  furnished  by  persons  dressed  in  costumes 
and  surrounded  with  many  of  the  adjuncts  and  accompani- 
ments which  belong  to  theatrical  exhibitions,  it  was  to  be 
considered  as  a  place  of  amusement  within  the  prohibition 
of  the  statute.  The  words  "theatre,  circus,  museum  or 
other  place  of  amusement"  were  held  to  relate  to  those 
other  places  of  amusement  which  partake  of  the  character 
of  theatres,  circuses  and  museums,  and  not  as  indicating 
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all  places  of  entertainment.     As  stated  by  Judge  Thayer, 
15  Philadelphia,  page  423 : 

'The  word  amusement  is  not  to  be  interpreted  in 
its  broadest  and  most  comprehensive  sense,  nor  is 
the  Act  to  be  applied  to  every  place  where  entertain- 
ment, diversion,  recreation,  or  relaxation  is  had,  but 
in  obedience  to  the  principles  of  interpretation  already 
referred  to,  is  to  be  confined  to  the  particular  kinds 
of  amusement  enumerated  in  the  statute  and  those 
of  a  kindred  character.  It  has  no  application,  in  my 
opinion,  to  club-houses  or  beer-gardens  as  they  usually 
exist,  where  the  guests,  in  addition  to  refreshments, 
are  regaled  with  music,  or  to  any  other  place  where 
mere  music  alone  is  furnished,  but  it  was  intended  to 
embrace  and  clearly  does  embrace  such  places  as  that 
kept  by  the- respondents,  where  representations  in  the 
nature  of  theatrical  representations  are  exhibited  upon 
a  stage  by  persous  dressed  up  in  the  costumes  of  act- 
ors and  surrounded  by  many  of  the  accompaniments 
and  adjuncts  which  belong  to  theatrical  exhibitions. 
It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should  be  either  a  drop- 
curtain,  or  foot-lights,  or  a  company  of  actors,  or 
regular  plays,  to  bring  it  within  the  words  and  mean- 
ing of  the  Act.  If  the  general  features  of  the  exhibi- 
tion are  of  a  theatrical  character,  and  the  place  is 
one  where  public  amusement  of  that  description  is 
supplied  and  liquor  sold,  it  is  v;ithin  the  condemna- 
tion of  the  law,  however  wanting  it  may  be  in  the 
more  refined  and  artistic  features  of  theatrical  enter- 
tainments." 

I  think  tlie  same  principles  would  applv  in  the  case  of 
a  hotel  where  dancing  is  permitted  either  in'  the  cafe  where 
liquor  is  sold  or  elsewhere.  The  mere  fact  that  those  fre- 
quenting such  a  place  indulge  in  the  amusement  of  danc- 
ing would  not  make  the  place  a  theatre,  circus,  museum 
or  other  place  of  amusement  within  the  meaning  of  the 
statute,  provided  always  that  none  of  the  entertainments 
includes  dramatic  performances  or  those  of  the  general 
character  of  entertaiuuieut  given  in  tlioatres,  circuses  or 
22 
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museums.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind,  moreover,  that  if  the 
Act  had  the  significance  which  is  suggested  by  the  inquiry, 
it  woukl  follow  that  dancing  could  not  be  allowed  in  any 
part  of  a  hotel  or  other  establishment  licensed  to  sell  liquor, 
even  though  the  sale  thereof  might  be  carried  on  in  a  totally 
distinct  part  of  the  premises,  for  the  Act  provides  that 
no  license  for  the  sale  of  liquor  shall  be  granted  to  the 
p'roprietoi's,  lessees,  keepers  or  managers  of  any  theatre, 
circus  or  other  place  of  amusement,  nor  shall  any  house  be 
licensed  for  the  sale  thereof  which  has  passage  or  com- 
munication to  or  with  any  theatre,  circus,  museum  or  other 
place  of  anmsement,  and,  therefore,  if  the  practice  of  danc- 
ing in  a  hotel  stamped  it  as  a  "place  of  amusement,"  the 
proprietor,  lessee,  keeper  or  manager  thereof  would  be  for- 
bidden by  the  terms  of  the  statute  to  hold  a  license  for  the 
sale  of  liquor.

Enforcement  of  Act  Requiring  Licensing  of  Engineers.

Dear  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  October 
28th,  enclosing  copy  of  Bill  in  Equity  in  the  case  of 
Chalmers  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia  et  al.,  C.  P.  3,  Sep- 
tember Term,  1914,  IN'o.  3190,  being  a  taxpayer,  bill  to 
enjoin  tlie  City  from  enforcing  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  April  IS,  1899,  requiring  boilers  in  cities  of  the  first 
class  to  be  in  charge  of  licensed  engineers. 

Your  letter  contains  an  extract  from  a  letter  to  your- 
self from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection, 
and  you  repeat  his  request  for  advice  whether  it  would 
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be  proper  to  proceed  with  the  enforeenient  of  the  Act 
pending  the  prosecution  of  the  Bill  in  Equity ;  or  whether 
it  would  not  be  advisable  to  await  the  final  result  of  that 
litigation  before  initiating  proceedings  under  the  statute 
in  the  effort  to  enforce  it. 

The  Act  is  one  which  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
suring the  public  safety,  and  litigation  of  the  character 
which  is  involved  in  the  Bill  in  Equity  is  often  very  greatly 
protracted.  I  do  not  think,  therefore,  that  you  should 
take  the  responsibility  of  practically  suspending  the  statute 
and  allowing  it  to  be  disregarded  during  the  time  which 
may  elapse  before  the  final  determination  of  the  Equity 
suit  On  the  contrary,  I  think  the  proper  officials  of  the 
City  should  proceed  vigorously  to  enforce  the  Act  in  all 
cases  where  it  is  violated  unless  restrained  from  such  action 
by  the  order  or  decree  of  a  competent  Court.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  in  whichy 
quoting  a  part  of  the  language  used  by  me  in  an  earlier 
opinion  sent  you  at  your  request  as  to  the  steps  which 
might  be  taken  to  speed  the  issue  of  the  loan  approved  by 
the  voters  at  yesterday's  election,  you  make  certain  in- 
quiries in  view  of  the  unofficial  returns  indicating  a  vote 
of  over  149,000  in  favor  of  the  loan,  and  of  between  12,000 
and  13,000  against  it.  What  was  said  by  this  Department 
in  the  opinion  was  that  "as  soon  as  it  is  morally  certain  that 
the  loan  can  be  authorized  by  Councils  and  the  necessary 
appropriations  made,  to  wit:  immediately  after  the  elec- 
tion, if  the  popular  majority  is  even  roughly  ascertained 
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as  being  in  favor  of  the  loan,  the  specifications  and  other 
similar  preparations  may  be  made,  so  that  no  time  shall 
be  lost  after  the  action  of  Councils  and  yon  as  part  of  the 
law-making  body  in  anthorizing  the  loan  and  making  the 
necessary  appropriations."  In  the  same  opinion  this  lan- 
guage was  used:  "It  would  be  a  mistake  to  proceed  other- 
wise than  in  the  regular  and  orderly  method  provided  for 
by  the  statute,  and  the  suggested  short-cut  would  prove  to 
be  expensive  in  the  matter  of  time.  Should  the  loan  ordi- 
nance be  attacked  in  the  Courts,  as  it  might  readily  be, 
there  is  but  too  much  reason  to  think  that  upon  this  ground 
legal  objection  to  its  validity  would  be  found  and  that  the 
procedure  would  result  in  an  illustration  of  the  maxim  that 
the  more  haste  often  results  in  the  less  speed.  j\Iy  advice, 
therefore,  with  respect  to  this  loan  is  to  proceed  in  the 
regular  manner  sanctioned  b}'  the  letter  of  the  laiv  and 
justified  by  repeated  experience." 
Your  first  question  is  as  follows : 

"Can  the  loan  ordinance  be  introduced  at  the  stated 
meeting  of  Common  Council  to  be  held  to-morrow, 
and  its  four  weeks'  advertising  required  by  law  begin 
immediately  thereafter,  final  passage  of  the  ordinance 
awaiting  until  certification  by  the  Ileturn  Board  of 
the  result  of  the  election  ?" 

From  the  foregoing  excerpt  from  my  opinion,  it  appears 
that  the  steps  which  I  suggested  might  be  taken  as  soon 
-as  the  approval  of  the  electors  to  the  proposed  loan  was 
morally  assured,  were  of  an  informal  and  unofiicial  char- 
acter relating  to  the  preparation  of  specifications  for  the 
contracts  under  the  loan,  etc.,  and  such  preliminary  work 
as  might  be  advantageously  done  in  the  interval  before 
formal  action  for  the  passage  of  the  loan  and  appropriation 
bills  might  be  taken.  By  the  Act  of  May  11,  1893,  an  ad- 
vertisement of  four  weeks  between  the  introduction  of  a 
loan  bill  and  its  final  pasage  is,  as  you  know,  required. 
This  advertisement  should  not,  in  my  judgment,  be 
running  until  it  is  officially  ascertained  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  law  that  the  proposition  to  borrow  money  on 
behalf  of  the  City  has  been  given  the  popular  assent.     It 
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would,  T  tliink,  be  a  mistake  to  subject  the  loan  to  the 
possibility  of  successful  attack  by  committing  any  irregu- 
larity or  proceeding  otherwise  than  in  accordance  with  un- 
cfuestionably  legal  methods  in  its  negotiation  and  issue; 
and  in  this  connection  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
power  of  the  corporate  authorities  to  issue  the  loan  is 
made,  by  the  Act  of  May  11,  1897,  P.  L.  58,  dependent 
upon  the  condition  that  ^'^the  return  of  such  election  shall 
show  a  majority  vote  that  the  debt  may  be  increased." 
Your  second  question  is  in  these  terms: 

''Can  the  appropriation  ordinance  or  ordinances  be 
introduced  to-morrow  and  passed  promptly  under  the 
ordinary  rules  of  Councils?  If  not,  must  (1)  their 
introduction,  or  (2)  their  report  from  'Committee,  or 
(3)  their  final  passage,  wait  until  (1)  the  certification 
by  ,the  Return  Board  of  the  vote  on  the  loan,  or  (2) 
until  the  introduction  of  the  loan  ordinance,  or  (3) 
until  the  final  passage  of  the  loan  ordinance?" 

I  do  not  think  it  would  be  absolutely  illegal  to  intro- 
duce the  appropriating  ordinances  at  once,  but  no  time 
would  be  gained  by  this,  since  such  ordinances  may  be 
passed  in  the  usual  course  without  waiting  the  four  weeks 
required  to  pass  the  loan  ordinances,  and  serious  practical 
difficulty  in  the  way  of  their  immediate  introduction  would 
exist.  I  think,  therefore,  that  this  should  be  postponed 
until  at  least  the  introduction  of  the  loan  ordinances,  at 
which  time,  or  any  time  thereafter,  the  appropriating  or- 
dinances might  be  introduced  into  Councils.  They  may  be 
finally  passed  at  the  same  time  as  the  passage  of  the  ordi- 
nance authorizing  the  loan,  or  at  such  later  time  as  Coun- 
cils may  dotermiue,  but  not  before  the  final  passage  of  the 
loan  ordinance.  This  is  provided  for  by  the  iVct  of  July 
24,  1013,  which  authorizes  appropriations  to  be  made  and 
contracts  to  be  entered  into,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  loans  in 
cities  of  the  first-class  only  when  such  loans  "shall  be  or 
shall  have  been  authorized  by  the  municipal  authorities."

Charge  for  WasJting  Machine  Motors.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  letter  of  4th  inst.  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  bearing  your  approval,  in  which 
the  opinion  of  this  Department  is  requested  whether  a 
separate  charge  may  be  made  by  that  Bureau  for  washing 
machine  motors  in  addition  to  the  schedule  charge  for  the 
appliance  to  which  the  motor  may  be  attached,  a  distinc- 
tion being  made  between  the  charge  for  the  water  supplied 
to  run  the  motor  and  that  which  is  used  for  the  actual 
work  of  washing. 

I  assume  that  this  inquiry  is  directed  to  the  use  of  such 
motors  in  private  dwellings,  and  I  understand  that  the 
motor  is  not  permanently  attached  to  the  water  fixture  but 
is  temporarily  adjusted  thereto  by  a  hose  or  other  such 
appliance  and  is  detached  when  the  household  washing  is 
finished.  Attention  is  called  to  the  opinion  of  this  De- 
partment of  June  4,  1907  (page  129),  in  which  it  was 
held  that  such  extra  charge  was  not  permissible  under  the 
then  existing  ordinances,  and  the  inquiry  is  made  whether 
changes  in  the  law  have  since  altered  the  situation. 

The  only  change  which  I  find  in  the  ordinances  since 
the  date  of  that  opinion  is  that  the  ordinance  of  June  27, 
1904  (page  170),  forbidding  the  use  of  meters  has  since 
been  repealed  by  the  ordinance  of  July  13,  1912  (page 
211).  This  leaves  the  condition  of  the  law  upon  the  sub- 
ject as  established  by  the  ordinance  of  July  27,  1901  (page 
260),  which  is  in  this  respect  revived  by  the  repeal  of  the 
ordinance  of  1904,  above  mentioned.  The  ordinance  of 
1901,  among  other  things,  fixes  a  charge  as  follows:  "Ma- 
chines for  washing  and  rinsing.  'Charges  to  be  assessed 
according  to  capacity  of  tanks  or  tubs  and  volume  of  water 
consumed,  per  thousand  cubic  feet,  thirty  (30)  cents." 
To  apply  this  provision  to  the  motors  of  the  washing  ma- 
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chines  in  question  would  entail  the  attachment  of  water 
meters,  since  the  amount  of  water  used  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained in  any  other  manner.  But  Section  2  of  the  ordi- 
nance of  1901  provides  that  in  private  dwellings  meters 
can  only  be  attached  at  the  request  of  the  owner,  dwell- 
ings being  especially  excepted  out  of  the  provision  that 
meters  may  be  installed  at  the  option  of  the  water  author- 
ities, "where  there  is  an  excess  of  water  used  beyond  that 
charged  for  by  fixture  or  ferrule  rate." 

In  tlie  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water 
it  is  stated  that : 

"The  ordinance  of  July,  1901,  seems  to  establish 
the  principle  of  charging  independently  for  all  water 
driven  apparatus,  for  instance:  beer  motors  or  pumps, 
cellar  drainers,  hydraulic  elevators,  organ  motors. 

"At  the  time  the  ordinance  of  1901  was  passed  not 
many  of  these  washing  machines  were  in  use.  To 
cover  the  use  of  water  for  peculiar  and  extraordinary 
purposes,  the  ordinance  of  1901  provided  that  the 
rates  and  conditions  for  peculiar  and  extraordinary 
purposes  should  be  by  special  permit,  as  directed  by 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water." 

With  respect  to  the  beer  motors  or  pumps,  cellar  drain- 
ers, hydraulic  elevators  and  organ  motors  above  mentioned, 
it  is  to  be  noted  that  these  are  specifically  provided  for  in 
the  ordinance  and  are  not  left  to  conjecture.  Moreover, 
I  would  infer  that  as  to  most  of  these  appliances  they  are 
of  a  comparatively  fixed  or  permanent  nature  and  not  freely 
detachable,  as  the  washing  machine  motors  would  be. 

With  respect  to  the  provision  of  the  ordinance  of  1901 
"that  for  purposes  not  specified  *  *  and  for  peculiar  and 
extraordinary  purposes"  the  rates  and  conditions  shall  be 
by  special  permit,  as  directed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau, 
it  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  water  supplied  for  the 
running  of  tliese  motors  is  at  least  indirectly  used  for  the 
purely  domestic  purpose  of  household  washing,  and  is  so 
used  by  attachment  to  a  fixture  already  paid  for  under 
the  schedule  rating. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I  think  it  extreuiely  doubtful 
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whether  such  use  would  he  held  to  he  a  peculiar  and  extra- 
ordinary one  within  the  meaning  of  the  ordinance,  and  in 
any  event  the  simplest  and  easiest  method  to  assure  the 
validity  of  such  charge,  if  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  make 
it,  would  he  by  having  the  ordinance  amended  so  that  these 
machines  or  motors  should  be  specifically  mentioned  and 
a  charge  iixed  therefor  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  the  organ 
motors,  hydraulic  elevators  and  the  like  to  which  reference 
is  made;  and  I  would  recommend  that  this  course  be  fol- 
lowed.

Deak  Sik  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
I'J'ovember  6th,  requesting  me  to  advise  you  respecting  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Health  under  the  Act  of  April 
26,  1907,  to  regulate  places  where  live  poultry  is  exposed 
for  sale,  but  where  poultry  is  not  slaughtered. 

I  have  no  doubt  of  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Health 
to  regulate  such  places  under  that  Act.  Section  2  provides 
that: 

"A  license  permitting  the  use  of  premises,  build- 
ings, or  parts  of  buildings,  or  wagons,  for  the  slaught- 
ering of  animals  and  poultry,  and  dressing  the  same, 
or  for  the  storage,  sale,  or  preparation  for  sale,  of 
meats,  poultry,  fish,  game,  or  shell-fish,  may  be  grant- 
ed to  any  person,  firm,  or  body  corporate,  in  cities 
of  the  first  class,  by  the  Bureau  of  Health,  upon  ap- 
plication for  such  license;" 

and  Section  3  authorizes  the  Board 

"to  enact  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  condi- 
tions under  which  animals  or  poultry  may  be  slaught- 
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ered  and  dressed,  or  meat,  poultry,  fish,  game,  and 
shell-fish  may  be  prepared  for  nse  as  food,  or  stored, 
or  exposed  for  sale." 

The  nse  of  the  disjunctive  conjunction  "or"  in  these 
sections  authorizes  the  regulations  of  places  where  live  or 
dead  poultry  is  exposed  for  sale,  whether  it  be  slaughtered 
in  the  same  place  or  not.

Audit  of  Annual  Siatemeoits  of  tJie  U.  G.  I.  Co. 

John  j\I.  Walton,  Esq.^, 

City  Controller. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  favor  of  this  date  with  refer- 
ence to  the  lease  of  the  Gas  Works  by  the  City  to  the 
United  Gas  Improvement  Company  under  ordinance  of 
ISTovember  12,  1897  (page  227).  You  call  attention  to 
the  following  provisions  of  the  6th  section  of  the  contract 
of  lease  embodied  in  that  ordinance: 

'*0n  the  first  day  of  February,  1898,  The  United 
Gas  Improvement  Company,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
shall  file  with  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia a  statement,  showing  in  detail  expenditures  dur- 
ing the  year  1897  for  alterations,  enlargements,  re- 
movals, betterments  and  improvements,  not  including 
repairs  made  by  it  in  and  about  the  gas  works,  and  for 
the  mains,  meters,  service  and  appurtenances.  On  the 
first  day  of  each  year  following,  during  the  continu- 
ance of  this  lease,  the  said  The  United  Gas  Improve- 
ment Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  file 
with  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  a 
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similar  statement  of  expenditures  in  and  about  the 
same  matters  made  during  the  calendar  year  im- 
mediately preceding,  and  on  the  thirty-hrst  day  of 
December,  1907,  shall  tile  such  a  statement  for  the 
year  ending  on  that  date.  Interest  upon  the  amounts 
so  shown  shall  be  calculated  and  paid  at  the  rate  of 
six  (6)  per  centum  per  annum,  simple  interest,  from 
the  first  day  of  the  year  succeeding  that  in  which 
the  expenditures  were  made  to  the  date  of  payment 
by  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  The  Controller  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the  right  to  examine, 
audit  and  verify  the  statements  so  to  be  tiled  as  herein 
provided." 

Concerning  the  foregoing  provisions,  you  ask  whether  it 
is  incumbent  upon  your  Department  to  continue  making 
the  audits  of  the  statements  of  annual  expenditures  made 
by  the  Company  after  the  expiration  of  the  year  1907, 
when  the  option  for  the  City  to  take  over  the  Gas  Works 
lapsed.  You  also  inquire  with  respect  to  the  liability  of 
the  Company  to  tile  the  annual  statements  thus  provided 
for  after  1907. 

The  8th  section  of  the  contract  provides  in  part  as  fol- 
lows : 

"The  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  agrees 
for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  that  it  shall  and 
will,  within  three  (3)  years  from  the  date  of  the  de- 
livery to  it  of  the  said  Gas  Works,  expend  in  the  al- 
teration, improvement,  extension  and  betterment  of 
the  manufacturing  and  distributive  system,  and 
mains,  services,  meters,  connections  and  appurten- 
ances of  said  Gas  Works  referred  to  in  this  ordinance, 
at  least  five  million  (5,000,000)  dollars,  and  there- 
after in  each  year  during  the  continuance  of  this  con- 
tract expend  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  needed 
from  time  to  time  to  extend  the  same  to  provide  for 
the  growth  of  the  business  so  as  to  supply  gas  where- 
ever  it  may  be  demanded,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms,  provisions  and  conditions  of  this  clause  of  the 
lease.  It  is  estimated  that  the  total  of  such  expendi-

tnres  will  be  at  least  fifteen  million  (15,000,000) 
dollars,  and  the  said  The  United  Gas  Improvement 
Company  hereby  agrees  and  binds  itself,  its  sncc-essors 
and  assigns,  that  it  shall  and  will  expend  the  said 
sum  of  tifteen  million  (15,000,000)  dollars  during 
said  period  of  thirty  (30)  years,  and  that  it  shall  and 
will  also  expend  all  such  other  amounts  over  and 
above  fifteen  million  (15,000,000)  dollars  which  may 
be  required  for  the  purposes  stated  above." 

It  is  seen  from  the  last  quoted  extract  from  the  lease 
that  the  United  Gas  Improvement  Company  not  only 
nndertakes  to  return  to  the  City  the  Gas  Works  at  the  ex- 
I)iration  of  ten  years  upon  payment  to  it  of  its  expenditures 
thereon,  with  six  per  cent,  interest,  as  provided  in  the  6th 
section  of  the  lease,  but  also  agrees  to  expend  at  least 
$5,000,000  in  the  alteration,  improvement,  extension  and 
betterment  of  the  manufacturing  and  distributive  system, 
and  mains,  service,  meters,  connections  and  appurtenances 
of  the  Gas  Works  during  the  first  or  ten  year  period,  and 
at  least  a  total  sum  of  $15,000,000  during  the  entire  period 
of  thirty  years  contemplated  as  the  maximum  length  of 
the  lease,  and  will  also  expend  such  further  sums  above 
that  amount  as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  to  ex- 
tend the  facilities  for  making  and  distributing  gas  to  pro- 
vide for  the  growth  of  the  business  so  as  to  supply  gas 
wherever  it  may  be  demanded.  This  furnishes  a  sutficient 
reason  why  the  filing  of  the  statements  is  to  be  continued 
annually  during  the  entire  term  of  the  lease,  and  accord- 
ingly it  is  provided  in  Section  6  that  such  statement  shall 
be  filed  every  year  ''during  the  continuance  of  this  lease." 

I  think  this  definitely  fixes  the  obligation  of  the  com- 
pany to  file  a  statement  as  long  as  the  lease  shall  continue, 
which  by  the  cessation  of  the  City's  right  to  take  over  the 
Gas  Works  at  the  end  of  the  ten-yearly  period  will  be  for 
the  entire  thirty  years  covered  by  the  lease. 

With  respect  to  the  audit  of  these  statements  the  right 
is  reserved  to  the  City,  or  to  its  Controller,  to  make  such 
audits  and  verify  the  statements  ''so  to  be  filed  as  herein 
provided,"— -that  is  to  say,  all  of  the  statcuients  required 
to  be  filed,  and  not  only  those  furnished  during  the  first 
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ten  years  of  the  lease.  This  language  of  itself  would  not 
impose  an  obligation  to  have  the  audits  made,  but  gives  the 
right  to  the  City  to  do  so,  and,  as  already  seen,  a  reason 
for  the  exercise  of  that  privilege  continues  to  exist  after 
the  expiration  of  the  ten  years,  because  the  ITliited  Gas 
Improvement  Company's  obligation  to  expend  $15,000,000 
for  betterments,  etc.,  is  still  in  force.  The  Councils  of  the 
City  would  have  the  power  to  decide  whether  the  audits 
should  be  made,  and  if  you  have  continued  to  verify  the 
statements  since  1907  up  to  the  present  time,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  no  change  should  be  made  in  the  practice  so 
adopted,  unless  by  the  direction  or  with  the  assent  of 
Councils.

Permit  to  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company  to  Install  Un- 
derground Cables  Under  South  Penn  Square. 

George  D.  Porter,  Esq., 

Director,   Department  of  Public   Safety. 

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Clayton 
W.  Pike,  Esq.,  'Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  dated  yes- 
terday and  approved  by  you,  enclosing  two  letters,  dated 
N'ovember  10,  1914,  from  Mr.  Charles  C.  Adams,  Vice- 
President  of  the  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Company,  to  Mr. 
C.  E.  Bagley,  Superintendent  of  that  company,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  request  of  the  Postal  Telegraph  Cable  Com- 
pany for  a  permit  to  construct  its  underground  conduit 
along  South  Penn  Square  between  Juniper  street  and  their 
new  central  office  in  the  Finance  Building. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  couipany  has  the  right  to 
lay  these  conduits  under  the  i\.ct  of  Congress  passed  July 
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24,  1800,  known  as  the  'Tost  Eoad  Aot,"  and  the  ''Postal 
Service  Act,''  passed  March  1,  1884,  and  the  decisions 
of  the  Suprenie  Conrt  of  the  United  States  and  of  our 
own  State  thereunder. 

By  the  8th  Section  of  Art.  I  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Tnitcd  States,  Congress  is  expressly  given  the  power  "to 
establish  post  offices  and  post  roads."  By  another  article 
of  the  'Constitution  of  the  United  States,  that  instrument 
and  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof  are  the  supreme 
laws  of  the  land,  and  "a  law  of  Congress  made  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  Constitution  suspends  or  overrides  all  State 
statutes  with  which  it  is  in  conflict:''  dQ  U.  S.  Iteports, 
p.    9. 

lOu  the  24th  day  of  July,  1866,  Congress  passed  "an 
Act  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  telegraph  lines  and  to 
secure  to  the  Government  the  use  of  the  same  for  postal, 
military  and  other  purposes"  (14  Stat.  221 ;  Revised  Sta- 
tutes, Sec.  5263,  etc.),  whereby  it  was  provided: 

"That  any  telegraph  company  now  organized  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  organized,  under  the  laws  of 
any  State  in  this  Union,  shall  have  the  right  to  con- 
struct, maintain,  and  operate  lines  of  telegraph 
through  and  over  any  portion  of  the  public  domain 
of  the  United  States,  over  and  along  any  of  the 
military  or  post  roads  of  the  United  States  which 
have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  declared  such  by  Con- 
gress, and  over,  under,  or  across  the  navigable  streams 
or  waters  of  the  I'nited  States:  Provided,  That  such 
lines  of  telegraph  shall  be  so  constructed  and  nuiin- 
tained  as  not  to  obstruct  the  navigation  of  such 
streams  and  waters,  or  interfere  with  the  ordinary 
travel  on  such  military  or  post  roads." 

The  Act  provides  that  preference  must  be  given  to  cer- 
tain Government  messages ;  that  the  rights  and  privileges 
granted  shall  not  be  transferred  by  any  company  acting 
nnder  the  Act  to  any  other  corporation,  assor-iation,  or  per- 
son ;  and  that  the  Uliited  States  shall  have  the  right  to 
purchase  such  telegraph  lines  at  an  appraised  value.  The 
last  section  of  the  Act  provides  that: 
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"Before  any  telegraph  company  shall  exercise  any 
of  the  powers  or  privileges  conferred  by  this  Act,  snch 
company  shall  file  their  written  acceptance  with  the 
Postmaster  General  of  the  restrictions  and  obliga- 
tions required  by  this  Act." 

If  the  Postal  Telegraj^h  Cable  Company  has  filed  such 
written  acceptance  with  the  Postmaster  General,  it  would 
be  entitled  to  claim  the  privileges  of  this  Act. 

The  Act  of  March  1,  1884,  declared  that  "all  public 
roads  and  highways,  while  kept  up  and  maintained  as  such^ 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  post  routes." 

In  the  case  of  Pensacola  Telegraph  Company  vs.  West- 
ern Union  Telegraph  Company,  96  U.  S.,  p.  1  (1877),  it 
was  decided  that : 

"The  powers  conferred  upon  Congress  to  regulate 
commerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the  sev- 
eral States,  and  to  establish  post  ofiices  and  post  roads, 
are  not  confined  to  the  instrumentalities  of  commerce 
or  of  the  postal  service  of  the  Union  already  in  use 
when  the  Constitution  was  adopted,  but  keep  pace 
with  the  progress  of  the  country  and  adapt  them- 
selves to  the  new  developments  of  time  and  circum- 
stances." 

The  Act  of  July  2-1,  1866,  giving  certain  rights  to  tele- 
graph companies,  is  appropriate  legislation  to  execute  the 
powers  of  Congress  over  the  postal  service. 

In  Punxsutawney  Borough  vs.  Western  Union  Tele- 
graph Company,  18  D.  R.  308,  it  was  held  that,  by  virtue 
of  the  Act  of  1866,  "and  also  the  Postal  Service  Act  passed 
March  1,  188-1,  declaring  that  all  public  roads  and  high- 
ways, whilst  kept  up  and  maintained  as  such,  shall  be  post 
routes  of  the  Ukiited  States,"  the  respondent  "had  and 
still  has  the  right  and  authority  to  occupy  the  public 
streets  and  highways  of  said  municipality  with  its  poles, 
wires,  etc.,  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  or  per- 
mit from  the  municipality  so  to  do." 

To  the  same  effect,  see  case  of  St.  Louis  vs.  Western 
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Union  Tclegrapli  Company,  G3  Fed.  Reporter,  08,  1894 
(Affd.  106,  U.  S.  388). 

I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  von  are  warranted 
in  granting  a  permit  to  this  company  according  to  its  ap- 
plication.

In  re  Assessments  Against  Properties  not  Connected  With 
City  Water  Mains. 

Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq.^

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Water,  approved  by  you,  asking  advice  in  the  matter  of 
assessments  against  properties  which  have  no  connection 
with  the  City  water  mains.  He  states  that  it  has  been  the 
custom  of  the  Water  Bureau  to  place  a  record  on  its  books 
of  all  appliances  in  properties  fronting  on  such  streets 
whether  City  water  is  used  or  not,  and  requiring  an  an- 
nual affidavit  from  property  owners  not  using  City  water, 
in  order  that  the  assessment  may  be  stricken  from  the 
books  each  year. 

It  is  further  stated  that  this  procedure  has  served  the 
double  purpose  of  placing  a  certain  moral  responsibility 
on  the  property  owner  to  aid  the  Bureau  in  its  determina- 
tion that  City  water  was  not  used,  whether  obtained  direct 
from  the  mains  or  from  adjacent  properties,  and  to  keep 
title  to  the  property  free  insofar  as  water  rents  were  con- 
cerned ;  and  the  question  now  asked  is  whether  the  Bureau 
may  enter  on  its  books,  against  properties  where  it  has 
knowledge  that  no  City  water  is  used,  a  statement  to  that 
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effect,  thus  relieving  the  owner  of  making  yearly  affidavits 
and  relieving  the  Water  Bureau  of  the  necessity  of  serv- 
ing yearly  bills. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  October  16, 
1858,  page  388,  which  provides  for  the  levy  of  a  tax  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  Water  Department  against  all 
properties  using  City  water,  even  though  they  may  not  be 
directly  connected  with  the  water  mains.  That  ordinance 
contains  the  following  provision : 

"The  Register  of  water  rents  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  collect  the  same  (that  is,  the  tax 
against  j)roperties  on  said  mains  not  directly  con- 
nected) at  the  time  water  rents  are  collected  by  law. 
*  *  *  *  Provided,  That  the  owners  of  such  proper- 
ties cannot  show  that  the  said  property  obtains  water 
from  other  sources  than  the  Water  Department  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia." 

The  ordinance  does  not  provide  whether  the  proof  thus 
referred  to  shall  be  by  annual  affidavit  or  otherwise,  and 
much  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Water  Bureau  with 
respect  to  the  nature  of  such  proof.  In  cases  where  an 
original  affidavit  or  other  proof  satisfactory  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  is  furnished,  and  where  he  has  good  reason 
to  feel  satisfied  that  no  change  has  since  been  made  by  dis- 
continuance of  the  source  of  supply  other  than  the  water 
mains,  he  would,  I  think,  be  justified  in  depending  upon 
a  record  made  when  the  proofs  of  independent  water  sup- 
ply were  so  filed  w^itli  him  and  in  not  sending  out  useless 
bills  and  requiring  unnecessary  repetitions  of  the  affidavit 
every  year.  Of  course,  in  such  instances  every  possible 
precaution  should  be  taken  that  no  owner  of  property 
abutting  upon  streets  where  water  mains  are  laid  shall  be 
permitted  to  escape  payment,  unless  as  an  actual  fact 
such  property  is  procuring  its  water  supply  otherwise  than 
from  the  City.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  this  date  from  the  Chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  and  Street  Cleaning,  approved 
by  the  Assistant  Director  of  your  Department,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  failure  of  John  j\Iiraglia  to  comply  with  his 
contract  for  the  disposal  of  the  City's  waste,  he  having 
defaulted  in  the  payment  of  the  October  installment  due 
in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  said  contract.  It  ap- 
pears that  notice  of  the  default  was  sent  to  the  contractor 
and  his  surety,  to  which  the  latter  now  replies,  offering  as 
contractors  for  the  completion  of  the  contract  Messrs. 
Joseph  Berry  »S:  Son,  the  Surety  Company  to  give  bond. 
This  Departnie:it  is  asked  if  such  a  contract  should  be 
entered  into  under  the  same  terms  as  the  previous  con- 
tract, '*or  whether  the  City  should  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Surety  Company,  who  in  turn  could  enter  into 
an  agreement  with  anyone  they  might  choose  to  complete 
the  work,"  Other  suggestions  are  asked  for  as  to  the  pro- 
per method  of  continuing  the  work. 

In  my  opinion,  the  latter  of  the  two  suggestions  made 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  is  to  be  preferred — that  is,  that 
the  City  should  enter  into  an  agreement  with  the  Surety 
Company  leaving  it  free  to  have  the  work  done  by  what- 
ever contractor  it  prefers.  This  will  avoid  any  question 
as  to  the  obligation  of  the  City  to  advertise  the  work  again, 
and  this  phase  of  the  matter  is  of  especial  importance  in 
view  of  the  suit  which  the  City  has  pending  against  the 
predecessor  of  Mr.  Miraglia,  who  defaulted  upon  his  con- 
tract embracing  the  entire  current  year  and  from  whom 
the  City  is  endeavoring  to  collect  a  considerable  amount 
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of  monev  by  reason  of  liis  failure  to  go  on  with  the  work 
and  make  the  payments  originally  agreed  upon  by  him.

Water  Bent  Charged  Against  Baptist  Institute  for  Christ- 
ian Worhers — Befund  of  Overpayment.

Dear  Siw. — I  have  your  letter  of  JSTovember  9th,  en- 
closing a  communication  to  the  Committee  on  Water  of 
City  Councils  from  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water  in 
reference  to  the  request  of  the  Baptist  Institute  for  Christ- 
ian Workers  to  be  put  upon  the  charitable  list  with  re- 
spect to  its  water  rents  for  premises  ISTos.  1421-25  Snyder 
avenue  for  the  year  1913,  and  for  a  refund  of  the  excess 
water  rent  paid  by  it  upon  that  property  for  a  part  of  the 
year  1912.  The  inquiry  of  the  Committee  is  as  to  the 
legality  of  granting  the  request  made  by  the  Institute. 

It  appears  that  by  action  of  the  Water  Committee  the 
said  Institute  was  placed  on  charitable  rating  on  Febru- 
ary 19,  1914,  for  the  then  current  year,  but  this  was  not 
retroactive.  The  Institute  was  formerly  located  at  ISTo. 
762  South  Tenth  street,  which  property  was  on  charitable 
rating  while  occupied  by  it,  but  in  the  latter  part  of  1912 
its  headquarters  were  removed  to  the  Snyder  avenue  prem- 
ises, no  notice  of  this  l^eing  given  to  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
which,  however,  succeeded  in  collecting  full  rates  for  the 
property  jSTo.  T62  South  Tenth  street  after  its  vacation 
by  the  Baptist  Institute  for  Christian  Workers. 

I  gather  from  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  that 
full  rates  were  paid  by  the  Baptist  Institute  for  the  Snyder 
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avenue  property  for  that  portion  of  1012  during  whicli 
those  premises  were  occupied  h_v  it,  but  that  it  has  not 
yet  made  payment  of  the  1913  bill  for  water  rent.  It 
asks  that  the  latter  be  reduced  and  the  overpayment  for 
1912  be  refunded. 

The  subject  is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  June  21, 
187S  (page  141:),  which  provides  that  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Water  is  authorized  "to  fix  the  water  rates  for 
all  charitable  institutions  *  *  *  at  fifteen  per  cent. 
of  the  regular  rates  charged  for  the  use  of  water." 

Upon  the  foregoing  facts  I  think  this  ordinance  is  broad 
enough  to  justify  the  reduction  of  the  unpaid  water  rent 
for  1913  to  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  regular  rates,  as  pro- 
vided for  by  the  ordinance  of  1878.  As  to  the  excessive 
payment  for  1912,  this  having  already  reached  the  Treas- 
ury, I  see  no  way  to  refund  it  except  by  an  ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  with  reference  to  the 
contract  of  the  City  with  the  H.  W.  Johns-Manville  Com- 
pany for  metal  plunger  packing,  of  September  24,  1912, 
with  respect  to  which  notice  was  given  to  the  City  by 
counsel  for  George  M.  Costello  that  the  contract  involved 
an  infringement  of  Mr.  Costello's  patent,  whereupon  an 
indemnity  bond  with  corporate  surety  was  required  of  the 
Johns-Manville  Company.     You  now  state  that  this  con- 
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tract  has  been  completed,  and  altliouc;li  twentv-five  montlis 
have  elapsed  no  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the 
alleged  infringement  of  patent  rights.  The  contractor 
with  the  City,  being  required  to  pay  an  animal  premium  to 
the  Surety  Company  for  the  indemnity  bond,  desires  to 
be  relieved  of  this  burden,  and  being  a  corporation  in  good 
credit  and  entirely  responsible,  you  inquire  whether  the 
City  in  lieu  of  such  bond  might  accept  the  bond  of  the  H. 
W.  Johns-Manville  Company  without  a  surety  and  thus 
relieve  it  of  the  expense  of  paying  such  annual  premiums 
for  an  indefinite  period. 

The  matter  is  within  the  discretion  of  your  Department, 
and  if  you  are  satisfied  that  a  bond  of  the  Johns-Man- 
ville Company  without  surety  would  sufiiciently  protect 
the  City,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  the  con-^ 
tract  was  $1,364.10  only,  I  see  no  objection  to  your  con- 
senting to  the  proposed  change.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  in  reference 
to  permitting  the  use  of  a  dredge  or  dredges  owned  by  the 
City,  by  private  parties,  for  a  small  compensation  to  be 
paid  for  such  use.  You  state  many  reasons  why  it  would 
be  desirable  that  this  should  be  done  to  encourage  private 
improvements  along  the  water  front,  and  to  provide  small 
contractors  and  owners  of  river  front  property  with  means 
of  disposing  of  excavated  river  mud  at  fixed  and  reason- 
able rates.     You  further  state  that: 

"The  Department's  dredge  would  be  able  to  handle 
reasonable  quantities  of  such  material  as  the  above 
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as  might  be  brou<>lit  to  it,  at  practically  no  additional 
expense  to  the  City  over  that  of  the  regular  operation 
of  the  dredge,  so  that  any  work  of  this  kind  under- 
taken by  the  machine  would  result  in  a  modest  in- 
crease in  the  City's  revenues,  besides  being,  to  some 
extent,  a  co-operation  with,  and  an  encouragement  of, 
private  owners  in  the  improvement  of  the  water  front." 

You  ask  v.'hether  any  legal  questions  would  be  involved 
in  case  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries 
should  undertake  this  work  at  a  fair  price,  and  whether 
there  is  any  reason  of  law  or  public  policy  why  it  should 
not  be  done.  AVhile  I  think  the  matter  to  a  great  extent 
is  within  the  discretion  of  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries,  and  no  legal  objection  presents  itself  to 
the  course  suggested,  yet  it  would  be  well  to  secure  the 
consent  of  Councils  to  this  use  of  the  City's  property  by 
private  persons.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  inquiries  of  the  25th  instant, 
with  reference  to  the  effect  of  the  War  Revenue  Act  of 
Congress  of  October  22,  1914,  upon  bonds  tiled  in  your 
office.  The  matter  had  already  been  the  subject  of  con- 
sideration in  this  Department  with  reference  to  the  obli- 
gations of  the  City  under  the  Act.  The  governing  clause 
thereof  is  as  follows : 

'"Bonds :  For  indemnifying  any  person  or  persons, 
firm  or  corporation,  who  shall  have  become  bound  or 
engaged  as  surety  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of 
money,  or  for  the  due  execution  or  performance  of 
the  duties  of  any  office  or  position,  and  to  account  for 
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money  received  by  virtue  thereof,  and  all  other  bonds 
of  any  description,  except  such  as  may  be  required  in 
legal  proceedings  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this 
schedule,  fifty  cents." 

With  these  provisions  in  view,  I  would  advise  you  that 
bonds  filed  by  pawnbrokers  for  the  faithful  ol)servance  of 
ordinances  relating  to  their  business  must  be  stamped  by' 
them  before  their  acceptance  by  you.  Bonds  filed  by  the 
City  in  connection  with  the  taking  of  land  for  public  use, 
such  as  the  opening  of  streets,  etc.,  are  ''such  as  may  be 
required  in  legal  proceedings  not  otherwise  provided  for 
in  this  schedule,"  and,  therefore,  such  bonds  need  not  be 
stamped.  Surety  bonds  accompanying  municipal  contracts 
presented  to  jon  for  signature,  as  well  as  those  usually 
called  penal  bonds,  come  within  the  category  of  ''all  other 
bonds  of  any  description,"  and  hence  require  stamps, 
which  should  be  affixed  by  those  tendering  such  bonds  to 
the  City. 

The  law  goes  into  effect,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  stamps 
upon  bonds,  on  December  1,  1914.  At  present  no  other 
points  occur  to  me  under  the  War  Revenue  Act  by  which 
the  business  of  your  office  may  be  affected.  If  any  such 
arise  in  the  course  of  business,  I  shall  be  glad  to  advise 
you  further  upon  the  matter.

Use  of  City  Dredge  to  Remove  Material  for  Private 
Persons.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  yesterday  in  further 
reference  to  the  matter  of  the  use  of  the  City's  dredge,  from 
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which  it  appears  I  misapprehended  your  earlier  eommuni- 
cation  as  an  inquiry  as  to  the  use  of  the  City's  dredge  by 
private  persons.  Instead  of  this  it  seems  that  your  ques- 
tion related  to  the  employment  of  the  dredge  by  the  City 
itself,  or  its  employees,  in  removing  dredged  material  for 
private  persons,  the  City  receiving  compensation  for  the 
work  at  an  agreed  price  per  cubic  yard. 

I  do  not  think  that  any  Dredging  Company  would  have 
the  right  to  complain  that  its  interests  were  adversely  af- 
fected by  the  City's  undertaking  work  of  this  character. 
The  dredges  owned  by  the  City  are  primarily  for  the  pur- 
pose of  doing  the  City's  work,  nevertheless,  I  am  of  opin- 
ion that  it  is  not  forbidden  to  employ  them  in  the  manner 
suggested  if  such  course  is  duly  authorized,  especially  in 
view  of  the  considerations  of  public  policy  to  which  you 
refer,  and  while,  as  previously  stated,  the  matter  is  to  a 
great  extent  within  the  discretion  of  the  Department  of 
Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries,  it  would  be  proper  to  secure 
the  consent  of  Councils  to  such  use  of  the  City's  dredges 
for  private  purposes,  although  the  dredges  may  be  oper- 
ated therein  by  the  City's  employees.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date,  inquiring 
whether  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  October  22,  1014, 
imposing  War  Revenue  Taxes  and  which  goes  into  effect 
to-morrow,  December  1st,  it  is  "requisite  or  necessary  for 
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the  stamping  of  the  certificates  of  search  for  delinquent 
taxes  and  delinquent  water  rents  issued  from  this  office, 
and  also  if  any  stamp  should  be  placed  upon  the  liens  filed 
for  delinquent  taxes  and  water  rents." 

I  find  no  requirement  of  the  Act  of  Congress  that  liens 
filed  for  delinquent  taxes  and  delinquent  water  rents 
should  be  stamped. 

With  respect  to  the  certificates  for  delinquent  taxes  and 
water  rents,  the  provision  of  the  Act  under  Schedule  A.. 
which  is  relevant,  is  as  follows :  "Certificate  of  any  dis- 
cription  required  by  law  not  otherwise  specified  in  this 
Act,  ten  cents."  The  certificates  as  to  which  you  inquire 
are  not  otherwise  specified  in  the  Act  of  Congress,  By  the 
Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Section  11,  P.  L. 
30,  it  is  provided,  among  other  things,  "that  the  Receiver 
of  Taxes  shall  furnish  certificates  of  all  taxes  and  claims 
which  are  a  lien  on  real  estate  and  receive  therefor  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  certificate,  and  five  cents  for  each  lien 
and  claim  certified."  I  am  of  opinion  that  within  the 
meaning  of  this  provision  of  the  Act  of  1854,  certificates 
of  taxes  and  claims  which  are  a  lien  on  real  estate  are 
"certificates  of  any  description  required  by  law." 

By  Act  of  June  4,  1901,  water  rents  are  made  a  lien 
upon  real  estate  and  thus  come  within  the  descriptive  words 
of  the  Act  of  1854. 

I  would  therefore  advise  you  that  certificates  of  search 
for  delinquent  taxes  and  delinquent  water  rents  issued 
from  your  office  are  of  such  a  character  that  the  stamp 
tax  of  ten  cents  for  each  certificate,  as  required  by  the  Con- 
gressional legislation,  is  necessary  to  their  validity.

connections  with  the  water  pipes  laid  in  the  streets 
of  the  City  wherever  possible.  He  asks  whether  such 
pipes  belong  to  the  City  or  are  the  property  of  the  citizens 
to  whom  the  water  service  is  furnished,  and  in  the  latter 
case  ''what  legal  formalities  must  we  go  through  in  order 
to  make  ground  connections  thereto  ?" 

I  do  not  think  that  the  service  water  mains  or  pipes 
belong  to  the  property  owners  in  any  sense  which  would 
require  their  assent  to  the  ground  connections  being  made 
to  such  pipes,  and,  therefore,  I  am  of  opinion  that  no  legal 
formalities  need  be  observed  before  the  connections  shall 
be  made.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  letter  of  William  H.  Connell, 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  inquiring  whether  any 
reasons  exist  for  not  having  the  property  owners  on  Ard- 
leigh  street,  from  Price  to  Haines  street,  and  Woodlawn 
avenue,  from  Sprague  to  Ardleigh  street,  notified  that  the 
same  will  be  needed  for  purposes  of  opening,  in  accord- 
ance with  ordinance  of  Councils  approved  December  2, 
1914,  I  advise  you  that  the  ordinance  contains  a  proviso 
that  the  bed  of  Ardleigh  street  shall  be  dedicated  by  the 
owners  thereof  before  the  ordinance  shall  go  into  effect. 

This  deed  of  dedication  has  not  been  delivered  to  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  and  accepted,  and  therefore  the  ordi- 
nance is  not  in  effect  and  the  property  owners  should  not 
be  notified.

Liahililu  of  rropevlij  Owners  for  Paving  Sidewalks  on 
A  ram  in  go  A  v eniie.

Dear  Sir:- — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from 
Mr.  Connell,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  approved 
hj  you,  requesting  mj  opinion  as  to  the  liability  of  cer- 
tain property  owners  on  Aramingo  avenue,  from  Hunting- 
don to  Cumberland  streets,  for  paving  sidewalks  under  the 
terms  of  an  agreement  attached  to  your  letter,  in  which  the 
City,  by  authority  of  Councils,  exempted  these  property 
owners  from  all  charges  for  municipal  improvements  in 
consideration  of  the  property  owners  releasing  the  City 
from  damages  by  reason  of  the  opening  of  the  said  street. 

The  Courts  have  repeatedly  held  that  a  sidewalk  is  to 
be  regarded  as  a  local  improvement,  and  that  such  an 
improvement  is  properly  maintainaljle  at  the  expense  of 
the  abutting  lot  owner.  Smith  vs.  Kingston  Borough,  120 
Pa.  357.  The  owners  of  property  are  required  by  law  to 
Ivcep  their  footways  ih  repair  and  if  necessary  relay  them. 
"This  is  a  duty  imposed  directly  on  the  property  owners, 
and  is  in  the  nature  of  a  police  regulation.  It  is  no  more 
&  tax,  or  a  municipal  assessment  in  the  nature  of  a  tax, 
than  would  be  the  imposition  of  any  other  duty  by  virtue 
of  the  police  power  of  the  borough  with  a  penalty  for  its 
violation."  Wilkinsburg  Borough  rs.  Home  for  Aged 
Women,  131  Pa.  100.  It  is  a  liability  incurred  for  ne- 
glect to  perform  a  duty  imposed  by  the  police  power  of  the 
City.    Pittsburgh  vs.  Daly,  5  Pa.  Super.  Ct.  528. 

In  view  of  the  above  authorities,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  laying  of  a  sidewalk  is  not  a  public  or  municipal  im- 
provement, and  that  consequently  the  property  owners  arc 
liable  for  the  cost  of  paving  and  repaviiig  the  same,  not- 
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withstanding  the  agreement  attached  to  your  letter,  which 
I  herewith  return.

Dear  Sik: — On  ]^ovember  27th  last  you  were  advised 
by  this  Department,  in  reply  to  your  inquiry,  as  follows: 
** Surety  bonds  accompanying  municipal  contracts  presented 
to  you  for  signature,  as  well  as  those  usually  called  penal 
,bonds,  come  within  the  category  of  'all  other  bonds  of  any 
description,'  and  hence  require  stamps."  The  foregoing 
was  based  upon  the  ruling  of  the  Acting  Commissioner  of 
Internal  Revenues.  Since  then  the  Commissioner  of  In- 
ternal Revenues  has  reversed  such  ruling  and  holds  that 
bonds  of  the  character  in  question  do  not  require  revenue 
stamps.  I  would,  therefore,  advise  you  that  the  officials 
of  the  City  should  guide  themselves  by  the  later  ruling  of 
the  IN^ational  Revenue  Department,  a^id  should  accordingly 
accept  contract  and  penal  bonds  unstamped.

In  re  Stamp  Tax. 

Morris  L.  Cooke^  Esq., 

Director,  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  :— -I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  bearing  your  approval,  with  refer- 
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ence  to  the  stamp  tax  under  the  Act  of  Congress  of  Oc- 
tober 22,  1914,  known  as  the  War  Revenue  Law.  The 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  asks  a  number  of  questions  which  T 
will  answer  severally.     The  first  is : 

"1.  AMiat  will  be  the  amount  of  stamps  required  on 
deeds  of  dedication  ?" 

The  Act  of  Congress  provides  for  a  tax  on  any  deed, 
instrument  or  writing  whereby  land,  tenements  or  other 
realty  sold  shall  be  granted,  assigned,  transferred  or  other- 
wise conveyed  to  or  vested  in  the  purchaser  or  purchasers 
or  any  other  person  at  his,  her  or  their  direction  ''when  the 
consideration  or  value  of  interest  or  property  conveyed 
exclusive  of  the  value  of  any  lien  or  encumbrances  thereon 
exceeds  $100  and  does  not  exceed  $500,  50  cents,  and  for 
each  additional  $500  or  fractional  part  thereof  in  excess 
of  $500,  50  cents." 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  tax  is  upon  realty,  etc., 
which  is  sold,  and  the  amount  of  the  tax  is  based  upon  the 
consideration  or  value  of  the  interest  or  property  conveyed, 
exclusive  of  encumbrances.  A  deed  of  dedication  is  in 
no  sense  a  sale  of  property  to  the  'City,  but  is  to  be  regarded 
,as  a  donation  thereof,  which  it  ordinarily  purports  to  be. 
In  my  opinion  such  deeds  are  not  subject  to  a  stamp  tax 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress. 

"2.  Will  certificates  of  registered  owners,  issued  to 
the  public,  require  a  10c.  stamp  ?" 
Yes. 

"3.  Will  certificates  of  registered  owners,   issued 
to  the  Law  Department  for  purpose  of  filing  municipal 
claims,  etc.,  be  subject  to  a  tax  ?" 
No. 

"4.  Will  affidavits,  which  are  filed  in  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys  as  evidence  that  a  street  has  been  opened 
for  public  use  for  a  period  of  more  than  21  years, 
be  subject  to  a  tax  ?" 

"5.  Will  deeds,  wills,  certified  copies  of  wills,  etc., 
which  are  dated  prior  to  December  1,  1914,  but  not 
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presented  for  registration  nntil  after  that  date,  be 
subject  to  a  tax?" 

If  deeds  dated  prior  to  December  1,  1914,  were  also  de- 
livered before  that  date  they  will  not  be  taxable.  If  de- 
livered after  that  date  they  will  be  taxable  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  deeds.  No  provision  is  made  in  the  Act 
for  taxing  wills.  Certified  copies  of  wills,  etc.,  dated  prior 
to  December  1,  1914,  but  not  presented  for  registration 
nntil  after  that  date  will  not  be  subject  to  a  tax. 

''6.  When    deeds    contain    nominal    consideration, 
what  will  be  the  amount  of  stamps  required  ?'' 

As  already  seen,  the  tax  is  based  upon  the  consideration 
or  value  of  the  interest  or  property  conveyed.  This  means 
the  actual  consideration  or  value,  and  not  the  stated  one 
if  the  two  differ, 

I  am  informed  that  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  has  arranged 
with  the  title  companies  to  secure  the  actual  valuation  in 
all  cases  in  which  those  companies  are  concern-ed.  In  other 
vcases,  v;hen  the  consideration  appears  to  be  a  nominal  one, 
a  statement  is  required  of  the  person  presenting  the  deed 
for  record  as  to  the  actual  consideration  or  actual  value, 
and  resort  is  had  for  purposes  of  verification  to  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property  for  municipal  taxation.  In  some 
instances  it  is  quite  probable  that  this  method  will  not 
effect  a  truthful  disclosure  of  the  actual  value  of  the  pro- 
perty conveyed,  and  there  is  perhaps  no  means  by  which 
the  proper  figures  may  be  ascertained  with  al)solute  cer- 
tainty. In  my  judgment  the  Registry  Bureau  will  be  per- 
forming its  full  duty  if  it  follows  the  findings  and  con- 
forms to  the  practices  of  the  Office  of  the  Recorder  of 
Deeds  in  endeavoring  to  learn  the  actual  consideration  for, 
or  the  value  of  the  property  conveyed.  When  deeds  are 
presented  for  registry  after  having  been  recorded  in  that 
office,  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  necessary  to  initiate  a  sec- 
ond inquiry  for  this  purpose.  In  other  cases  the  same 
methods  of  investigation  may  be  resorted  to  as  those  pur- 
sued by  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  as  above  described.

In  re  Approprialion  for  Belief  of  Unemployed  Poor. 

IIox.  RrDOLPii  Blankenburg, 

Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir: — I  have  vour  letter  of  the  12tli  inst.,  trans- 
mitting coi^y  of  an  ordinance  G.  C.  App.  Xo.  138,  making 
transfers  in  the  annual  appropriations  to  various  Depart- 
ments. You  call  attention  to  the  appropriation  therein  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities,  Director's 
Office,  Item  4  G,  ''toward  the  relief  of  the  unemployed 
poor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,"  fifty  thousand  (50,000) 
dollars,  and  to  the  following  language  of  said  appropria- 
tion: 

''The  said  amount  to  be  expended  for  such  purpose 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  Charities 
through  the  Emergency  Aid  Committee,  and  be  paid 
by  the  City  Treasurer  on  warrants  drawn  by  the  Di- 
rector of  said  Department  and  countersigned  by  the 
City  Controller:  Provided,  That  any  balance  remain- 
ing to  the  credit  of  said  item  shall  not  merge  Decem- 
ber 31,  1911." 

You  ask  whether  there  is  any  legal  objection  to  these 
portions  of  the  ordinance. 

I  do  not  think  the  ordinance  so  tainted  with  illegality 
that  you  are  required  to  disapprove  of  this  item  if  in  your 
judgment  the  substantive  relief  provided  for  is  necessary 
under  existing  conditions  and  the  appropriation  not  unwise 
in  its  tendencies  and  possible  effects. 

The  purpose  which  the  ordinance  has  in  view,  to  wit,  the 
relief  of  the  poor  of  the  City,  is  one  which  is  distinctively 
municipal  in  its  character — the  relief  of  the  poor  being 
a  well  recognized  function  of  the  City;  and  the  fact  that 
this  appropriation  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  "unemployed" 
poor  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  detract  from  the  legality  of 
the  action  of  Councils.     It  is  further  to  be  noted  that  this 
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differs  from  the  use  of  the  City's  iiiouey  for  the  benefit 
of  non-residents,  for  it  is  limited  to  the  relief  of  the  un- 
employed poor  ''of  the  City  of  Philadelphia."  In  cases 
of  public  calamities  in  other  cities,  as  destructive  con- 
flagrations, floods,  and  the  like,  it  has  been  the  practice 
to  make  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  the  sufferers 
therefrom.  Whether,  if  the  latter  question  were  distinctly 
raised,  the  Supreme  Court  would  sanction  such  use  of  the 
taxpayers'  money  may  be  regarded  as  doubtful,  the  in- 
validity of  such  action  having  been  declared  with  respect 
to  the  San  Francisco  earthquake  sufferers  by  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Allegheny  County,  in  the  case  of  Com- 
monwealth vs.  Brown,  15  D.  P.  582. 

The  Department  to  w^hich  the  money  is  appropriated  is 
the  proper  one  for  the  administration  of  such  a  benefac- 
tion to  the  poor — it  succeeding  to  all  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  old  "Guardians  of  the  Poor." 

I  note  that  in  your  letter  you  underscore  the  word 
"through"  in  the  direction  of  the  ordinance  that  the  ex- 
penditure is  to  be  "through  the  Emergency  Aid  Commit- 
tee." There  is  a  degree  of  ambiguity  in  the  use  of  this 
word.  That  is,  to  what  extent  and  in  precisely  what  man- 
ner the  Department  is  to  act  "through"  the  Committee  may 
be  open  to  doubt.  jSTevertheless,  1  do  not  believe  this  suf- 
ficient to  invalidate  the  appropriation,  for  there  will  prob- 
ably be  no  insurmountable  obstacle  to  carrying  out  the 
purpose  of  Councils  by  the  joint  action  of  the  Director  of 
the  Department  and  the  Emergency  Aid  Committee,  who, 
I  think,  may  be  depended  upon  to  co-operate  in  harmony 
if  you  approve  the  ordinance. 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Walton  (182  Pa.  373) 
the  Supreme  Court  held  it  to  be  allowable  for  Councils 
to  appropriate  the  funds  of  the  City  to  a  corporation  as 
distinct  from  any  municipal  department,  which  corpora- 
tion was  organized  to  collect  a  iimd  to  pension  such  of  the 
policemen  of  the  City  as  might  be  members  thereof ;  and  in 
Commonwealth  vs.  Pittsburgh  (183  Pa.  202)  the  same 
Court  supported  an  appropriation  by  that  City  to  a  Com- 
mittee of  private  citizens  appointed  by  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  to  defray  the  expenses  of  having  made  surveys 
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for  ;i  ship  canal,  and  for  seciiriiiii'  infoi-ination  us  to  wliother 
such  a  canal  would  be  practicable.  In  both  of  these  cases 
the  appropriations  were  sustained  because  of  the  ultimate 
benefit  to  the  respective  cities  which  niiiiht  be  expected  to 
result  therefrom. 

In  the  2>i"esent  instance  you  will  note  that  even  the  rais- 
ing of  this  question  is  forestalled  by  making  the  appro- 
priation directly  to  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and 
Charities,  and  providing,  as  the  Bullitt  Bill  requires,  that 
the  warrants  shall  be  drawn  for  the  expenditure  of  the 
fund  by  the  Director  of  that  Department.  That  the  De- 
partment is  given  the  money  to  use  ''through''  or  in  con- 
junction with  the  Emergency  Aid  'Committee  does  not  in 
my  opinion  so  far  militate  against  the  action  of  Councils 
as  to  make  the  appropriation  illegal.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  lOth  instant 
in  the  matter  of  the  ten  feet  of  v/ater  rights  at  the  foot 
of  Black  Horse  Alley,  between  Market  and  Chestnut 
streets,  permit  me  to  say  that  in  my  opinion  this  particular 
strip  is  public  property  under  the  terms  of  Penn's  original 
charter.  The  fact  that  some  one  has  included  it  in  the 
conveyance  of  adjoining  land  does  not  in  any  way  injure 
the  title  of  the  Municipality. 

You  call  attention  to  the  deed  of  J.  Henry  West,  Trus- 
tee, et  al.,  to  the  Proyident  Life  and  Trust  'Company,  dated 
August  4,  1911,  and  recorded  in  Deed  Book  W.  S.  V.  ISTo. 
148G,  page  415,  and  state  that  this  deed  covers  this  ten- 
foot  strip  and  conveys  it  in  sale.  A  conveyance  made  to 
a  grantee  is  made  at  the  grantee's  risk.  In  other  words,  to 
put  it  baldly,  there  would  be  no  law  preventing  any  one 
from  conveying  to  any  one  who  chose  to  buy  any  particular 
place  in  Philadelphia.  If  the  conveyance  was  under  false 
pretence,  there  would  be  the  criminal  charge,  but  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  the  grantee  to  examine  the  title,  and  because 
of  this  duty  title  companies  and  conveyancers  exist. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  so  far  as  it  affects  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  the  grant  of  the  Provident  Life  and  Trust 
Company  is  invalid.  If  the  new  owners,  or  any  other  per- 
son, have  constructed  a  pier  covering  the  ten-foot  strip, 
another  question  presents  itself  and  proceedings  will  be 
instituted  forthwith  by  the  Law  Department  to  compel  its 
removal.  If  no  such  pier  has  been  constructed  and  there 
has  been  no  invasion  of  the  City's  rights,  I  respectfully 
urge  that  no  license  should  hereafter  be  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Port  Wardens  in  relation  to  this  space.

Dear  Sir:— I  have  your  letter  of  tlie  15th  instant,  ask- 
ing that  a  contract  be  prepared  between  the  City  and 
Messrs.  Ballinger  &  Perrot  for  engineering  services  in  be- 
half of  the  City  in  connection  with  the  installation  of  ma- 
chinery at  the  new  llimicipal  Repair  Shop,  Eleventh  and 
Reed  streets,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  5  per  cent,  of 
the  total  cost  of  the  said  appliances  and  machinery  accepted 
and  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  such  contract  to  be  limited  to  $3,750,  chargeable 
against  Item  129   (Loan),  Bureau  of  City  Property. 

In  explanation  of  the  necessity  for  entering  into  this 
contract,  you  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  erection  of 
the  shop  is  completed,  and  an  intelligent  plan  of  the  ma- 
chinery which  should  be  installed  in  the  building  neces- 
sary for  the  work  to  be  done  involves  considerable  tech- 
nical study,  and  you  should  be  in  the  position  of  having 
your  plans  and  specifications  all  ready  when  an  appropria- 
tion is  made  to  purchase  the  machinery. 

In  this  connection,  I  find  that  a  previous  contract  was 
entered  into  between  the  City  and  ^lessrs.  Ballinger  & 
Perrot,  dated  April  18,  1913,  whereby  it  was  agreed  that 
they  should 

"perform  all  the  necessary  and  accustomed  duties  of 
architects,  and  to  provide  all  the  preliminary  sketches, 
necessary  drawings,  blue-prints,  plans  and  specifica- 
tions and  papers  required  for  the  proper  and  satis- 
factory work  in  the  erection  and  construction  of  the 
said  building  or  buildings,   and   installation  of  the 


said  luaeliines  and  maeliiiierv  and  the  appurtenant 
work  in.  connection  therewith ;  and  to  prepare  and 
furnish  all  the  necessary  duplicates  and  copies  of  said 
specifications,  blue-prints,  and  plans  required  by  the 
contractors  and  employees  engaged  in  the  erection, 
construction  and  repair  of  said  building  or  buildings 
and  the  installation  of  machines  or.  machinery,  and 
all  other  necessary  or  appurtenant  work  thereon. 

"The  said  parties  of  the  second  part  further  agree 
to  supervise  all  the  work  of  erection  and  construction 
and  of  installatftn  of  machines  and  machinery  and 
the  work  appurtenant  thereto,  and  to  see  to  the  proper 
carrying  out  and  performance  of  such  contract  or  con- 
tracts for  the  erection  and  construction  and  instaUa- 
tion  of  machines  or  machinery  of  the  said  building  or 
buildings  until  the  completion  of  the  said  building  or 
buildings  and  the  installation  of  the  said  machines 
and  machinery,  with  appurtenant  work,  and  the  same 
are  ready  for  use  and  occupancy,"  etc. 

The  consideration  to  be  paid  by  the  City  for  the  work  as 
above  described  was  "the  sum  of  5  per  cent,  of  the  total 
amount  of  such  conti-act  or  contracts  as  may  be  hereafter 
entered  into  in  connection  with  the  work  as  hereinbefore 
set  forth"  ....  '"It  being  understood  and  agreed 
that  the  amount  to  be  expended  under  this  contract  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
(5,7'50)  dollars." 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  foregoing  stipulation  of  the 
contract  of  April  IS,  1913,  required,  among  other  things, 
the  installation  of  machinery  at  the  'City  Machine  Shop, 
which  is  the  very  subject  of  the  contract  now  proposed.  The 
■compensation  was  to  be  upon  a  percentage  basis,  but  it  was 
further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  amount  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  contract  should  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
$5,750.  By  virtue  of  this  contract,  Messrs.  Ballinger  & 
Perrot  undertook  to  do  all  the  work  not  only  of  supervis- 
ing the  construction  and  erection  of  the  building,  but  also 
that  of  the  installation  of  machinery,  on  a  5  per  cent,  basis, 
but  with  the  proviso  that  the  sum  to  be  paid  for  the  entire 
work  should  not  exceed  $5,750. 
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In  the  case  of  Smith  vs.  the  Citv  of  Philadelphia,  17  D. 
R.  231,  381  ;18  D.  R.  769  and  227  Pa.  423,  it  was  held 
hoth  hy  the  lower  Court  and  by  the  Supreme  Court,  that  a 
contract  of  this  character  was  a  binding  agreement  on  the 
part  of  the  contractor  to  do  all  the  work  stipulated  in  the 
contract  for  the  sum  stated  as  the  limitation  of  the  con- 
tract price.  In  the  contract  which  was  involved  in  that 
case,  while  the  prices  to  be  paid  the  contractor  were  not 
based  upon  a  commission  of  the  cost  of  other  work,  as  here, 
yet  they  were  to  be  calculated  upon  what  are  known  as 
"unit  prices;"  that  is  to  say,  so  much  per  cubic  yard  per 
foot  of  piping,  etc.,  but  with  the  limitation  that  the  entire 
cost  was  not  to  exceed  a  fixed  amount.  Citing  the  terms 
of  the  contract,  the  lower  Court  (17  D.  R.  236,  per  Will- 
son,  /.),  said: 

"It  is  not  apparent  to  us  why  this  language  does 
not  cover  the  entire  work  of  the  improvement.  The 
fact  that  the  contract  provides  that  Vare  should  be 
paid  at  certain  prices  set  forth  in  the  bid  does  not,  in 
our  judgment,  stand  in  the  way  of  such  a  strict  con- 
struction, for  the  reason  that  the  limitation  of  the 
aggregate  amount  to  be  paid  is  also  fixed  at  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars.  It  is 
l)v  no  means  an  unusual  form  of  contract  that  a  man 
undertakes  to  do  certain  work  at  a  certain  price  per 
square  yard,  and  at  the  same  time  agrees  that  the  en- 
tire cost  of  that  work  shall  not  exceed  a  fixed  sum, 
and  yet  it  may  subsequently  transpire  that  the  total 
sum  calculated  upon  the  basis  of  the  unit  prices  would 
have  far  exceeded  the  aggregate  price  for  which  he 
undertook  to  do  the  entire  work.'' 

This  interpretation  of  the  contract  is  repeated  upon  the 
various  occasions  on  which  the  same  contract  came  before 
the  Court;  and  the  Supreme  Court,  in  dealing  with  the 
question  (227  Pa.  427),  said: 

"The  contract  is  based  upon  unit  prices,  with,  how- 
ever, the  limitation  suggested.  In  no  event  could  the 
City,  under  this  contract,  expend  or  tlic  contractor 
receive  more  than  the  airgreiiate  amount  of  $500,000 
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for  the  improvement.  This  is  the  usual  contract 
where  the  contractor  undertakes  to  perform  certain 
work  at  unit  prices,  with  the  stipulation  that  the  en- 
tire cost  of  the  completed  work  shall  not  exceed  a  fixed 
sum.  As  said  by  the  learned  trial  Judge,  it  is  not  ap- 
parent why  the  language  of  the  contract  made  by 
Vare  with  the  City  does  not  cover  the  entire  work  of 
the  improvement  of  Broad  street  from  Moyamensing 
avenue  southward  for  the  consideration  stipulated  in 
the  agreement,  which  was  not  to  exceed  500,000. 
It  does  so  in  terms,  and  although  more  than 
five  years  have  elapsed  since  the  parties  executed  the 
contract,  the  contractor  has  not  asked  a  chancellor  to 
reform  the  agreement  or  to  construe  it  differently 
from  the  plain  import  of  its  language." 

A  contract  based  upon  a  commission  rating,  with  a 
fixed  limitation  as  the  price  to  be  paid  for  work  specifically 
agreed  to  be  done,  would  seem  to  be  within  the  same  prin- 
ciple as  one  in  which  the  basis  of  computation  was  to  be 
designated  unit  prices  for  the  various  articles  or  commodi- 
ties entering  into  the  work,  and  I  am  not  aware  of  any 
principle  upon  which  the  two  kinds  of  contract  can  be  dis- 
tinguished for  this  purpose. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  Messrs.  Ballinger  & 
Perrot  have  already  agreed  to  do  the  engineering  work  and 
to  bestow  their  services  in  supervising  the  installation  of 
the  machinery  at  the  new  Municipal  Eepair  Shop  for  the 
fixed  sum  of  $5,750,  and  that  a  second  contract  providing 
for  the  payment  of  a  further  sum  for  the  same  work  would 
be  unauthorized  and  illegal.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  vour  letter  of  the  15tli  instant, 
in  which  you  ask  me  to  examine  and  advise  you  as  to: 

''An  ordinance  to  authorize  the  release  of  Patrick 
J.  Whelan  and  James  T.  Whelan  from  their  agree- 
ment to  indemnify  the  City  from  all  damages  for  the 
placing,  on  the  City  plan  and  the  subsequent  opening 
of  Marshall  street,  from  Duncannon  avenue  to  Lind- 
ley  avenue,  in  consideration  of  said  Patrick  J.  Whelan 
and  James  T.  Whelan  dedicating  all  of  the  land 
owned  by  them  in  the  bed  of  Sixth  street,  between 
Duncannon  avenue  and  Lindley  avenue,"  introduced 
October  1,  1914. 

Permit  me  to  say  that  about  one-half  of  the  bed  of  Sixth 
street  between  Duncannon  avenue  and  Lindley  avenue  has 
been  dedicated  by  other  owners.  The  Messrs  Whelan  should 
dedicate  the  part  they  own  without  demanding  any  con- 
sideration. Should  they  be  unwilling  so  to  do,  I  am  of 
opinion  that  the  City  would  be  able  to  successfully  resist 
any  claim  for  damages  they  might  present  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  they  will  obtain  a  frontage  on  both  sides  of  Sixth 
street  for  tlieir  property  and  so  increase  considerably  in 
value  their  holdings.  There  is  no  reason  for  the  giving 
by  the  City  of  any  consideration  to  Messrs.  Whelan,  and 
in  my  opinion  the  ordinance  as  presented  to  you  should 
not  be  approved.

Dear  Sir: — 'Permit  me  to  acknowledge  tlie  receipt  of 
yowT  letter  of  the  IStli  instant,  in  which  yon  ask  me  to 
furnish,  for  the  information  of  the  Committee  on  High- 
ways, an  opinion  as  to  the  necessity  of  passing  an  ordi- 
nance for  the  legal  opening  of  Twenty-sixth  street,  from 
Thompson  to  Master  street,  when  said  street  is  already 
owned  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Although  the  title  to  the  ground  in  the  bed  and  abutting 
Twenty-sixth  street  between  Master  and  Thompson  streets 
is  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  the  street,  however,  cannot 
be  legally  opened  without  an  ordinance  of  Councils,  as 
provided  in  Section  7  of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  which 
is  as  follows: 

"Whenever  Councils  shall  deem  the  public  exigency 
to  demand  it,  they  may  order  by  ordinance  any  street 
laid  upon  any  of  the  public  plans  of  the  City  to  be 
opened,  giving  three  months'  notice  thereof  to  the 
owner;  whereupon,  any  of  the  owners  whose  ground 
will  be  taken  by  such  street  may  forthwith  petition 
the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  to  assess  the  damages 
which  such  owners  may  sustain  by  the  opening  of 
such  street;  and  if  the  same  be  not  paid  within  one 
year,  may  sue  said  City  for  the  recovery  thereof; 
Provided,  That  security  shall  be  given  by  said  City, 
to  the  owner  for  the  payment  of  such  damages  before 
his  ground  shall  be  actually  taken,  and  the  City  may 
indemnify  the  persons  entering  such  security;  and 
no  proceedings  to  assess  the  damages  on  any  street 
on  such  plan  shall  lapse  by  the  delay  of  a  year  in 
paying  such  damages.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Coun- 
cils to  institute  an  inquiry  as  to  persons  benefited  by 
the  openinii'  of  any  new  street,  and  to  withhold  ap- 
propriation for  the  opening  of  same  until  the  per- 
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sons  found  to  be  benefited  shall  have  contributed,  ac- 
cording to  the  benefit  to  V)e  derived  therefrom,  to- 
wards the  damages  awarded  to  the  owners  whose 
ground  will  be  taken  therefor;  but  in  no  instance 
shall  the  contribution  exceed  the  damages  awarded  for 
the  ground  taken." 

As  the  City  is  the  owner,  and  under  the  law  would  be 
the  only  property  owner  to  who  notice  need  be  sent,  I  am 
of  opinion  that  no  three  months'  notice  is  required,  and 
that  no  bond  need  be  entered,  and  that  an  ordinance  simply 
reciting  that  the  property  is  now  owned  by  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  and  directing  the  Department  of  Public 
AVorks  to  forthwith  proceed  to  open  the  street  will  be  suf- 
ficient. 

I  return  Chief  Webster's  letter  to  you,  together  with 
the   accompanying  plan.

Legality  of  Requirement  to  Let  Contracts  to  Local  Firms. 

Hex.   RrDOLPH   B'LANKEXBURG, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  this  date  with  respect 
to  a  proviso  attached  by  Councils  to  the  appropriations  for 
the  year  1915  to  the  Department  of  Peceiver  of  Taxes 
and  other  Departments  of  the  City  Government: 

'Tliat  whenever  possible,  bids  for  supplies  or  ma- 
terials shall  be  invited  only  from  Philadelphia  firms 
whose  plants  are  located  in  the  City,  and  that  a 
schedule  of  such  bids  and  awards,  certified  by  the 
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'Committee  on  Finance,  shall  be  sent  to  the  City  Con- 
troller before  he  shall  sign  any  warrants  for  such  ma- 
terials or  supplies." 

You  inquire  as  to  the  legality  of  this  condition. 

While  the  intent  of  the  legislative  body  to  secure  a 
preference  for  our  own  wage-earners  and  to  build  up  our 
own  local  industries  may  be  most  excellent,  yet,  as  a  matter 
of  law,  in  so  far  as  this  proviso  is  intended  to  have  any 
binding  effect  upon  the  executive  officials  of  the  City,  it 
is  altogether  illegal  and  nugatory. 

The  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  positively  requires  that  all 
contracts  •  for  work,  material,  etc.,  to  be  supplied  to  the 
City  or  its  Departments  must  be  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder.  This  statutory  requirement  is  not 
subject  to  qualification  or  exception  in  cases  where  com- 
pliance with  it  is  possible,  and  the  Courts  have  frequently 
decided  that  any  restrictions  placed  by  the  municipal  au- 
thorities upon  the  free  and  complete  operation  of  this 
Act  are  null  and  void.  Thus,  in  Frame  vs.  Felix,  167 
Pa.  47,  which  is  the  leading  case  on  the  subject,  the  Su- 
preme Court  decided  that  the  provision  in  the  specifica- 
tions to  a  municipal  contract  requiring  the  contractor  to 
employ  none  but  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  to  pay 
not  less  than  a  fixed  amount  for  labor  under  such  contract 
was  in  violation  of  the  Act  of  187-1,  and  consequently  had 
no  effect. 

In  a  number  of  cases  in  other  Courts  the  same  principle 
has  been  enunciated.  In  McDonough  vs.  Washington 
Borough,  20  S.  C.  Keps.  315,  the  awarding  of  a  contract 
to  a  high  bidder  because  he  agreed  to  employ  home  labor 
only,  in  obedience  to  an  ordinance  to  that  effect,  was  held 
to  be  invalid,  and  the  Borough  was  enjoined  at  the  suit  of 
a  taxpayer  from  entering  into  the  contract.  And  in  El- 
liott vs.  Pittsburgh,  6  D.  R.  459,  an  ordinance  providing 
that  bids  should  be  subject  to  the  qualification  that  the 
Building  Trades  Council  might  designate  the  workmen  to 
be  employed  under  the  contract  was  held  to  be  illegal. 
and  in  violation  of  this  Act.  In  other  cases,  not  only  in 
Pennsylvania,  but  in  States  having  similar  statutory  or 
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constitutional  provisions,  such  municipal  legislation  as  that 
requiring  stone  to  be  cut  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  etc., 
has  been  held  to  trench  illegally  upon  the  command  that 
public  contracts  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  and 
I  find  no  authorities  which  uphold  City  Councils  in  at- 
taching to  their  authorization  of  contracts  for  public  uses 
any  condition  or  restriction  whatever,  the  effect  of  which 
would  be  to  interfere  with  or  prevent  full,  free  and  un- 
trammelled competition  among  all  bidders  for  the 
right  to  enter  into  such  contracts,  irrespective  of  the  resi- 
dence, citizenship  or  location  of  the  persons  or  firms  so 
bidding,  or  their  plants,  factories  or  places  of  business.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  a  letter  of  the  16th  instant  from 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  approved  by  you,  in 
reference  to  the  charge  for  lateral  connections  with  sewers 
in  German  town  and  other  outlying  sections  of  the  City 
where  a  double  connection  is  required — one  being  for  the 
storm  water  and  one  for  the  house  sewage.  The  subje(!t 
is  governed  by  the  ordinance  of  April  7,  1893  (page  156), 
the  provisions  of  which  will  be  adverted  to  further  on. 

It  appears  that  since  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the 
double  lateral  connection  has  been  required  in  Manayunk, 
one  charge,  of  $5  being  made  therefor.  In  the  German- 
town  and  Ealls  of  the  Schuylkill  districts,  however,  from 
1893  to  1901,  houses  were  permitted  to  have  but  one 
drain  connection  for  both  waste  and  roof  water,  the  prac- 
tice being  to  lay  a  lateral  to  the  sewage  sewer  only.  Since 
1901,  however,  owing  to  the  increase  in  population,  the 
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sureharge  of  the  main  iiiterceptiiio;  sewer,  etc.,  a  regiila- 
tion  has  prevailed,  purely  as  a  health  measure,  requiring 
that  in  Germantown  and  the  Falls  of  the  Sehuvlkill  the 
liouse  drainage  must  he  separated  from  the  storm  water  and 
two  connections  made  for  each  house.  I  gather  from  the 
letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  that  since 
1901  the  single  charge  of  $5  has  been  imposed  in  these 
sections.  As  the  applicant  for  house  drainage  is  debarred 
from  using  it  except  in  compliance  with  the  present  regu- 
lations, which  require  him  to  carry  an  additional  drain- 
age line  to  the  storm  conduit,  and  as  the  City  is  without 
power  to  break  the  streets  and  tlie  house  owner  is  re- 
quired to  pay  from  $1  to  $13,  according  to  the  type  of 
pavement,  for  that  privilege,  the  inquiry  is  made  whether 
the  practice  of  the  Survey  Bureau  in  making  the  one 
charge  of  $5  for  such  lateral  connections  in  place  of  a 
double  charge  is  correct. 

The  ordinance  of  1893  provides  that  whenever  any 
sewer  is  constructed,  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  lay  the  necessary  lateral  house  connections  from  the 
sewer  to  the  inside  of  the  curb,  "and  where  permits  are 
granted  to  connect  by  such  laterals  with  the  sewer,  a 
charge  of  $5  for  each  connection  shall  be  made  by  the 
said  Department,  in  addition  to  the  charges  specified"  in 
ordinances  of  March  30,  1889,  and  February  25,  1890, 
which  provide  the  ordinary  charges  for  sewer  connections. 
From  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  it 
appears  that  in  the  main  part  of  the  City,  the  single 
lateral  connection  bein^  required,  only  the  one  charge  of 
$5  is  made.  The  purpose  of  the  ordinance  of  1893,  in 
my  judgment,  was  to  impose  a  $5  charge  upon  each 
al)utting  building  for  its  lateral  connection  with  the  sewer, 
and  this  is  expressed  in  the  language  that  ''where  permits 
are  granted  to  connect  by  such  laterals  with  a  sewer,  a 
eharoe  of  $5  for  each  connection  shall  be  made."  I  think 
that  ^'connection"  in  this  sense  means  the  entire  house 
connection,  whether  it  be  by  one  or  by  two  channels. 

It  was  intended  by  the  ordinance  that  there  should  be 
an  equality  of  charge ;  and  when,  for  considerations  affect- 
ing the  public  health,  the  sewerage  is  divided  into  two 
classes,  requiring  two  lateral  connections,  one  for  liouse 
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drainage  and  one  for  storm  water,  I  do  not  l)elieve  it  was 
the  pnrpose  to  impose  a  double  charge  in  such  cases.  Such 
seems  to  liave  been  the  interpretation  placed  upon  the 
ordinance  by  the  Bureau  most  familiar  with  the  subject, 
and  to  ha\-e  been  the  continual  practice  for  over  twenty 
years.  The  same  thought  seems  to  be  embodied  in  the 
second  section  of  the  ordinance  of  ISij:],  which  provides 
that  when  a  main  sewer  is  built  and  it  is  deemed  best  that 
parallel  sewers  for  house  connections  should  also  be  built, 
no  connection  shall  enter  the  main  sewer,  ''nor  will  the 
abutting  propert}'  owner  be  assessed  for  the. main  sewer." 
If  any  reason  exists  for  changing  the  long-continued 
practice  on  this  subject,  it  is  not  mentioned  in  the  letter 
of  Mr.  Webster;  and  in  the  absence  of  any  such  considera- 
tion, I  am  of  opinion  that  the  present  method  of  charge 
should  be  continued  in  those  localities  in  which  public 
necessities  require  a  double  lateral  connection  instead  of 
a  single  one.

Dear  Sir  : — You  have  left  wath  me  the  enclosed  corre- 
spondence between  yourself  and  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission respecting  the  provisional  appointment  of  Dr. 
George  W.  Mellon  as  Clinical  Assistant  Physician,  with 
the  request  that  I  advise  you  whether  the  applicants  for 
such  a  position  are  required  to  be  licensed  practicing 
physicians. 

I  understand  that  the  position  referred  to,  together  with 
other  similar  positions  which  pay  a  small  annual  salary, 
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are  in  substance  internesliips  in  the  Philadelphia  Hospital. 
My  recollection  of  the  conversation  which  we  had  upon 
the  subject  is  to  the  eiTect  that  the  law  requires  all  appli- 
cants for  a  State  license  to  practice  medicine  to  serve  a 
certain  minimum  length  of  time  as  internes  in  hospitals 
before  they  can  take  the  examinations  for  the  license. 
These  internes  are  not  paid  any  salary  for  their  services, 
but  secure  compensation  for  them  by  way  of  the  experi- 
ence which  they  receive  from  their  practice  in  a  hospital. 
It  appears  that  some  internes,  after  serving  the  minimum 
time  required  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  do  not 
intend  to  practice  in  this  City  and  do  not,  therefore,  de- 
sire to  take  the  State  examination.  They  come  from  other 
States  where  they  expect  in  the  future  to  practice  their 
profession.  Some  of  them,  however,  are  willing  to  spend 
a  little  more  time  in  other  special  departments  of  the 
hospital  for  the  added  experience ;  and,  having  already 
spent  five  years  in  the  study  of  their  profession,  they  feel 
unable  to  render  such  services  gratuitously.  The  City 
has  therefore  appropriated  a  small  sum  for  these  positions 
— a  sum  which  is  utterly  inadecfuate  to  secure  the  services 
of  a  licensed  practicing  physician. 

Under  such  circumstances,  I  believe  that  the  require- 
ment of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  that  such  appli- 
cants for  appointment  possess  a  practicing  physician's 
license  could  he  waived  by  it,  because  I  do  not  think  these 
positions  are  any  different  from  ordinary  interneships, 
which,  from  the  necessities  of  the  case,  are  filled  by 
students  who  have  no  State  license.  An  interne  who  re- 
ceives no  pay  is  certainly  not  subject  to  Civil  Service  re- 
quirements, and  while  the  salary  attached  to  the  assist- 
ant physicianships  might  warrant  the  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission in  requiring-  applicants  for  them  to  take  com- 
petitive examinations,  I  do  not  think  that  that  body  can 
reasonably  require  the  applicants  to  have  a  license  to 
practice  medicine.

Right   of  Beading  Bailroad   Company   to   Close   Willow 
Street,  from  Delaware  Avenue  to  New  Market  Street.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  11th  inst.,  inquir- 
ing as  to  the  status  of  Willow  street,  from  Delaware  ave- 
nue to  Xew  ]\Iarket  street,  vnth.  reference  to  the  fact  that 
the  Reading  Railroad  Companv,  which  occupies  the  bed 
of  the  street  between  the  points  named,  has  put  up  "ISTo 
thoroughfare"  signs  on  that  portion  of  Willow  street. 

Willow  street,  from  Delaware  avenue  to  Front  street, 
is  upon  the  City  plan  of  the  width  of  50  feet,  extending 
in  a  straight  line  between  the  two  points  a  distance  of 
350  feet.  From  the  west  side  of  Front  street  to  ISTew 
Market  street  it  extends  in  a  westerly  direction  for  110 
feet,  and  then  makes  an  angle  to  tlie  southwest  to  Xew 
Market  street  for  a  distance  of  256  feet,  and  is  of  the 
width  of  30  feet  for  the  entire  distance. 

From  the  facts  stated  in  your  letter  it  appeats  that  that 
portion  of  Willow  street,  from  the  old  line  of  Beach 
street  (which  ran  parallel  with  and  about  150  feet  east 
of  Front  street)  to  New  Market  street,  is  legally  opened. 

As  to  that  part  of  Willow  street,  of  the  width  of  50 
feet,  from  the  line  of  Beach  street  (now  vacated)  east- 
ward to  Delaware  avenue,  I  learn  that  the  Bureau  of  Sur- 
veys has  no  record  of  a  legal" opening  by  Quarter  Sessions 
proceeding,  or  ordinance  of  Councils,  or  deed  of  dedica- 
tion, but  the  City  has  no  knowledge  as  to  whether  the 
status  of  this  part  of  the  street  may  be  affected  by  any 
implied  dedication  or  user  as  a  highway.  It  is,  however, 
upon  the  City  plan  fifty  feet  wide  and  contains  railroad 
tracks. 

The  various  Acts  referred  to  in  your  letter  which  have 
to  do  with  the  original   and  supplemental   incorporation 
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Act  of  the  Northern  Liberties  aud  Penn  Township  Rail- 
road do  not  ap]3ear  to  give  the  railroad  the  exclusive 
right  to  occupy  any  part  of  the  bed  of  any  City  street. 
On  the  contrary,  the  Act  approved  March  15,  1853,  dis- 
tinctly provides  that  the  Railroad  Company  must  keep 
the  streets  paved  between  the  curbs,  which  would  indicate 
the  expectation  on  the  part  of  the  Legislature  that  the 
streets,  parts  of  which  were  occupied  by  railroad  tracks, 
may  also  continue  to  be  used  by  the  public  as  highways. 

IJnder  this  statement  of  facts  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Railroad  Company  has  no  right  to  interfere  with  the  use 
by  the  public  of  AVillow  street  from  the  old  line  of  Beach 
street  (now  vacated)  to  iSTew  Market  street;  but  as  to  that 
portion  from  the  old  line  of  Beach  street  (now  vacated) 
to  Delaware  avenue,  I  am  unable  to  express  any  opinion 
until  I  get  further  information  whether  the  bed  of  Willow 
street,  between  Beach  street  and  Delaware  avenue,  is  shown 
by  the  records  in  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  to  be  private 
property,  and  if  so,  whether  it  has  been  dedicated  by  im- 
plication, either  through  the  conveyance  of  lots  calling  for 
it  as  an  abutter,  by  being  thrown  open  to  use  as  a  public 
highway,  or  otherwise.  If  so,  this  would  of  course  make 
it  a  public  highway ;  l)ut  if  the  records  show  it  to  be  pri- 
vate property  and  no  such  evidence  of  dedication  or  public 
user  is  fonthcoming,  I  do  not  know  of  any  facts  from 
which  its  character  as  an  open  public  highway  can  be 
proved. 

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  any  attempt  by  the 
Reading  Railroad  Company  to  close  the  street  west  of 
Beach  street  or  to  exclude  public  travel  thereon  is  un- 
authorized ;  east  of  Beach  street  the  question  depends  upon 
the  matters  above  referred  to.

Dkak  SiK : — lu  view  of  the  approaching  session  of  the 
Legishitiire,  it  seems  to  me  proper  that  I  shoukl  call  to 
your  notice  the  conflicting  provisions  of  two  proposed 
amendments  to  tlie  Constitution — Section  8,  Art.  IX — 
with  reference  to  the  increase  in  the  power  of  the  'City  to 
incur  debt  for  certain  enumerated  purposes.  Both  of  these 
proposed  amendments,  which  have  already  been  passed 
by  the  Legislature  of  19 13,  after  citing  Section  8  of  Article 
y,  as  it  has  already  been  amended,  provide  that  it  shall  be 
amended  "so  as  to  read  as  follows."  Each  thereupon  states 
the  wording  of  the  section  as  it  shall  stand  after  amend- 
ment, and  each  makes  it  different  from  the  other.  You 
will  see  from  a  reading  of  them  that  not  only  would  the 
voters  of  the  State  be  hopelessly  confused  if  these  two 
amendments  of  the  same  section  were  submitted  to  them 
for  their  franchise  at  the  same  time,  but,  further,  should 
both  of  the  propositions  be  voted  upon  affirmatively,  the 
confusion  as  to  what  the  Constitutional  provision  would 
be  thereafter  would  be  inextricable.  It  would  be  impos- 
sible that  a  designated  article  and  section  of  the  Constitu- 
tion should  read  in  two  different  ways — not  only  different 
as  to  mere  phraseology,  but  varying  in  substance  and 
effect. 

I  refer  to  this  matter  now  in  order  that  proper  repre- 
sentations may  be  made  to  the  Legislature,  which  will  soon 
be  in  session,  so  that  one  of  the  intended  amendments 
may  be  dropped  and  the  other  sulnnitted  alone  to  the  voters 
next  November.  Careful  scrutiny  is  all  the  more  impor- 
tant because  this  particular  section  was  amended  in  1911, 
but  in  such  ambiguous  phraseology  that  the  City  has  been 
unable  to  take  advantage  of  it,  and  it  is  practically  mean- 
ingless. 

The  diversity  between  the  proposed  measures  will  be 
25 
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readily  seen  by  a  comparison  of  their  respective  provisions ; 
one  of  them  will  be  fonnd  on  pages  1482  to  1484  of  the 
Pamphlet  Laws  of  1913,  and  the  other  on  pages  1486 
to  1488  thereof,  and  they  are  designated  as  Joint  Resoln- 
tion  Xo.  2  and  Joint  Resolution  No.  6,  respectively. 

Xo.  2  leaves  out  the  provision  which  purports  to  author- 
ize the  City,  in  computing  its  debt,  to  exclude,  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  debt  incurred  for  transit  or  wharf  facili- 
ties which  already  yield  a  current  net  revenue  in  excess 
of  the  interest  on  said  debt  and  annual  installments  neces- 
sary for  the  cancellation  thereof,  and  substitutes  language 
which  in  effect  authorizes  Philadelphia  to  increase  its  in- 
debtedness to  the  extent  of  three  per  cent,  in  excess  of  seven 
per  cent,  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  taxable  property 
therein,  f(U'  all  or  any  of  the  following  purposes,  to  wit: 
'"For  the  construction  and  improvement  of  subways,  tun- 
nels, railways,  elevated  railways,  and  other  transit  facili- 
ties, for  the  construction  and  imjDrovement  of  wharves  and 
docks  and  for  the  reclamation  of  land  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  wharves  and  docks  owned  or  to  be  owned 
b}''  the  said  City." 

It  is  further  provided  that  such  increase  shall  only  be 
made  with  the  assent  of  the  electors,  and  that  ''in  ascer- 
taining the  borrowing  capacity  of  said  City  of  Philadel- 
phia at  any  time  there  shall  be  excluded  from  the  calcula- 
tion a  credit  where  the  work  resulting  from  any  previous 
expenditure  for  any  one  or  more  of  the  specific  purposes 
hereinabove  enumerated  shall  be  yielding  the  said  City 
an  annual  current  net  revenue,  the  amount  of  which  credit 
shall  be  ascertained  by  capitalizing  the  annual  net  revenue 
during  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  time  of  such 
ascertainment.  Such  capitalization  shall  be  accomplished 
by  ascertaining  the  principal  amount  which  would  yield 
such  annual  current  net  revenue  at  the  average  rate  of  in- 
terest and  Sinking  Fund  charges  payable  upon  the  indebt- 
edness incurred  by  said  City  for  such  purposes  up  to  the. 
time  of  such  ascertainment.  The  method  of  determining 
such  amount  so  to  be  excluded  or  allowed  as  a  credit  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly." 

]^o.  2  further  provides  that  in  incurring  indebtedness 
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for  tlic  purposes  enumerated,  tins  City'  may  issue  its  obli- 
gations maturing  not  later  than  fifty  years  from  date,  with 
provision  for  a  Sinking  Fund  suthcient  to  retire  said  obli- 
gations at  maturity,  the  payments  to  which  fund  to  be  equal 
or  graded  annual  installments,  and  it  is  also  provided  that 
such  obligations  nuxy  be  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  provide 
for  and  may  include  the  amount  of  interest  and  Sinking 
Fund  charges  accruing  or  which  msij  accrue  thereon 
throughout  the  period  of  construction,  and  until  the  expira- 
tion of  one  year  after  completion  of  the  work  for  which 
the  indebtedness  shall  have  been  incurred,  and  that  the 
City  shall  not  be  required  to  levy  a  tax  or  pay  such  inter- 
est and  Sinking  Fund  charges  as  required  by  Section  10 
of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  until  the  expiration  of 
said  period  of  one  year  after  completion  of  the  work. 

Proposed  amendment  No.  G  recites  the  section  in  ques- 
tion as  it  has  been  amended  up  to  the  present  time,  with 
the  omission  of  the  provision  therein  for  special  rights  in 
borrowing  money  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  sub- 
ways for  transit  purposes.  It  is  thus  made  applicable 
only  to  the  purposes  of  the  construction  of  wharves  and 
docks,  or  reclamation  of  land  to  be  used  in  such  construc- 
tion, and  adds  the  following:  "Provided,  that  such  indebt- 
edness incurred  by  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia 
shall  not  at  any  time  in  the  aggregate  exceed  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  improv- 
ing and  developing  the  port  of  said  City  and  County 
by  the  condemnation,  purchase,  or  reclamation  or  lease 
of  land  on  the  banks  of  the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware  rivers 
and  land  adjacent  thereto;  the  building  of  bulkheads,  the 
purchase  or  construction  or  lease  of  wharves,  docks,  sheds, 
or  wharehouses  and  other  buildings  and  facilities  neces- 
sary for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  railroad 
and  shipping  terminals  along  the  said  rivers,  the  dredging 
of  the  said  rivers  and  docks ;  provided,  that  the  said  City 
and  County  shall,  at  or  before  the  time  of  so  doing,  pro- 
vide for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  thereon  and  also  the  principal  thereof  within  fifty 
years  from  the  incurring  thereof." 

As  already  stated,  the  Constitution  cannot  be  amended" 
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so  that  the  section  shall  read  in  the  language  of  l)oth  of 
these  proposed  amendments,  and  if  both  propositions 
should  be  adopted,  the  actual  text  of  the  Constitution  would 
be — so  far  as  this  section  is  concerned — shrouded  in  the 
greatest  obscurity  and  uncertainty,  and  the  purpose  of 
advancing  the  Cyity  of  Philadelphia  defeated. 

As  between  the  two  proposals  it  is  seen  that  Xo.  2  is  by 
far  the  more  liberal  and  the  more  practicable.  It  pro- 
vides not  only  for  the  improvement  of  wharves  and  docks 
and  reclamation  of  land,  as  does  jSTo.  6,  but  also  for  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  subways,  tunnels,  rail- 
ways, elevated  railways,  and  other  transit  facilities.  It 
authorizes  an  increase  under  the  conditions  named  to  the 
extent  of  three  per  cent,  of  the  taxable  value  of  property 
in  the  City  and  County,  instead  of  limiting  the  power  so 
conferred  to  the  much  smaller  sum  of  $25,000,000.  It 
permits  the  capitalization,  as  part  of  the  principal  of  the 
special  debt  authorized,  of  the  interest  and  'Sinking  Fund 
charges  during  the  entire  period  of  construction  and  for 
one  year  thereafter;  and  it  provides  for  legislation  with 
respect  to  the  method  of  determining  the  amount  to  be 
excluded,  or  allowed  as  a  credit  in  calculating  the  debt  of 
the  City  existing  at  the  time  of  the  incurring  of  the  new 
•debt.  Both  measures  extend  the  period  for  the  payment 
of  such  debt  to  fifty  years,  instead  of  thirty  years,  as  now 
allowed.  In  the  other  respects  noted  above,  however,  the 
two  are  wholly   diverse. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  inviting  your  attention  to  these 
•discrepancies  in  order  that  public  discussion  may  result, 
and  that  proper  steps  ma}^  be  taken  in  the  selection  of  the 
form  of  proposed  amendment,  the  submission  of  which  to 
popular  suffrage  may  be  advocated  by  the  representatives 
of  the  City.  There  can  be  no  question  of  the  wisdom  of 
unfettering  our  municipality.  Even  with  the  creation 
of  the  school  district  as  a  separate  entity,  and  the  cloth- 
ing of  it  with  the  power  of  taxation  and  debt  making,  the 
limitation  now  existing  is  a  total  of  nine  per  cent. — seven 
for  the  City  and  two  for  the  schools.  In  many  parts  of  the 
State  taxable  property  may  be  subject  to  four  differently 
created   del)ts   of  seven   per  centum   each,   or   a   total  of 
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twenty-eiiiht  per  cent. ;  and  the  argument  is  nn answerable 
that  i?hiiadelphia  should  be  permitted,  if  its  citizens  so 
desire  as  expressed  by  their  votes,  to  break  down  the  bar- 
riers that  are  interfering  with  its  progress.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  22d  instant,  with 
reference  to  the  method  of  procedure  relative  to  the  acquisi- 
tion from  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  of 
its  property  between  McKean  and  Jackson  streets,  or  part 
thereof. 

You  state  that  by  the  ordinance  of  July  14-,  1914,  there 
was  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Wharves,  Docks 
and  Ferries  $500,000  for  the  acquisition  of  a  pier  site  at 
or  near  the  foot  of  ^IcKeau  street;  that  the  recent  Loan 
Bill  contains  an  item  of  $900,000  for  the  completion  of 
piers  now  under  construction  near  Queen  street,  and  for 
the  construction  of  the  substructure  of  a  pier  at  or  near 
McKean  street;  that  the  cost  of  completing  the  piers  at 
Queen  street,  in  addition  to  funds  now  avaiLible.  will  not 
exceed  $200,000,  and  that  there  is  or  soon  will  be  avail- 
able the  sum  of  $500,000  for  the  purchase  of  a  pier  site 
at  or  near  ^McKean  street,  and  a  sum  in  excess  of  $700,000 
for  the  construction  of  the  substructure  of  a  pier ;  that  you 
have  negotiated  with  the  officials  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  for  the  accpiisition  of  either  the  north- 
ern or  the  southern  portion  of  their  property  between  ]\Ic- 
Kean  and  Jackson  streets,  the  purchase  of  the  northern 
portion  of  which  would  involve  the  purchase  or  condemna- 
tion of  an  additional  piece  of  ground  now  owned  by  the 
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Morris  estate;  that  you  Lave  been  unable  to  secure  from 
the  Railroad  Company  an  agreement  to  sell  either  part  of 
their  property,  they  expressing  doubt  as  to  whether  a  pro- 
ceeding by  the  City  to  condemn  a  part  thereof  would  not 
amount  to  "a  condemnation  of  the  so-called  South  Phila- 
delphia Agreement ;"  and  you,  therefore,  deem  it  advisable 
to  take  the  whole  property  under  that  agreement.  You 
state,  further,  that  if  you  do  not  soon  receive  a  satisfactory 
reply  from  the  Eailroad  Company,  you  believe  it  v/ould 
be  advisable  to  proceed  under  the  South  Philadelphia 
Agreement,  and  you  inquire  what  would  be  the  lirst  step 
in  such  a  proceeding  and  whether  any  action  by  Councils 
is  required.  In  addition,  you  state  that  the  Pailroad  Com- 
pany values  its  property  at  approximately  $1,000,000, 
while  an  estimate  made  in  the  Department  of  Wharves, 
Docks  and  Ferries  fixes  the  value  at  about  half  that  sum, 
and  you,  therefore,  think  it  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
value  as  fixed  by  an  appraisement  would  be  about  $750,- 
000 ;  that  in  addition  to  the  $500,000  available  for  the 
purchase  of  a  site  under  the  appropriation  ordinance  of 
July  14,  1914,  youliave  a  'State  appropriation  of  over 
$200,000  available  for  the  same  purpose;  and  that  the 
Director  of  Public  Works  has  advised  you  that  he  would 
have  no  objection  to  the  use  of  such  portion  of  the  appro- 
priations now  available  for  the  general  purpose  of  the 
South  Philadelphia  Agreement  as  may  be.  necessary  to 
make  up  the  difference,  if  any,  between  $700,000  and  the 
amount  of  the  appraisement. 

The  ordinance  of  July  14,  1914,  appropriates  to  the 
Department  of  Wharves,  Docks  and  Ferries: 

"Item  150.  Purchase  of  ground,  preparation  of 
plans,  and  for  preliminary  construction  work  for  pier 
at  or  near  the  foot  of  McKcan  street,  Dehiware  river, 
five  hundred  thousand  (500,000)  dollars." 

This  includes  the  purchase  of  ground,  preparation  of 
plans,  and  preliminary  construction  work  for  the  pier  at 
or  near  the  foot  of  McKean  street,  and  in  order  that  all 
of  the  fund  should  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  the 
ground,  a  modification  of  this  appropriation  should  be 
made  by  Councils. 
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"With  reference  to  tlie  proposed  loan  recently  approved 
by  the  people,  and  which  has  not  yet  been  authorized  by 
ordinance,  the  provision  to  which  you  refer  is  doubtless 
as  follows: 

"Harbor  improvements,  $900,000  (to  be  expended 
as  follows :  i^or  completion  of  piers  between  Catha- 
rine and  Christian  streets,  and  construction  of  pier 
at  or  near  McKean  street,  $800,000 ;  bulkheading 
the  Schuylkill  river,  $75,000 ;  repairs  and  improve- 
ments to  City  piers,  $25,000;" 

And  there  is  in  the  said  proposed  loan  a  fui'ther  item 
for  the  abolition  of  grade  crossings  in  South  Philadelphia. 
$1,000,000.  Precisely  in  what  shape  these  loan  moneys 
jnay  be  tinally  appropriated  must,  of  course,  await  a  fur- 
ther ordinance  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  the  money 
and  making  an  appropriation  thereof. 

With  reference  to  the  suggestion  as  to  "a  condemnation 
of  the  so-called  South  Philadelphia  Agreement,"  I  am 
not  clear  as  to  what  precise  meaning  is  intended  to  be 
conveyed  thereby.  I  think,  however,  that  in  view  of  the 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  among 
others,  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  of  February  It,  1914 — 
which  is,  I  presume,  the  agreement  in  question — that  com- 
pany would  have  at  least  an  equitable  right  to  insist  that 
the  City  proceed  by  appraisement  in  the  manner  provided 
in  Section  10  of  the  agreement,  and  thereunder  to  have  the 
property  of  that  company  mentioned  and  enumerated  in 
the  iifth  paragraph  of  the  10th  section  taken  by  the  City 
under  its  agreement  to  purchase,  as  a  whole. 

You.  state  that  Director  Cooke  advises  you  that  ho 
would  not  object  to  the  use  of  such  portion  of  the  appro- 
priations now  available  for  the  general  purposes  of  the 
iSouth  Philadelphia  agreement  as  may  be  necessary  to 
make  up  the  difference,  if  any,  between  the  sum  of  $700,- 
OOQ  (made  u})  of  the  $500,000  available  under  the  ordi- 
nance of  July  11,  1911,  and  the  $200,000  appropriated  by 
the  State)  and  the  amount  of  the  appraisement.  As  al- 
ready seen,  the  $500,000  referred  to  is  appropriated  for 
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Kean  street  properties  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company.  If  the  amount  available  to  which  Di- 
rector Cooke  refers  is  the  $1;000,000  mentioned  in  Section 
7  of  the  ordinance  of  February  14,  1914,  and  originally 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  by  the  ordinance  of  February 
9,  1907  (p.  46),  the  various  purposes  for  which  this  may 
be  used  are  set  forth  in  that  section  of  the  ordinance  of 
1914.  Moreover,  by  the  17th  section  of  the  agreement 
between  the  'City  and  the  Railroad  Companies,  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  work  to  be  done  shall  be  divided  into  classes, 
and  that  "one  or  more  sections  shall  be  executed  at  a  time 
as  and  when  appropriations  therefor  shall  be  made  by  the 
City."  This  carries  a  strong  implication  that  the  munic- 
ipal improvements  which  are  the  subject  of  that  agree- 
ment are  to  be  made  at  the  direction  and  subject  to  the 
appropriation  of  Councils  with  respect  to  their  various 
parts. 

All  of  the  foregoing  considerations  indicate  that  the 
proper  course  to  be  pursued  in  the  matter  is  to  formulate 
the  plan  of  procedure  proposed  whenever  it  is  determined 
upon,  and  have  it  embodied  in  an  ordinance  directing  the 
intended  steps  to  be  taken,  and  setting  apart  by  appro- 
priation, or  by  modification  of  appropriations  already 
made,  the  funds  to  be  used,  indicating,  of  course,  the 
sources  from  which  such  money  is  to  be  supplied.  After 
the  adoption  of  such  an  ordinance,  if  it  be  decided  to  take 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  properties  at  McKean 
street  under  the  appraisement  provided  for  in  the  South 
Philadelphia  agreement,  this  Department  will  take  the 
necessary  steps  to  have  the  appraisers  appointed  in  accord- 
ance with  the  requirements  of  the  contract. 

With  respect  to  the  value  of  the  property  in  question, 
which  you  say  the  Railroad  Company  estimates  at  $1,000,- 
000  and  the  Department  of  ^^^.larves,  Docks  and  Ferries 
at  $500,000,  I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  real  estate  so  valued  is  assessed  for  taxation  at  the  sum 
of  $185,000.

Dear  Sir  :— I  have  yonr  letter  of  the  28th  inst.,  enclos- 
ing an  ordinance  regulating  the  deposit  of  City  money 
and  fixing  the  amount  of  interest  to  be  paid  thereon,  ap- 
proved December  24,  1914.  This  ordinance  provides  that 
ninety  days  after  its  approval  the  City  Treasurer  and  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  authorized  and 
directed  to  deposit  the  funds  of  the  City  only  in  banks  and 
trust  companies  which  shall  agree  to  pay  the  rate  of  two 
and  one-half  per  cent,  interest  on  City  deposits  and  which 
have  been  designated  by  Councils  as  depositories  of  City 
money.  You  ask  whether  this  applies  to  money  on  de- 
posit in  the  active  accounts. 

Under  the  ordinance  of  April  9,  1892,  page  206,  as 
amended  by  various  later  ordinance,  the  final  one  of  which 
appears  to  be  that  of  February  14,  1910,  page  7,  pro- 
vision is  made  for  three  active  depositories  in  which  de- 
posits up  to  a  maximum  of  $300,000  each  are  authorized 
to  be  made  without  the  payment  of  interest  thereon  in 
consideration  that  such  active  depositories  shall  furnish 
currency  as  required  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  shall  make 
all  collections  from  his  oftice  without  charge,  the  said  active 
banks  or  depositories  assuming  all  responsibility  and  risk 
in  so  doing.  The  ordinance  of  December  24,  1914,  makes 
no  exception  with  respect  to  such  active  banks  or  other 
depositories,  but  is  sweeping  and  universal  in  its  terms  in 
requiring  that  all  deposits  of  the  funds  of  the  City  shall 
be  made  only  in  l>anks  and  trust  companies  agreeing  to 
pay  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  interest  thereon. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  all  provisions  authoriz- 
ing deposits  of  any  character  without  the  ])ayment  of  in- 
terest are  superseded  by  this  ordinance,   and  that  after 
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ninety  days  from  tlie  approval  of  the  ordinance  no  deposits 
can  be  made  by  yourself  or  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners except  upon  the  condition  that  interest  at  the  rate 
of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  shall  be  paid  upon  the  money 
so  deposited. 

You  ask  further,  "Does  the  enclosed  ordinance  repeal 
this  or  any  other  feature  of  the  law  regulating  deposits, 
excepting  the  rate  of  interest  to  be  paid  by  depositories  ?" 

I  see  no  change  in  the  existing  law  except  the  change 
already  noted,  to  wit,  that  all  moneys  deposited  by  the 
City  Treasurer  and  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
shall  be  in  banks  or  trust  companies  designated  by  Coun- 
cils as  depositories  of  City  money  and  which  shall  agree 
to  pay  the  rate  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  thereon.

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  28th  instant, 
asking  me  to  inform  you  whether  the  title  to  the  tract  of 
ground  in  the  Twenty-third  Ward,  bounded  by  Trenton 
avenue,  Wakeling,  Valley  and  Margaret  streets,  known 
as  Whitehall  Commons,  is  vested  in  the  City  and,  if  so, 
the  date,  permit  me  to  say  that  the  ordinance  condemning 
this  plot  of  ground  was  approved  June  27,  1912.  All  the 
former  owners  of  the  property  have  been  paid  excepting 
two,  and  the  aggregate  of  their  claims  is  $1,493.25.  Even 
these  are  not  appealed  from  and  are  in  process  of  settle- 
ment. 

Under  the  circumstances  in  this  case,  I  am  of  opinion 
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that  the  land  has  become  the  property  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia and  that  the  taking  relates  back  to  the  date  of  the 
ordinance.

Payment  of  Additional  Employees  from  Appropriation  for 
Extra  Help. 

John  M.  Walton^  Esq.^

Dear  Sir: — I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  29th 
inst.,  enclosing  copy  of  a  letter  to  yourself  from  the  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  in  reference  to  extra  help  employed  by  him 
under  the  item  in  the  appropriation  to  that  Department  for 
the  year  1915  to  Item  2-b  for  extra  help,  $31,520.  There- 
under the  Receiver  of  Taxes  has  appointed  a  number  of 
clerks,  a  bookkeeper,  janitor,  etc.,  at  annual  salaries  rang- 
ing from  $720  to  $1,800  yearly.  You  ask  whether  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  can  make  such  classification  on  an  an- 
nual salary  basis  instead  of  the  salaries  being  fixed  by 
Councils,  and  whether  you  would  be  justified  in  counter- 
signing warrants  for  such  salaries. 

By  various  Acts  of  Assembly  (Consolidation  Act  of 
Februarv  2,  1854,  Section  47;  Act  of  Mav  20,  18G4,  Sec- 
tion 4.  P.  L.  912,  and  May  22,  187(9,  Section  2,  P.  L. 
72).  the  City  Councils  are  given  the  power  and  it  is  made 
their  duty  to  fix  the  salaries  of  all  employees  of  the  City 
whose  salaries  are  not  specified  by  law.  I  do  not  think 
that  this  power  should  be  delegated  by  Councils  to  any 
official,  nor  does  it  appear  that  by  the  appropriation  ia 
question  Councils  intended  so  to  do.     I  find  that  the  sal- 
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aries  of  the  employees  in  the  office  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
are  fixed  by  the  appropriating  ordinance,  and  the  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  ''extra  help"  was  doubtless  in- 
tended to  apply,  not  to  employees  nnder  annual  salary,  but 
for  such  temporary  help  as  might  be  needed  in  conduct- 
ing the  business  of  that  Department.  This  seems  to  be 
recognized  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  who  says  in  his 
letter  to  you :  '"T  have  put  these  men  on  a  salary  basis,  or 
if  this  does  not  meet  with  your  approval,  I  will  put  them 
on  a  per  diem  basis,  the  highest  salary  position  to  re- 
ceive $6.00  per  diem  and  the  remaining  positions  in  pro- 
portion, to  be  paid  only  on  the  days  on  which  they  actually 
work." 

I  think  it  would  be  well  to  accept  this  proposal  of  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes  and  to  have  the  positions  in  question 
re-(?lassified  as  per  diem  places,  in  accordance  with  the 
suggestion  of  that  official.

Legality  of  Depositing  Certified  Chech  in  Lieu  of  Bond. 
MoERis  L.  Cooke,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  letter  of  the  29th  inst.  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property,  approved  by  you, 
suggesting  that  Messrs.  Conan  &  Mellon  be  permitted  to 
deposit  with  the  City  a  certified  check  for  $180  in  lieu  of 
the  contract  and  penal  bonds  required  under  their  contract 
for  cement  work  in  the  wells  for  Pleasant  Hill  Park. 

To  follow  this  course  would  somewhat  simplify  the  work 
of  this  Department,  but  I  fear  in  the  end  that  it  would 
unduly  complicate  the  situation. 
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The  ordinances  require  Loth  a  contract  and  penal  bond 
in  all  cases  of  work  combining  the  supply  of  materials  and 
labor  for  the  construction  of  or  repairs  to  City  property. 
Moreover,  these  bonds  set  forth  the  exact  conditions  of  lia- 
bility, which  would  be  left  in  a  vague  and  uncertain  state 
by  the  mere  deposit  of  a  certified  check.  While  the  amount 
in  this  case  is  small  and  it  is  probable  that  the  expense  of 
procuring  the  bonds  seems  disproportionate,  yet  under  the 
ordinances  and  in  view  of  the  practical  considerations 
above  mentioned,  I  see  no  alternative  but  to  require  that 
the  regular  course  be  pursued.
